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HAH E nobility and dignity of C hirurgery are too vell 
FY known to want the help of an Oratour to ſet them 
forth. If a Panegyrick were neceſſary, it were, beſt 
made by running through the Particulars of the Art, 
' and the Hiſtory of the Diſeaſes cured thereby. He 
that ſhall duly confider the deplorable miſery of mankind, and 
how much it wanteth relief in ſuch a multitude of Inſtances, muſt, 
needs acknowledge us to be what Antiquity hath long ſince tall d_ 
+s:: viz. The Hands of God.. Indeed the ancient Grecians in 
the days of Ignorance and Idolatry did not flick to teftifie their 
reverence of the Eminent men of the Profeſſion, by referring them 
into.the number of the Gods which they worſbipt. Nor have the 
latter times, though wiſer than to riſe to ſuch extravagancy, been 
backward in expreſſing their efleem of us; which notwith/landing 
they bave guided with more diſcretion and uſefulneſs. 1 flead 
of ſuch Deification and fabulous Stories, they have rewarded. us 
with Honour, Wealth, and C ollegiate Land gitiaic both in Uni- 
werſities and great Cities. Among which ſort our own Society in 
the City of London, eſtabliſhed by Kings, and frequently encou- 
raged by freſh Graiits from them, ought to have an honourable 
mention ; the Profeſſors of which have contributed fo much to. the 
improvement of the Faculty, and to the honour of the Naticzi. 
The Anatomical part hath been ſignally promoted. in. it, fo. as to 
render it famous all over Europe, and every year to invite. For- 
reiners to attend our Lefures from beyond the Seas. It had like 
to have done as preat things in the Inſtitutionary part of Chirurge- 
Ty, had the learned Lectures of that excellent Chirurgeon Dofor 
Read been continued by a ſucceſſion of __ Pr refeſſor s. It being 
: eaſnabl e 
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reaſonable to imagine, that the Curioſity and Induſtry that hath 
been ſo eminent in our Nation in the Anatomical part, would 
have been the like in that alſo. Since it hath been onr unhappi- 
neſs to have that neglefed, T hope it will not be ill taken if we 
that are Members of it do ſupply this defef by our own private 
Labours. This hath been already done by Mr. Clowes , 
My. Woodall, and ſome others, whoſe laudable Example I have 
adventured to follow, and to put my own Papers in Print ; that 
what was at firſt intended for my private ſatisfation, may be uſe- 
ful to others as well as to my ſelf. In doing this, Reader, I have 
made a vertue of neceſſity, and imployed thoſe hours for the publick 
ſervice, which a frequently-repeated Sickneſs hath for this twenty 
years laſt paſt deny d me the uſe of in my private occaſions. It 
hath pleaſed God by cafting me into ſuch a condition to give me 
opportunity of reading and thinking, as well as prafliſing. Both 
which are neceſſary to the accompliſhment not only of an Author, 
but indeed of a Chirurgeon. 1 cannot be ſouncharitable tomy Bre- 
thren, as to wiſh them the like Sickneſs to oblige them to the like 
Retirements for contemplation and: ftudy. But I do heartily wijb, 
that what was neceſſity in me may be choice in them, v1z. that they 
would ſet apart ſome time for refletion upon their Labours, and 
for comparing the Emperical part of the Profeſſion with the Rati- 
onal. Theywill ſoon find how many Gaps do ftill lie open in this 
goodly Fabrick, and how much is wanting to. make the Building 
compleat. What defefis do remain even in the Hiſtory of Diſeaſes 
themſehues, and the plain pralical things, wherein every expert 
Chirurgeon can correfÞ the Authors he reads 2 This well confide- 
red cannot but ſpur him on to add his Obſervations to the bulk, of 
what hath been heretofore heaped up for this purpoſe, and to con 
tribute his endeavours to the finiſhing of what hath been begun, 
and thus far carried on, by other hands. As to my own perfor- 
mance, Reader, I muſt tell thee, that what I have chiefly aimed at 
in this Book hath been; perſpicuity and conciſeneſs in the Inſtitutio> 
nary part of the ſame, and aptneſs in the annexed Obſervations; 
that ſo the whole may be made eaſie to the young Chirurgeon, and 
as inſtrulive as may be. In all which I doubt not-but the far- 
ther he goeth on in pratiice, the more of clearneſs and plainneſs 
he will find ; 'and the whole ſo much better performed than a meer 
Academick tould have done it, without being a Praflitioner him-

and that being done, I ſaw 10 reaſon for taking them out again, 
to ſupply other parts of the Book. OTE 
After all things are conſidered and weighed in this and other 
Chirurgical Diſcourſes that are publick, and they compared with 
our ſucceſs in Pralice, we jhall ſoon find cauſe of lamenting our 
own.weakneſs and inability in the carrying on of ſo great a work , 
as the recovery of Mankind out of thoſe many Diſtempers to which - 
various Misfortunes,and many repeated ſucceſſions of Intemperance, 
* and other Accidents both without and within, have betrayed us for 
fo many ages together. When the young Chirurgeon (ball. find the 
Cure eaſie in the Theory, and appear ſo at firſt in the Praftice too, 
yet ſuddenly deceive him with a Relapſe, and not only once, but 
often, delude his beſt endeavours : when the By-ſtanders and per- 
ſons concerned ſhall begin to accuſe him of Knavery in his proceed- 
ing, and think him to pull back a Cure, whilſt he is only rolling 
Silyphus his Stone, which will tumble down whether he will or not 
He will then wifh that all other Praftifers had done what 1 bave in 
this Treatiſes, viz. recommended their Obſervations both ſucceſsful 
and: unſucceſsful, thereby i ed ng knowledge in our Profeſſion, 
1 and leaving Sea-marks for the diſcovery of ſuch Rocks as they them-

ceſs, that thoſe that come aſter me may learn what to avoid: there

And firſt we ſhall treat of Humoral Tu- 
mours in general, deſcending from thence to as many of the Particulars as 
will be neceſlary for the InſtruQion of the young Artiſt. 


CHAP IL 


Of Humoral Tumours m general, 


HE Cauſes of theſe Tumoars have been ſufficiently handled in the Firſt 
Chapter, where we have diſcourſed how Tumours from Humours are 
produced: [ ſhall here diſcourſe the Dzagzoſtick, Prognoſtick, and Cure. 

If a Humoral Tumour be made by-any- external Cauſe, as by a Wound, Signs. 
Bruiſe, Sc. it is eaſily diſcerned: but it there were no ſuch preceding Cauſe, 
yon may conclude rhat it ariſeth from within. In this latter caſe you may 
judge whether a Tumour be made by Fluxion or Congeſtion thus. 

That which is made by Congeſtion riſeth gradually, and is colle&ted into a Tumours 
compact Tumour without any preceding cauſe or ſign of Fluxion, and is 2! ©9"8*- 
made with little pain, unleſs it begin in the Joynts, or parts of exquiſite Senſe. 
And then allo in little Children the Tumour is ſome times made before it is 
diſcovered, and ſuppoſed a luxation of that Joynt, the Skin retaining its na- 
tural colour: yet as the Tumour encreaſeth, the veins are frequently ſwelled 
in the ſurface of it; and as the Matter makes its way outward, it ſome 
times inflames and becomes painful. 
| If the Tumour be made by Fluxton, the part is affected with pain and Tumours 
[welleth ſuddenly, and is accompanied with Tenſion, Pultation, and Fever. Dy Fluxt- 

B Now 
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Now when the tumour appears either before or with the Fever, no other 
Diſeaſe having preceded it, this is to be called Fluxton in the ſtricteſt ſenſe of 
the word. But there are two other forts of Tumours reducible to Fluxion, 
and thoſe are made by, x. Tranſlation, 2. Attraction. 
Tumours Firſt, The Tranſlation of an Humour, in the ſenſe I here mean it, is that 
97 rare fort of Fluxion which happens from within upon the Criſis of ſome forego- 
' ing Diſeaſe; which though it be really Fluxion, yet it difters from that which 
is ſtrictly ſo called by theſe circumſtances. r. In Tranſlation another Dif- 
eaſe preceded ; in this, none at all. 2. In Fluxion, {triftly ſo called, the 
Skin is firſt affeed, and by degrees the neighbouring parts; in "Tranſlation 
it is affected laſt, rne Matter working it ſelf from within outwards, inſomuch 
that you may find Matter in the Tumour before the Skin is much changed 
3. In Tranſlation there is often a real Extravaſation of the ſerum of the bloud 
between the Interſtices of the Muſcles, which falleth from ſome higher place ; 
nay, Pas it ſelf may be bred above in ſome inward Cavity, and fall down thi- 
ther actually formed before the Tumour begins: which 15: quite otherwiſe 
in Fluxion ſtrictly ſo called. 
Tawours Secondly, The other fort of Tumours reducible to Fluxton are thoſe that 
by Attra- gre made by Attrattion: which if they do happen, foie of the viſible Cau- 
Ron ſes mentioned Chap. I. did precede. 
Times of Tumours made by Fluxion have their ſeveral degrees and times, as their 
Tum" Beginhing, Augment, State, and Declination. Their Beginning is with the 
Flicion, extenſion of the part afteted: the Increaſe, when it rileth 1nto a conſpicu- 
ous Tumovr, and is then accompanied with Symptorns increafing accor- 
dingly: rhe State is when the Tumour is made, and tie Symptoms at the 
higheſt: the Declination is when the Tumour becomes leſs, and the Sym- 
ptoms abate. 
Progno- The Prognoſticks of Tumours in general are taken from the Part affe&ed, 
flicks. as it is of more excellence and uſe; allo as it is internal, or external. By how 
much the more noble the Part is, by ſo much the more dangerous. The inter- 
nal more dangerous than external. Prognoſticks are alſo taken from the great- 
neſs of the Tumour, and Accidents that attend it; and from the quality of 
the Humour that raiſeth it, whether hot or cold, thick or thin, malizn or be- 
nign: for according to theſe circumſtances the Cure is more or leſs difficult. 
The manner of its Termination is to be conſidered: whether by Diſcuſſi- 
on, viz. inſenſible Tranſpiration; or ſuppuration, 72. e. the converting the 
Humour ( which raiſed the Tumour) into matter; or by Corruption, when 
the part affected is overcome by the ill quality of the matter, and putrefies; 
or by Induration, when the Tumour is hardned, and the Sypmtoms of pain 
diminiſhed; or by retraction, when the Tumour ſuddenly diſappears, go- 
ing back into the Body. 
All Tumours which owe their original to Humours terminate one of - 
theſe five ways.

In the Cure of Tumours two things are chiefly to be conſidered : r. the Cure. 
nature of the Part; 2. thenature of Tumour. . 

L. In the Part it ſelf we are to conſider, 1. its Temperament, 2. its Con- Thing ro 
formation, 3. Situation, 4. Senſe, 5. Ule. tor rageri 
x. In Temperament, ſome are hot, as the Muſcles ; ſome cold, as the Ten- art. 
dons, Glandules, and other exanguous parts. Some are moderately moiſt in 
themſelves, and require to be treated with Medicines of the like nature, ſuct1 
as are neither violently drying, nor too much moiſtening.as the Fleſhly parts : 
others dry in themſelves, yet require exiccants ; as Bones : others again over 
whelmed with perpetual Moiſture, by reaſon of their ſituation and ſpongy 

ſubſtance ; as the parts about the Anus, Vterus, Axille, Inguina, Qc. 

2. Conformation of the Part regards either its outward Figure, or inward 
Compoſition : which latter may conſiſt of ſeveral other leſſer, whether ſimi- 
lar or organical ; as a Thigh, of Bone, Muſcles, Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Mem- 
branes, Sc. all which are duly to be conſidered, that ſo the nature of the 
Fluxion, the Veſlcls that feed it, the diſadvantages or advantages of the Part, 
the beſt way of Revulſion, Diſculſion, &c. may be the more readily ſuggeſted 
to the fancy. We may alſo thereby be informed what cavities or Interſtices 
may be there for the receit of Humour ; and how great the degeneration is 
trom the natural ſtate or figure. A 

' 3+ Situation of the Part is of great importance - which, if it depend too 
much, muſt of neceſſity be raiſed ; otherwiſe the Fluxion will be encreaſed. 
Therefore if it be a Hand or Arm, it muſt be raiſed to the Breaſt ; if a Leg, 
it muſt belaid on a Bed, Stool, or the like. 

4. The Sen/ibleneſs of Parts is of much moment in the Cure of Tumours : 
which, it they light upon ſuch as are of over-acute ſenſe, produce exquiſite 
torments, ſuch as require often a more peculiar care of the Chirurgeon than 
the Tumour it ſelf. Allo its neighbourhood to ſuch a place obligeth us to 
prevent its reaching to it. 

5. The ſe of a Part, as it is more or leſs noble, is very much to be atten- 
ded : whether it be of immediate importance to Life, as the Liver, Brain, - 
Lungs, Heart, &c. or to great and noble uſes ; whether of ſenſe, as the Eye, 

Noſe, Ear; or of common excretion, as the Bladder, Anus; or of generati- 
on, as the Teſticles, 7terus, ©c. Of all which Circumſtances great care is to 
be had, that they may betreatcd accordingly. 

IT. Having thus conſidered the nature of the Part, you are next to attend to Things to 
the Tumour itſelf,both as to its Time and other circumſtances.As to its Time, - 
if it bealready in the State,you have no more todo but to regard the conjunaA mpg 
cauſe, viz. the Matter already lodged there ; the due removal of which ſuffi- 
ciently diſpoſeth it to Cure : but it it be only beginning, then the antecedent 
cauſes are tobe likewiſe conſidered, and to be removed out of hand ; the Fluxi- 
on to be checked by evacuation of the Humour, by bleeding and purging, or 
by revulſion, derivation, interception, repulſion, diſcuſſion, &c. 

Theſe ſeveral intentions will beſt be judged of by viewing the quality of 
the Tumour, If it be hot,and made by Fluxion,then it is to be treated by the 


ajoreſaid Method. If it be cold, and made by Congeſtion, then purging only 


with reſolvents, diſcutients, and ſtrengtheners of the Part, are to be made uſe

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of. Where the Tumours are mixed, the intentions of Cure ought to be fo 
too. Where Attraction is the cauſe of Tumour, the cauſe of the Attraction 
ought to be removed; whether it be too much heat, drawing Medicines, bli- 
ſering Phiſters; or the like. All which things as they will be ſufficiently 
handled in theParticulars when we come to them; ſo it will be much for the 
advantage of the young Artiſt, if we do here ſay ſomething of themin gene- 
ral. | | | 

Now ſince Tumours cauſed by Fluxion are like to employ the former part 
of this Treatiſe, I ſhall begin with thofe, and conſider them in their: ſeveral 
eſtates, of Beginning, Increaſe, State, and Declination. * 

In the Beginning [ have already told you of Bleeding, 'which potently 
checketh Fluxion, and ought-to be proportioned to the greatneſs and vio- 
lence of the Diſeaſe. In tender bodies and ſmall Tumours the evacuation 
needs not be much: but if otherwiſe the Fluxion be great, and the body 
ſtrong, we muſt take away large quantities. 

Beſides Bleeding, evacuation by Stool will be requiſite : and, indeed, im- 
mediately before or after bleeding a Clyſter or ſome other Lenitive ought to 
be exhibited. Nor is that to be reſted in,but further purging,cither by milder 
or {tronger medicines,to be attempted,ſuitably tothe condition of the Patient. 
It is true that in hot Tumours there may ſeem to be only a Plethora, which 
notwithſtanding will require evacuation by purging as well as bleeding ; - it be- 
ing ſeldom found that a Tumour is cauſed by a meer Plethora without Caco- 
chymia ; which Cacochymza, if it doth not precede the Tumour, certainly ac- 
companieth ir, (as will be made more manifeſt when we come ro treat of 
particular Heads) and therefore requires the method now mentioned. 

Lenitive Purges are Sena, Rhubarb, Caſſia, Tamarinds, Manna, with Cremor 
Tartar. Elefuar. lenitiv. Diaprun. lenitiv. Diacaſſ. cam manna, ſyr. rofar. ſolut. 
ſyr. de Rhabarb. &c. which is as high as we ought to go,if the' Humour be hot. 
In cold ones ſtronger Catharticks are adviſable : of which more anon. 


Theſe two are premiſed in regard of the antecedent cauſe : but that-is not 


enough, unleſs the conjunct caule be allo - removed ; which, being the very 


matter of the Tumour, admits of ſeveral intentions. They are reducible'to

Theſe Medicines are all aſtringent more or leſs. The milder fort of them, 
which are the moſt uſual in all hot Inflammations, . as Lettice, Purſlane; 
Navel-wort, Plantane, Bramble-tops, red Roſes, Knot-graſs, Horſe-tail, Houſe- 
leek, and, where the pain is more vehement, Poppy, Mandrakes ; theſe may 
be applied liquid, or in the forms of Liniments, Cerots, Cataplaſms, or 
Emplaſters : of which this Book will give you Examples. The more aſtrin- 
cent are Pomgranate rinds and flowers, Medlars, Quinces, Sloes, Acorns, 
Cy preſs-nuts, Mulberries, Sumach, Bole-armoniack, ſangais draconis, Vinegar, 
red Wine, &c. Compounds of both forts are, Ol. omphacin. ol. roſar. unzuent. 
roſar. popul. album, unguent. nutrit. cerat. refrigerans Galeni. Empl. e bolo, de mi- 
nio camphorat. oxycratum, oxyrrhodinum, oxelzum. Rc ſucci ſolani, plantag, ſem- 
pervivi, an. F1j. aceti optimi 5jſs. macilag. ſem. pſyllii. cydon. extratt. cuns ag. ro- 
far. an. Fj. Miſc. 1n which you may dip cloaths, and apply them to. the 
Parts affe&ted, renewing them often ; or you may add to it putv. gland. flor.

Concerning theſe foregoing Medicaments it is to be cautiouſly obſer- Cautions 
ved, x. That they are proper only in the beginning of the Tumour, whilſt 
you intend to prevent it by driving it quite back into the Bloud again. For 
if the Humour be ſo impacted as not to be repellible, but that it muſt haveits 
evacuation in the place by Suppuration, then if by bleeding you hinder con- 
coRion of the Matter, you prolong tne Diſeaſe ; Nature 1n that caſe wants all 
its heat and all its ſeraw. Much more do you hurt it if you uſe Repellents, 
which, being commonly cold and aſtringent, do cloſe up the Pores, and keep 
out both the natural heat and the ſerum of the bloud, the affluence of which 
and irs mixing with the Humour 1s neceflary to the dilution and the digeſtion 
of it ; ſo that both being hindred, the Part will grow livid and mortifie. 

2. Caution 1s to be uled in the application of theſe Medicines where the 
Tumour is malign,or the Criſis of a malignant Fever : for in all ſuch caſes the 
Retraction into the bloud is of very dangerous conſequence : -wherefore we 
then rather uſe Cupping-glaſſes and other AttraQtions to draw it" our. 

3- It is to be noted that theſe-Repellents are often applied above the Tu- 
mour as defenfatives or intercipients : in which caſe they. have regard to the 
antecedent cauſe, and in a ſtri&t diſcourſe ſhould have been handled under 
that Head ; but rather accommodate my ſelf-to. the method of Operation.

on. The Medicaments called Diſcutients ought'to'be hot and: of - a ſubtil qua- 
lity, powerfully penetrating : which quality renders them improper to be ap- 
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plicd inthe beginning of Inflammations; ( for thereby the Part would be too 
much heared, and conſequently the Tumour made great ; ) but they are pro- 
per being mixed with Repcllents in the beginning of the Augment, when the 
Tumour 1s hard, and not fit to be rreated longer with Repelients alone. 

Theſe Medicaments are to be proportioned as the Matter and conformation 
of the Part requireth. The milder are emollient and rarifying, proper in toft 
bodies where there is Inflammation with hardneſs: and they are Radices & 
folia alth&@,malue, violar. ſem. lini, faenug. flor. chamemel. meliloti, ſambuci, far 
hordei, lentium, orobi, lupinor. which may be made up in Cataplaſms with 
ſome of theſe following, which are of the ſame quality, viz. fallet oy!, but- 
ter, axung. porcin. anſeris, anatis, galling, ſevum ovinum, vitulinum, vaccinum. 
The more recent theſe Fats are, the more emollient; and the more rancid the, 
more diſcutient, Mel and cera are reckoned amongſt the Diſcutients: alſo 
ol. cham. Iumbricorum, ſambuci, lint, irinum, &c. Empl. diachyl. fimvl. cam 
gummi, ireatum, de mucilag. de meliloto, &c. The milder Diſcuticits mix- 
ed with Repellents may be thus made : I fol. & rad. althzz.

euphorbium, petroleum, oleum philoſophor. unguent. aregon, martiat. Empl. de ra- 
nis cum & ſine Mercurio, Empl. diaſulphuris, de baccis lauri, cicate cum ammoni- 
aco, &c. The Matter may allo be diſpoſed for reſolution by ſuch like Fomen- 
tation : Re rad. enulz campane, bryonig, an. 3ij ſummitat. pulegit, origani, ſca- 
bioſz, abrotoni, an. M j. bacc. lauri, juniperi, an. 5j. ſem. cymini, 5ſs. cog. in 
aqu. font. & vin. alb. an. lib.

Symptoms of pain and inflammation do not lefſen, you ſhall then forbear 
the farther uſe of Diſcutients, and haſten concoftion or Suppuration; which 
15 indeed the work of Nature, by the benefit of whoſe heat the Humours are 
digeſted, and pus generated. If the heat be ſtrong, the Matter is for the moſt 
part well concoced ; and being (o, it is white and of good confiſtence, and 
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not ill ſcented : but if the heat be weak, the Matter is otherwiſe. It is there- 
fore our work to cheriſh and increaſe the native heat in the affeted Part, to 
perfe& its ConcoQion: and that is furthered by hindering Tranſpiration, and 
defending it from outward air ; alſo by proportioning the quality of the Me- 
dicaments to the temper of the Part, and quality of the Tumour. And foraſ- 
much as our natural heat is temperate and moiſt, ſuch alſo ought the Medi- 
caments to be: they ought alſo to be emplaſtick. Yet it is not unfrequent to 
ſee a Suppuration made accidentally by cold Medicaments, which by a light, 
gentle aſtriction of the Pores do perform the office of Emplaſticks ; as 7#- 
guentum album, Sorrel roaſted in embers. Nay, in cold Tumours I have 
ſcen Suppuration cauſed by the ſtronger Diſcutients, 

Tumours do ſuppurate ſooner or later according to the Humour of which, 
or the Place in which they are generated. Thole which are of Bloud, and 
in Fleſhy parts, do eaſieſt come to maturity. Thoſe which ariſe from other, 
Humours, and are near or in the Joynts, or Parts endued with little heat 
( eſpecially thoſe contained in a Cyſzs) do difficultly ſuppurate. 

The Matter diftereth according to the variety and mixture of the Hu- 
mours. Of Bloud always proceeds laudable Matter, eſpecially if the native 
heat be ſtrong : but if other Humours be mixed with it, as they get predo- 
minancy, fo is the Matter more or leſs crude. In Furuncles or Bolls it is 
clammy, and not unlike pith. 

In Abſceſſes made by Tranſlation the Matter is purulent, ſometimes white 
and well-coloured, other times partaking of a yellow or green, ſometimes 
of a brown colour; and 1s more or leſs taetid according to the time it hath 
there remained. 

Tumours mede by Tranſlation have ſometimes Matter in them from their 
firſt appearance - but it being commonly lodged deep under the Muſcles, the 
Matter is not felt till it hath raiſed the Tumour; which is not done without 
pain, pul/ation, Oc. as in a Phlegmon, but deeper, and doth not affect the 
Skin with Infammation till the Matter reach near it. In theſe Tumours we 
do not attend the Symptoms of Suppuration, but open them as ſoon as any 
quantity of Matter offers it ſelf. Whilſt the Matter is making, the native 
heat of the Part is to be preſerved and increaſed by Medicaments which may 
alleviate the pain, and further concoction. 

Suppuratives are of two ſorts: ſome are ſimple, others are compound. Suppura- 
The ſimple arc Aqua zepida, with which if you foment the leſſer Phlegmoys, it ®* Meare 
will ſuppurate, (and ſometimes by continaing its uſe it will diſcuſs them, two forts. 
where the Matter is not fit for ſuppuration.) Zydrelzum moderately heats 
and digeſts. Oleum maturum cheriſheth the native heat, and ſupples and con- 
cots Matter. Butter is maturative, and is profitably mixed with Anodynes 
and Suppuratives, eſpecially in ſoft delicate bodies. Oeſypum is allo matura- 
tive; and fo are the Fats of all domeſtick Creatures. Fol. maluz, viol. parie- 
tarig, mercurialis, branc& urſine, decoted in Hydrelzo cum farina tritici, but y- 
ro, & vitelis ovorum, are Suppuratives. A raw Onion 1s ſharp and biting ; 
but roaſted under embers loſeth its acrimony, and ſuppurates Tumours that 
are difficulr to digeſt. The Lily-root 1s a known Suppurative. Out of theſe 
Simples Cataplaims are made: as, R radic. althze, lilior. albor. an. Zij. fol. 
tuſſilag. maluz, biſmalvuz, an. M. j. coq. in brodio, terantur, adjettis far. ſem. 
lini 3). far. triticiJij. axung. porcine, butyri rec. an. Fils. croci pulv. 91j. vitello 
ovi uniys; Miſc. fiat Cataplaſma. In cold Tumours, or where the Marter jies 
deep, R radic. bryonie, Lapathi acuti, an. 31j. cog. © cribreiur per ſetaceum, 
addendo cappar. & allior. ſub cineribus coctorum an. Ziij. ferment acr:s ij, 
pulv, ſem. lini & fanug, an. 3) tritici ij. axung, porcing 51j. mell, com. 

Where the Matter is tough, gum gal- 
ban. ammoniac. bdell Empl. de mucilaginibus, &c. The Tumour being (uppu- 
rated, be the Matter what it will, the evacuation of it is neceſlary, left it 
corrupt within, and corrode the Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Tendons, or the 
Bone, if it lie near one: in which caſes it is lawful to open 1t before the Tu- 
mour is all ſuppurated, So alſo in the Joynts, and in the Head, it the Ab- 
' ſceſs lie over the Sutures: likewiſe in Abfceſles in ano, where, through the 
weakneſs of the Part, a putrefaction 1s apt to follow ; or in the fauces, where 
the ncig)bouring parts may ſufter by conſent, and the Patient? be in hazard of 
ſtrangling. In theſe caſes we wait not for perfect Suppuration, but by deep 
Scarification diſcharge the ſerous bloud, and rrevent an Abſceſs. There is al- 
ſo care to be taken in Abſceſles of the Breaſt and Belly, where the Matter is 1n 
danger of breaking inwards. Yet by opening theſe too ſoon they ſornetimes 
apoſtemate again, or become crude, and difficult to digeſt and cure. 

Two ways 3. The way of Opening them is twofold; by Knife, or Cauſtick. 

of Open- They are of uſe according to the place that is afteed, and the quantity of 

Inc. Matter which is to be diſcharged. In the Face, where the Cicatrix may be 
unſeemly, 7nci{ion of them is beſt : but in large Ablceſles, where the quantity 
of Matter is great, or where we would keep the Abſcets long open, or in a place 
where Bandage cannot be made to retain rhe 'Tent 1n, there a Cauſtic# is moſt 
proper. Authors do not generally approve ſo well of the Cauſtick; yet Sex- 
ertus propoſeth it in a Hernia aquoſa, where it 1s leaſt ſafe: for in truth thoſe 
cold Tumours do eſpecially require to be opened by Incifion; yer when the 
habit of body hath been tolerable, I have in that alſo vſed the Cauſtick with 
good ſucceſs, as I ſhall ſhew in the Cure thereof, and do commend it in the 
opening of large Abſceſles as moſt fate and eafie, the matter being thereby 
diſcharged plentifully. And if the Cauſtick be applied in the declining part, 
the Abicefs is ſometimes near cured before the Eſcar ſeparates, (if the Mat- 
ter be not contained in ſome peculiar Cy/?7s) and rhat without dilatation or 

Caution, "Tents. Yet you ought to be wary how you make Fontanels with them in 
hydropick or very fat People, by reaſon of 'the weakneſs of their natural 
heat. 

Cauſtics, Of Cauſticks there are various ſorts; as of the 1;xivium ſaponis, cinerum ſar- 
ment. vitis, filiquarum fabar. &c. boil to a ſolid confiſtence : or in the boiling 
you may add to them wvitriolum Roman. pulver. from 5j. to Zij. alſo opzum jj. 
to Zvi. of the [;x/v/um : or by a mixture of calx viva & lixiv. ſapoats you 
may make a Cauſtick. Theſe are the ſtronger ſorts in uſe amongſt us : not 
but that there are Cauſticks made with Arfenick , &c. but, unleſs it be in 

 preat Sarcomata or ſuch like, I uſe only a mild preparation of calx viva with 
a little common ſoap, and a third part of the Cauſtick-ſtone. In children 
and tender ſoft bodies I often uſe ca/x viva made into paſte with a little black 
ſoap. In theſe two latter there is no fear of their ſpreading ; a Pledgit of dry 
Lint and an Emplaſt. diachalciteos, or the like, is ſufficient defence, leaving 

Caution, them on till the next morning. But in the application of the ſtronger Cau- 
ſtick there is more caution required. Thoſe we endeavour to keep within 
compaſs by ſmall ſnips of Emplaſt. hoping thereby to defend the parts about : 
but, in ſpite of all our endeavours, they will ſpread farther than was deſigned, 
if they lie any while on the Part out of our ſight. For though the Part be out: 
wardly defended with Emplaſters, they will find a way under the skin, or at 

leaſt under the cutica/a, to ſpread , according to the quantity of the liquid, ® 

lalt in the Cauſtick. "They do your work in leſs than an hour. k 
' The Efcar being made, you may divide it, and ſtupe the part affected with 

wine or milk, and dreſs it up with wngaent. ba/tlicon dipt in ol, [ilior. warm, 
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applying an Empl. diachalc fimpl. diſſolved in ſome of the ſame oyl to the 
conſiſtence of a Cerat : or apply an anodyne Cataplaſm, and bind it up. 

In the opening an Apoſtem by Inciſton, you ovght to take care that the 
Apertion be mae in that place were the Matter 1s moſt contained, the skin 
being for the moſt part thinneſt there: and if it be not the moſt declinin 
part, yet you may draw your knife towards it, for the more eafie diſcharge 
of the Matter, then that the inciſion be made according to the reCtitude of 
the Fibres. If it be in the Groin or Arm-pit, it ought to be oblique : in 
other parts make it according to the length of the member. 

In making the Inciſion you are to avoid wounding the Vein, Artery, or 
Nerve : nor muſt you diſcharge the Matter at once, eſpecially in great Ab- 

| ſceſles, leſt you over-weaken the heat of the Part, or cauſe fainting, 
; The Inſtruments proper in opening Apoſtemations are made choice of ac- 
cording to the Part that is afteted, and the greatneſs of the Abſcels. Ambr. 
Parey propoleth ſome whereby you may more covertly open them : but we 
make uſe of Lancer or Knife, of which our Inſtrument- makers furnffh us 
with choice. It the Faxces be afteed, the Handle of your Knife ought to be 
long, and the Blade ſhort; ſome thereof crooked, and cutting on one or both 
f ſides. Your Inſtruments ought to be kept clean, for your credit; and ſharp, 
: that you may perform the work with lels pain. 
The Incifton being made, the Accidents or Symptoms that attend it are 
; to be removed. In the firſt place the Bleeding is to be reſtrained, if any ſuch 
| happen, ( which 1s very rare ) with pulv. Galeni ex thure & alce mixed cam 
| alhumine ovi, How you ſhall drels it if open'd by Cauſtick, I have already 
| ſhewed you. 2 
; Fainting which ſometimes happneth through weakneſs or timorouſneſs Fainting. 
: in the Patient, may be relieved by laying the Patient upon his back, and 
; ſprinkling a little cold water on his face. But if the Fainting proceeded from 
ſome preceding ſickneſs, and 15 continued by the greatnels of the evacuation 
and noifom corrupt Matter, you {hall in ſuch cafes provide ſome cordial 
Juleps or EleQtuaries, of which he may take at pleaſure. As, Þ ſpec. diamarg.

The ſpirits may alſo be refreſhed with Epithemata made up of ſome of the 
aforeſaid diſtilld Waters and Cordial Species with ace?. ref. &c. which for 
want of a Phyſician you may preſcribe. 
You are in the next place to conſider the Abſceſs, whether after the evacu- 
ation of Matter there remain any conſiderable hardnels, cither by reaſon that 
the Tumour was not enough ſuppurated, as in Jarge Abſceſles it frequently 
happens; or that it be affected with pain and inflammation. Therefore at 
your next dreſſing it may be reafonable that you have a Fomentation ready Fomentz- 
of ſummitat. maluz, biſmalug, flor. cham. ſammitat. abſinth. out of which a 
Stupe may be wrung, and applied over the Abſcels, to give a breathing to 
ir, and you leiture to conſider how to drels it. 
If it was opened by Inciſion, it requires Digeſtion; to which purpoſe this Digeſtion.

Bleeding ought in this caſe to be leſs frequent ; but Purging more ſtrong,

Cornachini, benedift. laxat. confed. hamech. ele, 8 ſucco roſarum, purging Di- 
et drinks, &c. as in the Chapter of Oedema, to which Irefer you. The Revul- 
ſion hath little or no place here. : TEE 

Derivation by Iſſues and Setons are uſual. Repulſion is proper in many of 
them, eſpecially that of Bandage in cdematous Swellings of the Legs, Arms 
and Hands. 

But Diſcuſſion 1s the principal intention of the Chirurgeon in this place , 
and ought to be done with hot Medicines: of which fortI have ſet you down 
ſome already, and more you will meet with in our particular Diſcourſe of 
thoſe Tumours. 

Suppuration ſeldom happeneth in theſe Tumours, unleſs there be an ad- 
mixture of bloud with it : in which caſe treat them with Suppuratives, as 
hath been ſaid, and open them. FE rope 

After Apertion, the method of healing differs little from that of Abſcelſles 


made by Fluxion : but of their Cure you ſhall be more informed in the 
Chapter of Oedema.

The next thing that offers it ſelf to our conſideration is Diet : and that is Dict: 


of two forts ; the one regarding Tumours made by Fluxion, the other thote 
by Congeſtion. | 

In hot Tumours made by Fluxion we are to propoſe ſuch moderation as 
may take oft from the great ferment in the Bloud, whereby it may be rendred 
leſs apt to flow into the weak Part. To which purpoſe the Ancients preſcri- 
bed ſuch a ſlender Diet as might only ſupport their Strength : yet with are- 
gard to Cuſtom,the Age and Conſtitution of the Patient,and greatneſs of the 
Inflammation. If the body be ſtrong and abound with Humours, and the 
Inflammation great, their Diet may be the more ſparing and cooling ; as Wa- 
ter grewel, Panado, and ſuch like. Where the Inflammation is leſs, or the 
Patient weak, Chicken-broath, with Wood-forrel, Letrice, Purſelane, or a 
boil'd Chicken, a potched Egg, &c. and ſuch like meats of eafie digeſtion. 
To others, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit, and ſome ſorts of the firmeſt Fiſh. 
In great Inflammations there is commonly Fever attending, in which caſe 
they have little inclination to eat. Their Drink ſhould be Ptifans, or a ſmall 
well-boil'd Ale. If Wine be allowed, it ought to be ſmall, or allay'd with wa- 
ter. Falopzus, in his Diſcourſe of hot Tumours, faith, he was wont where 
there was Plethora, to preſcribe panem lotum in aqua, aſperſo ſucco aurantiorun 
cam modico zaccari, a little Bread dipt in water, and ſprinkled with juyce of 
an Orange and Sugar, and that but twice the day ; and their Drink no 
better than water. Galen forbids Wine ; yet permits it to them quz haben? 
ventriculum debilem, for their Stomach's fake : which is neceſſary to be ob- 
ſerved; for unleſs that be kept up, in vain are all our endeavours. 

The Air ought to be temperate by art or nature. 

All exerciſe 1s to be forborn : for the Bloud is thereby heated, and the Hu- 
mours made more fluid. Sleeping in the day 1s alſo forbidden, out of hopes 
they may reſt better in the night. 

In Tumours by Congeſtion we allow ſach a Diet asis heating and attenu- 
ating ; their Meat rather roaſted than boiled, and of good nouriſhment ; as 
Mutton, Veal , Kid, Pullet, Rabbit, Chicken, Pheaſant, Partridge, Cock, 
Snipe, c. All White-meats, Fiſh, Fruits, Sallets, are forbidden. Their Drink 
may be Ale or Beer : Wine is alſo — in theſe caſes : and their Drink

The Air ought to be warm and attenuating. Sleep in the day is abſo- 
lutely forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Paſſions of the 
mind are to be avoided both in this and all other Diſcaſes. 
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CHAP. IIL 
Of Inflammation, or Phlegmon. 


CUE III nn 


[therto I have diſcourſed of Tumours in general. I ſhall now deſcend 
| to particulars, and begin with Phl/egmon, or Inflammation : both be- 
caule 1t is the firſt degeneration from good bloud, and in its own nature nea- 
reſt of kin to it ; and alſo becauſe it is the moſt frequent of Tumours hap- 
pening in Diſeaſes, Wounds, Contuſions, Fractures, Luxations, &c. It being 
alſo the uſual forerunner of many miſchiets that happen in many of thoſe 
caſes, and conſequently the moſt obvious occaſion of exercifing the Chirur- 
geon's skill. 

I define it, a large Tumour, hot, of a red colour, with pain, pulſation, ten- 
ſion, and a circumſcribed hardneſs. 

The Differences of it are cither from the Situation ; inward, or outward. 
Or from the Part affeed, whence it taketh a name. As inwardly in the Lungs 
it is called Peripneumonta ; in the Pleura, Pleuritis; on the Diaphragma, Para- 
phrenitis; in the Brain, Phrenztis; in the Throat, Angina : outwardly 6n the 
Throat, Angina notha ; inthe Eyes,Ophthalmza,&c. Or, laſtly,from the Matter : 
which if ſimple, it is a ſimple Phlegmon; if compound, it hath its denomina- 
tion irom the Humour with which it is compounded, and fo 1s called Ery/e 
pelatodes, Phlegmatodes, Oedematodes, Scirrhodes. 

The Caaſe of Phlegmon is generally a Plethora, having ſome acrimonious 
mixture in the ſerum of the Bloud ; which latter is the uſual matter of a 
Phlezmon, being caſt out of the veſlels, and lodged in the pores of the Skin, 
or other Part atte&ed with it. This ſerum being accompanied by the thinner 
parts of the Bloud grows red and angry, and, wanting its due regreſs into 
the Maſs, firſt gathers into a hard Swelling, andin few days (if it be not dil- 
cuſſed) ripens into Matter, and fo diſchargeth. 

The Signs of Phlegmon are, great pain, heat, inflamed red colour, and (wel- 
ling, with hardneſs, pulſation, and tenſion. The Tumour growing big and 
more colle&ed, a Suppuration ſucceeds, and then the Symptoms abate. As 
the Tumour riſeth into a Cone, fo the Matter may be felt to flutuate, and 
the Skin becomes thin and pale, viz. of the colour of the ſubjacent Matter. 

The Prognoſtick is good, when the Tumour inſenſibly exhales and reſolves : 
in which caſe the ebullition abates, and the Bloud, being feſs violent in its 
motion, paſſeth gently by, and by degrees (walloweth up that Humour into 


- its chanels again whichit had in the time of its ebullition caſt out; or atleaſt, 


having ſuffered the thinner parts to tranſpire, it receiveth the reſt. 
Next to this way of terminating a Phlegmon, Suppuration is beſt, when 
the Matter of the Tumour ripens into a kindly pas. 
But it is of ill conſequence if the Tumour diſappear without abatement of 
Accidents, and the Fever ſtill continue. In this caſe either a ay or 
ome 
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ſome other grievous Symptom ſucceeds : or, if it were the Criſis of a Fever, 
that encreaſeth, and the Life of the Patient is in great danger. in 
k It is-alfo ill when the Matter, inſtead of reſolving, hardens, and the pain 
J ceaſeth. It foreſheweth a ſcirrhous Tumour approaching. | 
Fat people are not fo eaſily cured as lean. Nervous and tendinous Parts 
have worſe Symptoms, and are harder of Cure, than fleſhy ones. 
[f after great Abſceſles the Body be not purged and regulated, they are apt 
to fall into ſome other Diſeaſe : otherwiſe they occaſion much Health. | 
The modern Authors have reduced the Care of theſe Tumours to four cure. 
heads : rx. to the manner of living; 2. to the preventing the Influx of Hu- 
mours; 3. to the evacuating the humours already inflowed ; 4. the correQ- 
ing of the Accidents to which they are ſubjea. FO 
x. The manner of Living conſiſts in the moderation of the Six no natura- 
' les. As, that the Diet be ſlender, cooling and moſtening, whereby the 
h increaſe of bloud may be moderated, and rendred leſs apt to flow into the 
þ weak Part from which conſideration the Ancients, as I told you, allowed 
only enough to preſerve their Strength, with regard to their Habit of Body 
| and Cuſtom of living. They generally preſcribed Panadoes, Barley-grewel, 
; and ſuch ike Spoon-meat. Chicken-broth 4s the higheſt whilſt the Hu- 
i mour is fermenting ; but after Suppuration and diſcharge of Matter, greater 
liberty 1s permitted. Air , Exerciſe , Watching , Paſſions of the mind, G&c. 
are to be regulated ; as hath been faid in the preceding Chapter of Tumours 
in general. 

2. The ſecond intention 1s performed by moving the Cauſe of the Tu- 
mour, which 1s the Plenitude and Cacochymza : the former whereof requires 
Bleeding, the latter Purging. Bleeding is here propoſed as the ſpeedy reme- 
dy, both for leſſening the Tumour, and appeaſing the Pain; and is made by 
opening a vein near to the Partafteted. According to Galen, debemus venan 
ſetare ad diliquium animi, we ought to draw bloud to very fainting. Yet we 
are therein to conſider the Conſtitution and habit of body, and greatneſs of 
the Inflammation. Cupping, Friftion and Deligation of the oppoſite Parts 
may be hereto neceſiary before the Tumour is made. 

To take oft the Cacochymza, Purging with Lenients 1s proper ; as ele. /e- 
nitivum, diaprun. lenitivum, diacatholicon, caſſia, tamarindi, manna, cremor tar- 
zari, Infuſions of Sexza, Rhubarb, and opening Apozems ; as hath been faid 
in the former Chapter. In the next. place it will be proper to preſcribe ſuch 
Dravghts as may quiet the motion of the Humours, and temper the heat of 
them, viz. Emulſions of the greater and lefler cold Seeds made with decot?. 
hordei ; allo Juleps, with ſyr. de papavere, Rhead. paralyſeos, violar. e ſucco citri, 
©c. in proper Vehicles. 

3- The third intention regards the Part afte&ted more immediately, and is - 
the removing of the conjun& Matter. How that is done by Revulſion, De- 
rivation, &c. I have ſhewed you in the former Chapter ; as alſo how you are 
by Repellents to withſtand theinflux of Humour in the very beginning; and 
of what quality the Medicaments proper thereto are, and: in what caſes they 
are not to be applied, as in malign Tumours, or thoſe in the EmunQories, 
Sc. 1 ſhall here only inſert ſome few Preſcriptions that are moſt peculiar in 
the ſeveral caſes, and begin with Repellents in the firſt place : of which fort 
is cerat, Galeni. Bcerg alb. 5iv. ol. roſati omphac. tbj. novies laventur ag. font. 
deinde aceto ſubigantur. Or this ; Þ Empl. diachalc. 51jj. boli armen. 51. bacc: 
myrtill. 5ij. aceti vini cochl. 1v. ol. myrtill, q. ſ. fiat Ceratum. . Or this :- Be far. 
hordei 5vi. cort. granat. pulv. 5ij. balauſt. pulv. 55. ſucc. ſedi maj. 51nj. vini rub. _ 
q. f. cog. ad conſiſt, catapl, & in fine cottionis adde ol, myrtill, 5ij. Either of 
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the two latter, if timely applied, will not only reſiſt the Influx, but dry up 
the inflowed Humour. They muſt be renewed daily,leſt they dry too much, 
and thereby increaſe the heat in the Parr. h 

In the increaſe of Inflammation and Tumour, when it begins to be hard, 
you areto apply reſolvents with Repellents. Ke fol. malv. parzetariz, plantag. 
an. M. j. far. hord. &. fabar. an. Fils. flor. roſ. rub. pulv. 5s. cog. in aq. font. fiat 
Catapl. S.4. addendo in fine ova integra num. 1. of, cham. rof. q.J. 

When the Tumour is more form'd and harder, forbear Repellents, and 
apply Diſcutients and Emollients. Ke rad. © fol. althzz an. M. j. ſem. lini & 

fanug. an. Sv). flor. cham. meliloti pulv. an, 5y. far bord. & tritici an. Fvj. fiat. 
Catapl. addendomell. com. 51.01. ſambucini & axungie anſeris an. 5j. If the Tu- 
mour decline, Re fol. parietariz M. 1j. ſem. lint, - fenug. an. 51s. ſummitat. ab- 
finthii, anethi, flor. cham. ſambuci pulv. an. 511j. flor. roſ. rub. 51s. far lentium & 
fabar.

4. The fourth intentions, to remove the Accidents that frequently accom- 
pany theſe Inflammations ; amongſt which Pain is the chief: for that not on- 
ly tireth and exhauſteth the Spirits of the Patient, but alſo encrealeth Fluxion, 
and deſtroys the Temperament of the Part. Therefore you ovght to have 
eſpecial regard thereto, and by Anodynes appeaſe the Pain. To which pur- 
pole I thall offer you this following Cataplaſm. Re fol. wviſci pomorum cum 
fruftibus an. M. j. fol. byoſcyami M. 1j. fol. papaver. M. j. ſub cineribus coguantur 
addendo tandem mic. panis albi in latte tepido macerati ths. vitel. ovi num. i). pulv. 
croci 5). ol. chamemeli & roſarum av. q. /. fiat Cataplaſma $S. A. 

The Fever which attends Pain is removed by Venzſection, or by the reſo- 
lution or ſuppuration of the Tumour. If it ſhall unhappily indurate or gan- 
grene, I refer you to thoſe Chapters of Scirrhus and Gangrena : yet I think, 
if the method be rightly obſerved which hath been propoſed, there will need 
no ſuch reference. 

The molt fate and ſpeedy way of curing Phlegmons is by Reſolvents. In 
Wounds, Contuſions and Ulcers, Inflammations for the moſt part go off fo : 
and fo would the greateſt Phlegmons, if the foreſaid method were truly ob- 
ſerved. But the neglect of timely Bleeding, and the too haſty application 
of Pultices of White-bread and Milk, render them incapable of Repellents : 
and for the moſt part of Diſcuſſion : whence followeth a neceſlity of Suppu- 
rating. 

The medicaments that further Suppuration are ſuitable in their temper to 
the heat of the Part, ſo as to cheriſh it, and of an emplaſtick quality, hinde- 
ring Tranſpiration. So Oyls and Greaſe, which are ſcarce permitted in Dif 
cutients, {farther than to give good confiſtence to the Medicine) are here 
proper. Theſe following are Suppuratives. K radic.althze, lilior. albor. an.5iv. 
branc. urſing M j. cog. in brodio aut late ad mollitiem ; deinde adde medullz pa- 
nis albi 61d. ſem. lint pulv. 51j. axung, porcine © gallinacee an. 51j. vitell, vor. 
nam. ij. croci 5j. Miſe. fiat Cataplaſma, Or this: BK rad. lilior. 511. cepar. cod, 
ſub cineribus 51j. ſummitat. althee@ M. ij. caricas pingues toſt. num.

The going off ofthe Accidents of pain, heat; pulſation, &c. are good ſigns 
of Suppuration : but if the Matter lie deep, the Symptoms do not ceaſe till it 
be diſcharged ; nor is the Suppuration diſcerned in ſome ot them ian 
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then by the fluuation between your hands. In ſuch cafes, if you doubt 
Suppuration, continue the Jatter Cataplaſm : for if the Tumour be opened 
before the Matter be well concocted, it will be the ſlower in healing. 

If the Tumontr-become more compact, and thruſt out in a Cone, and look 
pale, defer not the opening of it. For as the opening of Apoſtems before 
rhe Suppuration be perfefted weakens the heat, and renders them crude: 
ſo the letting the Matter lie long after it 1s made gives way to its putrefacti- 
on, whereby the Parts underneath corrupt, and the Abſceſs becomes (i- 
nuous. | 

The manner of opening by Incifton or Cauſtick, together with all direQi- 
ons neceſſary thereunto, have been ſufftictently treated of in the former Chap- 
ter. The Cure of it, by digeſting, deterging, incarning and cicatrizing, you 
will ſee in the Treatiſe of Z/cers, and in the foilowing Obſervations. 

| ſhall begin them with ſome inſtances of Phlegmons in their very firſt ap- 
pearance: though I may doubt whether you will allow them for ſach, they 
being then ſo inconſiderably ſmall, that the Patient himſelf thinketh it not 
worth while to ſend for a Chirurgeon. Nay, when the pain hath increaſed 
the Inflammation, and raiſed the Swelling big and hard, they for the moſt 
part permit them to be dreſſed by the next pretender to Chirurgery with pul- 
tices, as I have ſaid, of White bread and Milk, and do not conlult us till the 
Tumour be in its ſtate; and then it is too late to repel them. Sometimes 
we may diſcuſs them, but more frequently they ſuppurate, and are of longer 
Cure. Upon the conſiderations forementioned, it ſeemeth not eaſfie for me to 
give you ſuch inſtances of the beginning of a Phlegmon as may be ſuitable to 
the deſign of this Diſcourſe: therefore I have ſet down the fewer of them, 
and taken them from ſuch accidental cauſes as do generally make great Tu- 
mours, (if ill handled,) that you may thereby learn how to prevent their 
growth by rhe timely applications propoſed in the method of Cure. 


Man of about thirty ſix years old, after a hard Journey on horſeback, ſit- 
ting upon a cold bench, was ſeiz'd witha pain in his right Hip, infomuch 
that. he was ſcarce able to get up to his Chamber. The next morning he com- 
plained to me of his ill night's reſt by reaſon of that pain, he not being able 
to move that Joynt. I embrocated the Part with o/. roſ. cum aceto, and appli- 
ed an Empl. diachalcit. cum bolo, and let him bloud in the Arm abour 5x. or:- 
dered him a Clyſter that afternoon, and an Anodyne draught the night fol- 
lowing .of 5 vj. ſyr. de meconio in aq. papaver. cum aqua cinnamomi hordeat. 
whereby he reſted better. I continued the Embrocation and Emplaſter, by 
which after a day or two the Fluxion was ſeemingly waſted; yet he complai- 
ned of a pain deeper in the Joynt. I then cauſed a Bryony-root to be digged 
freſh out of the earth, and being waſhed, cut and beaten to a pulp in a Stone: 
mortar, 1 chafed the pained Hip with it, and applied it in the form of a Ca- 
taplaſm. It did not lie weil on, but by the uſe of it two or three days it dil- 
cuſſed his pain, and he was cured. This began like a Phlegmon, and atter- 
ward threatned a Sczatica: whither 1t would have tended I leave others to 
Judge ; but from ſuch little beginnings the greateſt Phlegmons have taken 
their riſe. | 
A Woman aged thirty four years walking in the ſtreet one evening, and 
paſſing near a Coach and horſes, was bit in the right Breaſt by one of them. 
The next day ſhe came to me, complaining of the pain, and ſhewed me her 
Breaſt. It was ſwelled to the bigneſs of a Hen's egg, with Inflammation and 
hardneſs, the print of the horſe's teeth remaining in the skin near two inches 
diſtant from each ſide. I dreſſed it with ungaentum bafilic, and OR

the Tumour with ol. roſ” cum aceto, and applied an Empl. e belo over all;: then 
let her bloud, and ſent her that night an Anodyne draught of ag. papaver. 
rh& ad. cinnam. hordeat. cum ſyrupi de meconio 5 vj, She was purged the next 
day with an Jnfuf. ſen, &c. By this method the pain and inflammation were 
remitted, and a great part of the hardneſs : the remainder was totally reſol- 
ved by the application of «zuert. baſilic. ſpread thick in the form of an Em- 
plaſter, and by repeating Purgations twice or thrice. 

A Man of about fourty years of age, of a full body, having (as he thought) 
heated himſelf in walking, took cold, and was ſeized with a ſtifinefs and 
pain in his left Thigh, about four fingers breadth above his Knee. The mor- 
ning after I ſaw it ſwelld and ſomewhat inflamed, 1 embrocated it cum ol. 
roſ. & aceto, and applied an Empl. oxal, then let him bloud about ten or 
twelve ounces, and adviſed a Clyſter that afternoon, and dcfired him to for- 
bear full meals and ſtrong drink. The day after he was purged with palvis 
Cornachin. and by repeating of the Embrocations and Emplaſter was cured 
of his Diſtemper. 

A Maid-fervant about twenty fix years of age, by reaſon of a ſuppreſ- 
ſion of the Menſtrua, was ſeized with a pain in her right Thigh on the our- 
ſide. It growing more painful by the application of gummy Emplaſters, I was 
ſent for, and faw an hard colleted Tumour of an oval figure lying under 
the muſculus membranoſus with Inflammation ; allo an Herpes over-tpreading 
the Tumour and that ſide of the Thigh. It was certainly raiſed by their im- 
proper Applications. I let her bloud at leaſt rwelve ounces, and applied a 
mixture of two parts ungzent. nutrit. with one of populeon, and purged her 
the next day with pz]. cochiv. By repeating the lame Purgative three or four 
times, intermitting a day or two between, and afterwards by the application 


_ of anguent. nutritum alone, the Inflammtion was cooled, the Herpes extin- 
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guiſhed, and the Tumour waſted. 

A Woman of about forty years of age, ſcorbutical, and of a full body, 
was pained in her right Thigh on the inſide. Somewhat fhe applied her ſelf; 
but it growing more painful, I was permitted to fee it. There was a hard 
Swelling with Inflammation, Pulſation, &c. as in a Phlegmon in its increaſe. 
] let her bloud about ten ounces, and embrocated 1t with of. rof. & chamemel;, 
and applied cerat. Galenz on it ; and ſome hours atter I ſent her that Cata- 
plaſm ex fol. malv. pariet. plantag. cum ſem. Cydon, &c. which the applied. A 
Clyſter was that afternoon adminiſtred, and an Anodyne preſcribed. The 
next day ſhe was purged with this following Apozeme. KR fol. ſenz 3 fs. rhabarh. 
51j. flor. ſambuci, macis, 2 1j. fiat infuſ. in aq. matricarie 5 Viij. ſucc. auranti- 
or. Ziv. colat. adde manng 5 fs. Jyr. de ſpina cervina 5vj. dividatur pro duabas 
doſibus. By the continued application of the Cataplaſm the Tumour dimi- 
niſhed with the hardneſs. In the declining of it I left out the Repellents, and 
added, pulver. balauſt. & baccar. myrtillor. and boyled them in Wine, and ad- 
ded only Mel in the place of the Oyl: by which I dried up the remaining 
Humour, and reſtored the Part to its former health. Yet ſhe would not be 
latisfied withoutithe application of an Emplaſter, which was Empl. e Bolo. 

One of aboutfty five years of age, of a fuil body, ſubje ro Gout and 
Scurvy, was taken with a Fever, which aiter a tew days terminate: in a pain 
of his right Arm about the Biceps, with Swelling and Inflammation. Cata- 
plaſms were applied of White bread and Milk: bur rhe parts were thereby 
relaxed and rendred more ſubject to Fluxion, which ſwelled the Arm round 
and deep amongſt the Muſcles. A Chirurgeon was fetched, who, finding the 
Patient weak and treated by unhappy hands, deciined the megling with ir, 
as not having been conſulted more timely ; or, indeed, doubting how- the Cure 


would 
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would ſucceed. 1 was then fetched, and obſerving the Tumour great, and 

threatning the deſtrution of the Member, I ſtuped it with Wine, to give a 

breathing to ir,tilll could make a Fomentation more for my purpole ; which

boiled in ſome of the ſame Fomentation, with the addition of me/ com. and 
” appliedit. Being thus left alone to act without a Phy fician, I let him bloud 
” in the other Arm, and preſcribd a Clyſter and a Cordial Julep of ag. dra+ 
” cont. cardui bened. & citr. ſpec. de hyacintho, cum ſyr. de ſucco citr. (0 caryo- 
phillor. with ag. epidemica, alſo an Anodyne draught to diſpoſe him to reſt 
that night ; which he did better than he had done many nights before. By 
the uſe of the Fomentation and Cataplaſm the Swelling diſcuſſed, and our 
work went hopefully on : the Fevour appearing then but {ſymptomatical leſſe- 
* nedalfo,as the heat and pain mitigated. My next work was by Emollients to 
' reſolve the hardneſs which poſſ:{t the Muſcles and Tendons of the Arm and 
Elbow-joynt. To which purpoſe I fomented them with a DecoCtion of fol. 
& radic. althee, malug, tapfi barbati, rad. lilior. flor. chamemeli, meliloti, ſem. 
lini, fenugraci, &c. made in Fleſh broath, and embrocated them with a mix- 
ture of angaent. dialthee cum ol. lumbric. ex pedibus bovinis, and applied cera- 
tum Agrippine, with moderate Bandage over all. Thus I refolved the hard- 
nefs, and ſomewhat reſtored the joynt : but rhe Arm continues weak to this 
.. 

A young man aged about twenty ycars, riding along journey in the heat 7: Ofer- 
of Summer, put his bloud intoa ferment, which attected his Bridle-hand with phj-:m 
great pain, and produced an Inflammation with Tumour in that Wriſt. To Apart: | 
remedy which, he was let bloud in the orher Arm, and-the Part diſeaſed was x. 
embrocated with ol. rof. cam aceto, and an Empl. 8 belo was applied ; and the 
ſecond day aſter he was-purged with an Jrfeſ. ſenz, &c. The Swelling increa- 
{1ng, with Inflammation and hardneſs, the moderate repelling and diſcutient 
Cataplaſm ex malv. parier. plantaz. &c. was applied. But this Patient being 
of a very ill habit of body,the Tumour encreaſed, and, colleting more round, 
ſthewed its inclination toſuppurate : wherefore [ left out the Repellents, and 
added rad. l:lior. albor. &c. by the application whereof it ſuppurated in few 
days after. I opened it by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a proportionable quan- 
tity of Matter well concofted, and haſtened the tall of the Eſcar by Lenients. 
During the Fiuxion {which was in the Wriſt amongſt the Tendons) he com- 
plained of a foreneſs in that AxiZa, but took little notice of it, till, after the 
opening this, (the pain diminiſhing there) he felt that in his Arm-pit more 
fore. 1 allo jelt a ſmall Gland there, and applied an Empl. de mucilaginibus, 
{uppoſing that would reſolve it. After the ſeparation of the Eſcar, whilſt I 
was digeſting that Abſcels, he was again purged: but the 2Welling increaſed 
1n the Ax:Za, and ſuppurated, and was likewile opened by Cguſtick, and en- 
deavours uſed todigeſt that. But whilſt the former Abſceſggured, this latter 
became more crude and ſinuous, and the Patient was ſeifWwith a Rigour, 
and a Fever followed ; for the Cure of which he was let blondagain and pur- 
ged, by Doctor Walter Needham his preſcription, with an Infuſion of ſea in 
a decott. tamarindor. with the addition of manna, ſyr. de pomis purg. © ſyr. de 
Jpina cervina, By the repeating of this he was freed of hisFever, but the Ab- 
{ceſs would not digeſt three days together by any application: upon which 
conſideration we preſcribed him decott. ſarſe, lign. Guazaci, &c, By the drin- 
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king thereof a few Cays the Abſceſs digeſted, and healed ſoon after to a 
wonder. 

A Maid of about twenty eight years old, of a groſs body, received by ac- 
cident a blow on her right Breaſt, it ſwelled, and grew hard and painful. 
Aſter ſeveral applications, the hardneſs and pain rather encreafing, ſhe, ſuſ- 
p<Cing a Cancer, came to me. I viewed it, but ſaw no Symptoms of it. 1 
embrocated it cum oleo & aceto roſac. and amplied an Empl. de minio cum ſa- 
pone, and the day after let her bloud, and then purged her with Whey, Man- 
na and Cremor Tartar ; by which the hardneſs was ſeemingly reſolved for 
ſome time : but ſhe being irregular in her appetite, it (welled again as when I 
firſt ſaw it. Upon which conſideration I applied Emollients ; and ſeeing the 


Tumour increaſe, and ſhe impatient at the fight of ir, I applied a Suppura-

tive Cataplaſm ex rad, & fol. althe, rad. lilior. alb. ere. By the continued uſe 
of it ina few days 1t REPHUrare well, and I opened it by Cauſtick in the decli- 
ning part, and diſcharged a large quantity of Matter. I dreſſ-d the Abſcels 
W ith Lenients, and ; the uſe of the Cataplaſm al the Eſcar fſepara- 
ted : then I de -tergd with mundif. Paracetfi, and applied Empl. de mucilag. 
and ſhortned the Tent. The Orifice growing leſs, and ſomewhat of the 
hardneſs yet remaining, I put in a ſhort Cannicula of Lead, and kepr rhe Ori- 
fice open, till the hardneſs was totally reſolved, and that it marterd very lit- 
tle, or not at all ; then threw out the Tent, and applied a Pledgit of unguerr. 
diapompholig. and permitted it to heal : w hich irdid in few days. This was 
2 pure Phlegmon, and lay deep in the Breaſt, and owed its ſpeedy Cure to the 
pericct Suppuration was made 1n 1t before the Opening. For otherwiſe {uch 
Abſceſles in large Breaſts do frequently terminate in ſinuous Ulcers, and grow 
callous, by reaſon of their laxity and want of natural heat. 

A Gentleman of about fifty ſix years of age, ſtandivg long n the cold toſee 
ſome extraordinary Show, was taken with a pain above his left Hip, and the 
jecondday aſter ſent rome for an Emplaſter. The Meſſenger not telling me 
the name of the Patient, nor where he lodged, I ſent him an Emplaſt. e bols, 
proper to reliſt,and defend a Part from Fluxion. The fourth day afcer heſent 
to me for another Emplaſter, ſignifying to me that his pain was much encrea- 
ſed; and rwo Gays after ſent for me. 1 went, and fawa Jarge Tumour lying 
upon the 1/on backw ards, with great Inflamination and hardneſs, with all 
the Symptoms of a Phlegmon near its ſtate. I direted a Cataplaſm to be 

nade ex ſummitat, malve, biſmaluz, abfinthii, flor. ſambuci, meliloti, ſem, lini, 
femngree, far. horde, with an addition of me/ commun. ol cham, vitell oVor. 
& croc. and in the interim let him bloud, and adviſed a Clyiter to be admi- 
niſtred that alternoon. If this perſon had been of a temperate life, and been 
let bloud when he ſent for the firſt emplaſter, this Tumour might have been 
happily repelled ; butit was now too late to diſcuſs1t : yetT repeated the appli- 
cation of that Cataplaſm till I faw it more collected, and then I haſtened Sup- 
puration, by one of the milder Suppuratives {ct down in the method of Cure ; 
by the uſe of which the Tumour was more colleed and raiſed into a Cone 
and by its palgcolour and thinnels of the skin gave an aflurance of a pertet 
Suppuration. Then 1 applied ſome of the milder Cauſtick, with an Empl. 
diachyl. fimp!. WEFit, and the Cataplaſm over all. The next day I took off 
the Dreflings, with deſi on to divide the Eſcar : but it was done tomy hands, 
and a large quaniity of a well- digeſted Matter was diſcharged. Il tomented 
the Ablcels with a Stupe wrung out of Milk, and drefled the Eicar with a 
Pledgit of wunguent. baſilic. dipt in ol. ref. and continued the application of 

the Cataplaſm. Thus in tew days the Swelling aſlwaged, and the Eſcar ſc- 


Parated. I then endeavoured Deterſion with mundif. Paracel : but the Ab- 
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(ceſs being large, and the Suppuration in the middle, and the Part not very 
capable of Bandage, rhere remained a large hollowneſs, which put me upon 
2 neceſlity of laying it more open, for the ſpeedy aftefting the Cure; which I 
did with a pair of Probe-ſciflors. This. work is neceſſary. in ſuch large Phleg- 
mons: and therefore it is, I ſuppoſe, that Sennertus places his Chapter de S:- 
vubus next to that of a Phlegmon, After I had made this Incifton, I dreſſed 
: it with that Digeſtive ex terebinth, cum vitello ovi,&c. and having digeſted it,

Sir Alexander Frafter, chief Phyfi- 
cian to his majeſty* and my elf were fetched, and ſaw the Tumour black 
and ſunk the compals of the palm of an hand. We made deep Sacrifications, 
and waſhed it wittr a Solution of AZgypriac. in ſpir. vini, and filled the inci- 
{ed parts, eſpecially in the circumterence between the ſound and gangre- 
ned parts, with Merc. pracipitat. and appl.ed over all a Cataplaiſm, ſuch as you 
will find ſet down in the Chap. of Gazgrenz. Where we had applied our 
| Precipitate, we found a perte&t white Matter: it-was but little in quantity,

to retain it on, with advice to ſlacken it, if there appeared cauſe. The next 
morning ſhe told me the Bandage had been eafie all the day, upon which 
account ſhe had not ſlackned it; but it pained her in the night, and ſwelled 
her Arm. It did not ſeem too ſtreight; nay, I think 1f it had been ſlacker, 
i would have flipt down her Arm, being taper grown: but the Tumour 
ſhewed the Bandage to be too! hard. I looſened it, and took off the Cauſtick ; 
where finding a ſmall Eſcar, I divided it and drefſed it with ungaent.. baſilic. 
with an Emplaſter to retain it on, leaving, the Arm at liberty. She was eaſie 
that day; but about twelve of the clock at night ſhe was: waken'd with the 
pain, and ſent to-me. The Fontanel not being in fault, I returned her a 
glaſs with o/: rof. cum aceto to Embrocate her Arm: The next morning 1 vi- 

© * fited her: there appeared leſs fulneſs and no heat, but ſhe complained of a 
numbneſs in her Hand.. I left her to the uſe of the Oyl:r it wore oft in a day 
or two. After the ſeparation of the Eſcar, I put ina Pea, and fitted it with 
Bandage: from which time it continued eafie. I forelaw this diſturbance, 
and adviſed her to bleed and purge firſt, but could not prevail. 

In fat fleſhy Arms you may produce the like by a moderate firi& Bandage, 
when the Humours are in -fermenting diſpoſition. The way to avoid ſuch 
inconvenience is, firſt to make evacuation by bleeding or purging: for from 
ſvch little beginnings greater evils do follow. And if this Fontanel had 
been made by the /apis canjticas, it had penetrated deep, and might by ſuch a 
flux of Humours have been ſhrewdly diſturbed: or if it had been made by 
Incifion, it would have been inflamed; and then the concluſion would have 
been, that it was made upon a Nerve or Tendon ; though poſſibly in ſuch fat 
Arms there is none within half an inch under it. 


13 Obſer- [I ſhall give you another inftance in a Gentleman who came out of the 


__ faq Countrey, and put himſelf into the hands of a Chirurgeon, in which caſe 

Bandage, WaS conſulted. The Tumour was in his left Arm upon the Biceps, and was 
cauſed -by over-ſtridt binding of his Iſſue. It was raifed below the Bandage; 
and as it abounded with Matter, it diſcharged it ſelf into the Fontanel. The 
Cure was performed by the application of a Cauſtick upon the lower part of 
the Tumour, and the Matter was let out by cutting deep into the Eſcar ; after 
which it was digeſted and incarned by the ſame Chirurgeon, as in other Ab- 
{ceſſes is uſual. 

Many inſtances we have of this kind in Infants, who cannot expreſs their 
grievances, eſpecially where l{ſues are cut in their Arms. The Nurſes ſome- 
times binding, them too ſhack, whereby the Pea ſlides out, and the Ifſte being 
almoſt cloſed before the next dreſſing, they, to recover their errour, force in 
another, and by too hard Bandage raiſe a Tumour with Inflammation, to the 
great diſturbance of the Child. 

14 Obſer- Thus ſomewhile fince a Child in my neighbourhood was ſeized with an 
_ wo Inflammation iſrom the Shoulder down to the Elbow, and from thence an 
fron;over. edematous Tumour reached to the Fingers ends, the Fontanel it ſelf gan- 
firi Ban- prened. I threw out the Pea, and facrified the lips of the Ulcer, and dapr it

By this 
means the Humour was moderately repreſſed, and breathed forth, the Eſcar 
allo ſeparated in the Fontanel; after which the Ulcer incarned with com- 
mon Sarcoricks, and the Ulcerations about it were cured by ungaent. tutie 
| and ſuch like Epuloticks. |

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A perſon of about forty five years of age, of a full body, ſubje& to va- 15 Obſer- 
rious Diſeaſes from plentitude and cacochymza, as Lethargy, &c. was lately in pþjco,

danger of ſinking under an ApopleCtical Fit, but was {reed of it by a tranſ- errfpelars 
Jation of thoſe Humours into his right Leg, with great Pain, and an Inflam- ** 
mation of a deep red colour poſſeſſing only the skin; but the Swelling was 
oreat, reaching from the gartering to the very Toes. It was Phlegmon ery/+- 
pelatodes, and in his caſe required to be breathed forth by Medicaments of a 
remperate quality, yet fomewhat cooling. To which purpoſe I preſently 
fomented it with Claret-wine, and applied ceratum Galen? over all the Leg, 

: with a moderate Bandage; then let him bloud, and direfed him a Clyſter. 

” The next morning 1 took off the Dreſſings, and found his leg in a betrer 
condition. I bathed ir with Claret-wine wherein I had boiled ſummitar, ab- 

* *fnthii, ſalvig, flor. ſambuci, roſ. rub. and applied the cerat. Galen as before, 

| and continued that method ſome days; he purging himſelf the while with 
Whey, Manna, and cremor Tartar. Thus the heat remitted, and the Swelling. 
relaxed; yet the Cuticula was fretted oft in ſeveral parts, and [ felt a ſmall 
colletion of Matter under the skin on the inſide of the Anckle; which I 
oave vent to by an Apertion with a Lancet, and dilcharged about a ſpoontul 

of a thin white Matter. I applied a Pledgit of a/1/icoz upon it, and dreſſed 

; the Veſications with anguert. tutiz; by which in three or four days they were 

b cured: after which I put him a laced Stoking on that Leg, whereby it was 

} reduced to 1ts right tone. I had made him Fontanels zzter ſcapulas hereto- 
fore, which he continues to good purpoſe. 

A Maid aged twenty four years was ſeized with a pain in her Head and Rij- 15 Obſer- 
gour of a Fever; the ſecond or third day ſhe had an Infammation in her 95,0. 
right Leg a little above her Knee and fo downward. After ſeveral applica- eny/ipetare- 
| tions of Perſley, Butter, &c. I ſaw it. The Inflammation was in the Skin, ** 
| and reached down from the Knee in a red ſtreak about four fingers breadth to 
the inſtep: That inflamed Skin was tenſe, but ſeemed to have Matter lying 
under it. I made Apertion with a Lancet on the Knee, and diſcharged a 
well-conco@ed white Matter. I then made another Apertion lower, and an- 
other in the loweſt part, with like ſucceſs: the bloud allo trikled down in 
good quantity from the little wounds in the skin. I permitted them to bleed, 
ſhe having need of fuch an Evacuation; then dreſſed them up with angaenz. 
baſilici cum vitelſo ovi upon Pledgits of Lint, and applied cerat. Galeni over 
them with convenient Bandage. The next day ſhe was purged with Flef. 
lenitiv. and her leg was ſtuped with decott. ſalvie, betonice, flor. roſ. rub. We 
dreſſed the Apertions as before. This Maid was lately come out of the Coun- 
trey, and, by reaſon of the change of Air and courſe of life, abounded with 
Humours which required Evacuation - therefore during her Cure I lct her 
bloud, and purged her twice or thrice, by which ſhe was reſtored to health : 
and the Matter having been ſo opportunely let out, the Inflammation wenx 
oft, and the Apertures cured by a tew dreflings of unguert. tutiw. 

A Man aged about forty years, of a healthful complexion, haſtening from «+ obr- 
London (_in the time of the laſt great Sickneſs ) to his houſe in the Country 7. <* 
by great journeys on horſeback, to avoid InfeQtion, which the Inns on the ;,;<:\.. 
Road were ſubject to, choſe to reſt himſelf on his way by lying down in the Matic. 
fields, whilſt his horſe baited on the graſs near him. But heaving heated his 
bocy by journeying, he took cold by lying upon the ground, and in riſing 
telt a great pain in the region of his right Kidney, and returned to his houſe 
very ill. He conſulted the Phyſicians in his Neighbourhood. They at fir{t 
ſuipetted ſome Diſeaſe in thar Kidney : but there being no Symptoms of it in 
his Urine, they imputed it to ether cauſes, and preſcribed Remedies 20e: 

eing!y, 
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dingly. But the Cure not ſucceeding, they adviſed him to Buck/tone Waters 
in the County of Derby: whither he went, and returned more pained. F, 
being at that time in a neighbouring County, was {ent for, and found him in 
his Bed much emaciated. . From the region of that Kidney down to his Hip 
and Thigh there appeared a more than ordinary fulnels, and in that Groin 
there was a painfull Swelling, in which there ſeemed to be Matter, but it 
lay deep: I applied to it a ſuppurative Cataplaſm ex folirs & rad. althzg, rad. 
lilior. albor. &c. th ſuppurate it. To the other pained parts I applied Empl. e 
bolo. By the uſe of the Cataplaſm the Tumour 7 Jnguine appeared daily 
more full of Matter, and ſeemed to me to be made by Tranflationg therefore 
I did not attend a perfeCt Suppuration, but applied a Ciuſtick, and, cutting 
into the Eſcar deep, diſcharged a much greater quantity of Matter than that 
Cavity was capable of; beſides, by its fcetid ſmell it ſeemed to have been 
long made. I dreſſed it up with Lenients. From this Drefling his pain lcf- 
fened ; but the Matter which diſcharged daily from it was very much. [ 
made a ſearch with a Probe, and felr it paſs under the Pyhes into the Muſcle 
Pſoas, (as I conjeQtured:) upon fight of which I contented my ſelf in kee- 
ping the Orifice open for the diſcharge of rhe Matter, and preſcribed him Vul- 
neraries. The fulneſs from the region of that Kidney to the Hip continuing 
exceeding painfull, I made a Seton upon the latter, hoping thercby to give 

| a vent to that Humour. The firſt three or four days it Matter'd Jittle; but af- 
terward, in drawing the Seton, the Matrer burſt forth in great quantity : 
upon fight whereof I cut the two Ortfices into one, and took out the Seton, 
and dreſſed it up with Lenients. This was a fcetid purmient Matter, and ſee- 
med to. be of the fame kind with the other which diſcharged from his Groin. 
His next great complaint was of patn in the region of that Kidney. I ſuppo- 
ſing that the original Matter might ariſe from thence, and paſs inwardly to 
the Groin, and outwardly to the Hip, thought, if I could give a vent there, 
it might poſſibly intercept the Matter in its courſe to the other Abſceſſes. | 
therefore applied a Cauſtick upon the molt likely part. The firſt four or five 
days after the diviſion of the Eſcar there appeared no Matter ; but before it 
was quite ſeparated it made its way plentifully our, and the other Abſceſles 
were more governable, and the Patient was certainly much relieved. But 
one afternoon, while he was lying in Bed, and telling us a ſtory of ſome ples- 
jant paſſages in his Profeſſion, he ſuddenly died, we ſuppoſed from an erup- 
tion of the great Artery; for we found much bloud poured forth from all the 
Abſcefles, but eſpecially that on the region of that Kidney. During the time 
of his ſickneſs his Urine was without Bloud or Matter, and paſſed freely with- 
out the leaſt diſturbance. I would gladly have opened his Body, but was 
not permitted.

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CHAP IV. 
Of Tumours from Mik 


Ilk (though I cannot fay that it is often the matter) is certainly the 
occaſion of many Tumours of divers kinds. I know Authors make 
:t the material Cauſe of many of the Diſcaſes of the Breaſts : but ſuch men 
muſt be underſtood wearily. For if by Milt in this aſſertion they mean Milk 
aQually generated, and ſeparated from the Bloud, then I know but few ca- 
ſesin which that can be ſuppoſed to be the matter of a Diſtemper : for when 
It 1s in that condition, it is laid up in certain z«bul; Iattei, which, being ſpred 
all over the Breaſt, do unite their branches after the manner of Veins, ſtill 
growing into bigger trunks, till they do end at laſt in the Nipple. Now the 
motion of this Milk being de vaſes minoribas in majora, what 1s once ſepara- 
ted from the Bloud in the Glands of it into thoſe Veſſels hath nothing to ſtop 
its progreſs till it comes to the very place of its Exit from the Nipple. If any 

op preternaturally happen, as the compreſſion of the Veſſel by fome Tumour 
ot a Glandule, or the like, then indeed a varicoſity of the laCteous Veſſels 
may ariſe : of which caſe you may lee an Obtfervation 1n the Chap. of Yarix. 
This caſe is rare; but there be others very trequent : viz. That the Glan- 

-dules through which Milk is ſeparated may either through fault of the Fer- 
ment by which they make that ſeparation produce divers variety of Diſtem- 
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Of Tumours from Mulk, Book I. 
pers, of through an indiſpoſition of their Pores rot permit a cue percolation 
of it from the Bloud, When any of theſe things happen, there is a diſtur- 
bance in the Circulation, and Fluxion doth ariſe, which foon produceth a 
Tumour ſuitable to the Humour fo ſtirr'd up; vir. Phlegmon, Oedema, Scir- 
thus. Scrophula, yealometime Cancer. 

This Diſcourſe may ſerve for a general account of the Cauſes of the Milky 
Zumours of the Breaſt, and may eaſtly be enlarged to ſuch particular caſes as 
may emerge. | GS Ne as Hh 

The Differences may thus be enumerated: If the Ferment of the Breaſt be 
over active and vigorous, it ſeparates.Milk' with two great violence, cauſing 
thereby an over-fermentation in the Part, which uſually produceth a Phles- 
mon, if the ſeram be hot, or pattake much of Bloud : otherwiſe it raiſeth an 
Oedewma ; or, it Matter diſpoſe to coagulation , a Scrophula : which are the 
molt frequent ſpecies of Tumours generally reputed to arife from Milk. Any 


of theſe three may degenerate into a Scirrhas, and that Scirrhus tmto a Cancer. 


| The $995 are viſible. If the firſt happen, there are all the Symptoms of a 
Phlegmon, heat, redneſs, tenſion, pulſation, &c. if the ſecond, large diſtenſion, 
with pain, bat no heat : if a Scrophula, then hard kernels are eaſily felt and 
diſtinguiſhed, &c. 


Tumours made by the over-eagerneſs of the haXeous Ferment go eaſily off, 


if no other Symptom attend them : ſucking and drawing the Breaſt for the 
moſt part diſchargeth the Milk as faſt as it can be generated, and then all the 
evil is over. But if the Fermentation produce a::y diforder in the Bloud, the 
Patient finds more or leſs of danger according to tic quality of the 'Tumour 
produced : viz. a Phlegmon endangereth them of a Fever ; edematous Tu- 
mours 3re apt to grow ulcerous, and ſometimes icrophnlous and fcirrhous;, 
and become long of Cure, Oc. 

Foraſmuch as it frequently happeneth to women 1n Clild-bed, that their 
Breaſts do extraordinarily ſwell by reaſon of the abundance of Milk which 
floweth into them, and that it ſtirrerh up Inflammations, Apoſtemations, &c. 
therefore their Diet ought to be flender, and of ſuch quality as may leſs dif- 
poſe the Humours to ferment : to which purpoſe I ſhall refer you to the re- 
cuiation preſcribed in a Phlegmon. 

The Medicaments proper to diminiſh the Milk are, Lettice, Purſelane, 
Endive , Succory , Smallage , &c. The ſeeds of wild Rue , Cummin, Ba- 
fil, powdred and given to the quantity of 5. daily in Broath, will dry up the 
Milk, as Authors write. 

The Milk is uſually drawn out of the Breaſts by the Infant's ſucking them : 
but in caſe the Child be fo weak it cannot ſuck, or doth not enough empty 
them, ſome others are to be admitted to help them ; or they may put young 
Whelps to ſuck them,or ſome neighbouring woman.But the Mother may draw 


| her own Breaſts her ſelfby an Inſtrument fold for that purpoſe. 


The Tumour made by the Milk is reſtrained by the application of Night- 
ſhade, Lettice, Plantane, Vine-tops, Bramble-buds, Horſe-tail, ©c. or ol. ro. 
myrtill. cum aceto, &C. as we uſually treat Phlegmons in the beginning. 

[t may be diſcuſſed by the application of Mints, Catmints, Rhue, ſem. for- 


 augrac. cumini, feniculi, &c. or dried up by the applying cloaths dipt in 


«qua calcis, or a Solution of ſacchar. Saturni in aqua ſpermat. ranar. during 
which time fine Tow may be ſprinkled with Ceruſe , and applied to the 
Armpits. But in the beginning of Fluxton weare rarely conſalted. 

| Where have by chance come in to women that have been much pained 
with ſwelling in their Breaſts from Milk, I have applied Empla/?. e bole,

Young Gentlewoman , endeavouring to. dry up her Milk when it was !- Obſer- 
roo late, put her Breaſt upon Apoſtemation. 1 preſcribed her an ano-**" 
dyne Cataplaſm, and a day or two after applied a Cauſtick, and gave vent to 
the Matter; then dreſſed the Eſcar with angaert. baftlic. and applied cerat. d;- 
althez over the whole Breaſt, and left her of the ſame Medicaments to dreſs 
herſelf with, and once in two or three days viſited her. After the Eſcar ſe- 
parated, and the Matter was well diſcharged, I dreſt her with #ngaent. dia- 
pompholyg. and left her of the ſame to finiſh the Cure. Many of theſe, where 
the Matter hath lain ſuperficial, I have cured as eaſily. 

A young Woman after Child-bed was vexed with a Swelling in her Breaſt. 2. obſer- 
One was fetcht who poſleſt her Relations that it was a Cancer, and treated '** 
her accordingly. But her Breaſt growing more painful, her Father, much 
apprehending the danger of ſuch a Diſeaſe, came to Sr. Fran. Pr. and acquain- 
ted him with his Daughter's Diſtemper, and the Judgment that had been pi- 
ven of it ; defiring that he would inſtantly go with him to fee his Daugh- 
ter. "The Phyſician , wary in giving his Judgment in Chirurgery where 
there might happen any diſpute, adviſed the Father to take me along with 
them. We went together, expeQting to ſee a Cancer in the Breaſt : we found 
her in bed bemoaning her condition. I viewed her Breaſt, and ſaw it very 
big and inflamed, and felt it all apoſtemated, and the Matter perfetly well 
ſuppurated, the skin thin and ready to break. I could ſcarce believe what 
I felt and ſaw. I declared the ſwelled breaſt to be a Phlegmon well ſuppura- 
ted, and fit to open. The Phyſician looked and felt it ; but, being prepoſ- 
ſeſſed with the contrary, did not readily give credit to what he felt. I then 
propoſed the applying a Cataplaſm of White-bread, and Milk, aſſuring them 

| before morning they ſhould find a Porrenger-full of Matter diſcharged. They 
conſented unto it. We took our leaves, and left them to apply it; they did 
ſo : and the next morning the old Gentleman made the Phy fician a viſit, and 
confirmed the truth of what I had foretold, and by the uſe of ungaent. baſili- 
con. cured it without farther trouble. 

The Matter being well ſuppurated, and a convenient Opening made for 
diſcharge, they generally heal of themſelves, ifthe Habit of body be good : 
but where it is otherwie, or irregularly treated, there it is vexatious 1n the 

ure. 

While I was drefling a Patient in a Citizen's houſe, I was deſired to look ,, obrer- 
upon the Breaſt of the Gentlewoman of the houſe. She had lat ely lain in, vat. 
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Of Tumours from Milk, | Bookl. 
and from abundance of Milk and ill handling her right Breaſt had been apo- 
ſtemated, and was broken out in many holes. A woman famous in the City 
for drefling fore Breaſts was her Chirurgeon. I obſerved that the Breaſt had 
at firſt broke in the upper part in a ſmall pin-hole ; and the Matter, not ha- 
ving had ſufficient diſcharge, had ſubſided, and fo made the other Openings, 
and afterwards paſſed an inch lower than any of the Openings, and could not 
be diſcharged otherwiſe than as it filld up the Sins, and ran over, or was 
preſt from below upward with her hand. By this means the Breaſt continu- 
ed inflamed and apoſtemated ; inſomuch as it was impoſlible to cure it by 
that method till it had apoſtemated the whole Breaſt. I pitied the Patient, 
and wondred that a woman ſo famed tor ſuch Cures could be fo ignorant, 
and yet preſerve her credit with that Sex. 

I ſhewed-the Patient the cauſe of her pain, and the unlikelihood of being 
ſuddenly cured by ſuch a Chirurgeon, and prevailed with her to permit me 
to lay on a Canſtick upon the depending Part ; and having made an Eſcar 
the compals of three-pence, opened it, and pave vent tothe Matter, and left 
her a little angaent. bafilic. to apply daily uponthat Orifice, and ſome ungaer. 
?utiz to dreſs the reſt. By the uſe of which ſhe was cured in few days without 
more directions from me. Yet the good Gentlewoman, I dare fay, is of ſo 
kind a nature, as ſhe would quarrel in defence of her She-Chirurgeon. 

A young Gentlewoman after Child-bed being indiſpoſed in her health, her 
left Breaſt became diſeaſed, and ſwelled. They contented themſelves with 
fuch help as thoſe about them could afford. But after ſome days it growing 
more painful and ſwelled, the Apothecary brought in his Brother, who endea- 
voured Suppuration, and after ſome while gave vent to the Matter, and pro- 
ceeded in the Cure. But while he was dreſſing that Opening, the Fluxion 
increaſed, and other Abſceſſes were raiſed, and from the ſeveral Apoſtema- 
tions ſinuous Ulcers were afterwards made. Thus the work became difficulr. 
I] was conſulted. In the pulling out one of the Tents, a thin white Matter 
iſſued out in great quantity : my Brother Chirurgeon called 1t Milk ; but 
I thought it Matter, and obſerved the Abſceſs to have begun deep in the body 
of the Glands, which, through length of time corrupting them, rendred the 
Swelling hard, and the Tent ſtopping in the Matter between Dreſlings had 
occaſioned that large diſcharge we then met with. The metizod ot Cure con- 
ſiſted in the enlarging of that Orifice where the matter ſeemed to be detained, 
and then to proceed with Deterſives, &c. They entertained me in the Cure, 
and | continued my Brother Chirurgon. We began with the application 
of a Cauſtick to the Part round about the Orifice, ſtopping the hole with 
Lint ; by which means in a ſhort time we made an eafie way for the Mat- 
ter, and ſaw no reaſon afterwards to think it Milk. | 

As the Elſcar ſeparated, a Fungus thruſt forth, which we ſprinkled with 
palv. precipit. rub. dreſſing up the Eſcar with unguent. bafilic. and the other 
Openings with «ngaent. dzapomphol. and cerat. dialtheg over all. After a more 
tu]! ſeparation of that Eſcar, we, oblerving the Fungxs to riſe more large, ap- 
plied a Stupe wrunkg, out of a decoft. ſummitat. abſtath. rutz, menth. flor. rof. rub, 
balauſt. made in wine and water; and the while ſent for ſome chalcanthum, 
which we applied upon the Fungus, and Pledgits of anguent. tutie over the ul- 
cerated parts. Theſecond day atter we took oft Dreſſings, and found an Eſcar 
made by the Catheretick, which we thruſt off, and dreſſed it again with the 
lame, and continued the uſe of Eicaroticks. During thoſe applications we 
applied over the Breaſt the Empl. e bolo to reſtrain the Influx : but yet the 
Fungas increaſed upon us, and raiſed a Swelling between that and the other 
Orifices. Upon which conſtderation we applied a large Cauſtick upon that 
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Swelling, which laid ſome of the other Orifices into this; then divided the 
Eſcar, and dreſſed it up with Lemients, and covered the Fungas with Eſcaro- 
ticks, where-ever it began to thruſt our, by which it was kept down. But 
after the ſeparation of this latter Eſcar, we ſeeing the Fungus great, and the 
way of extirpating it by Eſcaroticks ſlow, and tearing the ill conſequences of 
ic, I preſt with my finger under it, and at once broke into it, and pulled it 
/ © out in picces; then filld up the place with Merc. precip. and mundif. Paracelſ. 
” upon Pledpits, with the forelaid Emplaft. over the whole Breaſt and bound it 
up. The ſecond day after that we opened it again. And by this ſame method 
often repeated we ſubdued the remainder of the Fungas, and raiſed a firm 
* Lbafis on which we incarned, with an addition of palv. rad. ireos, myrrhe, ſar- 
| Ccocollg, to the forementioned Mandificative; and rien applied cerat. Agrippe 
| over the Breaſt, andin few days cicatrizcd it with a ſmooth Czcatrix, the lips 
falling in by the benefit of nature, which was aſſiſted the while by Trauma- 
tick Decoftions, Oc, as in ſuch calcs 1s uſual. 
[t happneth very often, when we have cured one Breaſt, the other ſwel- 
teth, from the abundance of Mitk, and grows hard and apoſtemates. Some- 
times we have both Breaſts thus diſeaſed at one time. Such was the caſe of oo 
a Gentlewoman in Clarkenwe!: both her Breaſts had been long ſwelled, and 
2 iter apoltemated, by reaſon of the pain; ſeveral Abſceſſes were made and 
tacir Matter diſcharged by ſuch Openings. In progreſs of time the Ulcers be- 
came finnous and callons, with induration of the Glands. I was entertained 
ner Chirurgcon, and began my work with Fomenrations and Cataplaſms 
dilcutient ard reſolving, as rad. & fol. althze, hyofcyami, ſummit. cicut@. menthe, 
' rate, flor. ſambuci, ſem. feng. lint, &c. with far. lentinm, hordei, axung. porc. 
| anatis, anſeris, &c. and in dilating the Oriftces, and deterging with mundzf. 
Paraceiji, with Merc. pracip. and alumen, as I faw cauſe, While I was thus 
* trying my endeavours by the merhod abovelaid, new diſturbances aroſs with- 
 1n, which put me upon the neceſlity of laying ſuch places open by Cauſtick 
as might beſt ſerve for rhe diſcharge of Matter. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, 
I again deterg'd and healed them, as hath been ſhewed in ſuch like Ulcers.

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CHAP. V. 


| Of Abſceſſ es and corroſrue Ulcers ariſmg from Diftempers 
of the Uterus im Child-bed. 


Ut it is not the Breaſts only that are troubleſome to Women by the fre- 
quent production of ſuch paintul Diſeaſes. The ©teras is ({ though not 
altogether ſo frequently, yet) much more terribly affe&ed in Child-bed, pro- 
ducing Fevers of very malignant and venomous natures, and ſoon making 
Phlegmons or worſe Tumours, ſometimes in the Vrerus it ſelf, and ſometimes 
in other parts of the body, there being none of them on which the Uterine 
ferment hath not an influence. The exorbitances or degenerations of that, 
whether from a hurt in Labour, from part of the After-birth left behind, from 
cold taken, or the Lochia ſtopped, do ſoon produce ſuch virulent Diſtempers 
E z in 
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in the bloud as make it caſt out a Tumour, either upon the Part it {elf, or elſe 
outwardly upon the Muſcles of the body, wiere when the light they prove 
corroſive, ſometimes eating out the fleſh in which they lodged, which falls 
oft in whole pieces, without that Change of colour in the Skin which ts in 
Gangrenes ; infomuch that ſometimes the Bone it felt is laid bare by them. 

Cauſes, The Cauſes are, ( as I have ſaid) hard Labour, the Vterus hurt, or part of 
the Secundine left behind, cold taken in Child-bed, and a prediſpoſition in 
the Humours by reaſon of their peccancy 1n quantity or quality. 


Sipns. The Signs may be taken from their Cauſes, and the manner of the Ab- 
ſcels may demonſtrate its malign nature and evil quality. 

4-> ah The Prognoſtick may be taken trom the largeneſs or other qualifications of

the Abſceſs, and the Symptoms that happen to the body thereupon. - If the 


Tumour happen only from ſome little diſturbance down to the Womb of a 


perfor otherwiſe of a good Habit of body, the Cure is hopefull: if part of the 
After-birth be retaincd, there is no hopes of Cure till that be removed; nay, 
if it ſtay io long as to induce a putrefaction of rhe Part, it will be too late then 
to remove 1t. 

[f the body be cacochymical, the Tumours are apt to degererate into ver 
venomous and malignant Abſceſſes; which if they do not ſuddenly kill, do 
at leaſt produce u]-conditioned Ulcers hard of Cure, and for the moſt part 
mortal in the long run of the Diſcale. 

Care. In the Care of theſe Abſceſles you are to inform your ſelf how the Womb 
1s diſturbed, and appeaſe that : and if any part of the After-birth be left be- 
hind, to endeavorr the bringing that away, and by good Sudortficks, Cor- 
dials, &c. to expel the venom, and tortifie the ſpirits againſt the malignity 
that is thereby contracted, and to contemperate the heat and acrimony by 
Juleps and Emulſtons. 

The Swellings arifing from theſe require to be treated in their beginning 
with moderate Repellents and Difcutients. Afterward, accordingly as the 
Matter predominates, make way for its diſcharge; and cure them as in the 
Treatiſe of Vers 1s ſhewed. 


x. Obſcr- Young woman after Child-bed was ſeized with a great pain and Swel- 

_ _ ling in her leit Groin and Thigh with Fever. Sir Charles Scarburgh 
and Door IVeatherly were conſulted. They preſcribed Bleeding and leni- 
ent Purgatives, to evacuate the Humours; allo cordial Juleps, &c. to con- 
temperate the heat, and fortifie her ſpirits againſt malignity. I was alſo call'd 
in, and by moderate Repellents mixt with Diſcutients in Fomentations and 
Emplaſters with Bandage difperſt the Humour in the Thigh, and reſtored 
that Part to its former temper: but in the mean time the Tumour increaſed 
in that Groin. I ſuppurated it after the manner of a Bubo, opened it, and 
endeavoured Deterſton: but the Sins reaching down the Twiſt, the Mat- 
ter could not be diſcharged without laying it more open, as in ſinuous Ul- 
cers; by which method I cured it. 

2. Obſer- A Gentlewoman in Child Bed was ſeized with a Fever, and the ninth day 

vat, complained of a pain 1n her right Foot. Sir Fohu Hinton was the Phyſician, 
who treated her in the Fever, and had preſcribed Diſcutients, to breath out 
the impacted Matter in her Foot : but the pain increaſing, I aſſiſted, and ſaw 
the upper part of the Foot from the Inſtep to the Toes &dematous, but faw 
tae inſide of the Ancle to the middle of the Sole of her foot inflamed, and 
lceming to apoſtermate. We, doubting the ill conſequences of an Apoſtema- 
tion in that Part amongſt the Tendons and Bones, and where the Skin is uſu- 
ally fo hard and tough as our ſtrongeſt Cauſticks will difficultly penerrate.re 

ſolve 
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ſolved to endeavour a retiraint of the Influx, and fo dry up the Humour af- 
ſeting the Part: to which purpoſe we applied this; B& far. hordei 5vj. ſem. 
lint palv. 5vj. flor. cham. ſambuci pulv. an. 51j. flor. rof. rub. balauſt. an. 55. Tiete 
were boiled in red Wine, with the addition of me/. ref. © of. myriill, to the 
conſiſtence of an Emplaſter. Ir being night, ſhe was laid to reſt with an 
Anodyne draught. . 
The next morning I found the Patient ſomewhat relieved, and taking off 
the Dreſiings ſaw the Tumour and Inflammation lets. I continued the way 
of drefling, and applied Empl. e bolo, as an Intercipient, about the Ancle and 
upper part of the Foor, and by Compreſs and Bandage dreſſed it up. By the 
application of theſe Medicaments we dried up the Humour in few days, and 
the Foot was feemingly well; bur ( whether it was for want of purging, there 


being tome :eatun againkt it, or that the Humour was only reſtrained by vir- 


tue of the Dreflings) there appeared again a Swelling on the Foot, and it 
apoſtemated in the ole of the Foot in three ſeveral places; which I opened by 
Cauilick, to prevent the increaſe of Matrer, and, dividing the Eſcars, gave 
V2nt to it, dreiling them up with Lenients, Pledpits of ungaent. bafrlicon, and 
rhe Emplatt. as betore. 1 endeavored daily by Compreſs and Bandage to hin- 
er tne flowing down of the Matter: but the poſition of the toot pave way, 
and it ſunk lower, and put me upon the neceffity of intercepring its farther 
deſcent to the Heel by applying another Cauſtick, which proved efftectual 
to the diſcharge, ſo that the upper Orifices healed. But this laft Eicar fepa- 
rated flowly, and left the great Tendon bare. I furthered its ſeparation by 
the uſe of of. terebinth. with unguent. baſtlic. applied warm, and incarned the 
Tendon wrh a Sarcotick compoſed of a mixture of pulv. zreos. myrrh. ſarco- 
collz, & Merc. precipitat. with mel roſar. and terebinth. and cicatrized the 
Ulcer with Epuloticks. After it was cicatrized, the Sole of her foot was ſo 
relaxed and tender, that vpon the ſetting 1t on the ground 1t became very 
much ſubje& ro pituttous Swelling: upon which account I cauſed tuch a Fo- 
ment tion to be made as is propoted in the Cure of Oedema, and put on a 
laced Sock, by which the weak parts were ſtrengthned, and ſhe cured.

A Lady in rhe Country of about twenty eight years of age, having gotten 3- Ovier- 
ſome hurt in Child-bed , was taken with a Fever, and about four days after was *** 


diſturbed with a pain in her right Groin near the Os 2/0n, which ina few days 
after ſwelled with Inflammation, and became a large Tumour, reaching 
from thence over the Belly to the Os pubrs like a rowl of White-bread. They 
ſent for Mr. Robert Morrey, an expert Chirurgeon of Cheſter, who met Doctor 
Smith, an eminent Phyſician of Shrewsbury. The Lady did not permit them 
to ſee the Tumour, whereupon they could give no certain Judgment of it, 
bur preſcribed an anodyne Cataplaſm, which her women applied. Some few 
days after the Abſceſs brake, and then Mr. Morrey was fetched again, and aC- 
mitted to drelis it, The Abſceſs was Jarge, and diſcharged a great quantity 
of crude Matter making its way through the Skin by many Eruptions. He 
purpoſed the laying them into one: but the Patient not admitting of it, the 
Matter in{inuated it felt deep among(t the Muſcles of that part of the Belly. 
She was then adviſed to take a Journey to London, but would not yield to it. In 
progreſs of time the diſcharge of Matter rendred her lean and hefick : and 
at laſt, when ſhe was almoſt waſted with her Diſeaſe, ſhe was brought to 
London in a Litter. Sir Fr. Pr. and my (elf being ſent-for, conſulted with 
Mr. Morrey. We viewed the Ulcer, and found it ſeated above the Os pubis, 
ſtretching towards the 0s 4/ion, diſcharging a purulent Matter. We dreſſed 
It with a proportionable Tent armed with angaent. bafilicon, Merc. precipitat. 
and Empl. diachalcit, It was upon conſultation reſolved that the S7us ſhould be 


laid 
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laid open in order to the Cure; which accordingly was ſnipt up about two 
inches with a pair of Probe-ſciſſors, and the incited Lips dreffed with the 
common Digeſtive ex terebinth. cam vitell. ovi. We alterwards proceeded wit! 
Detergents, mundif. Paracel, &c. After which Mr. Morrey took his leave of 
the Lady, and returned to Cheſter. Whilſt I treated this finuous Ulcer, the 
took her Vulnerary drinks and Balfamicks, allo Cordtal Juleps made out of 
diſtilld Milk wherein had been infuſed proper ingredients to diſpoſe her 
bloud to a better temper. But ſhe continued weak notwithſtanding all our 
endeavours, and the Ulcer would not cure farther than it was laid open. 
Therefore with one ſnip moreT laid it open to the very end, and dreff=d it 
with Digeſtives, with good hopes of Cure. But after ſome days, finding the 
Matter not leſſen, I made a fearch, and felt a Sinus penetrate into the cavity 
of the Belly under the Os 71io7. Confidering the Original of the Diſtemper, 
l judged it to penetrate into the Zrerus or neighbouring Glands, which I pre- 
ſumed were much {welled and ulcerated, and would be a work of time; there- 
fore propoſed to her the removing to ſome neighboring Village, to take the 
benefit of the air. She did fo, and while ſhe was there I cured the Szuus to 
the very penetration, and did hope that it might bave been kept as a Fontanel. 
But it continued to matter very much. Upon which a Conſultation was 
cal'd, wherein the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Molins advited a Salivation by Merc. 
dulcis. She afſented unto ir, and to that purpoſe ſhe was brought again to 
her Lodging in Town ; and by a few Doſes of Merc. dulcis a falivation, was 
raiſed by which the Matter leſſened, and the Ulcer dried. Buta Soreneis 
aftefting her Mouth, as is uſual in Salivation, gave occaſion to a Chirurgeon, 
ſince dead, to infinuate himſelf into the Lady's Family, where he inveighed 
ſo much againſt the proceeding by Mercury, as leſſened iny credit with them ; 
ſo that I was not capable afterwards to ſerve the Lady. Yet I prevailed to tar, 
as that Sir Alex. Frafter was conſulted; to whom (1n their preſence) | re- 
preſented the Condition of rhe Patient, and the method of our proceedings. 
He approved of what had been given, and aſſured the Lady it was the only 
way to cure her; and that if ſhe would drink a good Decoction of Sarſa, 
with the Specificks uſually preſcribed in ſuch caſes, and afterwards put her 
ſelf into a diet of Afles milk, ſhe might enjoy a good health, and be obliged 
to acknowledge the good ſervice I had done her. But ſhe was prepoſleiled 
with the ſcandal of Salivating, and went out of Town a few days after, and, 
[ ſuppoſe not following the method prelcribed, proper after Mercury, lan- 
guithed under a Conſumption, as ſuch people generally do. No Mercury do- 
ing well, where the preſcribed method 1s not obſerved. 

An Apothecary's wife living in my neighbourhood in the 0/d-Bazly, after 
a hard Child-bed Labour, was ſeized with a Fever, and great pain in her 
right Thigh, from the Groin and Hip downward to the Knee, ſwelling the 
Member round, without Inflammation or diſcolouring the Skin. Sir Fr. Pr. 
was the Phyſician, and I think Sir C. Scarb. The Chirurgeons were Mr. Bing 
and my felf; and in the time of my Sickneſs Mr. Meredith a Chirurgeon 
dreſſed her. We fomented the Parts diſealed with decodt. ſummitat. abftuth. 
majorane, beton. flor. roſ. rub. cham, meliloti, ſummit. anethi, ſem. lini, fanug. 
in wine and water, and made a Cataplaſm of the ſame Fxces with the addi- 
tion of far. fabar. orobi and lentium, with oxymel, ol. cham. &c. But the whole 
Member being oppreſt and weakned by the Influx, it apoſtemated, and 
Matter was felt to fluctuate in ſeveral parts. We opened the moſt likely 
places by Cauſticks, and gave vent to a large quantity of purulent Matter. 
Then dreſſing the Eſcar with Lenients, we applied a Cataplaſm aad rowled 
it up. .She was ſomewhat relieved, but reſted ill that night. Ar the next 
dreſling 
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drefling we enlarged the Opening with a pair of Sciffors, and gave more 
way to the diſcharge of the Matter. Afterwards we continued our care in 
dreſſing her, and made other Apertions 1n parts more declining, and endea- 
voured Deterſion by mandif. ex apio, &c. and by Injetions made of rad. ari. 
foloch. rad. conſolid. ireos, ſarcocolle, thuris, myrrhe, decoQted in ag. horde; 
with mel roſs Many endeavours were uſed to cure theſe Ulcers ; but the 
Matter grew more corroſive, and the fleſh within diflolved, and we felt the 
Thigh-bone bare. The Humours all emptied themſelves upon this weak 
Part : and, notwithſtanding all our endeavours, the Patient languiſhed, and 
diced in the ſpace of eight weeks. | | 
: | was allo called to another, who in Child-bed laboured of an Ulcer in her 5. obſer- 
» left Hip; the Fleſh was corroded round the breadth of the palm of a hand, '** 
| the whole piece ſeparated andfell oft from the Bone, leaving it bear, and the 
* lips of the Ulcer fordid without Inflammation or Tumour. I dreſſed the 
Bone with extrad. ſcord:i defolved in ſpir. vini, and the Ulcer with mundif. 
 Paracelſ. cum Merc. pracipitat. Traumatick Decoions, Balſamicks, Cordials, 
” Opiats, Juleps, were preſcribed, and our work went on ſncceſsfully a while : 
the Bone exfoliating from the edges ; and the lips of the Ulcer digeſted and 
incarned with Sarcoticks myrrbe, aloes, ſarcocollz, cum ſyr. de ref. ficciss But 
in the while a vehement pain ſeized the other Thigh, and it apoſtemated. 
We opened it on the out ſide, and felt the bone carious : we gave vent to a 
ſetid Matter. TI treated it as hath been ſaid in the former Obſervation : the 
Matter daily poured out, and the Abſcels grew more hollow. To add to 
her affliction, ſhe was tormented with a pain in her right Shoulder and in her 
left Knee, ſo that ſhe was neceſſitated to lie upon her Hips, which exaſpera- 
ted them. At length the great diſcharge of Matter and extremity of pain 
waſted her, Oedematous Swellings aroſe in her Legs and Feet, and ſhe lan-

A young Gentlewotnan was brought to Bed in the Country, and, being 5. obſr- 
ill delivered, became indiſpoſed with a Fever, and was pained in feveral parts '** 
of her body. 1 found her grievouſiy afflited with corroſive Ulcers lying 
deep in the fleſh to the Bone : whole pieces of fleſh ſeparated from the Os 
coccygis, and came off, leaving the Bones bare as that of a Skeleton. The fleſh

© Side, alittle below her Breſt, whilſt I was with her, I ſaw it begin with a

” trated deeperevery day, andin three or four days fell oft from the Perio/teurs 
* that covered the Ribs. I was'mrch at a loſs what to dreſs theſe Ulcers with 
' while they were cracking, for they were dry and without tumefaction of 
the lips. What the actual Cautery might here have done, I do not know. 
I ſprinkled Merc. precipitat. in ſome places, and in others alumen uſtum mixt 
with Pracipitate. I fomented fome of them with lenient DecoCtions, as rad. 
althze, conſolid. fol. malvue, ſem. cydon. pſyllii, and the like. Others I treated 
with decod. abfinth, rute, ſcordii, centaurii, cardai benedift. made in a Lixivie; 
and Cataplaſms were accordingly applied; but nothing check'd them. After 
the Skin and Fleſh were ſeparated, the remaining lips looked as fleſh perboil'd; 
yet they afterwards digeſted, and became better conditioned : but this crea- 
ture had ſo many places of her Body diſeaſed, as the had not one free part to 
| he on. Our whole endeavours (after ſhe was dreſſed) were, how to con- 
trive Pillows to give her eaſe. The womans work was to quilt them ſeveral 
ways, and make this and that part hollow ſuitably to the caſe : ſome parts 
of the Pillows had to that purpoſe holes cut in them. Many ways were pro-

poſed, but all to little purpoſe. She was always reſtleſs , frequently remo- 
ving, and roaring for eaſe. I being quite tired, Mr. Newman a Chirurgeon 
was ſent for, and relieved me. I foon returned again, and ſtayed till I grew 
diſeaſed my ſelf, and with much difficulty returned home ; then another Chi- 
rurgeon was ſent thither : and betore 1 recovered of my own Sicknels, I heard 
that ſhe died moſt painfully.

CHAP VI. 
Of an Erylipelas, 


A N Ery/pelas is generated of a hot Serum in the Blond, and affects the 
ſuperficies of the Skin with a ſhining, pale, red or citron colour, with- 
out Pulfation or circumſcribed Tumour, ſpreading from one place to another. 
It begins for the moſt part with ſome little Rigour, and 1s continued with a 
Fever. 
Differen= This Serum, according to its ſeveral degrees of receſs from its natural 
mw ſtate towards that of Choler , doth produce ſeveral Diſeaſes. When rhe 
Receſs is leſs,and the ſharpneſs of it but little,then it doth only cauſe a reddiſh 
Bluſh upon the Skin : from which the name of Ery/epelas is,or at leaſt may be, 
derived ; which is therefore by fome great Authors reckoned amongſt the fan- 
guvineous Tumours, becauſe its colour repreſents Bloud. But what will they 
then ſay of an Ery/ipe/as that appears yellow, as moſt of them do? why ſhould 
not this colour give it a new name from Choler 2 Burt Ihall in this{ubmit ro | 
the minds of others. However | dare adventure to add, that a farther pro- 
oreſs towards acrimony maketh an Zerpes ; and if the acceſs of acrimony be | 
very great, it maketh an Herpes exedens. i 

Theſe Tumours are not alway ſimple,but do uſually mix themſelves with | 
other Humours, and from thence get additional Epithets ; as Eryfpelas wde- 
matodes, phlegmonoides, ſcirrhodes, &c. But that which I propoſe to treat 
of is the Ery/ipelas a Sangaine bilioſo, from cholerick Bloud , which ates 
onely the outward Parts, none of which eſcape its tenuity and ſubtil- 
neſs,the Face, Head, Breaſt, Back, Emun@ories, Thighs, Legs and Arms : 
nay, when Bones lie bare, {and ſo become as it were external Parts expoſed 
to Air) they are allo ſubject to the ſame Malady ; as we too frequently find 
in Wounds of the Scull and other Fractures. 

The Humour it ſelf ſimply conſidered is very thin and ſharp,much afteing 
the Pores of the Skin, in which 1t uſually lodgeth ; and in a great meaſure 
oweth its confinement thither to an occJuſion of them, they being co- 
vered with a Caticala, whoſe denſity hinders tranſpiration, trom whence 
pain and redneſs ariſe: and oftentimes other Humours are invited thither, fo 
that the Tumour enlargeth, and becometh compound. Whilſt it is ſimple, 
the Skin only is the ſeat of it, or the Perzoſteum, or a Bone that lieth bare: 
when it is compound, it will afte&t the Fleſh alſo, and other neighbouring 
Parts. | 

The Matter of this Ery/pelas is already deſcribed to be a thin cholerick Hu- 
mour. The Fountain of it is the Bloud, which by its capillary Arteries dif- 
chargeth it upon that Part, as often as in bilious or malignant and peſtiſential 
Feversit 1s provoked thereunto. And this, if the diſcharge be ſufficient, is 
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called Critical : if it be not ſufficient, but that nature, having diſcharged part 

of the Matter, lieth down under the reſt, we call it Sympromatzcal. So allo 
when it appears in the beginning of a Fever, it is then reckoned as a Symp- 

tom thereof. Sometimes the Fever is vulgarly eſteemed a Symptom of tt, 

viz. when the Ery/ipelas is firſt taken notice of, as if it had preceded the Fe- 

ver : Whereas indeed there is no Ery/epelas that hath not a Fever, either viſible 

or latent, going before it. 

External Cauſes do alſo concurr tothe produQtion of an Eryfipelas ; as Con- E**<nal 
tuſions, Fractures, and ſuch like ; alſo the heat of the Sun, Fire, ſharp Medi- ; 
caments, &c. All which have this effte& in cholerick Bodies, where the 
Bloud, being turgid with that Humour,meets with any occaſion of ſeparation 
of Parts. 

The Signs of an Eryſipelas are, a ſhining yellowiſh colour mixt with red Signs. 
here and there, vehement heat, with a pricking pain bliſtering the Skin, and 
creeping from one place to another. How it differeth from a Phlegmon may 
eaſily be diſcerned by comparing them : This lieth ſcattering in the Skin,ſcarce 
raiſing a Tumour ; whereas the Phlegmon lieth deep amongſt the Muſcles, with 
elevation and circumſcription, and is of a deep red colour. 

A ſimple Eryfjpelas is not accompanied with cruel Symptoms : there is a $789*" 
Fever, but that diminiſhth as the Eryfpelas increafeth, according to an A- 
phoriſm of FZippocr. When the Matter is ſent from within outward, the vj- 
ſcera are relieved, and the Patient recovers. This we ſee frequently in great 
Diſeaſes. But ab exteriori introredire malum, the ſudden return of the Hu- 
mour inward is a bad fign, ill Symptoms frequently following, yea Death, 
eſpecially if the emunRories were affeted. Suppuration in an Ery/ipelas is 
not good,according to Galen in his Commentaries on the ſame Aphoriſm,ſpea- 
king of malign Ery/pelas, which in ſuppurating do for the moſt part corrupt ; 
as we ſee by the diſcoloured Pu/tulz which ariſe about them. Allo an Ery- 
fipelas upon a bare Bone is ll ; and if a Delirium happen, the hopes is leſs. 
That Ery/ipelas which goeth oft by Tranſpiration is beſt. 

In the Cure of an Fry/ipelas you are to conſider the Habit of body ': for © 
whilſt it abounds with bilious Humours, there 1s no admitting of Repellents ; 
and by Diſcutients you will increaſe the heat,and conſequently the Diſeaſe. 
Therefore we proceed in the Cure of this, as hath been ſaid in a Phlegmon, by 
Diet, Pharmacy, and Chirurgery. 

Their Diet ought to be, as in hot Tumours, very ſparing, Grewels, Pa- 
nadoes, and Chicken broth, with cooling Herbs : their Drinks, Ptiſans, Bar- 
ley-cream, Emulfions, and Juleps made of diftilld Waters, as aqu. borag. en- 
diviz, acetoſe, lattuce, portulace, &c. cum ſyr. e ſucco citr. limon. granat, rub. 
zdzi, violar. and the like ; avoiding Wine in theſe Diſeaſes. * The Ancients 
allowed only Water, and ro weaker ſtomachs Beverage. Reſt and Quiet of 
mind 1s here to be deſired, and the belly to be kept ſoluble. 

Concerning Phlebotomy there hath been much diſpute amongſt Writers; 
but they all agree that the Patient be let bloud,in caſe the Ery/pelas low upon 
Wounds and luch like accidents, or where it afteteth the Head or Throat. 

In the former of them it is allowed to prevent a Phreaitis, which otherwiſe © 
might enſue ; and in the latter a Squinancy, in which there is danger of ſuf- 
focation. But if the Ery/ipelas be ſimple, and but in the Skin, we are then 

by Purgations only to evacuate the redundancy of Humours, and prevent 

the ebullition of Choler. The Purgatives ought to be lenient, ſuch as have 
been preſcribed in a Phlegmon : as caſſia, tamarinds, manna, cremor tartar. 
rhabarb. &c. in Whey, or in DecoQions of Barley and opening Roots, with 
Syrups © cichor, cum rhabarb. and de rhabarb. de rof. folutiv. alſo the Ele. leni- 
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tivum. diacathol. diaprun. .e ſucco ref. Clyſters are allo' moſt proper in theſe 
Diſeaſes. | Having thus emptied the bowels, you may make Revulfion by 
Friction, Cupping, &©c. and by Vomit, if the Ery/pelas Þe in the nether 
Parts. 

In your applications to the Part aftefted' you are to conſider whether the 
Ery/ipelas was from an internal Cauſe, or external ; alſo whether it be-grear; 
or little. If it ariſe from an external Cauſe, you may fafely apply Refrige- 
rants without any: preceding Evacuation, becauſe the Diſeaſe took its original 


' meerly from the diſaffeion of the Part, whether it was from the ſcorching 


hear of the Sun, ſharp Medicines, Contuſion, or Fracture, &c. and not from 
the peccancy of the Humours.. Therefore in ſuch caſes you are obliged to ap« 
peaſe the pain in the firſt place by lenient and cooling Medicaments. 

It -from an internal Caule, 'then evacuation by Purgatives 1s always to pre- 
cede, unleſs the Ery/pelas be remote from the principal parts, or that the hear 
affeding the Member be vehement ; in which cafe you. fhall not infiſt upon 
Evacuation, but apply the milder Reirigerants to contemperate the heat, and

But ifſomething muſt 
be. done. to fatisfic.the Relations and By-ſtanders , let the Topick rather be of 
an exficcant gualitythan repellent, leſt ſome il] accident enſue.

_ They who douſe ſtronger Repellents ought to be carcfulleſt, in repreſſing 
the Inflammation, they do extinguiſh the natural heat of the Part, or ftrike 
the Humour inward upon the v!ſcera. 


In the Ery/pelas proceeding from internal Cauſes decoftum falvie with a 
Solution of Caſtle ſoap is a good Fomentation ; and ceratum Galeni applied 
after it. is ſufficient.....In thote which are critical, a Cerote of ol. olivar. cam 
cera albg hath hitherto ſerved my. purpoſe.  ltthe heat. be. vehement; I renew 
the application daily ; otherwiſe every other day ſufficeth - andas the Bliſters 
ariſe,l cut them to prevent Eroſton. If afterwards they do excoriate, I dreſs 
them with angaent. Zutiz, or the following Unguent upon Pledgits of Lint, 
by which the ſerous Humour may be imbibed, and the Ulceration healed. 
If a Fomentation be neceſſary, that of o/ibayuum and Myrrh decoted in Wine 
may beuſed. Btroch. alb. Rhaſ. & tutia pulver. an: 5ifk. plumbi uſti 5 j. 
camphore I 1%. ceruſſe 5/115. ol. roſ. 5vj. ſevi agnini 5iij. cer alb. g. ſc fiat Un- 
guentum in mortario plumbeo per duas horas agitatum. This will cicatrize them. 
In thoſe of the Head, Z7ius propoſeth nidum birundinis pulver, & cum melle 
mixium 
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mixtum. Be anointed the Eryfpelas with a feather, and delivereth it to us 
as 2 Medicament drying without any. repelling quality. The DecoQion of 
Coleworts is alſo commended to bath them. Bur, unleſs there be great Ex- 
coriation, it will be ſafer to leave the Cure of ſuch Ery/zpelas ro Nature, and 
evacuate and contemperate the heat by internal Medicaments. Nor ought 
we to be overforward in our applications to the Face or parts about it: yer 
in my Practice I have commonly uſed ag. calcis with el. lin: well ſhaken 
together with good ſucceſs; as alſo theſe following, where I thought more 
Exſiccation neceflary. Take diſtilled Vinegar in which hath been boiled a 
piece of Lithargyr. or miaium: after 1t 1s ſettled, pour off the clearcſt of ir, 
and filter it : put ſome of this into a glaſs, and add ol. ro. to it, and ſhake 
them rogether. Or, in caſe of preſent uſe, take ſaccharum Saturni, and beat 
it up with the ſaid oyl. Either of theie applied with a Feather rwice or thrice 
a day will ſerve your purpoſe. 

Tie Accidents which attend Ery/ipelas are the ſame as in a Phlegmon, and Corregi- 
do happen through the unſeaſonable uſe of Repellents: therefore when you 97,9 Ac: 
ſee the heat go off, and the Skin relax, or when the Patient feeleth himſelf 
eaſed of that burning and pricking pain, forbear the uſe of your Repellents, 
and apply Reſolvents and Diſcutients, to corroborate the Part, and reſtore it 
to its natural tone. For though the Ery/pelas do not ariſe with any circum- 
ſcribed Tumour, yet in its progreſs the Member is ſwelled, and remains fo 
after the Eryfpelas is breathed forth, and for want of Diſcuſſion doth fre- 
quently become cedematous. Therefore to prevent that, it may be reaſona- 
ble ro foment the relaxed Parts with deco. ſummitat. abſinth. flor. cham. ſam- 
Buci, roſ. rubr. &c. in Wine, with an addition of Brandy. If an Emplaſter 
be neceſſary, B farine fabar. orobi, an. 51v. ſem. fenug. 5). flor. ſambuci, rof. 
rub. an. 511<. pulverizentur, cog. in hydromelite ad conſumptionem humiditatis ; 
deinde adde ol. anethi & cham. q. ſ. fiat Emplaſtrum. But if the Ery/ipelas ter- 
minate in a hard Tumour, F rad. althze, lilior. an. 5jſs. ſem. lini & fenug. 
an. 5 ij. cog. in brodio capitis vervecini, & extrahatur mucilag. cui adde ul. ex 
pedibus bovinis, pingued. galling, ol. amygd. dulc. an 51j. adip. agnin. & vitulin. 
an. 51ſs, medullz 51). lithargyri aur. 51v. cere q.ſ. fiat Ceratum. 


Perſon of quality, /abouring under fome indiſpoſition of body and ap- 7- Oſer- 
prehenſion of a Fever, was by her Phyſicians advice let bloud about "** 
5v11j. in the left Arm. The ſecond day after ſhe felt that Arm pained, but 
moſt abont the Bend of it near where the Vein was opened. I looked upon 
her Arm, and faw it was ſpred with a burning heat of a paliſh yellow colour, 
mixed with red here and tiere: the Skin was tenſe and ſhining, alſo rimpled 
and Bliſtered down from the Bend of the Arm to the Hand ; from the Elbow 
ro the Shoulder it was of an inflamed red colour. The whole Arm was 
ſwelled by the influx of the Humour. This Ery/epelas was thruſt forth by the 
ſtrength of nature, and poſſibly it might be invited thither by the Bandage. 
However it were, the Patient was relieved thereby ; ſhe acknowledging her 
_ felf more affe&ed with the pricking and burning hear in her Arm than any 
Sickneſs: yet ſhe was not without ſome Fever. I thought it not ſafe to be 
too buſie with Repellents in this caſe : for though I might thereby have pre- 
vented rhe increaſe, and cured it ſooner ; yet her Fever might have been by 
that means augmented, and her Recovery hazarded, ſhe being then with 
Child. Theretore I reſolved to give way for the Humour to ſpend it ſelf by 
Tranfpiration: to which purpoſe I fomented with a decof. ſalve with Caſtle- 
loap giflolved in it, and the while made a Cerote of o/. olivar. and Wax, and, 
applied it 1n ſeveral pieces upon the Arm, with Bandage to retain it on ; du- 
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ring which her body was kept foluble with Lenients, and a Pear'-Julep pre- 
ſcribed to refreſh her Spirits. Her Dict was Chicken-broto, Greweis, and 
the like. As the Bliſters aroſe, we ſnipr them, and to fore of the bigeſt of 
them applied anguent. 7utiz upon Pleogits. During thefe Appiications the 
heat went off from the Parts it had firſi afieted, and ſpread tr higher ro the 
Breaſt and Scapala; it allo aftefted the Hand and Fingers with: Bites: but 
the tops of them being cut off, they healed, rhe Inflammation. breathed 
forth in four or five days after, and ſhe recovered; but by reaſon of the Fluxi- 
on her Arm was ſwelled. For the removeal of which I directed them to fo- 
ment it with rhe Decodtion preſcribed in the method of Cure, by which, 
with the help of Bandage, it diſcuſſed. The roughnets of the Skin was af- 
terwards cleared with Pomatun. 

A Youth about ſeven or eight years old, labouring under a complication 
of Diſeaſes from his Meſentery and Kidneys, was ordered by his Phyſician 
to have a Fontanel made in his left Arm: I made it, and Jeit it well dige- 
ted. About ten days after that Arm was over ſpread with an Eryfpelas from 
the Shoulder to the Wriſt, here and there bliſtered. 1 threw our the Pea, 
and dreft the Ulcer with anzuert. bafilicon and Precipitate,then fomented the 
Arm with Milk, applying over it ceratum Galeni with Bandage. By this [ 
deſigned to give tranſpiration to the Part whilſt the Phyſician did treat the 
Fever. The next day I renewed the Dreſſings in his preſence, and the Ulcer 
being ſomewhar digeſted, I put in a Pea by his advice, and drefted the Arm 
as before, thereby curing the Ery/pelas in few days: but the Child remaining 
indiſpoſed, the Ery/ipelas burſt forth again, and was allo cured by the fame 
method. Then the Patient was purged, and fent into the Air near Barnet, 
where he drank thoſe Waters, and being thereby reiieved, was brought back 
ro his Parents. But within few days after he relapſed, and an Ery/pelas dif 
charged it ſelf again on the fame Arm, with a ſmall Phlegmeon tolow, rhe El- 
bow on the outſide. It ſuppurated, and was opened by a Cauilick, and cu- 
red according to that Method. The Ery/ipelas was allo cured by the Cerote 
as before. After this the Child brake out of the Small pox, and by the great 
endeavours of the Phyſicians was freed of that Diſeaſe; but languiſheg and 
died ſoon afrer. Upon the opening of kis body: a Stone of the bigneſs and 
ſhape of an Almond was found in his left Ureter. We remembred the con- 
ſtant pain he had in his Back long before the firſt Ery/pelas, and thought that 
might be the occaſional cauſe of all theſe Maladtes ; viz. the continuation of 
pain cauſed many reiterated Fevers and Fermentations in the bloud, of which 
theſe forementioned Diſeaſes were the efte&ts. A thing not rare in Chirurge- 
ry, to find the Small-pox produced by tie pain of an Ulcer, as alſo to break 
out after the curing of them. | | 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, having laboured many years 
under an A/thma, was ſeized with a pain in his left Side, and a Pleurifie fol- 
lowed, with great oppreſſion in his Lungs, his former accuſtomed way of 
diſcharge by expeQoration being ſuppreſſed. Doctor Faſper Needham was 
ſent for. By his preſcription the Patient was let bloud ten ounces : Lobechs 
and Peftorals, alſo opening Apozems, were preſcribed, and Venz{ion re- 
peated ; by which the Patient was relieved. Then a Fontanel was cut in 
tus left Arm, which being digeſted, the Phyſician and Chirurgeon were dit- 
miſſed. A few days after the Patient relapſed, and an Ery{ipelas thruſt our 
the whole length of his Arm. I was fetch'd, and ſaw' it ſwell'd, the Cuticula 
vehcated, and ſhining with a'burning heat of a citron colour from the Fonta- 
nel downward, but upward to the Shoulder it was more red. His Fricnds 
6nd himſelf thought the Inflammation to proceed through default of the Fon- 
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rancl, as not made in 'the right place. But that was an errourin them : for it 
was 4 tranſlation of part of that Humour which affeRted his Lungs, and was 
by the ſtrength of nature diſcharged upon this Part, to which the too ſtrict 
Bandage might poſlible contribute; tliere being nothing more ordinary than 
iuch diſcharges upon Fontanels : and it was well for him that it there disbur: 
thendir felt. The Phyſician and my {elf concluded it a pure Ery/epelas, and 
tha: it required to be breathed forth : to which purpoſe I applied a Cerote of 
Wa: and. Oyl overall the Arm, and puta leſſer Pea into the Fontanel with a 
Plecgit of wnguent. diapomp! olyg. and Emplaſt. diachalcit. rowling up the Arm 
fron. the Hand to the'Shoulder. The next day in dreſſing him I ſnipt the 
Bliſters, to let out the ſerous Humour, which might otherwiſehave ulcerated 
the okin. The day after, obſerving the heat to gooft, I put in a larger Pea, 
and dreſſed his Arm as I did the day before. In two or three days after, the 
Arm being as 1t were freed of the Eryfpetas, I fixed the Fontanel, (which he 
keeps to this day :) but the Ery/pelas ſpread to that Scapula and Clavicle, and 
lo down to his Breaſt and. Back. Idreſled it with the ſame Cerote, and lefr 
him enough of ir for his Servants to dreſs him with: during which Purga- 
tives were repeated, and he was cured by the appitcation of the ſaid Cerote. 

A perſon of about fixty four years of age, of a melancholick dry Conſtitu- 4. obſer- 
tion, was in the Winter-ſeaſon taken with a Quartan-ague, and after the fe: '* 
cond Fit was ſeized with a pain in his left Leg, which increaſing, he ſent for 
me. The Leg was inflamed from the Knee to the Foot: the Inflammation of 
the Skin wasof a more deep red colour than is uſually ſeenina true Eryſpelas, 
it indeed partaking fomewhat of a Phlegmon; but the Swelling was without 
circumſcription; 1t was tenſe and ſhining, made by a Tranſlation of his A- 
gue: ſo that by this, if well managed, he was 1n a poſlibility of being 
freed of that. Therefore I propofed by Lenients to moderate the heat, and 
breath out the Humour. Having fatisfied him, that it was neceſlary to pro- 
ceed deliberately with it, I treated it as in the former Obſervation hath been 
laid, and drefled it twice or thrice with the faid Cerote; and, having aſſwa- 
ged the heat and pain in it, I ſhewed his Servants how to dreſs it, and gave 
directions to the Patient in the regulation of his Diet, &c. and took my leave; 
adviſing'them not to drels it too often, lcſt upon ſo doing the Inflammation 
ſhould go off before the morbifick Matter were ſpent. From the time the In- 
flammation was made in bis Leg he had no more Fits of his Ague, and his 
Leg became well without the application of other Medicaments. Upon the 
going off of the Inflammation I made him a Fontanel in that Leg, which he 
continueth ſill, .- F) 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, of a full Body; with a ſhort 5. Obſcr- 
Neck and of a ſanguine Complexion, having long laboured under the appre- \** 
henſion of an Apoplexy his mouth having ſome while been a little diſtorted 
by a Paralyfis of his Cheek and Tongue, was let pen in the Neck about ten 
ounces. The night after he was ſeized with a pain in his right Leg from his 
Knee to his Toes, with great Inflammation. For the appeaſing -of which a 
Fomentation was brought him by ſome Pretender:in' Chirurgery, and applied 
with courſe woollen Stupes; one of which was bound upon his' Leg, This 
Leg growing from that time more painful, I was fetch'd to him ; when, ta- 
king off the Stupes, I found the Leg exceedingly inflamed and'bliſtered, (o 
that the ſtupe ſticking in the Sores had excoriated the Part with great pair 
and Fluxion, which drew after it a ſmall Phlegmoy. There was in this pati- 
ent great need of making Revulfion from his Head ; but this way by wool- 
len Stupes was of too much danger to be continued. I wanted a Fomentati- 

on to cleanſe and refreſh the Part, and, being un haſte, cauſed ſome water to 
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be heated, with a handful of Wheat-bran: which being ſtrained, I bathed 
the Member with a Sponge; then apphed angzert. tutiz upon Pledgits' of 
Lint on the Excoriations, and a Cerote of Wax and Oyl over the Leg, and Þ 
an anodyne Caraplaſm on the Tubercle. Theſe Dreſſings were renewed daily, F 
till the Accidents were diminiſhed, and the Tumour ſuppurated. Then I gave 
a vent to the Matter, and proceeding by Digeſtion, made no haſt in the Cure, 
but expected rather that the Plethora ſhould be caried off the while by Pur- F 
oatives, and the Patient relieved in his Head. The Phyſicians were of ano- Þ 
ther mind, affirming that it would be time enough when his Leg ſhould be Þ 
cured. I was therefore obliged to haſten: however I made him a couple of | 
Ifſues inter Scapulas; and having well-near cured that Tubercle in his Ham, | 
I left a Pea in it to keep it open as a Fontanel. Though that Leg was not ſo 
fit for it, by reaſon of the great Inflammation it had Jaboured under ; yet | 
thought all little enough for Derivation, and would gladly have continued 
the leg more ſore : but I obeyed my order, and left him cured of his Leg. 
6. Obſer. A Gentlewoman of about forty years of age, of a full Body, was taken 
vat, with Rigour and Fever. After ſome days ſhe complained of a pain 1n ker left 
Shoulder, and a pricking heat in that Arm. I was ſent for, and perceived 
it to be an Ery{pelas thruſting out : wherefore thinking ſhe might be much 
relieved thereby, I diſlwaded her from applying any thing to it. But the hear 
and pain increaſing, ſhe was adviſed to apply ſome cooling Ointment to it, 
which was thought excellent for Inflammarions. She permitted 1t; and it did 
indeed check the Inflammation, but her Fever increafed, with a Delirium 
She was let bloud, cuppd and bliſtered, and all things were done to draw 
back the Matter ; but ſhe died. | 
\ 7, Obſer- A Man of about 27. or 28. years old, riding abroad with ſome Friends in 
vat. hot weather, his body being heated by Good-tellowſhip, was ſeized with an 
Eryfipelas inhis Face. I preſently let him bloud, and bathed it with a decof. 
ſalviz cum ſapone Veneto, and leit direftions to wet his Face often with it. 
L alſodirefted a Clylter to be given him that night, and a Cordial Julep upon 
occaſion. In the morning he was hot, and had reſted ill and the Eryfpelas 
was ſpred to his Neck, and afteQed his left Ear with great pain, and reached 
up to his Forehead amongſt the Hair. I let him þloudagain, and adviſed 
him to keep his Bed, and put himſelf into a Sweat-with a draught of Poſer 
drink wherein had been boiled a little Harts horn, a few opening Roots and 
Marigold-flowers. I alſo ſent him a glaſs with aqua calcis with ol. iz; beat in 
it, with direftion to . anoint his Face with a feather, it being very much 
heated and ſwelled : he was alſo purged with Lenients, ſome of thoſe which 
have been fet down in the method of Cure. By this method the Ery/pelas 
went quite off in 10. or 12. days. Then I bathed it with deco. maluz vol. 
&c. to bring; off the Scurf, and afterwards with Butter-milk, to ſupple it, and 
anointed his Face with Pomatum. IKE 
2. Obſer- A Gentleman ſome years ſince, very curious and neat in wearing his Hair, 
vat, was perilwaded to permit it to be boiled as it grew on his Head: by which 
doing an Eryfpelas was raiſed in the hairy Scalp. I let him bloud in the Arm, 
and purged him with Lenients; all things elſe were done for Revulſion: but 
by reaſon of his Hair, there were no applications made to relieve the Parr 
affected; whereupon a Suppuration followed; which put me'upon a neceſſity 
of cutting it oft, and applying Fomentations diſcutient and drying. I mer 
with much difficulty in curing the Ulcer; but at laſt it was cured as a corro- 
five 2ker, to which I refer you. 
An Eryſpelas ariſing from an internal Cauſe afteting the Head requires the 
timely advice of a Phyſician, it frequently cauſing grievous Accidents, as 
| Fever, 
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Fever, Delirium, &c. and, being ſubject to great Ulcerations with putrefacti-

were to be wiſhed in fuch caſes, that the Hair be timely cut off, for it con- % 
tributes much to the Eroſion that happens... - | 

An Eryſipelas afteQting the Face of a Perfori of Honour, he conlulted Sir A —_— 

Ch. Scarburgh and other Phyſicians : they preſcribed Bleeding to the quan- = 
tiry of eight ounces, alſo Clyſters and lenient Purgatives to keep his body 
ſoluble. During the time of Inflammation he was feveriſh and indiſpoleg, - 
alſo ſubject to Fainting and the like. In conſideration whereof he was advi- 
ſed to keep his bed, and ſometimes to diſpoſe himſelt to breathing Sweats 
with the Counteſs of FXent's Powder : cordial Juleps were allo preſcribed 
him. The Ery/pelas ſhiſted from one part to another in and about his Face. 
They applied no Medicaments to the Parts diſeaſed. In the declination of ir 
I faw it ariſe again' freth in his Forehead with a Swelling very high, only 
from the ſtreightneſs of his Cap : which I taking notice of , and adviſing ir 
to be ſlackned, the Swelling tunk-again in few hours. I inſtance this only to 
ſhew how ſmall a thing will raiſe this diſturbance where the bilious Humours 
are in ferment. As his Eryfpelas fpentir felf,they purged him, and he reco- 
vered. An Eryfpelas ſometime afieCting one particular part of the Head or 
Face, as the Eye, Noſe or Ear, hath given much trouble to the Phyſician 
and Chirurgeon 1n removing it. 

It is not- many days fince I was called to one labouring of an Ery/pelas on 79: Obſers 
her right Ear. It had been diſeaſed four or five days before I came : it was" 
prodigiouſly ſwelled and inflamed ; and, by reaſon of the acrimony of the 
Humour which was included between the Folds of the Ear and the Ear 
and Scalp, there was great Excoriation. I fomented it with decod. ſalviz 
cm ſapone, dreſſed it with that Preparation of ace?. /ztharg. cum ol. rof. 
above propoſed in the method of Cure, and left her ſome of it to dreſs her 
felf as occaſion ſhould offer ; then let her bloud, and directed a Clyſter to be 
given her. The next day I purged her with Whey and Manna, and repeated 
it again and again. She lived a few miles out of Town, which put me upon 
the neceflity of committing, the Cure of it to themſelves , with DireCtions 
and Medicaments ſuch as I have above propoſed. It dried up the external 
heat ; but the Fluxion which lay more internally, after all apoſtemated, and 
was cured accordingly, 

I was called in by my kind neighbour DoCtor Denton to a young Woman 11. Obſer- 
who had been afflicted withan Fry/pelas, which had ſpread overall her Face : *** 
it had ſhifted often : at length ſhe was cured thereof by the ſaid Phyſician ; 
yet was the right Eye cloicd with the Inflammation and Swelling from the 
reliques of that Ery/zpelas, and the lower Lid apoſtemated, and the Matter 
was ready to make its way inwardly into the hollow of the Eye. -We opened 
it by Incifion, diſcharging a proportionable quantity of Matter ; the remain- 
der of which we digeſted and dried to a perfect Cicatrice by unzuent. dia- 
pompholygos, dilcuſling the Tumour in the mcan while by Fomentations. 
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CHAP. VIL 
Of a Furuncle or Boll. 


Urunculus 1s a painful Tubercle of the bigneſs of a Pigeon's Egg, with a 
broad baſrs, ariſing in a Cone. It is generally called a Boi/, and in its 
te is accompanied with Inflammation, Pulſation, and Tenſion. 

It proceedeth from a groſs vicious bloud ſeparated from the reſt as unpro- 
fitable, and is caſt forth by the ſtrength of nature into the external parts of 
the body. 

It diftereth as it is greater or leſs, and as it aftets the Skin or lies deeper 
in the Fleſh : it is alſo accounted malign, or benign. Thoſe that are more 
deep partake of the nature of a Carbuncle, and are miſtaken for ſuch,but are 
not of ſo aduſt or corrupt an Humour. Furanculus diftereth alſo from a Car- 
buncle, in that this cometh to Suppuration, which the other never doth. 

A Furuncleis in its beginning round, hard, and inflamed; and as it increa- 
ſeth it riſethup with an acute head, and ſometimes a Puſtule : and then it is 
more inflamed and painful, (whence ariſeth that expreſſion, As ſore as a 
Boil, ) eſpecially waen it arrives at its ſtate, which is about theeighth or 


ninth day. If the Boil be malign, it is of a black dusky colour : there is F 


allo a Fever and other untoward Symptoms, and a thin Sanzes iſſueth from 
it ; and if it doth digeſt, it is with much difficulty. 

Boils are for the moſt part without danger. The common fort do predict 
Health, and frequently cure though nothing be applied to them; for they 
come to maturity and break of their own accord. But when they ariſe in 
nervous parts of the Arms or Legs, they ettect the neighbouring EmunCtory. 
In the Noſe or Ears they are very painful, and vexatious to cure. 

The Care conſiſts in the regulation of Diet and in Evacuation, like as in a 


Phlegmon ; only the Applications 1n.thefe ought to be maturarive, they al- 


ways terminating in Matter, and being as you may perceive by the tough- 
neſs of the Matter, not capable of Retolution.

þ a Man of about fifty years of age, of a healthy Ctrong Body, journeying 
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to London, a Boil roſe upon his Wriſt. Heapplied to it an Emplaſter of | 


Shooemakers-wax. When he came to me it was hard and inflamed. I dreſſed 
it with the aboveſaid Cataplaſm, by which it ſuppurated. As the Puſtule 
fretted off, a hot Sanzes iſſued forth in a ſmall quantity. I dreſſed the Pu- 


ſtule with wyguent. bafilic. cum vitel, ovi upon a Pledgit, and continued the - 


application of the Caraplaſm over all. The next day I took off the Dreſſings, 
and found the Cuticulacaſt oft, and the acute end of the Boil red, and a thick 


white 
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white Matter ſticking in it. I dreſſed it as before, and the ſecond day after 
again, and ſaw the Cone or head of the Boil broken off, and that thick tough 
Matter lying in it ; which Matter likewiſe appeared round about through 
the ſeveral Eruptions it had made. I dreſſed it with mundif. ex apio, and ap- 
plied the Cerote Sevz cervini over it. "The ſecond day after I found the O- 
penings broke one into another, and the tough Matter ſticking in them as in a 
Honey-comb. At that time the Ulcer was near as broad as a Half-crown. 
I continued the Mundificative and Cerote, and drefſed it every other day. 
As this tough Matter digeſted out, it incarned underneath, and contracted, 
and healed as faft,and cicatrized by the application of angaert. tutiz, leaving 
| little Scar, and no hardneſs, behind it. 

7 Some years fince I was ſent for early one morning to a Gentleman about 2. Obſer- 
forty years of age, who was extremely pained with a boil on the out-{ide of '*** 
his left Thigh. I pulled off the Emplaſter, which was of galbanum , and 
ſaw the Boil was 1n its ſtate, and ready to break. It was much inflamed, 
and the Puſtule was of a livid colour. I dreſſed the Puſtule with of. roſ. cam 
vitell. ovi, and applied over the inflamed Boil an Empiaſter of bafilicon. 1 
returned that night, and dreſſed it with the Cataplaſm above preſcribed, by 
which it ſuppurated, the Caticala brake off, and a thin Sanjies with ſome 
little Matter diſcharged. As the Boil came more to maturity, the Puitule or 
head brake off, and made way for the Matter to digeſt out: and accordingly 
the Ulcer cured. An Empirick, angry that his Medicaments were thrown 
oft and mine applied, complained to a Perſon of Honouvr, whoſe Family 1 
then attended, that this Gentleman laboured under a Carbuncle or Plague- 
fore: but I cleared my ſelf to that Perſon, and ſhall ſhew you 1a its proper 
place, that a Carbuncle is another kind of Boll. 

A Gentleman near ſeventy years old was forely afflicted with a Furuncle 3. obſer 
within his Noſtrils , and about his Noſe with great Inflammation and hard- '*- 
neſs. I fomented the difeaſed Parts with decod. ſummitat. althze, malug, viol. 
flor. chamem. meliloti, ſem. lini (& pſyllii, and with a Syringe injeted ſome of 
the ſame liquor 1nto his Noſtrils, and applied the forementioned Cataplaſm 
over his Noſe. I purpoſed the letting him bloud in the Arm, but it would 
not be admitted by reafon of his age: but by ſetting on Leeches behind his 
Ears I took away ſome bloud ; alſo by bliſtering the Neck and Shoulders 
I endeavoured Revulſion, by Clyſters kept his body ſoluble , and con- 
tinued the Applications, by which his pain was ſomewhat mitigated. Af- 
ter five or ſix days the Skin became thin, and a white tough Matter ſhewed 
it ſelf in ſeveral places within and about his Noſe, and gradually made its 
way through many ſmall Openings. I made it more way here and there 
with the point of a Lancet, and dreſſed them cum vizel. ovi & ol. Hilior. and 
continued the uſe of the Fomentation, and applied the Cerote. I was 
much troubled to think what would become of his Noſe, the exteriour 
and interiour parts being, all ſtuft with that clammy Matter, fo that it 
would not iſſue out; and, when it ſhould, I doubted it would leave 
little coverture for the Cartilages. To haſten it out , I daily dropt in a 
mixture of mel roſ. cum ſucco apii decoted ; and by conveying a big 
Tent dipt in the fame into each Noſtril, I preſt the Matter outward, 
and ſometimes pull'd it away with my Forceps. It came out as if it had 
been broken pieces of the Spinalis medu//a, and burſt ſome of the Openings 
into one another ; which I was ſorry to ſee. But the Matter not being ac- 
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j companied with acrimony , the hollownels filled up , and the diſtended 
| LHps, falling near one another , agglutinated as the Matter digeſted _ 
| | G an 
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and by the compreſſion I made with my Tents within the Nottrils I inlar- 
ged them,and furthered the well cicatrizing of the Ulcer; which was infected 
in few days after with Czcatrices not unſeemly. 
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CHAP. VIIL 
Of Epinyctis and 'Terminthus. 


þ Ry are yet two forts of painful Tubercles which I have met with in 
my price: they are taken notice of by the Ancients under the 
names of Fpinytis and Terminthus; a couple of angry Puſtules, affeQing 
the Skin in the Arms, Hands and Thighs. They do not difler much one 
from another, ſo may well be entered together. 

The Fpinyttis is of the Bignels of a Lupin, of a dusky red, and ſometimes 
of livid and pale colour, with great Inflammation and pain. It difchar- 

eth firſt a Saxzes, then a bloudy Matter. 7ermzinthas 1s iomewhat leis, of 
a blackiſh colour: it breaks and gleets, and within a day or two the Pu- 
ſtule ſeparates, and comes away in a Slough, ana from that time it digeſts 
and heals. 

They both proceed from an exceſſive heat in the Bloud, but are withour 
malignity or danger, and cure with Ittle difficulty, if there be noerror com- 
mitted in Chirurgery. 

The Cure conſiſts in Evacuation by Bleeding, Purging, and regulation in 
Diet, G&c. as ic a Phlegmon. 

The external Applications cemmended to us by the Ancients are fol. cicu- 
te, ſolan. plantag. cum polenta, or, B avas paſſas mundatas, & contuſas ſaper- 
pone : and to waſhthem with agua ſalita, tory up the Matter, and prevent 
Eroſion ; afterwards to dreſs them with a mixture of equal parts of ſulphur 
viv. and ſpum. argenti cum vino. I never was conſulted in theſe till they were 
arrived at their height, and then found Anodynes of moſt uſe, and applied 
{ſuch as have been preſcribed in the former Chapter, and afterwards healed 
them with unguent, uti@.

Of the latter ſort there aroſe one in the Knuckle leading to the Fore-finger var. of a | 
of a Gentlewoman of about forty years of age. An old acquaintance of 757i, 


mine called me to the fight of it. It was a ſmall Tubercle inflamed round 
its baſis, having a black head, and a long inflamed Streak paſſing from it to a 
Fontanel which ſhe had on that Arm. Whether it did run upward from the 
Puſtule to the Fontanel, and affect it, or deſcend from it to the Puſtule, I 
know not : however it was, there were marks of communication from one 
to the other, and both were painfu), and rhe patient was indiſpoſed with a 
Fever. In the Fontanel there was a ſmall Orenge-pea, which I caſt out, and 
put in a common one, and dreſſed it with Lenients, and an Emplaſter to re- 
tain them on. Idrefſed the Puſtule with auguent. baftlic. cum witell ovi, and 
applied the forementioned Cerote preſcribed in Faruncle. It ſuppurated the 


next day, and the head of it caſt off ina Slough. I clipped off the looſe skin | 


from it, and dreſſed it with wngaent. tutiz. and in five or fix days cicatrized 
it. During the Cure the Patient was afflicted with Dzarrhea, which was 


purged off. After which ſhe was hot and feveriſh, and troubled with a 
Rheumatiſmas; for which ſhe was let bloud and cured. -

Of Inflammatory Tumours of the Glandules. 


| Nder this Head I comprehend all thoſe Tumours of the Glandules 
which have Bloud for their eſſential ingredient. They are uſually rec- 

kon'd Phyma, Phygethlon, Bubo, Parotis. It 1s true that Strum and Scrofulz 
do ſometimes partake of Bloud and become Phlegmonoide &c. but that is not 


eſſential to them: witneſs the great numbers that never come to inflame or 
ſuppurate. 


F thoſe that are eſſentially bloudy Tumours, though few of them pure 7/1. 


Phlegmons P HTM Ais the firſt; which is an Inflammation affedting Deſirighs 


the Glandules under the Jaws. I mean the conglobate Glands: viz, neither 
the internal ſalivary, which is Ravula; nor the external, which is Parotis. 


The name of Phyma is alſo given to the Phlegmonoide Tumours in and about - 


the Aus, becaule of their near reſemblance to glandulous Tumours, if they 
be not really ſuch.

The place not being very. capable of Ban- 
dage, it could not be treated fo advantageoufly when opened by Inciſion, and 
dretlcd with Tents: but after the laying it more open by Cauſtick, the Mat- 
ter plentifully diſcharged, and the Abſcels cured as the former. Many of 
theſe have been brought to me upon ſuſpicion of the Xirg's Evil: ſome of | 
which my Servants have curcd by my directions after the aboveſaid manner.

the Opening of it, and digeſt, incarn and cicatrize it, as is faid in the general 
Chapter of Abſceſſes, and will be ſhewed in the following Obſervations. 


A Man of about fifty years old, of a full body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
was taken with a pain under his right Arm with hardneſs and Inflammation. 
I was ſent for, and, concluding it a Budo, thruſt forth by the ſtrength of na- 


ture, applied Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, deſigning not to dreſs it again till it 


was near ſuppurated: but the Tumour increaſing with great pain and infla- 
med redneſs, I was put upon a neceſſity of applying anodyne Catapſlaſms. 
Within few days aſter, it being ſuppurated, I opened it by Incifion, and dif- 
charged a well concoted Matter: then dreſſed it with unguent. baſilicon cum 
vitel. ovi upon a Tent. And applied an Empl. diachy!. fmpl. malaxed with an« 
guent. dialthez, and afterwards dreſſed it with mundif. Paracel Having fo 
diſpoſed it to heal, I left Dreſſings, and after three or four days viſited the Pa» 
tient again : when, obſerving the hardneſs digeſted off, and the Abſcels fit 
to cicatrize, I left of the uſe of the Tent, and drefſed it with a Pledgit of 
anguent. diapomphol. and the Cerote over it, and left them wherewithall to 
finiſh the Cure. But a few days after they ſent for me again. [I found it 
(welled, and the Matter iſſuing from it thin and fatid, much more in quan- 
tity than I could expedt. I enlarged the opening by Inciſion, and there came 
forth a Tent which in his Servants Dreſſing had flipr into the Abſceſs. From 
that time the Matter leſſened, and the Abſcels cured without relapſe by the 
method aforeſaid. 

A married Wife, of about thirty four years of age, having been long diſ- 
eaſed with Pyſterical Fits, witha complication of other Maladies, after many 
unſucceſsful attempts, was put into the hands of Sir Fra, Pr. who preſcribed 
Merc. dulc. 4. in conſ. chichoriz. The ſecond Doſe falivated her ſixteen or ſeven- 
teen days, whereby ſhe was relieved for ſome months: but then ſhe com- 
plained of a pain in her left Groin, which growing bigger, and raiſing the 
Parts about it into a Tumour, ſhe embrocated it by my advice ol. lumbric. 
After a few days, the Tumour more increafing with Inflammation and hard- 
neſs,l applied Emplaſe. mucilag. witha third part of Empl. diachyl. cam gummi. 
The fourth day after, feeling the Tumour ſuppurated, I opened it by a Cau- 
ſtick and diſcharged a proportionable quantity of Matter well digeſted; then 
dreſſed it with Lenients, to haſten the ſeparation of the Eſcar. While the 
Eſcar was ſeparating, a long ſtreak of red appeared ſtretching down from 
the [g«en along the middle of the Thigh toward the Ham, I embrocated it 
with ol, roſ. and appled cerat. Galenz. The next day I felt Matter in it, and 
ſaw the inflamed Streak {trech lower down. 1 applied a little of my milder 
Cauſtick upon the upper part of it, which was about three fingers breadth 
from the Tumour  rgaine, and gave vent to a little digeſted Matter, dreſ- 
ſing it with Lenients. This while the'Abſceſs in the Groin was in good tem- 
per, anddiſpoſed to heal: but the aforeſaid inflamed Streak paſſed down to 
the Ham, and fo along the Muſculus gaſtrocuemius to the great Tendon of ir 
which leads to the Heel, and had Matter in ir the whole length. In leſs ſpace 
than tour days I made Appertions in it in five ſeveral places, all by Cau- 
ſticks: the lowermoſt in the lower part of the Calf of the leg. Thele dif- 


charged the Matter, and were cured in few days ( after the Eſcars were ſe- 
parated) by the ule of #nguent. tutiz and the like.

After ſome months ſhe was ſeized with Convulfive t witches, which ſhe 
obſerved to arile from the lower part of the Calt of the leg that had been 
aſſerted with the Apoſtemations, and in the fame place where the Matter be- 
fore terminated. Upon which conſideration the Phyſician prelcribed a Fon- 
tane] to be made 1n the very Part ; which accordingly I made,and kept open 
by a Pea, with an Emplaſter and laced Stocking : by which means the was 
freed of her Fits, and enjoyed a tolerable meaſure oi health a long time 
after. 

So a Lady labouring under ſuch like Fits, which Eegan on the out-ſfide of 
the Os tibiz near the Shin, was cured by making a Fontanel in that place, 
when other remedies failed. She continueth it to this day, I ſuppote. 

In-another we made a Fontanel between the Thumb and Fore fingers ; and 
in another in the Breaſt ; and in a Child behind the Ear : thoſe Firs begin- 
ning tare. 


AROTIS isa Tumour in the Glandvles behind and {bout the Ears, 
ÞP generally called the EmunQorics ot the Brain ; thovgh indeed they are hag -

tne external Fountains of the Salzva of the Mouth, as modern Authors do on. 
agree. 

The immediate Cauſe is the Bloud offending in quantity or quality, as it Cuſe. 
hath admixture with the Ferment of the Parr, or with otner Humours. Ir 
alſo happeneth by an external Cauſe, as Bruiſe or Wound, whereby bloud 
is extravaſated, and caſt out into thele Glands behind the Ear on one fide or 
other, making a Parotid Tumour. 

They ditter according to the Humour, and manner of generation. To Pife- 
the Humour ; as whether the Bloud be mixed with Choler, Phlegm, or Me- © 
lancholy. To the manner of generation ; and fo a Paretzs 15a Symptom of a 
Fever, ora Crifis of it. Thoſe Fevers be uſually malignant that caſt out ſuch 
Tumours : bur ſometimes a Parotis rifeth ſimply. | 

The, Parotis is known by the Part it afteQts with Tumour, Pain and In: gigns, 
flammation,as having generally a great proportion of bloud mixed with other 
Humours, according as they are predominant. If it be malign or peſtilen- 
tial, there is Fever joyned with it. Whether it proceeded {ymptomatically 
or critically, the time of rhe Diſeaſe and Signs may demonſtrarte.. 

A Parotis without a Fever is lets malign or dangerous than that which £79890 
ariſeth with one. They are allo leſs dangerous which attend long Fevers, 
than thoſe which follow acute ones. Thole which are thruſt forth by a Crifis 
are falutary and caſily cured : but thoſe which happen after great Evacuart- 
ons, .or Fever, without remiſſion of it, are pernicious and dangerous. Thoſe 
Which break forth ſymptomatically, and arife from vicious iil-diſpoſed Hu- 
mours, are of difficult Cure, and dangerous. TER: | 

In the Care of this Tumour, you are to confider whether it be ſymptoma: cure. 
tical, or critical, or of what kind of Matter generated. Fi 

If it be critical, 'and come out kindly, the bufinels 1s then by Lenients to 
mitigate the pain, and further Suppuration ; as hath been 1aid before 1n Babe. 
But, whether it be ſymptomarical or critical, with little or much Tumour, 
malign or benign, you ought not to ule Repellents, leſt thereby you return 
the Matter from without inward.” If the Inflammation be great, and the 
Accidents high, and Bloud abound, let it out , evacuating the Humour by 
lenient Purgatives, regulating the Patient's Diet , contemperating the Hu- 
mours as in Phlegmoy, and embrocating with o!. lumbric. cham@m. Etc. But 
1 through any detect nature do not thruſt the Tumour out as you would, 
you may further it by Cupping-glafics and attraives, as in Bubo bath ID

A Child aged about three years, by accident of a Fall, was ſezzeed with a | 
Dizzineſs and ſome twitches of a Convulſion. A Fontanel was made in the | 
Neck, and a Veſicatory applied inter ſcapulas: but the Child was nor there- F 
by much relieved. A Tumour afterwards thruſt out behind that Ear. I F 
made a Fontanel under it, and derived the Matter thither, and thereby the | 
Child recovered. I 

In Concuſſions and Fractures of the Cranium theſe Tumours are frequent, | 
and are diſcuſſed by ol. cham. &c. or the Matter may, as hath been ſaid, by a | 
Fontanel there under be happily ſpent. ; 

The perſpiration in theſe Parts is to be regarded ; for the checking of it | 
hath cauſed Convulſions, yea Death, in little Infants. ; 

A Gentlewoman aged about thirty years, of a ſtrong healthful Conſtitu- F 
tion, was taken one night with a pain behind her right Ear ; it encreaſed, and | 
became very troubleſome. After three or four days ſhe ſent for me. The pain | 
afteted the Temporal Muſcle with heat and Tumour, and her Head with | 
Twitchings and frequent Startings. She kepc her bed, and was faint and 
weak : ſhe had neither purged nor bled. I felt her Pulſe ſmall, which I | 
judged to be rather from oppreſſion than weakneſs, there being no conſide- 
rable cauſe for the latter. I perſwaded her to be let bloud, which with ſome | 
unwillingneſs ſhe yielded to. I opened a Vein in her right Arm : the bloud | 
flowing out in a full ſtream, and being ſerous, I rook away tenounces ; then | 
embrocated the Tumour with ol. cham. warm, and dipt Wool in it, and ap- | 
plied it upon the Part afieed. - A Clyſter was given her ſome hours after, | 
and an Emulſion preſcribed her, of which ſhe drank a good draught that | 
night, and repeated it at pleaſure. The pain continuing, a Cataplaſm was | 
applied ex rad. lilior. fol. malug, wiolar. flor. cham, ſem. fenug. made up with | 
a few crums of White-bread, Saffron, Yolk of an egg, and ol. ſambuct 
the Parts being firſt fomented with ſome of the DecoQtion, and part of the | 
Liquor caſt in with. a Syringe; Wooll allo was dipt in the fame, and put into | 
the Ear. By theſe Applications an Apoſtemation diſcharged it ſelf thereout ; | 
yet the Tumour did not much ſlacken. Therefore I purged her with an In- | 
fuſion of ſena, rhabarb. &c. in which wasdiflolved Manna, and yr. rof. pallid. | 
whereby ſhe was ſomewhat relieved. A day or two after I purged her with | 
Whey, Manna, and Crem. tartar. and afterwards repeated it: the Tumour the | 
while diſcuſſed, her Menſes came down, and ſhe recovered. 1 

| was ſent for to a Child of about two years of age diſeaſed with a large | 
Tumour of an oval figure, hard and inflamed, under the right Ear. I em- | 
brocated the Tumour with ol. /i;or. & cham. and direfted a Cataplaſm to be 5 
applied of a few malve © viol. with the Crums of a White loat boiled in | 
Milk, and made up with axung. porcin. Yolk of an Egg, and a little Saffron. F 


And the day after, calling there again, and ſeeing the Tumour hard, I ad- l 
viled a Lily-root to be roaſted under embers, and beat up with the remain- 
ing Cataplaſm : by. which in two or three days it ſuppurated. I opened it - 


by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a wellconcoed Matter, and in few days after 
cured it by Digeſtion, &c. 


Amongſt | 
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ling in November 1673. there was a Child of about two years of age diſcaſed mY 
with a hard inflamed Tumour lying round behind the lett Ear. I direQted 
one. of my Servants to apply. an Emplaſt. diachyl. cum gummi malaxed with 
unguent. dialthee : and the fourth day aſter, iceiing, it juppurated, we open: 
ed it by a Cauſtick about half an inch long in the declining Part, and gave 
vent to a well-concoRted Matter. From that time it was dreſſed with - 
guent, baſilic. in the form of a Cerote. Thus the hardneſs was refolved, 
and, as the Matter diſcharged, the Abſceſs healed within in tew cays with 
little or no pain or trouble: whereas if it had been opened by Incifion, it 
muſt have been kept open by a Tenr, and been rendred more paintul and 
flow of Cure. After the Eſcar ſeparated, a Plegdit of anguent. diapompho- 
lyzos, and a touch ſometimes of the Vitriol itone deterged, incarned, and ci- 
catrized it, 


An old Gentleman, a Servant to the King below ſtairs, brought his Son to ;, obſer- 


me, an infirm Youth of about thi:teen years of age, having a large Tumour v*. 
behind his right Ear ariſing from a crude Matter. It had been of ſome years 
growth. I applied Emplaſtr. ad ſtrumas cam ſtercore columbino, to diſculs it; 
but it heate.!: whereupon I applied a Cataplaſm, one of the Suppuratives 
above mentioned, and concocted it ; then opened it by Cauſtick, and dif- 
charged a mixt crude Matter. The Ulcer being ſordid, I laid it more oper, 
and dreſſed it with mandif. Paracel, with aulum. uſt. and Merc. pracipitat. and 
crefied the Efcar and inciſed Lips with Digeſtives. After the ſeparation of 
the Elcar, I deterged the Abſceſs more powerfully by the uſe of the Vitriol- 
ſtone and Pracipitzte, and afterwards incarned vy the common Incarnative 
uſed in ſuch caſes, and cicatrized it ſmooth without any remaining hard- 
neſs: and the youth enjoys his health well ſince. 

A perion of about fiſty years of age, having long laboured under Scor- , , 


butical affeRions, was ſeized with a flow Fever; his Head was aftefted with var. 


Vapours, and his Spirits oppreſſed: during which a Tumour aroſe behind 
his leit Ear, and reach'd down under that Jaw, growing big and hard, of a 
dark red colour. We endeavoured by diſcutient and emollient Cataplaſms 
and Embrocations of various forts; but it would not yield to any of them. 
We repeated VenzieQion, and made him Fontanels zzter fcapulas; Purga- 
tions were allo repeated: but without ſucceſs. I then applied an Fmplaſtr. 
ad ſtrumas, and continued it without removal the ſpace of fix or ſeven days, 
ſuppoling thereby the Tumour would {uppurate or refolve: yet it continued 
hard amongſt the Muſcles. I repeated the uſe of the Emplaſter; and the 
third or fourth day after, feeling the Matter fluftuate under it, I took off 
the Emplaſter, applied a Cauſtick on the depending Part about an inch in 
length, divided that Eſcar, and gave a diſcharge to a crude ſerous Matter, 
then dreſſed it with Levients, and applied Empla/tr. de mucilag. with a third 
part of dzachyl. cum gummi. Aﬀter ſeparation of the Eſcar, | deterged with 
the Vitriol ſtone and bafilicon and Merc. pracipitat. and at other Dreſſings 
dipt them in palv. precipitati.

Deſcripti- Carbancle is a round hard Tumour ariſing fomewhat like an angry Boil, 
a A of a dark red colour, accompanied with the higheſt circumſtances of 
pain and Inflammation, with many Uſcaſcula round about it, never coming 
to digeſtion till it hath corrupted the Part which it ſeizeth, ſo that the whole 
piece cometh away, it the Patient recover. | | 
original, It oweth its Origzza! to a very high Degeneration of the Bloud into a Hu: 
mour that is of a cauſtick quality, which ſuddenly arifing feizeth the Parr 
and corrupteth it, burning 1t as it were to a coal, from whence it hath its 
Name. | 
Cauſes, The Cavſes of theſe Degenerations of the Bloud are divers. The moſt uſu- 
al is a peſtilential Infe&tion. But it 15 not feldom found that the Humours 
of fome bodies do corrupt into fo great a degree of virulency, as to cauſe ſuch 
a Tumour when there is no appearance of a Plague. Hence it is that they 
are divided into peſtilential, and not peſtilential: which diſtinRion hath re- 
ference more to the antecedent Caule than to the Tumour it fel. 
Signs, Therefore it is that, let the Carhuncle be of which fort it will, the Sym- 
ptoms attending it are much alike ; viz. nauſea, vomiting, dejeftion of appe- 
Lite, zremor, palpitation of the heart, frequent ſwouning, delirium, &cc. 
The reſtilent is diſtinguiſhed from. tbe non-peſtilent by the greatneſs of 
the Symptoms, and the Infection that is in the air. 
Progno- A great Carbuxcle is more dangerous than a {mall one, and the black is 
fuck. more pernicious than the inflamed red one. Thoſe that are in the Emun@o- 
ries, Throat, or near any principal Parr, have more of danger than thole 
that are {cated remote in the Limbs, eſpecially in the muſcuious Fleſh The 
molt dangerous Symptom of all is the return of the Matter of the Carbuncle - 
into the Bloud again. 
IO in the Cure of a Carbuncle two things oficr themſelves to our confiderati- 
on: 1. tie antccedent Caule, the over-heated corrupt Bloud abounding in 
the Body ; 2. the conjun@,. or the Humour afſeQing the Part, and making 
the Carbuncle. |; 4 
in order to the firſt, a regulation in Diet ought to be obſerved, and the hot | 
Bloud fermenting in the body to be evacuated by Venzſeion, eſpecially in | 
thoſe that are not peſlilential, and that to fainting: but in the peſtilential | 
it is judged not fo fate, icft thereby the malignity be drawn inward; but if 
you do ler bloud, it muſt be in the beginning, whilt the body is ſtrong to 
bear it. And foraſmuch as Bleeding tcarce evacuates all the depraved Hu: 
mours, therefore Purging is preſcribed, Iſt by the abounding of corrupt Hu- 
moars tlie native heat ſhould be extinguiſhed. But in peſtilential Carbuncles 
there 1s allo a Caution required upon the fame conſideration as in Bleeding : 
therefore we content our i-Ives with Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, as man: 
ua, caſſia, eleciuar, lexitiv. diaprun. and the like; and proceed in reſiſting the 
malignity by alexipharmaca, wiz. theriaca, Mithridat. elett. de ovo, confett. al- 
kerm. de hyacintho, &c. The heat of the bloud may be contemperated by /y- 
rup. & ſucco citr. Limon, acetoſ. borrag, bugleſ. &c. Or, Be conſ. borrag, buglojs. 
lujulz, an. 5). ſpec. de hyacyntho 5. cort. citr. conditi, nucis moſchat. an. 51ij. 
cum fyr. eſacco citr, fiat, Eleuarium. Aﬀter a mortel of which, a draught of

In treating the Carbuncle as it relates to the  conjundt Cauſe, you ought 
to conſider the ſtrength of the Patient ; and if it be not likely to thruſt forth 
kindly, you are to endeavour by AttraQtion to affiſt nature in the bringing it 
outward, by the application of a ſuch like Cataplaſm: Rk ſummzizar. rutz Miij. 
fermenti acris 31) ficus vet. num. viij. piperis albs 5ij. ſalis com. 5iij. Miſce. Ot 
that Cataplaſm propoſed in the Diſcourſe of Babo ex theriaca cot. in cepa ex- 
cavata, And, it there be ocafion, Cupping-glaſſes may be applied to help 
it forward. But if the Body be ſtrong and plethorick, and the Carbuncle 
thruſt forth with raging heat and pain, then that Cataplaſm preſcribed by 
Galen, ex foliis plantag, pan. tritic. decoted in Wine, may be of good uſe, it 
being by him commended to have the virtue moderately to repreſs the heat 
and to digeſt. Others have propoſed an Emplaſter of Plantane-leaves, Galls, 
Lentils, and Wheat-bran, beaten up with Vinegar, and having thus mitiga- 
ted its heat, they endeavour Suppuration. 

But | never ſaw a true Carbuncle ſuppurate: therefore if the aforefaid Me: 
dicaments avail not, I adviſe the ſcarifying or cutting deep into it, to give a 
breathing to the Humour; then dreſs it with ſome Elſcarotick that may re- 
ſiſt its malignity, zroch. Androxis, polyide. Some Authors have propoſed 
the Cauſtick, Without doubt the aftual Cautery timely applied on ſome of 
them would fave the Patient much pain, and ſhorten the Cure: for the ma- 
lignity being thereby conſumed, the Eſcar might without much difficulty be 
digeſted, the heat about the Carbuncle alleviated the while by one of the 
above-mentioned  Cataplaſms, and the Ulcer cured by the common method. 
But I refer this to the conſideration of the Chirurgeon; and ſhall give you 
an Inſtance of a Carbuncle to confirm what I have delivered. 


N the time of the laſt great Plague a Perſon of Honour, about fixty years 

of age, of a groſs Body and highly ſcorbutical, was after dinner ſeized 
with a Rigour and Vomiting. His Phyſician Sir Francis Prujean being out 
of Town, he ſent for me. I ſuſpeding it to be the beginning of ſome malign 
Fever, deſired to be excuſed, his condition requiring rather a knowing Phytfi- 
cian than a Chirurgeon: but 1 was afterwards fetch'd by a more powerful 
meſſenger, and found the Patient in, his bed, vomiting, and in a burning Fe- 


ver. 1 adviſed the giving him Carduus Poſſet to further his Vomiting ; du- 


Tring which I ſent for a mixture of theriaca YVeneta & conf. Iujulz, and a cordial 


Julep of ag. dracont. &c. as it is above ſet down in the method of Cure; of the 
former I gave him a morſel, and ſome of the Julep after it, and adviſed his Ser- 
vants to repeat the uſe of them once in four hours. He reſted very diſquierly 
that night, but in' the morning I found him more calm. I let him bloud, and 
directed a Clyſter to be given that afternoon. As 1 was taking my leave of 
him he deſired me to look upon his Back, it being very fore. I fuppoſed 
his Fontanels (which he had long continued inter Scapalas ) were uneaſie; 
and, making way to look upon them, I found his Malady four fingers breadth 
beneath the right Fontanel. It was a dark red Swelling, about the bignels of 
a ſmall Cheſnut, lying very hard between the muſculous Fleſh and Skin, with 
many ſmall white Wheals about it of the ſimple Z7erpes. I was ſomewhat ſur- 
prized at the ſight, and dreſſed it haſtily up with w1guert. bafilic. and retired to 
my houſe to make ready that Cataplaſm of Gales's, which I ſoon after applied, 
and continued the uſe of it ſome days: during which the Carbuncle increaſed 
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in breadth and hardneſs, the 2!cuſcula allo ſpred round it. Upon which con- 
ſideration I applied the ſuppurative Cataplaſm aboveimention'd, to endeavour 
Maturation ; and on- the Z/cuſcula and Parts about wgzent. nutritum, to calm 
the burning heat. The Patient's Body was kept ſoluble by Clyfters and ent 
ent Purgatives; the cordial EleQtuary and Julep were allo frequently repea- 
ted, and his Diet was Broths with Wood-ſorrel and fuch like Contempera- 
tives boil'd in them. Nevertheleſs the Fever continued, and the Patient lay 
dozed and ſomewhat delirous, as alſo troubled with a Sngultus and 4phthe. 
Obſerving him daily more indiſpoſed, and the Carbuncle increaſing in Bull, 
and not hkely to ſuppurate, I ſcarifted deep into it, waſhed it with a Solution 
of theriaca Veneta & mel Agyptiac. in aceto vini, then filld rhe Incifions with 
Pulver. troch. polyid;z, and applied a Cataplaſm over all ex farina orobi decotted 
in Oxymel. By the uſe of theſe Applications the Zlcaſcula dried, and the 
Carbuncle glceted but by the uſe of Lenients it digeſted after a few days; 
and as the Eicar ſeparated, a well concoQed Matter diſcharged in great quan- 
tity daily more and more: yet the ſeparation of the mortified Carbuncle 
had left a very large Opening, and there appeared no conſiderable Swelling 
whereby one might judge the Cavity large. But feeling the Parts about, and 
preiting my hand upon the right Clavicle and under that 4x:/a, the Matter 
poured out abundantly ; yet theie Parts were not inflamed during the growth 
of rhe Carbuncle. This put me upon a neceflity of making an Inciſion pro- 
portionably, and, cutting ofi the flapping Lips to prevent the retention of 
Matter, | chen dreſſed the Abſcels with mandificat. ex apio, and the Tender Lips 
with the common Digeſtive ex rerebinth. cum vitello ovi; and applied a Cata- 
plaſm ex farina hordez, fabar. flor. roſ. rub. &c. decoted in Oxymel, with Com- 
preſs and Bandage; We had often propoſed the conſulting a Phyſician, but 
thoſe of his acquaintance were out of Town, Accidentally 1 met with Doctor 
Tho. Cox about the twentieth day. near the Patient's houſe,and prevailed with 
him to viſit this Perſon. He ſaw the Abfcels dreſſed, and the Patient labou- | 
ring under the Sigultus and Aphthe, allo fo dozed as he fcarce ſpake to the | 
Phyſician. He preſcribed the Patient , Cordials, and what elſe he thought | 
neceflary, and left ſeveral Preſcriptions for the Family. Until then they | 
ſuſpeRed not the Diſeaſe; though the Servants that waſhed his Linnen brake | 
out in Blanes on there Hands and Arms as far as they were in the Sope-ſuds. | 
From the Time I made that large Opening the Matter leſined, and the Ca- | 
vities healed up by agglutination, the Ulcer incarned, and was cicatrized by F 
the conumon Epuloticks. Os k =_ 

The fame year I was fetched to a Child at nurſe in Weſtminſter, that had | 
been ſome days ſick of a peſtilential Fever, during which a Carbuncle thruſt: | 
forrch in the right Breaſt a little below the Clavicle; of the Compaſs of a | 
broad Shilling ; but.ir was then ſunk, and of a black colour. I divided ir, | 
and gave vent to a bloudy ſerum, and faw.the Fleſh underneath it ſound: it 
was without Inflammation. I dreſſed it up with warm Digeſtives, and ap- | 
pi:ed an Emplaſter of Mithridate on it; then gave it ſome Ele. de ove dif- F 
folved ina ſpoonful of ag. therzacalis. I came too late, for the Child died 8 | 
iew hours alter. ; 
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Aronychia, fo called by the Greeks, 1s a ſmall Swelling about the Nails Deſcripti- 
NI and ends of the Fingers, known amongſt the Latins by the name of 
Fanaritinm : by the vulgar people amongſt us it is generally called a Whit- Names.

" There are two forts of Paronychiz: they both affte&t one and the ſame Differen- 
Part, and are frequently taken one for the other, but are very different in © 
their Symptoms. We ſhall diſtinguiſh them by the names of benign, and 
malign. The former riſe ſuperficially under the Cutzicula, 3nd- come ſud- 
denly ro Suppuration: whereas the malign Paronychia lieth deep among[t 
the Ligaments and Tendons, and 1s flow in coming to maturity. I ſuppoſe 
it is that which is commonly called a Felos. 

The benign or milder Species takes 1t Original from a bilious hot ſerum : Cauſes, 
the other is commonly faid to proceed from Aduſtion in the Bloud with a 
mixture of Choler or tfalt Phlegm. 

Parouychie may truly be reckoned amongſt the Inflammations, they ari- S!8n5, 
ſing with great pain and burning heat, with Pulſation and Tenfion.. The 
benign comes ſoon to maturation, and may be diſcerned by change of colour 
in the Catzcula, rhe Matter appearing under it as in a Bliſter. 

The Signs of a malign Paronychia are an intenſe vehement pain deep 
amongſt the Ligaments and Tendons, with Fever, Fainting and a flow 
Suppuration. 

The Prognoſtic: may be made by what hath-been delivered of them, viz. Progno» 
that the benign cometh foon to Suppuration, and is as eaſily cured : the worſt v_ 
danger that can happen it 1s but a loſs of the Nail. 

The other, which lieth deep, is of a malign quality ; and, if it be not 
ſpeedily removed, will corrupt the Perioſteum, rot the Bone, and ſoon extend 
its putrefaction to the next Joynt, and threaten the welfare of the Hand. 

In the Cure of Paronychia Authors generally make no diſtintion. They Cure. 
propoſe evacuation by Bleeding, and the obſervance of a ſlender Diet, as in 7'*, <= 
a Phlegmon. Concerning Topicks, they commend Repellents in the- begin- anciens. 
ning of the Fluxion, but not with much aſtringency, ( unleſs as Intercipi- 
ents upon the Parts above )lefſt the Matter ſhould thereby be impaRed in the 
Part, and corrupt the Bone: yet the Medicaments they then preſcribe do all 
partake of that quality ; as, Bz ol. roſ. © myrtil. cum ſucco ſolani & bel. Armen. 
and, B ga//as virides cum aceto mixt. Others mix Lenients with them, as 
that of ſucc. ſolani, plantag. portulac. umbilic. Vener. mucilag. ſem. pſyllii, cum 
diflis ſuccis vel aceto extraft, to which they add bol. Armen. gallas & champhor. 
cum ol. roſ. © myrtill. and ungent. alb. popul. &c. Others mix Ditcutients 
with Repellents : as that of Parcelſ. galla cum melle mixta; or, R ol. maſtich. 

ol. olivar. matur. an. 5j. antimoniz crud. 5\%, thuris 5iij. reſin. pini & cer, ay. 
g. f. Miſce; or that ſulpharis vivi, fuliginis, allii, ſal. com. ſem. carui, an.p. aq. 
Miſce. In caſe of pain, B fol. malvg, hyoſcyami, rad. althee, ſem. pſy1ii, lini, 
fengreci: and theſe are Suppuratives, of which divers others are preſcri- 
bed by them. All which are proper in-the benign Paronych4a, as they are 
ſet down, and ſome of them may be applied to the malign one in its very, be- 
ginning ; but while you endeavour Suppuration in it the Bone will certainly 
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corrupt, Therefore if the pain go not off by the firſt Applications give 
breathing to the Humour by cutting deep into the part moſt affe&ted, and 
then dreſs it up by ſuch like Lenients as follow : & ſem. ini, fanug. pul.

ſhall begin with the Benign or milder Species, commonly called a Whiz- 


flaw. It is a Diſeaſe fo common, that I think there is none but knows what 


it is, and how to cure it. Yet I ſhall give you two or three Inſtances, the 
better to diſtinguiſh it from the other. 


Child of about four years of age was brought to me whilſt I was dreſ- 
fing a Patient in a Noble Family. The Child was pained with a ſmall 
red Swelling about the inſide and root of the Nail of one of the Fingers. I 
applied a little cera?. Galen; upon it. The ſecond day after I found the Mat- 
ter ſhine under the Skin, and the Swelling lie like a Bliſter about part of the 
Nail. I opened it, as I had often feen the common people, by pafling a 
Needle through the Skin: it diſcharged a thin yellow Matter, and by two 
Dreſſings with «ugent. bafilic. it cured. 

Such another I met within the Finger of a Friend lying upon one fide of the 
Nail I opened it with a Lancet, and after the diſcharge of the Matter pared 
away that ſide of the Nail, and dreffed the Bliſter with a Pledgit of «nguenr. 
tutiz. Himſelf cured it with ſome of the ſame in two or three days. 

A Gentleman came to me not long fince with one of theſe very large upon 
the pulp of one of his Thumbs; it lay like a great Bliſter. I let it out with 
my Lancet, and dreſſed it up with «ngeen?. baſilic. and gave him ſome of the 
ſame to cure it. | 

Another 1 faw lie under the fore-part of the Nail and Finger, very painful 
for the while, but it quickly ſuppurated by Lenients. The Matter being let 
out, and part of the Nail cut away, it cured in a few days. But when this 
happens in ſcrophulous: Children, or where acrimony abounds, the Cure is 
vexatious enough: but it doth ſeldom corrupt the Bone, nor is the pain con- 
ſiderable compared with that which paſſes under the name of a Felox or ma- 
lien Paronychia; of which I ſhall now give you ſome Inſtances. 


A Gentlewoman came to my houſe one night late, complaining exceed- 
ingly of a pain in the pulp of one of her Fore fingers. I looked upon it, and 
felt it hot, but ſaw nothing of Swelling whereby I could judge it fo ill. She 
ſeemed ready to ſwound with the pain. I propoſed the making Incifion in- 
to it to the Bone, not imagining ſo fearful a creature would have permitted 
it; but ſhe readily afſented : whereupon I preſently made a PunCture deep 
in the moſt pained part to the Bone, and ſuffered it to bleed while I made a 
Dreſſing of 4nguent. bafilicon to apply upon it with an EmplaPe. e bolo; which 
being applied, ſhe complained of the ſmarting of the Wound, but faid it was 
nothing to the pain ſhe felt before. The next day I waited upon her at her 
Lodging: ſhe had ſlept well that night and in perfe& eaſe. I took off the 
Dreſiing, and faw the Wound agplutinated, then dreſſed it as the night be- 
fore, and from that time dreſſed it no more. After the ſame manner I have 
freed many in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. 

A young Fellow attending in a Nobleman's houſe was ſeized with a grie- 
vous pain in the pulp of one of his Fore: fingers, and came to me bemoaning 
his condition. 'The part affeRed felt hot, but ſeemed neither inflamed nor

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much ſwelled. ' I preſt in the point of my Incifion knite into the place where 
lie was moſt pained, and in the drawing out the Kmite enlarged the Wound 
a little. There ſeemed to iſle out only a little Bloud, which I permitted a 
while to flow, then dreſſed it up with a Pledgir of wzueut. baſtlicon and an 
Emplaſier e belo, The lecond Gay aiter I met him, took of the Dreſiings, and 


aw the Woand cured: and he faid the pain went oft that night he went 
from me. 


Another Young man ſerving in a Noble Family was afflicted with a pain 3. Obſer- 


in the pulp of one of his Thumbs, and after three or tour days trial of ſe- 
vera] Applications he was commended to me. His Thumb being inflamed 
and ſvelled,.} made Incifion into it to the Bone: this not only bled, but 
oleeted a few drops. I arefled it with Lenients, and rowled it moderately, 
hoping thereby to agglutinate it. The lccond day alter I took oft the Drel- 
ſings, and, findivg the Wound open and -undigeſted, dreſſed it up with a 
Doilil dipr in Merc. precipitat, with Empialier and. Bandage The third 
day after I dreſſed it again. The Doſſil came oft with a Slough, and left 
the Ulcer difpolcd to Digeition. | dreſſed wr with a leſs Doſfil fpred with 
bafilicon and Pracipitate, with a Pledgit of unguent. diapompholigos, and an 
Emplaſter over it. From that day it digeſted, and cured in fix or ſeven. 
The occaſion of. its not healing by Agglutination, as the others did, was from 
the alteration { I ſuppoſe) the /chor had began to make in the bottom of the 
Wound: which may, | thick, enough ſhew the neceſſity of laying theſe Tu- 
movrs open more timely, unleſs they have diſcovered ſome other way of dif- 
cu{ling the Humour: which 1 confeſs | have not been able to make out, 
though I have tried many Medicaments commended 1n ſuch cafes. Foreſts,

A 5ervant to an officer of the Court was brought to me ſorely afflicted 4. Ovrr- 


with one of theie. Parenychie in his Fore finger by the fide of the Nail. He*'* 
had been under hands that had treated it with Medicaments till the putre- 
{ation within had rotted the Ligaments and Perzoſteam, and bared the Bone 
of the firſt Joi nt, and apottemated it to the third Joint, Tlaid it open by Incifi- 
on from the very cnd of the Finger downwards the length of the Abſcels, and 
dreiled it with Jerc. pracipitat. applying Doſlils over it tpred with a Digeſtive 
to keep the Lips of the Wound diſtended, and with long ſnips of Empl. dia- 
chalcit. rowled it up, leaving way between for tne Matter to diſcharge, over 
which I repeated a moderate Bandage to preis out the Matter in the Part, and 
reſtrain the influx, and reduce the Finger to its former ſhape. The third day 
dreſſed it again, and, finding the Ulcer foraid and over-grown with looſe 
fleſh rubb'd 1 with the Vitriol ſtone, filling the Ulcer again with Merc. przcte 
pitat, and dreficd it up as before. By this method I deterged the Ulcer, and 
with Sarcoticks incarned, it and by the application of Epuloricks with Ban- 
cage cicatrized it, and reduced the Finger to its natural ſhape, fo that he re- 
covered rhe uic of it. | 


A Lady commended a Poor woman to me, who brought her Child, a little 5. obſer- 
Boy of about five years of age, grievouſly diſeaſed of a Paronychza on the ve- '*: 


ry end of the Fore finger and under the Nail. The end of the Finger was 
rotted away, and the Bone ſticking out bare: the Nail was allo rotten, and 
heaved up by the putrefaRtion underneath it. I took hold of the Nail with 

| my 
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my Forceps, deſigning to cut it off, (it lying in my way; ) but it ſeparated 
off from the root more eafily. I alſo pinch'd off as much of the end of the 
Bone as was naked, rubb'd the looſe Fleſh and the remaining Bone with 
my Vitriol-ſtone, and applied a Pledgir of Lint dipt in a Solution of tin&ar 
vitrioli next the Bone, rhen fill'd the Ulcer with Pracipitate, laying over it 
an Emplaſtr. ungaent. & lithargyro with a mcderate Bandage. The third da 
| dreſſed it again, and found a feparation of the corrept fleſh : but the Mat- 
ter was more than I could reaſnoably expect trom ſuch an Ulcer. Whereupon 
I rnade a farther ſearch, and found a Szzus running the length of the ſecond 
Joint I preſently made and Iincifion that length, and fil'd up the Opening 
with Doſfils dipt in Lenients, then dreſſed the more corrupt patrs with rhe 
ſame Medicaments as beiore, and rowled it up. The third day after I took 
oft the Dreſſings, and found the Bone covered with its Perio/t2um in the Cinus 
I had laſt opened: but it was full of a loofe Fleth the whoie length. 1 dretied. 
it as I had done rhe former ; the Vitrio!-Stone being of great ule in theſe Ul. 
cers which fo abound with luxurious Fleſh amongſt the Tendons: for by it 
the corrupt Fleſh is dried up without offending the Nerves, Tendons, or 0- 
ther found Parts; and the Ulcer may be deterged, according as it is touched, 
more or les; and the Bone it felf, where it 1s bare or carious, may be dried 
by it, and diſpoſed to moulder off. Where the ZZyperſarco/is was great, there 
E alſo {ſprinkled it with Pracipitate, whereby I more ſpeedily treed the Ulcer 
of its putreſaition; and by the application of long inips oi Emplaſter rou led 
about the Finger I reſtrained the influx of Humour. By moderate Com- 
preſſion 1 reſtored the Finger to its true ſhape, and by the common Epulloticks 
Cicatrized it, Without more loſs of the Bone than what I cut off at rhe firſt 
Dreſſing the Stump exfoliating inſenſibly. 
6. Obſer- Whilſt I had the honour to attend the King at the ZZague, a Woman rela- 
Ty ted to one of the Princeſs Royal's Servants had been lamentably «Med with 
one of theſe malign Uicers in the Fore-finger of her right Hand: by reaſon of 
the long application of Suppuratives the Bones of the firſt and ſecond Joint 
were rotited, and the putretaciion had ſpred round, and corrupted their Liga- 
ments | made lncilion the length of the Abſcels, and upon farther ſearch tee- 
I:ng the Bones not only rotten, but Jooſe, I took them both our, and ſe- 
parated rhe Nail from fome part of the Ligament to which it adhered; then 
deter'd the Ulcer by filling 1t with Pracipitate, drefſed the Lips with Di- 
oeftives and rowled it vp. Aiter I had thus deterged it, and by Compreſles 
and Bangage reduced the Finger to a better fizure, I lett oft the uſe of Dof- 
fils, and by long pieces Emplaſter brought the Lips together, and left the 
Finger well ſhaped, and a Nail thruſt out again: bur it having loſt its Sup- 
porters was of Jittle uſe. Whether afterwards any Ca/us thruſt out to ſupply 
the place of the Bones, I doubt: but in ftrumous and ſome other Ulcers you 
may fee how ſech detect have been recompenled. 
7. Obſer- Some years fince | was fetchr into the City to a Gentlewoman who was 
ls much afflicted with one of thele malign Ulcers in the very firſt Joint of one of 
her Fingers. The Chirurgeon that attended it had been fuppurating ir, but 
the while the Bune corrupted. | propoted the laying it open by Inciſion, and 
to have proceeded by Deterfion. She atlented to it, and accordingly it was laid 
open. After a Dreſling or two leit to the Chirurgeon. But about ten days 
alter the ſent for me again, and was much unſatisfied in the proceedings. [ 
looked upon it, and, ſeeing it was like to be a tedious and an unluccelsfull 
work, adviſed the cutting oft of her finger: which, aſter ſome deliberation, 
ſhe ſubmitted unto. 
8. Obſcr= The Witeofa Bitmaker attending the Court, whilſt we were at S. Fohnſtox's in 
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Scotland, was ſeized with a pain in the end of her Fore-finger, and deſired my 
advice. I told her the nature of the Diſeaſe, and ſhewed her the neceſſity of 
making a PunQure'with an Inciſion-knife into the pained Part : but ſhe went 
murmuring away from me, and made uſe of ſome other, who endeavoured to 
ſuppurate it. In the while I made her a viſit or two to perſwade her from 
that method ; but ſhe would not permit me to open it. Some while after, the 
putrefation being increaſed, it made its way out, and diſcharged ſome of its 
Sordes. This they called Suppuration, and promiſed themſelves a ſpeedy 
Cure, cenſuring me for adviſing her to open it before Maturation. But 
in theſe Abſceſſes the Suppuration 1s falſe, and rarely happens till the Bone 
and Ligaments are corrupted: which after a while ſhe finding roo true, made 
friends to me; at whoſe deſire I viſited her, and found the Finger miſerably 
ſwelled, and the Ulcer ſordid, the Bone lying rotten in it. I dreſſed it with 
Deterſives, and oftered to her conſideration, whether ſhe would permit the 
Ulcer to be cut open, ( for Cauſticks are of il] uſe in Ulcers with Cares in theſe 
Parts, ) and dreſſed with fuch Medicaments as might cleanſe it, and diſpoſe 
the Bone to exfoliate, which would be a long work, and uncertain; or that 
ſhe would without more delay permit it to be cut oft,and thereby have it ſpee- 
dily cured. After fome demurr, {he ſubmitted to the latter; and [ cur itoff 
with a Chiſel, dreſſed up the Stump with pulv. Galeni cum albumine ovi, 
and rowled it on. - The ſecond day after I drefſed it cum terebinth. & witeld. 
ovi, &c. and digeſted it ; and afterwards I incarned it with the common Sarco- 
ticks, and cicatrized it in few days with angaent. deftccat. rubr. and Pledpits 
dipt in aqua calcis. She gave me agreat many good words for the ridding her 
of ſuch a painful Finger, but never forgave me the neglect ( as ſhe called it ) 
of dreſſing it with Suppuratives; ſhe ſuppoſing that I could fo have cured it, 


and would not. It was a crime which might be the eafllier forgiven her, ſince 
we meet with it ſo often in ſome of our own Profeſſion. 


CHAP. XI. 
_ Of Pterygion. 


Terygjon is an Excreſcence cf fleſh about the Nails of the Fingers or Toes. Cuſe. 
A Whitflaw ariſing about the Nails is often the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe in 
the Fingers: it is alſo cauſed by ſome Bruiſe of the fleſh under or about the 
Nails. Sometime an Excreſcence ariſeth from the root of the Nails by reaſon 
of ſome Puſtule that preceded; in which caſe the Membrane underneath is 
often concerned. : 

It happeneth alſo in the Toes through ſome Bruiſe or preſſure of the Nail, 
eſpecially where-the Nail is thick and hard, as ſome over-grown Nails are, - 
whence pain and Inflammation is ſtirred up, and an eruption of Matter. fol- 
loweth, which being exaſperated by a continual pricking or preſſure of the 
Natl, the Ulceration ſpreads and corrupts it, and thruſts out Excreſcences 
and looſe fleſh round about. When this happeneth in poor people, who travel 
much in the wet and dirt, and want that accommodation which is neceſſary 
to keep their feet dry and clean, the Matter corrupts the Tendons and Bones; 
as | have frequently ſeen amongſt our common Souldiers in the time of the Ci- 

vil wars, and amongſt ſome of the poor people that come out of the Coun- 
oa try 
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try in the time of publick Healing, to be touched for the Figs Evil 

They take their Difference from the Cauſe, and Part which they affet: ſome 
riſing ſuperficially in the ſides of rhe Nail with eroſion; Whereas others, ari- 
ſing from the Tendons, corrupt the Bones. 

The Signs are evident, viz. the Ulceration and Excreſcences appearing abour 
the root or fides of or under the Nails with pain. If it affte&t the Tendons or 
Membrane under the Nail, the pain is more vehement : if the Bone be corrup- 
ted, the putrefaQtive Smell will diſcover it. 

In the Prerygion afſeing the Skin there is nogreat difficulty of Cure: if the 
Nail be pared away, the Ulceration will ſoon heal. But if it ariſe from the 
Tendons or Membrane at the root of the Nail, the work is more hard, and in 
old people, or Bodies ill habited, it 1s apt to gangrene. 

-In the Care of the ſuperficial Ulcerations with looſe fleſh ariſing about the 
Nail, you are in the firſt place to cut away the Nail, that you may apply your 
Medicaments to the Ulceration, which may conſume or dry the loole fleſh and 
cicatrize it : in which caſe you may uſea littledry Lint, or Lint dipt in ag. cal- 
cis and dried, or pulv. cort. granat. balauſt. terr. figillat. lap. tutiz; in ſtronger 

habits, Merc. pracipitat. You are to avoid the application of moiſt or greaſy 
Medicaments, for they rot the Nails, and increaſe the Ulceration. The Excre- 
ſcences ariſing from the Tendons or Membrane at the roots of the Nails, require 
Medicaments more powerfully drying; fuch as are @s aſtum, ſquame eris, calx 
viva, troch. polyide, Andronis, Muſe : yea the Cauſtick-ſtone warily uſed, Merc:

the Cure, it corrupted under the Nail, and became very fore. | was ſent 
tor, and found the inſide of the Nail looſe, the skin at the roor of the Nail rai- 
ſed up, and full of ſpongy fleſh. I preſently cut away the fide of the Nail, to 
oive diſcharge to the Matter, then dreſſed it up with dry Lint, and applied a 
Pledgit of unguent. tatie over it. The Excreſcence rifing from rhe root of the 
Nail I dreſſed with Merc. precipztat. and laid a Pledgit of unguent. tutiz over 
that Swelling, with a ſnip of Emplaſtr. diachalcit. as an intercipient, and row: 
led it up. The Ulceration on the {iJe where I cut the Nail away cicatrized by 
the forefaid Dreſſings; but that at the root of the Nail | found ſwelled; the 
Pracipitate, had cruſted the looſe fleſh and ſtopped the Matter in. I ſcraped it 
away, and filled the Ulcer again with the ſame Przcipitate, and applied a 
Pledgit and Emplaſter over it; as before. The ſecond day after I dreſſed it 
again, and found it more hollow, the looſe fleth coming away in a Slough. *I 
then left off the uſe of the Precipitate, and applied aPledgit of angaenr. tutha 
with an Emplaſter, and made a moderate Compreſlion over the Ulcer to unire 
the Cavity, and thereby agplutinated it in threeor four Dreſſings, and cicatri- 
zed the lax ecges with the Alume-ſtone and dry Lint. This nail being caſt 
oft, a new one thruſting forth reſtored the Part to its natural figure. Fromſuch 
Ulcerations at the roots of the Nails there often ariſe great Excreſcences, efpe- 
cially from the Thumbs, and are extremely painful and difficulr to cure. 
{ was ſent for to one who was grievouſly afflicted with ſuch an Excreſcence: 


vat. of an it Was 4s big as a Cherry-ſtone ; it was hard and gleeted, and the parts about 


cxcre- it much inflamed. I applied a ſnip of Emplaſter between the Excreſcence and 


the chamb the Nail: then 1 rubbed the excreſcence with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and with an 
t:atl. 


armed Probe dried up the Salt as it diflolved in the working. After I had con- 
ſumed the excreſcence, I waſht out the Salts in the Eſcar with a lictle Wine 
warm, pulled away the ſnip of the Emplaſter which I had laid to defend the 
Nail from the Cauftick, and covered the Elſcar with Preripirate, applying a 
Pledgit 
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Pledgit of bafilicon, and an Empl. e bolo over it. I dreſſed it the next day leſt 
the gleet ſhould offend the Nail ; but I found it dry, and the Patieft eafic from 
an hour after I had laſt dreſſed it up. I. continved the uſe of Lenients, and, 
after the Slough ſeparated, rubbed the remaining root with Vitriol-ſtone, co- 


vering it with Pracipitate again; andaſterwards by dreſling it twice or thrice 
with Przcipitate dried it up. | 


| A Gentleman, having lain fome while under Phyſick and Chirurgery for an 3 of 


Ulccration about-the Nail of his great Toe, conſulted me. I ſaw the Matter flow the Nail 


round the Nail, yet the Nail was not looſe, nor did it ſeem to preſs into the of ow 
preat Tce, 


fleſh ; for there had been a Corn-cutter who had cleared it : and in truth I{up- 
poſed the Matter to arife from behind the root of the Natl, it being there hoj- 
tow and inflamed. To make a farther diſcovery, I filled all the chinks with 
Merc. precipitat. and with a dry Pledgit of Lint and Emplaſtr. de minio dreſſed 
it up. A day or two after, when we dreſſed it, we found the Nail overflowed 
with Matter, and could make no certain judgment ot its original : whereupon 
we dreſled one fide with Precipitate, the other with dry Lint, and that behind 
the Nail with avgzent, diapompholyg. and thereby it appeared that the Matter 
aroſe from behind the Nail. For by this way of drefling the ſides dricd ; but 
after we filled that Cavity over and behind the root o! the Nzil;the Matter burft 
out under the Nail, and was ſeen to lie in the fides. Upon which Phyfick 
was again propoled,to purge oft che naughty Humours: but indeed the Cure 
confiſted in the catting off rhat callous Skin behind the root of the Nail. Bur 
my Brother Chirurgeon diflenting,the Patient compiicd with him to avoid the 
pain. Yet after a farther experiment by dreſſing two cr three days, I prevar- 
led-and-with-ar Lnetfien knife cut off that callous Skin,then digeſtcd it wirh 
wnguent. bafilicon, and in as few Gays cicatrized it : and irom that time there 
appeared no more Matter or Sore. ©: 

A Gentleman of about 7o years of age,having Nails on his great Toes very 
big, hard and crooked, the one of them preſled to ſtreight upon the Membrane 
underneath it asto make an Ulceration, winch mcreaſing with putrefation, he 
came to 'Town.It ſeemed to me tobe gangrened underneath the Nail; where- 
fore I preſently paſſed my Knife under the Nail, and made a ſeparation of it. 
The ſides of the Nail lay very deep,and in ſome parts tied faſt by its Ligamenty 
It:being removed, |} waſhed the' Ulcer with Wine.; bur it bleeding too

A Gentleman of above 70 years of age, complaining, of a Sore at the root 
of the Nail-of one of his great: Toes,was commended to my care. The Ulcer 
was crude,and had:corrupted the Fleth and part of the Ligament. I creſled it 


up with' Merc. precipitat. with aPledpit of dry Lint upon the Nail; and over 
the Part affected: applied anguent: baſtlic. with Fmplaſtr. diachalcit. The ſecond 


day. after,openiop it again,but finding no digeſtion, I dreſſed it as before,and 


the next day fomented it with a Lixivium wherein was decoded ab/inth. &e. 


[ cleanſed-the Ulcer:of - the Pracipitate, 'and dreſfed it with a Dofſil dipt in

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oleo terebinth. hot and unguent. baſilic. with an Emplaſter over it. The next 
day I dabbled it hot with 07. zerebinth. upon_an armed Probe, filled it with 
Przcipitate, dreſſed it up as the day before, and deſired that a Phyſician 
might be called to ſee the Evil quality of the Ulcer, 1 ſuſpeQting it would nor 
digeſt. The ſecond day after Doctor Faſper Nedham met me, andſaw the Ul- 
cer dreſſed. There then lay a hard dry Eſcar without either Matter or Gleet, 
which I took for a good Sign,and. with my Kaite made a little Separation of 
the Eſcar, to give vent to it, and dreſſed it up with Lenients,to haſten the fall 
of the Eſcar. It was ſeven or eight days in ſeparating , and then it came 
off with a well digeſted Matter, incarned, and ina few days cicatrized. 

When theſe Ulcers corrupt the Bone, the beſt way is to cut off that rotten 
Joint, to preſerve the reſt. 

Thus one being afteted with a putrefaCtive Ulcer tothe Bone, part whereof 
lay bare under the Nail of one of her great Toes,l adviſed the cutting off that 
Joint: which ſhe conſenting to,(as being the moſt eafie and ſpeedy way to pre- 
vent farther miſchief) I ſent for a Mallet and Chile), and cut it off. Then 
having permitted it to bleed ſome ounces, 1 dreſſed it up with palv. Galeni cum 
allumine ovi,with ſome ſnips ofan Emplaſter croſs over rhe Stump, and a piece 
of a Sheep's bladder with Bandage to retain the Dreſſings cloſe. The ſecond 
day after I dreſſed it cam terebiuthina & vitello ovi, and thereby digeſted it, 
then incarned it with angaent. diapomphol. and with the help of the Vitriol- 
ſtone and Pledeits dipt ina Solution of ſacch. Saturn: in ſp. vini cicatrizedit in 
few days. 
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CHAP. KXII.. 


Of Pernio. 


Ernio is 4 peculiar Inflammation,and belongethto Bloud,it raiſeth a thick 
red Swelling with itching pain in the Hands and Feet. 


Thoſe affefting the Hands are generally called Ch:/b/axes, and under that 


notion [ have ſeen them in the Faces of ſome tender perſons, who do not often 
expoſe them to the air without a mask. When they affect the Feet they are 
called Xibes. 


, Tais Diſeaſe happens ſometirmes in people of age, but more often in Chil- 
ren. 

The outward Casſeis the nipping cold air in the Winter ſeaſon, which pier- 
ceth the Skin, maketh painſul Swellings,and at the ſame time ſhutteth up the 
Pores ſo as the Humour cannot tranſpire , whereupon it corrupts and raiſes 
little Wheals or Bliſters, which ulcerate the Caticula , and corrode into the 
Skin, and ſometimes deeper, as in Kibes is frequently ſeen. 

The internal Cauſe may be taken from ſome indiſpoſition of the Bloud. 

— The $7gas are manifeſt in the back of the Hands and Fingers, they appea- 
ring,as we generally expreſs them,ſwelled with cold. "They are of a thick red 
colour, and thruſt out many ſmail Wheals which itch very much, and being 
rubb'd do ulcerate and chop the Skin, and diſcharge a thin Humour. #4ibes 
appear after the ſame manner in the Heels. 

Chilvlanes are exempt from danger, but are vexatious, and not eaſie to 


cure 
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cure whilſt the cold weather laſts, and being cured are apt to return yearly. 
The Kibes may prove dangerous, and difficult to cure, it they be any whit 
negleQted, the Matter being apt to ulcerate the Fleſh to the Bone, and ſome- 
times gangrene. | 

In the Cure the manner of living is to be conſidered, eſpecially that they 
defend themſelves from cold, and keep their Feet dry and warm. Of the 
Medicaments proper in this Diſeaſe ſome are preſervative, while the Skin is 
whole ; and others are curative, and neceſſary when they are whealed and 
ulcerated. 
The Preſervatives are, as I have ſaid, to cloath the Parts warm, that the 

Pores may be open to give a breathing to the Humour : to which purpoſe 

furred Gloves and woollen Mittens and Socks are to be commended , alfo 
Dog-skin Gloves for the poorer ſort ; the richer may have oiled Gloves. 
Socks dipt in Brandy-wine and worn are preventive. The Mariners to pre- 
vent this Diſeaſe in their Hands dip their Mittens 1n Sea water, and having 
wrung out the water, draw them on. All Fomentations, whether it be freth 
water, or Beef or Fiſh broth, are proper to further Tranſpiration. In the 
Cure we commend the Decoction of warm Plants, as Wormwood, Southern- 
wood, Mugwort, Marjoram, Thyme, Hyſlop, Rue, Roſemary, Bays and 
Juniper, with their Berries. Turneps are the ſpecifick, and if they be fro- 
zen they are more efficacious. Unguent. roſat. cum oleo terebinth. in a roaſted 
Turnep is an Approved remedy in the Cure of them : alſo this, k® manneg,thu- 
ris, an. 5 j. cort. pint 51j. axung. porcine &3 anſerin. an. 511. cer q. ſ. fiat Cera- 
tum, Ifthe Ulceration be-latge, . it requires to be cured as in an Ulcer with 
Fluxion. | 

In the Cure of Chilblaves we are never conſulred unleſs they be compli- 
cated with ſome other Diſeaſe, or are paſt the Cure of common Applica- 
tions.

From the Kibes, which were ulcerated and ſordid, I clipt the 
looſe Cuticula, and drefled them with angaent. bafilic. cum Merc. pracipitat, 
and ſprinkled ſome of them firſt with Merc. pracipitat. The Excoriations 
about them were dreſſed with «gent. tutiz, &c.according as they required, 
during which ſhe was purged, and happily cured.

Heels. I bathed them at that time with Beef-broth out of the Pot, and clipt 
away the Caticula which hung over them and ſhut in the Matter. That be- 
ing removed, I dreſſed the Ulcefs which were ſordid with Detergents, «n- 
guent. baſilic. pracipitate, and alum. uſtum, &c. as above ſaid, and the Ex- 
coriations with Epuloticks : but the long continuance of the Ulcers had pro- 
duced a Fluxion, which ſwelled the Parts about. They nor being fo capa- 
ble of Bandage, I cauſed laced Socks to be made and put on, by which ha- 
ving reſtrained the deſcent of the Humours, I fomented the diſeaſed Parts 
with a Decof. ſalvie, beton. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. in Wine, then 
applied Compreſles dipt in the fame, and by good equal Compreſſion difpo- 
ſed the Ulcers to incarn and cicatrize, and cured them as Ulcers abounding 


with humidity. 


CHAP. XIV. 
Of a Varix. 


ſtherto I have treated of Tumours ariſing from the ſerous part of the 

 Bloud: I ſhall now deliver ſomewhat of thoſe which take their origi- 
nal trom pure Bloud ; and they are of three forts, Yarix, Ecchymofrs, and 
Aneuriſma. | 

Varix is the dilatation of a Vein : it happeneth in divers parts of the Body ; 
but for the moſt part the Thighs and Legs, the Teſticles and hxmorrhoigal 
Veins, and in Women the Belly, are frequently afteRted. 

[t proceedeth from the reſtagnation of groſs Bloud, which being tranſmix- 
ted into the Veins,either by reaſon of the depending of the Part,or trom ſome 
other preſiure upon the Veſſel,or elſe by itsown groſnels, proves unapt for Cir- 
culation. Then,in ſtead of continuing its current. proportionably to the other: 
Parts, it tops in the place and coagulates, and by degrees increaſeth it ſelf by 
the acceſſion of the-like particles out of the ſucceeding Bloud ; and, inlarging 
its bulk, dilateth its Veſſels into a capacity big enough to receive it. This 
coagulation of Bloud in a Yarix is not fo entire as toſtop the paſſage wholly. 
up. For the fucceeding current alway forceth at leaft. its thinner parts by the 
ſides of the Coagulum, and conſequently helpeth the dilatation. But ir lieth 
lazily there, and ſuffers the reſt of the ſtream to paſs by it. This moſt com- 
monly happens in cutaneous Veſſels, where the Veins have no aſliſtance from 
muſcular Fleſh which by frequent preſſure would otherwiſe be apt to ſqueeze 
it forwards. To which it may be added, that the Valves of the Vein fo ſwelled, 
whether naturally or accidentally, are weakned, and do not ſufficiently ſup- 
port the Bloud in its aſcent ; ſo that, falling down upon the ſides of the Veſſel, 
the weight of it is too great to be driven forward by the venal motion of the 
Bloud. | 
All parts of the Body are capable of YVarices,though they are moſt commoy- 

iy 1n the depending ones, as the Thighs, Belly , hzmorrhoidal Veins , the 
% = Telticles 
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Teſticles, &c. for the reaſon aforeſaid. But in other places, where depen- 
ding cannot be the cauſe of the Check of Circulation, we do fee YVarices to 
row. 
: In ſome places it oweth its original to natural Cauſes; as to the generation 
of Milk in the Breaſts, and of the Fzetas in; the Womb: in both which caſes, 
Nature being obliged to ſpend the nutritious Seram upon the uſes there inten- 
ded, the bloud returns thick, and is apt to reſtagnate, and uſually increafeth 
the Veins at thoſe times to fix or ſeven, it may be ten, times their natural big- 
neſs: which very accident is by Do@or Walter Needham (in his Book De for- 
matu fetis) made uſe of as an argument to prove, that the nutritious juices 
are carried to thoſe places by the Arteries, and not by any peculiar Veſlels. 
But it alſo preternaturaliy falleth out ſo in Tumours of the Breaſts and other 
Parts: in all which (bur moſt viſibly in Cazcers) the Veſſels inlarge, and the 
Veins become varicous. The cauſe of which may be referred either to the co- 
agulation of the Serum, or grumouſneſs of the Bloud, or to the obſtruttion of 
the Vein ſomewhere in its paſſage by ſome anguſtation upon it by part of the 
Tumour; from whence it will often happen that the Vein beyond it hath its 
current ſtopped, and is forced to ſwell, Nay, not only the contraction of 
the Veſſels by preternatural Tumours doth this, but alſo any other Preſſure. 
As in a Woman with Child, the burthen lying upon the Ramus Highs on ei- 
ther ſide of the body, makes the Thigh and Leg on all that ſide varicous. 
Streight gartering doth the like in the Leg. So the weight of the Teſticles or 
the preſſure'of a Bolſter-Truſs, and in caſe of Rupture, renders them varicous 
Riding much on horſe back doth tlie like, by reafon of the prefſure that is 
made upon the inſide of the Thigh by the Saddle, to* which it uſtally'clings ; 
eſpecially if you ride with long Stirrups. So alſo by much walking and in 
Labouring. people Yarices uſually happen, being occafioned, as I ſuppoſe, by 
the perpetual contraction rhe Muſcles are put upon in ſtanding, which being 
ſo contracted do preſs upon the upper branches of the Veins in the Thigh, 
and ſtreighten them, thereby hindering the free aſcent of the bloud. 

The are eaſily known in what external Parts foever they are, by the tur- Signs, 
gency, the crooked figure of the Veins, and azute colour, which is more or 
leſs apparent as the Veins lie ſuperficial or deep. = 

The Sign of a Hernia varicoſa is, the unequal knotted Tumour in the vein 
feading to the: Teſticle, with a relaxation of the fame Teſticle: and when the 
Teſticles are inflated with Wind, the Vein 1s alfo diſtended and 'painful. 
What the Signs are of the Hzmorrhoidal Yarices, and/how they are 'to be 
treated, you may fee in their peculiar Treatiſe. OSS 
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Varices are not dangerous in thernfelves, they rather free the Patient from Progno . 
imminent Diſeaſes, eſpecially thoſe of Melancholy ; according'to thit Apho- _ 
rim of Hippocrates, Inſanis ft varices vel hemorrho;des ſuperveniunt,'fit yo 
ſolutio. Which words are to be underſtood of Veins if they grow very'large; 
or if they break and run: but if they flow internperately; Cachexia, Dropfie; 
Conſumption, and ſuch like Difeales, follow. So, on the contrary, if they be 
unſeaſonably ſuppreſt, Madneſs, Pleurifie, Coughing of bloud, pain in the 
Kidneys, Apoplexies, c. do follow. The Heriia toaricoſa'or Circetel&is dit- 
ficult to cure, as the reſt are. | i ES ell ©: 

The Yarices ought not to be cured, unleſs they be painful, or. that' they be cure. 
extended into a large Tumour, or ulcerate and bleed much: for as 1 have 
ſaid, they preſerve health. Bur if there be a neceſſity of euring themjit ought 
to begin with Purging and Bleeding, nor once'or twice, but often repeated; 
and 1f the Yiſcera be in fault they ought to be ſtrengrthned and amended; after - 
which the cure may be endeavoured by aſtringent and exſiccant EE

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and thoſe to be applied with convenient Bancage, to preſs back the bloud co. 
agulating in the Veſſel, and moderately reſiſt the Current. If thele ſuffice not, 
then, according to the ancient praQtice, youare to proceed by Section, dividing 
the Skin and ſeparating the Teguments; and having raiſed the varicous 
Vein, you are to paſs a Ligature above and another beneath it, making a de- 
ligation of them; then flit the Vein, caſt out the groſs Bloud, and afterwards 
digeſt and heal it, as is after ſaid in an Arneuriſma. With what ſuccels this 
hath been done, you may read in the Works of Fabricius Hildanus : and whe- 
ther the pain be little or much worth the while, you may ſee Marius his Ar- 


_ gument thereof in his Life ſet down by Plutarch. In my PraQtice] have met 


many diſeaſed with varicous Swellings in the Thighs, Legs, Belly, &c. ſome 
of them very large, and as unſightly as troubleſome: bur I never met with 
one Patient that cared to hear of the Cure by Ligature, nor indeed have 
ſeen any great reaſon for it. For if the unfightlineſs and pain be in the Legs, 
it may be helped by the wearing a laced Stocking, placing a Card, peice of 
Vellum or beaten Lead between them. A laced Trowze will do as much for 
the Thigh. When they afte& the Belly, they may be reſtrained by a Bracer, 
without much trouble to the Patient, or inconvenience to his health. But 
if you ſuſpect it, you may 1n great Yarices both purge and bleed them. The 
Medicaments externally applied are balau/t. cortices granat. roſ. rubr. nuc. Cu- 
preſs. Empl. Ceſaris, unguent. ſumach. &c. t 

The Cure of the Hernia vartcoſa is by good Bandage, viz. a Bag-Truſs and, 
the ſame Medicaments above mentioned: but if they be diſtended with 
Wind, treat them as flatulent Tumours. How the Yarices when ulcerated 
ought to be dreſſed and cured, you may ſee in the Treatiſe of Ulcers.

CHAP. XV. 
Of an Ecchymolis. 


| Nother fort of Tumour ariſing from meer Bloud is the Ecchymofis, cal- 
led by the Latins Suffuſio or Sugilatio: which two latter are more pro- 

per to the Eye than other Parts. | | 
Ecchymoſis may be defined, an Extravaſation of the Bloud in or under the 


Skin or. any other Part, the Skin remaining whole. 


| It ;jis an eruption of Bloud from the lefler Veſſels in the Skin or. near it, 
whether from Blow, Bruiſe, Fall, or Prick of a Lancet in Chirurgery, when 
the.Orifice of the Vein lieth -not dire&ly under the Orifice made in the Skin, 
ſo as that the whole ſtream may diſcharge there, and after bleeding both be 
cloſed together. For if when you cloſe the outermoſt the inner lieth open, it 
will make a Sugillation. 33-4 'Þ 
[Theſe external Effufions are the Subje of this Chapter. 
To the better underſtanding of the nature of theſe, it will be neceſſary to 
divide the Bloud into two parts, Serum and Grumas. 
_ The Serum is that;fluid ſubſtance which floweth about the Coagulum or Gru- 
mus in the Chirurgeon's Porringer. It is not only the nutritious. juice rhat 
nouriſheth all the parts of the Body,but alſo the Balſam that heals it; and is that - 
thing that is capable 'of digeſtion, diſcuſſion, and many other alterations. This 
is the /ehiculum of the Grams, and whilſt it circulates doth keep it fluid, and 
| | CaUu« 
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cauſerh its perpetual motion through all the Veſleis and Pores, as long as they 
continue incorporate together. And in extravaſation, if the eftuſton be not 
great, 1t will by degrees ſwallow up the Grumas, diflolving it and returning it 
into.the Veins again: but if the eftuſion be great, ſo that the Gramus, ſeparates 
from the Serum 1n the Contuſion, there it difficultly re-uniteth with the Serum 
again, much leſs digeſts, but either putrefieth in the Part, making Inflamma- 
tion, and ſometimes Gangrenes; or elſe, which is more ſeldom, hardens there 
and dries, making only a morbus in numeris partium. Such a one Doctor Wal- 
ter Needham and my ſelf ſaw in the Foot of a young Gentlewoman, who was 
our Patient upon another account. 

Signs of a Contufion are the black and blew colour with or without Tu- Signs, 
mour. The Cauſes, as Blow, Fall, &c. are learned from the By-ſtanders. Cauſes. 
. The danger is ſmall, if the Contuſion be ſuch: alſo whilſt the Humours Progno- 
zre thin and fluid, there is hopes of returning them back, or they may be fiick. 
afterwards diſcuſſed. 

But when any great Contuſion happens, there the caſe alters, and danger is 
often great: of which, to omit many others, that of /»graſ/tas is a remarkable 
inſtance; where a Nobleman's Leg being bruiſed by the armed Knee of one 
that encountred him on horſe-back, it killed him in three days. 

When the Part, in ſtead of being black, blew or green, groweth red, hard 
and painful, the Danger is eminent. Such was the caſe of a fat Gentleman, 
who, by a Fall upon his Buttocks going down ſtairs, bruiſed thoſe Parts, and 
nepleing the Cure, it tended toward a Gangrene, but was got oft by Sca- 
rification and Diſcutients. 

Since the diſcovery of the Circulation of the Bloud, ſome people have pro- Cure: 
poſed to themſelves the Care of this Diſeaſe by returning the Bloud back into 
its Veſſels by warm Applications, as -ſpzir. vini, &c. Which poſſibly may 
have ſeemed to effe& it where the Ecchymoſts hath been ſmall : but in great 
eftuſions of bloud, accompanied with much pain, it is not reaſonable to hope 
a return of the Bloud by ſuch Applications; for thereby the Tumour would 
be made bigger, and the leaſt that can be expected therefrom is a Suppura- 
tion; whereas thoſe which ſhall be treated according to the method of the 
Ancients, by Repellents, and afterwards by Diſcurients, ſhall be ſecured from 
Apoſtemations and ſoon recovered, it the Habit of the body be any whit 
g00d. | 

If the Efluſion be great, we begin the Cure by opening a Vein, and draw- 
ing bloud proportionably. If it be ſmall, the common Remedy of brown Pa- 
per loaked in cold water or Oxycrate may ſerve for the firſt Applications ; 
and afterwards the Sugillation may be breathed forth by fomenting it with 
Diſcutients, or warm water, or with ſpzr. vinz, ol. aniſi, &c. But if we fſuf- 
ped great Extravaſation, we then etnbrocate with of. rof. myrtil. cum aceto & 
album. ovor. and renew the Applications often: or if more aſtringent be re- 
quired, there may be added of the pulv. bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. flor. rof. 
rub. balauſt. myrtill. gallar. nuc. cupreſs. And after the Fluxion is reſtrained, 
we apply Diſcutients with Repellents. B ung. aregon. 511j. of. lumbric. cham. 
rate, an. 5j. terebinth. 51j. pulv. ſem. fenug. 5vj. flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. an. 5ij. cro- 
ct jj. cer@. 9. f. fiat Ceratum. If the skin be whole, a mixture of the tops 
of green Wormwood, Bay-falt and Vinegar may be applied. In great = 
ſions of bloud this Difcutient may be applied after the Fluxion 1s checked:

K remain 
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remain extravaſated, you ſhall then open the Tumour, le{t it corrupt the Bone 
or Parts underneath : but if it inflame, and turn to Suppuration, haſten it by 
Suppuratives, and give vent to the Matter, and deterge with mundif. ex apio, 
Rc. as the putrefation requireth. If it tend to Mortification, treat it as ſuch 
but with Caution to leave off theſe Applications when you have reſtored the 
native heat to the Part, leſt thereby you make new Fluxion, and the Part 
gangrene indeed. 

Int caſe the body be bruiſed by a fall from on high, or any other way, the 
Patient is to be immediately let bloud, and the bruiſed: Parts to be embroca- 
ted with ſome of the aboveſaid Repellents; or, if it may be had, Jap him in a 
Sheep-skin flay'd quick off: and then you may preſcribe the common Reme- 
dies, as a draught of Spruce Beer, or 5j ſperm. ceti, Triſh Slate, or ſuch like 
Powders; B rhabarbari toſti, terre figill. mamiz, an. p. q. The Doſe may be 
a dram in ſome proper Vehicle: and afterwards you may by Diſcutients in 
the form of Unguents or Cerots breath forth the remaining bruiſed Bloud. 
 Tſhall now give you ſome Obſervations of an Ecchymofrs, and ſhould be- 
gin With the leſſer, as thoſe in'ithe Face, which are ſo commonly known by 
the black and blew marks which they leave behind: but the Cure being as 
common, makes it not worth my labour. Something of them you may 
meet with in the Treatiſe of Wounds, Of the Cure of the greater Contuſt- 
ons I ſhall give you ſome Inſtances. 


1. Obſer- Perſon of about thirty years old, of a full Body, ſtepping into his 
_ Coach, his foot ſlipped, and he bruifed his Shin upon the Foot-board. 
He returned to his Lodging, and purpoſed to ſend for a Chirurgeon : but in 
the while looking upon it, and ſeeing no skin broken, he was adviſed to bath 
it with ſpir. vini, to rarefie the bloud and keep it circulating; a new way to 
make work for a Chirurgeon, He did fo, and Japp' it about with a cloath 
dipt in the ſame, continuing this way of Dreſling ſome days. It growing 
daily leſs painful, but the Swelling not going away, I was ſent for, and 
perceived indeed the black and blew colours to be in a great meaſure gone, 
but by there relation the Tumour was bigger : by which it was cafe to judge 
of the great vertue of ſpzr. vizi ſo uſed. Whereas by Repellents at firſt with 
the expulſive Bandage the Bloud might have been reſtrained, and afterward 
what was extravaſlated might have been eaſily diſcuſſed. We ſee it daily in 
our Practice, and cenſure thoſe of our Profeſſion who ſuffer ſuch extravaſa- | 
tion in every little Tumour to corrupt. | 
In this Patient there was a Tumonr of about a week's continuance: the 
queſtion was, whether what was contained in the Tumour was Bloud or 
Matter. 1f Matter, then a painful Fluxion ſhould have preceded with In- 
flammation and hardneſs, and have terminated by Diſcuſſion or by Suppu- 
ration: whereas this ſwelled and was painful upon the blow, but was never 
hard nor-inflamed, or much painful, after the ſenſe of the ſtroak was over, 
but ſoft from the firſt night: and muſt conſequently be Bloud. But whether 
it were Bloud putrefied, or concoRted Matter, there remained no hopes of dif- 
cuſling it; nor was it ſafe permitting 1t to lodge ſo near the Bonein expecta- 
tion thereof. Therefore without farther diſpute, I laid it open by Inciſion, 
and diſcharged about two ſpoonfuls of a corrupt black bloud and Serxjn; 
then dreſſed it up with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. and embrocated the Tumour 
with ol. chamem. and applying an Emplaſt, /tidt. Paracelſ. with Comprels and 
Bandage rowled it up. The third day aſter I dreſſed it again, tomenting it 
with the DecoCtion ſet down in the method of Cure, and deterged with mux- 
dif. Paracel/i; and by the help of the Vitriol-ſtone and the common Sarco- 


tick, 
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tick, «nzuent. diapompholyg. &tc. incarned and cicatrized it, but continued 
the Bandage a few days after, to ſtrengthen the Part. | 

A decayed old Gentleman walking in the Streets one evening was cruſht 2. Obſer- 
up to a wall by a Cart : the Wheel paſling too near him bruiſed the out-fide 
of his left Leg, but did not break the Skin : it was ſuddenly ſwelled and very 
painful. His Friends chafed it with Brandy-wine, and, dipping a cloath in 
the ſame, bound it about the Part. By this way of drefling that ſide of his 
Leg ſwell'd and inflamed very much. Others adviſed him Lucate//'s Balſam ; 
by which improper Application the Fluxion was increaſed, and the Patient 
confined to his bed. Here was an obje& of Charity, upon which account I 
was ſent to him. I found the out-fide of his Leg ſwell'd and apoſtemated 
from the Gartering to the Small. I laid it open by Cauſftick an inch'or two, 
according to the length of the Member. In dividing the Eſcar, there was 
ciſcharged a large quantity of Matter with clotted bloud in it. I dreſſed the 
Eſcar with Lenients, and embrocated the Parts dfieted cum ol. roſ. & wino. 
auſtero, and applied Empl. e bolo over the Tumour with Compreſs and Ban- 

- dage. The next day I brought a decoQtion of ab/tnth. flor. cham. ro. rubr. 
bac. myrtill. fomented the Leg, and dreſſed the Eſcar with Lenients to ha- 
ſten Suppuration ; then by good Bandage thruſt out the Matter, andendea- 
voured to agglutinate the hollow Parts ; but could not do it without Jaying 
it more open by. a ſnip made with a Probe-ſciſſors. After which I deterged 
the Ulcer with the Vitriol-ſtone and with ungaent. baftlic. cum Merc. pracipitat. 
Then [ incarned and cicatrized it, as hath been faid in. the former Obſerva- 
tion. If in ſtead of ſpir. vin. &c. they had dreſſed this man's Leg. cum bol. 
Armen. aceto, album, ovor. (& ol. roſ. they might have haply prevented the 
pain and trouble that followed. | | 

An old Gentleman was ſorely bruiſed by a Fall in ſeveral parts, but efpe- 3. Obſer- 
cially. on the inſide of his left Arm. After the ſpace of two months I was '** 
conſulted, and ſaw an Ecchymofis very hard and big lying along the Veſſels 
that reach on the inſide of the Arm to the Eibow-joint. I embrocated cum 
oleo lumbricor. vulpin. & guttis aliquot olei origani © lavendulz, and applied 
cerat. agripp. over all, The next day I fomented: with Diſcutients to which 
was added ſpir. vin!. Then, having embrocated it as aboveſaid, I appli'd a 
Cataplaſm ex farinis hordei, orobi, lentium, ſem. fgnugreci, cum flor. chame- 
meli, ſambuci, &c. decoted inſome of the former Fotus, with an addition of 
ſome of the aboveſaid Oyls and Oximel ſcifitic. By which method the Swel- 
lingand Ecchymofts were ſcattered.

A Man of about fixty years of age ſcorbutically affeCted,by a Fall ypon a pa- 4. obſer: 
ved Floor, bruifed his left Thigh. It was embrocated cum oleo roſ. & aceto, and '** 
an Empl. e bolo applied oyer the grieved Part. VenzleCtion was propoſed, but - 
not-permitted,by reaſon'f his age,nor would he porge. The third day hecom- 
plained of extremity of pain,and fufpeted his Hip luxated.I took off the Dref- 
ſinps,and felt the Joint' well, but all that ſide of the Thigh over-ſpread with an 
Ecchymofis. Vermbrocated/with ol. chamemel. © lumbricor. with an addition of ol. 
terebinth. and applied Empl. ſtit.Paracelſ. with a third part of Empl.diachalcite- 
os; and the next day fomented the diſeaſed Thigh with ecod?. ab/inth. 8c. in 
vino & aqua, to which was added /pjr.vinz. Thus the extravaſated Serum was 
reſolved : but the Emplaſter was continued by reaſon of his pain which re: 
mained norwithſtanding, Some weeks after he complained of a nunimednels 
of the whole Leg : upon” which account embrocations were repeated, alſo 
Purging and'decof. ſarſz,&c. with Antifcorburicks : but he took little of them. 
During this the Leg begun to emaciate, and a Species of a Patalyfis increa- 
led. Velicatories were applied, and afterwards a Cauſtick below the Gar- 
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tering. The next day I divided the Eſcar , and dreſſed it with Lenients, 
but-left the attending of it to my Servant, Some days after, being informed 
that the Eſcar did not ſeparate, but grew painful, I vifited him, and faw it 
_ ery, not likely to ſeparate: the Leg was allo ſwelled with pituitous Humours, 
Since his Fall he had been below ſtairs walking with Crutches, but of late 
did fit up moſt part of the night, by reaſon of his pain. This and the weak- 
neſs of the Member had occaſioned the Swelling, and infeebled the native heat 
in the deſigned Fontanel. I cut into the Eſcar, dapt it cam oleo terebinth. hot, 
and fill'd it with Merc. precipitat. then drefled it with Pledgits applied 
warm out of a mixture of anzuext. ba/ilic. with ſome of the ſaid Oyl , after 
fomented the Leg with a Lixivium wherein had been decoted fome of the 
warm Plants, and applid a Cataplaſm over the Ulcer. Thus the Eſfcar was 
digeſted, and fitted with a Pea, and the Swelling reſtrained : but ſome 
months after he ſunk under a Dzarrhea. 
5. Obſet- A Man of about thirty ſix years of age, of a lean Conſtitution , by accj- 
"WW dentofa Fall near two ſtories high into the Street was ſorely bruiſed, eſpe- 
cially on his left Side, Hip and Arm. I immediately let him bloud largely, 
and embrocated the Parts bruiſed cam ol. roſ. myrt. & aceto, and applied aſtrin- 
gent Emplaſters as above mentioned. A Clyſter was alſo preſcribed , and 
Iriſh Slate, &c. was given him, whereby he was diſpoſed to a breathing 
Sweat : and at the hour of Sleep an Anodyne draught was preſcribed, to-in- 
cline him to reſt. By this method the Fluxion was checked, during which 
the Parts diſeaſed were fomented with a deco. ſummitat. abfinth. anethi, mas 
foranz, flor. cham. ſambuci, ſem. ani} & cumini ; to which was added ſpir. 
vini. Embrocations were alſo made ex oleis aneth. rute, & terebinth. and 
the Cerote above propoſed was applied over them : and in progrels of time

N Aneuriſma, according to. my Deſcription, is an, Ecchymofis, and indeed 
the higheſt Species of it. But ſince Authors have given another ac- 
count of that Tumour, and have allowed. it a peculiar Chapter. þ have done 
ſo too ; therather, becauſe the nature of the Veſſel through which. the Ef- 
fuſion is made doth require a different method of Cure. 
peſcripti- It is a Tumour ſoft, white, and yielding to the touch, but riſeth-againup- 
on. on the removal of your finger ; and is for the moſt part accompanied with 
pulſation of the Artery. | erg bu = 
Opinion It 1s raiſed, according to the Opinion of Authors, by dilatation or-relaxa- 
ot he At tion of the Artery ; they ſuppoſing the. Bloud to have. burſt irs. paſſage 
" through the firſt Coat, and dilated the fecong, thereby raiſing, thei Tumour. 
And this ſome of them have delivered to, us fo. poſitively, as if they had- in 
opening found the exteriour Coat fo dilated. This. I. my. ſelf was taught, 
and fome while believed : but not having been ableby my praRtice to diſco- 
ver one Aneuriſma made by dilatation or relaxation, of the outward Coat, 1 
am apt to believe that there 1s no ſuch thing, but that it takes ity riſe from 


Bloud 
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Bloud burſting quite throvgh the Artery into the interſtices of the Muſcles, 
where it raiſeth a Tumour ſuitable to the Cavity it findeth, growing bigger 
or leſs, of this or that ſhape, as the Muſcles give way. But this Tumour con- 
ſits of Bloud extravaſated, the Artery lying urdilated the while. I do there- 
fore ſuſpeC the poſlibilicy of an Azeariſma by the dilatation of the outward or 
ſofter Coat of the Artery, becauſe it ſeems improbable that a force big 
enough to burſt the inward Coat, which is fo tough and firm, ſhould leave 
the exteriour, being ſofter and weaker, whole, and go out fo leiſurely into it 
as to give 1t time ftardilatation. Thoſe which I have met with did all come 
from downright eruption through both the Coats : and thoſe that come from 
external Punures muſt of neceſſity begin with a breach of the external 
Coat firſt, it being next the Lancet, or other Weapon that made the diviſion. 
Sennertus would have it to heal again, though contrary to my experience, 
who have always found it open as well as the internal : and indeed reaſon 
muſt tell us, that the conſtant eruptions of bloud out of the Artery in ever 
Pulſe muſt needs keep it open ; nay, the Bloud keeps not within the bounds 
of any one Membrane, but I have ſeen it extravaſated through all rhe inter- 
ſtices of the Muſcles of the whole Arm. | 
The Cauſes of Aneuriſma's are divers, internal, or external. 1x. The inter- Cauſes 
nal Cauſe is, the impetuofity of the Bloud, which moving with greater vio- 
lence in its Chanels than the Artery can ſuſtain, doth force its way through 
the ſide of the Veſſel, and, burſting a hole in ir, doth iſſue into the ſpace that 
lieth between it and the weighbouring Muſcles, there incraſſating the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcies, and framing it ſelf a neſt. | 
This /mpetas may riſe firſt from the quantity of the Bloud. Either when it 
1s more than the Veſſel can contain,a caſe that ſeldom happens to produce ati 
Aneuriſma 1n any conſpicuous Veſkl ; but if any ſuch thing be, it opens at 
the Noſe, or Lungs, or in the Brain, {there cauſing an Apoplexy ;) or in the 
Stomach, Guts, Anus, Exc. Or elſe when this Blond is not really more thah 
the whole Body raturally ſhould contain, but by violent Paſſion or Motion in 
ſtirring, 1s too forcibly driven forwards from the Heart towards ſome peculiar 
Artery ; when the farther progreſs being (it may be) intercepted by ſome 
violent contraction of the Muſcles through which it mult paſs, it of nectflity 
breaks the Veſſel : and thus in violent Vomiting and other Straining Ave 
riſma's are often made in the Neck, Artns, Legs, &c. Gs 
Secondly, from the quality of the Bloud, which being too ſharp or thin, 
erodes the: Veſſel ; or, being highly fermented by other cauſes, burſts 
through all. | | NR neg 
This'Bloud; though extravaſated, doth uſually pulſe : partly ,. becauſe 
the body'of the Artery from which it breaks doth paſs through ir, andby its 
Pulſe doth agitate that'; and partly, becadſe in every ſuch Pulſe ſome addi- 
tion of Bloud is made to the Tumour. Yet this Pulſe, is chiefly in ſmall 
Anewuriſma'sor ſuperficial ones ; for in the greater the motion of the Artery 
1s not always'felt. 1 | 
2. The external Cauſes are punRure by Lancet or Weapon, cutting, brute 
ling, eroſion; or whatever elfe may: divide the Coats of the Arteries. 
The Differences of an Aneuriſma are either from its magnitude, ſituation, or Diffe- 
ſhape: From the Magnitude it'is denominated'great or little, * poſſeſſing the 
whole.member or a part. From'its Situation, it is ſuperficial near the Skin, or 
deep in the Mbſcles.From its Shape : either irkeeps the ſhape of the Part ; which 
uſually happens when the Orifice in the Artery is ſmall, fo that the Bloud 
comes out leiſurely, and finds the neighbour Membranes fo well united as to 
keep-it within a certain channel; which Membranes are alſo nar ron 
addition 
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Of an Aneuriſmia. Book T. 
addition of a Serum coagulated from. the extravaſated Bloud: or elfe it alters 
its form, when it groweth ſuddenly and irregularly, tne Eruption being fo 
great that it cannot be-kept within bounds; or when it 1s by an ignorant 
Chirurgeon treated with Lenients and Diſcutients, being miſtaken for ſome 
other Diſeaſe; for in this caſe the Membranes are' relaxed, and give way to 
the Tumour. | 

From.theſe Differences the Signs of an Axeuriſma may be taken. If the Ty- 
mour be ſmall and ſuperficial, a Pulſation may eaſily be felt in every part of 
it. If it be great and riſe ſuddenly, and was white and ſoft from its firſt ap- 
pearance, though there be no Pullation to be felt, yet you may conclude it an 
Aneuriſma, there being not any Humour fave that of Bloud which can fo ſud- 
denly raiſe fuch a Tumour. "The often increaſe and diminution of the Tuy- 
mour, is alſo a Sign of an Anexriſma; the diminution of it being the return 
of the Bloud into the Artery, whence 1t as often cometh out again. 

1f it happened from a PunCture of a Lancet, the manner of the ſpurting out 
of the Bloud, will ſhew it: and ifit do not bleed, yet aſudden Tumour thruſts 
up under your Finger, with Pulfation, the bloud breaking out into the inter- 
ſtices of the Muſcles, though not quite 1nto the Skin. | 
' The Tumour: is more compact or ſcattered according as there was care ta- 
ken 8t firſt to reſtrain it within compaſs. In ſome ot thele there is redneſs 


- and Inflammation, by reaſon of the expanſion of the Parts beyond their ca- 


pacity,:or from the putretaQtion of the Bloud: in which latter caſe Fever 
and Fainting for the moſt part accompany ir. 

All Aneuriſma's are difficult of Cure. Thoſe which are large, and ariſe 
from Arteries deep in the Muſcles, to which you cannot make your Appli- 
cations, are incurable: and if they te unadviſedly opened, the Patient is it 
great danger of his life. But if the Azeuriſma be in ſuch a Partas is capable 
of Bandage and application of Medicaments, the Cure is feaſible; or the 
Diſcaſe may be palliated to rhe eaſe of the Patienr, 

The Cure of an Aneuriſma conſiſts in the timely; application of proper Me- 
dicaments, and Bardage to reſtrain the Bloud and keep it within its Channels 
or by. Eſcaroticks or the actual Cautery you may deſtroy it. But if it lie where 
you may take it up, the Cure is then belt performed by: dividing it. The Medi- 
caments proper to reſtrain it in its motion, and agglutinate the Veſkl, are, 
bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. thus, aloe, far. volat. gypſium; allo the juices of Plantag. 
burſ. paſtoris, millefol. vince pervince, piloſele, lamii, and fuch like. The Com- 
pounds. may be made of ſome of the foregoing Powders with: ſome of the 
aforeſaid Juices, or mixt cum aceto & albumin. ovorum. Us 

In the firſt appearance of the. Tumour, if it aroſe from an internal Cauſe, 
you ſhall' endeavour by the application of ſome of the aforclaid Aſtringents 
and Bandage to reſtrain the growth of it : bur if it bein a place incapable of 
Bandage, you muſt content your ſelf with the application of Empl. Czſaris, 
or ſuch like. If it be near the zrachea Arteria, the Patient may wear beaten 
Lead or Gold upon it covered with Sarſenet or the like. You are to be well. 
adviſed before you attempt the Cure by -opening it. It by putrefaction the: 
Bloud burſt forth ſuddenly upon you, the life of your Patient is then in 
danger, and it will become you to be quick in the application of good Re- 


... ſtriftives and Bandage, till you have time to conſider what to do: and be 


ſure to provide againſt the next Eruption;. for till it break of it ſelf you are 
not to open it; and then you may attempt the ſtopping of the Flux by ſuch 
means as have been or hereafter ſhall be propoſed. 

It the Aneuriſma happen by Puncture in letting bloud, the Chirurgeon 
ought to permit the Veſſel opened to bleed freely : burifir doth not bleed well, 
an roi es let 
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Jet him immediately looſen the Bandage, and apply a Compreſs dipt in his 
MAFEST T's Stiptick, or, for want of it, in Oxycrate. Let it be held firm- 
Iy upon the Apertion by a Servant, whilſt the Chirurgeon openeth a Veinin the 
other Arm, and maketh Revulſion by a large evacuation to fainting, if it may 
be permitted. The while let your aſtringent Powders be applied to the Wound, 
with good reſtrictive Emplaſters over them. The upper part of the Arm to the 
Axilla is to be defended by cloaths wrung out of Oxycrate. Then with a Row- 
ler with two heads take two or three turns upon the diſeaſed Part, and 
row! upward, ( his Arm being bowed the while: ) and for more ſecurity, 
take a turn about the Neck, and return back with your Bandage gradually to 
the Part affeted, faſtning it on the outſide; then make the expullive Bandage 
from the hand upward. Theſe ought ro be made to the eaſe of the Patient, 
who, being thus dreſt, muſt be pur into his Bed, an his Hand placed upon his 
Breaſt. Contemperating Juleps, Emulſions, Opiats, &c. ought to be preſcri- 
bed him, and his Diet, &c. to beregulated as is propoſed in the Chapt. of the 
Wounds of the Veins and Arteries. Having made this Bandage well, you are 
not to be over-haſty in opening it again; for this firſt Dreſſing haply ſecures 
your Patient. For the great miſchief happening in theſe Aneuriſma's pro- 
ceedeth from the ignorance of the Bloud letter, who, not conſidering the er- 

. rour by him committed in letting bloud, binds up the Arm carelefly, and the 
next day, upon the Patient's complaint, not diſcovering the cauſe of the Tu- 
mour, foments and embrocates it, thereby making way for the Bloud to empty 
it ſe]t into the interſtices of the Muſcles; whereupon the whole Arm ſwelleth. 

In which cafe a laced Sleeve and Glove may be of great uſe. When this me- 
thod fails, ir may be neceſſary that you prepare for Deligation of the Artery. 
The manner of doing it you may ſee in the Chapter of the Wonnds of the Veins 
and Arteries, 1 ſhall alſo ſhew it in one of the following Obſervations. 


Have had many brought to me with ſwelled Necks, upon ſuſpicion that 1- Obſer- 
they were troubled with a ſpecies of X7ng's Evzl, called Bronchocele: but the roma mM 
Pulſation of thoſe Tumours ſhewed them to be Aneariſma's and the moſt dif- jma's lying 
ficult to treat, they, by reaſon of their ſituation, not being capable of Bandage. ©, he 
In which cafes I commonly propoſed the wearing of a Cap of beaten Lead 4:teria. 
made of many ſheets laid upon one another, and covered with Silk or Sar- 
ſenet, which wich Ribbons were made to faſten about the Neck with much 
eaſe: or, if they would have Emplaſters, I applied ſome of a mixture of «u#- 
guent ſumach with Empl. Ceſaris, or ſuch like. 

Where Azeuriſma's have aftefted Parts capable of Bandage, I have ſome- 
time palliated them : but when they would not be ſo quieted, I proſecuted 
the Cure as followeth. 

A Man of about 40. years of age, having ſome time been troubled with a 2. obfer- 
large ſoft Tumour on the inſide of his right Leg about his Gartering, defired mA Ty 
my advice. It was without Pain, Inflammation or Pulfation, but ſoft from its na. 
firſt appearance, and was bigger or leſſer according as he walked much or lit- 
tle; which gave me ſuſpicion it might be an Aneuriſma. I applied Empl. Cz- 
ſaris over it, cauſed a laced Stocking to be put on, let him bloud, and adviſed 
to Purging, regulation of Diet and Exerciſe, &c. by which it was kept quiet 
ſometime. But he, growing more ſecure, negleed the Rules preſcribed him; 
whereupon the Tumour encreaſed, and burſt forth one Night in a flux of 

| Bloud. I was ſent for, and found much extravaſated; but the Opening it ſelf 
was ſtopt with a clot of grumous bloud. I dreſſed it up with ReſtriQtives and 
Compreſs wrung out of Oxycrate. Then I made Revulſion by Venzſeftion 
and deligation of other parts. I allo preſcribed Opiats, &«. ro calm the fer-

caſe the Pulſe is frequently intercepted. There lay a gummy Emplaſter up- 
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ment in the Bloud. By this and my way of dreſling the Bloud was for ſome 
days tolerably reſtrain'd: but as the Opening grew bigger, the effuſion was 
greater. Upon which conſiderationl had provided fome ?rochifci de minio of le- 
veral ſizes, alſo ſome pulv. /ine pari Fo. Arden. 1 put in ſome of the former, 
and applied my Reſtriftives and Bandage over the Tumour; and as often as 
the Bloud burſt forth, I continued that way of dreffirig, hoping by thoſe Eſca- 
roticks to deſtroy the Artery. - Afterwards the Orifice growing larger, [ filled 
up the Abſceſs with the pa/v ſine pari upon Doflils, and applied Reftridtives 
and Bandage as before. The Patient grew daily weaker ; but from this latter 
Dreſſing the bleeding was reſtrained till the fitth day, when 1 was neceſſitated 
to open it, by reaſon of the Excoriations made 1n many places about it by the 
Eſcaroticks: nor was it then much. The Opening being large, I applied the 
Eſcaroticks to more advantage, and dreſſed the Excoriations with anguent. 
album chamforat. continuing my Empl. e bolo and Bandage. From that time 
the Bleeding was ſtopped, I ſuppoſe by conſumitig the Artery ; yet for ſome 
while there came away much ſtinking clotted Bloud. While I endeavoured to 
keep the Bloud within the Abſceſs, it infinuated between the Muſcles, making 
the Calf of the Leg hiollow to the very Tendon: therefore, after I was fecu- 
red of the Bleeding, I made way for the eafie diſcharge of Matter, and deter- 
ged the Abſceſs with mundif. Parcelſ. To the Excoriations I continued the 
uſe of Epuloticks, and nouriſhed my Patient with good Broths, Caudles, &e. 
by which he recovered flrength apace. The ſharp Humours being evacuated 
with his Bloud, the Abſceſs incarned by the application of the common Sar- 
coticks, and he was cured in leſs than a Month, recovering alſo the perfet 
uſe of his Leg. | | 

Some years ſince I was deſired to givea viſit to a man lying in my way to 
White-hall. He had a large white Tumour poſſeſſing the fore-part of his right 
Thigh of few months growth: it was ſoft from the firſt appearance, and ob- 
ſerved by the Patient to be bigger and leſſer one time than another. I conſi- 
dered the Swelling, and concluded it aft Aneuriſma. That there was no Pul- 
ſation to be felt in it, was becauſe it lay deep amongſt the Muſcles, in which 


on it, and an attempt had been made to open it by Cauſtick; but ic not pe- 
netrating deep enough, the Eſcar ſeparated without reaching near the Cavity. 
I declared to the Patient my thoughts, viz. that the ſwelling proceeded from 
Bloud poured forth of its Veſſels, either by Eroſion from within, or by ſome 
outward cauſe, as by Riding, &c. and adviſed him not to permit the Tumour 
to be opened, deſiring that, if his Chirurgeon ſhould perſiſt in the ſuppurating 
or opening of it, he would ſend to me to meet him. Some few days after the 
Patient ſent me notice that his Chirurgeon had been with him, and reſolved 
to open it : whereupon I took the next opportunity to ſpeak with the Chirur- 
geon, and went along with him to his Patient ; where I endeavoured to per- 
{wade him that the Swelling aroſe from Bloud, and withal propoſed a pallia- 
tive Cure by a laced Trowze and ſome good Reſtrictive. But the Chirurgeon 
declared himſelt poſitively for the opening of it. 1, ſeeing his reſolution, re- 
plied, Since you are fo opihionated, you may (if you think good ) make a 
trial of the Tumour by thruſting a ſmall Lancet direQly into the middle of it; 
and it upon pulling out of the Lancet it appear mattery, you may lay it more 
open; if it appear bloudy, you may more eaſily cure it than one made by a 
Cauſtick. He readily aſlented to the trial, and the Patient rejoycing in the 
propoſal, he attempted it with a Lancet : but not thruſting it deep enough to 
reach the Cavity, I took the Lancet, and, paſling it into the ſame Opening he 
had made, thruſt it directly down into the Cavity, and pulled it out bloudy ; 


but 
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but not one drop followed ir. The Chirurgeon not being therewith fatisfied, I 
wiſhed him to paſs a ſmall Probe down into the Opening. He did ſo: and 1 
alſo made a ſearch with the fame Probe, and felt the Cavity large and full of 
Liquids, which was certainly Bloud, the Probe coming out bloudy. I perſwa- 
d&d the Patient to keep his Bed till that PunQture ſhould be agglutinated, and 
adviſed the Chirurgeon to be careful in the Cure of it. We dreſſed it with a 
Pledgit of /inzment. Arcei, with Emplaſter and Bandage: to the uſe of which 
Medicine [ left them, not doubring of their care in healing up fo ſmall! a Pun- 
ure. Abour ten days after, walking near the door in a dark evening weary, 
and deſirous to reſt my ſelf, the thoughts of this poor man enclined me togo 
into the houſe. I enquired of the Land-lady it he was within. She replied, He 
is dying: That upon his rifing out of his Bed the Bloud had burſt forth exceſ- 
ſively : That the Chirurgeon had for fome days endeavoured to ſtop it, but 
had fince left the Patient, and a Neighbour-woman had applied a Pultice to 
it; and that the Chamber ſtunk fo extreamly as it would poiſon me to go 
into it. I went up, and found the room ſcattered with ſtinking bloudy Cloaths, 
and the poor Man languiſhing in his Bed, which was not cleanlier. I ſent pre- 
ſently away for the Chirurgeon, and in the while made Rowlers and Com- 
preſſes, and ſent for ſome Yeaſt and Wheat-flower. The Chirurgeon being 
come, we ſpred a mixture of them upon cloaths, and armed ſeveral Tents 
with the ſame. Having thus prepared our Dreſſings as the time would permit, 
we took oft the bloudy ones, and held the Orifice cloſe while we cleanſed the 
Thigh from the Pultice and Bloud, then ſtopped the Orifice with a Tent pro- 
portionably, and applied our Agglutinatives over, with Compreſs and Ban- 
dage wrung out of Oxycrate. We rowled the Member moderately ſtraight, 
then laid him clean, and cauſed a meſs of Caudle to be given him, and encou- 
raged him with hopes of recovery. The Chirurgeon pleaded for himſelf, that 
he thonght the Patient had been dead: 
- Three or four days aſter we dreſſed him again, and ſound him much recrui- 
ted in his Spirits, he not having bled one .drop: and indeed rhe Emplaſters 
adhered as cloſe to the Skin as we could defire. After we had taken out the 
Tent, abundance of grumous Bloud iſſued forth: we cleanſed it away, and 
ſhaked into the Abſcets about a dram of Merc. precipitat. and though we had 
then choice of Medicaments, yet we applied the larne as before, and continued 
that method of Drcfſings, till the Bloud wis converted to Vatter. Then we 
ſlit open the Orifice, and dreſſed it as a ſinuous Ulcer. After fome days, obfe: 
ving that the Matter could notdiſchbarge while he kept his Bed till the Abſcels 
was full to run over, we cauſed him to riſe out of it: but that little while he 
was up he ſwouned; wherefore we put him to bed again, and allowed him 
ſtronger nouriſhment, and by a Seton-needle made way for the diſcharge of 
Matter to more advantage. The Abſceſs being well diſpoſed to cure, I left 
him again to his Chirurgeon, who cured him. Eee 
This experiment of opening Aneuriſma's by Puncture is not to be imitated, 
unleſs it be in ſuch cales as this, where both Parient and Chirurgeon are fo in- 
credulous. | 
Some years ſince, while I dwelt in the 0/-Bazly, I was conſulted in the 4. Obſer- 
caſe of a Man who in his letting bloud was pricked in the Artery. The Arte-var- 
ry did not bleed outwardly, but diſcharged it ſelf between the Muſcles, The 
Tumour, being miſtaken for a punQture of a Nerve or Tendon, was fomented 
with Diſcutients, whereby 1 found it much inlarged, and not only the inſide 
but the outſide of the Arm ſwelled above and beneath the Elbow, with a Pul- 
lation in thoſe'remote Parts. I cauſed an Emplaſter to be made of ſorne of the 
| Reftrictives ſet down in the method of Cure, c#m ol. roſ. myrtill, & aceto, and 
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applied it cver the Arm to the 4xi//a with Compreſs and Bandage. I then let 


him blond, and diſpoſed him to reſt with an Anodyne draught, and preſcribed 


him Emulfions and cooling Jujeps, with ſuch a Diet as might incraſſate his 
Blond. A day or two after | ſtrengthened the former Bandage by a laced Sleeve 
and Glove, by which for ſome time much of rhe Bloud was returned back into 
the Artery, and the Arm ſeemed in a hopeful way of recovery : but through 
irregularity the Arm ſwelled again, and the Patient grew weary of us, and 
oave ear to every prattle; and ſo it happened that an Empirick was com- 
mended to them, as having an excellent Medicament to ſtop Bleeding. He 
was fetcht, and undertook the Cure, and removed the Patient nearer his Lod- 
ging, where he treated him: bur he being ignorant in making the Bandage, 
or poſſibly not thinking it ſo neceſſary, the Arm ſwelled, and the Tumour 
on the inſide of the Arm being foft and prominent, he concluded it a bag of 
Matter, (as he called it) and applied a few bruiſed Herbs to it, which eat 
into the Skins, and made way for the Blovd to burſt forth abundantly ; info- 
much as a neighbouring Chirurgeon was ſent for, and he called others, who 
rogether made a ſhift to ſtop it at that time. But his Arm grangrened, ſo that 
within few days after they prepared for the cutting it off. The Patient's Re- 
lations, being acquainted with the accident, ſent me to them. 1 ſaw it ampu- 
tated, and the Patient put into his Bed. We ſlit up the Arm, and laid the Ar: 
tery bare. It retained its natural ſhape and ſmalneſs, not one jot dilated; 
nor was the Apertion conſiderable which had been made by that accident, but 
by reaſon of its conſtitution continued open, as I have ſeen a hole punched in 


Leather, where it was capable of receiving the Bloud, if it had been time- 


ly returned: but that being omitted, the extravaſated Bloud forced amongſt 
the interſtices of the Muſcles up to the Axilla, and on the outſide of the Arm 
down beneath the Elbow, in which places we found a quantity of ſtinking 
grumous Bloud. | | 

A Man being much afflicted with a Tumour in his right Arm, occaſioned 
by the pricking of an Artery in letting bloud, having tried the endeavours 
of ſeveral of our Profeſſion unſucceſsfully, ſome whereof had purpoſed the 
raking off his Arm, at the laſt I wasſent for, and met Mr. Arris and Mr. Z7ol- 
lier there. Mr. Gardner was his Chirurgeon. The Tumour was large, much 
inflamed, and painful, with little or no Pulfation : but the Accident which 
gave riſe to the Tumour enough confirmed it an Aneuriſma. My opinion was, 


that a Tumour ſo inflamed was not capable of ſuch Bandage whereby they 
might hope to return the Bloud back into the Artery. Nor indeed was it rea- 


ſonable to ſuppoſe that ſuch a putrefaQive heat as ſeemed to be incloſed inthat 
Swelling was capable of being thruſt back or retained Jong there, without 


making its own way by a Gangrene: and of what danger ſuch an Eruption 


might be to the Patient, if a Chirurgeon were nor at hand, I left to their con- 
ſideration. Then in order to the removal of the Tumour there were but two 
ways, v/z. Amputation of the Arm, or cutting into the Tumour, and making 
Del:gation of the Artery ; which latter I commended to them. They aflen- 
ted to the Deligation: only the Patient deſired a day or two to prepare him- 
ſelf. We applied Empl. e bolo, with a moderate Bandage to reſtrain the 
increale of the Tumour the while. The fourth day after we met again, and, 
having ail things ready, the Patient was placed in a Chair towards the light. 


| rook off the Dreſſings, and made a Ligature four fingers breadth above the | 


Tumour, on which Mr. #7o//ier made a gripe. Some other held the Hand and 
lower part of the Arm, whilſt I made Incifion down the length of the Tv- 
mour. That done, I threw out the grumous Bloud with my fingers, and clean- 
led the Wound with a Sponge. Then defiring Mr. /7o/lier to ſlacken his hand 


upon 
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upon which the Artery diſcovered it felf by the bloud ſpurting out, I paſſed 
my Needle under the upper part of the Artery, and tied that, and cut off the 
end of the Ligature. Near the Wound made in the Artery by letting bloud 
there was a cartilaginous body formed, which hindred my coming to the Ar- 
tery ; | cut it away, then paſſed my Needle, and made a ſecond Ligature. 
We dreſſed it up with Pledgits ſpred with the common Digeſtive ex terebinth. 
dipt tu pulv. Galeni, and applied Empl. diachalcit, malaxed with ol. rof. and 
rowled it up to the eaſe of the Patient; then put him into his bed, and preſcribed 
him an Anodyne dravght to take that night. The next day I viſited him, and 
found him in much eaſe: he had ſlept well with half the draught was deſigned 
him, and was not troubled with thoſe fainting fits which he had been ſubje&t 
to before the Operation. The third day we took him out of his bed to dreſs his 
Arm. ln taking of the Dreſſing we found all ſafe, and the Lips of the wound 
tending to digeſtion, Mr. Ho/er, who held the Arm above, ſeeing no Bloud 
flow from the Wound, for experience ſake griped it harder: upon which the 
Bloud of a ſudden dropped from the fleſhy parts and Capillaries in great drops, 
as if it had been preſſed out of a Sponge. I wondered at the manner of its 
bleeding, not minding what he had done: bur he flckning his hand, it cea- 
ſed as ſoon. -Which may ſhew the ill conſequence of over-hard binding in Caution. 
the dreſſing of Wounds, Ulcers, Sc. We dreſſed the Wound with the Dige- 
ſtive as before, and fo continued it till the wound was well digeſted. From 
that time we dreſſed ir with Sarcoticks, rubbed the looſe fleſh with the 
Vitriol ſtone, and haſtened the cicatrizing of it with ag. medicamentoſ. &c. 
I faw the Ligatures fall. off, and the Wound cicatrizing, then left ir to his 
Chirurgeon, it being at that time indeed almoſt cicarrized. The Patient made 
me 2 viſit a while after, and ſhewed me that he could uſe that Arm as well as 
the other.

CHAP. XVIL 
Of an Herpes. 


Erpes hath its name a ſerpendo, from its creeping quality : it is alſo cal- Names. 
led Formica ambulativa& corrofiva; and, by Celſus, Ignis ſacer. It procee- 
deth from pure Choler (as it is yet thought) ſeparated trom the other Hu- 
mours, and caſt out into the Superficies of the Skin. 
There are three Species of them, diftering from each other according to z. Specics, 
the Humour of which they are generated. The firſt is the Simple Herpes, 
| Proceeding from pure Choler. The ſecond is the Herpes miliaris, wherein there 
5 an admixture of a ſalt wateriſh Humour. The third Species is Herpes exe- 
dens, where the Humour added to the Bilis partaketh of much acrimony, and 
proves exceeding corroſive. BE 
The Simple Herpes is a Puſtule of a yellowiſh inflamed colour with a ſharp $inple 
head: it cometh ſoon to maturity, and the Matter is viſible in the upper part #*2**- 
of it whilſt its bafis is inflamed ; but in the eruption of the Matter the Inflam- 
mation goeth off, and it healeth. In the face they frequently appear _ 
L 2 an 
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and ſo they will in other parts of the body, and are generally taken notice 
of as cholerick Puſtules: but they do often appear over-ſpreading the Back, 
Sides, or Breaſt, and are accompanied with an Ery/pelas, and have a Fever 
joined with them; being in this caſe known by the name of Shingles. 

Herpes The Herpes miliaris riſeth in a cluſter of ſmall Wheals little differing from 
miliaris, the colour of the Skin. They are firft diſcovered by their itching, and being 
rubbed or ſcratched they weep a thin wateriſh Humour : from that time a Scab 
appearcth in the head of each of them of the form of a Millet-ſeed, from whence 
the Tumour hath its name. As the Puſtules heal in one place, they uſually break 
out in another. | 
Heres Herpes exedens is ſaid to be rather an Ulcer than a Tumour, but is indeed 
exedens. an Ulcer with Tumour, it riſing in the Skin in a ſmall Tubercle, on the top 
whereof there appeareth an Ulcer like a pin-hole. It is for the moſt part with- 
out Inflammation or Pain. When it ariſeth alone it 1s ſcarce taken notice of, it 
mattering but little unleſs it be picked, and then it feabs ſoon after with a 
thin Scurf. But in progreſs of time it ſheweth its 1] condition, by eating away 
the Skin, and indurates the fleſh underneath and Parts about. Sometime I have 
ſeen theſe Ulcers ariſe in the Skin ſomewhat diſtant one from another, making 
an unequal furrow ; as from the upper Lip by the Noſtri] creeping to that ſide 
of the Noſe, ſo to the ridge of it, and down again to that corner of the Eye, 
healing in ſome places while 1t eat deep into the fleſh in others. 
This Herpes in Lues venerea frequently ariſeth from a Simple Herpes, while 
the Mater is ſhut in by the Scab, it corroding underneath, and making an U]- 
cer; when it breaketh out, appearing like a Honey-comb, bigger or leſs, and 
- a round or long figure, accordingly as the Diſeaſe hath more or leſs ma- 
[gnity. 
Propno- The Simp/e Herpes is neither dangerous, nor difficult of cure; bat in the | 
ſtick. Face it may be exaſperated by picking orſcratching,and grow corroſive, other- 
wiſe it will heal of it ſelf. When it firſt overſpreads a Part, the Patient is indif+ 
poſed with Fever; but as it cometh to Matter, that indiſpoſition goeth off. 
As an Eryfpelas doth ſometime terminate in a Herpes, fo an Herpes is fre 
quently accompanied by an Ery/ipelas, 
The Herpes miliaris is without Fever, but is difficult of Cure, eſpecially if it 
afte& the Face, Noſe or Ears. If the Cure be negleRed, it cateth deep into the 
Fleſh; and then, in what Part ſoever it is, the cure is hard to accompliſh. | 
The Herpes exedens is moſt difficult of cure, and if it be not timely treated, 
it certainly terminates in a Phagedzna or Cancer : but when it ariſeth from | 
Lues vexcrea, the very worſt is curable. :

Merc, ducts, Merc. pracipitat. arcannm corall:- 
num mixed with 4ngaent. roſatam, have ſometime ſerved me to good purpoſe 
in the curing of this Diſeaſe in Children and Tender Bodies; but in the more 
rebellious ſort we foment them with good Lixivium or an ablution of Turbith. 
Spirit of Vitriol and rhe Cauſtick-ſtone it ſelf may be alſo neceſlary. And this is 
it which makes an Herpes 1n the Face fo hard of cure, we not daring to apply 


ſuch Corroſives there, eſpecially not on the Noſe, where the Cartilages and 
Bones lie ſo.near the Skin, 


Girl of about ſix years of age was brought to me with many ſmall an: :. obfer-

de cerat. ad herpetem, to aſlwage the heat, and defend her cloaths from ſticking Ear. 

A few days after they 
brought her to me again. The Inflammation was then going off, and the Pa- 
fulz on the lower parts burſt ; but thoſe behind her Ear where white and full

with angaert. tatiz upon Pledgits of Lint; by which in three or four days 

after they were dried up and cured. | 

A Gentleman of about fifty years old, through ſome diſorder in Diet, hea- hr: ne. 

ted his Bloud, and was indiſpoſed with a Cough and Shortneſs of breath: he Herpes. 
had alſo many Puſtules riſen upon his Breaſt, Back, and Sides, with an Inflam- 

mation partaking of an Ery/pelas. 1 let him bloud about ten ounces, and pre- 

ſcribed him a Clyſter, alſo a peQtoral Ptiſan, and adviſed him to forbear ſtrong 

drinks, and to make his diet of Water-grewel, Panado and the like. I fent 

him ſome of my lenient Cerote to apply, in cafe any of the Puſtules ſhould 

matter and ſtick to his linen. Three or four days after they came to maturity, 

and brake, and dried as the former: while they dried he was purged with 

Whey and Manna, and a few days after was well and abroad, 

A young Gentlewoman of about. eighteen years of age, upon a ſuppreſſion 3. Obſer- 

of the Menſtraa, was afflicted with many angry Pu/talz on her right Hand v**- of 
from her Wriſt to her Fingers ends, which by ill treating ulcerated into one _ 
another, and excoriated all over. I drefſed them with unguent. album champho-

The next day I purged her with an opening A- 
pozeme, ſuch as is propoſed in the Chapter of the ch; which ſhe repeated 

often. The day after her firſt Purge I looked upon her Hand, and finding it 

all mattery, bathed it with a decoQion of poligonum, ſummitat. equiſeti, rubi, &c. 

then dipt cloaths in ſome of the fame, and rowled up each Finger by it ſelf, 
leaving a ſpace here and there between, on which I applied Pledgits ſpred with 

unguent. de lithargyro. 1 dreſſed up the Hand after the ſame method, and advi- 

(ed her to renew the Dreflings thrice a day. By this and other drying waters it 
cicatrized here and there; but then an Inflammation aroſe above the Wriſt 


with many Wheals. Upon the fight of which I gave her 2. ca/ome! over =

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and a draught of her purging Apozeme in the morning. By the repeating it 
three or four times, with intermiſſion of ſome days, I took off the Fermenrati- 
on in her bloud; and by the bathing that Hand and Arm with /ac butyratumg 
and dreffing it with angaent. de lithargyro and ſuch like, I cured her. Ir being 
then the ſeaſon to drink the Waters, I recommended her to Epſom, and from 
thence to Tunbridge: they paſſed well, and ſhe recovered her perfect health. 

A Perſon of Honour, of a full Body abounding with ſharp Humours, was 
ſeized with an Herpes on his right Leg. I dreſſed it with a mixture of angaent. 
mutritum and popaleon, and propoſed Bleeding and Purging : but we being up- 
on 2 march,our lying in the fields the nights and marching all day was incon- 
Gſtent with ſuch Rules ; whereupon it inflamed and ſwelled very much, many 
Wheals aroſe, and fretted one into another, with great Excoriation. I fomen- 
ted the Leg in the mornings, and ſometimes in the evening, (as we had time) 
with a DecoQion of polyzonum, plantag, equiſet. flor. roſ. rabr. and dreſled-it 
with unzaent. album camphorat. cum albumine ovi, with an addition of ax- 
gent. tutiz, (pred upon little pieces of Linen, and laid on at \uch' diſtance as the 
Matter might get out between, then rowled on a Compreſs preſt out of the Fo- 
mentation. But the Fluxion was ſo great, and the Marter fo very ſharp, thar 
for a while it would yield tono Applications. But after he had the conveniency 
of a Coach to reſt his Leg, I made a ſhift rocicatrize the Ulcerations by apply- 
ing bits of Linen dipt in the aforeſaid Decoftion, and laying Plecgits ſpred 
with angucnt. tutiz, &c. upon the edges of the Ulcerations over the Linen, 
with Compreſles and Bandage. The Matter was well diſctiarged between 
Dreſſings, by which means the Ulcer was digeſted and healed. 

Of the Cure of theſe Ulcerations with ntemperies humida you may read 
more particularly in their proper Chapter in the Treatiſe of Z!cers. 

One came to me having an extream itching in the Palm of one of his hands. 
I looked upon it, and faw many ſmall white Wheals ſcarce diſcernable: thoſe 
which he had ſcratched had ſmall Scabs on the heads of each one of them like 
Millet-ſeed: they ſeemed dry, but were encompaſſed alſo with Wheals, and did 
all itch very much. He had alſo ſomewhat of the ſame Herpes on his Thumb 
and Fore-finger of the other hand. I purged him with pulv. cornach. and fent 
him a pot of the wygwerr. calcis preſcribed in the merhod of Cure to dretfs them 
with. I afterwards purged hin with palv. cornach. and Merc. dulcis; by which, 
and the addition of a few grains of Merc. ſublimat. to the aforeſaid Unguent, 
the Herpes, was dried up in the ſeveral Parts. | 

A Woman came to me with an Ulcer in the Sole of one of her feet. It was 
an unequal dry Ulcer, eating into the Skin to the Fleſh of the compaſs of 
Half a crown: it was not much painful or inflamed, otherwiſe than as ſhe hear 
it by walking on it. I cauſed it to be waſhed with an Ablation of Turbith, 
and applied angaent. calcis upon it, and afterwards purged her with Cathar- 
ticks and Calomel. Thus the Ulcers dried, but afterwards roſe again in the rap- 
ged Lips. Upon fight whereof I rubbed thoſe Lips all off with the Cauſtick- 
ſtone ſo far as [ could judge any of rhat Humour lurked ; then applied nguerr. 
bahlicon hot upon Pledgits, with ſome of the aboveſaid Cerote over all. The 
third day after, when I rhought to have ſeen a deep Ulcer, I found it flat and 
dry, and, ſcraping off the Ointmenr, I alſo brought off the Slough, and faw 
the Skin ſooth and even perfealy well: by which it was evident that the 
Dilcaſe was only in the Skin. | 

A Gentlwoman about fifty years of age, upon the ceaſing of the Men/trua, 
was aftlited with an itching on the right ſide of her Head above her Ear. It 


liars and growing vexatious, and not yielding to common Remedies, ſhe came to me. 


a ſimple 
Herpes. 


It was an ZZerpes miliaris about the breadrh of an half crown-piece amongſt 
her 
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her Hair. Her often ſcratching it had exaſperated it, and the ſharp Humour 
which iſſued from it had fretted the Skin beltind her Ear downward, and in 
progrels of time that became ſerpiginous, and was, when I faw it, covered 
with white branny Scales. The Humour dropping down from theſe had then 
:nflamed the parts beneath, and many fiery Paſtulz were there riſen, which 
ſpred down to that Clavicle. I dreſſed theſe Jarter with cerat. Galen, let her - 
bloud that evening,and the next morning purged her with Whev, Manna and 
crem. tartar. and that afternoon, when her Phyſick had done working, | dreſ- 
fed the ſimple Herpes with the Ceroteas before ; then clipt oft the Hair from 
the Herpes miliaris and parts about, and with a ſtrong [ixivium bathed that 
Herpes, and waſhed off the branny Scales; then applied that Unguent with 
the auripigmentum mentioned in the method of Cure. It was very painful, 
but by twice applying the malice of the Diſeaſe was extinguiſhed ; and after- 
ward by anointing it with «»guext. roſatum the pain was removed, and the 
Herpes miliaris and Serpigo appeared well cured. The Herpes beneath matte- 
red,and were dried up with the common Epuloticks. I then made her Fon- 
ranels in her Legs; ſince which time ſhe enjoys good health. 

A Man long vexed with an Herpes miliaris on the inſide of his Thigh was

\ The Cauſe of Oedema is, as in other preternatural Tumours, Antecedent, Cauſes.

The Antecedent Cauſes are eithet remote, as default in Diet, Air, Exer- 
ciſe, &c. alſo old Contuſions, Luxations, FraQtures, &c..or more immediate 
as the pituitous Humour abounding in the Body. 

The Conjundt Cauſe is the fame Humour collected into a Tumour, which 
1s done for the moſt 'part by Congeſtion, theſe cold Tumours being rarely 
made by Fluxion. | 

Oedema in it ſelf is not dangerous; people of groſs bodies and good fellows

are frequently ſubje& to them, yet live to old age. But in conlumptive and iick. 


Hydropical bodies it is of ill conſequence, not as it is a Diſeaſe, but as it fore- 
thews a decay of native heat. Thoſe Oedawmata that attend accidents of 
Wounds, Fracture, &c. are not dangerous, nor difficult to cure: bur if an 
Oedema grow hard and painful, there is fear of a Scirrhus; or if it ſuppurate, 
of a long and Tedious Cure. 

In the Care of an Oedema three things are required: firſt, preventing the 
generation of. the pituitous Matter; ſecondly, evacuating the groſs Humours 
that abound in the body, which is the immediate Cauſe of the Diſeaſe; third- 
ly, the Cure of the Tumour it ſelf, which is effeRed by external OESEE

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The firſt of theſe is performed by regulating the Patient in his manner of 
living ; as in Diet, Air,Exerciſe, Sleeping, Watching, Paſſions of the mind, Sc. 
As, that his Bread be of pure Wheat, well baked with Correctives, as Carra- 
way, Fenil, or Aniſe-ſeeds: that his Meat be fleſh of good nouriſhment and 
eafie digeſtion, Mutton, Veal, Pullet,Rabbit, Chicken, &©c. that his Drink be 
Ale well boiled and medicated. Wine is alſo commended ; but moderation in 
drinking is deſired. The Air ought tobe dry and heating, the very removal 
into' hotter Countries being often the Cure of this Diſeaſe. Exercile is requi- 
red, to ſtir up the native heat, and to waſte the Crudities. Sleep in the day- 
time is forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Melancholy is to 
be avoided, and Venery if the Body be weak. 

The ſecond confiſtsin preſcribing ſuch Remedies as may attenuate , open 
Obſtructions, and evacuate the pituitous Humour. Bleeding 1s not alway 
proper, yet may be admitted ifthere be Plezhora. Purging is neceſlary, and in 
order thereto you may begin thus ; Brad. apiz, petroſelini, an.

You'are alſo to haye regard to the weaknels of the Stomach,and endeavour 
the ſtrengthning it,not only by outward Applications, as Fomentations of aZ- 
finth. card. benedift. ſcord. caſſie lign. calam. aromat. &c. but alſo with ſtomachi- 
cal Unguents and Emplaſters, of which you may find ſufficient ſet down in. 
the London diſpenſatory. Cordial EleQtuaries and digeſtiye Powders are alſo 
uſefull, whereof I ſhall give yonſome.. ..Bz conf, anth..

In the beginning, the Medicaments may be ſuch as do moderately repel, 
not violently,leſt the Humour of which the Tumour proceedeth, being for the 
moſt part grols, be thereby made more tough: beſides, Repellents are not fo 
proper in congeſted Tumours. When we uſe them,it is rather to ſtrengthen the 
Part,thanto repel ; therefore we mix with them ſuch as have an attenuating

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and difcutient faculry. One of the milder is Bay-falt with Oyl of Olives In 
ſmall Swellings proceeding from the weakneſs of the Part Brandy-wine, or a 
Solution of Bay-faltin Spaniſh Wine, or the Party's own Urine, may ſerve 
ſufficiently to attenuate and dry up the humidity, and ſtrengthen the Parr. 

[n the ſtate when the Tumours are large, they,require Medicaments more 
reſolvent and diſcutient: and the better to diſpoſe them to rarefaQion, you 
may begin with ſuch a Fomentation as this : k ſammitat.ab/tnthii, abrotoni, ori- 
gani, calaminthz, pulegii, ſambuci, chamameli, rute, ſalviz, an.

Bandage 1s of great help in the cure of theſe pituitous Swellings : indeed 
we can do nothing conſiderable without them. Thoſe I eſpecially recom- 
mend to you are the laced Stocking, Trowſe, Sleeve and Glove. "They, as 
ſitting moſt firmly, may be worn with the greateſt advantage, and with the 
leaſt trouble or prejudice to the health of the Patient; yet do they require 
your conſideration and care how they be laced : for by the unequal hard la- 
cing of them you may raiſe a Tumour, and by an equal over-ſtreight lacing 
you may emaciate the moſt fleſhy Leg. Many inſtances may begiven of the 
former, and I ſhall give you one of the latter. 

.. A perſon of a ſedentary hfe, who had been vexed with an Ulcer in one of 
his Legs, was adviſed by his Chirurgeon to wear a.laced Stocking ; and ha- 
ving thereby cured the Ulcer, he thought fit to continue the uſe of the Stock- 
ing ſome while, which he did : but minding more his Study than his Leg, 
he laced the Stocking every morning ſtreighter, till his Leg became fo weak, 
that it could ſcarce ſupport his body. I was fetched, and ſurprized to ſee his 
Leg fo dwindled away, wondering how he could lace it ſo ſmall without Cay. 
ſing Inflammation, or indeed ſuffer it to be fo extenuated without taking 
more timely notice of it. I preſently cauſed the Stocking to be unlaced, and 
his Leg to be bathed with warm water, and embrocated with ol. /umbricor, 
by which it plumped again in few days, and recovered its former ſtrength. 


Gentleman of about thirty years of age, having laboured long of a Quar- , 04.;. 
tan Ague, was afflicted with a phlegmatick Swelling 1n his right Hand var. of a 
trom the Fingers ends to the Arm,as full as the Skin could hold,both back and _ 
Palm, the Joynts ſtiff and uſeleſs. ' The Tumour was painful by reaſon of the 
great diſtention of Parts, and was thereby rendred hard, yer yielded to the im- 
preſſion of my Fingers. Door Leztha/ had purged him frequently; but the 
Tumour not yielding thereto, he put him into my hands. 1 began my work 
with the milder Fomentation preſcribed in the method of Cure, and embroca- 
oy M 
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ted it with ol. cham. © rutac. cam ſale comm. applied over the whole Swelling 
Emplaſtr. diaſulphuris, rowled it up, and placed it high up to his Breaſt. TI 
continued this method ſome days without much advantage, then left off the 
uſe of the Emplaſter, and applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hordez, &c, as it is ſet 
down in the method of Cure, and continued the Fomentation and Embrocati- 
on; by the uſe of which the Tumour did ſomewhat diſcuſs. But, according 
to my long Obſervance, theſe crude Tumours cannot throughly diſcuſs with- 
out the help of a more ſtrict Bandage; therefore, having thus diſpoſed them for 
Bandage, I cauſeda Glove to be made of ſtrong Leather, flittingthe back and 
fingers, and making Eylet-holes to draw it clole. Then having applied the 
Cerote above preſcribed, with a compreſs of cloath over it, and a piece of 
Vellum to defend the Hand from the Lace, TI laced the Glove on moderately 
ſtreight to the eaſe of the Patient, and ſtreightned it ſtill dayly. But from that 
time I did not dreſs the Hand more than once in four or five days, and then 
fomented and dreſſed it as I had done before,laying Compreſles upon the Palm 
of the hand and elſewhere as I ſaw occaſion. As the Swelling diminiſhed the 
Glove became too big; we therefore put on another leſs and began again to 
purge him, and preſcribed him decott. ſarſ@ /ign. guaiaci, &c. and from that 
time we purged him once a week with extraf. radi: & calomel. By this method 
I diſcuſſed this Tumour in the midſt of Winter, he not keeping his Chamber 
but when he took Phyſick : yet there remained a ſtifneſs in the Joints of the 
Wriſt and Fingers, and the Arm was extreamly emaciated. For the nouriſhing 
of it I made a Fontanel in that Arm; and in order to the relaxation of the 
ſtifneſs of the Joynts of his Hand, 1 fomented them with emollient Herbs boil- 
ed in Fleſh-broth, and embrocated them daily with of. /umbricor: applying a 
Cerote of z»guent. dialthzz and Wax over all. His Hand was alſo ſometimes 
put into Grains or a Beaſt's Belly. Afrer which we dreſſed his Hand, and la- 
ced on the Glove, as before we were accuſtomed to do, and directed him to 
wear a furred Glove to keep it warm. By this method his Arm grew fat, 
and his Hand flexible and ſtrong before March. 
A Widow-woman aged fifty fix years, of a groſs Body, having been long 
ſubje@ to Swellings in her Legs and Feet, was at laſt thereby confined to her 
Bed. They were pituitous, and yielded to the impreſſion of my fingers; yet 
were hard, and ſomewhat inflamed, and painful : which latter was occaſio- 
ned, I ſuppoſe, from the extraordinary influx of Humour. I purpoſed to have | 
begun my Cure with Purgatives: but ſhe, having no uſe of her Legs, would 
not be perſwaded to Phyſick. I fomented her Legs and Feet one after ano- 
ther with the milder Fotus preſcribed in the method of Cure, embrocated 
them with ol. cham. /:lor. cum aceto, and applied a Cerote of anguent. dialth. 
with an addition of Wax, and 5j. of of. cham. chymic. with good Bandage 
from the Toes to the Knee. I repeated this way of Dreſling twice aday, till I 
had mollified and reſolved fomewhat of the Tumour and hardneſs; then | 
made the Fomentation more diſcutient by the addition of Salt and Sulphur 
wiv. and ſome days after cauſed a pair of laced Stockings to be put on, and la- 
ced them daily ſtreighter. But from that time I dreſſed her Legs but once in 
three or four days, unleſs it were that the Skin were fretted by the Salts or her 
ſcratching them. In which caſe I took them off, and bathed her Legs with 
warm water, and applied cerat. Galeni on them. Thus her Feet and Legs were 
made leſs, and her Stockings taken in accordingly,till the Swellings were quite 
diſcuſt, and her Legs and Feet reſtored to their true ſhape, which was in leſs 
than eight weeks; during which I purged her with that Apozeme preſcribed - 
in the merhod of Cure, and made her Fontanels in her Legs, and continued 
the uſe of the laced Stockings. I thought this Widow had been dead, till cos 
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| {aſt Summer ſhe ſent to me for an Emplaſter for a pain in her Shoulder; it 
being the year 59. 1n which I cured her. 

A Perſon of Honour about fiity years of age, of a corpulent full Body, 3. Obfer- 

whom [I had ſeen many years before in France afflicted with pituitous Swel- {4% © 
lings in his Legs and Feet, came over into Egland, and put himſelf into the Legs, Ge. 
hands of Sir Fr. Prujean, he then labouring under a complication of Dilcaſes, 
of which thoſe Swellings 1n his Legs and Feet wereonly a Symptom.By Cha- 
lybiatsand Antiſcorbuticks he was relieved, and reſtored to a tolerable good 
health ; but thoſe Swellings in his Legs did nor leſſen. Upon which conſide- 
ration I was ſent for, and propoled the laced Stockings as the only remedy. 
It being allowed of by the Phyſician, I fomented his Legs with the milder 
Fomentation above preſcribed, embrocated them as above faid in the prece- 
ding Obſervation, and rowled them up from the Feet above the Knees: After 
three or four days I put him on Jaced Stockings with Knee pieces, and by a 
moderate lacing of them reſtored the Legs and Feet to a better ſhape than they 
had been in many years before,and he enjoy«:4 a better health. After the wea- 
ring them ſome months longer, his Legs erew to well, that he trequently dif- 
continued the uſe of them many montin.: very hen be perceived any {ulneſs 
in them, he did put them on again, without adviſing us about it. Nine years 
afrer this Perſon was diſeaſed with a Carbuncle : aiter the Qoring whereof 
his Legs, Thighs and Belly (welled extraordinarily. By Purging ind Antiſcor- 
buticks his Belly funk ; and by laced Stockings and Towzers the 5wellings 
in his Legs and Thighs went off, and rhcy continued well without farther 
uſe of the laced Stockings, he enjoying a good health iome years afterwards. 

In the time of the laſt great Plague, white 1 was in the Country, 1 was 4. Obſer- 
fetched to a perſon of worth,of about ſeventy years of age, lying in bed dif. p30 
eaſed with a cold phlegmatick Tumour in his right Thigh, ſoft and yielding Thigh 
to the impreſſion of my fingers. Door Bowles had been with him, and pre- 

. ſcribed a Fomentation with Embrocations to be daily applied. I approved of 
what had been done : but the weather being then extream cold, the ground 
covered with Froſt and Snow, I thought he might get cold in the time of 
Dreſling ; and beſides, without a ſtrict Bandage it was not likely to remove 
that Tumour. Thergfore I offered to their conſideration, whether a Flannel 
Trowze might 5ot be made to lace ſtreight upon that Thigh, to cheriſh the 
native heat of the Part,and deter the Cure of the Tumour till the Spring. The 
Patient approved of it, and declared that he would return to London about that 
time, and conſult us there in order to his Cure. This being his refolution,l di- 
reRed his Servants to make a Trowze ofa fine Dimity, lined with a ſoft Flan- 
nel, with Eylet-holes, to lace on the out-ſide, with a Waſt-band fitted to the 
upper part of it. The Trowze being made, I ſaw 1t laced on, a piece of Spa- 
niſh Leather being placed under the Lacing, to defend his Thigh from being 
hurt by it. The lower part ofthe Trowze was tacked to a Cotton Stocking he 
put on that Leg. I deſired ( in caſe that Leg ſhould ſwell ) they would put 
on a laced Stocking with a Knee-piece.Afrer 1 was gone,there were ſome Ob- 
jxctions made againſt tizis Bandage : but the Patienr,finding eaſe by it,continu- 
ed the uſe of it, and came to Lo»donin the Spring of the year, and ſent for Sir 
Fr. Prujean, DoQor Bowles, and my elf, to meer Sir Edi. 41//on and Mr. L. a 
Chirurgeon at his houſezto conſult his health, We met, and tound the Patient 
walking in a large Dining-room. He gave us an account of the Swelling in 
his Thigh, and how it was cured by the Bandage I had directed in the Coun- 
try. He allo related to us how he had been over-perſwaded to have the Calf of 
that Leg bliſtered, and of the pain it gave him, and that a Fontanel had been 
made in the.ſame Leg ; which he was alſo forced to heal up by reaſon of the

pain. (Theſe were made after I had been with him. ) He farther declared the 
Obje&ions had been made againſt the Bandage,andlaid, he had therefore ſent 
for us together, to have our Opinions how to regulate himlelt for the future. 
The Phyficians did all approve of the Bandage, and allowed his wearing laced 
Stockings on his Legs in caſe they ſhould ſwell, and preſcribed him a ſtoma- 
chical Pill and fome pectoral Syrups to take for a Cough he was ſubje@t to. 
Some while after the Patient's Legs ſwelling again, I put him on laced Stoc- 
kings, which he did wear till they recovered rheir tone. Afterwards, as occa- 
ſion offered, he wore them, or left them oft. During the time he wore them, 
he commonly bathed his Legs with warm water at night ( by my diretion ) 
once a week to refreſh them, and put freſh Stockings on the next morning. 
Tus helived happily ſome years and died of Old age. 
;. obſce= A Youth aged about 15 years was diſeafed with the Small-pox, and ſoon 
var. of afterwards with a Rheamatiſmus , which eſpecially afflited the Scapulz and 
"Moog right 1ſchion. During theſe Diſtempers the Phyſicians endeavoured by fre- 
Snelling quent Bleeding, Sudorificks , &c. to take off the Ferment in the bloud : but 
efron the painincreaſed, and that Leg ſwelled from the Hip to the very Toes ex- 
&c. — ceedingly,and ſeemed cedematous. On each of the Scapal# there alſo appeared 
a large Tumour without inflammation. Theſe latter we judged to be full of 
Matter, and accordingly I opened them by inciſion, and diſcharged a great 
quantity of purulent Matter. We dreſſed them with «»gaent. bafilicon upon 
Pledgits. The Swelling in the Leg we ſtuped with a Decoftion of warm 
Plants ina common Lixivie, adding to it ſome Brandy-wine. After we had 
well fomented it, weembrocated the whole Member with ol. o[zvez and a Solu- 
tion of common Salt ; then rowled it from the Toes vp to the Hip, and placed 
the Foot and lower part of the Leg ſo high upon Pillows as might hinder the 
defcent of the Humours. We alto laid him upon his left Side, to give eaſe 
to a large Ulceration upon the Os coxendiczs, which was occaſioned by his long 
lying upon that Part. After we had thus dreſſed him, my Kinſman Faques 
Wiſeman took the Care of him, and in four or five days removed the Swelli 
out of the Foot, Leg, Knee, and lower part ofthe Thigh, to the great eaſe of 
the Patient : but the while the upper part of the Thigh and Hip {welled the 
more; alſo an Anafarcous Tumour ſtretched the Scrotum to ſuch a bulk as 
hindred his lying longer upon his Side. At the ſight of which I ſcarified it 
with a Lancet gave vent to that ſerous Humour, applied a warm Stupe on 
it wrung, out of the forementioned DecoCtion, and thereby freed the Scrotam 
ſo perfe&tly well as it became no more diſeaſed. The Abſceſs zz Scapulis 
continued to matter much, and the Bones were felt bare in both of them : 
but upon making new Apertions 1n the Parts more declining,the Matter diſ- 
charged eaſily, and they cured within three weeks after. But in the mean 
time the Tumour in the upper part of the Thigh became painful daily more 
and more. Feeling Matter fluCtuate in it, we opened it by Incifton, and dif- 
charged a large quantity of Matter indifferently concotted : yet we could not 
by ſearch of Probe diſcover any Sinzs conſiderable ; but,by preſſure with our 
hands upon the Os ſacrum and back-ſide of the 7/;onu, we ſaw the Matter flow 
freſh out of the Ablceſs : upon which account care was taken to make Com- 
preſſure by Bandage upon that Part. Whilſt this Abſceſs became the care of 
the Chirurgeons, there was conſideration had of Internals, to diſpoſe the Hu- 
mours to a healing condition. Bur, alas ! he was ſo emaciated, weak and reſt- 
leſs by reaſon of new Ulcerations which were riſen upon the Os coccygis and 
both Hips, that we only preſcribed him good Broths and ſuch Meat as might 
nouriſh him; and art laſt, for his more eaſe, we placed him direQly upon his 
Belly ; and thereby the Ulcers which had been made by lying on the places 
atore- 
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aforeſaid were diſpoſed to cure, and the Matter which lodged deep in the up- 
per part of the Thigh and /ſchion, &rc. by this poſition made its way down by 
the Os i/ion, and flowed more plentifully. Upon fight whereof that Opening 
was inlarged about two or three inches, for the more free diſcharge. From 
: that time the Matter daily lefſened, and accordingly the Tumour diminiſhed, 
the Abſceſs and external Ulcerations healed, and the Patient viſibly recovered 
his ſtrength, infomuch that we hoped our work had been well-nigh at an end. 
But he not being able tolie ſo long, upon his Belly, the Ulcerations on his Back 
and Hips increated, and proved exceedingly vexatious, alſo the Swelling up- 
on the /ſchion grew big, and fo painful, that it contrated that Leg. Fomen- 
tations and Cataplaſms powerfully diſcutient and refolvent were for fome 
time applied: they proving inefteual, we applied a ſtong Cauſtick on the 
middle of that Tumour, and cur into it: but it appearing dry and calious, we 
filled up the Apertion with Pracipitate. While we were digeſting out that 
Callas, Embrocations were uſed to the contrafted Tendons, and the Ulcerati- 
ons, &c. were daily dreſſed, whereby in rhe ſpace of ſix weeks they were all 
cured, and the Patient reſtored to the uſe of that Leg, but as yet he makes 
uſe of Crutches ro ſupport his weak body. 

[ was ſent for to an Infant of about a year old, diſeaſed with a ſoft white 5: my 
Tumour in the midſt of herright Thigh yielding to the impreſſion of my fin- un © 
gers: it was of a very large ſize, without much complaint of pain. I embroca: dem in 
red the Swelling with ol. rof. and Bay-ſalt, and applied an Emplaſter of diachy/. ** Ten: 
zreat. cam aceto, with Bandage over it. After a few days continuance of theſe 
Dreſſings, finding the Tumour not to leſſen, I fomented it with the milder 
Diſcutients ſet down in the method of Cure, and applied Emplaſt. diaſulph. 
by the uſe of which it ſeemed to diflolve ; but afterwards 1t increaſed again, 
and became hard, of a dusky colour, and as it were fixed to the Bone. "Then l 
applied a Cataplaſm ex mucilag. rad. alrhee, lilior. ſem. lini © fanu graci, &c. 
endeavouring Reſolution : but it inflamed, and ſuppurated deep amongſt 
the Muſcles. 1 continued Suppuratives, and after a tew days, the Matter 
being more concoCted, opened it, and gave vent to a forid Matter; then 
dreſſing up the Abſcels with. #nugzey?. bafilicon upon a Tent, I embrocated it 
with of. roſ. applied the fame Cataplaſm, and afterwards deterged it with 
mundif. Paracelſ. and incarned and cicatrized it as hath been faid in large 
Phlegmons. 

A poor Woman brought a Child to me diſeaſed, as ſhe was told, of the 7. Obfer- 

King's Evil; as indeed now-adays every Diſeaſe that appears dangerous or 4, 
difficult of cure is ſent to us as the Evil. He was about fix years of age, and had Thigh. 
a large Tumour on the inſide of his right Thigh. It was not the Ev2l, but, the 
Child ſeeming an obje& of Charity, I offered her the Cure of it; and at the 
lame time, while the Child lay upon the Table, I made Inciſfion into it with- 
out asking leave, and diſcharged, l believe, near a Chamber-por fullof a crude 
Matter; then dreſfed it up with Pledgits of angaent. baſilicon and Emplaſtr. dia- 
chalcit, with Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day ſhe brought him again 
to me, and then the Skin ſeemed much contracted ; yet it bagg'd, and had 
near a Porrenger-full of Matter init. T laid it open that way with a pair of 
Probe-ſcifſors, and dreſſed it afterwards once more. My ſervants from that 
time continued to do it, till ſhe thought ſhe could cure it her elf. 

A Child of about four years of age, having been ſeized with a Fever in the g, obſer- 
Autumn, languiſhed the Winter following under various Diſcaſes, and was lame en of 
by reaſon of ſome ſwellings about the right Hip and Thigh. Dr. Denton was Fett 
his Phyſician, who having recovered the Child toa tolerable meaſure of health, mours in- 
took me along with him to conſider thoſe Swellings. There was one round **< Thigh 
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Tumour near the Hip, the other was on the fore-part of the Thigh, very 
large: they had all the ſigns of flatulent Tumours (except the Sound.) We 
applied Emplaſtr. diaſulph. and put on a laced Trowze with a Compreſs upon 
the Tumours, and deferred the farther proſecution of the Cure till the wea- 
ther grew warmer; and then, finding the Tumours unreſolved, we fomented 
them with Diſcutients boiled in a common Lixiviam, and repeated the uſe of 
the former Emplaſter, by which the Tumour on the outſide diſcuſſed, (if it did 
not paſs its Matter into the other : ) which ſoon after I opened in the moſt 
declining part four fingers breadrh above the Knee, and, inſtead of Wind, 
diſcharged a large Porrenger-full of a clay-coloured faetid Matter. The Open- 
ing was made by Cauſtick: it ſerved for the eafie diſcharge of the Matter, 
which after a few days leſſened, and by Compreſſion the Part agg!utinated 
above, and cured without farther inlarging or putting in a Tent. 

A Gentleman of about thirty years of age having from his youth been vex- 
ed with a fiſtulous Ulcer in his right Teſticle, in progreſs of time a Tumour 
aroſe in the lower Belly over the Pabes, ſtretching to the right Groin. He con- 
ſulted Mr. Fexman and my ſelf. The Swelling was hard and painful, but 
without Inflammation. We ſuppoſed it to arite trom an eituſfton of Serum 
through all rhe hypogaſtrick Arteries. That of the Teſticle we believed to 
come from Juices caſt in by the ſpermatick Veſlels, which, mecting with a 
check in their progreſs, made the whole Teſticle ſcirrhous, and the Ulcer, as[ 
ſaid, fiſtulous. We begun our Applications to the Tumour with a d:ſcutient 
Cataplaſm ex far. fabar. hordei, ſem. lini, fenugraci, flor. ſambuci, cham. pulver, 
in oxymel. hoping to ſcatter the Humour: we allo endeavoured Revulſion 
by Venz{etion, Clyſters, and lenient Purgatives. Doctor Short was conſulted 
and aſſiſted all along in the Cure. While we were endeavouring to diſcus the 
Tumour, it began to inflame and tend to Suppuration. Upon ſight whereof 
we ſuppurated it, and opened it by Cauſtick about two inches long near the 
Ns z1ion, and diſcharged a large quantity of Matter. As the Eſcar ſeparated, 
we endeavoured Digeſtion, and cheriſhed the Parts by good Fomentations, ad- 
ding Compreſs and Bandage to. preſs out the Matter; the Phyſician having 
the while preſcribed a decott. ſarſe, chine, &c. with proper vulnerary Plants and 
Balſamicks, purging by intervals. Yet notwithſtanding theſe endeavours, the 
Abſcels became more ſinuous, and put us upon a neceſſity of laying it open the 
whole length as it lay tranſverſe the Belly. The Matter was thereby more 
eaſily diſcharged; bur, by reaſon of its virulency, it corroded under the Lips 
of the Ulcer, rendring them ſinuous and jagged, and the Peritonzum bare in 
ſome places. The leaſt application of a Catheretick exaſperated it, &c. "The 
rubbing of a callous Lip with the Cauſtick-ſtone gave him a fit of the Colick. 
Upon which conſiderations we exhibited a few grains of Turbith mineral, 
which gave him three or four Vomits. By the repeating of that ſome times he 
ſalivated, and the Ulcer afterwards became well diſpoled and cured. The 
Teſticle was grown to the Scrotum, and paſſed its Matter through it in two 
ſeveral places: there was alſo another Sus which paſſed through the body of 
the Teſticle downwards. We had been ſome while endeavouring to conſume 
the Callofities of theſe by Emollients outwardly applied, as alſo by Cathere- 
ticks inwardly upon Tents into the Ulcer: but failing in the latter, we laid 
open the Suus on the fide of the Teſticle from one Orifice to the other, and 
digeſted and healed it; then paſs'd a Seton-needle through the other. Sinus, & 
made way beneath for diſcharge of the Matter. When that lower Orifice was 
digeſted, we pulled out the Ligature, and kept it open with a Tent, and there 
by drained the Matter from the uppermoſt parts, and cured the Teſticle. 

A Man came out of /re/and diſeaſed with a large Tumour in the lower Belly 


deep 
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deep under the Muſcles, without Inflammation, hardneſs or Pulfation: it 
was moſt prominent towards the left zxen, and ſomewhat heated. The 
Tumour had been long growing, and of late very painful. I applied an Fmp!. 
Czſaris over the whole Tumour, and fitted him with a Bracer to bear a part of 
the weight of it, deſigning that way to palliate it. By theſe he was ſomewhat 
relieved, and made a Journey with ſome of his Friends into the North, pur- 
poſing to drink the Waters at Xnaresbrook: but by reaſon of his pain he ſtop- 

ed at Tork; and, meeting with no hopes of Cure there, he returned hither, 
and ſent for me. I went, and found him in his Bed full of pain, and that part 
of the Tumour in the Groin ſwelled and inflamed, and full of Matter, as I 
thought: but, doubting the ſucceſs, I deſired he would conſult ſome eminent 
Men of my Profeſſion. He made choice of Mr. 7ho. HZelier. We conſidered 
the ſituation of the Tumour, the time and manner of its growth, with the 
Symptoms all along attending it, and concluded.-it originally a Tumour by 
Congeſtion; ſuppoſing the pain to proceed from ſome acrimony in the Se- 
rum, which falling into this declining Part putrefied. Upon this ſuppoſiti- 
on we complied with the Patient and his Friends defires, opened the Tu- 
mour in that Groin by Incifion, and diſcharged about half a large Porrenger 
of a bloudy Serum. We then laid it more open, and, obſerving nothing more 
to come forth, : made a ſearch with our fingers, and feeling nothing but Fat, 
dreſſed it up with Digeſtives ex zerebinth. &c. with Emplaſter and Bandage. 
The Patient was eaſed of his pain, and reſted well that night. The third day 
we met again, and found him as well as might reaſonably be expeQed: but 
from the time we opened the Tumour he had not been outof his Bed. Ta- 
king off the Dreſſings, we found the Tumour ſunk, and a little Matter from 
the Lips of the Wound; but from the Abſceſs there was only a Gleet diſchar- 
ged. We fomented the whole Belly with deco@. abjinth flor. cham. ſambuci, &c. 
made in Wine, and drefſed up the Abſceſs with Digeſtives as before. We were 
not ſatisfied with our work, yet had no Symptoms of its penetration : he brea- 
thed well, and his Urine and Stools were good. At our next dreſſing we faw 
the Ulcer had gleeted much, and the Opening appeared full of a greaſy Fat 
ſoiled, as the Omentum will be after tt hath been ſome time corrupted by the 
air. We pulled ſome of it out, and, having made a Ligature under it, cut it 


off and dreſſed up the Patient as before. We were inclinable to think that. 


what we had cut oft was part of the, Omentum: but then why ſhould not the 
Inteſtines thruſt out 2 To clear this Doubt, I brought the next day an InjeQion 


| made of a DecoCtion of ſome Vulneraries, ex rad. ireos, ariſtoloch. rot. myrrh. 


aloe, ſarcocoll. mell. roſ. and a little ſpir. vini, and caſt ſome of it up with a 
Syringe. It came out again. We repeated the Experiment, till we had well 
ſatisfied our felves that it came all out again: which confirmed to us that the 
Abſceſs was not within the cavity of the Belly amongſt the Bowels. But 
the caſting up of this InjeAtion gave the Patient a Colick, upon which we 
uſed it no more. The Lips of the Abſceſs digeſted well, but from within it 
only gleeted, and thruſt out Fat, which we daily cut oft without the loſs of 
' a drop of bloud, and dreſſed up the Abſceſs with mundif. ex apio, continuing 
the uſe of diſcutient Fomentations and Cataplaſms. We very much deſired 
to ſee our Patient up out of his Bed: but he apprehended that his Guts would 
tumble out; and the more Fat we pulled away, the more he deſponded, and 
in the ſpace of two Months languiſhed and died. I relolved to open his Body, 
and to that purpoſe made my Incifion down from the Carrilag. enfiformis to 
the Pubes, and from the Navel croſs over. Then it appeared plainly that the 
Tumour was made by abundance of a ſoft white greafie Fat lying berween the 
Peritonzum and Mulcles of the lower Belly. The Peritonzum was ſound, = 
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the leaſt tainted, yet lay ſo bare, that the moſt curious Anatomilt could not 
by Diſſe&ion more expoſe it. + 
If this perſon had but roſe out of his Bed to the Cloſe-ſtool, nay, if he had 
but roſe upon his Knees to urine, the Fat had ſlipr out at the ſame time; for 
it lay looſe floating upon the Peritonezum. After I had removed the Fat, I divi- 
ded the Peritozzum, and there I faw all the Yiſcera ſound and ſweet as ever 
beheld in any dead body in my lite.

CHAP. XIX. 
Of a Scirrhus. 


Cirrhus hath hitherto amongſt Authors been reputed to have its Original 
from Melancholy and tough Phlegm: the truth of which I dare not deny 
before I know what is meant by thoſe words. For in progreſs of diſcourſe 
the Writers upon this Subject do divide Melancholy into natural, and preterna- 
tural: a Diſtintion by whom begun I do not at preſent remember, but cont; 
nued and uſed by all Writers of the latter Ages. Men that make this Diſtin- 
ion do ſuppoſe the natural Melancholy to be the terreſtrious part of the Bloud, 
but not yet to have exceeded the bounds of a ſanguineous element : preterna- 
#aral to be ſuch as hath contracted a more than ordinarily fixed or terreſtrious 
quality by a fault in conco@tion, which if it be only a Humour fo fixed, may 
be called preternatural Melancholy. Tf the bloud was very hot and acrimoni- 
ous, it hath been preſumed to be burat, and hath gone by the name of Choler 
aduſt: but then it is not of the ſame kind or family. Of theſe more in the Trea- 
tiſe of Cancers. ; 

I deſire not to wade into controverſies of this nature,fitter for the Schools 
than a practical Diſcourſe : it may ſuffice to give ſuch a notion of Melancholy. 
as may be agreeable to the common conceptions of men verſed in the Faculty. 

If we ſo derive our Notion, we may conſider the Bloud to be bred out of 
Chyle, which in the laReous Veſſels is white, but when it enters the Veins it 
by degrees groweth to be pellucid- and then is called Serum, and in ſome caſes 
Pituita; and ar laſt, when it is red, we call it Bloud. Which Bloud conſfiſts of 
much Salt and Sulphur, without which neither the animal Spirits nor the ſolid 
Parts themſelves could be made.According to the degrees of fixedneſs and vo- 


| latility that theſe Salts and Sulphurs do acquire, the Bloud is more or leſs flo-. 


_ wardly, and upon the Yiſcera inwardly : which Concretion, where'it happens, 
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rid, and the whole Habit of body of a better or worſe Conſtitution. If theſe 
Parts arrive to their due volatility the whole Habit is Sanguine - if they be, 
roo fixed, it is Melancholick, according to the old phraſe ; which is indeed fo. 
far from being Aduſtion, that it is rather a Crudity, and the body in this caſe 
differs from a Sanguine condition as a green Apple doth froma, ripe one. Itbe- 
ing the fault of the Bloud that the Chyle having met with too great acidity, 
in the firſt concoQion, doth not ever acquire a genuine ripeneſs, but is apt up-. | 
on occaſion to concrete it ſelf upon the Fibresof the Tendons or Muſcles out-, 


is that Tumour which we call Scirrhas. | br 
The Differences of Scirrhus muſt be taken from the various mixture that. 
happens in the Juices of the Bloud. For Bloud, being made at ſeveral times, 

may partake of many ſeveral qualities; ſome of which may be produced in HY 
| Mats 
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Maſs of Bloud, and -fome in the Part it felf, either by the peculiar Ferment 
thereof, or eiſe by the alteration it may receive from applications of Medica- 
ments. If a falſe Ferment in the Ventricle vitiate the Digeſtion, in ſtead of 
o00d and laudable Chyle, we often find the produ@ to be peccant, either in 
acidity, or acrimony, or ſome other quality. If it be Acrimony, when it comes 
into the Bloud it produceth many hot Diſeaſes, and often Cancers of which 
more hereafter. If a mere crade Acidity, then the body is liable to a Seirrhys - 
but that Scirrhus, according to the various mixtures it may meet with of Bloud 
that went before, may be ſo compounded as to make thoſe ſeveral Species which 
we call Scirrhus, phlegmonoides, eryfipelatodes, edematodes, &c. Nay, though 
the whole Bloud may be troubled with one uniform Diſtemper, which may 
diſpoſe it to the raiſing of a Phlegmon, Eryfipelas,Oedema,&c. yet the applicati- 
ons of Medicines to a Part fo afteted may be ſuch as, exhaling too ſuddenly 
the thinner Juices, may make the cruder portion that remains, in ſtead of 
repining, into a due Digeſtion, harden into a Sczrrhus: or elle by Medicines 
that cool too much the whole Maſs may be kept in its crudity, and fo fixed in 
the Part as'to become hard. 

| The exquiſite or true Scirrhus hath no ſenſe ; the imperfe& Scirrhus hath Signs, 
ſome ſenſe,it it be preſſed upon. The Tumour is hard, immoveable, and of a 
dark redcolour ; if Pituzta be mixed with it, then it-is of a livid colour. If 
a Scirrhus be the original Diſeaſe of the Part, and not the afte of ſome other 
that hath been 1]l handled, it begins uſually ſmall like a Vetchor Pea, and by 
degrees inCreaſeth, without ſhifting or changing of place. If it be the effet of 
ſome other Tumour that terminated in it, asa Phlegmon, &c. then the Accidents 
proper to that Tumour did ſuddenly change into thoſe of a Scirrhus : of which 
you may. ſee more in their proper place. _ | 54 
' The true or exquiſite Scirrhus, being altogether without ſenſe, admits of no progno- 
Cure. The reaſon is, becauſe the induration of the Part is fo great, that it will tick 
not open to receive the free afflux of Bloud into. it, but keeps its own hardneſs 
in deſpight of all Applications, and thereby the uſe of Medicaments is rende- 
red ineftectual. | * 

The imperfect Scirrhas, which hath ſome ſenſe, is not incurable, but yields 
by Reſolution ; though very often it terminates in a Cancer. 

- The Scirrbas which ariſeth from Pitaita, without change of colour in the bs. 
Skin,ifir'be very big and hard, and have hair grown upon it,is neither curable, | <4 
nor” yet. doth terminate-in a Cancer. I 
- In the Care of the Scirrhns three Intentions are required, The firſt is,in the Cure: 
regulation of Diet and manner of living : the fecond is, in the preparing and 
evacuating of the antecedent or peccant Humour: and the third, is in the ap- 
plication of. external 'Medicaments. 

In order tothe firſt,the Air ought to beclear,and temperately hot and moiſt. 
Their Aliment fuch as may breed good Bloud ; as new-laid Eggs, Chickens, 
Pullets, Mutton, Veal, Lamb, Kid : and theſe boiled with Spinage, Borrage, 
Endive, Succory, Lettice, Sorrel,  &c. are better than roaſted. Their Bread 
ought to be of good Wheat and well baked ; their Drink a well-boiled ſmall 
. Ale, or ſmall White-wine, Rhersſh, &c. Their Exerciſe moderate, and alſo 

their Sleep: their Mind chearful, free from care : and the Body ſoluble, by 
ClyRers or otherwiſe. - | 
Ke The ſecond Intentipnis, -the evacuation of the Humour which aboundeth 
1n the Body : whether, to uſe the vulgar phraſe, it be Pituiza or Melancho- 
ly that cauſed the Scirrhus ; or that it proceeded from Obſtruttions of the 
Menſtrua, or Suppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids. If from any of theſe Cauſes 
Bloud abounds and be feculent, Phlebotomy is allowed,a Clyſter preceding : 
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but if Bloud do not abound, forbear Bleeding, and proceed in preparing and 
evacuating the Humours. + 

The Preparatives thereto, according to the Ancients, were with ſyr. de ſuc- 
co borrag. bugloſſ. fumarie, lupul. de duabus radicibus, de pomis Byzantinis. &c. 
inthe diſtilled water of the ſame Plants, or in Whey. But our Patients would 
think that time loſt : therefore, in ſtead of thoſe Digeſtives, we purge with 
Minoratives; viz... decoit. ſenz Gereonis, decoit. epithymi, alſo DecoQions of 
caſſia, tamarind.” &c. cum ſyrupis de pomis purg. QC. eleft. diacathol. diaprun. 
folut. diacaſiiz; and alſo pil. de lapide lazuli.de agarico, aggregativ. &c. Thele: 
tovgh Humours require frequent Purging, but not-by ſtrong Catharticks: cox- 
fett. hamech and ele. diaphenic. are of the ſtrongeſt ſort. It Phlegm abound, 
proceed as hath been propoſed in Oedema, and forbear Bleeding. 
The Plethora evacuated,you may endeavour Revulſton to the-contrary Parts. 
by Friction, Cupping, Fontanels, &'c. In Obſtructions of the Hzmorrhoids 
Leeches may be applied; and in ſuppreſſion of the Menſtrua a Vein may be 
opened in the Arm. or Leg, | 
The third Intenſion is performed in treating the Tumour it ſelf - in which 
= theſe Directions are to be followed. Firſt,that you. do not uſe Repellents; for 
® | cold and tough Humours, of which theſe Swellings are created, are not capa- 
"oy ble of returning back as hot Humours, but do increafe the more thereby. Ia 
the next place, you ought to be cautious in the uſe of Emollients alone ; for 
thereby they are frequently exaſperated,and terminate in Cancers. You ought 
alſo to avoid the uſe of the ſtronger Diſcurtents,leſt thereby you reſolve the ſe- 
rous thin Humours, and convert the groſler part: into a more ſolid fabſtance. 
Therefore you are to confider well the Kabit of the Body, and whether the 
Scirrhus be recent or old, and what the Parts are that beafteted, and propor- 
tion your Medicaments accordingly. | = | | 

As to the Habit of the Body : young people, and fuch asliveefteminately; 

qreuire to be treated with milder Reſolvents than thoſe who live a labouring 
life. So allo a Scirrhas in its recency, whilſt it is in its augment; requireth 
milder Applications-than the confirmed or inveterate one. And thoſe Sczrrhi 
ariſing inthe Fleſhy parts will more eafily reſolve than thoſe on the Liga- _ 
ments and Tendons. £ For #

Perſon of Honour near 4o years of age, of a full Body, had been long ſub- 1. obſet+ 
jet ro cedematous Swellings in both her Legs from the Knees down» '** 
wards: for the remedying of which many Applications had been made abroad 
during the time ſhe was in Prance ; but,by reaſon of her conſtant attendance 
there,they continued ſwelling,and in progreſsof time the Matter indurated and 
became Scirrhous, not only along her Shins, but the muſculous Fleſh on the 
Calves of her Legs and Ancles. The Cure was difficult ; but ſhe promiſing to 
keep her Chamber, I undertook it. She conſulted Sir Alex. Fraſ. who pre- 
pared her body by Purging, Oc. after which I began my work with the Fo- 
mentation ſer down in the method of Cure, her Servants bathing her Legs 
with a Sponge morning andevening ; after which they were embrocated can 
oleo ex ped. bovinis & ol. lumbric. Then I applied a Cerote on them of unguent. 
dialthezand Wax,and rowled them moderately on to retain the Dreſſings : af- 
ter which ſhe reſted her ſelf upon a Bed or Pallet daily. Whilſt this Perfon 
was under Cure, there happened a private DiſſeRion of a ſound Body ar our 
Hall, whence I colleted a good quantity of Fat, which I clarified, and, at- 
ter the fomenting of her Legs, I embrocated them with it twice a day ; to 
which I imputed very much the Recovery ; for from that time the hardneſs 
viſibly refolved,and in a Month's ſpace they were reſtored. During this me- 
thod of Dreſſing ſhe was frequently purged, and a Fontanel made in each Leg. 
SufpeQing her Legs might ſwell upon her firſt going abroad, I cauſed a pair 
of laced Stockings to be put on, which ſhe did wear tome few days: but obſer- 
ving they did not ſwell, ſhe not only left them off, but healed up the Fontanels. 

A Gentleman of about fifty years of age by a Fall brake his lower Jaw, the 2 Obſer- 
Cure whereof you may fee inthe Treatiſe of Fractares. : About half a year af- '** 
ter the ſame Patient complained of a hard Tumour fixed under that Ear and 
Maxilla, of g dark red colour, not ſo much painiul, as uneaſie from the hard 
binding of the Parts together. It was an imperfe& Scirrhaus,and not unlike to 
end ina Cancer. Sir Charles Scarburgh, Phyſician to his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of 7ork, and one of His Majeſty's Phyſicians, was conſulted, and by his 
preſcription the Patient was let bloud, and leveral times purged. I fomented 
the Tumour with the Fozus above mentioned, and embrocated it with ol. /:;or. 
ſambuci, and unguent. dialthze, applying Empl. diachyl. cam gummi, and after- 
wards a Cataplaſm ex fol. cicute, rad. lilior. fem. lini, fenugreci, &c. During 
theſe Applications little hard Tubercles roſe in the body of the Tumour, (as 
T have ſometime ſeen riſe about the Lips of inveterate cancerated Ulcers,) and 
after ſome days brake and gleeted,but would not digeſt, In the preſence of the 
Phy fician I cut into them , filled them with Pracipitate, applied UNTUCN= 
tum bafilicon 0 them, and continued the uſe of Fomentations, &c. The 
Precipitate not digeſting them,l rubbed into them with a Cauſtick-ſtone divi- 
ded the Eſcars, and filled them with Preacipitate, from that time haſtening ſe- 
paration of the Sloughs. Then by the Vitriol ſtone and PracipitateI deterged 
them. As theſe digeſted, the hardneſs relolved,and I cured them with «ngaerr. 
tutzz. The Patient being cured, we ſent for Mr. Goſling, to inform himſelf 
whether any carious Tooth or Stump affeed that Jaw. He pulled out one ; 
but whether that was the cauſe I much doubt. 
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One of about fifty years of age, of a full Body, came to me with a hard Tu. © 
mour of about four inches in length lying on the outſide of his right Thigh, 
cloſe to the Muſcalus vaſtus externus, of a livid colour mixt with a dark red, 
It was occaſioned by a Fall upon a Threſhold of a door, which bruiſed the 
Part, and Iſuppoſe made a large extravaſation, which,for want of timely dif- 
cuſſing, dried and hardened. The Tumour was fenfible, but not otherwiſe 
painful than as it numm'd thart fide of the Leg, and ſo cauſed a Lameneſs. [ 
began with VenzſeRion,and purged him frequently with deco#. epithymi, &c, 
during which 1 fomented the Tumour with the Fozus propoſed in the method 
of Cure, and beat and pulped the feces of it, and with far. lentium & hordei 
cum axung. anſeris & ol. lilior. made up a Cataplaſm and applied it. Iembroca- 
ted the benumm'd Parts with ol Iambricor. and made him a Fontanel on that 
ſide of the Leg. After I had continued theſe Applications ſome days, I added 
more Cicuta to the Cataplaſm, and boiled it in Wine and Water. By the fre- 
quent application of the Czcara the Skin was fretted ; in which cafe I omitted 
the uſe of it, and applied the milder reſolvent Emplaſter fet down in the me- 
thod of Cure, and embrocated the Tumour with axung. hamana. By this me- 
thod I reſolved the Tumour, and diſmiſſed him cured. 

I could give you ſome other inſtances of theſe imperfet Sczrrbz; but they 
not differing in their Cure, I ſhall forbear, and conclude this Chapter with 
one inſtance of a Scirrhas which may ſerve to ſhew what the Diſeaſe is when - 
heightened by acrimony or evil quality. 

A Gentlewoman aged forty eight years,of a full Body,having been long dif- 
eaſed by immaderate fluxes of the Menſtrua, and ſubject ro Coughwith Shorrt- 
neſs of breath , &c, at length recovered her health by the preſcriptions of 
Dodtor Dentoy,and enjoyed it the ſpace of a year ; but was then feized with 
a ſtreightneſs and pain in her right Breaſt, which increaſing much with In- 
flammation, ſhe came again to her Phyſician, who ſent for me. Ar the firſt 
ſight it ſeemed to me a confirmed Cancer fixed ro the Ribs : but upon more 
mature deliberation and handling of it, I found the Difeate was in the Skin, 
and that the Glands and muſculous fleſh underneath it were not hard,or other- 
wiſe affeQted than as they were bound in by the intenſe hardneſs of the Skin, 
which kept them immoveable. From that uneafineſs an Eryfpelas was railed, 
which overſpred the Skin of the Breaſt and Parts about with great heat. We 
ſuppoſed the hardneſs proceeded from a concretion of the nutritious Juices : 
but how to relieve her was the difficulty. We applied over the Parts affected 

cerat. Galeni to repreſs the hear, and ſupplied her with Medicaments to dreſs 
her (elf, that ſhe mighr, according to her defire, retire to her houſe in the 
Country, where ſhe was let bloud,and purged with manna and cremor tartar. 
diſſolved in Whey ; and her Houſe being, near Epſom, the was afterwards pur- 
ged with thoſe Waters. But, after all, growing more indiſpoſed, ſhe retur: 
ned to London: at which time I faw her Breaſt inflamed and excoriated, alfo 
ſeveral hard Tubercles riſen in the Skin which gleeted much. The Scirrhus 
was alſo ſpred up that fide of the Neck by the Muſcal. maſto;des to the Os hus 
meri and Scapula, and fo under that AxiZa, and down thar fide. We dreſſed 
ſome ofthe Excoriations with ungaent. 74tiz Vigonis, and others with Pledgits 
dipt in this following Lotion; BR aq. ſpermat. ranar. bj. fem. cydon. 5ij. ſem. 
plantag. 5). infand. calide per quatuor horas: colaturg adde troch. alb. Rhal, 
putv. 5). ſacchar. Saturni J1S. And over all we applied fome of this following 
Cerote: i mucilag. ſem. cydon. pſylſii extratt. cum aqua ſolant, an. 5 1v. unguen- 
ti nutriti ii. unguent. popal, 5 vj. cere albe q.ſ. fiat Ceratum, Thus the In- 
Hammarion was remitted, and the excoriations healed in ſome places, and 
checked inothers. Many internal Remedies were alſo prefcribed, Emulfions, 
| Cordials, 
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Cordials, Oc, according to the accidents which happened. During the while 
1 was in the Country other Chirurgeons were conſulted, but without ſucceſs; 
the Scirrhas, ſtill ſpreading.over-ran the other Breaſt and fide of the Neck,and 
in few weeks rendred her Neck ſtiff and immoveable : and, by reaſon of the 
Compreſſion which was made in the Ax:l/a and about the Shoulder, there was 
a reſtagnation of the Humours, and the Arm ſwelled to the Fingers ends. 
We fomented the Arm with a deco. fol. & rad. althee, fol. violar. plantag.ſo- 
lani, ſalicis, lenticulz paluſtris, flor. cham. meliloti, ſem. lini, fenugr. and endea- 
voured by Embrocations and Cerots, Emollients and Refolvents, to fuccour 
theſe Parts : but all this while ſhe was either afflifted with Colicks, or Diar- 
rhea, or Vomiting. We endcavoured to carry off the Matter by Calomel. in- 
wardly,and by Mercurial Unguents outwardly, and would have falivated her, 
if ſhe would have permitted. The weather growing hot, and her Lodginps 
being too ſtreight, ſhe removed again to her houſe in the Country, where ſhe 
was viſited by us, I faw the Scirrhas afteting both ſides of her Neck, her 
Shoulders, Arms, Breaſts and Sides, and beginning to invade the Skin of her 
Loins and Hips ; yet ſhe was not at that time ſick or pained,but ear her Din- 
ner well. She at length grew weary of Medicine, and with patience endn- 
red the remaining Accidents of her Diſeaſe till it kitled her. She was ſeized 
with this Sczrrhus in May, and died in Auzuſt following. 
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CHAP. XX. p 
Of Warts and Corns. 


JT Aving run through the Diſcourſe of Scirrhus, I ſhall make bold to add 
to it ſomething concerning Warts and Corns,as being more reducible to 

that Head than to any other that I know : they being for the molt part indura- 

ted Tumours ; and though ſometimes we find them foft,yet that is upon ſome 

admixture of anextraneous Humour that makes the Tumour compound. 

Warts and Corns are both of them cutaneous Tumours, but do differ from Caute of 
each other by this moſt eſſential Difference : A Wart beginneth in the Catzs, Warts 
and ſeemeth to be either an effloreſcence of the Serzm of the Bloud, which, 
hardning in the ſurface of the Skin, maketh a dry Tumour ; or elſe ſome 
{mall luxuriancy of the little Arteries of the C#tis, which do thruſt out them- 
ſelves, making a petty Sarcoma which we call a ſoft Wart. According fo the |. 

variety of the Tumour, it is ſometimes whole with a ſmooth ſurface, ſome: ces. 
times chapp'd and uneven. According to the manner of their prodution, fome- 

. times they ariſe by a general exudation out of the C#tis, with a broad bafrs, 
and are called Yerruce ſeſiles, ſometimes a tew Capillaries putting out toge- | 
ther do, after they have grown to a ſmall length , inlarge themſelves into a 
greater compals, and make the penſile Tumour we call Acrocherdoy. 

The Corn,on the other ſide, beginneth in the Cutica/a with its bafts outward, Cauſe of 
owing its origin to an outward Compreflion, and thence derives it ſelf inward £9%s. 
into the Skin,nay,often through it to the Membranes, Tendons,& Cartilages, 
to which it frequently unites it ſelf;to the no ſmall diſturbance of the Patient. 

It groweth in any part that is liable to great preſſure; the Toes and Feet, the 
| Lips of Trumpetters, the Ears of Ladies, &©c. The hardeſt part of the pets bs, 
| uſually 
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uſually in the middle,thruſting it ſelf in like a Nail; whence it hath its Latine "./ 
appellation of C/avus.That hard part doth often turn black,making a ſpeck in 
the middle, which in ſome Countries gives it the name of a Bzrd's eye. The 
outſides are ſofter, not ſo horny as the former, but ſtill ſcirrhous, and do ei- 
ther prohibit acceſs into the hole whence the Corn grew, if it have been cut 
out ; or elſe ſuffer themſelves to be crowded into the place that was voided by 
exciſion,there hardning into a new Corn of the like folidity with the former. 

But it is not always that Corns are hard ; they often are ſoft between the 
Toes, where the Compreſſion is not great, and ſometimes have Inflammation 
joined with them : which variety is ordinarily obſerved,and eafily reduced to 
the common heads. 

There need no Sigys be given of Warts, they being fo apparent. And for 
Corus, whether they be hard or ſoft, the pain will diſcover them .: yerin the 
ſoft Corns the Skin is for the moſt part whiter than the reſt. 

Warts do often fall away of themſelves; whereas Corys are ſcarce ever fo 
cured that they return not again. 

The Medicaments commended in the Cure of Warts are many. Thoſe 
which are moſt eafje to be had in the Country are,the green Rindsof Willows 
beaten, the Juice of Marigolds, Celandine, all the Spurges, a Garden ſnail 
ſprinkled with Salt. If you rub them with any of theſe, they will fall off 
Ol. vitrioli or ol, ſulphuris will certainly deſtroy them. | have ſeen ſome burn 
them out by running a hot Needle into the roots of them. There areother 
ways,as by rubbing them with raw Beef,and burying it. But when any great

Young Lady, having been long vexed with an unſeemly over grown . 

Wart upon one of her Fore-fingers,defired my help. I rubb'd the chapp'd 
head of it with a Cauſtick-ſtone till it was ſoft and black, then ſcraped it off, 
and rubb'd the remaining root with ſome of the fame till Ijudged it was era- 
dicated, then waſhed our the Salts, and dreſſed it cum unguent. bafilic. with 
a few drops of ol. terebinth. which madeteparation of the Eſcar, and cured it. 

In another young perſon,where they were ſmall in the bafis, I tiedſome of - 
them cloſe by the roots with a Silk, others I ſnipt of with a pair of Sciſſors, 
not regarding the dropping ofthe blqud upon the neighbouring Parts, which 
is thought to infeft them, and beget others. Then I rubbed the roots of them 
all with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and digeſted the Sloughs out as above faid, and 
they cicatrized of themſelves the while. 

Yet you ought to be cautious how you meddle with thoſe growing uport 
the Knuckles : tor Warts there, being for the moſt part near.the Tendons,can- 
not well be extirpated without offending them, and fo are-conſequently ſubject 
to Fluxion, and corrupt the Cartilages or Bone. ES |

Pin-hole. The Lacy importuning me . to undertake the Cure, I ſprinkled:the . a RB, 
Orifice with Precipitate, whereby I cruſted in the Matter to thin the Skin, *. + 
which the next day I opened, and by ſearch of a Probe felt the Cartilages 
rotted. I informed the Patient of the neceſſity of making an inciſion pro- 
portionably large in order to the Exfoliation, and withal repreſented the "ns 
d:ficulty.; and oftered to her conſideration the more certain and ſpeedy way =.

I looked on it,” and, 
ſeeing the Skin whiter. there than on the other parts, conciuged it a ſoft 
Corn, and ſent for one to cut it out. He pared out that white Skin, and fil- 
led up the Poves with ſoft red Wax. From that inſtant he wore the ſtreigh- 
teſt Shooes with much eaſe. | 

Many ſuch like Corns I have been conſulted in making the diſcovery, and 
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by my advice they have after the aforeſaid manner relieved themſelves. 2 
\ A Perſon of quality complained to me of a'pain in the Joifit of her great 2. obſer= _ Þ 
Toe and Sole of rhat Foot': underneath the Toes ſhe ſaid her pain was fo '** = 
much, that ſhe could nejther go in the day upon it, nor ſleep in the night. v4 


] looked upon them, and, ſuppoſing they mighr be ſoft Corns, ſent for a Corn- 
cutter. He cut away the thick Skin to the quick, as we thought; but ſhe con- 
tinued in much pain, and ſending for me the next morning, told me ſhe had 
not been in bed that night by reaſon of her exceeding pain. I ſaſpeted they 
had been cut too cloſe, and were feſtering ; but in looking upon them I ſaw no 
heat or diſturbance ; yet upon preſſing my fingers on them ſhe complained 
much. 1, concluding there was ſothe-fault uhder the Skin, reſolved to find 
it out: to which purpoſe I rubbed one of theſe places with a Cauſtick-tone, : 
and ſcraped away the Skin as it ſoftned, and, penetrating more deep, pave _... Nj 
Vent to an extravaſated Bloud, I ſerved the reſt ſo; and tound the ike Blokd « «2 
1n eyery one of them: the quantity. did not exceed the kernel of a Cherry- 4 
"fone. 1 dreſſed them all with anguent. Zafilicon and an Empl. diapalm. over 
them, and thereby they, cicatrized in twice or thrice dreſſing : but from the 
firſt dreſſing, her pain ceaſed, and ſhe continueth ſince without complaint. 
In the Cure of the hard Corns of the Feet or Toes I do not buſie.my felf, if 
fuch Emplaſters as have been propoſed fail, they may ſend: for the Corn-cut- 
ter. But'it through pain a Fluxion be occaſioned, and the Part apoſtemate, it 
may then,be worth the Conſulting a Chirurgeon; for generally they pene- 
trate to the Perjo/teum: and if the Apoſtemation doth not, foul the.Bone 1ms 
,mediately, yet the Lips of the Ulcer grow callous, and do not eaſily unite. 
An ele Gentlewoman was much afflicted with Corns, eſpecially :one on ;. ov@e- 
one of her little Toes, which apoſtemared, anddiſcharged its Keokeer forth at var. of 4- 2 
3 Fall Pin-hole. "The ſpeedy Cure was, by eating that; Skin off witha Cau- ? end «4

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: tick, or cu ting it away, that the Matter being at once let out it might heal. a Corn. 


_ Bur ſhe ot admitting, of either, I was put upon the neceſſity of paring away E 
the Calloſity, and dreſſing it with Lenients.,Thus the Skin was kept ſupple,and 0 
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the Matter diſcharging freely the while, it healed underneath, and the Cally,. 


lity pilled off : and from that time the Toe hath continued free from Corng, 

A young Lady about fifteen years of age had an Apoſtemarion on the oy. 
fide of one of her Toes. [t was occaſioned Þy the hard preſſure of a Corn up. 
on the Joint of it, and had continued ſome months diſcharging its Matter 
through the middle of the Corn, in ſpite of the endeavours that had been tri 
ed by Corn-cutters and others. Upon fight of it, the Skin which covered the 
Ulcer appeared (to my judgment) callous within, and not capable of unj. 
ting with the parts underneath. , Upon which conſideration I ſtopt the Or;. 
fice with Lint, and, rubbing the Skin with a Cauſtick-ſtone, removed that 
falſe cover; then dreſſed it with anguent. baſelicon warm ; by which it was 
digeſted, and afterwards cicatrized. F; 

Another having an Apoſtemation on rhe outſide of her little Toe by reaſoy 
of its hard Preſſure, 1 opened it by Incifion, and diſcharged the Matter ; and 
afterwards perceiving the Matter retained under the callous looſe Skin, | 
ſaipt it off wich my Sciſſors, whereby ſhe was freed of her Corn, and the 
Ulcer was ſoon cured by the aboveſaid Unguent. | 

A young Gentlewoman came to London with an Ulcer in one of her Tog, 
that next to the little one. It was on the middle Joint,occafioned by the pre 
ſure of a Corn. Door Walter Needham commended her to my hands. We 
dilated the Ulcer, and diſcovered the Bone cartous. We adviſed her to keey 
her Chamber in order to the Exfoliation of it, and withal put her in minh 
rhat it was the work of nature, and required time for the perfeting of it 
Upon which ſhe demanded how long the Wound might be curing if the Toe 
were cut off: and being told fourteen days; ſhe replied, Cut it off. We did 
ſo, and cured it accordingly by the method ufual in ſuch Extirpations. 


CHAP. XXL | 
Of 4 Cancer. 


—_ 
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NAxcer is the name of a Tumour ariſing ( as it is thought ) from an adult 
or atrabilious Humour. It is round, unequally hard, and ( if not infls 
med ). of a livid or brown colour, with exquiſite pricking pain : the Vews 
appear turgid in the Skin upon the ſurface of the Tumour.  , ___.... 

The Cauſe of a Cancer is uſually faid to be aduſtion of Humours, 'which 
upon an over-concoction or rather broiling grow retorcid and ſharp. _ 

I cannot imagine what heat theſe Authors ſuppoſe tobe in the Body which 
is capable of making ſuch an Aduſtion as is here ſpoken of. 1 rather impute 
the corroſive venom that attends this Tumour to the materials of which ity 


made; than toany extraordinary heat ; and that becauſe we ſee the higheſt b# 


ed withany extremity of heat: fo that it cannot be Aduſtion thar is the cayle of 


the Malady. But1rather think the matter ofthe Humour to be in fault, which 
| by ſome error in'concoQion became ſharp and corroſive, (it may be arſengea, 


as appears by the Sloughs we ſometimes find made in a night. ) This Humour, 
being of it ſelf ſharp and corroſive, is apt to convert whatever comes toit 0 
Bloud into the ſame acrimony with itſelf: which is eaſie to be done by mixing: 


ſuch an acrimonious Ferment with a liquor that abounds with acid Salts, a 
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the Bloud of fuch men uſually doth. Being fuch, it doth increaſe apace while 
the Skin is yet whole; but much more when, upon breach of Skin, the ac- 
ceſſion of air adds to the vigour of rhe fermenr, upon which it grows flerce, 
and thruſts it ſelf out into Fungus and Tubercles, &c. 

' The remote Cauſe of this Tumour is,either a faulr in the original Conſtitu- 
tion of the Body , or an acquired one, as by Bruiſe, Tumours, ill handling, &c. 
Or it may be an error in Diet, v/z. a great acrimony Th the meats and drinks 
meeting with a fault in the firſt Concoion, which, not being atterwardscor= 
reed in the Guts, ſuffers this acrimonious matter to aſcend into the Bloud ; 
where if it find vent in the Menſtrua in Women, or by the Hzmorrhoids, or 


' by Hemorrhagia, or Urine, or the like, the miſchief may be prevented : but 


if upon any defedt in thoſe the Humours divert to ſome other peculiar Part, 
then the foundation of this Diſeaſe is laid, whether it be in the Breaſts, or 
other Glandulous and ſpongy Parts,or indeed any other Part of the Body. 


The Differences of Cancers are many; ſome whereof are with Ulceration, _ 


others not. The Cancer nor ulcerated is of two forts. 'The one is viſible and 
evident to the ſight in the exteriour Parts of the Body, and beareth the name 
of a Cancerous Tumour : the other 15 within the Body, and is called a Lateyt or 
Occult Cancer, and*poſleſſes the Vterus, Anus, Palate, &©c. Others call all thoſe 
Cancers Occult which are not ulcerated, amongſt which may be reckoned thoſe 
which are felt in the Glands of rhe Breaſts, &c. Of theſe ſome are looſe and 
moveable,and ſometimes ſo hard that they have knocked againſt one another 
like Pebbles; if it be not more fit to_call them Scirrhz: others again are hard 
and fixed tothe Bones. Some lie ſuperficially under the Skin; whereas others 
are deeper in the Fleſh. Other Differences may be taken from the Humour 
to which they owe their Original.[t they Matter be not very corroſive, their 

rowth is ſlow, and they are not very painfull. Theſe are called the milder 
20 of which I have had many under my care; and ſome, of thoſe affecting 
the Breaſt I have palliated a long time with eafie Remedies. If any man will, 
in ſtead of mz/d or occult Cancers, call them ſcirrhous Cancers, I ſhall nor 
gainſay him. 


'. Such was the caſe of a Lady that laboured many years of an ulcerated 1. Obſer- 


Cancer. It had eat deep into her left Breaſt, and was fixed to the Ribs, but 


not with much pain. In, progreſs of time the Lips inverted, and united as it ries of 
were, and lay covered with a cruſty- Scab: the Humour in the mean while 225: 


ſpent it ſelf upon the Nerves, and cauſed a Specics of a Paraly/is in ſome parts 
.of her Body, and the Gout in others. She lived long, and in her latter age 
.tolerably healthful. 


_ Another perſon of great age hath laboured long of ſuch another Cancer in 2. obſer 
Her right Breaſt. It lieth large and deep about the middle of it: the whole '** 


Breaſt is hard and immovable. She enjoys a good health, and is like to live 
long for any thing of diſturbance ſhe ar preſent ſuffereth by it. 


It is not long ſince that Door Walter Needham and my ſelf were deſired 4. obſer- 
to look upon a Gentlewoman's Breaſt in the City. We found a Tumour har 


and fixed, which had been ſome years ulcerated, and was judged a Cancer by 
thoſe who had. before ſeen it; but it was not painful. We judged it a ſcir- 
thous Cancer, as indeed all the forementioned, are or at leaſt feem to partake 
much of a Scirrhus yet by ill handling or increaſe of Acrimony they fre- 
quently terminate in raging Cancers, and torment the Patient with exquiſite 
darting -pains. Some Inſtances whereof I ſhall ſet down, to make the young 


birurgeon more cautious in undertaking the Cure of them. 


An old Gentlewoman came to me with a Swelling behind the right Ear, 4- Obſer- 


ſuppoſing it the King's Evil, The Tu __ was of the bigneſs of a Pigeon's '*** 
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egg, but lay more flat: it was hard and fixed, of a dark red colour, with a 
pricking pain. I aſſured her Friends that the Swelling was cancerous, and 
gave them caution in applying Suppuratives. Bur there wanted not one who 
undertook the Cure by breaking of it; upon which it became more painful, 
L was ſent for, and faw it ulcerated deep, with ſtinking Sloughs, and thick 
Lips ſtanding up. It was ſpred under her Ear, and fo horribly painful that 
ſhe ſeemed diſtracted therewith. 

So a Girl of ten years old had a hard round Tumour in her left Cheek ; by 
the uſe of Diſcutients it heated and became painful, that Eye inflamed, and 
the Temporal Muſcle ſwelled : it reached downward, and afflited that Jaw 
and Tonſil, rotting the Bones underneath, without breaking the Skin. She 
loſt her Eye, and died ſoon after Lethargick. 

A Lady coming to Town with a Swelling in her left Breaſt conſulted ſome 
of our Profeſſion, and at laſt me. She ſaid ſhe had ſome years fince Kernel in 
her Breaſt, which were judged the Xing's Evil; upon conſideration of which 
ſhe was preſented to his MAFESTT, and touched. In progrels of time 
they ſwelled, and, her Breaſt being extremely painfu], ſhe defired my Judg- 
ment of it. The Swelling was large and round, and greatly inflamed, under 

The Parts more diſtant 
were hard,.and ſeveral Tubercles lying under the Skin made it unequal: yet 
the Breaſt was not fixed. She urged me inſtantly to deliver my thoughts of it: 
which to decline, I turned from her, and told her Friend it was a Cancer, and 
that I aw no hopes to ſave her life but by cutting it off. Hewiſhed me to con- 
ſider how I delivered ſuch Judgement of it, two Chirurgeons having lately af- 
ſured her the contrary, they taking it for a Phlegmon. But I, not being uſed 
to guide my Judgment by what others delivered, confirmed to him what I had 
before faid by a fad prediQtion, which befel her within few weeks after. And 
indeed there was no way then to deal with it but by cutting off her Breaſt. 

In another, who conſulted me about a pain in her Breaſt, I felt one of the 
Glands ſwelled. 1 adviſed her to refrain the handling it, and to avoid the la- 
cing herſelf too ſtreight. It lay ſome years quiet ; but then the death of her 
Husband happening, and one affliction following another, and the Men/ſtrua 
ſtopping, the Humours fermented in this Gland, and afterwards the Breaſt 
ſwelled, and ſeemed to apoſtemate. Some were ſo wiſe as to aſſure her it was 
a ſimple Apoſtemation, and required Digeſtives: whoſe advice ſhe was per- 
ſwaded to follow, till ſhe became extreamly pained, and then ſhe ſent for me. 
It was without Inflammation, but ſwelled very big, and ſeemed to be full of 
Matter ; yet was not without hard Tubercles and other Symptoms to ſhew it 
would terminate in a Cancer whenloever it ſhould break. Therefore I refuſed 
to open it, but adviſed the beſt F could to give her eaſe, and promiſed to 
come to her, if after it brake ſhe would fend to me. Some months after ſhe 
ſent for me, and ſhewed me a great quantity of curdled Matter newly burſt 
forth. The Breaſt was lank, but very hard Glandslay within, and in the cir- 
cumference of the Tumour there were ſome Tubercles that required to be era- 
dicated. To which purpoſe I defigned to have ſlit open the Abſcels, and to 
have pulled away the cancerated Glands: but ſhe would not permit me ſo 
much as to enlarge the Orifice: upon which conſideration I left her, She ſent 
for\another, who choſe rather to treat her the way ſhe defired, than to leave 
her to other hands. She died within half a year after. 

Some years ſince a Clergy-man dwelling in the City brought his Wife tome 
with a painful hard Swelling in one of the Glands of her lett Breaſt. I advi- 
ſed them to forbear the uſe of all Cataplaſms or Emplaſters that might heat 
her Breait, and to dreſs it with valeytza ſtramonii: but ſhe was otherwiſe 
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perſwaded, and thereby increaſed her miſery, About half a year after ſhe 
came to me again with a Rinking fordid Ulcer, with Lips turned out, and the 
Breaſt fixed to the Ribs, wich a hard unequal Swelling reaching to that Clz- 
vicle and fide of the Neck, apoſtemated in fome parts, and ulcerated in others. 
From the Pectoral Muſcle it crept up to the Shoulder, and afte&ed the 4x32 
vnderneath; and by the Compreſſion of the Veſſels the upper part of the 
Arm ſwelled, and became fſcirrhous. From the Elbow downwards it was 
o&dematous to the Fingers ends. She paſſed under the endeavours of many 
eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons of the City, but died miſerably. 

There is alſo a ſort of Bleeding Cancers, which become ſuch either from an 
eruption of ſome Veſſel, which makes a vent often at the Nipple or ſome 
other Pin-hole, the Breaſt remaining whole; or elſe from the ſpreading of in- 
finite capillary Veſſels in a Funzas, which in vicerated Cancers is not unfre- 
quent. Theſe do very much ſpend the ſtrength of the Paticnt, fo that they 
ſoon die exhauſted and tabid. 

Cancers may alſo be ſaid to differ as they aftect ſeveral Parts of the Body, as 
the Head, Face, Eyes, Noſe, the Palate, Tonfils, Throat, Tongue, Jaws, or 
Lips: in ſome of which they take their Original from ſmall hard Tubercles, 
or little Excreſcences, and in progreſs of time penetrate deep into them, or 
ſpread and invade the neighbouring Parts with a Puzgzs or looſe Fleſh, rot- 
ting the Bones under them. 

Cancers afte&ting the 7terus and Podex'may alfo be diſtinguiſhed as they 
are in the interiour or exteriour parts; or as they take their beginning from 
a Swelling, or Excreſcence : in both which caſcs and places they are ex- 
tremely painful, and communicate their malignity both from within out- 
ward, and alſo from the external to the internal parts. Thoſe that poſſeſs the 
body of the Vrerus, or the upper part of the RefFum inte/tinum, are not dilco- 
vered till they have- made ſome progreſs; in which caſes there 1s a bearing 
down, with ſuppreflion of Urine. 


And this was the caſe of a Country-Gentlewoman who came to London laſt 9: 


Summer with great ſuppreſſion and difficulty of Urine, (ſhe ſuppoſed from 
the Stone. } Upon ſearch I felt two hard Glands i Yagina uteri: thele preſ- 
ſed upon the neck of the Bladder, and ſuppreſſed the Urine. The pains from 
hence were ſo like thoſe of the Stone in the Biadder, that Mr. Ho/er at firſt 
| would not be diſlwaded from that opinion; bur upon ſearch he found it can- 
cerous. She, poor woman, rejoyced that 1t-was not the Stone, and ſoon at- 
ter returned homewards, but died by the way. - 

If they be ulcerated, a filthy Sanzes will diſcover it. If it be 1n the /zute/t- 
num reftum, the difficulty and pain.in going to Stool will be exceeding 'grear. 
If the Drerus be cancerated, there will be: Fever, nauſeouſneſs, anxiery of 
mind. 4n-ſome- of them who died ſo diſeaſed I have opened the Body, and 
found the'Tteras preternaturally.big and hard: in cutting into it, I have ſeen 
\1tallrotten.' Thoſe'in the more exteriour parts, whether it be of the Womb 
_ or Podex, are ſooner diſcovered, and the Patients are in a greater poſſibility 
of being eaſed of their pains. 
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The $izys of a Cancer may be taken from what 1 have already delivered of Signs: 


them. Whether they begin in a Tumour or Excreſcence, their firſt appea. 
- rance1s very ſmall: 'and according as the Humour is of which they are gene- 
© rared, ſo istheir increaſe quick or ſlow, from the ſmallnelſs of a Vetci to the big- 
_ neſs of a Pompion. - It the Matter be very corroſive, the pain is ſharp, (to ule 
their own expreſſions) as if they. were ſtruck with a dart. And thete painful 

' Tumours have frequently a Phlegmon joyned with them, orare overſpred with 
an Eryfpelas. And while they are-thus inflamed, they will be ſoft gs" 
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the Inflammation, ſo may be thought full of Matter; but if you then open 
them, they will only gleet. If you aſlwage thar heat, the fame place indu- 
rates again. Yet I have frequently ſeen a Phlegmon ſuppurate in ſome part of 
the Cancer: and after the cutting oft a Cancer ! have found ari apoſtemation 
of well-concoted Matter in the body of it. And fo it was in that Cancer my 
Friend Mr. Nurſe cut off in the preſence of Do@tor Walter Needham and fe- 
veral of us. If pituitous Humours\abound in the Body, an axdematous Tu- 
mour may be found affeQing ſome exteriour part of the cancerous Tumour : 
in which caſe the Swelling ſomewhat reſembles a Tumour made by Con- 
geſtion. Theſe are they that grow to ſuch a great bulk, and are pale or li- 
vid, with a mixture of a brown colour, and have thole turgid Veins ſtretching 
over the Skin : whence Authors have likened them to Crabs, and thefe Veins 
to their Claws, and from thence impoſed upon them the name of Caxcer. The 
many Tubercles lying under the Skin make the Tumour round and unequal : 
at laſt they break; and from that time, be the Matter much or little, they ul- 
cerate, thruſt out hard painful Lips, diſcharge a ſtinking Gleet and, fix to the 
Ribs, as if they were nailed to them, and in progreſs are of a horrible aſpeR. 
Of all the Diſeaſes which afflict mankind the Cancer is the moſt prievoug 
and rebellious, and is generally incurable, by reaſon of its corroſive and ma- 
lign venom fermenting in the Humours, which fo far as wecan yet find, 
yeilds neither to Purging, Bleeding, Repellents, Diſcutients, Suppuratives, 
nor any other Medicine inward or outward. 
Thoſe which lie ſuperficially under the Skin may be attempted by the Chis 
rurgeon's hand: or if they riſe from an external cauſe, as Bruife, &c. though 
they lie deeper, they may be cut off, or otherwiſe extirpated. But thoſe that 
ariſe from a corroſive quality in the Humours, though they may be.cut off or 
otherwiſe extirpated, yet the ſucceſs is moſt doubtful. Nor do Cancers in 
the Mouth or other internal Parts cicatrize well, though they be extirpated 
by Knife or Fire. | 
The Care of a Cancer in genera confiſteth int theſe three Intentions : firſt, 
in the generation of good Bloud, ſecondly, in correting and evacuating, 
of the atrabilious Humours in the Body ; thirdly, in preventing the growth of 
the Tumour, and diſpoſing it to Diſcuſſion. | | 
We endeavour to perform the firſt Intention by an exaQ regulation in Di- 
et and way of living, adviſing to abſtain from ſuch falr, ſharp and groſs 
Meats as may diſpoſe the Bloud to acrimony, and make choice of the contra- 
ry, ſuch as are cooling and moiſtning, of eaſie digeſtion and good nouriſh- 
ment, as hath been propoſed in the Chapter of a Scirrhus.. R_ 
The ſecond Intention is, in preparing and purging off the acrimonious Hu- 
mours. If there be Plethora, or a ſuppreſſion of the Hzxmorrhoids or Menſes a 
Vein may be opened, and a Clyſter given. The Humours may alſo be evacu- 
ated by lenient Purgatives, as decodt. epithymi, ſeung Gereonis': or this; Be flor. 
trium cordialium M. j. ſene 51j. epithymi 51j. infand. in ſero ladis; ' colaturg 
adde ſyr. de pomis purg. 3j. manng 5vj. Miſce. Clarified Whey, and what elſe 
hath been preſcribed in the Chapter of Scirrhus are here proper. Traumatick 
DecoCtions of this ſort are alſo uſually preſcribed: Þ rad. & fol. caryophyll. che- 
lidon. maj. pimpineliz, ſenecionis, gentiane, plantag. an. M. j. Theſe are to be boiled 
in two parts Water and one of Wine to the quantity of three pints, and ſweet- 
ned with Sugar, todrink thrice aday. Or, R rad. ſcrophular. maj. tapfi barb. an. 5ij. 
filipend. ceterach. herb. Roberti, agrimon. tormentillz, ſcabioſe linarie, an. M. j. 
flor. ſambuci, anthos, an. P. 3. ſem. articar. 5ij. fiat Decott. colature adde ſyr. de 
fpomts alterant. & de ſucco citr. an. q. ſ. Thus following EleQuary is alſo recko- 
ned among the Specificks: F pulver. ranarum, limac, preparat. an 5. pulv.

The third Intention is, to reſtrain the growth of the Tumour, and mode- 
rately diſcuſs it, Whilſt the Hamours are evacuating, we apply Repellents 
and afterward we add Diſcutients. The Repellents ought to be of the milder: 
ſort, leſt they render the Humours too groſs and unfit for Reſolution; as, 
Lafac. portulac. plantag. umbilic. Ven. ſolanum ſempervivum, Lentils boiled in 
Vinegar, allo Clay tempered with Vinegar. | 

The Medicaments ready compounded are, .avgaent. album, natritum, popu 
leon, tatie, de plamb. uſto, Lead it ſelf. Andall the Unguents preſcribed ought 
to be wrought 1n a leaden Mortar. Lead beaten into thin /amisz is uſually 


worn in theſe caſes; ſo 1s Gold after the ſame manner. | 
The Oyl of Frogs is commended in this caſe, and is made by baking them 
with butter in their mouths. Frog-ſpawn-water is of good uſe in the Sum- 
mer, if cloaths be dipt in it and applied: but they ought to be ſhifted as they 
dry, and freſh ones applied. The, often changing them in the Winter may 
cauſe the Patient to take cold, therefore you may apply then this or ſuch like 
Cerote:' Þ ranar. virid.

If. notwithſtanding a!l your endeavours the Tumour increaſe, and be like 
' to ulcerate, you may do well to forewarn the Patient of the danger: and 
if it-be looſe, and in a place where it may be ſafely extirpated, propoſe it to 
- them, {eſt afterwards they defire it when it is tqa late. | 
That you may be the more ſucceſsfull in the Operation, I ſhall offer to your 
. conſideration thele few Qyalifications. Firſt, that the Patient be of a ſtrong 
- . Conſtitution, and of a tolerable good Habit of body, and not in a declining 
age, when the Menſtrua are ceafed. Secondly, that the Cancer be looſe, and 
the Axi/a free from painfull Glands. It were alfo to be wiſhed that the Cancer 
took its Original from ſome Accident, as a Bruiſe, &c. Thirdly, that the 
Operation be performed in the Spring or Autumn of the year: leſt through 
the great .heat of .the Summer the Spirits be reſolved; or by reaſon of the ex- 
tream cold in the Winter the native Heat ſhould be choaked. 
in order to the Qperation you ought to have good Rowlers, Compreſles, re- 
. firitive Powders and Defenfatives, as in other Amputations. The uſe of Chal- 
canthum or other Eſcaroticks I do not approve : for you cannot apply them 
ſo to the mouths of the Arteries but they will corrode the adjacent oh 
an

and cauſe pain, which ought not to be, eſpecially in a Cancer. Beſides, they 
require a ſtrit Bandage, which is very 'troublefome on the Breaſts. To avoid 
which inconveniences, I propoſe the ſtopping of the Bloud by a ſmall Button, 
cautery; which I acknowledge is not done without ſome pain, but that is 
momentary, and ſerves to correct the indiſpofition of the Part : whereas the 
other lieth gnawing ſo long as it is upon the Part, and rendreth 1t crude and 
ill- diſpoſed. There ought to be actual Cauteries of different forts ready hes 
ted in ſome corner of the Chamber, leſt in the Extirpation there happen to be 
left ſome reliques of a cancerous Gland behind. All things being ready, the 
Patient muſt be placed in a Chair to the light, and held ſteady. It 1s then at 
the Operatour's choice, whether he will make a Ligature about the Zafis of 
the cancerous Tumour, or pull it to him with one hand while he cuts it off 
with the other. For the cutting into the Breaſt, and pulling out the cancera. 
ted Knot, rarely ſucceeds well: nor indeed is every Breaſt fo capable of being 
freed of the Cancer when it is cut off by making a Ligature. If rhe Cancer be 
cut off clear, your buſineſs is then to ſtop the bloud as you pleaſe - but if any 
Scirrhoſity remain, you ſhall do well to conſume it by aCtual Cautery. The 
Ancients uſed in theſe Operations to permit them to bleed freely, nay provo- 
kedthem to itby cruſhing the bloud out; after which the aQtual Cautery was 
applied all over, then they dreſied the Wound as a Burn : But according ty 
my method pulv. Galen? is moſt proper. Then place the Patient in bed, and 
give her an Anodyne draught that night, to quiet the Ferment. The ſecond 
or third day after you may orels her with ſome Digeſtive, as that ex zerefinth, 
cum wvitello ovi; cr, Þ terebinth.lotz 511. fyr. de rof. frccis 5jis. ſuce. plantag, ſolani, 
an.

Empiricks amongſt us brag much of their skill in curing of them ; and, 
by the giving of Matthew's Pill, or Opium mixed with ſome -Purgative, they 
do now-and then alleviate the pain, and thereby encourage diſeaſed people to 
commit themlelves-1nto their hands, whom if they can perfwade.to an Amp | 

| tation, 
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tation, they get ſome money in hand: but their frequent miſcarriages 1n 
that work have taught the more prudent people to avoid them, 

Some eminent Chirurgeons, I ſuppoſe, after a fruitlets endeavour to cure 
them, have attempted the-extirpating of them by Eſcaroticks. Guido hath 
commended tous Arſenick poudered and ſprinkled daily upon them, the Eſcar 
being firſt pulled off. Riverius in his Obſervations tells of a Cancer that was 
extirpated by this Application: Be ag. fort#s 5). ſablimati crudi 5 viij. ſalis Arme- 
miaci 5ij. arſenici 5j. Theſe are to be diſtilled ad /iccitatem, then the caput mor- 
mum poudered, and the like weight of Vinegar to beput thereto, and diſtilled 
again to the conſiſtence of a ſoft Paſte for ule. Ol. arſenic, ag. regia, ol. vitrioli, 
lap. cauſtic. &c. have been propoſed. When ſuch are applied, there will be need 
of good Defenſatives. By the authority of ſome of theſe Authors young Chi- 
rurgeons have been ſometimes engaged to their prejudice: and ſome years 
ſince an eminent Chirurgeon, ſince deceaſed, undertook the eradicating of an 
ulcerated Cancer in the Breaſt of a Woman that had ſtrength and conrage to 
endure it. He applied the ſtrongeſt of the forementioned Eſcaroticks: they 
penetrated deep, and made great Sloughs, which he pulled off, and by repear- 
ing the Eſcaroticks raiſed mew; but the uſe of them was not long continued : 
for the Gleet partaking .of the Corrofives ulcerated the adjacent Parts; and 

e Cancer was ſo enraged by the Eſcaroticks, as ſhewed there was no good 
to be done by them. Indeed if they had contrived Medicaments that could 
have penetrated deep with little pain, there might have been ſome hopes of 
ſucceſs. So cancerous Excreſcences and Ulcers in the Mouth are increaſed by 
the touching them with ol. vitriol. ſalphur, &c. Upon which conſideration there 
rematn but two ways, either the aQRual Cautery, or palliative Medicines. If 
the cancer be in ſuch a place as you may hope to eradicate it, the aCtual Cau- 
tery 1s then a ſure help: but not by applying it lightly upon the upper parts; 
but by thruſting at the root with a Scoop or Chiſel-like Cautery, carrying it 
away before you. If there remain any rags of it, with a proportionable But- 
ton-cautery burn it down to a cruſt : but if this cannot be effeted, then en- 
deavour Palliation by ſuch Medicaments as above have been propoſed; and 
in caſe the Men/?rua or Fzmorrhoids be ſtopt, bleed by Venzſeion or by 
Leeches, and make Fontanels: for by ſuch means many people live tolerably 
well who have Cancers ulcerated ; when others, who ailed Jeſs, by their im- .

A Perſon of Honour aged.about thirty eight years was taken with a pain 7- Obſer- 


in her right Breaſt, ſhe thought from ſome Bruiſe. A while after ſhe felt a Fr 


hardneſs two fingers breadth above the Nipple, which growing more pain- 
ful, ſhe pur her lelf into the hands of ſome who pretended to cure it: bur the 
bloud burſt out at the Nipple the while, which eaſed her of the pain. During 
this the Nipple contracted inward, and by the large and frequent bleeding 
the Humours became ſharp, aftefting her Kidneys, and at other times her 
Hands and Arms , with a Rheamatiſmus : mean while her Breaſt was eaſter. 
Thus ſhe ſuffered ſome years under the Fermentation of ſharp Humours in 
one part or other, but for the moſt part in her Breaſt, which in progreſs of 
time raiſed it into a great unequal Tumour of a brown and livid colour, with 
turgid Veins overſpreading it. Door Whiſtler had been often conſulted by 
| her, and relieved her as often by Purging, Venz{cAtion, Leeches, Trauma- 

tick Decoftions, &c. | 
The Cancer growing great, and the Tubercles ready to disburthen them- 
ſclvesof the corrupt Serum which diſtended them, I was conſulted, and, obſer- 
ving the danger the Patient was in,defired a Conſultation, & that Dr. Whi/t- 
ler,who had diſcontinued his Viſits,might be preſent,with Sir 41. Fraſ.Dr. Wal- 
ter Needham, and Mr. Hollier Chirurgeon,to join in the Conſultation. Accor- 
dingly we met,and conſidered the Cancer. It was of a very ill aſpe&, ready 
to burſt and not fixed. But I, apprehendiog that after its eruption it would 
* fix, andrape, as is uſual at ſuch times, offered to their conſideration the ta- 
king off the Breaſt while it was capable of it, leſt afterwards it ſhould be obje- 
Cted as a fault. Itarifing from an outward cauſe,gave me the more encourage- 
ment : but the Patient not admitting of it, we conſulted how to treat it. Cor- 
dials, Emulſions and Anodyne draughts were preſcribed ; external Medica- 
ments werealſo conſidered to calm the heat of the Cancer. Some few days af- 
ter a ſtinking Gleet burſt its way out in great quantity by a ſmall Opening,to 
the great calc of the Patient : upon which the Tubercles and Breaſt ſunk, and, 
alter the caſting forth of ſome corrupt Sloughs,the Matter became well _— 
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the Breaſt alſo contraQting into an uniform ſhape, grew leſs than the other | 
and the Patient recovered ſtrength toriſe out of her Bed. Do@tor Whiſtler at. 
tended the Cure,and by good Balfamicks, Trauriiatick DecoRions, ©c. diſpy. 
ſed the Humours to better temper;inſomuch as the Lady appeared abroad, tg 
the wonder of thoſe that had ſeen her ſome weeks before. She being ſo rece- 
vered it became a queſtion whether ir had ever been cancerated. But fince 
that there have happened new Eruptions, and there yet remaineth ſuch hard. 
neſs and inequality in it as will demonſtrate what it was. | 
$. Obſer- "The year before the Sickneſs a young Woman came to me complaining of 
var, a grievous pain in her right Breaſt. She was of a healthy Complexion, 
and her Breaſt ſeemed to look as well : but in handling of it I'did feel a couple 
of hard Glands. She had conſulted others, and came to me to cut them our, 
] diſſwaded her at that time from ſuch thoughts, by telling her the inward 
Cauſe was firſt to be removed, and the Humours better diſpoſed. To which 
Purpoſe ſhe was let bloud, purged with Infuſtons of Sea, &c, and adviſed 
to drink the Waters of Epſom and Tunbridge. I alfo direQted her ſome of the 
Medicaments ſet down in the method of Cure, to allevizte her pain. Some 
weeks after ſhe came again, and told me ſhe was informed that ſhe ſhould not 
be eaſed of her pain till thoſe Knots were taken out. I told her thoſe Glands 
lay deep, and the muſculous Fleſh ind Parts about were infefted with the 
ſame Juices, and conſequently the Operation could not be ſucceſsful unleſs 
the Breaſt were cut oft. Upon which ſhe departed from me unſatisfied, and 
ſome days after put her ſelf intro the hands of another, who cut out thoſe 
Glands, and endeavoured to cure. But it grew cancerous ; and then he cut off 
the. whole Breaſt. Some months after, when it was near cured, ſhe came and 
ſhewed it me with much joy. I felt it hard round about, and faſpeted it 
would not cure ; as indeed it did not : for ſome months after ſhe came again 
to me with it ulcerated deep and wide into the peftoral Muſcle and Party 
about, and fixed to the Ribs. She grievouſly bemoaned her misfortune, in 
permitting it to be cut off. By this and ſuch like work I have been taught 
not to cut off Breaſts that cancerate from an internal Cauſe. I did what 1 
could to eaſe her pain by palliating the Ulcer, butit was too late. 

' 9. Obſer- In the time of my waiting at the publick Healings there came to me 2 
_ of a Country-maid, aged about twenty fix years, of a ſickly Complexion, diſeaſed 
Ereaft cur With a Cancer in her right Breaſt ariſing from ſome accidental Bruiſe. It firſ 
off, ſwelled, then grew hard, and inprogreſs of time ulcerated, and had frequently 

bled to the quantity of a quart at a time, and ſometimes to two quarts as her 
Friends told me. I conſidered the Breaſt as incurable, and judged the bleeding 
to arife from a Fungas which lay too deep to be reached by any Medicament: 
therefore thought it reaſonable to propoſe to them the extirpation of the 
Breaſt before it ſhould be fixed to the Ribs. They had tried many things un 
ſucceſsfully in the Country : and, being now informed that it was not the 
King's Evil,they were not unwilling thatir ſhould be cut off,but took time to 
'confider of it,and about a monthafter came to me again reſolved for the work. 

The taking off of this Breaſt happened to be ſeaſonable for the experimen 
ting of the Royal Stiptick liquor which was given me the morning befote 
by His M AFEST T's command : upon which conſideration I provided no 
other Aſtringent than a couple of Buttons made of Lint which lay wet ina 
ſpoonfnl of that Water. But, in order tothe bringing the Lips of the Wound 
together, | had prepared a couple of Needles with a ſtrong twiſted Thread 
red, alſo a Digeſtive ex terebinth.cum vitello ovi,&cc. ſpred upon Pledgits, witli 
Compreſs and Bandage. Bring thus provided, I attended ſome Friends who 
deſired to fee the efficacy ofthe Water. But Door Walter Needham being 

Com 
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come, and it growing latein the evening, we proceeded in the work. He pulled 
vp the Breaſt while I madea Ligature upon the Safts of it, and cut ir off. The 
exo Arteries bled forcibly out, till DoCtor Needham 2pplied a wet Button on 
the one, and my Kinſman Faques Wiſeman applied the other. That of the 
Doctor's (topt the Bleeding at that very inſtant, and the Compreſs adhered to 
ir; but the bloud dribbled from under the other: which we ſuppoſed hap- 
pened by reaſon of the bloud ſtreaming upon it in the putting it on. Burby the 
application of a freſh Button the Bleeding there alſo ſtopped. During this the 
Lips of the wound were brought nearer to each other by a croſs ſtich, We 
then applied our Digeſtive with convenient Bandage over it, and laid the Pa- 
tient in her Bed. In our abſence ſhe fainted, and upon the drinking a dravght 
of cold water vomitted, and her Breaſt bled through the Dreiſings. Upon fight 
thereof 1 took oft the Dreſſings, and ſeeing one of the Arteries (eepe, I appli- 
ed a freſh Doll, and ſtopt it: bur it being night, and dreading miſchief 
might happen if it ſhould bleed aguin, I ſent for a ſmall Button cautery, and 
that way ſecured it. 'The third day we took off the dreſſings, and found it well 
digeſted; and from that time it cured daily. But ſhe complained of a ſoar- 
neſs of that ſide of her Throat, which ſhe had done ever ſince her Breaſt was 
cut off, and within a week after of a ſhortneſs of breath ; upon which ſhe was 
let bloud; and by my Friend's preſcriptions ſhe was alſo purged with iff. 
ſeng, rhabarb. &c. and afterwards with pil. fetide, &c, Her Breaſt .being 
near cicatrized, ſhe was ſupplied with Dreſſings, and returned to the Coun- 
try the ſixth week after the cutting it off. But ſhe continued there indiſpo- 
ſed, and the Crcatrix, by reaſon ot the ſharpneſs of Humovrs, fretted off, 
and inlarged the Ulcer very much : whereupon ſhe returned to me again. 1 
dreſſed the Ulcer with anguex?. tutiz, &c. and let her bloud ; then purged her 
as aboveſaid, made her a Fontanel in her left Arm, and in few weeks cica- 
trized her Breaſt. Since which time [ have ſeen her often in Town in very 
good health, and her Breaſt firmly cicatrized, without pain or hardneſs. 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having ſome ſcirrhous Glands in her 10. Obſer- 
left Breaſt, was impatient to have them diſcuſſed or ſuppurated :to which pur: '** 
poſe ſhe conſulred ſeveral of our Profeſſion, and afterwards my ſelf. She was 
under the hands of ſome Empiricks, that were endeavouring by Pultices to 
break it : there was alſo a Fontanel made in the lower part of the Breaſt under 
the Tumour, ſhe hoping that way to ſperd it. I adviſed her to forbear theuſe 
of ſuch Applications as might heat her Breaſt, telling ker the il conſequence 
in breaking thoſe Swellings. She did not approve of what I faid, but purſued 
her deſign. Sometime after a falſe Suppuration was made in her Breaſt and an 
eftuſion of bloud followed; and by the continued uſe of Pultices the Ulcer in- 
larged, and by frequent Bleeding her Body emaciated. She being very near 
waſted by a new Eruption fent tor me. I ſtopped the Bleeding by the applica- 
| tion of pulv. ſang. dracon. with Pledpits of avguent. deficcativum rubrum, with 
| a ſoft cap of Tow preſſed out of Oxycrate. The next day Itook off the Drefſling, 
| and found it had notbled. 1I alſo obſerved the Tumour to be a meer Fungus, 

and the Ulcer an Excoriation of the Skin which encompaſſed it round, and 
the frequent Bleeding .occaſioned by Eſcaroticks and hot Cataplaſms. | 
dreſſed the Breaſt with Epuloticks, as a»guent. tutie Vigonis, and ſuch like, and 
F with cloaths dipt in aq. ſpermat. ranar. with ſacchar. Saturni; and in ſome 


_ parts I applied Pledgits dipt in the fame, with a Solution of zrech. alb. Rhaſ. 
exm opio, by which the heat was contemperated, and the Excoriation cicatri- 
zed. Sir Fra. Pruj. was in the while conſulted, and preſcribed her this ; Bk antimo-

Thus in a few weeks ſhe was cured : but the Tumour remained, and 
retained the colour of the Blovd lying underneath ir. In the time of the Bleed. 
ing, by the application of Eſcaroticks and hard Bandage a Gland was raiſed 
under the right 4xi/a: but by forbearing the uſe of Bandage, and my dreſſing 
her Breaſt with Lenients, the pain therein ceaſed, and ſhe injoyed a good mea- 
{ure of health, and was my good Friend, till abouta year after it was told her 
that one Mrs. R. who laboured of a Cancer in her Breaſt, had canſed a Moun- 
tebank to cut itoff, and that ſhe was thereby cured. Upon this ſheſent for me, 
and would have her Breaſt cut off. I declined it, and ſhewed her, as I thought, 
ſuch reaſons as might have diſlwaded her from ſuch an Enterprize: but ſhe 
was reſolved, and, after I was gone, fent for the Empirick, who undercook 
to extirpate it by Eſcaroticks : and ſhe bled to death in few days. I was ſent 
jor; but being out of Town, ſhe was dead before I came to her. If the had 
not been in ſuch haſt, ſhe might have out-lived that Gentlewoman : for her 
Breaſt cancerated, and ſhe died within a few months after. 


rr. Obſer- A perſon cf about forty years of age, of a very ill Habit of body, from her 


Vat, 


very youth had a hard Gland on her right Side near her Breaſt: it had ſome 
pricking pain init, but was movable : it ſeemed to me a Cancer zncipiens. I was 
willing to apply ſomewhat to it, but, ſuſpeQing thar the increaſe of the Gland 
might be imputed to it, adviſed her to keep her hands off it, and tolace her Bo- 
dies more ſlack; telling her, that upon her return to London the Autumn fol- 
lowing, if ſhe were not better, ſhe might conſult thoſe of our Profeſſion. She 
did fo, and accordingly as ſhe had propoſed came to Town again, and ſent for 
me. The Gland was then grown bigger and more painfull, but was movable; 
there was allo a ſmall painful Gland under that 4xi/a, which much diſcoura- 
ged my undertaking, I acquainted her Phyſician of the danger ſhe was in, and 
wiſhed him to propoſe to her the conſulting ſome others. The next day Door 
t#harton met the Lady's Phyſician, Door Windebanck, and my ſelf. Ar the 
Conſultation I declared my thoughts of that Gland, vz. that it was a Cancer 
and by the progreſs it had made in three months -it' was like to be a difficult 
work, and wiſhed the Patient might be acquainted with the danger; for by 
her diſcourſe to me ſhe expeCted 1 ſhould ſpeedily cure her, and that by ſuppu- 
rating the Gland: which way was deſtruQtive. For, according to Galen, and 
our daily experience, ab emollientibus exaſperantur: and to proceed by Repel- 
lents and Diſcutients were only to palliate; which Idoubted we ſhould not 


be long able to do. The only hope then remaining was, cutting into the Skin, 


and taking the Gland out while it was movable. This was not approved of. 
We then conſidered what to dreſs it with. Door Wharton would needs leave 
that to my care: but I, having no inclination to be engaged in it, deſired it 
might be preſcribed by us, and made by the Apothecary ; which was as fol- 
lowerh.

Many things were preſcribed, both internal and external : but ſhe was no way 
relieved. When the Glands were not painful, ſhe was fick of ſome Dzar- 
rhea, Catarrh, &c. and if ſhe was well in health, then the Glands were pain- 
ful: and while this bigger was treated, it would feel ſoft in ſome part, and 
be protuberant, and after a while harden again. Thus every new Fluxion in- 
ercaſed this Gland, and gradually made it unequal; yet it continued movable: 
which gave me one time an occaſion to tell her, that the cutting the Skin, and 
taking that Gland out whole, was the beſt way to free her of it. She percei- 
ving that I had no inclination to ſuppurate it, as ſhe hoped I wonld, was con- 
tented that I ſhould draw off, to make way for ſome other.

A Woman of about thirty ſix years of age was ſuppoſed to have a'Cancer 12. Obſer- 
in her left Breaſt, and had been palliated many years by Sir Fra. Pr. One day, 2. 
ſhe being at her houſe in the Country, it did break, with very exceeding pain. wen gan- 
She writ to her Phyſician, whoſent me to take oft the Breaſt. When 1 came 6505 1p 
I faw it gangrened, and was ſomewhat ſurprized at the novelty. The Tumour 
was round, of a very great bulk, and movable; it was gangrened by reaſon of 
_ theoverſtretching of the Skin. The Mortification had eaten through the Skin 
the compaſs of the palm of a hand. I cut it into the body of the Tumour, and 
found it a cancerous Fleſh, and lying within a Cy/fzs. 1, ſuppoling it a cancerous 
Wen, (how properly I know nor, it being the only onel ever faw,) fomented 
it with Wine, dreſſed it up hot with «»gaent. baſtlicon, and gave her an-ounce 
of ſyr. de meconio 1n 2 draught of Mace ale, to quiet her pain. The next morn- 
ing 1 fonnd her much afflicted, and faw many cloaths wet with the Gleet, the 
Mortification was much ſpred in the Skin, and the cancerous body cracked as 
a Pomegranat over-ripe. I conſidered the Gangrene, and ſuppoſed it would 
fave me the labour of cutting oft the Breaſt, and that it would ceaſe upon the 
pulling away of the cancerous body. Upon which conſideration [ pulled out 
that part which was outermoſt, I believe the fourth part of it; and would 
then have pulled it all out by dividing the Skin, but ſhe would not permit it. 
I continued my way of dreſſing as before, ſtay'd at the houſe with her three 
days and dreſſed it twice a day, pulling out ſome part of the Wen each time. 
The Gangrene 1n the Skin ſtopped, and ſhe became very caſe. But perceiving 
ſhe would not permit me to thruſt out the remaining Wen, 1 defired a neigh- 
bouring Chirurgeon might be ſent for: who being come, we dreſſed the Pa- 
tient, [ ſhewed him that by Digeſtion the remaining fleſhy body with the 
Cy/izs would come away, and by that time the Lips with the Skin would be 
ready to unite with the whole: which accordingly came to paſs, and ſhe was 
perieftly cured in leſs than ſix weeks, and is yet well. | 
A Man of about fifty years of age came to me out of the Country with a 13: Obſer- 
hard unequal Tumour, of the bignels of a large Wall-nut, between the Coro. v*- &f = 
nal and Sagittal Suture : it had been vlcerated, but was art that time cruſted Tumor: 
over with a Scab, and ſeemed to be a milder fort of Cancer. He ſuppoſed it, on the 
the King's Evil; but being aſſured by me otherwiſe, he deſired my help. 1 
confidering its 2/15 reſting upon the Craniam, made no difficulty in the under- 
taking it. Therefore providing Dreflings ready, I made an Incifion round it 
to the Scull ; then raiſed it oft with a Spatwla, and permitting the bloud to 


flow 
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flow a while, dreſſed it up with Aſtringents. The third day aſter. ] took off the 
Dreſſings, and faw the Lips of rhe Wound well diſpoſed, and the Cranium 
uncorrupted. I raſped it till the bloud appeared under ir, then dreſſed up the 
Wound with Digeſtives ex terebizthina, &c, and after Digeſtion incarned and 
cicatrized it with as little difficulty, and diſmiſſed him cured, 
14. Obſer- A Man about twenty eight years of age came out of the Country recommen- 
var. ot ded to me with a Cancer on his left Cheek,ſtretching it ſe!f from that ſide of 
the left his Noſe cloſe under the lower Eyc-lid to the external Carthus, fo making a 
Check. compaſs downwards. It was broad in its baſis, and roſe copped like a Sugar- 
loaf. It pleeted, and was accompanied with Inflammation and much pain, 
He had allo ſome {cirrhous Glands under that Jaw. The extirpation of this 
Cancer had been attempted in the Country, but it growing afterwards big- 
ger, and threatnivg his Eye lately with Inflammation, he haſtned up, and im- 
portuned me to undertake it. I complied with his deſire, and four or five days 
after, having prepared all things ready, viz. actual Cauteries, Digeſtives, De. 
fenſatives, Bandage, &c. Doctor Walter Needham and my Kinſman Jaques 
Wiſeman being aſſiſting, I pulled the Tumour towards me with the one hand; 
during which I made my Inciſion cloſe by the Eye-lid, and cut it ſmooth off, 
as clole to the Os jugale as I could do it, avoiding the Perio/teum. The bloud at 
firſt ſpurted out forcibly from many Capllaries beſides two conſiderable Arte. 
ries: we permitted them to bleed a while. The leſſer Veſſels ſtopped of them- 
ſelves, and we cauterized the greater afterwards. Then viewing our work, 
and obſerving ſome rel.que of tne Cancer remaining above the external Can: 
thus, we conſumed it by aQtual Cautery, and dreſſed up the Wound with our 
Digeſtive, with Embrocations, Defenfatives, and moderate Bandage to retain 
them. The third day we took off Dreſlings, faw it well diſpoſed to digeſt and 
dreſſed it as before. The ſecond day after, dreſſing it again, the Cancer ap- 
peared riſing from the fide of the Noſe and Eye 1:d; it alſo over-ſpread the 
Cheek-bone. I dreſſed it as I had done the time before, and the next time 
came prepared with aQtual Cauteries, and confumed it all, then dreſſed it up 
with Lenients. From that time the Ulcer healed daily, and contracted in 
ten days ſpace to the half: yet ſince that it begins to bud again here and 
there, which will put me upon a neceſlity of uſing the aRtual Cautery : and 
what acccount to give of it | yet know not. 
1s. Obſer- A Gentlewoman aged about forty years, of a ſtrong healthy Conſtitution 
var, of4 came out of the Country difeafed with a large fleſhy Excreſcence, painful, 
Excre. and of a livid colour, thruſting out from the Gums of the lower right Jaw. 
ſcence of [t had rotted the Teeth neareſt to it, and weakned the reſt, by the Ulceration 
es To, and Relaxation it had made in the Gums. It had been viewed by ſome of our 
Profeſſion, who declined the medling with it as cancerous; for which reafon 
I undertook it: for ſuppoſing it a Cancer, it ovght the rather to be extirpa» 
ted whilſt irafteRted ſome particular Part that was capable of it. The ill con- 
ſequence of ſuch omiſſions may be judged by the following Obſervations. [_ 
readily undertook the freeing her ot the Excreſcence by aCtual Cautery : which 
ſhe conſenting to, I cauſed a Scoop-like Cautery to be made proportionably 
big, to thruſt off the Excreſcence at once with its root: then ſent for La Roche, 
we punched out the ſtumps of the Teeth that were in my way. Then, one 
of my Servants holding her Head ſteady whilſt another held her lower Lip 
down and her Tongue on one ſide, I preſſed with the Cautery well heated into 
the lower part of the Gum, and extirpated it quite; then with a Bolt-cautery 
conſumed and dried the lax and rotten &a/is: which being done, ſhe held in 
her mouth a decott. hordei cum ſem. cydonior. and ufed it daily till the Eſcar (e- 
parated. I then made her a decod. plantag, equiſet. ſummitat. rubi, flor. roſ, rub. 
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Jalauft. cum ſyr. de ro. fitcis, with which and the Vitriol-ſtone I cicatrized the 
Ulcer firmly. I neither purged her, nor let her bloud ; ſuppoſing the latter 
would be more ſeaſonable after in caſe of Inflammation: bnt rhere happening 
none, that was omitted. And fo was the Purging, I fuppoſing it might put 
the Humours rather upon a Ferment. She was cured in leſs than three weeks, 
and continueth well. 


A perſon of about fifty years of age, of a ſtrong Conſtitution, by craking 15. ovſer: 
of an Apricockſione cauſed a pain amongſt the great Teeth of his upper Jaw *© 


on the left ſide. From that time that part of the Gum ſwelled, and one Tooth 

orew looſe, and after fome time a Fuygas thruſt the Tooth out. A French-may, 

Chirurgeon to his Regiment, endeavoured to conſume the Fungus with oleum 

vitrioli and ſuch like: but it increaſing (pred farther,and afteRed the whole Jaw, 

infomuch as all his Teeth dropt out to the Septum. The Fungas greatly increa- 

ſing thruſt out two diſtin&-Lips,the one whereof ſtretched out the Cheek,and 

the other overſpread that ſide of the Roof of his Mouth. The Patient being in 

this condition came up to London, and called to a Conſultation Sir Fra. Fr. 

and Door Bate Phyſicians : of Chirurgeons there were Mr. 4rris, Mr. F4- 

ward Molin (deceafſed,) Mr. Shunbab, a German, Chirurgeon to his Grace the 

Duke of Albemarle, Mr. Troutbeck, and my ſelf. We, being met, faw the Pati- 
ent dreſſed ; his Chirurgeon pulling out a Tent very big and long from be- 
tween the two Fungz in that place where the Diſeaſe began. After we had ſeve- 
rally confidered the Malady, we withdrew to conſult, and, unanimouſly con- 
cluding it an ulcerated Cancer, propoſed various Remedies in order to Palliati- 
on ; as ſhaving the Hair of his head, applying Cephalicks, a Seron in the 
Neck, Fontanels, Bliſtering, Bleeding, Purging, &c. Coming to the Patient 
with the Preſcriptions, he asked what way we had deſigned tocure him. Aﬀter 
ſome paule, (for we having no hopes of curing him, had not diſcourſed of 
that,) Sir Fra. Pr. anſwered, the Attempt of Cure in fuch Ulcers had been 
always unſucceſsful and extream painful, viz. by Burning, and thereby the 
Diſeaſe hath been for rhe moſt part exaſperated, and the Life of the Patient 
ſhortned. The fame was affirmed by us all. The Patient replied, God's will be 
done. I pray goand conſider of the way : for 1 had rather die than live thus. 
We withdrew, and refolved to comply with his defire, returning ſuddenly 
apain to him with that Anſwer, and commended to him Mr. Edward Melin, 
that excellent Operatour. But he refuſed it, as being preingaged to go out of 
Town. It was then put upon me : and at their deſire Iundertook it, and gave 
direQtions for the making actual Cauteries of various forts, ſome Bolt-like, 
others like Chiſels, others of other faſhions. There were inſtruments alfo 
made to defend his Tongue and Lips. While tnefe were making, the Patient 
was let bloud, purged, and prepared for the work. That done, we met again, 
and had the Inftrument-maker attending to heat the Cauteries, and mend or 
alter them as occaſion ſhould offer. One of the Aſſiſtants held his Head and up- 
per Lip,whilft 1 with a Specalam oris held down the Tongue with the one hand, 
and with the other paſled a plain Chiſelcautery juſt under the upper Lip into 
the body of that part of the Cancer which ſtretched it ſelf along the Roof of 
the mouth to the Palate, and repeated the uſe of that-faſhioned Cautery till I 
had made a ſeparation of ſo much. The carrying the Cautery thus in the 
middle of that cancerous Lip was the. way to preſerve 'the ſound parts from 
being ſcorched with the reflexion of the glowing Iron. It was alſo a great en- 
couragement to the Patient to ſee fuch gobbets burnt off with fo little pain. 
After I had ſcooped off what I could of that Lip,then with Olive and Bolt- 
like Canteries by burning I dried up the remainder to a cruſt. That done, 1 
went to work with the other cancerous Lip which lay ſtretched along that 
part 
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part of the Jaw to the Cheek, and raiſed it up as a Trumpeter's in the time 
of ſounding. Ipaſſed a Chiſel*cautery into the body of that, and made a rig. 
Jance of a great part of it, cutting and burning throvgh the 4/veo/i, which 
were as rotten as dirttill the Patient grew weary, and the Phyſicians thovght 
it was enough for that time. We then gave him of this Lotion toliold in his 
Mouth to cool it : ſem. cydonior. 5j. ſem. pſyllii & papaver. albi an. 5ij. ex. 
trahautur mucores in aq. plantag, ſolan. & ranar. an. part. &q. That night he 
was laid to reſt with this ; Be ag. paralyſeos 51). ag. thertacalis 5iij. ſyr de me.

The next day in the afternoon the two Phyſicians and ſome of the Chirur. 
geons met me at the Patient's Chamber. He had ſlept well,and was for the 
work, he faid, placing himſelf very chearfully in the Light. Renewing my 
work,and feeling with my Finger the length of that Lip ſtretching by the Roof 
of the mouth, I felt a moiſture in a chink , which I ſearched with a Probe, 
31d found a hollownefs over the Roof, from whence there iſſued Matter. On 
the other ſide,which I burnt laſt;the Fleſh was high.l began with that over the 
Roof,and burnt all that part dry, and left it lying hollow like an Arch : then 
burnt the other ſide with Olive and Bolt-cauteries down towards the 4a/is of 
the Alveoli, and found the remaining Sockets full of the ſame looſe Fleſh. | 
burnt into each of them, and at the fame time dried them what I could; and 
where-ever [ ſaw any Excreſcence, I conſumed it, and thereby ſmoothed my 
work. It was not eafie to diſtinguiſh the ſound from the unſound by reaſon 
of the ſwelling in the neighbouring Parts.It wasalſo much more paintul to the 


' Patient, as the ſenſe of the Nerves and Membranes were more exquilite than 


that of the hard Lips which I conſumed the day before. Yet he fat chearfully, 
till I declared that I had not left a cranny uncauterized : then he roſe, and wa- 
ſhed his Mouth with ſome of the forementioned Mucilage,to which there were 
ſome beaten whites of new-laid Eggs added. His conſtant Drink was this : þ 
rad. ſarſaparille 5 vj. infund. in aq. font. | ix. per horas xij. tum add. rad. ſcor- 
zonere 51j. ſummitat. majorane, meliſſa, an.

About 12 ofthe 
clock that night he ſent for me, and told me I had changed his pain : It was 
before,faid he, a gnawing pricking pain, but now it is burning hot ; yet, ſaid 
he,l did not ſend tor you ſo much to eaſe my pain,as to rejoyce with mein my 
recovery. embrocated the Cheek cam oleo & acetoroſac.and afterwards applied 
ſoft cloaths dipt in the ſame,adviſing him to hold ſome of his formerly-preſcri- 
bed Lotion in his Mouth, and gave him a draught of his Anodyne,which laid 
him to ſleep. In the morning, when he wakened, he called his pain a com.

A learned Perſon viſiting him 
often,and for the moſt part finding me there drying and ſmoothing my work 
with the AQtual Cautery,ſuſpeed the event,and went out from us mumbling 
that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Quibus ſunt Cancri in Palato, Sede,Utero, &c. þ 
arantur ulcera , cicatrice induci non poſſant. It much diſturbed me ,' but I 
proſecuted my Cure more induſtriouſly ; and by drying the looſe Fleſh where- 
ſoever it appeared, as alſo the Bones, I diſpoſed them to caſt off, _ my 
c 
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Fleſh to a hard Cas, which cicatrized with the acjacent Parts. In the time 
of the cicatrizing I preſcribed him this Water to waſh his Mouth before and 
after meat - B: ag. plantag, equiſeti, fragor. an. it j. flor. rof. rub. balauſt. an 
M. j ſh. cog.ad 3. partis conſumptionem ; colature add. ſyr.diamoron, de rof f1ccis,an. 
5 j5 15. acet. roſac. 5 vj. Miſc. By this method he was cured in the ſpace of ſix 
weeks with a firm and ſmooth Cicatrix. Dodtor Bate whiſpered Sir Fra. Pr. 
that it would not hold a Month : but it held ſeven years, or thereabouts. Q- 
thers of our Profeſſion, who at our firſt Conſultation had declared it an incu- 
rable Cancer, did afterwards, when they ſaw it cured, declare amongſt their 
Companions that it wasno Cancer. Such an irrefiſtible Diſeaſe is a Cancer. 
In the year ſixty eight the fame perſon, being at his houſe in the Country, 
was taken with a Fever, which after ſome days terminared by a Cri/is in the 
outſide of the ſame Check from which the cancerated Jaw had been extirpa- 
ted. They drefled it with ultices of Chickweed and the like , by which ir 
ſuppurated, and diſcharged its thin Matter by ſmall Eruptions ;- the groſler 
remaining rendred the Ulcer tordid and callous. Upon which they ſent for a 
Chirurgeon, and alterwards for a Phy fician of that Country. They dreſſed 
it about half a year. It not yielding to their Applications, they conſulted me 
by a Letter: to which Ireturned Aniwer, that I ſuſpected it cancerous. Upon 
the receipt of it, he came to Londen, believing at the worſt I could burn it 
out. He here conſulted divers eminent Phyficians and Chirurgeons. It was 
now a Cancer, and indeed not capable of extirpation, having ſeized that ſide 
of his Throat. I attempred ſome part of it within by the Actual Cautery : but 
it not ſucceeding, and l being ſoon after fetched into the Ccuntry others were 
_ employed : bur after all he languiſhed and died. 
A Captain of a Company in one of His MAFEST7's Regiments of !7: pe wn 
Foot quartering in the North of E:g/aud was troubled with a ſmall Excre- cancer un 
ſcence under his Tongue. He conſulted the Phyſicians and Chirurgeons in his dcrtb< 
neighbourhood : bur it increaſing with pain, he was perſwaded by his Friends TORR 
to come to Loxdon to me. But after he came to Town, te mer with ſome 
who told him that fuch a ſmall thing was not worth the troubling mc. Upon 
which he went to ſome other,and,having got ſomewhat to drels it,he returned 
to his Command in ſome of the neighbouring Counties , and there fell into 
the Chirurgeons hands, where it increaſing and ſpreading much infeed the 
internal ſalivary Giandulzs on both fides the Tongue, all the lower left Max- 
illa, and part of the right. 'Twas fixing upon the lower Lip, the Teeth 
all looſe, and ſome of them fallen out : there were alſo ſome Glands with- 
out under the Jaws. In this condition he came to me. I acquainted his Friends 
that it was a Cancer,and incurable. If an attempt was to be made in hopes of 
Cure, it was to be by burning it out. They conſulted their Friends : and af- 
terwards DoQtor Zho. Cox, Door Walter Needham and my ſelf met. It was 
concluded by them, that there was no other way or hopes to cure him : how 
that might ſucceed we doubted. If he would have it attempted, it ſhould be 
at his deſire,and not upon any aſſurance from us to cure him thereby : for in- 
aced it was doubiful, The next day he ſent for us to meet at his Chamber 
in order to the extirpation. Accordingly we met , and having Mr. Goſling 
with us, and our actual Cauteries and all things ready, we placed the Pati- 
ent in a clear light,then pulled out the Teeth that lay looſe,and as it were bu- 
ried in the Fungus. Then having his Head held firm, and his lower Lip defen- 
ded, I paſſed in a plain Chiſel cautery under the Fangas, as low as I could, to 
avoid (corching of the Lip, and thruſt it forward towards the Tongue, by 
which I brovght off that Fungus and the rotten Alveoliar twice or thrice re- 
pcating the Cautery; then with Bolt-cauteries dried the 4a/1s to a cruſt. After 
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with a Scoop-cautery I made a thruſt at the Fungrs over-ſpreading the l-{t 
Jaw, and made ſeparation of thar, and what was rottcri of the Alveol:: then 
with Olive and Bolt-cauteries I dried that as well as he would permir, and letr 
| the reſt for the next day's work, giving him ſome ſome decodt. bordei cum ſem, 
cydon. pſy1lit, & alb. ovor. beaten in it, to cool the hear in his Vourh, and ap. 
plied on the outſide under his Chaps this Defenſative : R oli armey. pulv. 5 , 
putv. flor. roſar. rubr. balauſt. ſumach, an. 5 (%. gallar. pulv 5i1j. cog. im acet, 
acer. ib is. ol, ref. & myrtill. an. 5 1j. empl. de miniog. ſ The Phyſicians pre- 
ſcribed this : 3* Lraudani gr. ij. ſolv. in aqu, epidemic. Gunamom. hordeat. an 
5 j 1%. ſyr. kermes 5 11. capiat tertiam partem ſtatim, repetatque altern. horis do. 
nec placide dormierit. This following Cordial was allo prepared : B ag. epide.

bitum in langaoribus. 

The next day we met again,and found our Patient much relieved with the 
good night's reſt he had got : he was chearfull, and reſolved for the work. | 
began with Bolt and Olive cauteries to makean end of drying that Furoys on 
rhe lefr Jaw ; which having done, I burnt the ſalivary Glands on bath fides 
of rhe Tongue : then I placed a Tin-inftrument between the Tongue and the 
Excreſcence which was rooted on the Raxali, of the ſhape of a Criſta, thick 
and hard, bearing the Tip of the Tongue backward. ' The Tongue thus de- 
fended,[ thruſt ar the root of it with a Bolt cautery by which 1 eradicated and 
burnt it off. Having thus cleared the Mouth of the Furg?, 1 defired the Pliy- 
ſicians Judgment of it : they looked, and liked what was done: the Patient 
waſhed and cooled his Mouth with the ſame Lotion as betore,and had liberty 
to repeat the ule of the Opiate and Cordial. 

The next day we met again, and found our Patient well ſatisfied with 
what had been done, it being only ſtiff and hot, otherwiſe not painful, and 
he could take his ſuſtenance with more eafie and Guſto. The Phyſicians pre- 
ſcribed him this Clyſter to make his Body ſoluble : Bk deco. com. 5 x. ele. tee

There was a'{o preſcribed this following Traumatick 
Decodtion : & ſarſaparill. 5 1j ching 5 ). raf. ebaris, corn cerv. an. 5 j. infund. © 
Bulliant in ag. font. . th vj. addendo debito tempore ſummitat. elatin. hyperici, 
millefolii, herb. Robert. an. M. j. ſem. coriandri 51j. cinnamomi 51 i%, paſſul. ent- 
clear. 5 1j. colat. ad th iv. bibat bj >. in die quotidie. By the extirpation of the 
Fungus within, the hard Glands under the Chaps without diffolved : but the 
Patient not permitting me to keep down the Fungas afterwards 2s it aroſe, 
it quickly over-ran all his Mouth, and thoſe Glands |welled again and Apofte- 
mated, and afterwards indurated among{ſt the internal Mulcles of the Larynx, 
and haſtned his Death. Yet long before that he admitted me to ule the actual 
Cautery,but ſo ſparingly as it ſignified nothing. Indeed forne Empiricks pro: 
miſed him great hopes of Cure by their Specificks : but he languithed and died 
notwithſtanditg all our endeavours. 

Thus another perſon of about ſixty years of age, having been long diſeaſed 


var. ofa with a Cancer on the left ſide of his Tongue, ſtaid in the Country til} it had 


corrupted one half from the root to the Tip of it, as 1Iſo the Ranata and Salt 


Tongue, Vals of that ſide,as well the external as internal parts.'1i2en being at a loſs what 


to do, he came up to London recommended to Poctor Walter Needham tor 
Cure ; 
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Core; who, ſecing his cate ſo depiorable, adviſed him to conſalt orchers. He 


aſknting to it, DoCtor Micklethwait, Mr. Arris, Mr. HHollier and my [cl met 
DoRor Needham. Ar a Corfulrtation we propoſed to palliate the Diſzale, 
But he declared to vs that hecame to Town with refolution to have the Cure 
arrempied, though he died under 1r. We endeavoured to Ciliyade him from it- 
hurt ne per{itted carneſtly 11 the having it attempted : to whica weat laſt com- 

lied and agreed to cur off rhat part of his Tongue, and to cauterize the for- 
did Ulcer that lay on that fide of his Moutn between that Jaw and his 
Tongue. To which purpole we preſently fent for ſome actual Cautery,and in 
the preſence of that Company I put into his Mouth a Raſpatory, and, fixing 
it berwcen the Root of his Tongue and edge of that Toniii, pulled away the 
corrupt Fleſh; and then with Olive canteries burnt riut toa crult, Having, 


as we ſuppoicd, conſumed the Cancer there, I patted a Probe with a Ligature 


into the Ulcer under the Tongue,and brought it out above through a Tubercle, 
then, pulling his Tongue forward, I cut off the cancerated part as it lay, ac- 
cording to its length, trom rhe Tip to the Root of the Tongue : and after i 
had permitted it a while to bleed, ] cauterized it. We tnen gave him of a 
decoft. hordei, cydon. &c. to cool his Mouth,and treated him as hath been faid 
in the preceeding Obſervation. In this Patient the Eſcars ſeparated, and the 
Ulcers digeſted,and that part of the Tongue near the Tonf1l cicatrized ; but 
the while a hard Swelling arofe 1n his right Thigh, and became fo painful, 
that he was forced to keep Is Bed : the Matter termented aifo in the falival 
Glands, and made Apoſtemations on the outſide under the Jaws : of which 
together he Janguiſhed and died. os 

Theſe unſuccelſsiuvl attempts may render us extream cruel to thoſe who feel 
not the miſery thoſe poor creatures ſuffer with Cancers in their Mouths. 

[f the Cancer be but in ſome particular part, as the Tongue, Gum, &c. 
though the Patients have no certain hopes of being cured by Knife or Fire, yet 
they generally put it to trial ſooner or later. How much more then ſhall theſe 
poor creatures, who have Cancers over-ſpreading their Mouth, eating and 
goawing the Fleſh, Nerves and Bones 2 who, beſides the danger they are in 
every minute of being choaked with a fierce Catarrn, do ſuffer hunger and 
thirſt ; and if they can ſwallow Broth, Caudleor Drink, yet is it with an un- 
{avourytaſt,by reafon of its paſting through ſuch ſore corrupt Parts,from which 
putrefaction their {ſtomach naulcates its ſuſtenance, and their Spirits are infc- 
Qed with the ſtink, whence Fainting frequently happens; Sleep is a ſtranger to 
their eyes,their Slumber very troubleſome,and Death is oniy rheir defire. Ar 
ſuch a time as this it is not to be wondred if they try a doubtful Remedy, 
though painful. What I have attempted of this kind hath been at the ear- 
neſt requeſt of the Patients and their Friends, and by the authority of a Conſul- 
tation ofeminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons. That the Cure ſucceeded not, 
muſt be imputed to the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and may teach others how 


dangerous it isto negle& the conſulting the experienced Chirurgeon while the 
Diſeaſe is recent, and caſe to be eradicatcd. 
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CHAP. XXII. 


Of Noli me tangere. 


Uthours in their Chapter of Cancer do uſually niention Nei me tangere 
and Lupus. Theſe two moſt Men eſteem to be but particular names of a 


- Cancer when it is fixed in ſome pecnliar place: as in the Face, Noſe or Lip it 


Deſcripti- 
on, 


Obſervar, 


is called Noli me tangere ; in the Legs and Shins, Zupas. Whince it is plain 
that our vulgar language uſeth the name of Wolf in a large ſenſe, applying it 
very often to the Breaſts,and indeed any other place, where the Cancer grow- 
eth highly corroſive. I ſhall think it more inſtrufive to rhe young Chirurge- 
on, if I appropriate this word Nol; me tangere to a ſmall round acuminated 
Tubercle, which hath not much pain,unleſs it be touched or rnbbed,or other- 
wiſe exaſperated by Topicks. Concerning which Rogeras faith , that Cancer 
plus corrodit uno die quam Noli me tangere in uno menſe. Butif ſo exaſperated, it 
1s immediately enraged, and becomes a true Cancer. Such as theſe are ſome- 
times found in the Face and Lips ; but do likewiſe happen in all other parts 
of the Body. I have ſeen them in the Arm. Particularly a perſon of about (:x- 
ty years of age, of a healthy Conſtitution, hath one in the outſide of his right 
Arm, alittle above the Elbow. He weareth a Cup upon it of a light wood, . 
with Straps faſtned to it, which brace it on, and defend the Part from the 
preſſure of his Sleeve.He ſent for me one morning toſee it when he was in bed, 
his Arm lying out covered with a light mantle. He turned up his Sleeve, took 
off the Cup, and ſhewed it me. The Tubercle was ſmall, of a blewiſh colour, 
and looked as ifit had been a Yarix : it was without Inflammation, hardneſs, 
or change of colour in the partsabout it. He did not permit me to look lon 

upon it: the while I did, 1 faw it rife into a Tumour as big as a Kernel of a 
Hazel-nut. Such another I ſaw in the Arm of a Woman ot about forty years 
of age of a blew colour, on the out-fide of her Arm : but it was not defended 
from the preſſure of her Sleeve. I offered to undertake the Curc of them both. 
but they had been diſlwaded by moſt of thoſe that had ſeen them. I ſhould 
not have doubted cf good Succeſs, having before ſeen a perſon ſo diſeaſed and 
cured by an Eminent Chirurgeon in his time, who by the application of an 
aQtual Cautery burned it to the Fleſh,ſuppoling it had Jain no deeper ; but af 
ter the ſeparation of the Eſcar it riſing again, he burned it deeper, and from 


that time it returned no more. 
V Hile I was attending a Noble Family in the Country,a Perſon of qua- 
lity in the neighbourhood ſent his only Daughter of about eleven 
years of age to me. She was diſeaſed with an unequal Tubercle upon her left 
Cheek, of the compals of a half Guinny when undiſturbed ; but if any thing 
were applied to it, it heated the whole Cheek. It was a great blemiſh ro her 
Beauty ,upon which very account her Parents had much endeavoured to have 
it cured, or at leaſt to be diſpoſed ro ſuch a calm temper, as it might bear a 
black Patch. Some weeks after the Lady her Mother brought her to Loudon, 
and put her into the care of the late deceaſed Doftor Sranly and my ſelf. He 
purg*d her with this : B: fol. ſenz 51 15. rhabarb. I j. ſem. fenic. dulc. 5 15. 
ſalis tartari j. infund. in ag. cichorei cum ſucco aurantior. colat. 5 ij. adde ſyr. de 
pomis purg, 5 j, Miſce. This was repeated often. Merc. dulc. & cerufſ. antimonii

Chap. XXIT. Of Noli me tangere. 
were alſo given her at diſtinCt times, and diſtilled Milks, ſuch as have been ſet 
down in the Cure of Cancers. I begun my Application with this ; B /ztharg. 
quri ij. ſem. cucurbit. excorticat; 5 18. acett vini q. /. trituratur in mortario in 
formam unguenti,addendo camph diſſolut. in aq.roſ.gr.vj. This was apphed ſpred 
thin upon Sarſenet : but it immediately ſwelled and heated all the Cheek. | 
then took it off, and anointed the inflamed parts about the Tubercle : bur it 
did not agree with it. We wiped it off agait, and by expoſing it to the air it 
cooled and returned in a day or two to its former temper. After 1 had tried 
ſeveral Medicaments unſucceſsfully, a Friend gave mea black concreted Juice 
to work into a Paſte to cover the Diſeaſe,it being all the Mother then deſired 
from me : and this being laid upon it,adhered to it as if it had been Pitch,and 
ſeemed to agree well with it. But after four or five days it heated her Cheek, 
and was taken off. Upon which the Mother grew impatient, and had ſome 
thoughts of going with her Daughter into Glouceſterſhire to a Man there who 
pretends to the Cure of Cancers. Which coming to my knowledge,] made an 
offer to Door Stanly to undertake the Cure by extirpating that Tubercle by 
the actual Cautery. But he replying,that the very mention of it would fright 
them out of Town ; Ithen propoſed it by Cauſtick to the Lady-mother : 
which the accepted, upon a promiſe not to do it whilſt ſhe wasin Town,nor 
then till | heard from her in the Country. Some while after ſhe went into the 
Country, and wrote to ſome of her Friends to ſee the work done. Upon the 
receipt of which I met Door S7a»ly and them ; and, having placed the Pa- 

tient in a clear light, I drew a line with Ink how far I intended to burn, and 
\ they took the compaſs exadaly in a piece of paper, which they kept. I began 

with a Cauſtick-ſtone pointed, and preſſed upon the middle of the Tubercle, 
burning deep into it ; and, to quicken the work, I touched it with of. vitriolz 
upon a Stick,and then with the Cauſtick-ſtone interchangeably, till Thad con- 
ſumed the Tubercle and the parts within the marked Line. The while I was 


thus working. I dried up the Salts which mixed with the 7chor with armed 


Probes. Having thus finiſhed the work as I deſigned,to the fatisfaftion of the 
Phyſician and Relations, I waſhed out the Salts of the Cauſtick with Wine 
warmed, then divided the Eſcar, and waſhed it again with Milk, till I had 
freed the Eſcar and the Part from pain : then I dreſſed it with wngaent. Baſtlic. 
cum oleo roſ. on a Pledgit, and applied an Empl. e bolo over all. By thele Leni- 
ents the Elcar ſeparated, and left a deep round Ulcer : which in few days I di- 
geſted with ancuent. bafilic. magn. & Merc. precip. and incarned and cicatrized 
with arguent. tutiz, &cc. but within ten days after it broke out again. We re- 
peated Purging with calomel. Bezoard. miner.&c. and healed it up with a firm 
Cicatrix by the aforeſaid method, adding a few drops of zin&. wvitricli dalc. in 
aqua rub;, From which time it hath continued well, ſhe not having worn any 
Mouch upon it of late years, I have now under cure one of this kind ; bur,it 
not being perfected, I ſhall inſert it in the Treatiſe of Srrumg. 


CHAP. XXIIL 
Of Wateriſh Tumours. 


WW Ateriſh or Hydropical Tumoursare the eftesof an extravaſated Serum, 


Which according to the place on which it lights doth denominate 
the Diſcaſe. 


If it fall inwardly into the Cavities of the Belly , it is Zydrops aſcites; of 
the Tvorax, Hydrops pettoris x of the cull, Zydrocephalus : which name it al ſo 
retains 


— 
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retains if it affe& the outward parts of the Head. When it is lodged between 
the Skin and the Fleſh, or in the Interſtices of the Muſcles, it is dnafarca : in 
the Scrotum, Hydrocele, or Hernia aquoſa, QC. TT 

Wateriſh 'Tumours that are external difter from the phlegmatick by their 
ſhining and the manner of their pitting. Hydropical Swellings,if they be pure, 
do glifter and are pellucid, they take impreſſion ea{tly, and do as foon lote it, 
Oedemata receive the impreſſion eaſily alſo, but they keep it longer. The tranf. 
parency in the ſurface or change from the natural colour in the Skins lets rhan 
in the other. But theſe Humours are very apt to mix both in the 4aſarca and 
other Swellings; which where they do, the Symptoms are confounded. 

Aſcites differs from Tympanites by its weight, ard the {wagging of the wa- 
ter in the Belly ; whereas the Tumour in a Tympanztes is more light, equal, 
hard, and,ſay Authors, ſounds like a Drum. HH He Ss 

Cauſes of Wateriſh Tumours are whatever may either increafe the Seram 
of the Bloud beyond its proportion,or reſtrain it in any part of the Body pre- 
ternaturally,ſo that, wanting its natural courſe, it ſtagnates in ſome one or more 
places. Of the former ſort are ill Digeſtion in the Stomach ; defect of San- 
gvification, which is frequent in intemperate perſons ; alſo great Hzmorrha- 
ies, where the Bloud, being weakened by much diminution of its quantity, is 
not able to digeſt the Aliments aſſumed, but lets them run into Seram, from 
which Cauſe alone ſeveral wateriſh Tumours ariſe; fo allo any defect in the 
Ferments of the Yiſcera,as when the Kidneys do not ſeparate the Serum from 
the Blond, or the conglobate Glands do not their office ; likewiſe too great 
acrirony inthe Bloud, which, though hot in it ſelf, yet melts down the Bloud 
into a thin Serum, as in hot Catarrhs. Of the lacter fort are, 1. a check of 
tranſpiration through the Pores of the Skin, which keeps 1n a greater part of 
the thinner Serum, and forceth it to ſtop in the body : 2. retention of Urine: 
3- the forming of ſome Cyſtis in which it 1s contained : 4. its extravaſation in 
any part of the body, external or internal. 

Wateriſh Tumours are, as we have reckoned, internal or external. 

The internal ones are deſcribed in Phy fſick-books ; and their Sg»s ſhall be 
given particularly by meas I have occaſion. 

The external, if they be pure indeed and very much external, do by a viſt 
ble reſplendency betray themſelves to the eye; thoſe eſpecially that lie near 
the Caticula and Cutis making a very thin pellucid Tumour. Thote that lie dee- 
per under the Skin do ſhine lets : yet in ſome of them, if in a dark room you 
thade them,as Women do an Egge with their hands,and hold a Candle to the 
other-fide,you will find at leaſt a faint tranſparency. Thoſe that lie yet dee- 
per, or are containedin a Cy/zzs,do not ditcolour the Skin at all, nor cauſe any 
conſiderabte pain: but if the Swelling be large, you may by ſhaking it per- 
ceive an undularion. 

Watery Tumours as ſuch portend no danger to the life of the Patient,unlels 
the Yiſcera be obſtructed or otherwile tainted.If ſuch Obſtrutions or Corrup: 
tions happen,the meaſure of the danger 1s to be taken from the degree of the 
Corruption. Thoſe inward Tumours are more dangerous than the outward ; 
and the more noble the Part affected, the more important the danger. 

In the Care of theſe Tumours there are four Intentions required. 

The firſt conſiſts in a regulation of Diet and manner of living : the ſecond, 
im evacuation of thoſe ſerous Humours by Stool, Urine,or Tranſpiration : the 
third, in reQifying the ConcoCtion, and reſtoring the Yiſcera to their natural 
ſtate: the fourth, concerning the Tumour it ſelf, is performed by Diſcutients 
and Exſiccants, or by Apertion. 1 

I. The Diet ovght to be with great moderation, excels in eativg or __ 
10g 
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king being prejudicial to their Cure. As to the quality of ir, Phyſicians ge- 
nerally prefcribe it drying and attenuating, ſuch as hath been propoſed in the 
(haprer of Oedema ; and after that manner they ought to regulate ther way 
of living : Yet 1t 15 not unfrequent to ſee thete Tumours arile from a hot 
Cauſe, in which caſe cooling Diets are requiſite. 

2+ The ſecond Intention is uſually performed by Purging with ſuch things 
as are preſcribed in Ocdematovs caſes. Only here there ougt to be a more 

articular regard had to the /7ydragoga,as elaterium, camboya, ſambucus, ebulus, 
rad. bryoniZ, ſyr. de ſpina cervina; &c. Ii the Cauſe be hot, Bleeding and Barnet 
Watcrs may be neceſlary, of which you may find ſome Inſtances. 

3. The third [ntention, of reſtoring or reAifying the YViſcera, ought to be 
the work of the Phyſician. 

4. The fourth Intention 15,of removing the conjunCt matter by drying and 
diſcutient Medicaments ; for which all thoſe ſet down in Oedematous and 
Flatulent Tumours are ſuitable. Þ ſammitat.. abrotoni, abſinth. origani, cala- 
minth. majorang,an. M. i. flor. ſambaci, chamem. anthos, roſ. rub. an. M. j. baccar. 
lauri, juniperi, an, 51). coguantur in ſ. q. aqui font. to which may be added Wine, 
Vinegar, Salt, Sulphur, or Alume. Or you may make the DecoCtion in the 
common Lixivie, if the Tumour require it. You may alſo embrocate with 
ſuch like; B ſalis nitri 5x. piperis albi 5vj. euphorb. 51. ol. laurin. 5v). Miſc. and 
apply this over rhe Part afte&ed ; Þ ſem. anift cumint, bace. myrtil. lauri, an, 3%. 
ſucci ebuli 51v. ol. rutac. © cere g. ſ. fiat Ceratum, It by application of theſe or 
the like Medicaments the Cure ſucceed not, it may be reafonahle to make A- 
pertion, and give vent to theWarer, and proceed in the Cure as ſhall be ſhewed 
10 the following Obſervations. Where the Hydrops hath aftected the Breaſt, 1 
have not ſeen any operation attempted by letting out the Water, the Diſeaſe 
it ſelf being rarely diſcovered till after the death of the Patient. In ſome ſuch I 
have taken out about a gallon. Nor is there often found better ſaccets where 
the Water aftes the Belly, as in the Aſcites: it being for the moſt part the 
product of long chronick Diſeaſes, which either tock their original from or 
ended in ObſtruQAtions of the Viſcera; in which caſes the Cure uſually depends 
upon the Phyſician; the beſt aſſiſtance of the Chirurgeon being that of Ban- 
dage, which, if appliedeven to the whole Belly by a ſtrong Dimitee or Holand 
Bracer made to encompals the Abdomen, and tied or laced behind, may con- 
duce much to the provegyss of a ſudden increaſe of the Swelling, 

The like or greater ſuccels we may hope for in Anafarcous Swellings, 
where the Legs, Arms, Hands, &c. are afteed, to which a ſtreight Stocking, 
Sleeve, &c. being accommodated doth uſually repreſs rhe Humour, and dif- 
poſe it to be carried oft another way by Medicine. 

Where the 4ſcites follows Zzmorrhagie, Fever, or any acute Diſeaſe it ad- 
mits more often of Cure: but thoſe of our Profeſſion are rarely conlulted 
while there is hopes thereof by internal Remedies, which is ſo long as the 
Patient hath ſtrength to bear them. Ar laſt, when the Yiſcera are tainted, 
the evacuation of the Water haſtens their deaths, and the Operation is fcan- 
dalized: whereas if the Paracente/is were made in time, berter ſucceſs mighr 
be expected. 

The way of makinga Paracenteſis or Tapping hath been variouſly ſet down, 
according to the ſeveral fancies of Chirurgeons. Some have made the Apertion 
1n the Navel by Bodkin, Needle, &c. others three fingers below it on either 
v1de, cbufing that on which the Patient did leaſt lie; tor the Orifice ought to 
lie vppermoſt, to prevent too great an effuſion. Thoſe that open below the Na- 


vel have likewiſe deviſed ſeveral ways. Some take up the Skin, and perforate 


that firſt; then make a Perforation in the Peritonzum. A method not praQi- 


cable 
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and Muſcles. Therefore it is that we generally ſtrike through all at once. 
The worſt way is by Cauſtick, and lnciſion after thar. 

But the down right Puncture, being the beſt of Cures, is to beſo manage 
as that the Serum may not fly out all at once, but be retained accowing to the 
defire of the Chirurgeon ; nothing being ſo pernicious to the Patient as great 
Evacuations, though of an excrementitions Humour. Hence it is that much 
Art hath been uſed in this affair as to deſignation of quantity and contrivance 
of Inſtrument. Barbett hath lately publiſhed the uſe of an hollow Needle, 
which, being thruſt in, will let out what quantity you pleaſe, but being pulled 
out leaves little or no paſſage in the Skin. The repeated intruſion of this into 
the ſame or into freſh holes ( fayjhe and Sylv;as) will evacuate Water at your 
pleaſure. Truly, the whilſt the Belly is diſtended with abundance of Water, 
it may ſucceed well: but they themſelves dare not pretend farther than the 
Evacuation of half the Liquor, for by, that time you will be in danger of 
wounding the inteſtines. Several Experiments I have made of that Inſtry. 
ment, and one lately, rather to fatisfie the Patient and his Relations that the 
Swelling was an Aſcites, than that we could propoſe any Cure by 1t. I made 
the Apertion in the preſence of Mr. Zo/ier : We diſcharged about a pint of 
Water,and part of that by a Catheter : for, feeling ſome oppoſition in the ca- 
vity within the Abdomen which obſtruQted the flowing of the Water, I pulled 
the pointed Caxnula out : and it was well I did, for afterwards in opening 
the dead body. I found the Inteſtines floating above rhe Water, though there 
were above two gallons in the Belly. Upon which Obſervations I do con- 
clude it a very unfit Inſtrument to diſcharge a Dropſie : beſides, our people 
will not admit of ſo many Openings as would be neceſſary to empty an Hy- 
dropical Belly. 'This very perſon,as earneſt as he was at firſt for the Operation, 
choſe rather to die with the Waterin his Belly than ſuffer a ſecond Apertion. 

I therefore do conclude the good old way of a Cannula made taper-wile 
with holes in the ſide, whoſe diſcription you may find in Parezs,to be the beſt; 
which being conveyed through a hole made by punCture may be kept in by 
Bandage till the Water be evacuated, the hole of it being ſtopped by a Screw 
or otherwiſe, as you will find in the aforeſaid Author. I ſhall now give you 
ſome Obſervations of this Work , though it be for the moſt part unſuccels- 
ful : as indeed what can be expected from rotten Y7/cera 2? 


A Woman near fifty years of age, of a groſs body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
laboured of an Aſcites a long time : after much Phyſick ineffeually taken, 
the Water burſt its way through the Skin by a ſmall Opening on her right 
Side, near the place where we uſually make the Paracentefis ; and after ſome 
days , the Aperture wearing larger, the Water flowed more abundantly. [ 
was fetched, and ſtoped up the Orifice with a Tent of Lint, applying a Pitch- 
plaiſter, and over that another of Yeaſt and Wheat-flower, with Compreſs 
and Bandage. Then I adviſedher to lie on the contrary Side, by which that 
part was kept dry. The fourth day I opened it, and gave vent by a Cannula to 
three pints of Water ; then bound it up again. As the Belly emptied, the 
Opening contrated : Therefore I put in a Cana, retaining it in with 
Compreſs and Bracer, and thereby diſcharged the Water at pleaſure, and af 
terwards left it to her own and her Servants ordering. 1 viſited her ſome 
while after; and, finding moſt part of the Water diſcharged, I took out the 
Caniula, and permitteg it tocure. The Water ſeeped out ſometime upon ri- 
ling or lying on that Side ; but ſhe was a ſtrong Woman, and recovered. 

A youpg Man of about eighteen years of age fell from a Fever into a Quar- 

cane 
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tane Ague, which held him ſong, and ended in an Aſcites: his Belly ſwelled 
exceedingly, and he becameextenuated. While he languiſhed in this deplorable 
condition , one undertook the Cure of him, by letting out the Water with a 
Thorn thruſt into his Navel, ( though it were not at all ſwelled up.) The 
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Water was let out gradually, and a ſticking Plaiſter only applied over it. Thus 


in a month's ſpace it was evacuated, and the Belly contracted proportionably. 
During this Evacuation he took opening Broths and Apozems. After the 


Water was diſcharged, and the Puncture cured, he continued cxtreamly ema- 


ciated, and the Skin of his body and limbs was withered ; yet he was ordered 
to be ler bloud about fix ounces: at which tjme he was fo very a Skeleton, 
and his Skin hung fo looſe, that I doubted how I could hold it over the Vein 
to open ir. Yet after this | ſaw him Far, and perfectly cured. 


A Gentlewoman of about thirty eight years old laboured of an Aſcztes witli 3. Obſer- 


Anafarcous Swellings on her Belly, Thighs and Legs; and, having taken much 
Pkyſick unſucceſsfully in the Town, was removed to her houſe in the Country 
to die: but after ſome while being tired with the weight and ſtretching pain 
of her Belly, ſhe ſent tor me to give vent to the Water. I went provided for 
the work, and found the Patient reſolved to undergo the Opening. Other 
Symptoms to encourage me I had none. The next morning, ſhe having pre- 
pared her ſelf, and being placed on that fide the could beſt lie upon during the 
Evacuation, her Bracer being well fitted, I made the Perforation according to 
cuſtom three fingers below the Navel on the upper ſide. The Water ſpurred 
out forcibly whilſt I paſſed in my taper-pointed Cannula, which fitting exactly, 
I let out about three pints of Water, then apply'd an Emplaſtr. ad herniam 
over it, with a Stupe wrung out of a carminative Decoction and Bandage. 
She ſeemed ſomewhat relieved at the preſent, but reſted ill that night, and 
was much indiſpoſed in the morning, yet would have more Water let out. I 
diſcharged two quarts of Water, and dreſlcd it as before. 

Aſter I had continued there three or four days, and ſhewed the Servants the 
manner of letting out the Water and drefling, I returned to London. Aﬀter a 
ſew days, going back, and finding her Belly very much ſunk, and the Water 
not over ready to. flow, I took out the Caxnula, applied a Pledgit of unguent. ba- 
filicon, and an Emplaſtr. ad herniam over it, with a warm Stupe and Bracer as 
before. I left her weak and not like to recover; and indeed ſhe died a few 
days after.

A Gentlewoman of about thirty years of age, big with Child, was much 4. obſer- 


diſeaſed with Anafarcous Swellings in her Legs and Feet. Sir Fr. Pr. was ſent 
tor; who ſeeing her in ſuch a condition, and unfit to take Phyſick, deſired my

Opinion concerning them. I faw the Swellings pale and ſhining, yielding to Ec85 &*: 


the impreſſion of my fingers, and returning ſlowly. She was very uneafie in 

her bed, and not in a condition to fit up. 1 propoſed Fomcnting with good 

diccutient and exſiccant Medicaments, to diſpoſe them for Bandage, and then 

to put on laced Stockings and Trouzes. After he had a while conſidered of 

it he wiſhed me to write a form of the Fomentation; which I did thus:

After I had repeated this method three or four days, 
and difpoſed her Legs by Bandage for the laced Stockings, I ſaw them laced 
on with Knee-pieces and Trouzes} theſe were daily ſtreightned to ſuch pro- 
Portion as the Patient could eaſily bear. By the wearing ot theſe I 
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the uſe of her Legs, to the great advantage of her health. She went her full 
time, and was delivered of a healthful Child, which is yet alive. 
or. A Gentleman having long laboured under a complication of Diſeaſes, par-

rar. of 4- ticularly a Dropſie, ſent for me. I found his Body much extenuated, his Legs 

at "a Anafarcous, and his Back and Hips excoriated with lying in bed. I propoſed 

me *®” to him the uſe of a Fomentation and equal Bandage, viz. a pair of laced Stoc- 
kings. After ſome reaſoning with me about the uſe of them, he complied and 
I cauſed a pair to be made, and laced them on. They were eafie and did all 
I deſigned by them. He was able to walk to his Cloſet, and take the air in 
his coach, and was well pleaſed with them. Bur afterwards, being informed 
by ſome body of great inconveniences that might happen to him from the 
wearing of them, he cauſed them to be pulled oft ; upon which his Legs ſwel- 
led again, and he was confined to his bed whereby his Hips and Back galled: 
alſo by reaſon of the great increaſe of thoſe wateriſh Swellings the native 
heat was overcome, and a preternatural one ariſing inflamed and bliſtered 
them. I was fetched, and by Fomentations &c. got off the Morrtification, 
and in fix weeks healed the Ulcer and Ulcerations. IT made him a Fontanel 
by Inciſion in his right Leg, and put him on the laced Stockings again, by 
the uſe of which he recovered. |

oo tution, came to me out of the Country, ſuppoſed to have the Xng's Evil.

Tumour Upon enquiry I found none of that Evzl, bur a large Tumour lying upon 

boy the Muſcles of the Back: the Skin of the Tumour was thick, without in- 

' flammation or difcolouring, 

I was then in queſt of windy Tumours, and thought this might be one, 
having Symptoms notunlike it, the Sound excepted. I had a great defire to 
ſce what it was which made that bulk, and offered her the Cure of it gratis; 
which ſhe gladly accepting, I ordered my. Servants to make ready Aſtrin- 
gents and Bandage. Then I made an Appertion into it with a Knife, upon 
which a Water forced out : we received it in a Chamber-pot. Whilſt it was 
diſcharging, I ſlit up the Tumour, and gave way to the Dregs, which were 
like Honey, but not contained in a Cy/tis, I cut oft as much of the Skin as 
was ſuperfluent, and brought the reſt together, dreſſing it up with the com- 
mon Digeſtive ex 7ereb:inth. &c. with a reſtrictive Emplaſter, Compreſs, and 
Bandage. Being thus dreſſed ſhe walked with her She-friend, more briskly 
than ſhe came, to her lodging in Shoe lane; from whence ihe came to my 
houſe the third day after, to be dreſſed, and fo daily till the Wound was cu- 
red; which healed by agglutination in lefs than three weeks. 


POT () F wateriſh Tumours Zydrocele is one very remarkable Species, which 
JA ubdivides it ſelf into many others. 


Definiti- * It may be generally defined, a wateriſh Swelling of the Scrotum. 
i 1 Ns may be either part of another more general Tumour, or elſe an origi- 
rences, Nal Diſeaſe of that place. When it is part of another Tumour, the Body is 
Hydropical, viz. either Anafarcous or Afcitical: in both which cafes it is 
frequent to ſee the Cod ſwelled up after the manner of an Ayaſarca. And 
indeed, when in Aſcitical caſes we find a Swelling of the Teſticle, there is for 
the molt partan Anaſarca of the lower parts of the Belly joyned with it. When 
It 15 an original Tumour of the Part, it either lieth without the Tarica wag; 
nalis, afteQting the whole Scrotum; or elſe is contained within the faid Tu- 
nicle, or at leaſt ina Cyſis of its own: in which caſe you will find one fide 
{welled whilſt the other remains in its natural ſtate ; or if both Teſticles are 
concerned, the Tumours are diſtin. = : 
The 
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it is part of a Dropſie. But when it cometh alone, it is generated as all other 
wateriſh Tomours are, viz. by a ſeparation of Seram out of the Arteries, 
which never returneth into the Veins, but lodgeth in the Skin or other parts 
of the Body. This Extravaſation may be cauted from ſome Bruiſe by Blow,

Signs of an Hydrocele may be taken from the diſtemper of them. Fiz. Signs. 

1. The Anaſarcous' Hydrocele .may be known by the ſplendour, ſoftneſs 
and thickneſs of the Scrotum. Tt taketh impreſſion from the fingers eaſily, + 
and may be wrought like ſoft Wax. The Prepuce 1s ufually ſwelled, if it 
attend the Dropſie of that name: 


* 2. The ſimple Hernia aquoſa, as it affefts the whole Scrotum, fills it like a 
Bladder, and diſcovers it felt by its ſhining.

3. When the Zydreocele lieth within the 7anica vaginalis, between it and the 
Telſticles, or 1n a peculiar Cy/t7s, the Scrotum is proportionably ſtretched, and 
ſomewhat wrinkled ; and indeed at firſt ſight it is not unlike an Hernza inte/ti- 
xalis or zirbalis: but you may diſtinguiſh them by preſſing with your fingers 
upon the Produttion, which when you do, bid the Patient cough; if nothing 
preſs upon your hand like wind, it is an Hydroce/e. If the Water be lodged in 
the 7wnica ua rat of both Teſticles, the Swelling appears double. 


The Cauſes of Hydrocele arethe fame with thoſe of a Dropfſie, at leaſt when Cuſcs. 


This Diſeaſe is more.or leſs dangerous according as it is complicated. That Progno- 


which is joyned with a Dropſie cannot be cured, unleſs that be firſt cured: yet 
it ſometimes ſerves to diſcharge anaſarcous Swellings, in the Parts lying above 
it. Thoſe which ariſe from an external Cauſe are more eaſily cured. If the 
Habit of body be tolerably good, the Hydrocele may be cured ; and if it be 
bad, the Water miay be let out as often as it fills, without danger. 


In the Cure of theſe Tumovrs there is required a regulation in Diet and cure: 


manner of living, as hath been ſet down in the preceding Diſcourſe of Wate- 
riſh Tumours in general : only here they are to be proportioned according to 
the greatneſs of the Malady and the Accidents that attend them. They alfo 
require to be treated with ſuch Diſcutients and exſiccants as have been there 
propoled, and you muſt retain your Applications cloſe to the Part to which 
they are applied. A Bag-truſs is neceſſary, it ſerving alſo to ſuſtain the Part, 
leſt by the weight of the Humour the Tumour be increaſed : alſo after the 
diſcharge of the Water it furthers the corrugation of the Scrotum. 

While the Swellings are ſmall, they may haply yield to Diſcutients. An 
accidental Bruiſe, by ſtirring up an Inflammation, hath ſometime diſpoſed 
them to diſcuſſion, If they tend to Suppuration, further it by Suppuratives, 
as 1n a Phlegmon hath been ſhewed, and treat them as ſuch. Bur if the Tumour 
have any quantity of Water in it, your ſpeedieſt way of Cure is by giving 
vent. If it be an Azaſarca that poſſeſſeth the whole Scrotum, the way to dil- 
Caarge it is either by Scarification, or by a Seton. 

_ Scarification is proper when only the Scrotum is Anaſfarcous. If it be 
made by PunRture with a Lancet, the Water will diſcharge in few hours, and 
the Wounds agglutinate ſoon after without other Application than a warm 
Stupe. An Inſtance whereof you may ſee in the Obſervations of edema. 

1If there be an A4naſarca of the Belly, the Seton is moſt proper, in conſide- 
ration of the time which is required for ſuch an Evacuation. It ought to be 
made tranſverſe the Serotum in the depending part. It is tobe kept open till 
the Serofity be diſcharged; and the while you are to preſerve the native hear 
of the Part by the te TE of warm Stupes wrung out of wine, wherein

myrtil, nuc, cupreſſ, &c... And take care leſt the Scrotum excoriate from the 
Fe Ne a R 2 ſharpneſs 
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ſharpneſs of the Humour and inflame: for in Hydropical bodies it is apt to_ 
oangrene. If you apprehend ſuch miſchief, pull aut the.Seton. 

In the Opening the other Species of Hydrocele, you are to conſider the quan. 
tity of Water, and the place it is lodged in. If it have not a pint of Water jn 
it, forbear opening it till it be bigger, leſt you hurt the "Teſticle * beſide, it is 
not worth the while. But if it be a child that labours of it, you may open it 
though there be ſcarce half a pint of Water. In order to the Opening them, 
you are to place the Patient in a clear light : then with the one hand tq prei; 
upon the ProduQion, that the Tumour may be more tenſe: and if the Ay. 

rocele be in a Man, your Servant ought to preſs with his hand upon the other 
ſide, that the Scrozum may be the more ſteady. You are to make the PunRure 
in the depending Part, and avoid the cutting of the greater Veins lying up- 
on the Scrotum, leſt thereby the Water be made bloudy, and you be thought 
to have hurt fome Part within. You are to make the Apertion big enovgh 
to receive a ſmall Canmula, which you are immediately to pat in, and keep it 
there till you have drawn out all the Water. That done, apply a Pledgit of 
wnguent. bafilicon, and an Emplaſter to retain it on, with a Flanel Stupe wrung 
out of an aſtringent Decoaion, and put ſuch a Bag-truſs on as may keep your 
Dreflings cloſe. By this method you will in two or three days find the Pun: 
ture cured, and the Scrotum contrafted. Yet it may be reaſonable to apply 
an Empl:ftr. Ceſaris, or ſome other aftringent Emplaſter, over the Scrotum, 
and to put on a leſs Truſs, which the Patient may wear for more ſecurity, 
For they are apt to fill again with Water once in a year or two, it the Habit 
of body abound with ſerous Humours. 

If the Water be lodged in a Cy/tis, or within the. proper Coats of the Teſticle 
or Teſticles, they require accordingly to be opened diſtintly. And in theſe 
Hydrocele's you are to be carefull to pals in your Cannula, and keep it in till the 
laſt drop of Water be diſcbarged : for if by any accident it flip out, you will 
ſcarce get it in again; the inner Tunicle hanging looſe, the holes may not an- 
{wer each other; nor is the Tumour capable of being opened fo well again as 
at firſt: and if you leave any Water behind, the Operation will be thought | 
ill done. The- Water diſcharged, you are to proceed in the Cure as above 
faid. What hath been kitherto delivered of theſe Zydrocele's doth only con- 
cern the palhative Cure, 

[f you purpoſe the perfe& Cure, you ought then to make the Apertion large 
on one ſide of the Scrotum reaching towards the Produdtion, in tuch manner 
aSit may lie according to the length of the Teſticle, that you may open it at- 
ter the Water is diſcharged, and thereby the better apply your Medicaments 
to it incale it be affeted. In theſe Operations the Patient ſhould be of a 
tolerable good Habit of body, and in his not declining age: for whether they 
be made by Incifion or Cauſtick, they are generally fubjet to Inflammatt 
on, Colick and Fever, till Suppuration be made. In which cafe Bleeding and 
Clyſters are neceſſary, .and outwardly Lenients and' Anodynes are to be a 
plied, allo good Fomentations to keep up the natural heat : of which you will 
find ſome Inftances amongſt the following Obſervations. 


A Boy of about fix or ſeven years old was brought to me labouring of an 
Aſcites, with an Hernia aquoſa in Scroto, and Anafarcous dwellings po fling 
the outfide of the Scrotum and Prepuce. I made an Apertion on the left ſide of 
the Scrotum in a depending Part, and, pafiing in a Canna, diſcharged nears 
pint of Water; then fomented it with warm Stupes wrang, out of red Wine- 
While 1 was fomenting it, fuſpeRing the Anafarcous Humour would ſoon fill 
up the Scrotum again, if the Apertion were npt kept open, I therefore vweng 

| | e )| 
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delay thruſt a Seton-needle with a ſmall twiſt of Silk through the Aperture be- 
fore. made, and paſſed it-out tranſverſe the Scrotum, about an inch diſtant from 
the firſt opening : then cut off the Seton from the Needle, and ried theends to-. 
gether, faſtening them with an Emplaſter above upon the Scrorum, and truſked 
it cloſe with a warm Flanel Stupe,/covering allo the Penis, and diimiſled rhem 
with direions to ſtupe it at leaſt thrice a day with a Decodt. ab/anth. flor. ro 
rab. &c. as'it is propoſed in the method of Cure. If in this cafe the Stupes be 
not often ſhifted, the ſerous Humour, which ſo continually drops into it, will 
excoriate the Scrotum, and ſtir upa painful Inflammation. Some tew days after 
I viſited the Patient, and faw the Swelling in the Prepuce and Scrotum dif- 
cuſſed, the Seton having well diſcharged 1ts part. I cut out the Seton, and 
drefſed the Ulcers with anguert. tutiz, by which they healed; and by the 
continued uſe of the Fomentation 1n a few days the Scrotam contradted.

A Gentleman of abourfixty years old came to Loon diſeaſed with a era 2. Obſer- 
aqueſa, The lower patts of his Belly and upper parts of his Thighs were Ana- 77” 
ſarcous: the Prepuce and Scrotum were not free from it.

Phyſician laying his hand upon one fide of the Scrotum, while mine was on the 
other ſide. I made a Puncture in a declining Part, then paſſed in a Cammla, 
and let out about three pints of Water 1n a Bafon. It was much of the colour 
of Urine in healthful people. The Water diſcharged, I pulled out the Cannula, 
and applied a warm Stupe, and truſſed it up cloſe. In the ſpace of two or 
three days the Anaſarca diſcuſſed, and the Scrotum, contracted and cured. 1 
applied an Emplaſter Ceſaris over the Scrotum, and fitted him with a Truls ac- 
cordingly. Two years after I opened this Tumour again.

[ propoſed Scarification in order to the preſent diſcharge of the Anaſarca : 
but, in confideration of the neceſſity that appeared of continuing a vent to the 
ſerous Humours, which would moſt certainly afte&t the Scrotum whilſt any 
thing of the Hydrops remained in the parts above, we reſolved upon the nſe of 
a Seton. To which purpoſe the Patient was ſeated upon the fide of his Bed, and 
a Bafon placed under the Scrotum. I raiſed up the Anaſarcous Skin, and, 
whilſt Dr. Brook held part of it, paſſed through the Needle with a twiſted 
Silk, Immediately upon the Apertion there diſcharged a bloudy Serum, (as 

It ſeemed to us by the candle ligtit,) which we permitted ta flow to the quan- 
tity of at leaſt a pint and a half: during which the colour not changing, we 
Rept to the window with the Baſon, and faw it a pure florid bloud; fo alſs 
was that which flowed the while into a Porringer, Upon ſight whereof L 
£Þvll'd out the Seton, and placed a Servant's fingers upon the two Apertions, 
till I haftiſy* made Dreſſings ready of farin. rritic. cum albumine ovor. ſpred 
-upon a couple'sf Pledgits and upon linen cloath in the form of a Plaiſter, 
which I applied upon that Part of the Scrozuwm with Comprefs and Bandage, 
whereby the bleeding was ſtopt. We did not perceive that he was the leaſt 
REiſcotpoſed by the Evacuation. The ſecond day after we rhet again, and faw 
the Patient walking in his Chamber matvellouſly relieved both im his breath

ſeemingly healed, and had not bled one drop after the application of thole Em- 

plaſters. We fomented the Scrotum, and truſfed it up. His Phyficians preſcribed 
antiſcorbutical Juices, cordial Juleps, ©c. The ſecond day after we met again, 
and, ſeeing the Scrotam big, made Scarification by puncture of a Lancet. The 
bloud trickled down apace ; but afrer a while it ſtopt, and a Serum flowed forth; 
A warm ſtupe was applied; and renewed often, and continued the moſt pare 
of that night; during which the Serum was plentifully diſcharged, and. he 
urined well. At our next meeting, which was within two or three days, we 
found our cure ſucceed well; but the Scrotum was big, and likely to befo 
whilſt there remained any Waterin the Abdomen or, Parts about. Upon which 
conſideration we were inclined to make a Seton again : but fuſpetting a new 
effuſion of bloud, we contented our felves at that time in making an Apertion 
with that Spear-pointed Carla deſcribed by Barbetr.. It bled at firſt opening 
about, two ounces, then gleeted a ſerous Humour. We dreſſed it as before; 
and thereby the Serum was diſcharged for the ſpace of three or four days: 
during which the Patient removed from his Lodging at Lime-hexfe into the 
Town, nearer his Phyſicians. Then we again pierced the Scrotum witha round 
Needle and twiſted Silk, whereby the bleeding was reſtrained, and the Seroſt- 
ty diſcharged : but the Scrotum, from that time began to indurate, and thereby 
ſtreightned the Seton, and ſtopt the Water in its paſſage. Upon ſight whereof 
we fomented the Scrotum with Emollients and Diſcutients, viz, ex folizs & ras 
dic. althze,bryoniz, cucumeris ſylveſt. ſummitat. ebuli, flor. ſambuci, ſem. fenugreci, 
&c. and of the Fzces made a Cataplaſm, with an addition of farin. hord. leatium, 
axunz. porcin. &c. During theſe applications the Patient was purged with Zy- 
dragoga once in two days, whereby great quantities of wateriſh Humours were 
each time evacuated. The Juices were alſo repeated thoſe days he intermits 
ted Purging. Thus the Patient was daily relieved, the hardneſs 2» Scroto re- * 
ſolving as the Seton digeſted, and indeed the Scrotum was well-nigh reſtored 
to its natural bigneſs. We then deſigned Scarification of his Legs, to evacuate 
that Serum: buthe not permitting it, we fomented them with Diſcutients, and _ 
embrocating afterwards cam oleo olivar. aceto & ſale, we rowled them from the - 
Toes upwards; and having that way diſpoſed the Parts for ſtreight Stockings, 
we laced them on, and fitted laced Trouzes to the Thighs.. During which the 
Patient was frequently purged ro* much advantage; yet the ſwelled Thighs 
and Leps did not yield ro our Bandage, but continued hard and painful. He 


DP Andi tine 7% was allo ſtreightned in breathing, and often delirous, and too much debilita- 
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”*"'ted to bear ſo frequent Purging as was requiſite toevacuate the daily increaſe 
of Water. Upon which conſideration we ſcarified his Legs and Feet, and by 
the application of Cupping-glaſſes diſcharged a quantity of bloudy Serum: 
from which time the evacuation of Serum was continued by the application 
of warm ſtupes and Emplaſters. About ten days after, having notice that 
his Legs and Feet were exceeding painful, I made him a viſit, and found him 
upon his Feet : his Stockings being pull'd off, I ſaw his Legs inflamed, and 
in one place livid, and the very Toes inflamed, allo bliſtered, and in fome 
parts livid. I ſcarified them and Fomented them with decot7. ſummit. abfinth. 
flor. roſ. balauſt. in wvino rubro;_ then dreſſed the Scarification with unguent. 
tafilic. hot and applied cerat. Galeni with moderate expulſive Bandage from 
the Feet to the Knees; then put him into Bed, placing his Legs wpon Pil- 
lows, to prevent the deſcent of Humours. The next day the Patient was les 
bloud about ten ounces, from which time he began again to urine plentiful- 
ly, and thereby was freed of the Delirium and difficulty of breathing, the 


Inflamations of his Legs and Feet went off, and thoſe Ulcerations healed; .

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yet there afterwards appeared a ſmall colletion of Matter upon one of 

his Legs; which being diſcharged, and diſpoſed to cure, the patient was 

ao4in purged, and 1s at this preſent in a hopeful way of Recovery, his 
Belly, Thighs and Legs being ſoft, and in a manner reſtored to their natural 

ſlate and his Phyſicians are tending him into the freſh Air to perfe& his 
health. : 


| A Gentleman of about twenty ſeven years of age came to London diſeaſed 4: mw" 
with a Swelling i» Scroto. Dr. Walter Needham was his Phyſician. It was Hydrocel, 
fo'r, and poſleſt rhe Tunicles of the right Teſticle, making a Swelling only 
in that Teſticle. It did not ſhine, as the fimple Hernia agnoſa is wont to do. 
We made compreſſion upon the Production of that Teſticle; and concluded 
the Tumour water, and lodged within the proper Coats of that Teſticle, the 
other lying unconcerned. We made an Apertion in the declining Part, and, 
palling in a Canna, diſcharged about a quart of Water, all that was in the 
Scrotum : then pulled out the Cannula, and applied a Pledgit of angaent. bafili- 
cn, and an Emplaſter to retain it on, with a hot Stupe wrung out of Wine, . 
and truſſed it up cloſe. By which method of dreſſing the Puncture cured, 
the Scrotum contracted, and he returned cured. el Y 

A perſon aged fifty eight years, having been long troubled with a large 5: Or- 
Tumour 7» Scroto, deſired my advice. The Production of the Peritoneum on jp11qroute, 
the right ſide was much dilated. I preſt upon it with my hand and upon his 
Coughing felt nothing of Wind. That Teſticle was lodged within the Tu- 
mour, ſo as I could not feel it. The Tumour was ſoft and without pain. I 
concluded the Diſeaſe to be Water lodged within the 7aunica vaginalis, or 
ſome particular Cy/tzs encompaſling the Teſticle; the other Teſticle and Pro- 
duction being unconcerned, and the Scrotum thick, as is uſual in ſuch caſes. 

I propoſed the letting out of the Water; but he defired time to conſider of 
it. After two or three days I was ſent for again, where I met Sir Charles 
Scarburgh, Phyſician to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Tork, and one of his 
MAJEST Y's Phyſicians, and DoCtor Denton. We together conſidered 
the Tumour; and they, being ſatisfied that it was Water, encouraged the 
Patient to admit of the Opening of it. I, having all things ready, made a 
PunRure in a declining Part, and, paſſing in a Canuula, diſcharged near two 
quarts of Water, dreſſing it up as above faid. I opened this Tumour after- 
wards twice in the ſpace of four years. 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, labouring of an Fydrocele, was 5. obſer- 
commended to me by Doftor Moriſon, his MATJEST Y's Botanick. The _ of FX 
Swelling was within the Tunicies of the right Tefſticle, the Scrozam thick, 17 
let out the Water by Pun&ture and Carnula; it was about a quart: then 
dreſt it as above ſaid, and the third day applied a reſtritive Emplaſter over 
it, with Compreſs and Bag-truſs, and within a few days after diſmiſſed him 
cured of his Diſeaſe. 

A year after or thereabouts the aforeſaid perſon came to me again, the Sc7o- 
tun being replete with Water. I opened it, diſcharged the Water, and dreſſed 
It as above faid, and thought him well, and gone out of Town. But atter 
ſome days, accidenrally hearing he was ſick and kept his bed, I haſtened to him, 
and found him afflicted with a Colick and Fever: the Scrozum was alſo ſwel- 
led and Inflamed. I ordered him a Clyſter, let him bloud, and applied an ano- 
dyne Cataplaſm. By theſe means the pain was mitigated, and the accidents of 
Fever, &c. ceaſed: but the Scrotum remained relaxed and big. In conſidera- 
tion of which I applied Cataplaſms powerfully diſcutient, ex rad. bryonie, 
fol. cicute, flor. cham. ſambuci, ſem. fenugrac. &c. by which the Swelling 
(ellened, He being in haſt to go out of Town,l ſupplied him with Medica- 

ments 
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ments to dreſs himſelf, by which the Tumour was difcuſled. He hatl nat 
been troubled with that watery Swelling ſince. 

A perſon having a Swelling, in the letr Teſticle deſired my Opinion of ix, 
The Tumour was ſoft, and of the bigneſsof a Goole egy, without Inflammz. 
tion or pain, the Scrotam it ſelf not much concerned. I, tuppoling it an /yre. 
cele, and within ſome of the proper Coats of that Teſticle, advited him tg 
truſs it up cloſe, and in caſe it grew bigger, I would open it; for at that time 
there was not half a pint of Water in it. After a year or more, this perſon in 
riding bruiſed the ſame Part againſt the Pummel of his Saddle ; it immed:. 
ately became painful ard hard. He came to Londoy, and ſent for me. It ſeemed 
to me then to be in a capacity of diſcuſſion by reaſon of the accels of heat : to 
which purpoſe I preſcribed this Fomentation : B fol. hyoſcyami, cicate, an. M. ij 
fol. malv. biſmalv. an. M. j. flor. cham. ſambuci, an. M. 1%. rad. bryon. & Iiltor. ay, 
Siv. ſem. lini & fenugrect an, 515. theſe to be decoted in brodio ex capite & pe. 
dibus ovinis, and the Fzces made into a Cataplaſm, with the addition of me: 
dulla panis tritic. mel. comm, & axung. porcin. By the application of theſe 
emollient and reſolvent Medicaments the hardneſs and Swelling were remo- 
ved and the Teſticle reduced to its natural ſtate: 

One between forty and fifty years of age, of a fuil Body, came with his 
Chirurgeon to conſult me concerning ſome kind of Hernia which of late be. 
oan in Scroto, and was ſince by accident of Bruiſe much increaſed. Ar fivht 
of the Tumour it appeared tobe overſpred with an Fcchymofts, and I ſuppoled 
the Humour within it to be an extravalated Seram. I adviſed a dilcutient 
and exſ{iccant Fomentation and Emplaſter, alſo a Bag-truſs. Some little while 
after, ſeeing the Extravaſfation diſcuſſed, and the Tumour inconſiderable, [ 
adviſed the continuance of the Truſs. About a month after we viſited the 
Patient, and ſaw the Tumour very large and tenſe, and by holding a lighted 
Candle on one ſide it appeared ſplendent. We concluded it an Hydrocele, and 
propoſed the Opening of it : but the Patient at that time declined it ; and 
{ome while atrer his Chirurgeon aſſured me that it went off of it felt, without 
any manner of Application,

wiſe than by its giving way to the Humours within. The Patient defired to 
be cured: to which purpoſe | began my work on the right Teſticle, it being 
the moſt ſwelled.

In the next Dreſſings I added ol, terebinth.to the aforeſaid Un- 
ovent, and continued the uſe of the Fomentation and Cataplaſm. . By theſe 
Applications the Ulcer tended to digeſtion, and the Eſcar ſeparated; but the 
Swelling continued big. I then applied the Cataplaſm mentioned in the for- 
mer Obſervation, dotbling the quantity of cicuta, and dreſſed the Ulcer with 
mundif. Paracelſ. cum pracipitat. Aﬀter a few days I obſerved in dreſling of the 
Ulcer a rotten Slough to lie within, which-I took hold of with my Forceps, 
and feeling it looſe pulled it out. It was the corrupt Cy/zs. Upon the com- 
ing away of which the Tumour funk. I dreſſed it up with Doſſils fpred with 


lygos, as alſo where the cicuta had bliſtered the Scrotum. From this, dreſſing, 
the Ulcer digeſted well. My endeavour was then todry up the humidity, and 
contra&t that part of the Scrotum: which I did by adding flor. balauſt. nuc. cu- 
preſ. ſamach, &c. to the former Fomentation of red Wine, and by a Cataplaſm 
of far. hordei & fabar. boiled up in ſome of the. ſaid Fomentation: Whilſt] 
was healing the Ulcer within, a hard Swelling arofe near the ProduRtion, 
and 2 Fungus thruſt out from that Part of the Teſticle.

After the Patient had a little recovered his ſtrength, I began with the other 
by Incifion, making it about an inch in length, ſuppoſing ir would ſooner 
digeſt, and thereby eſcape thoſe accidents. It diſcharged the like Matter .as 
the other did. _ He ſuffered alſo Colick and Fever, till the corrupt Cy/zs di- 
geſted out, which was the ſpace of ten or twelve days. After which the 
Ulcer digeſted, and by the ſame method it healed, and the Scrozum_contract- 
ed, ſo as it was not eaſe to judge that it had ever been diſeaſed. The Patierit 
is yet alive, and hath never been diſturbed in thoſe Parts ſince. SR 
' A Citizen aged about forty fix years laboured of ſach an Zydrocele in both 7*: Ce 
Teſticles. I opened and treated them after the ſame method as in the former {7 
Obſervation hath been ſaid. He was fubje& to the ſame Accidents of Colick, 
Fever, &c. After Digeſtion the Cy/#zs caſt forth, as in ſuch like caſes is uſual, 
and by the bleſſing of God I cured him. DoRtor du Molinr ſaw him dreſt 
once or twice, and preſcribed him ſome cordial Julep, &c. as he thought 


- Theſe Hydrocele's do not difter in the way of Cure, thetefore I forbear a 
more particular diſcourſe or giving you more Inſtarices of them; but with 
youto conſider the Age and Habit of body before you: begin this way of 
Cure; for they are generally ſubje& to Colicks, Fevers, Singultus, &c. and, 
if the native heat be weak, they are apt to gangrene.

pinealis, reaching into the Ventricles of the Brain. Many inſtances of this 
kind I could give you in Rickety children: but theſe things are not to be dif- 
covered till the Patient be dead. Si; 
The Signs are ſuitable to the Part affected, and the quality of the Humour. 
If it lie immediately under the hairy Scalp, and poſleſs it, all the whole Head 
muſt be ſwelled. If the Matter within be &dematous, it will pit under your 
finger - if it be a pure Serum, it will return to its ſeat when your finger is 
taken'off The Face is pale and ſwelled, fo alſo are.the Eye-lids, ſometimes 
bloudy and ſhining. In the increaſe of it, it ſometimes thruſts out a Tumour. 
like a Wen, but the Fluctuation of it ſheweth it to be Water. If it be between 
the Cranium and Pericranium, you may teel the Cranium bare and a Fluctua- 
tion between it and the Pericraxn;um. If it lie between the Craniurs and Dura 
mater, the Sutures are looſe, ſo that you may often bury your finger between 
them. When it lieth under the Dura mater, it maketh that ſwell, and- fre- 
quently thruſts it ſelf through between ſome of the Sutures of the Scull; as 
particularly it did in a young Child, of which anon. What is within the 
Ventrcles of the Brain is not eaſily diſcovered whilſt the Patient is alive' 
only it may be gueſſed at. by great Stupidicy and Inſenſibility, if any ſacl, 
thing be.

Dodtor Walter Needham did tell me of one that in Bedlam was obſerved to. 
ſit upright with his hack to a wall without ſpeaking or opening his Eyes for; 
many months, only ſome odd mimical geſtures he uſed. Upon his death. 
he was opened by order of DoQtor Thomas Allen, Phyſician of the place. An 
cedematous Tumour was found to occupy all the upper part of the Cerebrum 
between it and the Pia mater, which deſcending by the poſteriour parts of it 
did poſſels the entrance into the two Ventricles, the Glandula pinealis it (elf 
being turned into a Bladder of water. | 
But the Story cited out of Yeſalius by Sennertus is yet more wonderful, 
of a young Girl, that kept her Senſes well enough, yet her Head ſwelled fo 
great as to hold nine pints of Water. The like. Obſervations we find in £7:1- 
danus, Kirkringius, and others, where the Brain hath been ſo little, and 10 
oddly placed, that the whole hath been judged to be Water. By which we 
may judge that Stupidity, though, when we find it, it may give ns cauſe of: 
ſuſpicion that ſuch a Tumour is there lodged, yet it is not the neceſſary con-

which was not done without difficulty, the Scalp being much excoriated un- 
derneath.

| Fter Wateriſh Tumours I find Authors frequently treating of the Scab 

; or /tch; a Diſeaſe which ſeems to have its Original either fror abun- 
dance of vicious Salt in the Bloud, or poſſibly from a local Ferment in the 
Skin. | Page: 

A Scab catched by InfeQion ſeems pretty maniteſtly to owe its Origin to 
a local ferment, there being no other fault in the Body than what lieth in the 
Skin it ſelf; and converteth the nutritious Juices thither conveyed into the 
Diſcaſe-here mentioned. And it's probable that moſt other ltches do begin in 
the ſame place, there being in the Skin a vicious Ferment which makes 32 
Concodtion accordingly, and conſequently cauſeth all the other Degenera- 
tions that happen. Theſe Degenerations do increaſe to a farther infetion, 
if the Bloud abound with a ſalt Seram; in which caſe the Fermentation be- 
cometh exorbitant, the Diſeaſe groweth more vigorous, ſpreads farther in- 
ward, and infe&s the whole mals. 

This way, I ſay; the Itch is very often generated, preſſing from without 
inward: nay,'I believe thar moſt commonly it fo happens. But I do not de- 
ny that it may likewiſe riſe from within, as ſome of the greater ſorts of Scabs 
certainly do. Wil 

The Differences may be taken from the Cauſe, and accordingly as it afleas 
the whole Body, or ſome particular Part, as the Hands, &c. 

The Diſeaſe needs not much deſcription; it's known by its riaſtineſs and 
trouble, and upon that account 1s more important than it would otherwiſe be

The Scab or Itch is not eſteemed dangerous to life when it proceedeth 
froman outward Infeion. Bur if it owe its Original to an inward indifpoſi- 
tion of the Bloud, it may prove dangerous; either when it is accidentally 
ſtopped by external Applications and cauſes, upon which occafion Fevers, 
Epilepſics 
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Chap. XXIV. Of Scabs and Irch. = 
Epilepſies, Conſumptions, and many other like Accidents, have ariſen : nay 
when the Scab hath not been hindred in its untoward progrels, the Bloud 
hath notwithſtanding been wholly corrupted, and the Patient brought to the 
grave. Another miſchief it hath, viz. Infeion, eſpecially if the Scab be 


moiſt and full of ſubtil Humours. Upon all theſe accounts, both of the Tur- 
pitude, Danger, and Intection, it 1s convenient to propound a Cure. 


Whether tis Diſeaſe ariſe from an outward InieQion, or inward indiſpo- Care: 


ſition of rhe Bloud, the Cure 1s much one: only this latter requireth more 
your conſideration, to take the indication from the Cauſe, and to make Eva- 
cuation accordingly before you apply your external Remedies. 

In the firſt place, a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, of Mutton, Veal, 
Pallet, Chicken, &c. and thoſe rather boiled than roaſted: All ſharp, falt 
and ſpiced meats are forbidden: fo are all Fiſh, Milk, and Herbage, as being 
corrupters of the Bloud. Their drink may be a ſmall Wine dijuted with 
Water, or a well-boiled ſmall Ale, which may alio be medicated with Dock-

In the time of the late Civil Wars our Souldiers in the Weſtern parts of 
the Kingdom were much annoied with this Diſeaſe, which being gotten 
amongſt them, they infected one another. I commonly let them bloud which 
fell under my care, and adviſed them to drink for their Mornings dravghts 
Brimſtone and Milk, and to anoint themſelves with Brimſtone and Butter. 
But in warm weather frequent bathing in the Rivers was their Cure.

CHAP. XXV. 


Of Lepra,. or Elephantiaſis. 


WW Epra and Elephantiaſis have ſo many acceptions in Writers; that it is fit to 

diſtinguiſh them in the firſt place. I ſhall therefore underſtand by Lepra 
the higheſt degree of the Itch, where the Scabs grow dry, and break ourt-in 
the form of white Scales, ſticking hard to one another, not eaſily to be pulled 
oft; but if they are, they leave the place red, and ſoon return again. The Le. 


\proſy of the Arabians was a quite other Diſeaſe, which by the Greeks is called 


Elephantiafis, and is nothing elſe but an univerſal Cancer of the whole Body, 
black, and indeed a moſt miſerable Diſeaſe, but TI think ſcarce known in 
England. The Arabians alſo have an Elephantiafis diftering from that of the 


Greeks, which is a kind of Yarix, of which Authors may be conſulted. 


The diſeaſe I purpoſe to give you an Inſtance of'is the Lepra Grecorun, 


- ſuppoſed to be Celſus his Tmpetigo, and by others Pſora, the white Scurf, pro- 
ceeding, from a vicious Salt in the Bloud, that doth diminiſh the Ser of it, 
which when the Skin ſhould ſeparate by a juſt Tranſpiration, in ſtead there- 
of it converts it into a dry, falt, itching, white Scab; very troubleſom to the

The immediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe is as I have ſaid, a victous Salt in the 
Serum.

The day after I purged her with ſome of the ſame DecoCtion, 
with the addition of ſyr. de pomis purg. and in the while cauſed a medicated 
Ale to be made according to the preſcription hath been ſet down in the prece- 
ding Chapter of the method of Cure, which was her ordinary Drink, and fer- 
ved to make Poſlets thoſe days ſhe purged. Thenl prepared a Bath wherein 
had been boiled fol.& radic.altheelapath enulg camp. bryoniz fol.ſcabioſe, majo- 
rang, fumarig,ſaponarie, bacc laur. juniper.ſem. ſtaphiſagrie. ſem. ſinapis, alumen, 
ſulph-vitriol. lungaric.and a Bag of wheat branto fit upon.

creſcences of fleſh, by which thoſe Scabs had been held on fo cloſe as if they 
had been thereby nailed faſt. Theſe Excreſcences I rabbed off with the Cau: 
ſtick-ſtone , and where there was occaſion [ dreffed the Parts with unguent. 
zutiz or lithargyr. yet notwithſtanding the Dilcaſe toſe in one part as it dried | 
in others. Upon which conſideration Ivomited her with a few grains of 7ur. 
bith mineral. and repeating it twice or thrice, intermittihg a day or two be. 
tween, her Chaps ſwelled. Upon which1 forbore the uſe of the Bath, and kept 
her warm, then falivated her ſeventeen or eighteen days : in which time the 
Seurf fell off quite, and her Skin became clean. | then purged her with Sir 
Alex. Fraſ. his Potus amarus, and put her into a decot?. ſarſe, Ching, &e. with 
ſome of the hepatick Plants; I ſweat her for ſome days with Diaphoreticks, 
purging her once in thtee or four days ; then bathed her int- warm water, 
waſhing her Body with Balls of Wheat-bran and Soap for forme few days. 
Thus we concluded the courſe, fle being! to all appearance perfeQly well, 
and her Complexion freſh. She ſhould then have returned iritothe Country, 
but that 1 Jebred ſhe might ſtay the Spring of the year for a farther trial of 
her Cure, it being then Feburary. She did ſtay, and in April the Diſeaſe be- 
gan to appear iti her right Arm, and riſe ſcatteting about her Body ; which 
encreaſing, I let her bloud again, purged her with Whey aid Manna, and 
bathed her in warm water, wherein I put a Solution of Sublimate, deſigning 
that way to flux her. But it not rifing to my mit!d, I anointed her Legs and 
Arms with Sir 4/ex. Fraſ. his unguent. Neapolit. by which I falivated her near 
thirty days; in which time the Scabs fell oft again. As the Salivation decli: 
ned,l put her into a deco@. ſarſe as formerly, ſweat her and purged her, and, 
having finiſht the courſe with Bathing as I had done before, delivered her 
once more cured. Her Friends, ſeeing her thus recovered, put her to School, 
to give her that Breeding which her diſeaſed Body had hindred her fo long 
from. Since that ſhe is married, and, as I have been lately informed, con- 
tinues well: yet is not fo freed of that Diſcaſe, but that ſhe hath ſometimes

Gutta Roſacea ariſeth-1n little hard Tubercles like ſo many Hordeo/a, afteQ- Deſcripti- 
ing the Brows and Face all over with great itching, which being ſcratcht look *** 

red, and riſe in great Welks, rendring the Viſage fiery, and in progreſs of 
time make thoſe toting .Copper-oſes, as we generally expreſs them. 

_ The immediate Cazſe':is a groſs hot Bloud afteQing the Face with ſuch a cauſe. 
fluſhing heat as is commonly ſeen im Bluſhing, and by reaſon of its groſs con- 
ſiſtence can neither return back, nor ſuddenly'diſcuſs, but remaineth in the 
Part, and after ſome time- riſeth in red Pimples, which fo vitiate the tone of 
the Fibres, that though the Patient do get afterwards a better Habit of body, 
yet doth he for the moſt part ſuffer under the Diſeaſe.

Gentleman of about forty years old: was very much vexed with a fluſh:

anatis, ol. ex ped. bovinis, and with a little terebinthina and wax made a Ce- 
rote, which after the uſe of the Fomentation was: daily applied. In the 
while he was purged, as hath: been above propoſed, and let bloud, and after: 
wards drunk Epſom Waters: By this method much of the Matter was evi. 
cuated, the heat contemperated, and. the Tubercles in part breathed forth. 
Thoſe that ſuppurated | opened, and diſcharged the Matter : and thoſe that 
would neither ſuppurate nor diſcuſs, I cut into, and permitted them to bleed: 
By the continuance of Emollients they reſolved, and in the ſpace of fix weeks 
he was in a manner freed of theſe Hillocks, and his Countenance became 
ſmooth and clear. |;

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CHAP. XXVII 


Of Flatuous Tumonrs, 


V E have already treated of Tumours coming from Zamoars, which 
was our firſt general Head : we ſhall now fay ſomewhat of thoſe 
that owe their Origin to Wind, called by the Latins Tnflationes, by the 
Greeks Emphyſemata. 
They are by Authors uſually ranked next to Oedema, as partaking much of 
the nature of thoſe Tumours, having generally a watery Phlegm joyned 
with them. | 
Emphyſema 1sa light puffy Tumour eafily yielding to the preſſure of your pefiniri- 
fingers, and ariſeth again in the inſtant you take them off. It is of an uncer-® 
tain bigneſs, ſome times very large, other times ſmall without any weight 
to the Part that contains it. , 
As to the Differences, they are either pure or mixed. A pure Emphyſema piftere- 
15 found rarely, unlels it be in cafes of Wounds in the Breaſt, where: the air c<+ 
getting in between the Muſcles and Membranes doth puff them up like to the 
inſide of a Shoulder of Veal. Moſt uſually they are mixed with Humour, 
which is always Phlegmatick. They differ alſo as to their place, ſome being 
inward, others outward. "The inward belong to the Phyſicians. Outwardly 
| ve find them upon the Eye-lids, on the great Joints, and in other membra- 
naceous Parts. 'The Belly is very ſubje& to them, - both in the Scrotum and 
Navel, which are the uſual ſeats of the F7ernia ventoſa ; and indeed in other 
parts of it whereſoever of the Guts, &c. the Peritonzam is relaxed. In which 


places we do firſt find a foft windy Tumour, and at length, if it be not pre- 
vented, an Extuberance of the Gut it ſelf. £540; 


The Caxſe of the pure Emphyſema is evident, viz. the ingreſs of air. But cauſe. 
that of the mixed ones 1s not fo eafte to be aſſigned. And poſſibly he that 


m_ what the learnedeſt Authors have ſaid on this Subje&t will depart un- 
atisfied.

In the inward Parts, as in the Ventricle and Guts, we find manifeſt acidi- 
ties, which meeting ſome fermentaceous Matter do huft and-puft, and, being 
contained within the bounds of theſe Cavities do blow them up into a Tu- 
mour, wh ch is uſually diſlolved by Evacuation upward and downward; 
which notiwithſtanding doth not prevent the ſuccefſions of new Infl 
unleſs the fermenting principle be deſtroyed. 

In the outward Parts, as the Knees, &:c, we do imagine ſome proportio- 
nable degeneration of the local Ferment, which doth make the like Ebulli- 
tion with the extravaſated Humour. The Vapour ſo generated being confi- 
ned within the Skin, fo as not to be ſuffered to paſs' out, remains there in.a 
windy or flatuous Swelling. on | | _—_ 

- Thoſe Tumours are without alteration of colour in the Skin, or pain, unleſs *'8"*: 
they liedeepamonegſt the ſenfible Parts near the Perioſteum. One Sign is given 
us of them, viz. the ſudden increaſe and diminution. The Ancients diſtinguiſh 
an Emphyſema from other Tumours by the Sound it giveth when ſtruck upon. 
t that Sign I have not met with, no not in the Zympanites. Indeed a

Flatuous Tumours aftefting the great Joints are of moſt difficult Cure 
and not to be opened without mature conſideration. All Tumours of this na: 
ture are more eaſily cured in Summer than Winter. But thoſe off from the 
Joints may be opened at any time, and are of eaſie Cure. 

In the Cure of thoſe Tumours you may. proceed by internals as hath been 
ſhewed in Oedema, the Cauſes differing bur little, both being from a Phleg- 
matick conſtitution of the Bloud. Phlebotomy may be admitted, if Bloud ; 
but generally the Pituitous Humours are here in fault, and they are to be 
prepared and purged as aforeſaid. \. 

The external Applications ought to be ſuch as may by their heating and 
attenuating quality diſcuſs the Flatulencies. Such are ſammitates majorang, 
abrotani, hyſſopt, origani, rute, roriſmarin. bacc. lauri, juniperi, ſem. anif1, fteni- 
culi, carui, cymini, &«c. Of which Fomentations may be made in Lixivies or 
Wine. * Sacculi likewiſe may be made ex ſew. milii, cymin. & ſale. 'Embrocz- 
tions may allo be as followeth. B ol. rutacei, ſambucini, chamemeli, anethi, 
an. 54. ol. majorang, carui,an. 5j. Miſc.ol. ſulphuris terebinth. balſſulphuris Rulaxs 
di, Empl. de baccis lauri, e cymino. Or, Is facis cerg nove WtiſÞ. mice panis furfys 
racei tit. flor. roſ. rub. 5j. coguantur in vino albo; deinde contunde, & adde pipe- 
ris, caryophyl.. nucis myriſtice, 2inziberis an. 51jis. ſem. cymini,aniſ. feenic. ammeos, 
an. 5 \$. ol. chamemeli, anethi, rate, an. 51j. Miſc. S. A.& fiat Cataplaſma. Scari- 
fication, Bliſtering and Capping are alſo commended.” If by none of theſe 
it yield to Diſcuſſion, but inflame and grow painful , treat it-' with Ano- 
dynes; of which cerat. &ſyp; and /ana ſuccida hath the preeminence. But if 
the Tumour be in ſuch place where it may be ſafely opened, the ſpeedieſt 
way of. Cure is by cutting into it. Some Writers have adviſed the binding of 
the Part above and below, and opening the Tumour between. If you think 
there be reaſon for. it, do fo ; but there is no fear of its flying away from the 
vent you ſhall give it. The Cure of the Abſceſs is afterwards effeted as in 
other crude Abſceſſes hath been ſhewed. 

In penetrating Wounds of the Thorax, and where the external 'Orifice is 
ſmall, there flatulent Tumours may be frequently ſeen greatly blowing up 
that.and the adjacent Parts. The Cure is performed by inlarging the exter- 
nal Orifice in the, Skin. You may ſee an Obſervation of it amongſt thoſe' of 
the Breaſt in the Treatiſe of Wounds. 38] 

- Ofthe many that have come to meſuppoſed to have the Xizg's Evil, there 
were not a few-diſeaſed with crude Tumours of other kinds. Some of thoſe 
which ſeemed moſtlike Flatulent Tumours I opened,but they proved all to be 
phlegmatick and wateriſh Tumours. Thoſe in the very Knees which are fo 
generally eſteemed flatulent,l opened by punQure with a Lancet,'ſome to the 
very Bone: in the moſt prominent parts there iſſued forth only a few drops of 
{ſerous bloud, and that without-any diminution of the Swelling. In ſome of 
thoſein which I made the Pundure leſs deep I paſſed ina Probe,where feeling 
2 Tumour under the Perioſteum,] penetratedit with my Lancet,and diſcharged 
an Jchor in ſmall quantity : the Bone was there carious.Upon which:conſidera* 
tion I am apt to think that all theſe painful Swellings in the Knees(which are 
not ſtrumous do ariſe from an over-moiſture of the Membranes and Ligaments, 
which in progrels of time doth corrupt the Bone underneath;ſo that they apo- 
ſtemate and terminate in carious Ulcers Thoſe which are leſs painful are gene 
rally ſuperficial, proceeding, as I ſuppoſe, from an over-moiſture of the Me 
brana carnoſa and;Partsabove it. It being ſo, our beſt endeavours ought tobe 
in 
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Young Gentleman of about eighteen years of age was commended to 1. Obſers 
my care by DoCtor P2»ton. He had a round ſoft Tumour upon the fore-"** 
part of his right Thigh, without Inflammation or Pulſation. I applied a Cau- 
ſtick upon it,and the next day divided the Eſcar : there camenothing of Mat-. 
ter forth. I thruſt my Knite deeper into it : there followed only a tew drops 
of bloud, but the Tumour ſunk. I dreſſed up rhe Eſcar with #nguent. baftlicon to 
digeſt off the Slough. During the ſeparation of it there appeared no: more 
Matter than might reaſonably be expeRed from ſuch an Eſcar. After ſepara- 
tion thereof the Ulcer incarned and cicatrized in few days. This we judged 
2 flaculent Tumour, yet it was not diſcovered by its Noiſe or Sound. 
- A Citizen's wife aged.about thirty ſix years, of an ill Habit of body, had, 2 _ 
- amongſt other Diſeaſes, a ſoft white Swelling a little above her Knee on the j4cvienc 
outſide of her right Thigh. Many Applications having been ineffeQtually Tumour 
applied, Doctor Walter Needbam and my ſelfwere conſulted. We concluded 29 heont: 
it a Flatulent Tumour, and propoſed the opening of it ; to which purpoſe ſhe Thigh 
was purged: Her body being fo prepared, I applied a Cauſtick on the moſt _ 
prominent part , and the next day divided the Eſcar , and paſſed my Knife 
deep into it : there came out nothing of Matter or Bloud.l made a fearcti with 
a Probe,and paſſed it almoſt to the Bone, meeting. no other oppoſition by the 
way than a foſt puffy membranous Fleſh, ſuch as is uſually ſeen in a Shoulder 
of Veal. I dreſſed it with Lenients, Emplaſters and Bandage. 
' The fourth day, the Phyſician being preſent, I took off the Dreſſings ; on 
which thereappeared little more Matter than what is uſual from ſuch Eſcars. 
The Tumour continued, and was fotnewhat inflamed: it required Digeſtion. 
To which purpoſe I ſprinkled in about 5j. of Merc.precipitat. and dreſſed it up 
with Lenients as before. The third day after 1 dreſſed it again, and ſaw the Eſ\- 
car ſeparating, and the Abſceſs digeſted. I dreſſed the Abſceſs again with 
Przcipitate, and the external parts with «:gzent. zatiz. By this method the 
Abſcels digeſted, and the Tumour. funk, and was cured as hath been above 
ſhewed. Many of theſe Tumours we meet with which are certainly raiſed 
by a Flatus, yet give no Sound, nor yet doth there appear any Wind topuft 
out uponopening. 
In the time of the Wars a Souldier was brought to the much wounded. 3: Obſet- 
During his Cure we took notice of a large white Swelling on the outfide of © 
one of his Thighs; which we ſuppoſed Matter : and after the Digeſtion of 
his Wounds [ opened thit Tumour. There iſſued out only a little wateriſh 
Humour, part whereof was tin@ured with the bloud dropping from the in- 
ciſed Lips. There' was neither crackling of Wind or hollow Sound, yet the 
Tumoiir funk from that Dreſſing ;- and by Diſcutients and Exficcants with 
good Bandage it wasſoon cured. Some other ſuch like TumoursI have met 
With; and cured accordingly. 
. AGentlewoman of about thirty years of age had a Swelling oft her right 4. obs: 
Knee encompaſſing the Rozala : it had been growing about a year or two. ma 
{ fuppoſed it flatulent, and treated it as hath been ſet down in the method of 
Cure, by Fomentations, Embrocationsand Emplaſters : but it heating there- 
by and encreafing, I applied ati Empl. # bolo, and cauſed a Knee-piece to be 
aced on : by the continuing uſe of which the Swelling was reſtrained, and the 
ce recovered its former ſtrength. 
Another about forty yearsof age,of a full Body, had a round ſoft Swelling ,, ova: 
lying on each fide of the Rotala without alteration of colour in the Skin, : vat,

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had ſome time diſabled her from going up or down'a pair of ſtairs, and 
often hazarded her falling in other motions. In this cafe I applied an Em- 
plaſter ad herniam, with an addition of cerat. hyſſop: over each Tumour, and a

piece was put on, and ſtreightned proportionably.' By the renewing the

by which I judged it flatulent. ' The Bone' on the inſide of the Knee was alfo 
protuberant, which at their firſt-diſcovery-of the Tumour gave the Parents a 
ſuſpicion it was luxated. I began with a Fomentation.made of. a DecoQtion 
of ſome of thoſe Plants: propoſed in the method of Cure, and embrocated 

it with anzuert. nervinum,, and-with Wax :made up a Cerote of the ſame, 
which 1 applied: with good. Bandage till 1 got a Knee-piece 'made, Being 
made llaced it.on, and from that time repeated the Dreſlings once in a week 
or ten days. By i this method the pain and Swelling diminiſhed ,. and ſhe 
walked: on it with more ſtrength. Indeed the Cure of theſe chiefly depends 
on the well-lacing. of them ;.for accordingly as it was ſtreightned, ſo the 
Swelling leſſened.' 'The weather growing {{eaſonable, ſhe went to the Spa, and 
afterwards to the Bath: from whence returning no better, ſhe was again re- 
commended tomy care. I then attempted the diſcuſſing it by Medicaments 
more powerful : they heated the Tumour, and bliſtered: it here and there, but 
did not leſſen it, After I had aſſwaged: the heat by Lenients, and healed the 
Excoriations, I applied over the Tumour: Empl. diaſulpharis Ralandii, laced on 
the Knee-piece again, and renewed the. Application once in ten days. In 
their over-hard lacing of this Bandage the Leg ſwelled: ; to prevent which, 1 
cauſed a laced Stocking to be put on it.. By the wearing thereof the Knee- 
piece was laced with more advantage,and ſherecovered ſtrength of it daily,to 
walk, dance, and viſit her Friends abroad. During this, Dotor Mick lethwait 
being in the houſe viſited my Patient , preſcribed fuch Internals as were 
proper for her, and propoſed the embrocating of the Tumour cum oeo ſulph, 
terebinth. which was uſed daily for ſome: time. Afterwards a Pultice was 
adviſed of the tops of green Wormwood, Rue, Sage and Feverfew, with 
Hogs greaſe : this was applied till it became offenſive-to her. After theſe 
ſeveral Applications, it appearing to them more viſibly. that - her Cure con- 
ſiſted in the well lacing of her Knee-piece, there was taken more care therein 
by her Servants, and a warm Cerote applied under it. The Tumour leſflen- 
ed, and is ſince very much diminiſhed. I have lately taken off the Plaiſter 

and laced Stocking, and hope in few weeks ſhe may leave of the Knee-piece, 
the Swelling being now inconſiderable. , -+-,0 
A young Gentlewoman came to London with a pufly Swelling on her left 
$. ws Foot near her Toes; part of the Swelling ſtretched over the Toe next the littk 
one, on which the Tumour was near two fingers breadth. It was without 
Inflammation or conſiderable pain. I ſuppoſed it to be Wind,” and would 
have given vent to it ; but, not being permitted, I endeavoured then by . 
Diſcutients to ſcatter it : it inflamed and would not yield thereto. 1 then 
applied Emplaſtr. e bolo, and put on a laced Sock with a Bracer tacked toit for 
that Toe, and by Compreſſe and careful Lacing ſuppreſſed the Swelling, and 
i gaye her ſo much eaſe , that after ſome tune it hindred her not from, 900 
thoſe 
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thoſe Divertiſements others her School-fellows did. After ſheikad worn this 
Sock ſome months, ſhe left of the uſe of Emplaſters, but continued the Ban- 


dage ſome years. The Swelling on her foot is fince diſcuſſed, but the Toe 
continues {till big, yet incon{aderably to what it was. 


CHAP. XXVIIL 
Of Hernia: 


Aving thus far treated of Tumours by Humour and Wind; it remaineth 

"| now thatl ſay ſomewhiat of a Tumour made by the 7nterpoſtion of a ſolid 
Body.. Examples of this natureare frequently tobe found in ſome ſorts of Fer- 
via, viz. the zirbalis and inteſtinalis, the falling out of the Kell or Guts, which, 
being both of them ſolid Bodies,are often interpoſed preternaturally between 
ſeveral Coats of the Peritonzum, Scrotum, or other adjacent places, and do de- 
nominate the Tumour an Hernia of that Part where it is raiſed. | 
If it burſt out at or near the Navel,cxtending there the Peritonzum, together 
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with the ſeveral Tendons of the oblique and tranſverſe Muſcles of the Abdomen, The 


it is called Exomphalos. Tf either of theſe break down into the Cod, that Tu- amen 
mour is moſt ſtrikly called a Zernia. And though only theſe which I have 


here mentioned be ſtrictly that Diſeaſe, yet other Tumours of thoſe Parts, 


inphas 


for their likeneſs to theſe,obtain the ſame name : viz. the Hernia aquoſa, which cont 


is an Hydropical Tumour ; the Hernia carnoſa, which is a Sarcoma, or ſome- 
times Scirrhus,of that Part ; the Zernia ventoſa,which allo belongs to another 
Head, as alſo doth varicoſa : of tlie former notwithſtanding of theſe two 1 
do add ſomething in this place, by reaſon of the affinity of rhe Cure. 

- I ſhall firſt begin with the Zery/a Scroti, inteſtinalis and zirbalis : both 


which are manifeſtly the falling down of the Gut or Kell, either quire into the #"* 
Scrotum, which is a pertect Ruprare ; or elſe part of the way only, which is 


uſually termed a Relaxatzon. | 
That this Diſeaſe may be throughly underſtood,it will be neceſfary to give 
you an exa@ account of the Parts concerned. The principal is the Peritonz- 
«am, or ſtrong Membrane that lines all the inſide of the Abdominal Muſcles, 
and then paſling tothe Back, doththere ſome way or other involve and pive 
Coats to all the Yi/cera. It is a ſtrong Membrane,every-where double; in the 
duplications of which all the Yiſcera of the Abdomen are hid,and through which 
all the Veſſels do paſs. Its thickneſs and rhinneſs is very different in ſeveral 
Parts, according to the ſeveral neceſlities of Nature. The lower part of it is 
ſtrongeſt, to enable the Belly the better to bear the weight of the Inteſtines ; 
and is uſually preſumed by inadvertent men to be perforated in the Navel, for 
paſſing of the Umbilical Veſſels, and in the Groin,for the tranſmiſſion of the 
Seminals. But he that will conſider the caſe will find it otherwiſe. For the 
Membrane, being every where double, doth fo receive . theſe Veſſels between 
ts Coats, as that they paſſing behind the firſt Coat leave it every-where in- 
tire, both at the Navel and gwen. But in the latter place, the Seminals do 
take the outward Lamina of the Peritoxzumalong with them,which, contain- 
_ 1ngthem in it ſelf, doth at length make that Tunicle which involveth the 

Teſticle, by the name of 7unica vaginalis or Elytroides. 
This, I ay, is the moſt natural ſtructure of the P*ritonzum, 1n which if oy 
Inwar

inward Lamina be ſtrong it keeps within the hollow of the Belly the Gur, 


and Humours, if there, ſo that though the Cavity be full of water, yer 
it tranſmits nothing into the Scrotam ; and the Temours that happen to 
the Scrozum of Hydropical perfons are uſually anaſarcous, coming outward. 
ly into the Membranes of the Scrotum, not paſſing from one Cavity to the 
other. 

But if this inward Lamina,either through its own weakneſs,cr the force put 
upon it in ſtraining, &c. do relax, the entrals thruſt forward to the Scrotum, 
and in the top of the Procels ( uſually fo called ) fuffer an Angle to beExcaya. 
ted wherein part of the Guts is contained, and the Membrane extended, 
but not broken. In which caſe the membranous partition that intercedes be. 
tween the Guts and the Scrotum is viſible. Burt if the Membrane break,then 
the Entrails ruſh down without controul into the Scrotum. 

In Women alſo Ruptures are apt to happen in the Groin in the ſame place 
by reaſon of the tranſition of the Ligamenta uteri teretia, which paſs between 
the Laming of the Peritonzum after theſame manner as the Seminal Veſſels do 
in men. Theſe Tumours uſually end in the Groin, and are known by the 
name of Bubonocele, which is a common name to all the F7erniz in that place 
whether they be in men or women. | 

The Canſes of Hernia inteſtinalis and zirbalis are divers. In Children it pro- 
ceeds from abundance of crudity or moiſture, vehement crying, and holding 
their breath too forcibly. In thoſe of more age, from violent Exerciſe,hard 
riding, jumping, vaulting,hallowing, carrying great burthens, a Blow or Fall, 
or any thing that may over-ſtretch the Peritonzum. The very weight of the 
Bowelsand Kell in fat people is often the occaſion of a Rupture. In ſuch bo. 
dies Vomiting may be a cauſe ; yea the very ſtraining upon the Cloſe ſtool 
(if they be coſtive ) is enough to make a Relaxation in ſome part, and a 
Rupture frequently followeth. 

In Women hard labour in Childbed hath often been the Cauſe of a Rup- 
ture inthe Groin, as alſo in the Navel. + 

The Sign of a Hernia by Relaxation is, a\certain Eminence or ſoft Tumour 
appearipg under the Skin in either of the Groins, or other part of the Belly, 
without Inflammation or pain, which diſappeareth after the Patient hath layn 
ſome time on his back in bed,and appeareth again when he 1s up : and by lay- 
ing your hand then upon it, if he cough or ſneeze,you will feel the impulle of 
the Bowels, which is not to be felt on the ſound part. According as this 
Swelling is greater or leſs, fo it is more or-leſs accompanied with an uneaſ}- 
neſs or Colick. In Inſants this Diſcaſe 1s fcarce taken notice of by their 
Nurſes, till it hath made its way into or near the Scroz#m, to which place 
thefe through neglect do fall. 

The Sign of a Hernia inteſtinalis made by Eruption is, the ſudden rife of 
the Tumour, whether it be made by Blow, Fall, or the like ; in which caſe 
the Inteſtines or Omentum, or both, ſlide down into the Scrotum, or lie in a 

:reat Tumour 7» /nguzne. [tit were cauſed by a Blow or Fall, there is ſome- 
times bloud extravalated,and the Swelling is painful, whether it be 2» Ingurt 
or Scroto; and it ſoon deſcendeth from the /nguen to the Scrotzum, where you 
may diſtinguiſh it from a Sarcoma by laying your hand upon the ProduQion 
of the Peritonzum jult at its Exit from the Abdomen, then putting the Patient 
upon coughing or ſneezing : upon either of theſe you will perceive the mo- 
tion of the Gut, if it be there. If this Z7ernia be negleRted in the Female 
ſex, it will make a round Tumour near the Pudenda. | 

The Hernia omentalis is an unequal ſoft ſlippery Tumour, of a continued. 
bigneſs, whether the Patient be full or empty : whereas that of the Inteſtine ,

in-Children it is of eafie Cure: and thoſe people who are of a ſanguine and 
humid Temper are of more hopes of Cure than thoſe of a dry Habit. - Yet 
if the Tumour be ſmall and recent, and only i» [zuine, the Cure is feaſible;

In order to the Cure, youare to conſider the Hernia, whether it be inteſtina: Cure 
lis or omentalis, recent or of long continuance, made by Relaxation or Ruption. 
You are in the firſt place to endeavour the reduQion of it; to which purprſe, 
you ought to adviſe the Patient to lie upon his Back, with his Head declining, 
and his Hips raiſed high with his Heels retraRed towards his Hips: Then 
with warm cloaths you are to try how you can reduce it, preſſing moderately 
and gradually, taking care that you do not bruiſe it or the Teſticle.. If it yields 
not to ſuch endeavours, you are then to conſider whether the repletion of Ex- 
crementsor Crudity were the Cauſe; in which caſes you may preſcribe a Glyfter:

in-people of years, #nd have always ſerved my purpoſe in the Cure of Chil. 
dren.” There is Freat care required in the putting them on and wearing them, 
In" Children it is*the work of Nurſes or Maid-ſervants, who frequently tie 
them too ſlack & bont theLoyns, and too ſtreight betwixt the Legs;by which 
negligence they bring the Truls over the Buttock,or elſe permit tHe Rupture 
wo dv down under the Boulſter into the Scrotum: all which Errors, though 
they be forewarned, yet they do often commit, and thereby the*Cure is delay- 
ed; and imputed to the Ignorance or neglect of the Chirurgeon. To avoid 
which, we are ſometimes neceſlitated to put them on Straps over the ſhout: 
ders, fuch as Labourers commonly wear to keep up their Breeches. Nor in- 
deed: are Children only ſufferers in this caſe, for people of full age, by reaſon of 
careleſsneſsin putting on and wearing their Traſſes, permit (mall Z7erniz by 
Relaxation in Bubonccele to increaſe and ſlide down i Scrotum. To prevent 

which in Men, I commonly order a Bag-truſs to be faftned near the Boulfter, 

by which the Scrozum is tucked up, and rendred the leſs capable of receiving 

the prolapſed Omentum or Inteſtine. In Women, through ignorance and ſhy- 
neſs in conſulting, ſmall Herniz in Ingaine do alſo increaſe to a preat bulk: 

in which caſe a hollow Boulfter-truls may be fitted proportionably to the 
Rupture, or a Bag-truls, to retain it up. In Men, through the often deſcent 
of the Bowels, the Eruption-1s made fome times ſo large, that the Inteſtines 

do their office in the Scrotum with as little diſturbance as if they were in the 
Belly : in which caſe a Bag-truſs is to be proportioned, with a hole for the Pe- 
2is to paſs through ; which being pur on whilft the Patient is in bed, and ina 
declining poſture, will much hinder the prolapſe of the Bowels, and eaſe the 
Patient much in his going abroad about his affairs; and by the continuance 
of the Chirurgeon and his endeavours the Rupture may be reſtored to a good 
condition.

| There are other ſorts of Truſſes made of Whale-bone, The ſtuffing of the 

Boulſter is placed upon Cork, which will fit firm upon Children : and Youth. 
There are others made of thin Laminz of Tin and Steel, with and without 
Joynts, which do fit eaſily about the Loyns: they bave alſo Boulſters, that, by 
virtue of Worms and Screws fixed in them, do' fit cloſer or more diſtant, and 
retain the Rupture up without prefling upon the Spermarick Veſſels or 0s = 
| bl is. 
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lis, They are uſeful in old Ferniz. Theſe ate made by Mr. Smith, a Scotch- 
man, who lives near Fleet-bridge. He is the moſt ingenious man in that work; 
and maketh the beſt Truſſes for the retaining the Fernia ambilicalis within 
its bounds. Burt in great fat Bellies we find it often neceſſary to put them on 
a Bracer to encompaſs the Belly, which may be laced behind or on one fide;

” Having thus far provided for the retaining the Fernza within its bounds, 
you ought to have the Hair ſhaved, if there be any, and apply Agglutinatives 

with good Bandage. If the Boulſter fit uneafic, a Quilt may be made to lie 
under it, or a Compreſs of brown Paper foak'd in aqua fabrorum wherein ſome 
Aſtringents have been boiled ; by which your Truſs will ſit the eaſier, and 
retain the relaxed or torn Parts, and thereby they may be the ſooner apglu- 
tinated. | | : 

Our next conſideration will be matter of Diet and manner of living, Their 
Diet ought to be ſparing, but of good nouriſhment, as Mutton, Veal, Lamb, 
Pullet, Chicken and the like; avoiding all Herbage, Fruit, Fiſh, and White- 
meats, fuch'as may ingender Crudities. Their Bread ought to be of Whear, 
with carminative Seeds in it. The confeted ſemna carnz, coriandri, feniculi, 
and the like, are commended after Dinner and at other times to further Di- 
oeſtion, Their Drink a red Wine with a little Water wherein gids of Steel 
have been quenched; or Ale wherein ſome of the ſpecifick Plants have been 
infuſed.

- Reſt is of great advantage in the Cure of theſe Fernie. Fabricius Fildans 
and others who have writ of this Diſeaſe will tel] you, that ſome have been 
cured of great Ruptures by keeping their bed upon ſome accident of a Fra- 
Qture, or fit of the Gout, when before their beſt endeavours in the Cure figni- 
fied nothing. In conſideration of which they forbid all manner of Exerciſe; 
and adviſe ther that, whilſt they keep their beds, they ſhould often feel with 
their hands about the Part afteAed, principally in caſe of any ſudden Sneez- 
ing or violent Coughing, and eſpecially in eaſing nature by Stool, that, if 
any Relapſe happen, it may be helped. But that you may the better avoid 
ſuch Accidents, you ought to keep their Bodies ſoluble by Clyſters, Suppoſi- 
tories, or lenient EleAtuaries- Where the pituitous Humours abound, they 
require ſometitne alſo to be purged; for which I refer you to the Chapter of 

. Oedema, Afﬀter it may be proper to preſcribe ſome Agglutinatives; and they 

are either ſimple, or compound. | | 

The ſimple are reckoned among the Vulnerary Plants; not all of rhem, 

but ſuch as have a moderate Aſtringency, and are without remarkable heat 
or acrimony, and have ſpecifical virtue. Such are conſolid. maj. © minor, guin- 
quefolium, equiſetum, ſanicula, atricula urft, piloſella, jacea utraque, ſigill. Sol. 
monis, torment illa, oſmunda regalis, hippogloſſum, lunaria min. perfoliata, herniaria, 
berba trinitatis, cort. cypreſſ. grant. &c. The diſtilled watet of oſmunda regalis 
is commended in the Cure, fo are allo p:loſe/la, hippoghſſum, lunaria, and ſe- 
verally given'in a Powder in a Decoction of Comfrey-roots. Perfoliata and 
herniaria are delivered to us to be of fo great virtue as to cure this Diſeaſe in 
few days, conditionally the Rupture be kept in by a good Bandage. They

If after the forementioned endeavours to reduce the Feria, ( whether it 
were-by reaſon it-had been too long relapſed; and the Excrements grown hard 
and dried in the Inteſtine, or that they were {tuffed with Crudities, or inflamed - 
by the conſtriction in the ProduCtion, &c.) you do not ſucceed, you ought to 
conſider what the impediment is, and proceed accordingly tolet bloud, purge 
or vomit, or put him into a Semicupium, keeping on his Bag: truſs the white: 
after which he may if occaſion require, be carried to and fro upon the back of 
a ſtrong man with his Head downward, by which the prolapſed Bowels are 
often reduced, Mr: Smith the Truſs-maker told me he had made fuch an En- 
gine by which he ſet them on their Heads, and thereby had reduced many, 
which could not otherwiſe be relieved.

But the aforeſaid ways, I bleſs God, have ſerved the moſt deplorable Pati- 
ent labouritip of theſe Diſeaſes under my hands. Yet if it ſhould ſo happen, 
that all endeavours of this kind prove ineffefual, and the. Patient's life be 
threatned by frequent vomiting and inflation of the 4Zdower, and nothing 
paſs through him by Stool, I would ask whether in. ſuch a cale it be nor 
more reaſonable to offer in Conſultation the laying open the Produ@tion 
while there is ſtrength, than to ſuffer the Patient miſerably to periſh under the 
Diſeaſe. I refer it to the judicious Artiſt, there ſeeming nothing of difficul- 
ty or danger in the work ; yet would not have it attempted whilſt there is 
hope of otherwiſe reducing it. Sib3 irty cs ah 404-0 

To perform this Operation, the Patient ought to be laid flat on his Back up4 
on a Table or Form, and bound thereon; then an Incifion muſt be made u 
the upper part of the Scrozum to the ProduQtion, which requireth alſo ro ba 
divided, without touching the Inteſtines or Omentam : then youare to pals in 
a Cannula ( like our common Director, but-as big as a-large Gooſe-quill ) into 
the Cavity, under the Proceſs of the Peritonzum upwards, avoiding, the In: 
teſtines; then make your Inciſion of ſuch a length as may ſerve to put your 
fingers into the Scrotum, and raiſe the Inteſtines and Omentum, which you 
are to reduce into their natural place within the Belly. They being thus re- 
duced, you mult ſtitch up the Wound, as is faid in the Wounds of the 4bds- 
men, taking vp with your Needle fo much of the ProduQtion as may ſhut up 
the Cavity, and probkibit the relapſe of the [nteſtines. "That done, cure the 
Wound, as is ſhewed in the Treatiſe of thoſe Wounds; it not being (o large 
or dangerous as many of thoſe we have cured in the Wars. 

In the farther Cure of theſe, various ways have been propoſed by Chirurge- 
ons; 2. the aCtual and potential Cautery, allo PunQure and Deligation of 
the Proceſs of the Peritonzum, allo Incifion, with or without extraction of the 
Teſticle. Theſe ways ar&not practiſed amongſt our people, they eſtceming 
ſuch Operations fall of hazard and cruelty : yet they having been delivered to 
usby good Authority, I ſhall ſhew you how they are performed, and begin with 
that of the aQtual Cautery. In the efte&ing of which work there are required 
various forts of Buttons, ſome bigger and leſs than other. Whilſt theſe are ig 
the fire, the Patient muſt ſtand, and hold in his breath, by which doing the Tu- 
mour-z# [nguine will be more apparent. Thenit is to be circumſcribed within a 
triangular figure: after which the Patient being placed on his Back, preſs witl 
your hot Cautery on the middle of that Triangle, and repeat it often, making. 
the form of the Greek Letter I ſo deep till you reach to the Membrana adpy' 
NC OE romp. raking 
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taking care you do not ſcorch the Peritonzum : then dreſs the burned parts 
with a little Salt and an Onion beat together, and afterwards digeſt and heal 
the Ulcer as you find propoſed in the Chapter of Burns, he keeping his, bed 
till he be cured. By this method the Author propoſeth a contraction of the 
Skin by reaſon of the C7razrix. How this will do without the wearing of a 
Truſs, I much ſuſpect. 
Another propoſcth the reducing of the Z7ernza, and the thruſting up of the 
Teſticle to the Os pubis; then marketh the Compreſs of the Prominence made 
by the Teſticle, and, ſhoving it and its Veſſels out of the Scrotum, he burneth 
in the middle of thar Mark (with a pointed Cantery a little curved) to the 
very Bone, then dreſfeth it cam albumine ovor. and cureth it as a burn: by 
which it he burneth the Bone, it muſt neceffarily exfoliate, and unite with the 
Skin and fleſhy Parts over it, and hinder the prolapſe 7» Scrotum. But yet there 
muſt remain a Bbonocele, which will require a Boulſter-Truls to prevent its 
ſwagging down, as 15 frequently incident to Women. er eel 
The way by Cauſtick is propounded by oth ers as more eafie. The mildeſt 
of them is Soap-lees boiled to a ſtone, with the addition of ſevum vitulin. and 
a fourth part of opium added to it at the laſt. The other are as followeth. 
R vitrioli uſti 5114. ſalis ammoniaci 53. calcis vive, ciner. e vini face, an. 5115 theſe 
muſt be bruiſed and mixed with a /;zxivium & cineribus ficunm & tithymall, then 
ſtrained out and boiled to a ſtone. Or, # ſal:s nitri, chalcitidis, an. 3x. diſtil 
them, and caſt away the firſt water, it being black and unfit for uſe.” The 
ſecond Diſtillation is clear, and muſt be put into a Glaſs-bottle, in which dif- 
ſolve arſenict albi 51, tartari alb; uſti, merc. ſublimati, an. 5j. then put it into 
a copper Veſlel, and by a moderate heat conſume the humidity ; the remain- 
wg faces is the Cauſtick. | 
[n order to the applying of any of theſe Cauſticks, the Part muſt be mark- 
ed, and the Patient afterwards laid upon a Table, as hath been faid in the pre- 
ceding Operations; then the Cauſtick is to be applied croſs-wife, an inch 
long and as much tranlverſe, near the Os pubis; which having operated to the 
Bone, it's ſuppoſed that Bone ſhall exfoliate, and the Ca/us arifing from it will 
unite with the Ulcer in the fleſhy Pannicles and Skin, and ſtop the deſcent of 
the Yiſcera: which notwithſtanding cannot prevent a Bubonocele. Another 
way is by the application of a Cauſtick 7» 7»2uine, then to raiſe off the Eſcar, 
and taking vp the Membrana adipoſa with a Hook, to divide it, and free the 
Seminal Veſſels from the Proceſs of the Peritouzum. Then pats. a Needle 
with crude Silk under it, tie it cloſe, and leaving it hanging out digeſt the 
Ulcer, incarn and cicatrize it; during which the Silk will have cut through, 
and fall off: and the Production uniting with the Wound abſolutely con- 
firms the Cure.

| There yet remain two ways of Cure by Incifion : in order to which the Pa- 
tient muſt ſtand upright, as hath already been 'faid, that the Rupture by 
falling down may plainly diſcover: its bigneſs," and that the Part ſo ſwell'd 
may be incompaſlſed with a circle: after which the Patient muſt be laid flat on 
a Table with his Heels raiſed up, as in the forementioned cafes: then one. of

After which you may deterge with mandif. apiz, and incarn - 
with ſome ſuch like Sarcotick : B terebinth. ficcat. 3iy. thuris, maſtich. ſem. fe. 
#ugrac. an. 31%. cere 53. ol. hyperici 5x. Miſc. $. A. Then cicatrize it as in other 
like Wounds. 

The Empirical way 1s by extraQtion of the Teſticle: in the doing of which 
the Patient muſt be laid on his Back; asafore mentioned, and bound faſt upon 
the place : then the Inteſtines being reduced, the Aſſiſtant ſhall retain them 
up with his hands, whilſt the Operator maketh an oblique Mark in the Groin, 
to which place he thruſteth up the Teſticle; then makes an Incifton fo deep 
and large upon it, as to take it out with the ſpermatick Veſlels, which he 
holdeth with the one hand, while with the other he ſeparates it from the 
Membranes. (ln all which caſes he muſt be careful not to lacerate them, for 
thereby he ſhall cauſe Convulſions, and haſten the death of the Patient, 
That done, he maketh a Ligature above the Teſticle upon the Veſſels, and 
cuts it off. If there be fear of a flux of bloud, he cauterizeth the ends o tied: 
then, re-placing them within the Belly, leaving the ends of the Ligature 
hanging our, he ftitcheth up the Wound, dreſſing as above-ſaid: and during 
the time of Cicatrizing the Ligature falls off. 

In order to theſe Operations the Patient ought to be of a ſtrong Conſtitu» 
tion and well habited, his Bowels emptied by Purging and Clyſters, and to 
be very ſparing in his Diet, at leaſt three or tour days preceeding the Work. 
But I never yet met one that would ſubmit to any of theſe ways. 

The Cure of the Babonocele in Women requireth its being reduced and 
cured as thoſe in Men, by Emplaſters and good Bandage, &c. as hath been 
already ſhewed in thoſe. 

In the Hernia umbilicalis the Cure alſo conſiſts in the well reducing of it, 
and in the retaining it ſo by Agglutinatives and good Bandage. If through 
neglect of treating it timely, as aforeſaid, the Skin do wear thin and mor- 
tifie, you muſt dreſs it as ſuch: and after the ſeparation of the Eſcars, you 
muſt then endeavour to take up the Peritonzum, ſtitch it cloſe together, 
and incarn it with the reſt of the Ulcer, as hath been ſhewed : and after it 
is cicatrized, endeavour by good Bandage to retain it more eaſily within its 
bounds. ] 

There is ſcarce any Diſeaſe little Infants are more ſubje& unto than Rup: 
tures. They are. got difficult of Cure, if their Nurfes would be careful to 
keep their Truſles well on: . but, through their negligence therein, the Cure 
is frequently rendred vexatious- Therefore I ſhall begin my Obſervations 
with them. 4 

N Infant of about four months old was diſcovere tod have a Swellingin

higher. That in the Groin, which we.generally call Bubonocele, was made

with my fingers, it ſeemed to me not to lie loole in the Scrotum: it yielded to a teftinulis. 


moderate preſſure; and. being ſomewhat reduced, the reſidue of it jerked ſud- 
denly up with a noiſe, which confirmed it a Zernza znteſtinalis by Relaxation. 
[ took the compals of his Loyns to the Groin, and the next day brought him 
an Emplaſtr. ad herniam with ſome Boulſter-Trufſes. I reduced the Rupture as 
eaſily as I had done the day before, then applied the Emplaſter, fitted the 
Boulſter over it, and tied it moderately ſtreight. Thele Truſles had the Straps 
ſtitched on behind; they were brought between his Thighs, and faſtened ro rhe 
upper Part of the Boulſter croſs each other by Points. I ſhewed the Nurſe how 
they were to be pur, and gave her caution leſt rhe Boulſter ſhould at any rime 
gall rhe Thigh or Scrotum, or that by too ſtrict a Bandage the Hip ſhould be 
hurt, or by too ſlack a Bandage the Hernia ſhould ſlide down under the Boul- 
ſter, or whilſt it was looſe tied thoſe Straps between the Legs thouid be tied fo 
Rreight as to bring the Bandage over his Hanches and ſlip down. Having 
' thus forewarned her, I made my viſits the ſeldomer, as not-deſiring to appear 
too officious; and indeed was fetched the next-day to a Patient fome miles 
oft, where I ſtaid three weeks. At my return made a viſit to this little one, 
and felt the Rupture ſlipt down into the Scrotum by reaſon of the ſlackneſs of 
the Bracer; and the Nurſe had pulled the Straps between the Thighs fo over- 
ſtreight as to bring the Bracer down,and would nor believe it could be kept up 
without a Bandage from rhe Shoulders. Bur I reduced the Rupture, tied it 
ſtreighter, ſlackened rhe Straps between the Thighs, and ſhewed her it could 
not fall over the Buttocks whilſt it was ſo Tied. The next Error ſhe commir- 
- ted was in bracing it too ſtreight about the Hips, whereby ſhe had gauled it 
onthe right Hip; and then ſhe complained to her Lady, that it was nor pot- 
ſible to cure the Child without giving it ſome healing Drinks: ſuch and ſuch 
had been cured fo in ſew days. To this I replied, That the Cure conſiſted in 
the keeping up the Rupture ; that done, it would cure without Drinks : That 
there was bat little to be given to ſuch an Infant. Yet 1 wiſhed them to con- 
fult their Phyſician therein. I applied an Emplaſtr. diachalciteos upon the Ex- 
coriation, with two or three folds of ſoft linen over it, and braced the Ban- 
dage ſlacker: by which Dreſſings the Excoriation cured, the Nurſe became 
more experienced, and the Child was happily recovered in few weeks ; but 
left not off the wearing the Truſs till the Summer. following. 
I was fetched to a Child half a year old having a Swelling 7» Scroto on the 
left ſide. It wasa FZernia inteſtinalis by Relaxation. I reduced it eaſily, and 
the next day fitted it with a ſoft Boulſter-Truls; and, having reduced it 
applied Sepia: ad herniam, put on rhe Bandage, and ſupplied them with 


more Truſles for change, (they being apt to bepiſs them daily, fo that, if 


they be nor carefully attended, they are ſubje& to Excoriation.) Once in 
four or five days I called in to ſee how the Nurſe ordered her affair; and by 
ber diligence the Child was cured in few weeks, but continued the ule of the 
Truſs till it was grown ſtronger, and had bred his Teeth.

I laid him upon his Back, with his Heels retrated tro his Hips, 
It did not preſently yield to a Reduction; whereupon I cauſed ſome warm 
cloaths to be applied, and then preſſed it moderately upward : 1t returned up 
with a murmuring noiſe.

I preſcribed a Fomentation and Emplaſters, as hath been 
ſet down in Platalent Tumours, and cauſed a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs to be put on, 
rather to keep it warm and retain the Dreſſings on, than to make any 
ſtreight Compreſſion. I treated him by internals proper in ſuch Tumours, 
by which he was ſometime after cured. 
8, obſer- A Gentlewoman brought a Son to London with a Swelling in his left Te- 
yar. of, ſticle. Several of our Proteſſion had ſeen it, but delivered no certain Judgment 
ventoſa, Of it, nor preſcribed ought in order to the Cure. The Swelling was Wind 
gotten into the 7unica vaginalis, which encompaſſed the Teſticle round, ſo as 
I could not feel it. By reafon of the Tumour, which was fo tenſe that it 
would not yield to the preſſure of my fingers, I propoſed Diſcutients and x 
Bag-Truſs. They were diſlwaded from my Opinion by ſome who had ra-

In others, where they have not timely 
conſulted, whether through ignorance or ſhame, they have increafed to". 
preater bigneſs, and have made in progreſs of time ſuch a ſwagging Tumour 
as became extreamly troubleſome to truſs up. 


One of about thirty years of age, of a groſs fat Body, laboured of a Hernia 19. Obſer- 


iumbilicalis about the Breadth of the Palm of a hand. He had worn the com- __ 


mon Navel-Trufles ; but they, not fitting ſteady upon the diſeaſed Part, untilice- 


pinched him ſometimes in one place, ſometimes in another, and did not retain #-- 
the Rupture. I being adviſed with, and conſidering his Belly very great, and 
likely ro ſuffer greater Ruptions, if the weight of it were not timely born up, 
perlwaded him to permit a Bracer to be made to lace in his whole Belly,un- 
der which a Boulſter might be placed on the Navel. I took meaſure of it, and 
fitted hum with ſuch a one as reached from the Pubes to the Cartilago enfifor- 
mis, and laced behind. Under this I applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam with a 
quilted Boulſter, which was worked upon Sole-leather : this was tacked to 
the Bracer. In ſome others I have made a Bandage over that Bracer ; but 
tere it was needleſs. 


- Onehad three Hernie beſides that of the Navel, viz. one in each Groin, 20, obſcr- 


whereof the one deſcended i» Scrotum, and the other not ; the third lay on the 
left ſide of his Belly, raiſing up a Tumour under the Skin like half an Apple. 
The Herniz in inguinibus were kept up by a Stee|-Truſs with a double Boul- 
ter, to which a Bag was tucked to retain the Scrozum. Tothat on the fide of 
the Belly was applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam, with a Comprels in the middle

A Perſon of quality, of a full Body, having been ſometime ſubje& to 4 
vin oMer- Hernia umbilicalis, which through defect in Bandage increaſed much, fo that 
Hernia the Skin was excoriated by the unequal fitting of the quilted Boulſter, 1 ws 
mbrica- conſulted. The Rupture in the Peritongum was great, and the Omentum and 
: Inteſtines had made their way out to the external Skin of the 44domey, þ 
that between them and the Boulſter it was worn very thin. The Excoriation 
was dreſt with Epuloticks, as »ngent. 7u1;&, &c. and a ſoit Compreſs applied 
between the Quilt and kapladter. A Belly-piece was made. to bear the 
weight, and retain the Compreſſion. After this was cured, Mr. Smith wy, 
adviſed with.

'A N@LCER i a Solution of continuity in a ſoft Part made by Erofi- pefini- 
| A on with loſs of ſubſtance, which loſs is in this Defcription preſumed *i90- 
| tobe the effect of the Eroſion: for if it be the effet of the Wound as a 
piece of fleſh being cut out, &«. it is not immediately an Ulcer, nor doth it de- 
ſerve that name properly, till by ill handling there do fall upon it corroſive 
Humours, which cauſe a farther diminution of the ſubſtance : for rill then the 
Digeſtion and Matter there produced do not alter the name, but continue the 
appellation of a Wound ; but having once loſt part of its natural fleſh by 
ſuch Eroſion, though preternatural do arife in the room of it much more in 
quantity than what was loſt, as Fungus, &c. yet the name of ©lcer remains. 
To this Ulcer many Accidents may happen, and eſpecially Tumours of all 
forts: but theſe are not parts of the Ulcer, being ſeparable from it; for they 
may be taken away, and rhe Ulcer remain. The ſubje& of an Ulcer is chiet- 
ly Fleſh, eſpecially in the larger ſenſe of the word, as it ſignifies Membranes, 
Tendons, Guts, Bladder, ©&c, When an Eroſion happens in a Bone, it is com- 
monly called Cares. wits | 
For the Differences of Ulcers, ſome are more proper, by ſome Writers cal. Differes 
led effential; others accidental. The more proper, or, as ſome call them, ef- *: 
{ential, are taken from the form of the Ulcer and efficient Canſe: as from the 
figure, magnitude, equality and Inequaliay, and Part afteted. From the Fi- 
pure: they are ſtreight, oblique, round, or crooked. From the Magnitude; 
lome are great, others ſmall, ſuperficial, deep, long, ſhort, broad, and narrow. b 
From the Equality and Inequality : thoſe are equal in which the fleſh is alike 3 
Plain; unequal. when it is corroded more in one place than another. From 4 
the Part affe&ted ; ſome Ulcers are in the Fleſh, others in the Membranes; 
or in this or that Part, internal, or external. Differences from the Cauſes 
will be beſt underſtood by viewing the Cauſes themſelves. Gb 
The accidental Differences are taken from thoſe things which are not intrin- 2

quiring Deficcation. ; 
From theſe fountains the Differences and Diſtin@ions of Ulcers do ariſe, 
the methodizing of which hath already pozed able Writers: we ſhall & 
deavour to put them into ſuch order as ſhall be moſt plain to the young Chi. 
rurgeon. - 
Therefore firſt we ſhall ſpeak of Ulcers in general: 2: of a Simple Ulcer. 
3. of Ulcers with Jutemperies : 4. of Ulcers with pain: $5. of Fluxion: 6, gf 
Ulcers with Hyperſarcefts or ſuperfluous fleſh: 7. of Ulcers with Caries: 8.

Cauſes of We ſhall begin with Ulcers in general, and treat firſt of their Cauſes; of 
Ulcers in which ſome are internal, others external: both are (if we ſpeak of imme. 
general. 4jate Cauſes) corroding Humours, which eat away the Fleſh, Men 
brane, Oc. 

[f this corroſive quality arrive from Internal Cauſes, it oweth its Origing 
to the exceſs of an acrid Serum: which Serum if it mixeth with any other Hy: 
mour, whether Choler, Phlegm, Bloud, Melancholy, Sc. gets a denomi 
nation from that. _ 

Theſe Humours, when they abound fo far in the Body as to exceed that 
Temperament ad juſ{itiam which is always neceſiary to health, ( to which 
Temperament a latitude muſt be allowed,) are apt to ſeparate from the 
whole Maſs, and flow either quite our of the Body by natural Excretions, 
elſe upon ſome Members of it ; whether they be carried thither by their own 
ſource, or drawn by ſome attraQtive caule. | | _ 

Being ſo caſt out from the Maſs of bloud, they are no longer ſubject to the 
Balſam of that, but become acrimonious and corroſive: and by how much. 
the longer the Humour hath been extravaſated, by ſo much rhe more acridit 
becomes, and is the more corroding ; acquiring in its degeneration a quality 
ſuitable to the Humour out of which it is engendered. EE. 

The external Cauſes are Poiſons, corroſive and cauſtical Medicaments 
Nor do we exclude actual Fire, Hot water, ſcalding Oil: to which may be 
referred the Contagions of Scabby, Leprous and Pocky perſons, which are. 
coramunicated to the Skin, and exulcerate it, and beper the like Diſeaſe. 

From theſe diverſfities of Cauſes difterent ſorts of Excrements flow : three 
ſorrs whereof give name to Ulcers. | 

xt. The one is a thin ſerous Humour, called Sanzes, by the Greeks 1chor ; by 
others Virus, from whence they are called virulext. Celſus reckoneth two ſorts 
of Sanies; the one he calleth”/chor, and the other Meliceria. They are taken 

1 notice of by Fabricius Hildanus. The Tchor is a Thin whitiſh Gleet incident 10 
E-. ill-diſpoſed Ulcers, eſpecially amongſt the Nerves and Tendons. The Melice 
: 2 is a thick glutinous Humour of a pale colour,and it may be yellowiſh, not 
unlike Honey, from whence it raketh its-name. This allo affets Ulcers of 
il condition near and in the Joynts, where the Membranes and Tendons are 
eroded. But that which we geaerally in our common Chirurgery call Sanits 
15, a thin excrementitious Humour begotten from abundance of ſerofity 18 
Ulcers, and rendring them humid. Of which Humours ſome are bet « 
reddill 
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reddiſh-coloured, others cold and pale-coloured. Theſe afe called Sanjous

2. There is a ſecond fort of Matter afteCing Ulcers, that is thick, generated 
of abundance of groſs tough Humouys, and rendering the Ulcer fools whence 
it is called a Sordid Ulcer. This kind of Sordes differeth as it is white or gray- 
iſh, though unequally coagulated, or elle as it is blackiſh and faetid. _ 
3. The third foft of Matter is of a middle confiſtence between thick and 
thin; ſometimes of greeniſh or yellowiſh colour, and then it hath a rank 
ſmell; but for the moſt part it is of a white colour, and is called Pus or Mat: 
ter. And this is ſuppoſed to proceed from a benign Serum flowing to the Part 
affedted for its nutriment; which, by reaſon of the weaknels of the Part, is 
not aſſimilated, byt converted into a whitiſh ſubſtance, and giveth the name 
of a Purulent Ulcer. | Rigs Wi 
Theſe Differences of Excrement in a Sore are beſt underſtood by conſi- 
dering the Cauſes of their generation. For if the nutritious Serum be well 
conditioned, and the Part not affeted with Wound, Tumour, or other pre- 
rernatural weakneſs, it is by Nature converted into nouriſhment: but if 
there be a Solution .of continuity, then ſhe, failing of her firſt intention, 
atteth according to her ability, and according to the quality of the Serum, If 
the Conſtitution be good, and the Serum well-conditioned, then we. find a 
laudable Pxs to ariſe, which is white, ſmooth, and eaſie to the Part, and eve- 
ry day approacheth nearer and nearer to the true nutritious Juice, till by de- 
rees the Ulcer fills. up with Fleſh and heals. But if it degenerate towards a 
ſharp virulent Serm, then the Ulcer appeareth full of a thin 1chor or Santes, 
Nature's Ballam being weak, and her heat inſufficient for a due concoQion 
of the Matter. If the Bloud grow phlegmatick, its Serum is ſo too, and grow- 
eth groſs and ſlimy, and wanting heat, doth corrupt into a thick glutinous 
Matter, which we call Sordes; and ſometimes a ſtinking Matter, which 
makes a. Patrid Ulcer. en,

_ AnVlcer, if it be in the outward Parts, is diſcoverable by the ſight. If it sgns: | 


_ be inward, viz- in the Ventricle, Guts, Vterus, Kidneys, &c. it muſt be gueſ- 
ſedat by the Excrements that come from it, and other Symptoms. The great- 
neſs and littleneſs is likewiſe diſtinguiſhable by the eye, if it be in the Superfi- 
cies. But Ulcers that are deep require farther ſearch of Probes, &c. and, if 
inward, muſt be preſumed. proportionable to the quantity of the Matter that 
floweth from them. Equality and Inequality are alſo judged by the view; fo 
Sinuoſity and Caries by Probing. OS | 
_ Sanious Ulcers are known by the undigeſted Serum that gleets from them: 
and if the Gleet be corroſive, we find the fleſh waſte apace. If that Eroſion 
be with. jagged and callous Lips, it is Phaged@na, or at leaſt virulent, If the 
Matter ifawng out be flimy and grofs, it is a ſordid; if fetid arid corrupt, 
t is 2 putrid Ulcer. If it be only {ſuperficially corroſive and ſpreading, it is 
a Herpes exedens. 


The nearneſs of a Nerve, Tendon or Ligament, is beſt underſtood by the 


pain, which is commonly acute. If a Nerve lie near, and cauſe pain, it is apt 
to contract the Limb, or cauſe Convulfion. An Artery if near, is diſcovered 
by Pulfation. | 


To make a right Progneſtick in the Cure of Ulcers, we ought firſt to ob- Proghio« 
krve_ well the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and what ſtrength the Patient hath flick. 


to overcome it: for if that be deficient, our endeayours to cure them will 
prove vain. | % FI hs 
_ The greatneſs of the Diſeaſe is known, either by the quality of the Part 
aftected, or by the depth or other conditions of the Ulcer. | 
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As to the quality of the Part: Thoſe in the Skin are not dangerous, nor 
difficult of Cure, but as they are accompanied with /ztemperies. Ulcers in the 
Enmun@ories, by reaſon of the great Veſſels, may be dangerous, and through 
moiſture of the place are difficult of Cure. Thoſe near any principal Part are 
not withour danger, for that by their penetration the neighbouring Yiſcera 
may ſuffer. Ulcers in the Muſcles of the Spine of the back and in great 
Joynts are of great danger and hard Cure: amongſt the 'Tendons and Bong 
of the Hands and Feet they are painful, by reaſon of their exquiſite ſenſe, and 
of difficult Cure. | 


The depth and largenefs of the Ulcer makes the Cure hazardous: for in 


oreat and wide Ulcers the native heat is much weakned; and if they pene- 


trate under any great Artery, Nerve or Tendon, that you” cannot fafely lay 


them open, the re muſt needs be ſlow, and the great diſcharge of Mattet 
may exhauſt the Spirits of the Patient. ET

The Condition of the Ulcer is of great moment in Prognoſtiek : where we 


are to conſider both the quantity and the quality of the Humour flowing t6 
it. Tf it be in a depending Part, and the Body Plethorick, the very multitude 
of Humours (though otherwiſe not bad) is a ſufficient impediment of a Cute: 
ſo alſo if the quality be amiſs, though the quantity be not great. For when 
the Ulcer is accompanied with a dry temperies, - it frequently cludes your 


Medicines. The caſe is as bad when Ulcers have continued fo long as to bring 


an habitual Diſcraly upon the Part: as we fee in the Nome and annual Ul 
cers, which are either not cured at all, or with danget to the Life of the Patz- 
ent. A decree beyond theſe are the Phagedznical Ulcers, and worlt of all the 


"Cancerous and Sphacelous: of all which in their due places. 
In the Cere of Ulcers in general, we ſhall conſider the Ulcer firſt as it is 


ſimple, with Solution of continuity and Eroſion; then as it is compounded, 
and hath other Symptoms or Indiſpofitton joyned with it. 


The Simple Ulcer, as it confſiſteth in a Solution of continuity, requireth- 


Union; and as it hath loſt of ſubſtance, Reſtauration: and this is effeted by 
Exficcation; for fo long as the Ulcer continueth fantous or fordid, it cannot 
heal: therefore in ſuch caſes Digeſtion or Deterſion are required. 


The loſs of ſubſtance is either of Skin or Fleſh. If only the Skin be wan: 


ting, the Fleſh is fo to be dried with Medicaments, as the Juices coming thi- 
ther may be hardned into a callous ubſtance reſembling Skin; for thar it is 
a ſpermatick Part, and-cannot be regenerated. If the Fleſh be wanting, it 
muſt be renewed: which work is performed by the. benefit of Nature out of 
a part of that blond which was defigned for the nonriſhment of that Mem- 
ber. But foraſmuch as in the generation of Fleſh in an Ulcer rhere is a two: 
fold Excrement ſeparated, the one thin, the other thick ; the thin, as I faid, 
requireth to be dried np, and the thick to be dererged. Bop 

But in the Cureof Compound Ulcers many Indications are requiſite, accot- 
ding to the variety of Cauſes and Symptoms which attend them. In the appli: 


cation of Medicaments to thoſe Ulcers you ought to conſider their beginning, 


avginent, ſtate, anddeclination. In the beginning the Sanzes is crude and wa- 


teriſh, and requirerh the benefit of Concoftiony whereby it may be made

thicker, and turned into good Matter; in which caſe Suppuratives are of uſe: 


- Which is not allowable in putrid Ulcers, for in that caſe they increaſe Patre- 


fation; and in putulent onesalfo they render the Ulcer more lax, and at length 
fordid. If the indiſpoſitionof the Ulcer be cauſed meerly by the pain, Suppu- 
ratives are convenient; for by their digeſtive and lenient quality they mit 
gate the pain, and thereby remove the Cauſe: which Suppuratives are to be 
continued till the Matter be well concodted, And fot this reafon it is we uſe.

But if the Ulcer labour under any Diſtemper or Symptom whether it be 
internal or external, as Influx of ſharp corroſive Humours, whether they 
| abound in the whole Habit of body,or affe& only the Part it ſelf ; they are all 
to be removed before you can hope for Cure. The conſideration of which 
indiciteth many.Intentions : we ſhall reduce them to four heads. The firſt 
ſhall be of a regulation in Dier, and the other Non-naturals : the ſecond of 
Evacuation, Revulſion, and Derivation of the antecedent Matter : the third 
ſhall have a regard to the Part in which the Ulcer is ſeated to irengthen it, 
againſt the Influx : and the fourth and laſt treateth of a due application of 
Medicines to the Ulcer it ſelf. an ra pate: 

x. To fatisfie the Firſt Intention, their Diet ſhall be proportioned to the 
| ireogth of the Patient,according as the Humours are peccant in quantity or 
quality, and abound the whole Body, or in ſome particular Part ; that 
their heat and acrimony may be contemperated. 'To which purpoſe there is 
regard to be had that the Air be good, and their Exerciſe, Paſſions of the 
"mind, &c. be moderated, according as hath been faid, in the former Treatiſe, 
of Tumours ingeneral. | | | os 
.. 2. Theſecond Intention confiſteth of Evacuation, Revulſion, and Deriva- 
tion of the Humours. lf they abound in quantity , or offend through their 
evil quality, it may be made either by bleeding, if their ſtrength permit, and 
other things be conſentaneous , which allo makes Revulſion ; or by Purging 
or Vomiting. 
| Derivation is always made in the remote Parts, and according to the re- 
Qitude of the Veſſels, either by opening a Vein by Lancet, or by the appli- 
cation of Leeches, Cupping-glaſſes, Bliſtering-plaiſters, Friftion, Binding, 
Gc. for which I refer you to the Treatiſe of 7umours. 

3- The Third Intention hath regard to the weakneſs and [ntemperies of 
the Part affteted : to which purpoſe the Humours may be intercepted in their 
courſe by the application of'aſtringent and repellent Medicaments on the 
ſound Parts above the Ulcer, in the nature of Defenfatives. If the Member 
be dependent, the raiſing of it up, and placing it equal with or higher than 
the reſt of the Body, may be of great advantage : the Influx may allo be re- 
{irained, 4nd the Part ſtrengthened by expulſive Bandage. We may alſo by 
Alteratives correct their .acrimony, and, if the Humours be too ſerous, in- 
craſſate them, or, if otherwiſe they offend, reQifie them by their contraries. 
How farther to reſiſt the various Symptoms attending Ulcers ſhall be ſet 
down in the particular Cure of each ſeveral Species. 

4. The Fourth Intention is in curing the Ulcer it felf ; which is, as I have 
already faid, by drying up the excrementitious ſerous Humour, and deterg- 
ing the more groſs. The Medicaments proper thereto, with the method in 
applying them, ſhall be treated of in the particular Cure of each Ulcer, to

To which purpoſe a good Diet muſt here alſo beobſerved, with 
a regulation of the Non-naturals; that the Air be temperate, Exerciſe mode- 
rate, and in ſome caſes none at all. In Sleeping and watching a mediocrity 
ought to be obſerved ; natural Evacuations are to be continued, and the Quiet 
of the mind to be preſerved. If thefe things be duly obſerved, and rhe tone of - 
the ulcerated Part preſerved by the moderate inflowing of good Juices, and 
the Matter in the Ulcer well digeſted, it is then capable of being healed: but. 
if the Ulcer be too dry,moiſt,or crude and undigeſted,it cannot incarn. There: 
fore it behoves that we confider the temper of the Part ulcerated,and the Ey- 
crements flowing thereout, and thence take indication whether to uſe Suppu- 
ratives or Detergents,and when Sarcoticks are convenient, or one more than 
another. Suppuratives ought to be of a lenient quality, temperately hot and. 
moiſt, proportioned to the Habit of body, as it is weak or ſtrong, and to the. 
temper of the Part they are to be applied unto. The common Digeſtive is ze- 
rebinthina in tender bodies, with far. tritici, a little crocus pulv. cum vitel.ovi, In 
drier bodies we add far. hordez, fabar. colophon. thus, pulv. ſem. fenugraci : to 
which we ſometimes add mel. roſar. & yr. de rof. ficc. Unguent. baſilicon is not 
inferiour to any. Theſe Medicaments ought to be of a moderate confiſtence: 
not too liquid,leſt they make the Fleſh too Jax, or run off the Pledgits, and 
leave them uneafie to-the Sore, For the fame reaſon your Medicaments are 
not to be of too hard a confiſtence. ' The deeper Ulcers may admit of the more 
liquid, that they may reach to the bottom. ' They are to be uſed upon Lintin 
the form of Pledgits, Doffils, or Tents ; and over them may be applied Re 
frigerants, to contemperate the heat of the part, and reſiſt the Fluxion. 
Suppurativesarc'of no longer uſe than till the Matter be well digeſted; for 
through the roo long uſe of them the Ulcer may be made ſordid : therefore 
when the Matter appears well digeſted , we mix Detergents with them, to 
cleanſe the Ulcer.Of the milder fort is this: k terebinth.lot.in ag.acetoſ.

celfr, In theſe kind of UlcersI have frequently digeſted, deterged and incarned 
by the uſe of Merc. precipit. mixt with unguent. baſilicon more or leſs. The 
Ulcer deterged, (which you may know by the good condition of the Matter, 


together with the ruddy colour and-firmneſs of Fleſh,) you may thea pr oceey 


by Sarcoticks. In the uſe of which you areto remember, that in the genera- 
ting of Fleſh two ſorts of Excrements ariſe, the one thin, called Sanzes, the 
other thick, diſtinguiſhed by the name of Sordes. How they diſturb the Ulcer 
in its healing, I have elſewhere told you, and now adviſe you that you conlt- 
der the temper, of the Part,and what ſenſe it hath,and fit Sarcoticks according- 
ly, moderately to dry and cleanſe ; leſt through error therein by over-drying; 
you conſume the Fleſh you deſigned to raiſe,or by too moiſt Applicationsren- 
der it corrupt. The ſeaſon of the year is herein to be obſerved : for in the 
hotter ſeaſon Medicaments- more cooling are required, and in cold weather 
more heating. Therefore at ſuch times we put thicker Compreſs, and take 
more turns with our Rowls, than in hot weather. The Habit of body is alſo 
to be regarded. Forin lax and tender Bodies Sarcoticks require to be mode- 
rately. drying, ſuch as are olibanum, thus, aloe, cort. tharis, far. feingreci, 
orobi, 8c.

[f theſe Medicaments be well proportioned to the nature of the Ulcer, the 
Matter will appear of good colour and confiſtence, and. in lefs quantity, and 
the Fleſh of a natural colour, firm, and drawing into a healing condition. 
But if the Medicaments were too drying, the Fleſh in the Ulcer will be pale, 
the Matter thin, and the Parts about heated. with the diſturbance. 

The Ulcer incarned, you are to endeavour to cicatrize it by drying the 
Fleſh into Ca/lus : and foraſmuch as CaZus is drier and harder than Fleſh, 
. . therefore your Medicaments ought to be more. drying than thoſe you incarn- 
ed with, and to be endued with an aſtringent Quality. 

The making, of this Ca/us is the work of Nature, yet is furthered by the ap- 
plication of Medicaments, (as I have faid. ) If the temperament of the Part 
be. well diſpoſed, you may obſerve the Ulcer to skin from the edges while it 
s filling with Fleſh within, and without the help of Epuloticks : but where 
the Part hath been long affeted with Ulceration, it is uſually weak and out 
of temper, and is very difficult to cicatrize ; therefore it requires Epuloticks 
accordingly more drying and aſtringent. 

The milder cicatrizing Simples are, bolus Armen. ſang. dracon. creta, pulv. 
oftreorum combuſt. roſ. rub. balauſt. ſumach, calx lota, ceruſſa, plumb. uſtum, tutia. 
A mixture of ſome of theſe may be ſprinkled upon the Ulcer, or a Decoion 
of them applied upon Lint.

rits. Therefore it requireth our utmoſt endeavours ſpeedily to remove gx 
mitigate it. Hl 
The Cauſes of Pain are acrid ſharp Humours corroding the Ulcer and He. 
ting the Parts about; proceeding either from a repletion of evil Juices aboun. 
ding in the Body, or through miſapplication of Medicaments in Chirurgery, 
as not timely digeſting the Ulcer, or from too long ufe of Abſterſives. | 
The Complaint of the Patient' wilt demonſtrate the Pain and the Sym- 
ptoms will ſhew the Cauſe; whether it ariſe fron want of Digeſtion or De- 
terſion, the Matter will teſtifie. Eto 
The removing of the Pain requireth a right diſtinguiſhing of its original | 
Cauſe. The Habit of body is alſo to-be conſidered, how it is in fault: ang. 
accordingly as there is Plethora or Cacochymia, you ought to make Evacuation 
by Purging, or Bleeding, or both, and. uſe contemperating Juleps, Opiats, 


and the like. Alſo the Patient s eating and drinkiog ought to be regulated 


proportionately. 


+ Theſe things premiſed, you. are to apply your.ſpeedy endeavours to r& 
move the Pain by proper Anodynes. If the Ulcer be fanious, it wants Dige- 


ſtion; and that is furthered by ſuch Medicaments as have a temperate heat, 
as we have already ſhewed. The heat in the Parts about may be mitigated by 
Lenients, as is before faid in Tamours, and after in Wounds, or by ſuch like; 
as the Mucilages of ſem. cydon. pſyllti, althea, extracted in deco. malvar. and 
far. hordei, croc. © vitell. ovi, axung, gallin. porcin. made into the form of 
Cataplaſm, or with Wax into a Cerote, or ceratum Galeni, or that with 
populeon: if more cooling be required, anguent. nutritum, alb. camphorat. Em- * 
plaſtr. e bolo, &c. . 

If the Pain ariſe from hot acrid Humours fretting the Ulcer, it may. be 
drefled with anguent. diapompholygos, or unzuent. e plumbo, unzent. tutin 
ſimply, or mixed with &afilicon, with alittle Pracipitate, with Comprek | 
wrung out of Oxycrate, or red Wine, whereby the heat may be contempers- 
ted, and the Part ſtrengthned to reſiſt the Influx, by which the Cure of the 
Ulcer may happily be affected. 4 

If the pain he cauſed by a fordid Matter ſticking to the bottom of the Ul 
cer, and hindering tranſpiration, you cannot remove the Pain without Des 
terſives; of which Merc. praecipitat. is the beſt and mildeſt.

| Fthen dreſſed the Ulcer with pulv. 4ndronis mixt with ungaent. baſilicon, fo. 
mented the Part with ſammzitat. abſinth. centaurii, hyperici, flor. rof. rubr. bare, 
myrtillor. balauſt. decocted in Wine, and by Intercipients upon the Knee and 
good Bandage endeavoured to refift the Influx. ' Upon' my complaint to the 
Patient and her Relations of the difficulty I met with in the Cure, I percei- 
ved by them that the Ulcer had been frequently ſubje&t ro ſuch diſcharge. 
The Phyſician was again conſuſred, who concluded they were the Menſtrua 
that thus periodically afte&ted the Ulcer. She was again let bloud and purged 
and put into a chalybeate courſe, a Fontanel was alſo made in her other Leg; 
during which 1 procceded again by Deterſives, viz. the Vitrio|-ſtone, Merc. 
pracipitat. alone, and with mundificat. Paracelſi, &c. and.applied Detenfatives, 
with Compreſs and a laced Stocking. By which method tie Ulcer ſeemed a 
while well diſpoſed to incarn: but the Merſtrua being ſill obſtruQted, the Ul 
cer became again diſtempered, and rendred all my endeavours fruitleſs. . _ 

I having ſpent ſome months in this work to little purpoſe, they grew weary 
of me, and were deſirous to make vſe of an Empirick, who hadiſeen it in my 
abſence, and promiſed a ſpeedier Cure. 'I gave way to the entertaining him; 
he alſo dreſſed the Ulcer after his way : but his endeavours proving alſo un- 
ſucceſsful, they came to me again. I, finding the Leg much inflamed and 
ſwelled, and more fordid, dreſſed the Ulcer with Detergents as above faid, 
applying ceratum Galeni over the diſeaſed Parts with Compreſs and Bandage as 

4 heretofore, and by Sir. Fran. Prujean's leave gave her a few grains of Turbith 
E - mineral. the next day, and it gave her four or five Vomits and a Stool 
1 or two. The next day after I fomenred the Ulcer as at firſt, continued the uſe 
of the former Dreſſings, put her on a laced Stocking, and repeated the uſe of 
the Turbith three or tour times, avoiding Salivation. We alſo put her-into a 
Decott. farſiz, lign. guataci, &c. and by th.s method incarned the Ulcer, and 
by a malagma of calx lot. beaten up with axungza cicatrized it. By the conti- 
nuing of the laced Stocking ſhe remained well, and after ſome months thoſe 
Evacuations came naturally down of themſelves, which by no Art would be - 
perlwaded, and ſhe remained well. |

TY Eſides all the difficulties we find in curing of Ulcers upon the forementi: 
oned Accidents, there yet remain divers others which are.not eaſily de: 
{cribed, nor eaſily reconciſed to the ancient Nomenclature .of Ulcers: I mean 
thoſe called Annua, Phagedznica, Depaſcentia, Nome. Out of which words 
that I may pick ſome ſence, I ſhall refer them to two Heads. - 
One, of the corroſive Ulcers, which from their corroding the neighbour- 
ing Parts have obtained ſeveral names in the Greet and Latin; as Phagedeni- 
ca, Depaſcentia, and Nome: all which depend upon an acrimony of the 
Humour. | | 
The other are rather the efte&t of ſome continuance of an Ulcer, which after 
long Intemperies doth by degrees ſo weaken the tone of the Fibres, deſtroy the 
natural Balſam of the Part, and by frequent Fluxion induce Calloſity, that the 
Diſeaſe groweth very hard of Cure, and when cured is apt to break out again. 
Theſe, from their continuance, are called 4yuua; from the evil diſpoſition of 
the Part, Cacoethe ; from the hardneſs of cicatrizing, Dyſepalota; from there- 
putation Chiron the Centaur had in Chirurgery, Chironia; and Telephio, from 
the hard fate of 7elephas, whoſe Wound could not be cured but by the Spear 
that wounded him. Theſe latter being inſignificant names, not deſcribing the 
nature of any Ulcer, 1 ſhall content my felt only to have explained them in few 
words: but the former, namely Phagedzna, or Vicus depaſcens, Nome and 
Dyſepulota, deſerve farther conſideration, and are our preſent task. 
Phagedgna ſtrialy fo called is an Ulcer with ſwelled Lips, that eats the 
Fleſh and neighbouring Parts in the bottom and edges of the Ulcer. lt differs 


from Herpes, becauſe thar always begins in the Skin;, with little moiſture, 


this always afteQs the Fleſh, and aboungs with Matter. 
Noma is a deep Ulcer that eats and ſpreads without Tumour but hath a 
Rottenneſs and PutrefaQtion joyned with 1t. | | 
Both thele are venomous malignant Ulcers, and both ſpread: but they 
differ, in that one hith Tumour, and no Putrefation; and the other Putre- 
aQion, and no Tumour. | 
Theſe Ulcers do all take their Original from vicious Humours abounding 
.4nthe Body. Whether they be ſimple Choler, or a falt Phlegm mixt with it, 
or that the Humours are made ſharp and corroſive from a hot and dry - 
temperies of the Part afteed, I leave others to judge: but in Bodies abound- 
Ing with Cacochymia it is frequently ſeen, that an Zerpes exedens ariſeth in the 


Noſe and Face from a ſmall Wart or fiery Puſtule, which being heated by 
(cratching or picking with their Nails will terminate corroſive, and from an 
Herpes exedens become Phagedznical, and by a farther exaſperating cance- 


rate;' they differing but as the Humour becomes more or lets fierce: 


The Signs are evident from what hath. been delivered of them. Some take ow” 
their Original from Abſceſſes deep in the Fleſh, others begin more ſhallow, 
and in time ſpread and eat, not only the Skin to the Fleſh, but the Parts about, 


and diſſolve the Fleſh in the bottom of the Ulcer very ſenſibly. 


All theſe kind of corroſive eating Ulcers are accounted malign: but' fore 
are [eſs malign than other. Thoſe which ariſe in venereal Diſeaſes are in os _ 
elves

In the Cure of theſe Ulcersa good Diet ought to be preſcribed, to prokibit 
the increaſe of ſharp Humours. The Body is alſo to be purged, the Humourg 
contemperated, and the Matter to be diverted by Revulſion, Derivation 
E. and Interception, if it be poſſible. The virulent Humour afte@ing the Ulcer 
6 . | requires to be dried up, and the /»temperies to be correfted. But foraſmuch ag 
E theſe Ulcers differ one from another in their corroſive quality, the Medicy. 
ments muſt accordingly vary: If the /ztemperies be hot, and the Ulcer corrcz 
ſive, your Applications are to be cold and dry, with ſome little aftringeney; 
as wnguent, tutie, & plumbo, de calce, & de lithargyro. If theſe anſwer not ex- 
peAation; you mult proceed with more ſtrong Medicaments. But by the | 
authority of the Ancients you muſt ſcarifie theſe Ulcers, or ſome way pro- 
voke thetn to bleed, that the ſharp Humours may thereby be diſcharged, 
Then waſh them with ſome drying Medicaments, which may alto reſtrain 
the Influx of the Humours; as ag. calcis, zruginoſa or aluminoſa, or a Derof}, 
plantag. equiſeti, rubi, flor. rof. rubr. balauſt. nuc. cuprefſ. galar. in a Chalybeate 
water. After which the Ulcer may be ſprinkled with any of theſe, pulv, tz 
tiz prepararg, corn. cervi uſti, pulv. oſtreor. combuſt. cort. granat. Or they may 
be made into Unguents, as thus ; B unguent. diapomphol: 51j. bot. Armen. ſan, 
dracon. balauſt. an. 515. ol. rif. q. ſ. Miſc. a Compreſs being applied wet over 
all, wrung out of ſome aftringent DecoQtion. The Ulcer thus dreſfed is not 
to be opened again in three or four days: for in theſe Ulcers the tamper: 
ment of the Part is weak, and the frequent expoſing it to the Air rendreth 
it more weak, and the Medicaments leſs effeQtual. 

- Bur if this Ulcer be with Rottenneſs and PutrefaQtion, you are to proceed 
with Detergents, as wnguent.

\ Man aged fixty odd years, of a lean dry Habit of body, had a long time 
b - (Ps been troubled with an Ulcer on the inſide of the Ancle on his right 
4 bin $0 Leg: it had been often cured, but it broke out again ſoon after. 1 found the 
hard of Ulcer ſanious, the Parts about it ſwelled and livid, and endeavoured to cure 
Cure. it by the common method ſer down in the general Cure of Ulcers; butt 
would not digeſt two days together. I then propoſed a laced Stocking : but tt 
replied there was no need, his Rowler kept oft the Swelling. Obſerving him 
to.be' ſo very wile, I omitted my accuſtomed attendance, upon which he im; 
ployed another, who found much difficulty in it. Whether he cured it or no 
I do not know; but about half a year or more after, the Patient ſent for Ms 
again.

I ſprinkled cum pulv. e corn. cerv. uſt. balauſt. & croc. Martis aſtring. and appli- 
ed unguent. Comitiſſe over all. By this method I dried up the upper Ulcer 
on the (ide of the Noſe, but the Cicatrices were unſeemly, as in moſt fuch rebel- 
tious Ulcers they are, we being glad to dry them on any faſhion as we may, 
The other Ulcers alſo filld up with Fleſh, and afterwards cicatrized in ſome 
parts. The deepeſt Ulcers were alſo well diſpoſed to it. The ſeafon of the 
year being hot, the Patient retired into the Country, taking the forclaid Mes 
dicarnents with him, they agreeing well with the Ulcer. His Wife, having 
often drefled him in Town, knew how to apply them, and dreſſed him in 
the Country, where he continued all the Summer. He not giving us the leaſt 
account of his Ailment, I concluded him cured: but in the Fall of the leaf he 
returned, and then found the Ulcer much exaſperated, and diſcharging a vi 
rulent Matter, it having corroded deep the whole length from his upper Lip 
along the Cheek into the great Canthus dividing the lower Lid of the Eye, and 
was paſling between the Glandula lacrymalis and the Eye: it had alſo ſpred 
beneath into that Noſtril, and had paſſed its Matter through, and in truth 
the cafe was molt deplorable; for whatever theſe Ulcers may bear of ſharp 
Medicaments in another Part, here they would not: and poſſibly this was 
exaſperated by ſuch in the Country amongſt thoſe buſy-bodies. I endea- 

- voured to recover it by Lenients powerfully drying without acrimony, ſuclr 
as | had formerly uſed 1n the like caſe, and waſh'd the Ulcer with a Solu- 
tion of a Salt drawn off from the flowers of Antimony in ag. veronica. Do- 
Qtour Prujean was again conſulted, and Dodfour Bate, alſo Mr. Holier and 
other Chirurgeons. The Phyſicians repeated the former courſe with ſome 
additions, and ſweat him, and after that preſcribed him a Diet'of Milk, . 
which he lived ſtrictly upon a long time. Many Topicks were propoſed by 
us, but they were only drying Medicaments without acrimony, which a- 
greed well with the Ulcer, and thoſe ſerved only to palliate it. Whilſt [ 
attended it, the Ulcer ſpread it ſelf under that Eye, fretting . of the Muſclesfo 
that the Eye was drawn by the contrary Muſcles to the external Canthus, 
and diſtorted fo as it was ealte to fee the Optick Nerve.

Semertus places the Chapter of Simus next to that of a Phlegmon : and inz 
deed they frequently ariſe from ſuch, eſpecially where the Orifice hath not 
been ſufficiently large to diſcharge the Matter : nay, in ſome great Abſceſſes, 
where the Cavity hath been very large, there, though the Aperture be great; 
yer for want of good Compreſſion, and diſpoſition in the Humours, the Skin 
unites ſo unequally with the Fleſh underneath, that it makerh ſeveral Sinus, 
and doth as it were cunicules agere, make Coney-burrows. Sometimes Ab: 
ſceſſes do ariſe from within, viz. from the Lungs, &c.: and paſs their ' Matter 
externally under the Arm-pits, or through the Back, Breaſt, or Sides; *or from 
other Yiſcera in the lower Yenter, and raiſe Abſceſſes amongſt the external 
Muſcles of the A3domen, &&c.

Ulcers in her Leg digeſted, incarned and cicatrized, according to-the merhad 
preſcribed in the general Chaprer of Zlcers. Her Leg being extreamly. ens 
ciated and weak, I adviſed the bathing it with Fleſh-broth wherein had bee 
decoted emollient Herbs; by which it afterwards grew fo full, that I was. : 
neceſſitated to put her on a laced Stocking ; and thereby the ſwelling was. 


reſtrained, and ſhe recovered ſtrength to walk on it very well. 


A Maid-fervant, aged twenty fix years, had a ſmall Phlegmon on a part «ef 
her righr Breaſt tending to Suppuration. I, ſuppoſing. it ſimply ſuch, cons 
dently undertook-the Cure; and having ſuppurated it by the application of. 
unguent. bafilicon, open'd it by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a purulenr Matter; | 
which increafing daily with diminution of the Inflammation and Tumour, 
made a ſearch with a Probe, and penetrated into the cavity of the, Thorax, |, 
then diſcourſing with her, informed my ſelf that ſhe had been long diſeaſed : 
with a Cough and frequent Shortneſs of breath. I was much aſhamed of my 
confident undertaking 1t. The rarity of the caſe deceived me, and as many#s: 
afterwards ſaw it, every one judging the Ulcer ſimple. Bur its penetrating | 
(as [ {aid ) ſhewed the Cure difficult, and the work of time. Therefore I fit 
ted it with a Canna, which I retained with a ſnip of Plaiſter, and applieds ! 

thin piece of Sponge preſt out of Wine upon it, with Compreſs and Bandage WW 
over 1t, direCting the dreſſing it twice a day. After I had thus healed up therelt ' 
of the Ulcer, I left out the Carnula, put in a Pea, and kept ir as aFontanel, till 
Niture ſhould diſpoſe the YViſcera within to a better condition. But ſhe, grow WW 
ing hetical, removed into the Country with internal Preſcriptions and dF * 
rections to dreſs her ſelf; where I ſuppoſe ſhe is fince recovered of her -Fevet.

Qion of Sarſa with Petorals, -and his body kept open with ſyr. de rhab. i» 
aq. germ. querc. lomewhat of Calomel. was allo preſcribed, ceraſſa Antimoniz, 
&c. and the Child recovered. . But while the Attendants grew fecure and 
careleſs in dreſſing the Ulcer, the Pea ſlipt out, andthe Orifice cloſing in the 


Matter, he was ſeized with a Cough, Difficulty of breathing, and Fever. 


Upon which account I open'd that Ulcer again, and relieved him. - He went 
ſoon after into the Country, and by the forelaid method recovered. 


. A Man of about forty years of age hbouring under a Fever inthe Country, ;. ovfcr- 
it terminated in ſome Abſceſs within the Breaſt, and paſſed its Matter at laſt vac of

ly, the Matter invaded the zzter/titia of the Mulcles; and ſpread it ſelf over all

It overflowed: by which means the Ablceſs became very large, and the quan- 
tity of Matter had well-nigh exhauſted the Patient. It was my chance to come

ring my difpoſing of this Ulcer to retain a Cannula, the Matter diſchargeq 
by Urine in great quantity, and the Patient was as orely afflited, and had 
the ſame Sympton that others have who are diſeaſed with Ulcers or Stones 
in the Kidney ; but after vent was given by a ſhort Cana of Lead, ſhe re. 
covered. Having continued the uſe of the Cara ſome months, I removed 
it, and kept a Pea juſt in the Opening, and by red Sparadrope and Comprefg 
retained it. on ; then left her to her- Mother to dreſs, and only called ſome 
times when they gave me notice of their wants. After a year or thereabour 
that ſhe had kept this Fontanel open, the internal pains and diſcharge of Im- 
purities ceaſed, and ſhegrew more fleſhy and ſtrong. She went alto daily tg 
a neighbouring School, where ſhe was exerciſed in Dancing, &c. Afﬀter the 
ſpace of two years or thereabout, the Ulcer ſeeming not to matter more than 
might be expected from a ſmall Fontanel, the Mother caſt out the Pea, and 
- permitted it to heal up. But being ſoonalarm'd by the old Accidents which 
' returned upon the Child, ſhe ſent for me. I opened it again, and left themrg" 
keep it ſo. Dr. Barwick was alſo again cenſulted, who repeated the former 
method with ſome little alteration. The Ulcer” was afterward kept open near 
three years, during which ſhe repeated her courſe of Phyſick Spring and 
Fall, and was frequently brought to me. At length I ſeeing her well grown 
\ andot a fleſhy and healthy Complexion, and the Fontanel in a manner dried 
.vp,l adviſed them to throw: out the Pea,it being of no uſe. They did fo: from 
which time the Patient hath continued ſtrong and well, and is fince married. 
A young Gentleman of about ten or eleven years of age was afflicted with 
a Sinuous Ulcer on his right fide of the Spine. It had taken its original from 
a tranſlation of Matter riſing from within his body whilſt he lay fick of a Fe- 
ver in the Country. It came at length to maturation, and was let out by a 
neighbouring Chirurgeon : but it proving difficult of Cure, he was brought 
to Town. He was heQtick, and diſeaſed with a Cough and Shortnefs of 
breath, the Abſceſs mattering much, bur eſpecially when he bowed' his body 
downward, or lay in his bed npon the contrary Side; alſo in Iying upon his 
Belly the Matter ran forth ſome ſpoonfuls , and upon holding his breath it 
blubbered forth, which ſhewed it came from within. Yet, for that ſometimes 
upon preſſing with our hands npon the Muſcles of that fide the Spine, there 
diſcharged Matter, we were apt tothink it lay originally between the Muſcles 
of that place. Doctor Micklethwait was conſulted, andentertained their Phy- 
ſician, and was often preſent at the dreſſing the Patient. The Apertion was 
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by neither the Probe nor Wax-candle could make any conſiderable way. We 

were ſatisfied that there were more Sinus's than that'tranſverſe the Back, y& 

by the ſearch of a Probe we could:make no diſcovery : but about three days _ 

after a redneſs in the Skin ſhewed us a Sins lying near the Os lion of about 

two inches long, the Skin feeming thin.

Spine: but that not ſatisfying me, | applied a Cauſtick upon the old Orifice, 
and another lower, whence I had preſſed out Matter. Then dividing them, [ 
flfd them with Pracipitate; and by rubbing into thoſe Eſcars afterwards 
with the Cauſtick-ſtone I penetrated into the Szus's. . One of theſe diſcharg: 


- &d the Matter which flowed that way ; and the other ſerved our purpole to - 


diſcover the Sinus penetrating under the uppermoſt falſe Rib towards the 
Breaſt; which I dilated, and by deterfion enlarged the paſſage, then fitted 
the Ulcer with a Cannula of Lead; with an Emplaſter, Compreſs and Ban- 
dage over it, by which the Matter diſcharged very well, and the Patient was 
relieved in his Cough, and recovered his appetite. The other Apertures, 
having emptied the external Sinus's, were deterged and cured. After the 
uſe of the Cannula ſome days, perceiving looſe Fleſh to ariſe in the Ulcer, 
which hindred the diſcharge of..Matter, and that the aCtiveneſs of our Pati- 
ent cauſed the Camnula frequently to ſtart out of the Sims, and ſometimes fit 
uneaſie, I left it out altogether, and put in a large Pea, with a Thred in it 
to pull it out at pleaſure. By this; with application of the common Spara- 
drope for iſſues, this Ulcer was as a Fontanel kept open and the Matter 


_ plentifully diſcharged thereby ; his Habit of body was alfo by the Phyſician's 


preſcriptions of Vulnerary decotions and Ballamicks,- with lenient Purga- 
tives; ſo well reſtored, that he returned into the Country With his Parents. 
Some while after coming again to London with them, I gave him a viſit, and 
found him fat and well recovered; I did not fee the Ulcer but was affured 
from himſelf and his Servants; that it was kept open with much eaſe, and 
that it mattered but little: I adviſed then the keeping it ſo while any Matter 
flowed to the Part : which they did, and thereby cured him.

The Third Book. 


C H AP. I. 
Of Hzmorrhoids, 


| 


: ARLY in general hath been handled in orie of the foregoing Treati- 
ſes. But becauſe there is one ſort of Yarices more important than 
the reſt, I mean the varicous Swellings of the ve»z hzmorrhoidales; 

| thought it convenient to diſcourſe of them particularly by themſelves. 

Theſe happen very often both in men and women, fo as ſometimes to break 

and void bloud; other-times only to ſwell and diſtend. But the conſequences 

of theſe are very great, both as to the duration and intenſenelſs of. the pain, 
and alſo as to the Tumours and Ulcers that ariſe from them. Theſe Tu- 
mours are ſometimes phlegmonous, ſometimes ſcirrhous,. ſometimes cance- 
rous; many times they are ulcerous and fiſtulous. 
| ſhall therefore take occaſion from that Chapter of Yarix, to add in this 
place an intire Diſcourſe of the Zemorrhoids, together with all the Diſca- 
ks that are of the ſame kindred and family with them; in which if I ſwerve 
from that accuracy of method which Learned men may exped in the diſpo- 
ſition of the Parts of this Book, I hope the young Chirurgeon will at leaſt 
think that fault ſufficiently recompenſed by having all the troubleſome Dif- 
eaſes of that Part brought at once into one view. 
The perſpicuity of this Diſcourſe will depend much upona true notion of the 
conflitution of the Anus, or uttermoſt Exit of the [nteſtinum refum. In which 
lace it is bound about with-a Sphin&er-Muſcle, the contraQtion of which 
uts it fo, as to detain within the Guts whatever Excrements fall down =

ther, till ſuch times as Nature, being ſtimulated either by the fulneſs or provo- 
cation of matter doth voluntarily relax it, and by the help of ſeveral pairs of 
Maſcles dilate it, to make way for the diſcharge, All theſe things pur toge. 
ther make up that organicai Part which we call the Anus in a compound 
ſence; though in a ſtrict ſignification it denote only the extremity of the x. 
teſtinum refum, to which all theſe things belong, and for the motion of which, 
they are all deſigned. Theſe Muſcles, and eſpecially the inteſtinum reitum 
ſelf, are fed by ſeveral Arteries. As, firſt, the Arteria meſenterica nfertor, which, 
being almoſt wholly deſigned for the [nteſtinum refum, doth ſpread branches 
all over it copiouſly, and very particularly to that end which we catl the 4yas; 
and, ſecondly, the Arteria hypogaſtrica doth ſend branches to the 4us, bur 
chiefly to the Muſcles belonging to it. Theſe Arteries bringing Bloud hither, 
have proportionable Veins deſtined for its return; one of which 1s the hg. 
morrhoidalis externa, uſually fo called, which is a branch of the Hy pogaſtrick 
vein, and correſponds with its cognominal Artery. The other indeed moſt im- 
portant Veſſel is the hzmorrhoidalis interna, which receiving the Blond from 
all the parts of the reFum, and eſpecially about the Aus, unites into a ſlender. 
Trunk, which paſſing along the Gut .by degrees creeps into the Meſentery; 
and uſually inſerts it ſelf up between the Mcſenterical branches of the Porta, 
ſometimes into the right, ſometimes into the left, and ſometimes into the 
Trunk of the Porta. More rarely it forfakes this courſe, and is inſerted into 
the Splenick branch, ſomerimes withont, and ſometimes within the Spleen, 
This laſt caſe happens but ſeldom: yet ſurely it happened to thoſe that firſt 
confeured this Vein to be the Evacuator of the melanchohick Humours of 
the Spleen. How elſe ſhould they gueſs that a Veſſel fo viſibly inferred 6: 
ther into the Trunk of Porta, or at leaſt into the Meſenterick branches, ſhould 
derive Humours rather from the Spleen than the Liver ? 
 Burfſince the do@rine of the Circulation hath quite taken away the founds- 
tions of this Hypotheſis, we are of late taught clear a new Leſſon, viz. That 
the Bloud deſcends hither only by the Arteries, chiefly by the meſenterica in 
ferior, by which being caſt into the middle and inward Coats of the Gur, it is! 
carried back by the Vein aforeſaid. Now'if any man ask me the reaſon of the 
frequent Tumours and Apertions of this Vein, I ſhall give him this account, 
Firſt, rhat it 1s fer in a depending Part ; which reaſon is common to it and the 
Legs, both of which are more ſubje& to Yarices than other parts of the Body. 
Secondly, that the Legs and all muſculous parts of the Body, when they re-_ 
ceive Bloud into them, do contract themſelves more vigorouſly for the expul- 
ſton thereof, and promoting of its aſcent, than the Gut, which is'a more lax 
part and contracts with leſs force at all rimes, fave when Nature aims at an 
expulſion; in which caſe the tendency of Nature is downwards, quite contra 
ry to that of the motion of the Bloud, and rather hinders the return than fur-- 
thers it, binding up the Bloud in its own Veſſels. Thirdly, the Veins here 
about are in themſelves fo very ſmall that they have no Valves, fo that Bloud 
being detained in them, 1s not fo eafily carried up or hindred from reſtagns- 
tion, as where Valves are frequent. Fourthly, the place is ſo often moiſtned 
_ by the frequent aftlux of Humours, that it is very forward to increaſe the na- 
tural Laxity of the Part, to dilate the Veſſels, and to provoke an afflux of 
Humours; by virtue of which ſometimes ſpongy Fleſh is thruſt out, and 
lometimes Tumours of other natures generated. Fiithly, that theſe Veſlcls 
being here not only depending, bur alſo cutaneous, ſcattered in a very thin 
tender Skin, are apter upon the impulſe of Bloud to fly open, than where 
they are bound in by a thick ſtrong cover: and' for this realon the Nole allo 
Gif it be ſeaſonable to ſpeak of it in this place) is apter to bleed than oy 
parts. x q 
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- Chap. L Of Hzmorrhoids. | 
The natural conſtruQtion of the Anzs being ſuch as I have deſcribed, the 
preternatural may eaſily be inquired into. For if by any Fermentation or 
Ebullition of the Bloud any ſharpnels fo affect it as to cauſe a ſtagnation in 
this place, preſently the Veins, being not ſufficient for the diſcharge, grow 
varicous : and if the Humour by its ſharpneſs or thinnels,, or both, ſtimu- 
lates Nature, by this means the rear is always offering to ſqueeze and con- n 
trad it ſelf, and binds up the Vein fo that the Bloud cannot aſcend, buris by 
the violence of the motion thruſt back again, to the burſting open of the | 
mouths of the Veſſel. If the Coats be thick or apt to ſpongineſs, then the 
Parts ſwell, and either the Veſſels themſelves appear blue and in cluſters like 
Grapes, or elſe Fleſh groweth about them, and makes Ficus, Condylomata, 
and Criſta's. If the Humour be of a faline nature, it dries and parches the 
Skin, and chaps it ; from whence comes Rhagazles ara] Fiſſarz, things fre- 
quent in the Noſe and Lips as well as here. OE. j: 
This Humour 1s moſt frequently lodged within the verge of the 4xzs, and 
ſo appears to the Eye : but it likewiſe very often is lodged on the Mufcles near 
it, where the Yarices are hidden, and ſeldom diſcover themſelves, but only 
an outward Tumour appears, which 1n progreſs often times apoſtemates, 
and at laſt ends in a Fiſtulous Ulcer ; which Ulcer, according to _the duct 
of the Veſſels that feed it, ſomerimes penetrates the Gur, and ſornetirmes

So likewiſe there are many inſtances that demonſtrate the Pileg 
to ariſe from Chirurgical Operations and Applications. Likewiſe ſharp Hy. 
mours paſſing near that place from the Guts co by their acrimony provoke 
the Piles.

T JAving in the preceding Diſcourſe made often mention of a Relaxation Names.

It is a Relaxation of the SphinCter to ſuch a de- Peſcripti- 
pree, that the internal rugous Coat of the Inteſtine turneth out, and beareth *;' 
down, making a Swelling proportionably. 
The Caxſes of this Diſeaſe are Coſtiveneſs, at which time, ſtraining to eaſe Caulcs- 
mature it frequently falls down; alſo Fluxes of the Bowels in Dzarrhza, Dy- 
ſenteria, and eſpecially 7Teneſmus. The Piles are for the moſt part a Cauſe, 
{is hard Labour in Child-bed; and the Stone in the Bladder. In Infants it 
commonly falleth down through Crudity or over-moiſture of the Levatores 
Am, In thoſe of Age the Cauſe will be more certainly diſcovered by the 
complaint of the Patient. |

Your next endeavours ſhould be how to prevent the deſcent of if 
in the.time of eaſing nature; for upon the leaſt ſtraining it for the moſt par 
thruſts down again; Therefore it is that we defire the Patient thould be 
well diſpoſed in his Bowels, that, if it be poſſible, he may go ſeldom to Stog, 
and when he doth,that it may be with the leaſt ſtraining. He ſhould alfo haye 
a couple of Sticks whitled and fitted for him to place cloſe on each ſide the 
Podex, fo as in ſtraining the Excrements may paſs out, yet the Prolapfe of 
the Inteſtine be hindred. For the like purpoſe I have frequently commended 
a ſmall Tin-hoop to be faſtned in a quilted Boulſter, which being fitted with 
Bandage may be retained at that time to paſs the Excrements through, and 
prevent the Relapſe. What you can invent to this purpoſe will much fach 
litate the Cure.

A fickly Child about four years old had been ſome months diſeaſed withy 
var, of Procidentia Ani, by reaſon of a preceding Flux of the Bowels with 7 enefmu, 
Proctaentia It had been neglected by the Servant that attended it,and was too much ye 
ſed to yield to a ReduQtion. I fomented it with the diſcutient and emollient 
DecoQion preſcribed in the method of Cure, then bound on warm Stupes 
wrung out of the ſame, and kept him in bed. The Swelling being thereby 
ſomewhat relaxed,l endeavoured again Reduction; but it not yielding there 
to, I fomented it with Diſcutients with ſomewhat of Aftringency, and 
ſprinkled the inner Tunicle with pulv.nuc.cupreſſcorn. cervi uſti, ax. part. #qu, 
rhen applied warm Stupes thereon. After I had thus dried up the ſuperfluous 
Humidity, I attempted it again: bur as [ preſſed upon it on one fide, itrok 
on the other. I repeated the warm Stupes, and with my fingers upon the 
Stupe I preſſed cloſe upon it, and twidled it in firſt one ſide, then the other, 
It being reduced, a Compreſs of Tow made in the form of a great Button, 
dipr in an aſtringent Decotion, was placed thereon, and retained by good 
Bandage.

Matter, . nor divert it from flowing its wonted way, we cut it down-to the 
Anus and cured it. From that time we applied our endeavours to cure the Ulcer 

within, whence (it was moſt certain) all the abundance of Matter iſſued; The © 
method uſed was by detergent Injections, ſuch as have been propoſed in the 
Chapter of Sinuous Ulcers; but without acrimony to avoid a 7Teneſmus, and in 
ſmall quantity at a time leſt it ſhould be retained and render the Ulcer more 
Sinuous. After we had thus ſpent ſome time ſucceſsfully, and by the Phyſich 
ans help removed the ſeverer accidents; it was refolved (the weather grow: * 
ing warmer) that the Patient ſhould remove: to ' Xey/imgton, and. take 
the benefit of the freſh air, and obſerve a Milk-Diet, and proſecute his Cur 
there. Whilſt the Patient was weak and kept his Bed, and was. vexed with 

Diarrhea's &c. we could not obſerve any want he had of the retentive facub 
ty; but being in the Country ſomewhat recovered, and walking daily abroad 
he complained that he could not retain his Excrements, they preſſing almoſt 
continually forth. We went on with our method incuring the Ulcer and actor 
dingly it contracted daily narrower, and the diſcharge -of Matter - grew-le; 
but as the Ulcer cicatrized, he found his Excrements did not come away, but 
with great ſtraining, and thoſe that came way, were ſmall like Earth-worms: 
he allo complaining of frequent pain in his Hips and Os ſacrum, ſent. for hi 
Chirurgeon and my ſelf; we went and prevailed with him,. to let us put up 
our Fingers dipt in a little Oil, upon ſearch we found a ſtop about an inchar 
more within the Rectum, the Gut purſed up ſo cloſe, that I could not-getin 
my Fore-finger to the firſt joint. This was by reaſon of the cicatrix; we eats 
ſed preſently a DecoCtion to be made of rad. /ilior. albor. althez,ſemlini & br- 


. dei, to which was added ſome ol. ex ped. bovinis, and injeRted ſome of it: we 


directed the repeating of it often in a day,and to permit- a Syringe full tot 
caſt in at his going to ſleep at night; we afterwards dilated it with' Tents 
Gentian-roots, and between while others of Deer-ſuet, ſome whereof. were fif- 
ted with ſtrings. A conſultation was alſo reſolved on for the. Phyſicians to 
meet us at, which time we came provided with a ſpec. 4z, &c. in order tothe 
dilating of the ſtrifture:. but the Patient would not admit it, he being cakd 
by the uſe of the Emollient DecoQtion; but replied, if it again contraQted,,06 
would come to Town and be governed by us. Some months after the Wire . 
ter approaching, he returned to Town ; his Excrements were.ſuppreſled, and ® 
his Belly ſwelling, his Urin alfo high-coloured and near ſuppreſſed: his Phylr 
clans preſcribed him a Clyſter that Evening, and a Purging-draught of Deco 
caſe, tamarind. &c, he omitted the raking of the Clyſter, but took the Purge | 
..__.the 
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the next morning,which bearing down the Excrements fo over-diſtended the 
Colon, that the way between that and the Srreura being choked up by them, 
the Patient fell into a cold Sweat, and frequent fainting ;. but by Taying him 
*n his Bed, and Cordials, he was ſomewhat relieved, and at laſt the Phyſick 
worked through him, and he grew better ; and from that time he was more 
oovernable, and admitted of Cliſters betore Purging, both which he often re- 
peated. We together proſecuted the Cure by internal Medicaments, ſuch as 
by their vertue reſtored the Patient toa better Habit of body : our work was 
the dividing the contracted Calus, which made the Strifura, which we did 
by an Inſtrument made for that purpoſe, with which without hurting the 
Inteſtine we cut through in ſeveral places, making the opening ſo large that 
the Excrements came away big ; and by the injeting of ol. Iambricorum, cu- 
_ "red the wounds in few days after, and left him at liberty, henot only expel- 
ling them well, but alſo retaining them : Yet within . this twelvemonth 
twice, we have enlarged it, and by the Inſtrument we deſigned, it may at 
any time be helped without hazard of wounding the found parts fear it ; 
but ſince the laſt Incifion of it, February 1673. it hath continued open, and 
upon a late ſearch with my Finger I could teel nothing of tt. 
A young Fellow of about thirty ſix years old,and Servant to a perſon of Ho- boat 
\ nour in the Country, was ſent to Town ; he had been long diſeaſed with a Sinuous 
ſuppoſed Fiſtula in Ano, it was-on the right fide near the Podex,the Ulcer was ooo reg 
ſordid and with round callous Lips. I made a ſearch and found it run under ; 
the verge of the 4nzs,but not penetratingit. He had been long dileaſed of the 
Kings-Evil, there being many Scrophulz on both ſides 'of his Neck. I rubb'd 
the ſordes and putrid fleſh with the Vitriol ſtone, and then filled it with 
Merc' precipitat. with Pledgits of Lint cloſe over it. - Then applied ſome of 
my cauſtick Unguent upon a Pledgit round over the callous Lips, and with an 
Emplaſtr. e bolo, and Bandage bound it up. The next day I took off the Cau- 
ſtick and found it had worked as I deſigned : I dreſſed it with Lenients to 
haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar. This poor man had heretofore been ſubje& to 
the Hemorrhoids; from which diſeaſe ſome whithered Piles remained hanging 
upon the verge of the Azas,which upon the application of the forementioned 
- - Ffaroticks and Cauſticks, began to heat and ſwell : I preſently cut them off 
with a pair of Sciſſors, and after they had bled a while, dreſſed them with 
pulv. Galeni, and afterwards cicatrized them by the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone 
and common Epuloticks. During which I cleanſed the Ulcer of its fordes, and 
; endeavoured to lay a baſis with mundif.Paracelſ.&c. for incarnating the Ulcer; 
but while I was fo doing, I obſerved a great quantity of corrupt Matter flow- 
Ing again down upon the Ulcer : upon ſearch I found a Sinus run towards 
the Os ſacrum a great length, and fo deep as gave me ſmall hopes of laying it 
_ open. Thenext Dreſſing: I was provided with vulnerary Injections luch as 
have been ſet down in Sinuous Ulcers, and dreſſed him up with Deterſives; 
and preſcribed him ſuch Phyſick as might have regard to his Scrophulous Ha- 
« bit of body. While I was thus treating him, he began to be troubled with a - 
cough which he had been frequently ſubject to in the Country, upon which 
account Pectorals were preſcribed, and he was thereby relieved. The cureot- 
the Ulcer not ſucceeding, I applied a Cauſtick upon the upper part of 'the $-' 
_ ##5 between the Os ſacrum and the coccyx, and paſled in'my DireQor at tlie 
| lame time, and cut through the Eſcar into it, deſigning by this opening to *- I 
intercept the Humour flowing downward to the . Ulcer, but the ' while he WW 
Was taken again with a ſhortneſs of breath : I let him Bloud, and repeated - "nl 
the uſe of Lohocks and Cordials, with Spirit of Saffron, &c. but he took his * 
Bed and died the third day after. I having leave to open him,defired Doftor / 
Hh Walter 
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Walter Needham his aſſiſtance in finding out the Cauſe of his death ; we 
found all the Glandules within very Scrophulous, thoſe that lay upon the 7. 
ack-Veſlels ulcerated, from whence flowed a great quantity of Matter down 
into the Pelvis, rhence infinuating it ſelf amongſt the Muſcles, and fo to the 


place where I had applied my Cauſtick, and irom thence to the Ulcer negr 
the Anus : his Lungs were allo ſtuft with S:zrumg, and the Yiſcera all very bag, 


This Obſervation being indeed ſtrumous, ſhould have been placed in that 


Treatiſe ; yet notwithſtanding I thought it fit ro inſert it here,that the Foung

A Lady of about ſixty eight years of age, a lean withered Body, ſubjeq 
many years to the Ze@morrhoids, which in her declining years grew more 
painful, and at laſt afflited her night and day, and being without hopes of 
relief from the ſeveraFapplications preſcribed her, was perſwaded to admit: 
of a Chirurgeon : She ſent for me, ] heard her roaring before I came into 
her Chamber. On the lower part of the verge of the Azxs, next the Pering.: 
am, was a Swelling as big as a Pheſants egg, it ſeemed to be the inflation of 
the rugous coat, but was hard and of a livid colour ; but that which ſhe moſt 
complained of was within, which I could not come to ſee nor yet feel : by 
preſſing this downward, I ſaw a foul Matter, and as I thovght a large Ul. ' 
cer ; I cauſed a Syringe to be fetched, and fome mel ref. which I mixed with 
ſome Chicken-broth and caſt it up, and brought away fome Excrements, 
and foul mucas : | cauſed a Fomentation to be made of fol. verbaſci, ſolani, 
plantag. an, M. j. ſem. lini 5. ſem. cydon. 31%. ſem. pfiÞtz 51. flor. nymph. & nf, 
rub, an. P.j. boiled in Wine and Water, by which it was often ſtuped ina 
day ; alſo a mucilage with ſome of the cold Seeds with ſem. papaver. alb. hy. 
oſciam. pfillii, were.thrown up to quiet the pain within. Emollient Clyſters 
were allo ſometimes injeRted with . a Syringe, having a ſhort thick taper: 
Pipe ; lenient Cerots were outwardly applied, made of ſome of thoſe aboye- 
ſaid mucilages cum ſevo cervin. vitulin. vitel, ovor. croco & opio, cum ol. Jum- 
bric. & cera alb. By theſe Medicaments I ſomewhat relieved the Patient, and .- 
got ſo much credit with her, as | hoped to have liberty to take off this Tu- 
mour by one way or other. Some while after I did apply a Cauſtick, and 
removed the upper part of it, as I deſigned : there came nothing out of it, 
but it was ſo levell'd, that I could with the help of a Spatula look into the 
Anus, where at ſome,diſtance I faw little hard Excreſcences like 7 hymi ſtand- 
ing ſtiff up ; theſe were they which gave her fo continual pain, eſpecially 


external Tubercle, ( to which I had applied the Cauſtick :) it was not eaſie 
for me to extirpate the 7hymz till I had quite removed this Tumour without; 
whereupon I preſently rubb'd it with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and laid it flat, and 
waſht it with the Emollient DecoCtion : then ſcarified the Eſcar, and filld 
it with Merc. precipitat, and dreſſed it up with Lenients; afterwards I 
worked it down, and ſmoothed it with the Vitriol-fone, and cicatrized it 
with Epuloticks, the Alum ſtone, &c. : This removed I began with thoſe 
Thymi, which if I might have had my own way, ſhould have been treated by 
the atual Cautery ; but I did not mention it, nor did I acquaint them with 
what intended to do, but placed her towards the light, and paſſed a Scoup- 
like Inſtrument up into the Anus, then having a Cauſtick-ſtone fixed in 2- 


convenient Inſtrumeng, 1 preſſed: upon the head of the neareſt Thymus, and 
as the Salts melted, dried them up with an Armed-Probe, and continied - 
the work tall I had quite extirpated it ; then caſt up ſome of an Emollient 
Decochion with a lirtle of.

diſpoſed it to Cure by injeQting ag. calcis,, &c. | During! which T attempted 

the extirpation of the other Zhymz with. Cauſtick-ſtones, and thought-I had 

eradicated them ; but ſome time after they roſe again, and in truth, did: ſo 

often, and proved vexatious to the Patient,” and troubleſome to me: Yet at 

laſt after a years attendance they wore oft, and the pain ceaſed. She lived 

- many years afterwards as happily asany perſon of her age. DPS 
A Freeholder about fifty four years old, much emaciated, having laboured 7 7 © 

many years under the Zzmorrhoids, and Apoſtemations within the Anus ; Cancer ir 

at laſt being tormented exceſſively with: pain, and not able to eaſe nature, he "_ 

came to London in a Litter. He ſent for me ſuppoſing that he had a F;fula 

in Ano ; I looked and ſaw the verge of the Anus callous, then ſearching with 

my Finger Ifelt a large cancerate Ulcer within the Rem, lying under the 

0s coccyx, and polleſling the parts round with hard Lips ; allo a large Excre- 

ſcence, growing upon the lower part of the ſaid Inteſtine about an inch and 

a half within, fo that there was but a ſmall paſſage for diſcharge of Excre- 

ments. 

This was an inveterate Caxcer, and not likely to yield any thing to Pal- 
latives : I would gladly have been rid of him, but he would be my Patient, 
proteſting that he could not live unleſs way were made for the more caſie 
diburthening of nature ; to which purpoſe he implored my ſpeedy help. 

] perceived his lamentable condition , and his reſolution to have fome- 
what attempted, defired him to conſult ſome eminent Phyſicians and Chi- 
rurgeons ; he aſſented to it, and made choice of Do&tor Tho. Cox, and 
Mr. Hollyer Chirurgeon. We met at his Chamber the next day and made 
a ſearch, and: concluded it an inveterate Cancer incapable of Cure : but 
the Patient declared, he came to Town with refolution to be cured or die; 
' and would have it attempted. We at his importunity complied, and re- 
ſolved upon the uſe of the aQtual Cautery, as being the only way where- 
by we could hope to extirpate theſe Excreſcences and callous Lips ; he was 
well pleaſed with our propoſals, and deſired we would meet again with. 
what expedition might be. The ſecond day after we met and came pro- 
vided with an aQtual Cautery of the faſhion of a bolt, with a Cannula ha: 
ving a hole cur in it to receive that great Excreſcence near the Sphiner : a 
 mucilaginous DecoQion was alſo prepared ex ſummitat. malve, wviol. ſem. 
cdon. phllii, &c. in. aq. hordei. The Cautery being ready, and a baſon of 
| Water with Sponges to cool it ;: the Patient roſe out of his Bed, and placed. 
himſelf towards the light, leaning upon the fide of his Bed without any bo- 
dy to hold him. I anointed the Cannula with unguent. gefrigerans Galeni, and 
paſſed it up, placing the opening in the Cannula upon the Excreſcence ; then 
paſſed in an aQual Cautery glowing hot, and repeated the uſe of it fo often, 
till the Phyſician and Mr. Hoelyer judged the Excreſcence and callous Lips 
conſumed ; Mr. Zo/yer putting his Finger in after the paſſing each Cautery, 
the Cammula being .the while taken out often and cookd in Water. The 
work done, Injections were caſt in, and the burnt parts dreſſed with Leni- 
ents; the Patient returned briskly to his Bed, and from that time diſcharged 
bis Excrements freely, but made little Urine, and that nos : by the 
uſe of Emulſions, and the frequent caſting in Emollient®Clyſters and InjeQi- 
ons, his Urin voided more eaſily, and in more quantity. After the ſeparation 
of the Eſcars, we dreſſed the Ulceration with «nguent. tutiz, and injected 
troch. alb, rhaz. diflolved with a Mucilage of the greater Cold Seeds, ſem.

Parts diſpoſing to cicatrize, the Patient was ſeized with a Pleurifie, and nor 
ſubmitting to be let Bloud as was preſcribed, his pain increaſed ſo-very much 
that he could ſcarce breath ; being afterwards let Bloud about eight Ounces, 
he was relieved : but then a Dzarrbza followed, and it being Mid-winter, 
and the Patient not allowing himſelf Fire, nor obſerving good Diet, it ter. 
minated in a Dyſenterie, and he languiſhed and died.

Of the Cure of the EVILL by the 
_ KING's Touch. 


\ 4 \ THAT great difficulty we meet with in the Cure of the 
30 KING'sEvil, the daily experience both of Phyſicians and 

 Chirurgeons doth ſhew. I thought it therefore worth my 

while to ſpend a whole Treatiſe upon the Subje, and very particularly to 
go through the deſcription of it, informing thereby the young Chirurgeon 
whatever is requiſite to the Cure, at leaſt as far as it cometh within the 
- compaſs of our Art. But when upon trial he ſhall find the contumaciouſ- 
neſs of the Diſeaſe, which frequently deluded his beſt care and induſtry, 
he will find reaſon of acknowledging the goodneſs of God ; who hath dealt 
' fo bountifully with this Nation, 1n giving the Kings of it, at leaſt from Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor downwards, ('if not for a longer time) an extraordinary 
power in the miraculous Cure thereof. [This our -Chronicles have all along 
teſtified, and the perſonal experience of many thouſands now living can wit- 
nels for his Majeſty that now reigneth, and his Royal Father and Grandfa- 
ther. His Majeſty that now is having exerciſed that faculty with wonderful 
ſucceſs, not only here, but beyond the Seas in Flanders, Holland and France 
it ſelf, The King of this laſt pretends to a Gift of the ſame kind, and hath 
oiten the good hap to be alone mentioned in Chirurgical Books, as the ſole 
poſleſſor of it, when the French themſelves are the Authors : yet even they 
when they are a little free, will not ſtick to own the Kings of England as 
Þartakers with him in that faculty ; witneſs the Learned 7agaultias, who 
1n his Inſtitutions takes notice of King. Edward s faculty of doing the ſame 


Cure, and the continuance of-it in his Succeſſors. 7raly. as well as France 


bath made the like &knowtedgments in the Book of Polydore Yirgil, who 
reciting the Gift given to Saint Edward :the Confteſlor, doth fubjoyn arg 
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Of the Cure of thi Ew, Book TY, 
words : Quod quidem Immortals munus quaſi hereditario jure ad poſteriores Reges 
manavit : nam Reges Anglia etiam nunc tata, ac quibuſdam hymnis, non ſine ce. 
remoniis, privs recitatis, ſtrumdſos ſanayt. © Which Immortal gilt hath been 
«* derived a$ it Were by an hereditary right to, rhe latterFRings; for the Kings 


© of England even now alſo do Cure the Struma by Touch, &c. 


Indeed if Hiſtorians of our Nation be diligently compared with the Frexch, 
we ſhall find that the French Kings had this Gift later than ours. Dupleix 4 
molt diligent Writer of thatHiſtory,deriving it no further than-Phz/:p the firſt, 
and Lews the groſs ; ſaying, that before their times no man had'that power; 
whereas we on the contrary meet with the general acknowledgements of all 
our Writers of the ſame "miraculous power in Saint Edward's time; which 
were enough for this Controverſie : and not only fo, but with ſtrong furmiſes, 
that this Miracle was ancienter; it being notorious in the days of Malmsburj.. 
enſis, who lived notlong after his Reign, that it was then diſputed, whether 
the Cure of the Evil were a peculiar reward of the Kings Holineſs, or rather a 
Hereditary faculty attending the Eng/i/þ Crown; Which Gift, that it was not 
taken away upon our departure from the Church of Rome, we have not on] 
our daily experience to teſtific, but alſo the conteſſion of DoQtor Harpsfeld, a 
great Divine of the Rom/h perlwafion ; who, after he hath in the Eccleſiaſt;. 


_ cal Hiſtory of England deſcribed at large the Miracle wrought by the Con- 


feffor, doth add, Quam ſtrumoſos ſanandi admirabjlem dotem in poſteros ſuos 4n- 
glorum Reges, ad noſtra uſque tempora transfudiſſe & perpetuiſſe, merits creditur. 
* Which admirable faculty-of Curing the S:ruma, he is juſtly believed to have 
© tranſmitted to his Poſterity, the Kings of Enzland, and to have continued 
,,it amongſt them to thoſe times in which he wrote. And when Biſhop 7 ooker 
would make uſe of this Argument to prove the 'Truth of ovr Church, Smi- 
theus doth not thereupon:go about to deny the Matter of fat ; (nay indeed 
both he and Cope acknowledge it) but he rather chuſeth firſt to retort upon 
him the Proteſtant argument againſt Miracles which they will. not allow to 
be the neceſſary mark of a true Church, becauſe they'may alſo be performed 
by Infidels. But withal-he himſelf, who'is not willing to let go fo ipecious an 
Argument from his own Church, finds another Solution of the difficulty at- 
tributing'it to the great Goodneſs of God,and the great Grace of Saint Edward, 
Quod nec in indigna harede defecerit, that rhe Gift did not fail in an unworthy 
Succeſſor : Such as he calleth Queen Elizabeth, and adds, that ſhe did perform 
that Cure;»on virtute propria,ſed virtate ſigni crucis; riot by her own vertue,but | 
by vertue of the Sign of the Croſs, which ſhe made at the time of Healing; 4s . 
if the Sign of the Croſs, by whomfoever made, were ſufficient to work a Mi 
racle. . What would we now fay were he living, and had ſeen it done by three 
Generations of Kings without the Sign of the Croſs? But it is not my. buſt 
neſs to enter into Divinity-controverſies : all that I pretend to,isfirſt;the atte- | 
ſtation of the Miracles ; and ſecondly, a direQtion' for ſuch as have not oppor- 
tunity of receiving the benefit of that ſtupendious Power. The former of theſe, 
one would think,ſhould need no other proof than the great concourſe of Stru- 
mous perſons to White-haZ, and the ſucceſs they find 'in it. 'T my ſelf have 
been a frequent Eye-witneſs of many hundreds of Cures performed' by. his . 
Majeſties Touch alone,without any aſfiſtance of Chirurgery ; and thoſe, many 
of them, ſuch as had tired 'out the endeavours of able Chirurgeons before they 
came thither. It were. endleſs to recite what I my felf have ſeen, and what1 


| have received acknowledgments of by Letter,not only from the ſeveral parts 


of this Nation, but alſo from Jrelazd, Scotland, Jerſey and Garnſey. It is need- 
leſs alſo to remember what Miracles* of this nature were performed by the

the inhumane Barbarity of the Regicides, the reliques of that were gathered 
on Chips, and in Hankerchiefs, by the pious Devotes, who could not but 
think ſo great a ſuffering in ſo honourable and piousa Cauſe, would be atten- 
ded by an extraordinary aſſiſtance of God, and ſome more than ordinary Mi- 
racle : nor did their Faith deceive them in this point, there being ſo many 
* hundred that found the benefit of it.If hisdead Bloud were accompanied with 
ſo much of vertue, what ſhall we fay of his living Image,the Inheritor of his 
Cauſe and Kingdom 2? whom though it hath pleaſed God to deliver out- of 
thoſe dangers that overwhelmed his Royal Father : yet it was with fo long 
an mp of afflitions, that though (God be thanked ) he be not now like 
to encrgaſe the catalogue of Martyrs, yet he may well be added to the num- 
ber of Confeſſors. This weare ſure, the Miracle is not ceaſed. 

But ſince matter of Fa@& it ſelf is, in ſuch difficult caſes as theſe, liable to ex- 
ception ; I ſhall take notice of the Evaſions, that obſtinate and incredulous 
Men have uſed to avoid ſo great a notoriety of Experience. But fince it can- 
not be denied that many go away cured, ſome will impute it only to the 
Journey they take, and the change of Air ; others to the effes of imagina- 
tion ; and others to the wearing of Gold. 

The firſt of thele is eaſily confuted by the hundreds of inſtances that are to 
be given of Inhabitants of this City, who cemainly could meet with little 
change of Air, or indeed of exerciſe, 1n aJourney to White-ha//. The ſecond 
isas readily taken oft by the Examples of Infants, who have been frequently 
healed, though they have not been old enough to imagine any thing of the 
Majeſty, or other ſecret rays of Divinity, that do attend Kings, or do any 
other a that way to contribute to the Cure. The third hath more of colour 
in it, becauſe many that have been touched, have upon loſs of their Gold felt 
returns of their Malady, which upon recovery of that have vaniſhed. Bur 
n this caſe alſo we have many Evidences of the contrary.

_ For his Majeſty's Royal Father in his great extremity of Poverty had not 
Gold to beſtow, but inſtead of it gave Silver, and ſometimes nothing, yet 
n all thoſe caſes did cure ; and thoſe that were cured by his Bloud wore no 
Gold. 

Now whereas upon the loſs of the Gold ſome have found damage ; I would 
know, whether any of them weregglieved by the wearing any .other Gold 
than what the King gave them, Phis is certain, that many that loſt their” 
Gold continued ſound ; and whereas others did not it may rather be impu- 
ted to ſecret Providence, which would give the Perſons concerned that ob- 
lgation of being mindful of their BenefaCtor. 

But ſince the infidelity of many 'in thisfantaſtical Age, and the want of op- 
portunicy of others, doth deprive them of this caſie and ſhort remedy ; and, 
lince it is not neceſlary that a Diſeaſe, which is cured by Miracle, ſhould be re- 
mediable by no rules of Art; | think it will not be amiſs, if I do here givean 
account of what Nature and Art have ſupplied towardsthe relief of Mankind, 
none of the moſt obſtinate Diſeaſes that I know : in the doing of which, 
though I think I ſhall fay as much as thoſe have ſaid that have preceded me 
n this Employment, (it may be ſomething more ; } yet I muſt needs profeſs 
that what I write, will do little more than ſhow the weaknels of our ability, 
when compared with his Majeſty's, who cureth more in.any one year, than 
all the Chirurgeons of London have done in an age. However that this At- 
tempt may not ſeem to want precedent, give me leave to tell you, that it is 
no more than the French. Kings Chirurgeons have done before me, or than 
old Mr. Clow's did in Queen Elizabeth's days, and all other general Writers in 
Chirurgery have done more or leſs. Withal, as feeble as our Art Lt kh

Treatiſe will ſhew you that itgis not altogether ineffefual ; and though the | 


difficulty of Cure will ſufficiently appear, yet the poſſibility will alſo be

Of the Defmition of the Diſeaſe, ad its Cauſes. 


'HE Latines call this Diſeaſe Struma and Scrophala, we the Kings-Enil. 
Galen defines is thus, Struma caro eft ficcaque egre ſolvitar : Paulus thus, 
Strume ſunt Glandulz indurate : Ftius, Strame ſunt carnes ſubcandide facile 
augeſcentes, in membrana contente, © in ſumma glandula indurate, que in col. 
hb & ſub inguinibus oriuntur. Strume are a hard Glandulous fleſh, ſomewhat 
white, contained in a cyſ#zs, &c. Bur none of theſe Definitions do ſeem to 
me ſufficiently to expreſs the Diſeaſe which we in England call the Kings: 
Evil. For I appeal to the praQtitioners of this Nation, Phyſicians and Chi- 
rurgeons, deſiring them to ſay, whether there be not many Tumours and Ul: 
cers commonly judged to be the Evil, which are'contained 1n no cy/ſtis at all; - | 
neither do they concrete into a Glandule. I inſtancein the thick upper Lips _ 
chopt, divers Tumours by congeſtion in the muſculous parts of the Body, 
others in the Bones, &c. fo that either we muſt exclude all theſe from the 
I King's Touch, or alter our Definition : yet I do confeſs withal that the fpect- 
Su fick Difference, whereby this Tumour is diſtinguiſhed from divers others, is 
F ſo hard to find out, that it will be difficult to put anew Definition in the room 
of thoſe which I now reje&t. | ſhall endeavour to fix upon a peculiar Aci- 
dity in the ſerum ſangainis for my ſpecifick Difference; and ſhall deſcribe the" 
Kings-Evil to be, a Tumour ariſing from a peculiar Acidity of the ſerum of the 
The Au  Bloud, which whenſoever it lights upon Glyndule, Muſcle or Membrane, it oa 
ſcription, gulates and hardens ; when it mixeth with Marrow always diſſolves it, and rat- 
teth the Bone. ' ' E 
If this acid Humour be ſimple, the Diſeaſe is a ſimple Srruma ; if joyned 
with a malignity, or any other Humour, 1t makes a mixt Tumour, as S:rums 
maligna, Phlegmonodes, Scirrhades, Oedematodes, Gc. © Ee 
Now by a Coagulation I mean ſomething diſtin from Concretion,whicl 
is incident to all other Humours and Tumours, and to the ſerum it ſelf upon 
many other cauſes. The whole Bloud being fibrous may admit of many con 
cretions and thicknings ; but they Ygiffer from this Coagulation as much asthe 
boiling of Milk up to a thickneſs , or their thickning it with Flower, &c. 
b- differs from making a curd with Renner. ' I ſhall the rather aſſume this in- 
E ſtance of Milk becauſe of the near kindred between it and:Bloud,and-alfo for 
the nearre{emblance that many Strumous Tumours have with rhe curd of that. 
It is very common to ſee the leſſer Glandules of the neck, which of late have 
obtained the name of Conglobate, to grow large; and fill with a white curd(o 
exaGtly like that of Milk that it is hard to diſtinguiſh them. When they differ 
from this,it is from ſome other mixture in the Bloud which makes ſome other 
alteration ; which may be very various, whether' in the nature of the co- 
agulating Ferment,or- of the matter coagulated : the former may be an ACK

Cf this or that fort, and ſometimesſo ſharp as to. approach near to the acrimo- 


- ny of aqua fortis ; in which caſes the Patient feels violent corroftons and hi- 
deous pains, the Tumour it ſelf being apt to degenerate inito a Cancer, or may 
have other mixture with it to make it of a Vitriolique or Aluminous nature; 
all which Acidities though they agree in the common notion of Coagulating, 
yet they make Coagulations very unlike each other. The difference alſo may 
be in the Matter coagulated, the varieties of which being infinite are hard ro 
he recited : only I muſt take notice, that from this latter Cauſe it is that I was 
forced to put as well the property of Diſſolution as of Coagulation into the 
deſcription of the Diſeaſe; for though the Acidity be the fame which cometh 
into 2 Bone with that which goeth into the Fleſh-glandule, &c. yet the Mat- 
ter it works upon being different, viz. Marrow, (whoſe peculiar nature we 
do not underſtand, only find ir much difterent from other Juices of the bo- 
dy) it doth there diſſolve and rot it, and with it the fibres of the Bone ir ſelf. 
Ler no man wonder at the contrary : effes-of the ſame Cauſe, who obſer- 
veth the different operations of Fire ir felf upon wax and clay ; where it is vi- 
ſible that the contrariety of Accidents happens from the Matter, and not the 
Efficient. The like inſtance may be made in Vinegar, which when it is 
mixed with Milk, Oc. it coagulates it into a curd; if put upon an Egg, ir not 
only diſſolves the Shell, bur alſo attenuates the White contained in it into a 
limpid water; which White we notwithſtanding obſerve to be a body much 
apter to concrete and grow thick than Milk it ſelf. _ The ſimilitude will hold 
good of our Strumous Acidity, which when it lights upon the Serum of the 
Bloud coagulates it, and when it enters into Marrow, though that be in a 
nearer diſpoſition to Hardneſs than the Serum, yet the mixture of this Acidi- 
ty is ſo far from promoting that Hardneſs that it rather diſſolves the con- 
fiſtency ir already hath. 75 Df 


The immediate Cauſe of the Xings-Ev/l is delivered already, viz. the Aci- Cauſes; 


dity of the Serum: but the remote Caules, viz. the cauſes of this Acidity 

(to which the Strame owe there original ) are ſomewhat hard to be enutme- 

rated. , The heads to which they be referred are theſe, Air, Diet, Exerciſe, 
' natural Complexion, hereditary Aﬀedtions, &c. 

Thoſe who are born of Strumous Parents are uſually ſubje&t to theſe Dif- 
eaſes, and derive it from them; ſo they will from a Nurſe fo diſeaſed whoſe 
Milk they fſuckt. 

Thoſe whoſe temper of Bloud is acid and the. Serum apt to coagulate, are 
very obnoxious: ſo are Rickety children, and indeed in all children the heat 
being little for concoRion, the Seram is apt to coagulate. | | 

Thoſe- that live in an Air exceſlively thin and ſharp, or very thick and 

" foggy, are both liable to the fame Diſeaſe. Diet of falt, ſowre and ſlimy 
meats are cauſes of this Diſeaſe, of which more elſewhere. 

Want of Exerciſe is a great cauſe of the Bloud's growing acid and flimy: 
external Accidents are often the occaſional cauſe of the X;ngs-Evil, but they 
always ſuppoſe a prediſpoſition of the Body to it; in which caſe we often ſee 

' a blow, compreſſion, bruiſe, &c, to produce it. So alfo by a wrench of the hip, 
knee, anckle, or other joynt, we find crude Tumours ro ariſe which are ſoon 
followed by viſible Symptoms of the Xings-Ev1l, viz. either glandulous 
Tumours in the Neck, &c. or Tumours of the Bones themſelves, which ari- 
ſing in the body of them make the Spina ventoſa; of which elſewhere. I 

all give you one remarkable inſtance of a Codk's ſervant in the 0/4 Bazly, 
who ſleeping one Summers night upon a fourm, his head flipping of the one 
ſide of his Neck preſſed upon the end of it: when he wakened his Neck was 
full of Szrume on both ſides, ſome as big Walnuts, others leſs; they _

ons thought fit to relieve him; but the Szrame continued and after a few 
days appoſtemated and mattered, and became virulent Ulcers: he died tabid 
within half a year. A ftreight ſtay, as ſome Women and Children wear 
them, hath too often the ſame effet: pain in the Breaſt makes them under 
the Arms, and in ill Habits of body; a fore Leg hath often cauſed as much 
un the Groines. ;

fetca. Of the Parts themſelves which are concerned in it. Now the Parts uſually af- 
feed are either Glandules, Muſcles, Vifcera Membranes, Tendons or Bones. 
Nerves I do not remember ever to have ſeen the Nerves or Brain affe&ted immedi- 
and Brain. ately with any Humour of this kind : or if they have, the Juices of thoſe Parts: 
are rather diſſolved, and the Fibres corroded by this Accidity after the like- 
neſs of Marrow and Bones, then coagulated into a Tumour ; which Corroſion 
when it happens, the Diſeaſe gets another name, and being indeed mortal 
needs not be inſiſted upon in this Treatiſe, it admitting of no other doqrine 
but that of a Prognoſtick. TOY” 
obſeryar, So a young Lady having overgrown Tonfils, which were judged Stru- 
' mous, was cured by me by Extirpation, as you may ſee in the chap. of Toufils: 
but ſhe ſome years after labouring under great pains of her Head, and being 
upon the way coming vp to Loudon for Cure, died ſuddenly ;- her Head be 
 ivg opened, her Brain was found corroded, and much waſted with great pu- 
trefaction, the inner Table of the Skull carious. "Hf 
veinsand The Veins and Arteries do indeed dilate themſelves in all congeſtions of 
arteries, Matter, whether natural or preternatural; but have not any particular Aﬀe- 
Ction in the Strume diſtinct from what they have in other caſes. 4 
Glandutes, Glancules are a very notorious feat of this Diſtemper, inſomuch that Au- 
 _ thors generally have confined it to them as its ſubje&t. Here we have a great 
deal to ſay, viz. that this Part is the moſt commonly affeted when-ever the 
Patient 1s. Strumous; and if the outward and more viſible Glands remain 
whole, yet generally ſpeaking the inward ones, thoſe eſpecially of the Me- 
Meſente- ſentery, are obſtructed and twell'd. Of theſe I have ſeen divers examples, 
'7 - eſpecially in Children, and have paſſed my Judgment that they have been

beſt and mildeſt fort, as thoſe of any other. Some of the mildeſt and bigeſt 
Strumg | have ſeen perfetly fuppurated without change of colour in the 
skin, but after ſome days they again became hard as before. When they 
ſuppurate with Inflammation then there is a mixture of Bloud with them, 
and they are call'd Phlegmono;zdes; others are indurated and after a while - 
Schirrous, yet ſometime by a putrid heat do ferment, and grow paioful and 
ſoft in the upper part; which ſoftneſs hath by ſome been miſtaken for a Sup: 
puration, but at their Opening they only gleet, and at length too frequently 
ſhew their malign quality by terminating in one of the. ſpecies of a Cancer, as 
I have ſhewed you in the Chapter of Cancers. 
Other Differences may be taken notice of, viz. that ſome are primigenial 
as when the Diſeaſe is original, and ſecundary when they ſucceed ſome other ' 
Diſeaſe,as particularly a Feyer, which often terminates in a congeſtion of mat- 
ter. It alſo ſometimes happens after Catarrhs and other Diſtempers. There are 
likewiſe ſome by ſudden Fluxion, others by long Congeſtion. From the placeof 
their ſituation Difterences may be taken which every mans eye. can ſhew Bi

before delivered, you may hope, well; if otherwiſe, then you are to defend 
your ſelf with a prediftion, and work wearily. bis TIER 
In order to the Cure three-Intentions are required. 'The firſt 'confiſts in 
the regiment of Diet and the other non-naturals; the ſecond, in Pharmacy of 


internal Preſcriptions; the third, in the application of Externals either to 


diſcuſs, ſuppurate or extirpate the Glands.

In the firſt concerning a general regiment of Diet, &c. there ovght tobe 
ſpecial regard had. of the.Conſtitution.” of the Patient whether be'be hot-or 
cold, dry" or. 'moift, old or young, tough or tender and waſhy. If' the Body 
be cold and moiſt, we generally ſuppoſe a crapala preceded, and crudity to 
abound; in whicti caſe the ready road is by Faſting: from meat and drink, 
which was the method of the Ancients, or at leaſt great nioderation: their 
Diet ought to be moderately heating and'drying, Mutton, Kid, Rabbet, Pul- 
let, Chicken, Partridge, Pheafanr,: Cock, ©c. and theſe roaſted; avoiding all 
meats Which yield a groſs nouriſhment, as water-fonl, fiſh and gs: -

their Bread ought to be of wheat well baked, and their Drink medicated ale 
or beer; wine 1s alſo allowed and water utterly forbidden. 

In hot and dry Bodies which are tending to a Heftick, we allow a more 


humeRing Diet, their meat boiled with Lettuce, Spinage, Purſlain, Wood- 
forrel, ©&c. To ſome of theſe we dare ſcarce permit the eating of any Fleſh, 


but rather a Milk-diet or Aſſes milk; but where Milk doth not agree we 


preſcribe them medicated Broths. | 

Air is a great help in our Cure: in the cold ones it ought to be moderately 
heating and attenuating, in the hot ones cooling; 1n neither over-much pier- 
cing, as that of Fampſted is, in which fort of Air there is always ſomething 
efurine and acid; but rather mild and gentle; as that of FXen/tngton, upon 


which ſuppoſition of gentleneſs, the farther removed from the ſmoke of the 


- City the better. I ſhall mention one Obſervation which I leave to your 
Judgement, whether it ought to be attributed to the ſmoke or Northern 
blaſts from F7igh-gate. It was in a Patient of Dr. 7ho. Cox and mine, dif- 
eaſed and waſted even to skin and bone: we removed him to XKuights-bridge, 
wherc after in ſome weeks he had a little recruited his ſtrength, and was eaſed 
of his Cough, which had been very grievious to him; we removed him (for 
more conveniency of curing an Ulcer with caries of the cravium which he 
had ſome time laboured under) to a Lodging near Xings-Gate in Folboury, 
which ſtood backwards and Airy enough, the windows opening to the 
Fields. Upon lying there but two nights he relapſed to ſuch a degree, that 
- fl had not removed him the third day I verily belicve he could not have fur- 
vived the fourth; but at Xnights-bridge he again recovered, and fome weeks 
after went well away to his Parents 4n the Country, and hath continued 
healthful ſince. 
Exerciſe of body ought to be enjoyned, it being neceſſary to waſt ſuper- 
fluites; Sleeping in the day is forbidden, unleſs it be in caſe of pain to 
which it is an Anodyne ; Paſſions of the mind ought alſo to be modera- 
ted. 
| The ſecond Intenſion conſiſting in Pharmacy, muſt be qualified according 
to the Habit of body. If it be cold and flegmatick, abounding with groſs 
viſcous Humours, your Preſcriptions ought to be heating and attenuating * 
n Plethorique bodies you muſt purge with the ſtronger Catharthicks, or re- 
peat the mulder often, otherwiſe the Diſeaſe will be apt to increaſe under 
your hand.

A young Gentlewoman about 1x years of age , ſhrewdly diſeaſed with 
Strume in her Neck, with obſtruftions in the Melentery, ſhe being thereby 
exceedingly emaciated : Sir Fra. Pr. being ſent for, and ſeeing her lo diſeaſed 
with loſs of Appetite, adviſed her to be removed to the freſh Air at Ken/ing- 
ton ; ſhe was ſo, and there by Aſſes milk recovered her ſtrength , and retur- 
ned to her friends, well recovered. Where Aſſes milk doth not agree we 
reſcribe Diſtill'd milk,of which ſort this may ſerve for an example. B ſarſa- 
parille elect. inciſ. & contuſ. ii-5. raſ. corn. cervi 5vj. fol. agrimon. veronice utriuſ- 
que, an.

Ele. diacaſſie 
cam manna,aiacatholic. diaprun. ſyr.de pomis, purgantis diaſcereos, ſyr.de rhab. & 
de cichoreo cum rhabarbaro : and to Children the infuſion of Rhubarb is ſuffici- 
ent. Our moſt experienced Phyſicians have generally purged theſe with 
pul. rhab with an addition of the Ele. diaſcord. or, ſucc. chermes, with Mer. 
dulcrs, where they had been ſubjeA to a Diarrhea, and in other caſes alone,or 
mixed with the milder Purgatives: for in truth whatſoever Diſeaſe it is com- 
plicated with, without ſome preparation of Mercury our hopes are vain 
nay in ſome of the moſt deplorable .caſes where' the Patient hath been ex- 
tremely emaciated by reaſon of the Acidity in the ſeram, I have proceeded 
higher to falivate them,and thereby recovered them, as you may ſee in ſome 
of the Obtervations of Ulcers with carzes in the Bones. | 
The third Intention is performed by the application of Externals, 1. to 
the Tumours wv hich we endeavour to reſolve or ſ{uppurate or to extirpate, 
which latter may be performed either by manual Operation or by Eſcarotick 
or Cauſtical Vedicaments; 2. to the Ulcers, which are the efte& either of 
Suppuration or Extirpation. In Tumorrs -we ſhall begin with Emolients 
and Diicutients , though I muſt confeſs it is no eafie work to reſolve theſe 
Glands, if we conſider two things : firſt, the ſtubbornneſs of the Matter, fſe- 
condly, its being contained within a cy/#zs ; yet in ſoft delicate Bodies the 
milder ſort of Glands, which are not too much indurated, do frequently re- 
ſolve.

1 could give you many inſtances of Patients that have come to me 
for Cure after ſuch Treatment. As to the way of openivg them when up. 


 purated, that by Incifion makes the leaſt Scar ; but if the S7rama belarge,the 


way by Cauſtick may give you more Opening, and with leſs pain affure the 
Cure : the Matter being diſcharged you may deterge with mwndif. Paracelſ 
pracipitat. and the Vitriol-ſtone, and afterwards incarn and cicatrize, as in 
crude Abſceſſes hath been ſhewed. | 

But in the old and hard Strame we do ſeldom obtain a compleat Suppu- 
ration ; ſometimes during the application of the moſt ſubtil Ditcutients we 
raiſe a heat in the Skin, which affeQing the cy/zs and part of the Gland next 
under it doth cauſe an imperfet Suppuration : by the continued uſe of the 
Diſcutients it at length freets its way through 1n ſmall Apertures, in which 
caſe if you continue the Applications, they grow bigger and become fo many 
painful Ulcers ſpreading one into another, the body of the Gland remaining 
hard without hopes of Suppuration. But if you dreſs them a day 2 or 3 with 
a Pledgit of angaent. bafilic. you may qualifie the Heat and moderate the U]- 
ceration ; and lo by interchangeably applying the Diſcutient,or Lenicnt, you 
may happily waſte the whole Gland, if the Patient be treated the while by 
proper [nternals. In ſome of theſe who have come to me out of the Country 
with S:rame ulcerated about the Chops, I have fſcen the Srrumwy thruſt forth 
in a fungus; lo that with my Spatula paſſing under them I have thruſt them 
quite out, and healed the Ulcer in few days : in others where they are inca- 
pable of being ſo ſoon thrown our, I cut off the protuberant part, and conſu- 
med the remaining hafis with Eſcaroticks. 

[t the Szruma be moveable, and free from remarkable Veſlels, the ſpeedieſt 
way of Cure 1s by cutting the Skin, and taking them out whole with their 
cy/tis ; thoſe which have ſtalks and are pendent, or grow ſmall near the bafis, 
may be tied and cut off; of this fort we ſee many. The laſt I was conſulted 
in was as big as the largeſt Catherine Pear and of that ſhape, growing onthe 
cutſide of the thigh of a Woman : I made a Ligature obout rhe bafis of it, and 
in compliance with the Patient left it on, and deferred the cutting it off till 
the next day; but when I came I found it rotted off by force of the Ligature 
and required no Dreſſing, I cut it in pieces and found it a white Glandulous 
body. Inan infant newly born there appeared one upon the outſide of her 
little Finger, of the perfe&t ſhape and colour of an unripe Cherry, partly red 
and partly pale, with a ſtalk proportionably long : I cut it off with a Knife, 
it bled witha full ſtream, 1 ſtopt it by the application of pal. Galeni cum albu- 
”m:ne ovi ; the third day after I took oft Dreſlings and faw it healed. About 
ten days after coming thither to make a Fontanel, 1 ſaw that Cherry lying 
in a Box in the window : I cut into the ſoft part and diſcharged a blou-

Thoſe which are of great bulk and have their }afrs proportiona- 
bly big, as Steatomata, generally called Weys, are ſometimes taken out by ma- 
king a croſs Inciſion, other-while by an oval, one taking oft ſo much of the 
Skin as may be jidged ſuperfluous; then ſeparate it, proceed calmly in the 
Work, for in theſe the Skin commonly adheres ſo cloſe to the cy{?zs, that it 
will not part from it without the help of your Knife: having ſeparated it 
turn it out, and make a Ligature underneath upon the Veſſcls, and cut it off; 
then bring the Lips of the Wound rogether with 2 or 3 ſtitches, and dreſs it up 
asyou ſee cauſe. Some Empiricks cut them oft without more ado, ſcarce ma- 
king a Ligature on them; but this way being always attended with a flux of 
Bloud, others chule rather to paſs a Seton-needel with a ſtrong Ligature cloſe 
under the Zafes, or as near it as may be, and that way make a Ligature ſtrict- 
ly about it. Sometimes we make the like Ligature without lieiſfor, and are 
content to eat off the Tumour by ſtreightning it. Thus it falls off without | 
effuſion of Bloud; but hereby there is hazard in mortifying the ſound parts 
underneath, or of cauſing fuch diſturbance as prolongeth the Cure : upon 
which conſideration I do propoſe in great S7eatoma's and complicated Tu- 
mours, whichare incloſed in cyfis's, rathet to citt info the cyſis, and with your 
hands to pull out that preternatural Body, and leave the cy/?is behind. So ſhall 
you be ſecured from a flux of Bloud, and for the cy/tis, you rieed not doubt 
but by Digeſtion it wil] ſeparate and caſt off; the Wound will alſo heal ſmooth 
by Agglutinqation afterward, if you cut off the fuperfluous Skin, and bring 
the remaining Lips together, as in fuch Operations is uſual. An Inſtance of 
this I ſhall give you amongſt the following Obſervations. © 
After the fame manner I uſually treat all thoſe Tubercles in the'Eye-brow's 
and Face, where the cy/?zs ſeparates difficulty from the circumyacent parts; 
or where'a great Scar may be unſightly. 
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Extirpation be fafe; the beſt way will be by cauſtical Medicines and Eſcaroticks. on Ari 

Itisa Work requiring moretime, yet it is ſure; and indeed isthe only way our Pa. TO 
tients generally admit of. The very mention ofa Knife frighting them from us. 
| In preparation ro this Work, the Body ought to be frequently pprged, and if 
there be Plethora Veneſeftion may be neceſlary : alſo during the Extirpation 
they ought to be in an Antiſtrumatical courſe of Phyſick with Alteratives,&c. 
as hath been already preſcribed; otherwiſe new Glands will ariſe whilſt youare 
eradicating the old ones. Upon which conſideratiori you are to furniſh your ſelf 
with ſuch Eſcaroticks as may penetrate deep into the Gland,aiid do their work 
withleaſt pain: for theſe Glands have ſmall ſprigs of a Nerve branching through 
then, which maketh them ſenſible of Pain and ſubject to Fluxion; therefore 
, tis that we endeavour to eradicate them with Corrofives leaſt painfu!. Bur 
ſuch is our misfortune thit' all Medicaments fir fot this Work are extremely 
painful, the ſtronger Cauſticks are moſt proper. to begin with upon condition 
&lat they be kept within their botitids: of theſe ſome are made up of Sope-lees 
doiled to a ſtone, but this Medicitte will ſpread ih ſpight of all our jon

fives; ſo will all thoſe. made with Arſenick, Sublimate, Vitriol, ©c. that of 
calx viva boiled up with [;zxiviam ſaponis ſpreads the leaſt.

Auripig, 
menti, Calcis vive. A milder than this is that of Fohav. Ardes, 7 rochis de minis 
Vigon. is a powerful Eſcarotick, it is compounded of Merc. ſublimat. Miniam, 
and Leven, In his Book you may find Preſcriptions more eſcarotick, of which

ſtronger by leaving out the Ceruſs and Starch, and adding a few drops of ol, 

Arſenici; but you will find the mildeſt of thefe preparations with Sublimate 

too painful to be applied in tender Bodies. The Cathereticks commonly uſed 

are Turbith minerale, merc. precipitat. alone or mixt with Alum. uſt, or applied 

with the uſe of the Vitrio-ſtone; the mildeſt is the Precipitate, it is of a 

flow operation, but may ſerve in tender Bodies. , | 

In the eradicating of Strumz, we are ſometimes neceſſitated upon an acci- 
dental eroſion of an Artery to apply the ſtrongeſt Eſcaroticks; but generally 
we qualific them according to the Habit of Body, Age and Strength of the Pg- 
tient, and condition of the Glands, as they are hard or ſoft, have more or lelg 
ſenſe, or are ſeated in or near an EmunQtory. In my long Practice 1n eradi- 
cating theſe Glands, Thave experimented all the ſeveral Eſcaroticks; and Ca 
thereticks aforementioned, and know that thoſe Compoſitions which have 
Sublimate in them are exceeding painful, ſcarce to be endured in the ſtrongeſt 
Bodies, although you do take them off in 5 or 6 hours after; yet the Salts ha- 
ving once penetrated the Glands, the Pain will continue vehement many 
hours after, and affet the neighbouring Parts with Freat Inflammation and 
Tumour, and fo frequently raiſeth new Glands: but when you apply thele to 
the ſofter Sex, or tender Bodies, it affeQs their Head with grievous pain, be- 
numbing that fide and parts about, depriving their very ſenſes. Fainting, and 
palpitation of the Heart, are frequent effe&s of ſuch Eſcaroticks, and not fel- 
dom a Fever; by which may be judged the ill conſequence of applying ſtrong 
Eſcaroticks of Sublimate indiſtinitly to all Complexions and Ages. . .. 

The Method I uſually begin this Work with is by the application of ſuch g 
Cauſtick as will leaſt ſpread, making it proportionably long, reaching fromthe 
loweſt part of the Gland upward; for in the conſuming it, the Srrume will 
ſink downwards: -you muſt defend the fides with Plaiſters that it do not 
ſpread; for the lips being once divided they will give way, and accordingly 
as your Eſcaroticks penetrate into the body of the Gland, rhe ſides of it will 
fall inand be eradicated out of the narroweſt Opening you cn make; and the 
narrower it 1s the lefs Blemiſh will ariſe from the czcatr:x, and the ſooner it will 
be cured. The Eſcar being made you may divideit the whole length, and with 
a Cauftick-ſtone rub into it till it hath penetrated into the body of the Gland, 
which it will the fooner do if interchangeably you preſs into the fame place 
with a ſtick dipt in ol. vitri04;. Having thus done, dreſs it up with u»gaent. baſs 
lic. cum oleo 1ini hot, embrocating the parts about cum ol. rof, & aceto, and ap* * 
ply an Ernplaſter e #olo over all. This way of Dreſſing is.not without pain,but -* 
E it ſeldom laſts above half an hdur. The vhird day after you may dreſs it agaifls 
E and if you find the Eſcar in the middle dried hard, dreſs it with LRGIPARE

tut if jt feel ſoft rub it again interchangeably with the Cauſtick ſtone and 
ol, wvitrioli, thruſting them. every way into the body of rhe Glands, taking 
care that the Lips of the Ulcer be nor enlarged thereby : by this way of pro- 
 ceeding a great part of the S7ruma will be eradicated before the firſt Efcar in 
the Circumference caſt off from the Skin, Having thus near eradicated rhe 
Struma, you may conſurhe the Remainder with Merc. precipitat. and keep it 
open by Doflils of Lint ; permitting the Lips of the Ulcer to contra& nar- 
rower the while, that it may 4ieal with a cicatrix like an inciſed Wound. This 
I conclude the eaſieſt and ſpeedieſt way to eradicate the largeſt S:ryuma: but 
in theſe complicated Srrame, and others which will not admit of ſuch pro- 
ceeding I apply an Eſcarotick or the ſtrongeſt Catheretick powders as I fee 
| cauſe; of whici proceeding you may ſee more particularly in the following 
Obſervations. The Steatoma being ſuet yields not to Eſcaroticks. 
All this while I have treated only of the X#ings-Ev1l as it is contained in 4 
cyſtis, being the Szruma of the Ancients; but in my Hiſtory of the Diſeaſe 1 
have enlarged the bounds of it further, fo as to take in ſeveral Tumours and 
Ulcers upon Muſcles, Tendons, Ligaments and Bones ; alſo Ophthalnia, 
 Meylops, Fiſtula Lachrymalis, Tonfillz, &c. which cannot be reduced to this 
Method here propoſed : yet that concerniog Malcles, Tendons and Benes be- 
ing more univerſal, and happening in ſeveral parts of the Body. eſpecially the 
Joynts, | ſhall ſay ſomewhat of in this place; the other I ſhall be forced to 
handle in diſtin Chapters, and place them in the latter. end of the Treatiſe. 
As to the Strame, and other preternatural Tumours included in'a cy/tis, af- 

feting the Mulcles, Tendons, Ligaments and other parts of the Body, they 
' differ not in the way of Cure from what hath been already delivered, fave 
that they require more caution in the Extirpation of them as they affe& the 
'Joynts or ſenſible Parts. | 

. The Ulcers arifing from theſe are cured after the fame manner that hath 
been ſhewed in that Treatiſe; for whatever ſome- Authors may have pre- 
tended of this or that peculiar Remedy, the Cure depends upon the general 
-_ there propoſed, to which if your tafcy ſo lead, you may add Speci- 
hicks. | |

"That which ariſeth externally afteteth the Ligaments and Tendohs firſt, 


and ſometimes relaxeth them to fuch a degree that the heads of the Joynts - 


irequently ſeparate from one another, and the member emaciates and grows 

uſeleſs. . But for the moſt part the Humour over-moiſtning the Ligaments 

and Tendons produceth a weakneſs and uneafineſs' in the Joynt, raiſing a 

Tumour externally, and in progreſs rhe Membranes and Bones are corroded 

by reaſon of the acidity of the Humottr;- yet it is much haſtened, if upon a 
 Wuppoſition ofa diſlocation they confult the Bone-fetters: 


In order to the Cure you ought in the beginning of the Fluxion to apply

with moderate Bandage, and place the Membet in ſuch a poſition as may pre- 
vent the deſcent of Humours. If Bloud abound Venzſection may be admit-

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ſpecifick DecoRtions, antimon. diaphoret. bez. minerale, Gre. In the deelining 
of the Fluxion you mult ſtrengthen the Joynts by Fomentations and Empla. 
ſters of a diſcutient and aſtringent quality, ſummirat. byperici, centaur. abſinth, 
majorang, betonic. flor. falvie, anthoſ. rof. rub. balauſt. nc. cupreſſi, bace. myrtif], 
juniperi, &c. in Wine with the addition of Brandy and Emplaſter de ſandi- 
cis, &c. But if through want of ſuch a Treatment they grow exceflively 
ſwelled, and the Humour incapable of being preſſed back or diſcuſſed, - yoh 
may ſhrewdly ſuſpe& the Bones corroded: tor that Swelling is for the moſt 
part raiſed by an Hyperſarcoſts within, and ought not to be opened without 
a prediction of a caries ; for however it may by a ſeetnirig FlaQtuation be 
thought to have Matter, yet 'vpon Opening it will only diſcharge 4 Gleer, 
and the Zyperſarcoſis will thruſt out in a fungus. If in ſome particular part 
there do viſibly appear Suppuration, and upon Aperture there do diſchargt 
an albugineous Matter, you may conclude the Bone under it is rotten, eſpeci. 


_ ally if it be hand or foot: and the longer you delay the Opening, the more 


rotten the Bones will be. | 
"Therefore in ſuch caſes make your predition of the danger, and pive vent 
to the Matter proportionably large (according to the rectitude of the Vellels) 
to the Bone, and proceed in the Cure as in Ulcers with carzes, being careful 
to keep the Member in a right poſition that the Joynt above it do not contra; 
as it frequently happens in the Elbow, Knees, and Hip. It ſometimes hap- 
pens that thoſe diſeaſed creatures fall into the hands of pretenders to Chirur: 
gery, who by improper Applications raiſe great Tumours, and unadviſedly 
open them; and not knowing how to dreſs them ſuffer the Aperture to be fill 
up, and over-grown With luxurious Fleſh till the Bone ror underneath. -It is 
alſo.as uſual in ſome others of our Profeſſion, when conſulted in ſuch caſes, 
(alchough they know the Bones to lye carious underneath that ZZyperſarcofis) 
to adviſe the leaving tliem to nature, perſwading their Patients that it is the 
work.of Time, and that the aſſiſtance by Chirurgery will but increaſe the Mx 
lady. Bur be aflured one rotten Bone cannot caſt of another, they may. well 
rot in peices; but until the Fyperſarcofis be removed, and the Bones laid bart; 
you can expect nothing but Apoſtemations one after another, and your Px 
tients at length will die Heftick. Therefore when you ſhall be called to ſuch 
deplorable caſes conſume that ZFyperſarcofis by ſuch Applications as theit 
{ſtrength can bear, and make way to the Bone or Bones, and pull out ſuch as 
- are looſe, and diſpoſe the other to exfoliate ; then by Compreſs and Bandage 
Preſs out the Matter, and endeavour to reſtore the part to its.natural (mall 
neſs; which that you may do, the Ulcer may be well deterged, and the ns 
tive Heat cheriſhed by diſcutient and drying Fomentations as aboveſaid. The 
Compreſles under the Bandage ought alſo to be preſſed out of a Solution of 
ſal nitri, &c. in aceto. By this Method you may happily cure them; if Inter- 
nals be the while preſcribed with regulation of Diet, &c. ] | 


' Spina ven- Theother ſort of Abſceiſes which take their beginning from an Ulcer in the 


Bone, I have already mentioned-in the general Deſcription of the Diſeaſe un- 
der the name of Spina wentoſa: it hath been taken notice of by very few Au 
thors, and I my {elf ſucceeded happily in the curing thoſe in the leſſer Bones, 
many. years. before I knew what to call the Diſeaſe. - And in truth 1 do not 
now greatly approve of the Name, but ſhall acquieſce in ir, and repreſent it 
to you as | have frequently ſeen it in my Practice in the Xings-Evil, it being 
a certain ſpecies of that Diſeaſe, and of no other that everl ſaw. 
It raketh its beginning from a thin'acid ſerum in the medullary Juice, which 
corroding the Fibres: maketh a ſolution of continuiry there, and art length 
corrupteth the 1nteriour part of the Bone, and at laſt (if not prevented) ws 
{atm | rodes 
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rodes the Shell, and paſſcth its ſubtil Humour through ſome poroſity it had 


' made. 

"This Diſeaſe of the interior part by degrees uſually ſo afteteth the exter- 
nal Shell of the Bone, as to raiſe it to a preternatural Tumour, which at 
the ſame time overſtretching the Perzoſteam cauſeth an uneaſineſs ; and this 
Pain if it grow fo acute as to prodnce Inflammation, an Abſceſs conſequent» 
ly followeth. 

"i the Bone be ſpungy and ſoft, it is wonderful to ſee how quickly the Fi- 
bres of it will be mollified by the influence of the ſeram of the Bloud, and 
made apt for a ſudden Difſtenſion, as if the part were rather muſcular than 
Bone. So in childrens Fingers I have ſeen a Bone ſwelled in a night, and the 
like Tumour raiſed in the ſpongy Bones of elder perſons in few days, and 
without much difficulty to yield again to exſiccant Remedies. 

Yet it ſometimes happeneth that the interior part of the Bone is totally 
corrupted without any external TumefaCtion or Pains, till the acid Humour 
maketh its way through the cortex, and eroding the Perioſteam,cauſeth a So- 
ſution of continuity there ; which by acceſs of pain fwelleth and infla- 
meth the external Parts,and produceth Maturation in few days. Thoſe in the 
protuberant Bones do alſo frequently raiſe Abſceſſesafter the ſame manner, and 
lmetimes whilſt the exteriour Parts ſuffer under another Ulcer different 
from this : But of that hereafter. | 


Somewhat of their Differences I have ſhewed you in the preceding lines, Diffe- 
others may be taken from the Qualiry of the ſerum. In ſome thereis a ſudden ences. 


Tumour raiſed in a night, 1n others it ſwelleth gradually and never corrup- 
teth externally. In others the Humour pierceth through the cortex, and rai- 
ſeth ſuddenly an Abſcels. And theſe Differences may be ſaid to ariſe ſome- 
what from the Place or Bone they affe& ; for accordingly as the interiour 
part of it 1s ſofter or harder, or the external cortex is ſolid or porous, ſo it ſuf- 
fers Solution ſooner or later. Thoſe of the crauum for the moſt part paſs their 
way through the interiour lamina, and afiet the dura mater, &c. producing 
great Pains, Convulſions, Spaſmus, Epilepfies, and they die, before the Dit- 
ale is diſcovered. In the great Bones of the Knees, Ancles, Elbows, &c. 
they paſs their Matter ſlowly, and are more generally diſeaſed with Apoſte- 
- mations, externally ariſing from the protuberance of them. In the Os zal; or 
fleel-bone which is ſpungy within and full of external pores, they make their 
way through more ſuddenly, and fo accordingly they do in the Jaws, Fin- 
gers and Toes. 


The cauſe of the Spina ventoſal have already delivered you 1n ſhort to be Signs. 


the Acid quality of the ſerum ſanguinis in the Bone, The moſt viſible Signs 
of it are a protuberance of the Bones without diſcolouring of the Skin, and 
oiten without Tumour or Pain. 

The Apoſtemations proceeding from the Spina ventoſa do moſt certainly 
ſhew them, they rifing always between the Membranes and Tendons; and 
ſomewhat of FluQuation may be felt there before the external Skin be con(i- 
derably inflamed : alſo if upon Opening it you make ſearch with a Probe,you 
will find it penetrate deep into the Bone, yet is the cortex of it white; where- 
as the other Abſceſſes do always begin externally, and if the Bone be bare, 
Jet 18 it only ſuperficially carious or ſtained by the Matter. 


| The Cure of the Spina ventoſa in the leſſer Bones, as the Cranium, Jaws, Progno- 
Fingers and Toes is feaſible ; but thoſe in the bigger Bones are for the moſt 4

The Topicks ought in the beginning tobe ſuch as are aſtringent and drying, 
as hath been ſet down in Abſceſſes,viz.empl.e bolo Caſaris,comitiſſe,de minio fimy, 
&c. cum ſapone, de ſandicis, & de ranis duplicat. mercurio, with good Bandage. 

If afterwards they paſs their Matter externally they muſt be laid openh 
In cifionaccording to the length of the protuberance. Thoſe of the Craziuy 
are not much protuberant for the reaſons aforeſaid, yet you ought to make ig. 
ſpeQion, and proceed accordingly by Rugine or Trepan as the Symptoms i. 
dicate. Thoſe of the Jaws are viſible, and require vent by extraCtion of the 
Teeth, after which the caries muſt be conſumed by Medicaments of a drying 
quality, of which the aQtual Cautery is the moſt ſpeedy and effeftual. Thoſe 
of the Fingers and Toes are to be laid open by Incifion in caſe of Apoſtemy 
tion the length of the protuberance, and the Bone cut into, and the carig 
dried up. The Ulcers in the greater Bones ought alſo to be opened, that the 
Matter may be diſcharged, and the Bone lay bare in order to Exfoliation, 
(if it be poſlible ; ) but if the interiour part be much corrupted, your beſt 
way will be to keep that part of the Ulcer dilated which lieth over the Aper. 
ture in the Bone by ſome Doſſil dipt in /p. vin or the like, and heal thereſt of 
the Ulcer, and preſcribe ſuch Inicrnals as may diſpoſe the Body to a better 
Habit. For theſe only are the carious Bones which we may leave to time, it 
being in vain to attempt the Exfoliation of great Bones where the rottennek, 
aS in a Pear, beginning at the core hath confumed the ſubſtance of them, 
How all theſe are particularly treated by me, you may ſee in the following 
Obſervations of Ulcers with carzes. 

We ſhall begin our Obſervations with the reſolving of Srrume, which ge 
nerally isa work of Time,and in thofe which ſufter under internal Obſtrudi: 
ons of the Yiſcera it isnot ſo advantageous to their healths: upon whichcon: 
ſideration I for the moſt part endeavour to waſt them by Maturation, and the 
while preſcribe Internals ſuitable to the Habit of body and complication of 
the Diſeaſe ; for if in reſolving them the Yiſcera grow more diſeafed, it wil 
be imputed to that, and if new Same ariſe the Patient will grow weary and 
be eaſily perſwaded to conſult others, who ſometime get the credit of the 
Cure when the foundation was laid to their hands; wherefore I do not re 
dily ingage in this Work till they have tried others, and can willingly ſub 
mit to my endeavours.

grainsof bez. minerale in a ſpoonful of white Bread and Milk: his ſpoon-meat 
was made in a DecoCtion of ſarſa, raſ. eboris, &c.

A Gentleman aged 3o years, of a tolerable good Habit of body, had been 
long diſeaſed with a hard Struma, of an oval figure, ſeated under the lower 
Jaw on the right fide. After he had vainly endeavoured by various Applica- 
tions to reſolve it, he put himſelf into the hands of Sir Alex. Fraſ. and my 
ſelf. We propoſed to eradicate it by Eſcaroticks: to which purpoſe his Body 
being prepared by Purging, we began our Chirurgey with the application 
of a Cauſtick the length of the Struma, and the' next day divided the Eſcar, 
fomenting the Tumour with a Decoction of abfinth. flor. cham. rof. rub, ba- 
 laaſt. &c. then filf'd up the divided Eſfcar with palv. ine pari of Sir Alex. Fra- 
ſer's preſcription, applying Pledgits of anguent. bafilic. cum ol. rof. over it. 
The ſecond day after | fomented and dreſſed it up again with Lenients, and 
continued that method till the Eſcar made by the Elcarotick began to fepa- 
rate: then I thruſt it off, and -fill'd it again with pulv. /ine pari. By this way 
of dreſſing, ſometimes with Eſcaroticks, and other times with Digeſtives, 
we conſumed the main body of the S:rama,-and afterwards digeſted out the 
Cy/tis with Merc. precipitat. then permitted it to incarn by leſſening the num- 
ber of the Doſlils, and at laſt cicatrized it with a ſmall Seam by the help of 
the Vitrio{-ſtone and common Epuloticks. 

A Man aged 20 years, of a Phlegmatick Conſtitution, came to me with a 
large S:truma, of an oval figure, lying under the lower right Jaw. There were 
allo ſome little ones lying higher up nearer that Ear. The bigger of theſe had 
not appeared worth taking notice of till within fix weeks of rhe time that he 
came to me. I began with the application of valexria digitalis, and purged 
him frequently with pulv. diaturbith, pil. cochie min. calomel. &c. The Tu- 
mour increaſing, I applied more powerful Reſolvents, as emplaſtr. diachyl. 
zreatum cum gummi, &c. by which, after ſome time, it tended to maturation ; 
and then I proceeded that way, purpoſing not to open it till the whole Srruma 
ſhould be ſuppurated. But he, Upecent of the delay, ſhewed it to ſome 
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other, who opened it whilſt the Suppuration was ſuperficial ; ſo that preſently 
aſter the diſcharge of the Matter it hardned again, and grew difficult of Cure. 
The Patient returning to my hands, I took of the Dreſſings, ard ſceing the 
Tumour large and hard, the Orifice ſmall, and a Tent in it, I pull'd it out, 
and filling the Orifice with Lint, applied a large Cauſtick according to the 
length of the Gland. The next day I divided the Eſcar, and fill'd the inci. 
ſed part with turbith mineral, and applying Pledgits of ba/tlicon over the Eſcar, 
dreſſed it up with emp!. e bolo. After the ſeparation of the Sloughs, I dreſſed 
it every other day with Merc. precipitat. Vigon. repeated Purgartives and pre. 
ſcribed him decof. ſarſz, & lign. guataci, with Antiſtrumatick Plants, for ts 
drink thrice a day, alſo ceruſſa antimoniz, and ſome of the teſtaceous Powders,

Eſcaroticks, I made bur ſmall progreſs: wherefore to haſten the extirparion 
of it, I applied a troch. de minio the whole length, with Doſlils ſpred with Le.

nients over it. At the next day s dreſling I found the ?roch. de minio had made 
a 
tumefaction of the Parts. 
Lenients, and applied an anodyne Cataplalm ex fol. malue, biſmalug, panis 
triticei, &c. by which the Tumour relaxed, but thoſe Szrumz near the Far 
appeared bigger; which foreſhewed the danger of proceeding farther with 


oreat penetration into the Gland, but with exceſſive pain, inflammation and 
I fomented it with Milk, dreſſed the Eſcar with 


Eicaroticks of Subl:mate. 1 embrocated them with walenria ſcrophulariz, and 
haſtened the diſcuſſing and drying up of the inflowed Humour by a Fomen- 
tation of ſummitat. abſinth. majoran. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. &c. During the ſe- 
paration of the Eicar there appeared daily an increaſe of a well-digeited Mat- 
ter, and after the Eſcar caſt off, the Matter iſſued out above and below un- 
der the Gland. The way to remove thele Szxus's was to extirpare the Stru- 
a; which I preſently did, by rubbing it with the Cauſtick-ttone and Oll 
of Vitriol interchangeably. After I had removed it, and wiped off the looſe 
Sloughs, I drefled the Eſcar with a mixture of angaent. bafilic. & ol. lilior, 
hot, and kept the Lips of the Ulcer dilated with Doſlils, then embrocated the . 
Parts about, applying over all ewpl. e bolo, After the ſeparation of this laſt 
Eſcar, there appeared part of the Szruma lying on one fide, which I after- 
wards waſted by the application of Pracipitate and the Vitriol-ſtone, then 
leſſened the number of my Doſlils, and permitted the Ulcer to heal up; du- 
ring which I repeated Purging, and adviſed Embrocation of the lefler Glands. 
He was haſtened into the Country : but of late years I have ſeen him very 
well, and thoſe leſſer Strume waſted. 
A young Gentlewoman, Scrophulous and full of fancy, came out of the 
Country with a large Strama on the right fide of her Neck, ly ing under that 
Maxilla, not unlike that in the former Obſervation. It had been attempted 
in the Country ſuperficially, and healed up again, with the Skin adhering to 
it. She had conſvlted ſeveral of my Profeſſion in the City, and was curious 
in the informing her ſelf how I would proceed in the taking it out. I offered 
to her the ſeveral ways propoſed in the method of Cure, but more particular- 
ly the way by Inciſion. She objected againſt that way, having (it ſeems) 
been told that it might prejudice that Eye. I, ſuppoſing ſhe urged it out of 
fear of having it cut, did not farther inſiſt upon it: for indeed the very pro- 
poſal of cutting generally frights people from us. Some time atter the took a 
Lodging near me. | began the work by the application of a Cavuſtick the 
full length of the S:rama, divided the Eſcar, and All it up with Merc. pre- 
cipitat. Vigon. then embrocating the Parts about cum ol. roſ. & aceto, I dreſſed 
the Eſcar with anguent. baſilic. and applied empl. ? bolo over all, repeating 
this way of dreſſing every third day, and fomenting it with decoft. ab/inth. 
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flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. bacchar. myrtill. nuc. cupreſſ. Aſter the Eſcar ſeparated in the 
middle, I thruſt in a troch. Je minio, and dreſſed it up as aforeſaid. The next 

day ſhe complained of her ill night's reſt, and ſhewed me the Tumour and 
Parts about inflamed and ſwelled. I fomented them with Milk, dreſſed 
them up with Lenients, and let her bloud in the Arm. The hext day I purg- 

ed her with an ff. ſee, rhab. &c. and afterwards with a cathartick Apo- 
zeme Which method ought to have preceded, if ſhe would have admitted it. 

As the Sloughs caſt off, I ſtrewed in Pracipitate, and touched it ſometimes 

with 2 Vitriol-ſtone. Having thus penetrated under part of the S:ruma, | rai- 

ſed that part up, and thruſt it out in pieces with a round-pointed Knife-fitted 

to that purpoſe, then dreſſed up the remaining Struma with the milder Eicaro- 

ticks. From the time I applied that zroch. de minio, ſhe complained that 

her right Eye was leſs than the other, and ſo was poſſeſſed with the thoughts 

of it,that I was glad to reſer it to the judgment of what Phyſicians ſhe pleaſed. 
Whereupon Dr. 6/:fon, Dr. 7ho. Cox, Dr. Sta ynes,and Dr. Walter Needham were 
conſulted. By this her Surmiſe I had the honour to have my work approved 

by ſo many knowing perſons, and ſhe was the more encouraged to admit of 

my proceeding.

aceto,dreſt it up with emp/. e bolo, Compreſs and Bandage. The 4. day we open- 

ed it again,and repeated the uſeof the Cauſtick-ſtone and ol. vitriol; interchan- - 
geably, penetrating thereby deep every way into the Szrume; then dreſſed itup 

with Lenients as before. By this way of dreſſing we eradicated the Struma ; 

and afterwards by rubbing it with the Vitriol-ſtone here or there where any 
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little relique of it appeared, and dreſſing it with Doffils dipt in Merc. pracj. 
pitat. we digeſted it. I being then obliged to a journey into the Country, left 
the finiſhing the Cure to my Kinſman Faques Wiſeman, who by leflening the 
Doſlils gradually, permitted the Ulcer to heal within, and by Epuloticks ang 
Bandage brought the Lips ro unite; fo that at my return I ſaw it cicatrizeg 
ſmooth and narrow, and the Strama totally eradicated. The other Stramg, 


which had been big, ſeemed alſo well-nigh reſolved: yet upon the cicatrizin 
that Ulcer ſhe was ſeized with an Ery/pelas on her Head and Face, which 
ſwelled them extraordinarily ; bur by Purging the Phyſician removed that. 
A young Gentlewoman about 18 years of age, having been long diſeaſed 
with a S:rama on the left ſide of her Neck, reaching from her Ear down un: 
der her Jaw, and frequently ſubject to Catarrhgy and ſometime Coughing of 
bloud ; I began the extirpation of it by the application of a Cauſtick the 
whole length of the Gland. In dividing the Eicar there diſcharged a ſmall 
quantity of an albuginous Matter. After the ſeparation of. the Eſcar, g 
Cheeſie ſubſtance came away, and the Gland hy hard underneath. I fillg 
the Abſceſs with Precipitate, and kept the Lips dilated with Doffils, re- 
peating this method of dreſſing her every third day : during which DoQar 
Micklethvait was conſulted, and preſcribed Internals accordingly as he faw 
her obſtructed. He met with many difficulties 1n the removing thoſe various 


' Diſtempers ariſing from the acid quality in her Bloud, it diffolving her 


Fleſh, and rhreatning a Maraſmas. By the continued uſe of. che Precipirate 
the ſtrumous Fleſh ſeemed to me coniumed, and the Ulcer well diſpoſed for 
incarning: when one day in dreſſing her I beheld a ſmall white Bleb of fleſh 
in the middle of the Ulcer, and preſfling upon it with my Probe, penetrated 
deep into,it. I pulld out the Probe again, and bending it paſſed it into the 
faid Sinus, and thereby diſcovered it hollow both above and below : by 
which it appeared I had incarned upon a falſe foundation. I paſſed a Dire, 
Qor into the ſaid Sus, and laid it large open the whole length. The work 
was neither -painful nor bloudy. I filld up the Sus with. Doflils, rubbd 
the ſpongy Lips with the Vitriol-ſtone, and covered the Ulcer with Przciph 


| tate, keeping the external Lips dilated as at-firſt I had done. By the re

peating this method the ſtrumous Fleſh was conſumed, and the Ulcer 
ſmoothly cicatrized. But about a month after there appeared a Swelling in the 
fame Part, to the great diſturbance of my Patient: but it was only a Flatu- 
lency, which I ſoon diſcuſſed by the application of Diſcutients. From that 
time ſhe hath been free of that Malady. She continued longer under the Phy: 
ſictan's care, and at length, by his endeavours and the freſh Air, ſhe recove- 
red her health and ſtrength, and is fince a happy Mother. 

A Man of about: 30 years of age, of a tolerable good Habit of body, came to 
me with a ſtrumous Tumour a little above the right Scapula, It had been of 
a long continuance, and ſome years before it had ſuppurated, and was opened 
by ſome neighbouring Chirurgeon : but he not throughly eradicating it, it 
grew again, and was very large, the Skin adhering to the upper part of it. | 
applied a ſtrong Cauſtick on it ; which having penetrated deep 1nto ir, I di 
vided the Eſcar, and applied zroch. de minio to it, then dreſſed it up with Le: 
nients. After the ſeparation of this latter Eſcar, I rabb'd ic with a Cauſtick 
ſtone under the edges of the firſt Eſcar,and into the bafts of ir, and inrerchat- 
geably preſt into the body of the Gland with ol. vitriolz; then wiping away 
the looſe Sloughs and bloud, 1 filld it up with Merc. pracipitat: Y igonts, and 
dreſſed it with Lenients. After the ſeparation of thele Slovghs, 'T rhruſt out 
pieces of the ſtrumous Fleſh with the end of a Spatul/a ſomewhat bended and 
ſharpened to that purpoſe.

Ancle. Sir Fra. Pruj. preſcribed her a Courſe of Phyſick, by which her Body m« excir- 
being prepared,l began with the extirpation of the S7rume by theapplication mark 
of a Cauſtick from the uppermoſt part near the Ear downward, making the ' 
Eſcar about half an inch broad, then dividing it fill'd the Ulcer with pulv. fine 
pari of Sir Alex. Fraſ. and applied Lenients over the Eſcar with emp!. e bolo. 

The next day I ſtuped the Tumour with deco. matue, violar. &c.- and dreſſed 
it up, with Lenients, continuing that way. of dreſſing till the Slough which 
was made by the palv. fine pariſeparated : then drawing the Lips wider open, 
and finding that I had penetrated into the body of the Strame,and that ſome 
of them lay looſe, I paſſed in my bended Spata/a, and thruſt part of the Clu- 
ſter out, ſorne in pieces, others whole in their Cy/zs. That done,] wiped away 
the bloud,and fill'd the Cavity with Merc precipitat. applying Doflils of Lint 
and Lenients over all. By this method of dreſling I extirpated the Strame, 
and diſpoſed the Ulcer to cure. During this | began with the Tumour on

\ fings, and, finding all well, repeated the application of Lenients, to haſten 
ſeparation of the Eſcar ; which in few days caſt oft,and the fleſhy body with- 
in appeared to bea Sarcoma. I filld it with Sir A/ex.Fraſ. his. pulv. fine pariand 
dreſſed itagain as before with Lenients, Compreſs, and good Bandage. Theſe 
fleſhy Tumours were not of ſo acute ſenſe as the moſt forts of S:ramw are;but 
more difficult to extirpate, by-reaſon of the many Veins and Arteries which 
brancht through the body thereof, andrender'd it apt to bleed, and increaſe 

'faſter than I could take it down by Eſcarotick powders. Upon which conſt- 
deration 1 propoſed rhe aQtual Cautery: but that not being admitted,l made 
up ſome Trochisks de minio with a double quantity of Merc. ſab[imat. in the 
form of Tents: and as the Eſcarsſeparated in any part thereof, I thruſt in a 
Trochisk, which always cauſed the bloud to burſt forth: but by theapplica- 
tion of the paulv. five pari with Doſlils dipt i albumine ovi, ' with good Com: 
preſs and Bandage, I ſtopped it. By this method I made way deep-into the 
 bedv of it : yet between the Trochisks'and in the circumference it did riſe 
upon me; which put me upcn a necefliry- of uſing the Cauſtick-ſtone and o!. 
vitriol, The ule of theſe ſeveral Eſcaroticks cauſed excoriation in the neigh- 
bouring Parts, which obliged me to dreſs them the oftner with Retrigerants, 
Wweuent, alb. camphorat. &c.

The next day the Chirurgeon and my felf 
mer, and, conſidering the Cy/tis keing difrobed of her natural Tegument,the 
Skin was not like to be re-inveſted with it again, we propoſed to proceed 
timely in the preventing an effuſion of bloud. The way we deſigned was by 
Eſcaroticks, viz. pulv. fine pari, The next day we took off Dreſlings, and co- 
vered the Cy/#:s with the forefaid Powder, applying Reſtrictives over all the 
Part, it being incapable of ſtrict Bandage. Againſt the next eruption we pro- 
vided all things ready, both aQuual and potential Canteries; yet with conſi- 
deration not to drels her till-we were neceſſitated. The ſecond morning after 
we were both called early out of our beds by a meſſenger, telling us the had 
bled the moſt part of the night. We diſpatched our Servants away to prepare 
Dreſlings, and baſtened after, and taking her out of her Bed placed her in x 
Chair. 1 ſtood behind her to hold her ſteady, and had one Servant near me 
with a diſh wherein were ſeveral Eſcaroticks, fome ſtronger than other, alf 
of different ſizes and ſhapes. My Brother Chirurgeon had his Servant near 
him attending the aCtual Cauteries in the fire. In.taking oft the Dreſſings, 
the bloud burſt forth with fuch a guſh as gave no leifuce to call for an aQual 
Cauteryy nor was there poſſibility of uſing it with any advantage. I preſently 
thruſt in-a piece of Merc. ſublimat. and preſt a Paſtillus of Celſus cloſe upon it; 
and held it ſo with my hands; which ftopt the bleeding in a moment. I held 
my hands on it till we judged the Eſcarotick had ſecured the bleeding : then 
they cleanſed the Parts about with a Sponge, and refreſht the Patient with 4 
_ draught of a cordial” Julep: after which. the Reſtritives were applied one 

over another over her Throat,up'both ſides of her Neck. I kept my handsup- 
on-them till they weredried faſt on. Then we put her on a Crevat, and laid 
her again in bed. Tt did not bleed; but ſhe complaining daily of pain more 
and more, we agreed to dreſs her the fourth day. Iattended then with our 
Servants, prepairing our Dreſſings, to ſtop the bloud and heal the Excoriats- 
ons. My Copartner not coming, I took oft Dreſſings, with defign only to 
dreſs the Excoriations: but they came all off together, bringing with them' 
very thick Eſcar. While | was looking upon the Fungys, I law the bloud riſe 
out of it in many places, as if it had been pricked with a Lancet. Thoſe drops 
immediately inlarged their way, and bled forcibly in fo many Streams. At 
firſt fight of it I applied a piece of Merc. ſublimat. The bloud burſt forth be- 
_ tween my fingers a while; but upon the applying a proportionable Paſtil over 

the Sublimate the bleeding ſtopr. Whilſt I continued my hands upon it, my

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Cervant wiped away the bloud, and dreſſed the Excoriations with «nguer?. 
alb. camph. &c. and applied the ReſtriQtives over all as before: which being 
dried on, a Crevat was put on, and ſhe placed again in her Bed. From 
this Dr <fling I grew confident of ſucceſs, the former Eſcar appearing extraor- 
dinarily thick and large, as well it might, conſidering the Cauſtick, (which 
- was ſuch as I would not adviſe to uſe in any caſe where there may be the leaſt 
hopes to ſave their lives without it.) Where the Opening is ſmall, a Finger 
may ſtop the bleeding of an Artery : but in a Zungas ſobranched,in a place ſo 
incapable of Bandage, what could havereſiſted fuch a guſhing forth of bloud 
but Merc. ſublimat. whoſe force is far more penetrating in ſuch Fang? than a 
hot Iron? eſpecially conſidering how the bloud would have dulled it by the 
way. The uſe of the Sublimate this ſecond time cauſed a Fainting and Palpi- 
tation of her heart: in which caſe Sir Fra. Pruj. came again,and aſſiſted usby 
his Preſcriptions; yet it terminated in a Ptyaliſmas. The fourth day after 
this we met all together, and took off her Dreſſings, whereupon was ſepara- 
ted a thick white Eſcar; the remaining body appearing like a glandulous 
Fleſh, ſomewhat hard, and of the bigneſs of a ſmall Cheſnut. It bleeding no 
more, we dreſſed it with ſome of the milder Eſcaroticks, and the Excoriati- 
ons with refrigerant Epuloticks, with Emplaiſters of d;achalcit. &c. we waſt- 
ed that Fungus, and alſo healed the Excoriations in the ſpace of 43 weeks. 
There was a fair opportunity of extirpating the remaining Glands : but the 
Relations ſuſpeAting perhaps that new miſchiefs might happen from ſome 
branches of the ſame Artery, we cured this Ulcer, and left the extirpation 
of the other to farther conſideration.

the Neck. It was ſoft, and ſeemed to be full of Matter, but without Inflam- 
mation. I made a PunQture into the body of it, and diſcharged a ſtinking 
Serum not unlike Horſe: piſs. That being let out, the Tumour ſunk, and 
felt unequally hard. I dreſſed it up with a Pledgit of anguent, bafilicon and 
empl. diachalcit. The next day, taking off dreſſings, and ſeeing the Swelling 
lank, I applied a Cauſtick the length of two inches, about 3 fingers breadth 
diſtant from the Ear : the Eſcar I divided, and diſcharged a toul Matter, and 
afterwards dreſſed it up with Doſlilsdipt in Merc. preciy. with Lenients over 
the Eſcar ; and from that time haſtened the falling off of the Slough. After the 
ſeparation of it,l thruſt out a different ſort of Matter, not unlike rhat of an 4- 
theroma and Meliceris mixt together. I paſſed in my Probe ſciflors, and laid it 
open downward to the A4ſpera arteria, and pull'd out with my fingers ſeveral 
Veficule, ſome containing a foul Serum, others a gritty ſubſtance. There allo 
came away gobbets of Fleſh, with which the ba/rs of the Abſceſs ſeemed to be 
covered. Having thus cleanſed it, I filld it up with Doflils dipt in Praci- 
pitate, and kept the Lips dilated; repeating this method of drefling every 
other day, and rubbing the ſtrumous Excreſcences with rhe Vitriol-ſtone. 
The Sinus contracted narrower within; but the original of this Tumour being 
Strumous, it would not heal whilſt there remained any hollowneſs, bur filld 
with that ſort of Fleſh, and raiſed a Tumour. Upon ſight whereof 1 applied 
a Cauſtick upon the upper part towards the Ear, and divided it with a pair 
of Sciſlors, then fill'd the Sinus with Merc.pracipitat. dreſſing the Lips of the 
Ulcer with Digeſtives. After the Eſcar ſeparated, I applied my endeavours to 
eradicate the ſtrumous Fleſh with the Vitriol ſtone and ME” and Cica- 
irized it from the Ear downwards; yet not without ſome difficulty, the baf:s 
Proving falſe more than once in one part orother. Some of this ſtrumous F _ 
rifing 
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rifing amongſt the Veſſels, and uniting over them, made Sinus 's fo deep, thar 
t much doubted how to divide thoſe without danger of theſe Veſſels : by; 
there being no Cure to be expeted whilſt this remained, I paſſed a Ligature 
with a ſmall Probe under the Furgus and by Deligation of it, and applica;;. 
on of Pracipitate, I conſumed the Funges, and laid the deepeſt of them open: 
and afterwards by the application of Epuloticks brought a Cicatrix upgg 
them. Having thus well-near healed the Abſcels to the Aſpera Arteria, Þ laid 
the other {ide open, and eradicated that part by the ſame method as the fox. 
mer, and cicatrized it ſmooth. F>

vat. ot Sir Alex. Fraf. with a complicated Tumour of a great bulk on the left ſide of 

cele. her Neck and Cheek, ariſing under her Exr. It had been growing many 
years, and was without Inflammation. Her Body being prepared by a purging 
Apozeme, and Antiſtrumaticks preſcribed by her Phyſictan, he commendeg 
the extirpation of it to my care. Accordingly I met himat her Chamber. We 
deſigned the taking it out by Incifion; and to that purpoſe, having all thingy 
ready, I made Incifion into it. But the'bloud trickling faft down, we for. 
bare the Operation that time, and dreſſed: it up with Afſtringents. The {- 
cond day after we met again, and in taking off the Dreſſings ſaw it had not 
bled, nor was there any Pullation to' be felt in it whereby we might ſuſpe& 
any conſiderable flux of bloud. What did flow proceeded, as we ſuppoſed, 
from ſome ſmall Fazegxs. Upon which conſideration we reſolved to eradicate 
this preternatural Tumour by Eſcaroticks; and began with the application 
of a ſtrong Cauſtick on the middle of it, according to the length of the Tumoiy. 
The next day we divided the Eſcar, and filling it full of his pulv. ne pari, [ 
embrocated the Parts about, and dreſſed the Eſcar with anguent. baſilic. &, 
By the application of this Powder we penetrated into the body of the Tu- 
mour : and after ſeparation of the Sloughs, ſeeing no danger of its bleeding, 
we repeated the uſe of the pulv. fine pari: and having thereby diſcovered the 
Tumour to confiſt of many ſeveral Species, viz. $trume, Atheroma, Meliceri, 
and Steatoma, we laid it more open by Incifion, and with a crooked Spatula - 
and our fingers pull'd out ſome of them in pieces, others whole in a Cluſter, 
then fill'd it again with the faid Powder, and dreſſed the divided Lips with 
Doflils ſpred with Digeſtives. By this method we eradicated this great bo 
dy: but in our approaching near that part of her Cheek which had bagg'd6 
long time between her Jaws, we found it penetrated, and the Liquor ſhe took 
10 her mouth diffuſing it ſelf into the Abſceſs, alſo the Matter made in the 
Abſcels diſcharging it ſelf into the Mouth. Whether this Opening was made 
by the Teeth, or fretted by the acrimony of the Humour within, I ſhall not 
diſpute; but it contributed much to the forwarding of the Cure there: for 
by Injetions deterſive and drying we cleared that part of the Ulcer, and c& 
catrized it with the external part of the Cheek fo cloſe, that her Jaws were 
at liberty to chew her meat, which they had not been in a long time before. 
The laſt difficulty was, in eradicating that part which lay in a manner round 
under the root of the Ear, threatning the very Organ. We laid it open, and 
by the milder Eſcaroticks at length eradicated the Strumez there without 0 
tence to the Organ, cicatrizing it ſmooth the whole length of the Ulcer, by 
bringing the Lips together within a narrow Cicatrix, to the fatisfaion 0 
her Relations. During the Application of ſome of theſe Eſcaroticks, ſhe ws 
lubjet to a Palpitatio cordis, and did ſomewhat falivate; but was thereil 
relieved by Sir Alex. Fraſer's Preſcriptions and reſtored to perteR health, 
which I have lately heard ſhe yet enjoyeth.

I applied.a Cauſtick on it, and after ſeparation of the 
Eſcar conſumed the Strumg with Merc. precipitat. then cicatrized it with

A Lady brought her only Son to Town, 'who was about 7 years of ape, 4- Obſet 
of a ſickly weak Conſtitution, obſtructed internally with the Xings-Evil in his (2*. of. 
Meſentery and Lungs. He had externally many Srramez under: his Jaws; bour the 
from his left Ear down to his right Jaw. Some of them were: bigger thah Ps: 
others, and ulcerated: one whereof had made its own way ont, was grown 
callous, and lay protuberant in the form of an over-grown Excreſcence. I.de- 
fired the aſſiſtance of a Phyſician : but the Mother would not, yet promiſed 
if there were a neceſſity, ſhe would at any time conſult one. I began his 
Courſe of Phyſick with a Solution of yr. de 7hab. in a TinQure of Sena, and 
preſcribed him a medicated Ale of ſarſa, /izx. lentiſc. Ching, raf. eboris, rad. 
ruſci, ſcrophnl. &c. with millepedes. 1 dreſled the ulcerated Glands with un- 
quent. baſilic. and Pracipitate, and aſter Deterſion with anguent. diapomphod. 
to the other Glands, which were hard and intire, Iapplied emp!. diachyl. ireat. 
25itis ſet down in the method of Cure. During which application, I purg- 
ed him again, and with a few grains of diagrid. and Merc. dalr. vomited him 
ohce: it worked churliſhly with him. That, night I ſent him ſome of the 
anodyne Syrup to take in a draught of Mace ale; which quieted the Ferment 
raiſed by the Phyſick. From that time I purged him with Infuſion of Rhu- 
barb in his medicated Ale once a week, giving him 7 or 8 grains of Calomel: 
the night before he drank his Rhubarb: the intermitting days he took one 
of the teſtaceous Powders preſcribed in the method of Cure. The callous 
Struma I rubb'd down with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and after ſeparation of the 
ſcar I deterged with the Vitriol ſtone, and ſometime Merc. precipitate. rubr. 
The ulcerated Szrume digeſted well, and as the Glands waſted, the Ulcers 
cured. To the other Glands not ulcerated I applied a Malagma of Corn. Cel- 
ſus, by which they viſibly reſolved. Whilſt I proceeded in this method; 
Dr. Micklethwait was conſulted by the Mother, he being her Phyſician. He 
law the Patient in this thriving condition, and, 1 think, preſcribed him only a 
cordial Julep. The Winter approaching, I ſupplied the Patient with Dref- 
lings and internal Remedies, ſhewing his Maid how to apply them, and di- 
reted her how to regulate the Patient. The Cure of thele Diteaſes 15 the 
work of time: for till the internal Y;/cera be free of the Strume which gene- 
nlly they are ſtuft with, the external Cure of them fignifieth little.

ard an 4- others were ulcerated, and paſſed their Matter into one another : they were 
rheroms 12 ordid in ſome parts, and overgrown with looſe Fleſh in others. He had alſo an 
' dtheroma on the outſide of one of his Arms about three inches in length, 
reaching to the Elbow-joynt. Sir Alex. Fraſier was his Phyſician, and put hin 
into my hands. He purged him with an Infuſion of Sena, Rhubarb, &cand 
preſcribed him a decodt. ſarſz, &c. with Antiſtrumaticks. I began with the 
application of a Cauſtick on the Atheroma, laying it open the whole length, 
and gave vent to an albuginous and cheeſy Matter ; then drefled it with Le 
nients, to haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar. I alſo laid open the Sinuous Ulcers 
in his Neck , ſome by Cauſtick , others by Probe-ſciſſors. Thoſe Ulcers 
which were ſordid I dreſſed with Mercur. pracipitat. rubb'd the luxurious Fleſh 
with the Vitriol-{tone, and kept the inciſed Lips dilated with Doffils ſpred 
with Digeſtives. Wh:I{t I deterged thoſe ſeveral Ulcers, I endeavoured re 
ſolution of the leſſer Stramz by the application of ſome of the Diſcutients 
propoſed in the method of Cure. During theſe procecdings in Chirurgery, 
Purgations were repeated, with the addition of Calomel. and on the inter- 
mitting days cerufſa aytimoniz, &c. were preſcribed ; and thereby the Ulcers 
were diſpoſed to a healing condition. The A:heroma on his Arm I endet- 
voured to digeſt with various Medicaments: but whilſt any parc of it lay 
hollow it would neither digeſt nor deterge : but after I removed its Cover- 
ture it digeſted and incarned with mandif. Paracelf, and cicatrized as the 

other did by the common Epuloticks. 

fee. 2 perſon about 28 yearsold,having been long diſeaſed with the Xiugs-Foil 
vat. of 183 many Glands on both ſides of her Neck, frequently apoſtemating with great 
_— an tumetaction and pain, came to Loxdon, and conſulted me. Thoſe on the [eff 
tic ee fide were then ſwelled from the Nuke down that ſide of the Neck and Check 
to the other fide of the 7rachea arteria. Whilſt ſhe was in the Country, that 
Gland near the Nuke apoſtemared,and was opened by a Chirurgeon there ; but 
rom 
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from that time it grew corroſive, and paſled its Matter downward into the body 
of the Tumour amongſt the reſt of the Glands, and could not empty it ſelf 
but as it overflowed. Upon which account I propoſed the making it an Open- 
ing in the declining part of the Tumour : bur ſhe, having been eztreamly 
over-watched and tired with pain, took deliberation, and after a day or two 
ſent to me to meet at a Conlultation with ofie who pretends great matters in 
Chirurgery. I accordingly went: but he had been there before me, arid, ac- 
cording to his cuſtom, boldly undertook the Cure, promiſing to refolve it in 
ten days by the application of an incombuſtible Sulyhur.

The accidents of Pain, Oc. thus removed, the Phy ficians were again 
conſulted ; and hearing her ſtill compiain of a Yertigo and great pain in her 
Head, as likewiſe of an Inflammation of her Eyes, they preſcribed her a 
purging Apozeme of ſena, polypod. hermodatt. turbith decofted with ſarſa, 
lign. guataci, ſantal. te, She was allo purged with Cephalick Pills. Calomel. 
was allo preſcribed, and a deco; ſarſee, with the ſpecifick Plants, was her or- 
dnary Drink. By theſe and ſuch Jike Prefcriprions ſhe was freed of thoſe 
various Diſtempers,and reſtored to a better Habit of body. The Tumour the

and were afterwards totally reſolved by the application of Celſus's Malagma,

A Gentlewomau aged 34 years, of a fickly weak Conſtitution, ſubje@ to 5: Obſer- 
the X;"gs-Fvil many years on both ſides of Ker Neck, uicerating, and the Ul. _—_— 
cers patling their Vatter one into another down to the Clavicles, had gone Ulcers on 
through long Courſes of Phyſick, and had permitted divers applications to be 27") fides 
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made: but they proving unſucceſsful,ſhe put her helf into the care of Sir Fr. 
Pruj. and my felt. The Ulcers ſeemed to have riſen from fo many diſtin& 
Glands, and that after Suppuration, the Matter, growing, virulent, corroded 
under the Lips, and both rendred them Sinvous, and at length Callous, and 
conſequently not capable, of Cure but by laying open. Yet I began with Dj. 
oeſtives, and diſcutient and drying Fomentations. The Phyſician preſcribed 
lenient Purgatives, with the addition of Calomes. once in 4 or 5 days, and on 
the inctermitting days deco. ſarſz with antimon. diaphoret. Thele not anſwe- 
ring our expeCtations, I proceeded in the laying open the Ulcers, and remo: 
ving the callous Lips, there being not one that would cure till that was done, 
Afterwards they digeſted, incarned, and cicatrized from the edpes firm and 
ſmooth, by the common method of dreſſing Ulcers. 


£ Ofr- A Citizen's Daughter, aged about 12 years, of a weak Conſtitution, had 
var.of heen long diſeaſed with the Xing 's-Evil. She had one Struthous Swelling on 
>crum®15 the right ſide of her Neck cloſe above the Clavicle,from whence to the Os hy. 


Ulcers tn ; 
the 4xillz meri there ſeemed to be a more than uſual fulneſs. Urder that Ax:/a lay 


and Arm. an Ulcer, and another on the outſide of the ſame Shoulder, and others down 
all along to the Elbow, fome of them fordid. By ſearch of a Probe theſe Uþ 
cers appeared to be ſo many Eruptions from the Sinuous Ulcer in the 4xilla, 
I dreſſed them with Deterſives, Sc. and preſcribed a decodt. ſarſe, Chine,lign, 
lentiſc. with ſome of the antiſtrumatick Plants, mi/eped. &c. with which ſhe 
took antimon. diaphoret. and once in 4 days a few grains of Calomel. cum puly, 
rhab. in the form of a Bolus. I embrocated the Gland near rhe Clavicle and 
the Swelling of the Shoylder daily with valentza digitalis, and endeavoured 
the Deterſion of the Uldvs with mandif. Paracel/i, Pracipitate, and the Vitriol- 
ſtone: but the Ulcer being Sinuous, ( as I ſaid )) it would not digeſt in any 
one part. The Fluxion increaſing greatly, and ſeeming to flow from that Ul 
cer in the Axlla, Ilaid it open : bur that not ſerving my purpoſe, Icut opett 
the upper part of the Sinus on the outſide of the Arm near the Shculder, ho- 
ping that way to intercept the flux of Humour; but the Fluxion continuing, 
I began to ſuſpe& the Matter flowed from the Strumous Tumour near the

000+ eaſed, and died one after another. This was broken out all over the Head, 
Neck, and ulcerated in many places to the Pericranium. It had alſo a large white 
Lips, © Tumour lying deep under the left Jaw tothe 7rachea arteria. I fomented the 
Head with a DecoCtion of Cephalick Herbs, cam flor. roſ. rub. bacch. myrtil, 
b2/aaſt. in Wine and Water, and dreſt the Ulcers accordingly as they requi- 
red, fome with Digeſtives, others with Deterſives, and others with Epulo- 
ticks; and to the Tumour I applied Diſcutients. During theſe Applications 
[ purged the Child once in 4 or 5.days,giving it 4 or 5 grainsof Calomel. over 
night, and in the morning ſr. de rhab. in medicated Ale of ſarſa, /ign. ler 
tiſc. &c. and the intermitting days Bezoard. mineral.

Trookoftthe Lips of the Ulcer ©%% 
by Cauſtick,and dreſſed the Bone with Doſlils preft out of ſpzr. vini, ro keep 

it dry till Nature ſhould be diſpoſed ro make Exfoliation of its rottennels. 

For in this tender Child there was no talk of raſping, nor was there always 

liberty to put in my Doſlils ſo clote as I ought to have done. Daring this 

work the Child was afflicted with the Meaſtls, and in the declination of them 

with a Covgh, and ſuch a diſcharge of Matter from his Lungs, that he grew 
thereby HeRick, and emaciated to skin and bone. The Lips of the Ulcer on 

bis Head lay lank and dry, and the Bone as it were dead without moiſture. 

He being thus weak, Dr. Bates was conſulted, and declining the attending it, 

2s coming too late ro him. Dr. Tho. Cox was perſwaded to take care of him, 

who preſcribed FeRorals of various forts, and adviſed the removal of him to 
Knights-bridge, where he drank Aſſes milk. Having there ſomewhat recove- 

red, he was removed to a houſe near Xings-Gate, into back Lodgings looking 

into the Fields, for benefit of the Air, and more conveniency of Drefling the 

Ulcer on his Head. But upon the change of the Air he fo relapſed in 2 days, 

that it was believed, if he had lain one night more there, he had died there. 

Upon which conſideration he was again removed back to XAnights-bridge, and 

there he daily recruited his ſpirits. As his ſtrength recovered, the Lips of the 

Ulcer recovered their heat, and digeſt=d, the Caries of the Bone caſt off, and 

the Ulcer contracted narrower. He afterwards removed farther oft into the 
Country, to his Parents: my Kinſman Jaques Wiſeman attended him, and 
finiſhed the Cure there. s ;

After ſome timeſecing the Bone continue firm, I dreſſed it with a mixture 
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of mel. Zgyptiac. pulv. myrrh. &c. and thereby haſtned the Exioliation of the 
Bone. That being caſt off, 1 deſigned tþ cicatrize the Ulcer: but perceiving 
the Eyes grow ſoar, I put a Pea into tak Ulcer, and continued it a Fontane]; 
not thinking it ſafe to dry up the Ulcer behind the Ear, though the Child had 
before one proper for Derivation. The dreſſing this Ulcer was never very pain- 
ful: but the Servant that attended the Child having accuſtomed her felf tg 
put it beſide its Frowardneſs by threatning to ſend for me, it ſo terrified the 
Child, that it always cried at the very fight of me; upon which account | 
left her in the condition I have repreſented. She was long after diſeated with 
ſoar Eyes from the acidity in her Bloud, but hath fince outworn it. 

From a Caries in the Alveol; Apoſtemations are frequently made externally 
under the Jaws; which being not unlike ſtrumous Tumours, are by unex: 
perienced people ſuppoſed to be ſuch, and ſent to us to be preſented to his 
Majeſty. Many Inſtances may be given you of this kind, 1f it were neceſfary; 
but they not being Strumous, I ſhall forbear, and preſent to you what is, viz, 
the protuberant Jaws. They are made hollow by an acid Humour, which 
fretteth and corrodeth the Alveolz and inner ſubſtance to the very external 
Shell; in which caſes they thruſt out with great deformity. I have made men- 

| tion of this Diſeaſe under the name of Spixa vextoſa, and diſtinguiſhed it from 

the Carzes ariſing from an external Eroſion by that name. When this afted 

the Jaws, the Teeth grow locſe, and Excreſcences do ariſe, which in pro- 

preſs of time thruſt out the Teeth. They ſometime diſcharge their Matter 

externally. But by pulling out thoſe Teeth theſe Apoſtemations cure and the 

Jaw having thereby vent for its Matter, the Caries will caſt off inſenſibly by 

the force of Nature, and at length, if the Habit of body grow better dilpoled, 

a Callus fills up the void ſpace in the Bone. But where Nature is deficient, 

we conſume the Caries in them by deterfive and drying Medicaments, or by 

aQual Cautery : after which, if the Patient be young, he groweth out the 
Deformity. |

By the removal of this rotten Bone the Matrer had a free diſcharge,and I had the _ 
conveniency of applying my Medicaments to extoliate them, and to cleanſe 
the Ulcerz which I did by mundif. Paracelſ. unguent. fuſe. tinctura myrrhe, &c, - 
and digeſted the Lips of the Ulcer with azguent. bafilicon, and cicatrized them 
with ungyent. tutie and the Vitriol-ſtone. During which 1 applied Stupes of 
Tow preſt out of a Solution of Nitre and Myrrh'in Wine vinegar, and by 
Compreſſion with a laced Sock thruſt the Matter out of its ſeveral Cayiries, 
Yer in a declining part of the inſide of the Foot I afterwards feeling a ſmal} 
colletion of Matter which could not be diſcharged that way, I gave vent toir 
by Cauſtick, and digeſted it. After I had thus made way for diſchargeof the 
Matter, I reſtrained the Humour from flowing into the Foot, and reſtored it tg 
its natural figure,. having no moreleft todo, but attend the Exfoliation of the 
ſeveral Bones. Dr. Willis began to purge the Patient with the above-preſcribed 
Bolus : but there happening thereupon a Superpurgation, he declined the re. 
peating of that Purge,and omitted the proſecuting ot the aforeſaid Courſe pre. 
ſcribed by Dr. B. upon which the Marter fermented, and caufeda pain in the 
Knee of his other Leg Dr. Bate being deceaſed, Dr. 7h. Cox was conſulted, and 
adviſed the repeating of Calomel. &c. But it not being proſecuted, other paing' 
aroſe. During which it happened that an old Gentleman came in, who had 
formerly lived in the Barbadoes, and practiſed Chirurgery amongſt his Slayes, 
He deſired ro ſee our Patient dreſſed,and ſeeing the Foot without Tumour, and 
the Matter little and well digeſted,confidently undertook the Cure, by the gp ' 
ving hima Wound-drink, and applying an Ointment to the Ulcers. The Px 
rents rejoycing to hear their Son mighr be ſo eaſily cured, deſired me to piye 
way to it,. and permit my Kinſman Faqaes Wiſeman to dreſs him with that 
Unguent, ( which was no other than the Juice of Clowns All-heal made up 
with Butter or Hogs-lard. ) I complied with their deſires, bur withal adviled 
them to leave off the uſe of the Bandage, knowing well that ir would ſwell 
and diſcourage the Undertaker. . Bur they continued.itz and after ſome of 
their Servants had learned how to dreſs him, ' they diſmiſſed my Kinſman, | 
would gladly have finiſhed the Cure, but I took my leave by the way of a 
Letter, wherein I predicted what followed : for what could be expetted from 
greazy Ointments, but corruption of the Bones ; This young Gentleman be 
ing thus taken out of my hands, gave occaſion ro ſome envious men of my 
Profeſſion to report it otherwiſe ro my prejudice 5 whereof 1 have here i 
ſerted the Letterl received from his Father in anſwer to mine.

A Child of about 5 years of age came out of the Country the Summer after 3 1.0bfer* 
the Burning of the Ciry of Loudon, with an Ulcer in his Heel and another in Ft *_ 
his Arm, with carious Bones. His Friends confulred a Chirurgeon of their ideers ©. 

acquaintance, who perſwaded them to return with the Child into the Coun- with rot= 
ry, telling them Time would cure ir. But that proving anill Chicurgeon, aces 
. and not performing it, rhey brought the Child again abour a year after to 
London, and came to me with him. He was then languiſhing under a heftick 
Feaver,the Ulcer in the Hee! was very large,and the Bone totally rotten. There 
was alſo another upon the Os aſtragali as bad, and others upon thoſe Bones 
which led to the ſecond and third Toes. On the outſide of theother Leg there 
was 2 ſinuous Ulcer, and the lower part of the Fibzla was carious, as likewiſe 
was the infide of that Ancle. Theright Hand was ulcerated from the Wriſt 
ou Arm between the Radzus and ina, making Ulcers on both fides of the 
ones : they were alfo carious rhe iength of berween two and three inches - 
his Neck was alſo full of Strame : and to thele he had an Ozera, and a thick 
chapt Lip. - I would gladly have declined the medling with him, as being my 
ſelf then much indiſpoſed, and the more at rhe ſight of this miſerable crea- 
ture, whoſe condition I knew not how tohelp. For to propoſe Amputation 
. ofa Legor Arm in this Patient, might have ſavoured of much cruelty, bur 
| availed nothing, while the other Parts were ſo diſeaſed, Bur his Friends 
f would have no nay : they brought him to my houſe, and obliged me to dreſs 
' him. I began my work with that Ulcer beneath the Ancle on the infide of 
the Foot. The Opening being ſmall, and the Uker and Caries large under- 
neath ir, . there was a neceſſity of laying it open to come to the Bonez Inje- 
Cions ſignifying nothing there but to make the Ulcer more finuous :« yer the 
laying it open was hazardous, by reaſon of the Artery which paſſed over the 
arious Bone : but there was no avoiding it. Therefore placing the Child 
upon a Table near me, I applicd a Cavuſtick upon the Abſceſs. Then, while 
t was working, I dreſt the other Ulcers, which was at leaſt an hours work, 
That done, I cauſed an aftual C:utery to be pur into the fire, ready for m 
ule in caſe of need, then took ofi the Dreſſings from the Foot ; and finding the 
Cauſtick had work'd as I deſigned,” I made Incifion overthwart the Eſcar to 
the Bone, by which Idivided the Actery. ' The blood burſting out with great | 
force, I fill'd up the Inciſion with Doflils dipr in pale. fine pari Jo.

him home. Dr, Quarterman was their Phytfician, and preſcribed him Anti.

cut off that, and by the aCtual Cautery dried it ; then made way to the other 
carious Bones, and laid them open. Then cutting open the outſide of the Heel, 
and ſeeing that extremely rotten, in ſome parts quite through, we openeg 
the other ſide, took part of the Heel-bone out, and dried the remainder with 
the a&tual Cautery , then dreſt the Ulcers with mwdif.

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Ore Eyes are frequently a Species (as I have faid) of the King's-Evil, 
and rake their beginning from vicious Humours inflaming the Tunica ad- 
xara, Which increaſing doth alſo ſomerimes affte& the other Tunicles, as the 
cornea, QC. With great pain, tenſion, pulſation, ©c. whence Patulz ariſe and 
ſuppurate, terminating for the moſt part in Ulcers, which leave hard Cicatri- 
es, and by reaſon of the ſharp Defluxion falling upon the edges of the Eye- 
lids, do make a Blearedneſs : upon which account theſe Inflammations are 
renerally called Lippitudo by the Latins. 

This differeth from the common Ophthalmia, in that it is periodical, and Diffe- 

' accompanicd either with ſtrumous Swellings in the Neck, a thick chapt up- © 
| perLip, Ozzna, or ſome other Accident. 

The Cauſes are the fame with- thoſe of the Xing's-Evil ; yet may it be Cauſes: 
more particularly imputed to abundance of humidity repleting the Head, 
and deſcending to the weak Eyes. EY 
' The Signs of Ophthalmia are apparent by what I have already delivered of 918% 
the Diſeaſe. Thoſe of the Cauſes are as followeth. If the Ophrhalmza be from 
Plenitude, the Face is high-coloured, the Eye-lids ſomewhat fwelled and in- 
flamed, rhe capillary Veins large and full ; yet the Humours are not ſo apr . 
tO fret as in other caſes, nor is the pain extreamly vehement. It the Diſeaſe 
be from Choler, the Viſage is not red, bur the pain 1s ſharper, and with Ex- 
|  coriation of the Eye-lids. If the Ophthalmia proceed from Pituitous Humours, 

_allthe fore-mentioned Symptoms of Inflammation, pain, &c. are more- remiſs, = 
and the lacrymal Humours are not corcoding, unleſs there be a. mixture of fa- 
line Humour joyned with it. Whether an Ophthalmia may ariſe from Me- A 
lancholy, I doubt ; bur if it do; there is ſmall fluxion or pain. That proceeding 
from the Xivg's-Evil is of an acid quality, with ſharp fluxion and pain; the 
Eye-lids are alſo more apt to be gummed together with a viſcous Humour 
than they are in thoſe from the other aforeſaid Cauſes. Whether the Hu- 
ours affeCting the Eyes flow from the external or internal Vellels, may be 
diſcerned by their complaint. For if they flow from the Pericraniam, &c. the 
Pain, pulſation, with heat in their Forehead and Temples, will demonſtrate 
t : bur if the contrary, the pain will be more intenſe, and deeper within a- 
mongſt the Membranes ; there will be alſo an irching in the Palate and Noſtrils, 
with frequent Sneezing. ; 

The Time of the Inflammation ought alſo to be .confidered in order to the 
Cure, and is thus diſcerned : in the beginning the Eyes look red, and the Hu- 
mours diſtilling upon them are thin in the augment, heat and pain increaſe; 
in the Rate, the accidents of inflammation and pain are great, and the Hu- 

; ours thicken, and do gum the Lids together, eſpecially in the night ; in the 
declination, the fluxion, pain, &*c. do viſibly diminiſh. | 

Opbthalmia ftrumoſa is of molt difficult Cure, and in Children very vexarious, progres 
by reafon of the humidity they abound with 3 alſo becauſe of their froward- ftiek. 
nels, and incapacity of taking proper Remedies, or admitting external Ap- 
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Of Ophthalmia. .Book ITY | 
plications : and in conſideration of the laxity of rheir Eyes, they are ſubje& tg 
relapſe uponevery little diſorder. Thoſe ariſing by conſent from the internq1 
Parts, the Dura mater, &c. are incident to more grievous Symptoms than thoſe 
which proceed from the Pericraxium and other external Parts. 

If in an Ophthalmia'the pain, &c. perſevere any long time, there 1s danger 
that the Tunicles of the Eye may be corroded : and it the cornea happen to 
have been long ulcerated, a Blindneſs followeth, or ar leaſt a Dimnels of ſight, 
by reaſon of the condenſation of a groſs Matter abour the Pupil. 

In order to the Cure, their Diet ought to be of Meat of cafie digeſtion, ag 
hath been ſhewed in the method of Cure of the Evzl, with great moderation 
avoiding all ſharp, ſalr, hot or ſpicy meats, and fuch as may beger Cruditieg, 
In the beginning of the Diſeaſe Wine is forbidden. Hydromel is allowed. 
bur int hot bilious Defluxions decott. hordei cuns tantillo aq, cinnam. is only per. 
mitted. The Air ought to be pure and temperate; that which is windy, 
duſty or ſmoaky, being offenſive to the Eyes; fo is Sunſhine : therefore we 
adviſe rhem ro wear ſomewhat of Silk or Linen before their Eyes, commonly 
4 piece of green Sarfenet. Exerciſe of all kind is forbidden, and Quiet en 
joyned. Sleep is in theſe Diſeaſes neceſſary, , when they can get it, the Eyes 
enjoying Quiet the while, which mightily conduces to their Recovery. Their 
Bodies ought to be kept ſoluble by Clyſters and lenient Purges; tirong Ca. 
tharticks being not approved of in Diſeaſes of the Eyes. Yet according tg 
Hrppocrates, Ophthalmii laboranti alvi profluvium bouum eſt : and we lomcrimes 
ſee aſter a Superpureation the Fluxion much diminiſhed : but that may rather 
be imputed to Nature, which ſo disburtheneth her ſelf. In preſcribing to theſe 
Diſeaſes the Conſtiturion muſt be conſidered, and after Purging, Anodynes are 

. neceſſary, ro quiet rhe Fermentations raifed thereby 3 to which purpoſe con. | 
duce ſyrup. paralyſeos, de papavere erratico, de papavere compoſit.

In the dechz 
ning of the Ophthalmia, and indeed after general evacuation and diverſion of 
the Humours, you will find bathing the Body in Water lukewarm of great 
advantage to contemperate hot and ſharp Humours, if the Scafon of the year 
and their Age be capable of it. | ll. 

Derivation is neceſlary in this Diſeaſe; and if there be Inflammation, or 
that Blood abound, they may bleed by Lancet in the Arm, Neck, &c. other: 
wiſe by Leeches behind the Ears. Shaving the Head, Bliſtering, Cupping, 
Fontanels and Setons are of frequent uſe : but Fontanels made in the Neck do 
often cauſe Strame to ariſe thereabout ; therefore Sir Fra. Prujean, ſome years 
before his death, preſcribed them behind the Ears. 

In the application of external Remedies to the Eyes, we ought not to be 
over-forward ; for the 'mildeſt Medicaments dropt into them prove generally 
offenſive in the beginning of Inflammation: beſides, we ſee in our daily pra- 
Ctice, that the leſs diſturbances of them go off by general Evacuation and Deri- 
vation; and that thoſe Eyes have fared worſt which have been moſt treated | 
by Topicks. We may apply Intercipients upon the Temples ct Maſtick, Ta- 
kemahac. empl. ad herniam, &c. Frontals may alſo bs applied of bo/. Armen.

ind the pain vehement, aſter Evacuation by lenient Purgatives, or a Clyſter 
and Venzlection, you may have recourſe to Anodynes' ; amongſt which 
Breaſt-milk and the Whire of a new-laid Egg have precedency, applied ex- 
ternally, or dropt into the Eye. There are Obje&ions made apainlt the uſe 
of them both, vzz. thar by the dropping of Milk into the Eye it may curdle, 
- and by its acrimony offend the Eye: ſo alſo the White of an Egg may by its 
incraſſacing quality increaſe the heat in them. To prevent theſe inconveni- 
ences, you may mix them with Roſe-water, or uſe them with more caution. 
In the preparing Medicaments to drop into the Eyes, the Ingredients mixed 
with the Co/lyria ought to be well waſned, that they may be without acci- 
mony, and ſo ſubuiily powdered, as thar they b2 nor in the leaſt pritty. The 
Decoctions ought allo ro be cleanly made: and in the drefling of the Eyes 
there ought to be eſpecial care®in cleanſing them and their Lids of viſcous . 
Matter; to which purpoſe an Eye-cup is moſt neceſſary. This being obſer- 
yed, you may apply mucilaginous Liquors, or Cardplaſms; for they are pood 
Anodynes.

| Names, flammation. Ir hath obtained two names amongſt the Greczans : viz. Anch 
tops, when it is not ulcerated; Agilops, when it is. In which latter caſeit 
is very apt to grow ſinuous; and being ſo, whether it prove callous or not, 
is however called Fiſtula lacrymalis, ſometimes paſſing through the Bone of the 
Noſe it ſelf. | 
Caules, The Cauſes of Z#gilops are the ſame that produce the like Tumours in other 
places. But in ſome caſes it is made by Fluxion, and appeareth ficſt as a ſmall 
Phlegmon, This Diſeaſe frequently occurreth in Laes Yenerea : bur theſe I 
here treat of are Strumous, | 
If it be Struma Atheroma, &c. it is then made by Congeſtion, and the Ty- 
bercle is round, without diſcolouring the Skin. It it be made by Fluxion, pain 
and redneſs do appear, with Inflammation over all that Eye. Sometimes it

1, obſerving the Tumour perfe&ly ſuppurated, and the Matter ſhinin 
under the Cuticula ready to burſt through, open'd it by the point of a Lancer, 
without drawing one drop of blood. 'The Matter diſcharged, I dreſſed it with 
a Doſſil dipt i vitello ovi, with a Plaiſter of cerat. Galeni, and Cloaths dipt jn 
Red Wine over all, with convenient Bandage to retain them on. The next 
day I took off the Dreſſings, and fomented ir with «ecoi?, fot. matv. viol. berg, 
ſalvie, & flor. roſ. rub, in Wine and Water, repeating the Dreſlings as before, 
and let her blood in the Arm.

mved for that purpoſe. I afterwards faw him.burn ſeyeral. He paſſed 3 
the Cautery through the body of them, and by repeating of ir twice or thrice 
TY be burnt a hole through them, and accordingly crimpled themup ; as may 
be yet ſeen in that Noble Perſon, ſomewhat of the Excreſcence {till re- 
maning, and not withour ſome uneaſineſs at certain times: upon which

The way by potentiq 
Cautery is, by working with a Cauſtick-ſtone and other Eſcaroticks fixt in

a pair of crooked Probe-Scifſors. In this work you ought to confider well hoy 
they are radicated. For ſometimes they are rooted like a Cri/ta deeper in the 
Throat: in which, if in cutting them our you only cut that part you tieg, 
and cut the Ligature ar the ſame time, it will flip down into the Throat, ang 
hazard their choaking. Therefore whilſt you hold the Ligature with ons 
hand, you muſt paſs the Sciſſors down as cloſe by the baſis of it as you caq, 
ſo as by one ſnip you may cut it clear off. Bur leſt you thould fail, ic will þe 
neceſſary to have another Ligature firred in an Inſtrument for your purpoſe, 
and the Patient's Head to be held ſteady, that in caſe you fail in the firſt ax.

yet he bled at times about 16 or 17 days. His Wound by the Yerrebra of the 
Neck healed in few days; and' the other near the 4ſpera arteria was cured 
by this way of Agglutination the 19 or 20 day. 

A Man wounded in the Artery under the right Eye was immediately dreſt 
by Mr. Fawcet Chirurgeon; but thenext day in the afternoon the blood burſt 
out imperuouſly, The Wound had been made by the cornerof a Trencher, and 
was not ſo big as a Silver-peny. Idreſt it with pulv. Galeni, and applicd 2 
Plaiſter over it made up with my common reſtriftive Powders cum album. 
ovi, with good Compreſs and Bandage. The next day his Wound bled again, 
and upon ſtopping thereof with my finger, the blood was obſerved to bear all 
along the Artery, from the Aperture to the Temporal Muſcle, with a grea- 
ter force than is commonly ſeen in an Areuriſma. I pierced through both 
the Lips and Artery with a curved Needle, and by Deligation reſtrained the * 
bleeding, then dreſſed it up with Emplaſticksas before, concluding 1 ſhould 
have very little more trouble from that Wound.

A Butcher living at Weſtminſter was wounded in the Artery between the 3. 0bſer. 
Thumb and Fore-finger. After he had been dreſt 3 or 4 days by ſome of his pid 
| xighbouring Chirurgeons, the Wound continuing to bleed, he came to me wounded. 
te one night with Doflils crowded in it, I threw them out, and with a 
Needle and Thread ſtircht up the Artery,and the Wound with it ; then ſprink- 
ling ſome of my agglutinative Powders upon the Suture, I drefſcd it up with a 
rficiftive Plaiſter and Bandage,as in the former Wounds is ſaid, and in three 
or four times dreſſing he was cured. But afterwards there appearing ſome 
Pulſation extraordinary under the Czcatrix, which proceeded from the too 
lx Incarnation of the Wound, I dreſſed him wirh a Pledpit dipt in a dulcifi- 
ed TinCture of Vitriol, with good Compreſs and Bandage.

Obſer- 
ing to the third and fourth Fingers, which ar laſt broke out, and bled ar y wo 
times the ſpace of 8 or 1o days, 1 drefled him with the TinEQture of Vitriol proken 
adoveſaid once in 4 or 5 days, ſtoptthe Bleeding, and eicatrized it firmly, ſo open- 
that there appeared nor the leaſt Pulſation under it. 

A ſedentary young Gentleman, of an ill Habit of Body, was wounded by a ;. over. 
*enknife in the inſide of the Calf of his Leg into the Sural Artery, A Chirur- ver. ofz | 
fron dreſſed up the Wound with Doſlils dipt in eſcarotical Powders, chal- gc $urat 
antham uſtum, &c. with Plaiſter and Bandage,by which he ſtopr the Bleeding. Artery. 
The next day I was conſulted, and being informed of the Wound, and the 
manner of dreſſing, I delerred the Opening ir, and adviſed him to keep his 
bed. He did ſo, but complained then ofa throbbing pain in his Wound, and 
was very apprehenſive of its blecding, looking himſelf often upon the Ban- 
dage, and alarmed me by frequent meſſages. The third morning I mer his 
Chirurgeon there, and looking upon his Leg, found the Bandageall bloody. 

We took off the Dreſſings, and ſaw the blood freſh in the Rowlers, but in 
aking off rhe Plaiſter, the Doſſils came out only foul'd with a bloody 


Sanzes, as is uſual in like Wounds after the filling them with ſuch Powders.

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The Wound and Parts about were inflamed and ſwelledz yet I had much agg 
ro diſſwade the young Chirurgeon from dreſling it again with Eſcaroticks 
though be ſaw the Accidents arifing thereby. Bur ar laſt I prevalled,and dref. 
{cd che Wound with a Dollil ſpread with the common Digeſtive ex terebinth, 
cum vitel. ovi ſprinkled with palv. Galen, embrocaring the parts abour with 
ol. roſ. cum aceto, and applying emplaſt. e bolo over all with good Bandage, B 
this way of dreſling he was eaſed, and the Wound at liberty to dilcharge the 
Sloughs and Savies which were made, and choaked in by the former dreſſing 
If it did not thus digeſt, yet Iconcluded thar at the next dreſling it would he 
in our power to lay open the Wound, and divide the Artery, without hue. 
_ tingthe Nervous or Tendonous bodies near ir. But rhe next day I found the 
Patient unſatisfied how his Wound could cure fo dreſt, withour a Tent, and 
ofren murmuring that it would rankle; yet he continued pretty eafie,and did 
not bleed during thoſe three days. The fourth day at the opening we found 
no Blood but what was mixt with Maczcr, the Wound alſo lookt well ; ye. 
I complicd with the Patient, and pur ina ſhort Tent ſpread with rhe Dige. 
ſtive as before. The third day after we opened it, and ſaw upon the Dreſſing 
ſome {reſh Blood followed by a thick white Matter, as from a Phlegmyy, 
It precceded from an apoſtemation mace by the Elcaroticks. The Wound 
chus digeſting, I left off the uſe of the Tent, 1nd Dreſled 1t with a Dofii, 
and by good Embrocations, Comprets and Bandage endeavoured the pref 
fing out of the Matter: which accordingly leſſened each dreſſing,but was not 
well digeſted, nor free from ſome ſmall tinfture of Biood. Bur this proceeded 
- from his ill Habir of body, he being highly Scorbutical, and ſubje& ro Fain. 
ting, loſs of Appetire, and pituitous Swellings on his Feet. Upon which 
' account DoCtor W. was conſulted, and ſomewhat relieved him. Afrer his 
Wound was cured, I cauſed a {treighr pair of Stockings to be laced on both 
Legs, to reſtrain the Swelling, and prevailed with him to riſe daily : and after 
he was ablcro walk, he retired into the Country, but hath not yer got of 
the Diſeaſe he heightned by keeping within doors with this Jittle Wound, 
Doubrleſs this Cure had been ſpeedier, it immediately ar the firſt dreſſing 
his Leg had been bound up with Agelutinatives, and the whole committed 
to Nature. | 
6. O5fer- A poorteliow living in the Country was accidentally in letting blood prickt 
vat. of an jn an Artery. The Arm ſwelling and growing painful, he pur himſelf into 
Di in Another Barber-Chirurgeon's hands, who by unfit Applications rarified the 
lerring Tumour,and made way to the Extravaſation of the blood ; which increaſing the 
blood. Tumour, and rendering it ſolr, was ſuppoſed by the Barber to be a Suppura- 
Ttonoft Matter, He accordingly opened it by Knife or Lancet : at which an im- 
petuous Flux oi blood burſt torth, to the quantity of 4 flaggons, (as they told 
me.) They made a ſhift to ſtopit : but the Bandage being made roo hard and 
unequal, the Armſwclled, and inclined to gangrene. While this poor manlay 
thus aftlicted,we his Maje/?y's and Reyal Highneſſe's Chirurgeons, attending the 
Court,viiited him,and prepared for the taking up this Artery, or, in ca(e of fail 
ing, tocutoff his Arm. The Patientbeing taken our of his Bed, and placed 10a 
Chair towards the light, we took off the Dreſſings, and I viewed the Arm: 
where finding no Gangrene, according to the report of the Chirurgeon, but 
rather an Ecchymoſrs, we made a Bandage above the Wound, to prohibit the 
Influx of blood. One of the Chirurgeons making a gripe thercon, we made 
an Inciſion into the Tumour on the Inſide of his Arm,according to thc lengtlt 
ot It, over the Artery 3 andafter we had pulled out the coagulated blood,aud 
laid che Veſſel bare, we paſſed a Needle with a Ligature under the Artery,and 
tied ir, then cut off the ends of ir, and looſencd rhe Bandage above : and lecing

it bleed no more, we dreſſed it up with Pledgits dipt in the common Dipe- 
ſtive ex terebinth. cum vitel. ovi, applying them with pulv. Galeninext the Ar- 
rery, and lightly filled up the Wound with Pledgits of the Digeſtive dipt in 
alroſ, warm ; then embrocated the Arm with fome of the ſame Oil, and laid 
a diachalcit. Plaiſter over the Wound and Parts about, alſo applied ewpl. Pa- 
racelſs and diachalcit. over the Hand and Arm, which were cdematous. Then 
with Bandage we began arthe Hand, and rowled up to the Wound,taking a 
turn or two over it, and fo rowled up the 4xi/a.' He being returned again 
to his Bed, we placed his Hand upon his Breaſt, and felt his Pulſe beac ſtrong- 
yin that Wriſt, Ar the next dreſſing we found the Tumour diſperſed, the 
Wound freſh, and tolerably digeſted. We then paſſedanother Ligature up- 
on the Artery above the firſt, and in pulling the firſt rodividethe Artery be- 
ween the Ligatures, the Artery broke; which was as well. We dreſt it up 
25 before we had done, only leaving out the Powders. At the next Opening, 
finding the wound in a very good condition, the Lips of it being digeſted 
and contracted, we dreſt it up with mndif. Paracelfi, &c. Then ſeeing itin 
2 hopeful way of Cure, I returned to London, leaving the Patient to my Fel- 
lows, who dreſt it ſucceſsfully the ſpace of xo days without any appearance of 
blood. In ſome of their abſence the Barber-Chirurgeon dreſſed the Patient. 
Whether it was in wiping off the Knot, or crowding in Doflils, but it burſt 
out again : yet the Artery being divided, it ſoon ſtopt by the application of 
Colcot har, and from that time it bled no more. The ancient way of Deligati- 
onis, as I have already ſaid, by tying it in ewo diſtin places, and cutting 
the Artery off between: but the Patient's often fainting inrerrupred us in 
that work, And truly in this caſe, where a Barber was to be intruſted with 
the Cure, it had been better that the Artery had not been divided 5 for then 
t would not have been in his power to have rubb'd off the Ligature, and be- 
fore the Wound could have been ready to cicatrize, the Ligatute would have

Tendon, of the Arm,lies equal with the Vein, yet afterwards isnor ſo; or che Apertionig 
made too ſmall in the Skin, fo that part of the blood is choakt 1n, and lies there 
extravaſared, whence a ſmall Phlegmon ariſeth : or it may happen in ſome that 
are viell let blood, that yet through the indifpoſition or ill Habit of body, the 
Parr prick feſters, ( as they uſually ſay,) and groweth fore a day or two after, 
and,ifnegle&ed, may raiſe a Tumour, which lying upon the Nerve or Tendon, 
may at that time contratt the Arm. It a Boil in a Fleſhy part be painful, 
then much more theſe in the Joynts amongſt the Nerves and Tendons. Such 
Accidents have and will happen to all that let blood, whether Phyſicians or 
Chicurgeons : Which is the reaſon that ſome of ourold experienced Chirur- 
geons did, after letting blood, always apply a Pledgit of 4afilicon upon the 
Aperture with emplaſter. diachalcith. over it, which by its digeſtive quality ſe. 
cured it from corrupting. But we by a contrary way, as by a little Com. 
preſs dipt in Water, endeavour to reſtrain the flowing of the hot Serumto 
the Aperture; and we ſhould be laught at if we continued that old method of 
Dreſſing. Art the time we let people blood, they are commonly labouring 
under fome great Fermentation, or apprehend it ſo: no wonder thenift 
ſomerimes fall upon the Part, where it was invited by Bandage. I have been 
ſent for into the Country to a perſon, that, after a lerting blood, was ſeized 
with an Ery/ipelas or bilious Inflammation the whole length of the Arm. The 
Aperture in the Vein might poſſible be the cauſe ; but that place was not af 
flicted at all. Dr. Rz»ga/ complained once of a Chirurgeon, who was ſoun- 
conſcionable, as he ſaid, to ask five pounds for curing an Arm he had made 
ſore by his letting blood. Burt I hope no perſon is ſo ignorant or malicious, 
to impute ſuch Accidents to a PunCture of the Nerve or Tendon, 

For when they are really prickt, their Symptoms ( as you may read in all 
thoſe that have writ of them) are ſudden, with vehement Pain, Faintings, 
Convulſions, and attended with great Defluxions. They do nor terminate 
preſently in Suppuration, but gleet, and will not yield toa ſimple anodyne 
Cataplaſm of White-bread and Milk. 

Progno- AI Wounds of the Nerves and Tendons are dangerous, but more or {els 
tick. according as they are of uſe. Thoſe of the Nerves are attended with the fe: 
vereſt Symptoms, and ſeize the Patient more ſuddenly. Bur whether it be

In order to their Cure, there are other conſiderations required 3 and in the 
firſt place, whether the Nerveor Tendon lic open in-view, or under coverture 
of the Skin. If they lie covered under the Skin or Membrana adipoſa, thell 
you ought to open the Skin,thatthe Medicaments may penetrate to the woun- 
ded Nerve or Tendon. Your Medicaments proper in theſe Grievances ought

If in your uſe of theſe 
Medicaments your patient feels not the heat of them, or feels it vehemently, 
they are nor then rightly fitted , for in the former caſe they do not enough 
dry that Sanzes 3 in the latter they do inflame the part. If the Patient feel the 
hear moderately, the Medicine is good : but if from the uſe of the Medicine 
the Part itch and ſmart, and the Aperture made by PunCture gape, then the 
| Medicament is ſtronger than it ſhould be; lf the hardneſs go oft wich the con- 
rattion, and the Lips of the Wound relax, tis a good ſign. I hall give you 
one Obſervarion tor the farther confirmation.

night, in conſideration that ſhe had bled the ſpace of five miles in her return- 

ing back to Londoy, The ſecond day after I took off the Dreſſings, and fin- 
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ding leſs ſuſpicion of Frafture or Fiſſure in the Wound of her Forehead, 1 
brought the Lips of that Wound together with dry Stitches, and ſtrengthned 
choſe Sutures of the Eye-brow by the ſame Medicament , leſt the continuq] 
motion of the Lid ſhould relax them : then I dreſt it up asbetore, and madethe 
Bandage begin behind, bringing both the heads of the Rowler forward, paf, 
ſing one by another, to preſs the Lips of the Wound in the Forchead cloſe to- 
gether,and dreſt her Eye with ag. pomor. matar. wherein a few grains of Virrio| 
were diſſolved; by which Iremoved the Suffuſion upon the Cornea. Then 1 
applied upon her bruiſed Cheek Pulp of the Roots of Orpin beaten in a Mor. 
rar, with the White of an egg. Two days atter I dreſt her again, and finding 
that the dry Stitches kept thoſe Lips ot the Wound cloſe rogether, I cut off 
the other, and dreſt her with ſarcotick Powders, which ſupplied the place of 
Epuloticks; and that morning I let her blood in the Arm about ten ounceg, 
and purged her theday after with infuf. ſene. rhab. &c. By this the Defluxion 
was removed, and in the ſpace of ſeven days the Wounds were all perfeftly 
cured, and ſhereturned back the eighth day. 

A Servant of a Nobleman was wounded on the right Cheek over the 0 
zygoma, down the Muſcles of the ſame Cheek. In cleanſing of the Wound, 
I felt a peice of that Bone, which had been cur off by a flanting blow : it hy 
only by ſome fleſhy Fibres in the Wound. I took it out, and, inconfideratj- 
on the Part would not well admit of Bandage, I made two Stitches, bring- 
ing the Lips of the Wound even together, then ſprinkled the Suture with 
ſarcotick Powders, and dreſt it up as the former, The third day after, taking 
oft Dreſſings, and finding his Wound agglutinated, I cut our the Stitches, 
and dreſt him with ſome of the ſame Agplutinatives as before. Two dayg 
after, dreſſing him again, I tound his Wound perfectly cured. 

Whilſt I ſerved amongſt the Duxkirters, where Suck and Snee was agit 
were a faſhion, Ihad much of this ſort of work; and for your diverſion ſhall 
ſet you down one Inſtance in that kind. 

Whilſt our Squadron rode at Anchor in the Groiz, there came in ſome

rake him, repearing it ofren., One of our men beat him down, and fell with 
him ; then kneeling upon his breaſt, and holding his head down, he drew out 
a. Knife ſticking in his Saſh, and cut him from the-Ear cowards the Mouth, then 
from the Os zygoma to the neather Jaw. Now, ſaid he, you ſhall wear a Croſs, that 
the Devil do not carry you away. 1 was (ent for from the next houſe as a friend 
co that Religion, and fſtitcht the lips of the Wound cloſe together ; then 
ſprinkling them with a little pulv. Galen, applied Pledgits with a ſarcotick 
Unguent "and with Aſtringents and Bandage dreſſed him up. The next 
morning he was let biood, and the third day after I rook off rhe Dreſſings, 
and finding the Wound as it were agglutinated in the Slits, I cut out ſomeof 
the Stitches,ſprinkled rhe Wound asart firſt,and dreſſed him up with Sarcoticks, 
with Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day after I dreſt him again, and 
cut out the remaining Stitchesz and in a dreſſing or two more cured him. 
This being the work of Nature, who rarely faileth in aCting her part, it we 
perform ours, in retaining the Lips cloſe together, and defending them from 
Fluxion. The Patient was well pleaſed with his Cure, though there remained 
ſome marks of a Croſs. Theſe ſort of people wearing them with much pride 
in their Faces, as marks of their Courage. CHAP. 
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Of Wounds penetrating the Oeſophagus and Aſpera 
Ounds penetrating the Oeſophagics and Aſpera Arteria require to 
be ſtirched cloſe, eſpecially thoſe of the Oeſophagus, where the ſu. 


Arteria, 
V ſtenance and Salivaſo continually preſſeth into ir. Therefore if 


your ſtitches ſlacken before the internal Wound be agglutinated, you ought to 
make new ſtitches, or paſs Needles or Pins through the Lips of the Wound, 
nd with ſtrong Thread twiſted abour them, as ina Hair-lip, keep them cloſe 
together, till the Wound be united. During which, dreſs it up with Aggluti- 
ntives, and preſcribe a thin Diet ; ſo ſhall you cure the Wound in few days,

ſwelled and inflamed, I cur the Stitches open, and gave vent to a bloody $,. 

Finding by ſearch with my Proþy 
the Wound wanted little of paſſing through, I embrocated and dreſt it up with 
a (hort Tent armed with my common Digeſtive, and endeavoured by gogd 
Bandage to cure ir, But ir nor yielding thereto, I paſſed a Seton-needle 
through, diſcharging the Matter downward, and atter that Apertion was dj. 
geſted, I dilared it, and kept a Tent there a few days, during which, the up- 
per part of the Wound healed up 3 and the Wound below digeſting well, and 
the Matter daily leſſening, I alſo healed that up. This I inſert ro ſhew youth 
fach Wounds ought nor to be ſtirchr, but dreſt up with Aſtringents, Comprek 
and Bandage; for fo theſe Wounds in a good habit of body, with Comprej 
and Bandage, do frequently apglutinate in a few daysz whercas dreſt by Tents 
they are of longer continuance, and rendercd ar laſt difficult of Cure, 

WhilelI was in the X7zg's Service 1n the time ot the War in the Weſt Coun 
try, 1 was fetched to Captain 4. who in fighting a Duel was run throuph 
the Thigh with a broad Sword: I was alſo fent for ar the fame time to the 
other. 1 haſtily dreſt this Officer's Thigh with Pledgits ſpread with Sarcoricks, 
and ſome aſtringent Powders mixc with the Whites of Eggs, applying them 
over both the Orifices, and bringing the Lips of them cloſe, with Compreb 
and Bandage, and fo left him to be by his Servants put to bed. From thencel 
went to dreſs the other, 'who had many little Wounds on his Fingers, Hands, 
and Head, Army returnlT viſited my former Patient, whom I found in his bed 
with lirtle pain. The ſecond day after I attended him, and finding all in good 
temper, without pain or (ſwelling, I dreſt the Wounds as I had done betore, 
there being good ſigns that rhey would heal up by Agglutination z for there 
was little either of Matter, Pain or Swelling. If it had appearcd inflamed 
with Tumour or Pain, I ought then to have dilated the Orifice moſt diſtemper: 
ed: and if-they had both ſuffered, I might have kepr them both open with 
ſmall ſhort/Tents ſpred with the common Digpeſtives, and have let him blood, 
and proceeded as in a Body ill habired ; but there was no need, there only 
required a quiet poſition of the Parr, which he ſubmitted to, and was happily 
curcd in 7 or 8 days. This was really performed by the Balſam of his blood, 
I ncither bleeding nor purging him in the time of his Cure. 

A fat Gentleman came from Rocheſter wounded in the Thigh with a Tuck. 
It was much inflamed, by rcafon of the Tent in it, which was very long; Bs 
young Chirurgeon ſuppoſing the Wound could nor be cured unleſs the Tent 
rcached to the bottom of ir. I threw out the Tent, and dreſſed the mou

"The next day hethe arm 
complaining of pain, I opened the Wound, and found it rented on both Ori- 
fices, the Arm ſwelled, and a little: diſturbed ; as Wounds in-that place are 
ſybjeCt to be, when the blood is ſhut in by Tents, and not dreft rationally by 
Aſtringents and good Bandage, The Swelling was moſt between the: two 
Orifices,and appeared afterwards to be the blood choaked in by the ſtreightaeſs 
ofthe Bandage, and was nor likely to yield otherwiſe than by Suppuration. 
Lfomented -the wounded Member with Diſcutients; and kept both rhe Ori 
fices open with ſmall Tents dipt in the common Digeſtive, embrocating the 
Parts abour cum ol. rof. © gutt. aliquot aceti, and applying over all ewpl, & bole. 
The third dreſſing there appeared blood from that Orifice in the inſide of the 
Arm.

[X 7Ounds of the Breaſt are penetrating, or not. If they do penetrate, 
chen we are to conſider the depth; whether it be only between the 
Mediaſtinum, \n the hollow Cavity of that, in the lower part of the Breaſt; 
or wherher it penetrate into the Cavities of the Thorax, or what the Parts are 
thar be hurt. How the Breaſt is circumſcribed with the Symptoms of each 

Part when hurt, you may find in the following Diſcourſe of Gun ſho. 
Siens of ThE S:gns of Wounds penetrating are diſcovered by the proportion 
penetra- the Searching-candle or Probe, which enters into the Cavity. You may alſo 
ting perceive when it penetrates the Cavities of the Thorax, by laying a Down- 
wound. feather upon the Wound, or by holding a ligbred Candle near ir, the Patient 
holding his breath the whilſt. In this caſe the Wind (or Air ) will move the 
Feather or Flame ; it it do not blow away the one, and extinguiſh the other, 
The Air alſo makes a noiſe 1n its paſſing forth. Sometimes it is diſcovered by 
the quantity of blood diſcharged by the Wound or Mouth, or both, with Dif: 

ficulty of breathing. 

p.o.s. Wounds in the hinder part of the Thorax are reckoned dangerous, by re 
fiikk fon of theNervesand Tendons and it they penetrate that way, there is ano 
ther danggom the great Veſſels of blood, which are nearer to the Weapon 
in this caWhan in thoſe Wounds which are made forward ; yer all Wounds 
in the Breaſt are dangerous, by reaſon of the continual motion of the Lungs, ' 
and of the blood that falls down on the Diaphragma, and corrupts it. If the 
Lungs be wounded deep amongſt the preat Veſſels, though they eſcape the 

firſt nine days, yer they commonly terminate in a Phthifis or Fiſtula. 
Cure. A Wound in the external part of the Breaſt is cured as a ſimple Wound. - 
It it penetrate, you are to endeavour firſt thereſtraining the blood ; then that 
the extravaſated blood be diſcharged ; and .thar either by rhe Mouth, by 
ExpeRoration, or by the Wound, or by Urine, The way by Urine " 
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ab Aquapend. ſays is by a branch of the Azygos, which, faith he, paſſeth 
near the Diaphragma, by the Spine, to the Emulgents. Thoſe that own the 
Circulation will hardly allow of his Hypotheſis : however, if the marter of 
fa&t be true, that there is ſomerimes a diſcharge by Urine, which I confeſs I 
havenot yer obſerved in my own praCtice, it will be reaſonable to propoſe, 
as he doth, in this caſe, Diureticks, as decoT. capill. Veneris, polytrich. rad. pe- 
traſelin. beton apii, feniculi, aſparagi ; alſo Ptiſans, with ol. ſulphar. vitriol.

The lecond way is by ExpeCtoration ; and thereto ſerye deco peforale,

Lond. is full. This I have mentioned for their ſakes who cannot have a Phy- 
fician. Bur here I leave this work to them, thoſe Cures confiſtirg much in 
their well ordering and preſcribing internal Remedies; contenting my elf 
in the Dreſſing of the Wound as it appertains to Chirurgery. In the creat: 
ing of which there is a Queſtion, whether the Wound ſhould be kept open, whether 
or agglutinated, They that are for a ſpeedy Apgglutination, do urge ir, left 4h agg 
the internal Air corrupt the Parts. within, and the heat expire. They that hom open 
propoſe rhe keeping them open, do defign thereby a readier diſcharge of 97 nor. 
Matter. For, faith Aquapendert. if the Matter be to be diſcharged by Urine,

5. Obſer- A Gentleman of abour 23 years ot age, of a full Body, was woundedin the 
var.of Breaſt and right Arm. He was carricdinto the next houſe, and dreſſed by 2

and right Colick and Dyſurie. Theſe Symptoms happening thus upon his Wounds, 
arm. gaveſome occaſion tothink they proceeded from the Wound inflited on the 
Breaſt ; bur were indecd the effeQts of his ill habit of body and manner of living3 
for he had been a Good fellow, and at that time over- warmed with Drink, 
and had lain upon a Pallet that night in a cold Chamber, which roger 
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ſeemed cauſe ſufficient for his complaint : however Bleeding was repeated. 
Fomentations were alſo applied to the Abdomen, Clyſters adminſtred, and all 
things done which were proper in ſuch caſes ; Purging excepted, in confidera- 
tion of his Wounds: the one whereot was ſaid ro be on the Region of the 
Heart, and the other in the Artery of the Arm. The third day after we prepa» 
red to dreſs his Wounds, and found the one, lying upon the Sternoz, pene- 
trating under the Skin to the Cartilago enfiformis, whereour we pull'da Tent, 
near two inches long, and proportionably big. "The other was a PunQture on 
the outſide of the Arm, with a Tent crowded into it. I dreſſed this latter 
Wound with a Piedpit ſpread with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. & empl. e Lolo, and 
intwo or three dreſſings cured it, To the other I applied ſome of the ſame 
Digeſtive upon a ſmall Tent ;- and having embrocated the adjacent Parts 
with ol. rof. I uſed empl. e bolo with Compreſs and Bandage, and deſigned 
that way to cure it. But the Sizus being depending, and the Wound diſturb- 

& by the unreaſonable great Tent, hindered the Apglutination : wherefore 
after a dreſſing or two [ inipt it open with a Pair of Probe-ſciſſors, and cured 
it by incarning, &c. The Wounds appearing ſo inconſiderable, the Patient 
was purged, and the Dy/uria remitted : buta few hours after he was ſeized 
with a pain in his left Hip, for which he was again ler blood, Plaiſters were 
applied, and: Purping repeated. But after all, a Diarrbza happened, which 
freed him of the Sciatick pain. Being thus relieved, he obſerved no longer 
the ſtrict Rules prefcribed him, but rook the liberty roecar and drink as he liſt- 
ed, and attributed his Recovery to thar. e. : 
A perion run through the Body the breadth of three fingers under the right 6. Obſer- 
Clavicle,and out below the Scapula, was firſt dreſt by a Chirurgeon near the 7% * 
place where be was wounded. I came ſome hours after, and found him in bed through 
faint and weak, but without Pain or Difficulty of breathing. The next day 1 tbe Body: 
met Dr. Bacon Phyſician, and Mr. Shocque Chirurgeon to his Highneſs Prince 
Rupert. The Paticnt had reſted very ill the preceding night, his wound in 
his Back had bled very much, even quite through the Bed, he had alſo foul- 
ed many Napkins in coughing up blood. We took the dreſſings off the 
Wound in his Breaſt, from whence there had been ſome blood diſcharged, 
and more came out ſoon after. I dreſt up the Wound with a ſhort Tenr 
dipt.in a little tereb:nth. cam farin, volatili, and a tew of our agglurinative 
Powders mixed with the Yolk of an egg, and applied exzpl, diachalcith. over 
it, The other Wound under the Scaps/a was painful, but ſo ſmall, chat ir 
Was not reaſonable in our judgment ro keep 1t open. We therefore laid a 
Pledpir of the ſame Mixture with a Plaiſter upon that, and from that time 
dreſt it no more 3 bur dreſſed the Wound in his breaſt daily, and repeated 
VenxſeCtion as occaſion offered, The third day hecought up blood,and ſome 
little iſſued from his Wound that day and the next. Four or five days after [ 
waited upon him to his Lodgings in Loudon : by the way he cought ſome 
blood, and ſomore or leſs day and night; but by rhe care of his Phyſicians ic 
leſſened daily, and his Wound being better digeſted, I kept rhg Orifice open 
by a ſhort hollow Tent made of a Sparadrope, which was compoſed ot refizt. 
pin, gum, ammoniac. bdellium, galban. terebinth.© cera, with pulv. zreos, dipping 
it in alittle mel. roſ. This way of dreſſing Icontinued uncil the coughing of 
blood diminiſhed, from 12 Napkins in a day and night ro 10, 8,7,4,2, 1x5 
yea to 1 in week. After I ſaw no blood one way or other, nor any Symp- 
tom of 111, I deſired his Phyſicians and others might be conſulted rogether 
and feverally; and baving all their poſitive judgments for throwing out the 
, Tent, and healing up the Wound, I did ſo, and in a weak morecured him. 
Five or ſix days after he fent me his thanks, by his Seryant - after which 
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I made him a viſit, and there met Dr. W:/l;s, who inquiring of me whether 
his Wounds were cured, I defired the Patient that he would ſhew the Dg- 
or whether they were or not. He preſently ſtript himſelf of his Shirt,and 
au che Doftor, who both ſaw and felt the Cicatriſes, and replied, They 
are well. 
7. Obfer- A Young wan wounded in the Breaſt,. labouring under very preat Pain 
ER. and Difficulty of breathing, with a Cough, ſent for me late one night ang 
the Breaſt, ſhewed me ſome little blood he had then cought up. He had been woundeg 
the night before by a man ſtanding at a Door ſome lteps higher than him. 
ſelf, as it wereover him, thruſting his Rapier into his Breaſt, within two fin. 
gers breadth of the right Clavicle, downward into the Lungs. The Patiene 
ran into that Houſe bleeding much, and was ſeized with ſuch Difficulty of 
breathing, that he was forced to ſtretch his Arms ar length over his Heaq, 
without which doing he could not breath. He had been ler blood twice, and 
preſcribed Prifans, G&c. but for all this he was very little relieved. I preſently 
let him blood about ten ounces, and ordered the Apothecary to give him z 
draught of aq. papaver. cum ſyr. ale meconio &# de rof. ſiccis, with a little aq. Saxe. 
nie frigid. and againſt the next morning appointed them to ſend for a Phyſi. 
clan to meet me. They did fo. When I came in the morning, I found the 
Patient marvellouſly relieved, and reſolved to remove him (he being then in 
Scotland-Tard ) to his Lodgings in Wild-ſtreet. In the preſence of his Phyſician 
Dr. St. I took off the Dreſſings, found his wound ſmall, and healed up with. 
in, but not cicatrized: which ifir had, yerthe Wound within was fo much 
below this without, that it was not capable of diſcharging the Matter, and fo 
not worth my attendance, their Cure indeed conſiſting in internal Preſcripti- 
ons. However he continued me with his Phyſician, and we bled him again, 
taking away about Zvijj. ot blood, and proceeded in the method of Cure uſy- 
al in ſuch caſes. Thar afternoon the Patient, unknown to me, purſued his 
intention of removing to his old Lodging in Wild:fireet, where going up 
three pair of Stairs to his Chamber, he relapſt into the former Difficulty of 
breathing, with pain, and cought much blood. The morning after we met 
there together again. The patient ſeemed to us quite ſpent, labouring under 
oreat oppreſſion 3 and by his pains about the Diaphragma and Back there was 
ſuſpicion of extravaſated Blood. We bled him ſome 4 or 5 ounces more, and 
repeated Embrocations , Lohochs, pectoral /DecoCtions, &c. and got off 
this difficulty in 5 or 6 days : then [left him. | But after thar by diſorder he 
relapſed apain, yet was freed again the fame way by his Phyſician, and re- 
covered to be hang'd art laſt. 
The au- Of all theſe wounded Patients, and many more I have helpt to cure, Inc- 
mor» yer faw any that I could fay paſſed their Diſeaſe by Urine, nor many of 
concern. them that vented their Urine well during the time of their lying under theſe 
ing the Wounds; nor have I often ſeen them who recover expeCtorate any ſuch 
oebas* quantity of Matter, as might be thought to proceed from the great quanti- 
nies of the Ty of Blood cxtravaſated. They cought freſh blood moſt of them, like to whar

Whar 
ternal Viſcera are wounded, may be gueſſed by the external Parr hurc, bur 
nore certainly by rheir peculiar Symptoms. 

Wounds nor penetrating are without danger. Thoſe in the middle of the Progno«

3. Contuſions are confiderable whether they be with a Wound, or nor. 
Thoſe without a Wound are for the moſt part accompanied with oreat Con- 
cuſſions, and ſometimes Fiſſure and Frafture, or depreſſion of one or both 
Tables: in which cafe the ſpongy medullary interval that intercedes between 
the 2 Tables is frequently broken into its minute Fibres, and fqueezed tope. 
ther. Hereupon Extravaſation of blood followeth, and other Accidents thar 
will be taken notice of in the Prognoſticks and in the Obſervations. | 

4- Next to theſe are Contuſions with Wounds, which are generally at. 
tended with Fracture properly ſo called, where a piece 1s wholly divided 
from the reſt of the Scull. This Frafture ſometimes conſiſterh of many pie. 
ces, ſome whereof are depreſt upon the Membranes, yea into the Brain it ſelf. 
while others lie intangled in the Fleſh. 

5. Next to theſe are Wounds made by any ſharp Weapon, which, accor. 
ding to the force, cutteth into the Bone many ways, which Curs are called Se. 
des, and are reckoned amongſ the Fraftures z and ſo thoſe made by Pole-axe, 
Halberd, and fuch obtuſe heavy Weapons, may juſtly be termed. Bur thoſe , 
made by a Sword have ſeemed to me Wounds, and not Fractures ; and when 
they do not penetrate the-firſt Table, require no other Cure than that of 
Wounds 3 as may be ſeen in ſome of the Obſervations. But when the Pene. 
tration is deep, I do treat it as a Fracture, and 1o ) place it here, 

6. Out of theſe proceed ſeveral Species of compound Fractures; as the 
Ecpiefma, Camarofis, Eccope, &c. Which every man s experience will luppeſt 
ro him. of 

Celſus, in his 8. Book and 4. Chapter, adviſes, when you are called to aPa. 
tieht in ſuch caſes as above mentioned, to enquire whether he was ſtunned 
or fell down with the Blow, or vomited preſently after. You are alſo toen- 
quire how he was hurt, whether by Blow, or Fall. - For irom the forceof the 
Weapon,and manner of the Fall, you may ſhrewdly guels at the caſe. You are 
allo to confider the Tumour, whether it be great, or ſmall. It there be a Wound, 
nothing is more ſure than your Finger to diſcover the Fracture, It you feel any 
Aſperity, if it be not a Suture, you may be ſureit isa Fiſlure or Frafture. But 
ſuppoſing there be neither Wound nor Tumour, yer if the Patient ſuffer un- 
der a Palſic in any part, or lic ſtupefied or raving, itis moſt certain the Mem- 
branes of the Brain are oppreſt. And if the Hair lie cut in the Wound, you may 
ſuppoſe the Cranium hurt, it being no ſmall force can divide Hair in thar place. 
The holding a Thread between the Teeth, or biting a Cruſt, ' is mentioned 
by Authors asa way to find out a FraQture ; bur I think it of no great m0- 
ment, unleſs the Frafture be near or under the Temporal Muſcle. 

Wounds of the Head,according to Hippocrates, are not without danger,how 
ſlight ſo ever they may appear to common judgment. Inciſed Wounds of the 
Hairy ſcalp reaching to the Craninm, cut by a Rapier, are the leaſt dangerous 
or difficult ' of Cure. Thoſe made by a Halberd, Bill, and ſuch like heavy 
Weapons, are not without danger; fo alſo thoſe made by Puncture with a 
Dagger. By how much the nearer they penetrate to the Brain, ſo much the 
moredangerous they are. All Contuſtions of the Head are ro be ſuſpected, for 
from thoſe the greateſt Symptoms do ariſe. If in laying open the Cranium the 
Patient recover not his Senſes, you may ſuſpe& an Extravaſation of blood 
under the Dura mater; in which caſe his Lite is in great hazard. Thoſe Fra: 
Ctures made by Gun-ſhot do for the moſt part bear picces of the Scull in- 
to the Brain, and ſo may be determined mortal, Bur be the Hurt what it 
will, if it penetrate not farther than the Pura mater, it is curable, if it

be timely laid open, and dreſſed, as ſhall be ſhewed in their proper pla- 
ces. 

We begin with the Care of ſimple Contufions of the Hairy ſcalp happening Cure. 
by Blow or Fall, attended with Pain, Inflammation, and Tumour. In or- 
der to the preventing or.removing of which, you ought in the firſt place to- 
ſhave off the Hair, it there be any, and embrocate the tumour and Parts about 
cum 01. roſ. myrtyl. & aceto, and apply this or ſuch like Cataplaſm on the affe- 
ed Parts : Bt far. hord. fabar. an.Zvj. pulv. unc. cupreſſ. balauſt. aluminis roch; 
zj. roſe ruby. 3v). ol. roſ. Ziij. album. ovor, nam. iy. acett q. /. fat Cataplaſma. Aﬀter 
you have thus dreſſed the Patient, let him blood in the Arm or Neck of the 
ſame fide, and ſome hours after let a Clyſter be adminiſtred and lay him to 
reſt at night with a Draught ofan Emulſion of the cold Seeds, &c. The next 
day repeat the former method of dreſſing; and after you have thereby re- 
ſtrained the aftlux of Humours, you may foment the remaining Tumour 
with Red wine wherein. have been boiled fol. betonic. flor. anthos, ftxchad. 
cham. roſ. rub. bacc myrtill. &c. and embrocate with ol. roſe && cham. But if it 
grow hard and painiul, and threaten Apoſtemation, foment it with deco. 
ſuumitat. malve, rad. althee, ſem. lini& ſenugreci, and make a Cataplaſm of 
the Feces, adding far. hord. &c. And it it ſuppurate, treat it as a Phlegmon, 
Butit che Pain do mitigate, and the Tumour be continued with extravatated 
blood, as in an Fcchymoſrs, you ought then to diſcuſs and dry up the Sero- 
ity by ſuch like: Be far. hoard. fabar. an. Ziij. flor, roſ. rub. bacc myrtill. an 3j. 
ſummit. abfinth. fol. beton. flor. ſambuci, cham. an. 3iij. ſem. cymin. 3) pulver. & 
tw: 73 vin. rub. addend. 'mell. com. ij. ol roſ. © cham. an. q. ſ. fiat Cataplaſma. 
[ by theſe the Humour doth not dry up, nor the Tumour ditcuſs, open it, 
ad digeſt and cure it as in its proper Obſervation will be ſhewed. It there 
&k a Concuſſion with the Tumour, you ought to begin with letting blood, 
and repeat it as you ſee occaſion, even to failing of the Spirits ; and keep the 
body ſoluble by Clyſters; alſo contemperate the Ferment in the blood by fre- 
quent Draughts of Emulſions, &©c. The external Applications are much the 
lame as have been aboveſaid, by ſhaving oft che Hair, and embrocating the 
tlead and Neck cam ol. roſ. myrtiÞl. aihum. ovor. &* aceto, and applying Carta- 
plaſms as aboveſaid decofted in Red wine or Oxycrate, After ſome days, 
when the Symproms are remitted, apply empl. Vigonis ad contufiones, or this 
blowing, which is alſo his; BR furfur. tritic. Zi. far. lentium Zij. flor. reſ- 
ub, bacc. myrtill. balauſt. an.3j. calam. aromatic, 3iſs. flor. chanz. melilot, an.5\5. 
Mes cupreſſ. num. vj, pulver omnia, &* coquant. in vin. auſter, q. ſ. ad conſiſt. Ca- 
taplaſm. addendo ol. roſe. cham, an. Ziy. Or with Wax, &c. you may make it in 
the form of a Cerote. Fomentations may likewiſe be made of the toreſfaid 
Ingredients. Butin caſe the Concuſſion do nor ceaſe by the preſcribed Re- 
ies, then lay open the ſuſpe&ted Part, and proceed as hereafter ſhall be 

ewed. 
- In great Contulions withouta Wound, if the Tumour be large, fcel pap- 
py, and increaſe notwithſtanding your application of Retrigerants 3. you may 
lupe&t the quantity of Serum raiſing the Tumour to proceed . from within, 
through ſome Fiffure in Cranio. In which caſe ( having conſidered the Sym- 
ptoms ) make Incifion into the Tumour proportionably. And if you teel no 
part of the Craniam bare or depreſt, dreſs ic up with Digeſtives, and make 
your Applications over it of ſuch Medicaments as have been preſcribed in the 
former Contuſions, And if thereupon the Tumour do flat, and the Wound 
lipeſt, proceed in the Cure accordingly. But if their be Depreſſion, or 
ther ill Symproms of internal Parts hurt, lay the Hairy ſcalp more open, 
and make way tor farther inſpeCtion, 


In 
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Simplein- Tn the Cure of Wounds of the Head, it they be made by a Rapier dividing 
_ the Scalp to the Cranium, nay though it cut the Scull, if there beno Symptom 
" ofan internal Hurt, the Lips of the Wound ought to be brought cloſe loge- 
ther, and healed by Apgglutination. The Stitching of theſe Wounds is obje&eq 
againſt by ſome,leſt Matter ſhould be thereby pent in,and foul the Bone, Bux 
if you can ſatisfic your ſelf that the Wound ought ſpeedily to be healed, the 
work. is ſafe,if done judiciouſly. Abroad in Spaix I have ſeen them as common. 
ly ſtirchedas other inciſed Wounds : and in the Wars we ſtitched them fue. 
cefsfully 3 and here in Town I have ſtitched up great Wounds of the Haiz 
ſcalp. However you ought not to crowd theſe Wounds with Doffils,for there. 
by you may raiſe a Fever,and prolong the Cure.Therefore having clipt away the 
Hair,drefs the Wound cum pulv. Galen. & empl.e bolo,or fome Detenſative, with 
Compreſs and Bandage bringing the Lips cloſe together and aſterwards let the 
Patient blood, if he did not bleed ſufficiently at the Wound : and the day fol. 
lowing adminiſter a Clyſter, if the Body requireit. Ar the next drefling,embro. 
cate the Parts about cum ol. roſ. &c. and dreſs the Wound with iniment. Arcej 
upon Pledpits,and it will ſoon cure. But if the Lips of the Wound were not te. 
tained cloſe together at the firſt dreſſing, it may be neceſſary to dreſs it with 
Dipeſtives ex terebinth. &c. embrocating the Parts abour, and apply Plaiſters 
accordingly, Thus ina few daysall theſe inciſed Wounds may be cured, 
wrt One Smith, ſometime a Tanner in Cheſter, wasafrerwards a Captain of a 
Inciſed Company of Dragoons, which he pick up in haſt, to diſturb us in ourRe. 
wound treat from the Battel of Worceſter. He was wounded by ſome of our Soul. 
mranrerie wiers tranſycrſe the right Temporal Muſcle, and was bleeding almoſt to death 
poral when[ was brought to his Quarters. I ſtirched his Wound, taking the Ar- 
Muſcle. tery up with the Lips, and, for want of other Remedies, dreſt it with a littk 
Wheart-flower and the White of an egg, applying over it a Compreſs preſt 
out of Vinegar with convenient Bandage. The third day after I rook off 
Dreſſings, and found the Lips near apgglutinated. I being then better provi. 
ded by an Apothecary from Warrington, ſprinkled the Lips of the Wound 
with pulv. tharis & ſang. dracon. and applied a Pledgit ſpread with /iniment. 
Arcei, and overit ewpl. diachalcit. Theſecond day after I cut the Stitches,and 
applied Epuloticksz and afterwards by a Dreſfiing or two more cured him. [ 
am ſure he was well of his Wounds betore he had recruited his Spirits he loſt 
with his Blood. 
>a In Wounds of the Head which you cannot cure by the firſt Intention, as 
Headwich Where they are inflicted by a Weapon with an obtu ſe edge, or where there is 
loſs of Joſs of Subſtance, as part of the Lips torn oft, there you muſt digeſt ; and to 
bane that purpoſe the common Digeſtive ex zerebinth. cum viteli. ovi;& farin. hord, 
1s proper. It may afterwards ſerve for a Deterfive, if you add mel. comm. ant 
roſat. pul ireos. ſarcocol. &c., With a farther addition of Myrrh and Aloes,it isa 
good Sarcotick. Or you may incarn with linzment. Arce;, which was by him 
Uzitae- deſigned for Wounds of the Head. Vigocommends this 3 B ol. roſac. 3 vj. ob, m4: 
Mantis: ſlich, Zij.pingued, vitulin.porcin.an.Ziv. fab. plantag,matrisſylue.beton.pimpineli#, | 
Jive. piloſelle, flor. anthos, an. Ms. vini odoriferi cochl. iii. coquantur ad conſutipt- 
vin; colat. adde maſtich. gumm. elemi, refine, pin. an.

Ziv. cereq. ſ, It in the incarning the 
Wound the Fleſh prow luxurious, touch ir with a Vitriol-ſtone, and it will 
deterge, and diſpoſe ir to cicatrize; which you may then complete with 
Pledgits of Lint preſt out of ſpir. vin, aq. calcis, &c, 
In Wounds made by Contuſion where the Cranium is a little naked, you 
ought not preſently to croud in Doſlils: for if that contuſed Fleſh be wei 


digeſted, the Bone will incarn underneath with the Wound without much 
difficulty» 
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difficulty. In-thoſe of the worſt Habit of body I have happily incarned, by 
keeping the Orifice a little open by a ſmall Doſlil preſſed our of ſpir. vinz, and 
defending the Parts about irom Fluxion by Medicaments and Bandage, as 
hath been ſhewed in ſuch caſes. Take care that the Matter be not ſhut in by 
your Dreſſings; for thereby the Wound may be made more hollow, and the 
Cure prolonged. To prevent which, I have been ſometimes neceſlitated to 
zoply a Comprels round, leaving a hole in the middle of it, for the diſcharge 
of Matter, whillt the Parts about incarned by Compreſſion. 

But it che Wound be with ſo great Contuſion, that it caſts oft a Slough, 
and leaves the Crayzum much naked 3 though it be not fouled either by the Mat- 
ice or Air, yet it will then be neceſſary to raſp its for the Bone is naturally 
ſmooth and ſlippery, as if it were poliſhed, and Fleſh difficultly growerh up» 
on it. Wherefore to haſten the Cure, you ought by the authority of Galen 
and the molt practical men, to raſp the Bone thin, till you ſee the blood ready 
ro come out ot it : the Bone will thereby be the ſooner ſupplied with materi- 
als for generation of Fleſh. Bur if your Patient will not admit of Raſparories, 
then you ought to keep your Doſſils cloſe to the Lips of the Wound, and 
make your Exfoliation from the edges, that the ſound part may thruſt «ff che 
zotten Bone, For neither Crabs-eyes, nor any Medicine inwardly preſcri- 
bed, or Wine outwardly applied with Lint, or other Medicaments to the 
middle of a Bone, will fignific any thing to the Exfoliation of ir: nay, the 
while you are ſo trifling, the Matter from the edges will rot the Bone under- 
neath, and in continuance pierce through the firſt Table, and run down be- 
| tyeen the two Tables, thereby doing much miſcief, and ſo will put you upe 

mthe uſe of the Terebra. Afcer the Bone is ſcraped, you may dreſs them with 
Pledgits dipt in /ziment. Arcez hot. It it require Digeſtion otherwiſe, apply 
them preſt out of ſpir. vizz, eicher ſimply, or ſuch wherein hath been infuſed 
julv. radic. ireos, ariſtoloch. peucedan, &Cc. 

If in a Wound of the Head made by a Sword the Scull be cut ſlanting off, 
orinto the ſec.-nd Tabie, it there be no Symptoms of Concuſſion, you ought 
not to jay «pen ihe Wound to ſer on a T7erebra, but cleanſe and dreſs 1t up 
with a prop--rtionab'e Dofſil preſt out of /pir. vini, and digeſt the Lips of the 
Wound as aboveſaia, and attend the Exfoliation ; then heal it. Some Aus- 
thors have au viſed the Raſping of theſe Bones; bur in rhis caſe it is needleſs : 
or if the Bane be dreſled as I have ſaid, the Fleſh will ſoon ariſe in that Cur 


| of the Bone, and wake Extoliation of what is neceſſary, and incarn it, with- 
out your farther trouble. 


If the Cranum be hurt by a ſharp cutting Weapon, it cannot be without pigure 5 
Solution of continuity in the Hairy ſcalp : but by a Fall or Blow the Scull may Ccraniv. 
be fiffured or traftured, and the Hairy ſcalp whole, and this FraQure or Fiſfure 
may be under the Contuſion, or in ſome other Parts. If the Symptoms do de- 
monſtrate that there is a Fracture or Fifſure, you are then without delay to 
open che Hairy ſcalp according as the Part will admit, angularly, or in the 
manner of a Cr«1s,or of the Letter T, that the Fracture may be diſcovered by ,,,;,q 
he raiſing of it up with its Pericranzum. For if you ſhall in doubriul Fiſſures round in- 
or Fractures makea round Inciſion, and take out the whole piece; then, it ny ag 
there chance to be no Fiſſure,you have-made your elf a long work ro littie pur- mite. 
poſe : and if the Fillure run under the Hairy ſcalp tarther than you made your 
Incifion, you may then be neceſſitated ro cur it open that lenyth : by which ir 
will appear you have through miſtake laid it open more than was neccffary in 
one place, anc coo lirtle in another, doing that which neithier Hippocrates nor 
Wy judicious Chirurgeon would ever allow. Whereas if you had laid ir 
Open by a crols inciſion, you might by only raiſing the Scalp haye diſco. 
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vered the Fifſure or Frafture: and if yer part of the Fiſſure or Fracture 
had lain 'undiſcovered, you might have ftrercht your Incifion to it : ang 
in caſe after all there had been no Frafture nor Fiſſure, which often happens, 
eſpecially in Contrafiſſures, then you might have laid the Hairy Scalp down 
again, and caſily cured itz which by an cxciſion of parr of the Scalp yg 
cannot do. 

As to what may be obje&ted, that the raiſed-up Lip might be troubleſome 
to the Chirurgeon in his work, and painful to the Patient 3 there is no ſuch 
thing : for if the Incifion be made the way propoſed by the Ancients, and 
that the Fracture or Fiſſure be all in your view, you may order the Lips of 
the Wound as you pleaſe. 

The Craxium laid bare, you are to fill up the place opened with Dofſils of 
dry Lint, or preſſed out with Red Wine or Oxycrate, or a Sponge preſt our of 
either of the ſame Liquors; and apply a Plaiſter over all ot diachakith, ma. 
laxed with ol. rof. cum aceto, and bind it up. _ 

At the next dreſſing you muſt conſider the Fiſſure: If it be fo ſmall, that 
you doubt whether it be one or nor, then wet it with Ink, and wipe it off 


again, and the Ink will diſcover where the Fiſſure is. Bur if it do not, then 


this Emplaſter may be applied : Re. cere move flave, thuris, ladani, an, Jij, 
farin. fabar. terebinth. aceti, an 3j. Miſce ad ignem, You ought co apply it 
on the ſuſpe&ed Part, and the next day, where you ſhall find ir moiſt, there 
you are to rugine it. 

Falbopins tell us, rhat where the Craninm is contuſed, certain Spots will ap- 
pear red, nor unlike thoſe white ones which are uſual inthe Nails of the fin. 
gers 3 but after the third day the blood exhales, and that redneſs ceafeth, If 
by the Emplaſter you diſcover the Fiſfure, or that the Bone contules, youare 
to raſp the contuſed Part the whole length « to which purpoſe you ought to 
be furniſhed with various ſorts of Raſpatories, Whilſt you are working with 
them, the Lips of the Wound ought to be covered with ſome ſoft Linen, 
that you neither hurt them, nor yet the Air offend them. Sometimes very 
ſmall Fiſſures, how inconſiderable ſoever they may ſeem, are the cauſe of the 
Patient's death, there being often found extravaſated blood upon the Dura m- 
zer, and the Veins broken, either by the Concuſſion from the Blow, or by the 
rough edges of the inner Table. Therefore you are to conſider the Sym- 
ptoms, and accordingly lay open the Wound either by Raſpatories, or other- 
wile cutting into it, ſo as the Sanies may be diſcharged, and the aſperity taken 
away. Bur if there be a Fracture of the Cranium, you ought to ſatisfie your 
ſelf whether ir be in one or both Tables : if in both, then, whether the De- 
preſſion of the Bone be great, and what Fiſſure there is : and accordingly 
make way to relieve the Dura mater underneath; for it cannot' be without 
great diſturbance, viz. Inflammation, Fever, and. Delirium; from whence 
Coma, Convulfions, Palfies, and Death enſue, if negle&ted. Bur if there be 
a Fiſſure ſo large as to diſcharge the Seroſity, you may take more deliberation 
in laying it open, orraſping the Bone. If it be otherwiſe, then the Trepan ought 
to be applied, to pive vent to the Serum, and to make way for the raiſing the 


 Cepreſt Bone. Bur if the Bone be not much depreſt, and the Fiſſure conſiderably 


large, it is then at your choice whether you will inlarge that Fiſſure, or conti- 
nue it tor evacuation of the Matter, and forbear the uſe of the Trepan , not 
doubting bur a ſmall Depreſſion of the Bone will either riſe, or caſt off, by the 
benefit of nature. I know it will be hard to diſſwade ſome Chirurgeons from 
applying a Trepan in this caſe; I my ſelf have been glad to omg wy 
ſome of them, in ſetting on a Trepan where the Fifſure was ſufficiently 
large, and when all the ill Symptoms were remitted, and where there was no 
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pepreſſure of the Cranium. Bur what did it ſignific ? Indeed, where the Fif 
furc liech unrowardly for diſcharge of Matter, or where the Depreſſion of 
the Craninm 1s deep, there a Trepan ought to be timely applicd. 


In order to the Pertoration of the Cranium, the Bone mult be cleared of its perfocati- 


Pericranium, leſt in ſetting on the 7erebra, or Modiolus, (which are two fſe- 9P. 
yeral names for a Trepan,) you tear the Membrane. The Lips of the Wound 
ought alſo to be covered the while. The Tercbra ought to be ſer on that ſide 
which is moſt depending. And in caſe of a Depreſſion, make your Perfora- 
tion ſo near, that you may afterwards be able to raiſe up that by it. When 
you have ſet on your Trepan, preſs upon it with your left hand, and turn it 
round with your right. You muſt uſe a lictle ol. rof. or Milk to cauſe it to 
move the eaſier, and as it fouls, bruſh itz in doing of which it will cool. Be- 
fore you approach to the ſecond Table, (which you may know by the blood 
thar appears,) it will be required that you take out the Pin, and proceed 
more warily, not liſtening to the pratling of the Standers by, but often lifting 
up your hand, lcſt by your compreſſion or haſte you unawares fall upon the 
Dura mater, and wound it. Some Chirurgeon do bring out the Bone in the 
bores bur it will be fater ro raiſc it up with your Levator, when it it fo cur, 
that it is but lightly retained in ſome parr. During this work, it is fic the 
Patient's Ear were ſtopped with Lint, leſt the'noiſe diſturb him. The Room 
ought alſo to be cloſe. The Pertoration made 2» Cranto, and the Bone taken 
out, you are to ſmooth away the Aſperity which remains in the lower Table 
by the Lencicular Inſtrument made for that purpoſe. 


It afcer this the Membrane be fouled by the Saw duſt of the Bone, you muſt Firſtdref- 
wipe it off with a ſoft Sponge, or a little Lint upon your Probe. The Part {98 fer 


teing cleanſed, you are to drels up the Membrane. About this firſt Applica- on, 
tion Authors difter much. Awvices dreſt them with Lenients, viz. o/. ro/. Cel. 
ſus dreſt the Part with ficcantia, viz. cum aceto acearime. You may find him 
politively for itin theſe words; His faitis, (the Pertoration being made) ea 
membrana acri aceto reſpergenda eſt, ut fi intus concretus crucr remanet, diſcutia- 
tur, &c. He ſprinkled the Membrane with ſharp Vinegar, to prevent the 
Bleeding, and diſlolve the concrered Blood lying upon the faid Membrane or 
Dura mater. But the moſt part of the Ancients, and many of the Moderns, 
have advifed Lenients, as of. rof. that the blood extravaſared, and lying upon 
the Dura mater, in pus convertatur, may be digeſted. But in this you are to be 
puvided by your Eyc. It there be Santes or PutrefaCtion, mel. rof. ſpir. vinz, and 
higher Derergents may be uſed, accordingly as the Putrefaction 1s more. or 
kfs. If there be much blood excravaſated, or that you tear bleeding, that of 
Celſus may be proper : but if the blood be recent, and exceed not in quantity, 
It poſſibly happened from ſome Scratch of your Trepan, or ſome little Aſperi- 
ty of the inner Table. It there be neither of theſe, but the Membrane tre(h, 
and of its natural colour, then youare not to grieve that Membrane now ex- 
poſed ro the Air with Detergents, nor by the acrimony of Vinegar : for it 
you ſhall by ſcratching of the Membrane make it bloody, and then dreſs ir 
with either acetam or me!. roſ. ſpir. vini, &c. you ſhall then proceed contrary 
to the common Indications in Chirurgery, which teacheth to digeſt recent 

Wounds beforc you deterge: and indeed what would you deterge? 
Therefore I do alviſe the uſe of Lenients, not only by the authority of thoſe 
ancient and modern Chirurgeons, but by my own practice. Galex propoſed 
ſarg. colum?. and the blood of Turtles dropt warm from their wings. Falop- 
and Fabric. ab 4quapend. propoſed o!. roſe with reſin. abietis: and afterwards 
they increaſed the Reſin, and leſſened the Oil. Bur if there be Putretaction 
tirough the long lying of concrered blood, ec. then mel: roſs and ſpire vinz are 
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proper, yea mel £gypriac. and higher if occaſion ſhall offer. But in the common 
caſes, after recent Terebrations, Refin by its emplaſtick quality mixed with 
ol. rof. perte&ts the concoCtion looner, and by its anodyne quality ſecures the 
Part from Inflammation. Ir ought to be proportioned tothe Habit of the bogy, 
dry Bodies require more of the Reſin, and leſs Oil. And by this ſimple Megi. 
cament | never failed of good Digeſtion; and afterwards by the tempering gf 
it as | have faid | have deterged and digeſted, always continuing the ule of jr 
until the Membrane was well digeſted, never finding the lealt prejudice the 

Caution, bare Rone received from it. But you muſt take care that you do not uſe;. 
peſtives unſeaſonably, for thereby you may relax Parts. Therefore after Dj. 
geſtion add more Reſin, and leſs Oil. Or you may mix mel. ro/. with the Re. 
fin inſtead of the Oil, which will anſwer your intention, both to deterge ang 
incarn, Or you may uſe this to both purpoſes 3 irs Compoſition will con.

Arcei, and the Lips of the Woung 
with a Digeſtive as aforeſaid cu terebinth, over which apply emp!. diapalne 
malaxed with ol. ro/. 

In che uſe of Medicaments you are to conſider the Part and Habit of body, 
and add or diminiſh your Simples accordingly as you deſign todeterge or ip. 
carn, &c, and fo they will pertorm all intentions, Some Authors have lim. 
ted us a time to dreſs with this or that Medicamentz iz. to uſe Digeſtives to 
the fourth day, from that time to deterge to the ſeventh, and to incarn tothe 
fourteenth day. But herein you muſt make uſe of your own judgment, per. 
ſiſting to cheriſh the native heat, If the Wound penetrates to the Dura mater, 
you mult conſider the forceot the Weapon, and make haſte to relieve the Party 

oſery;. Under the Cravinm. Yera day or two beforethe Battel of Worceſter, a Gentle. 

con, manattending the Earl of Derby in his Retreat thither received a large Wound 
berween the Sagitral and Coronal Sutures by a Sword, it cutring through 
the Cranium to the Dura mater. The Membrane was covered with the ſmall 
Shivers of Bones. He had only a thin linen Cap over it, his haſte not permit. 
ting him to be dreſſed. And it may be it was the better for him: for if Doſ- 
fils had been haſtily crowded upon the Bones, ſevere Symptoms would have 
followed 5 whereas the Shivers lying lightly upon the Membrane, he was free, 

Gur-ſhor, and being ignorant of his danger, rid a great Journey. I after took them out, 
and dreſt the Membrane with Digeſtives the ſhort time we were together, ' But 
when FraQtures are made with Bullers or Slugs, there the Hairy ſcaip and pieces 
of the Craniam are driven in together upon the Dura mater. In which cakes 
you mult preſently lay open the Hairy ſcalp, and raiſe it up with the 
Bones, and relieve the oppreſt Membrane. If the Flux of blood be great, 
cleanſe it with a Sponge dipt in Red Wine or Vinegar, and dreſs it as hath 
been ſhewed. If the Opening in the fratured Craniuvr be not ſufficient, make 
one in the moſt declining part, and raiſe up the Bones, and free the Mem: 
brane of whatever may offend it. But do not take out more Bones than 
nceds muſt: like ſome of thoſe Chirurgeons I have met carrying them about 
in their Pockets , boaſting in that which was their ſhame. For if you look 
weil upon ſuch, you may ſee many of them were corrupted by the Matter, 
rhrough the ignorance of the Chirurgeon, For recent Fra&ures of the Cr4- 
iam do frequently unite like thoſe in other Parts, if the Matter hath liberty 
to diſcharge trom Within, Therefore having raiſed up the Bones that are 


looſe, drefs the others dry with Catagmaricks, &'c. and take care that _

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be not overgrown with looſe Fleſh, and they will happily agolutinate. 
| It ſomerimes happeneth in great Concufiions, that we lay open the Hairy 
ſcalp 3 and though we diſcover neither Fiſſure nor FraQture, yer we perfoca'e 


* the Craniwm, to relieve the Patient : butif notwithſtanding the Symproms ot 


Coma or Paralyſis do not remit, you may ſhrewdly fulpe& the Extravaſation 
of blood lieth deeper. For it ſometimes happeneth in Concuſſions, that the 
extravaſated blood hieth between the Dara and Pia mater, and otherwhile 
amonglt the Ventricles of the Brain. In which caſes, if the Perforation of 
the Cranizum relieve them not, you muſt make Apertion through the Dura 
mater and if the blood lie between it and the Pa mater, ir may haply be 
diſcharged. How thart is to be dreſt, I ſhall ſhew you preſently : bur for 
the moſt part the long retention of Matter ſpacelates the Brain; and as the 
Patient ſuffered from the beginning under the ſevere Symptoms of Coma or 
Paraly/is, ſo he dies at laſt Convullſive. | 

In theſe Wounds of the Dura mater the Lenients of ol. rof. or warm Pigeons 

blood are proper : rhey are anodyne, and digeſt. 0O/, byperic. and Maſtich are 
alſo good mixt with Reſin. Fabr. ab Aquapendert. cites Galen, and he Archi- 
genes, as dreſſing theſe Wounds with ſucc. calaminth. and afterwards fprink.- 
ling palv. ili; on the Membrane to incarn it ; the milium moderating the 
heat of the other. He delivers them to us as /iccantia, detergentia, and incar- 
wntia., The Unition and Incarning of the Lips of the Dara mater is perfor- 
med by a Fleſhy ſubſtance that ariſeth upon the Membrane, which afterwards, 
ws it increaſeth, doth unite them, and overſpreading that part groweth up to 
the Cranium, and unites with rhat Ca/us, (after Extoliation of the Bone,) and 
becomes one body with it, filling up the place that was perforated, and in time 
xoweth more firm than the Bone it ſelf. But the while you muſt be careful 
thar your Lenients make not the Fleſh too lax by their greazineſs; for ſo a 
Fuxgus will thruſt our thence, which may be vexatious to you. This in the 
beginning may be prevented by Deſiccants, and waſted by Mercur. precip. 
pulv. cort. granat. balauſt. roſ. rub. or alumen uſt. alone. Burt if it grow very 
big, it muſt be taken off by Ligature, Yet to tell you truly, I never mer 
with any ſuch like diſturbance as is repreſented to us by Authors; nor ſball 
you, if you uſe your Deficcants timely, For the Virtriol-ſtone takes this off 
with little pain, and diſpoſes the/Parr to cicatrize, 1f it be uſed with modera- 
tion and timely, 

The Pia mater is (as I have elſewhere ſaid) a moſt delicate fine Mem. 
brane, and adheres ſo cloſe to the Brain, that it can ſcarce be hurt without a 
Wound in the Brain it ſelf : which Wound is tor the moſt part mortal, partly 
for that the Membrane is full of Veins, and ſubjeCt to grear effuſion of blood z 
partly alſo becauſe the Brain being expoſed ro the Air, 1s thereby over-cooled, 
and corrupting groweth fluid, and is thruſt forth by the contraQion of the 
Mexinges, (or Membranes,) which are irritated by the conſtant pain they 
luffer from the putretaCtion of the Brain; and ſoir happeneth that ir worketh 
out at the Wound. So long as any remaineth in that Ventricle, you mult 
make way to theſe Wounds by removing the (harrered Fleſh and Bones: but 
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it they will not come eaſily away, leave it to Nature, leſt the Patient dic un- | 


der your hands, and you be thought to haſten his death. Your Dreſſings muſt 
be with Galen's Powder and Hares-tur cum albumine ovi upon Pledpits, to re- 
_ ſtrain the Bleeding, and retain the Brain within its bounds. Apply over them 
your Drellings, as in the Wounds of the Dura mater : remembring in all thele 
Gun-ſhot Wounds to cut off the ſhattered Lips of the Hairy ſcalp, left a Gleet 
- drop from them upon the Meninges and Brain, and heighten the Accidents. 
E the Brain be retained within irs Membranes, the P:za and Dara mater,

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and they digeſt and incarn, then you may proceed in the reſt of the Cure as 
in Fra&ures of the Cranium, as hath already been ſaid. 

In all Hurts of the Head, whar fort foever they be ot, the Body is to be em. 
pticd: and the rather, it there be Plethora or Cacochymia : tor in ſuch Habits 
of body Humours are more apt to ſtir up ill Symproms. Therefore you oughe 
timcly to let them blood in the Neck or Arm on the ſame fide; and repegr 
Bleeding according to the exigency, and the ſtrength of the Patient's body, 
Alſo Cupping (with or without Scarification) of the Neck and Shoulder, 
with Fontanels under the Ears, is neceſſary. Then lenient Purgatives, ſuch 
as may evacuate the ſerous blood, which by reaſon of its tenuity and hear 
readily flics tothe aftc&ed Part. Theſe Purgatives muſt be ſuch as haye been 
propoſed in the Fourth Intention of Wounds in general, to which [I refer 
you. Cordial Species and EleQtuaries may be proper, it they be proportioned 


to the Temperature of the body, hotrer or colder, as there are Feyer or other 


Accidents joyned with the Malady ; in which caſes Juleps and Emulſions are 
neceſſary. Vulnerary drinks are ſometimes in uſe here, if they be fitted ac. 
cording to the nature of the Part. The Ingredients for theſe are /et0y, arte. 
miſ. caryophyll. primula veris, lilium convallium, ſalvia, hyperice ſanicula, veronj. 
ca, plantag. flor. rof. rub. nuc. moſchat, &c.as in the Chapter torementioned, ( 
theſe you may make Drinks with Wine and Water, or ſmall Ale: B ſaxic, 
biton. veronic, artemiſ. an. 3j. conf. roſ. rub. caryophyll. 3. tormentill %jj. © 
quantur in aq. font. & vini Rhenani an. thij. vaſe clauſo in B. M. colentur per ma. 
nicam Hippocratis, Give Ziv. of this morning and evening. Or take a few of 
each of theſe Plants well dried and cut, boil them, and then ſweeren the 
DecoCtion with Honey or Sugar to the Palate of the Patient, and give him 
a Diſh of it to drink twice or thrice aday. You may aromatize it with San- 
ders, caſſia lign. or ſaſſafras, &c. 

The external Applications have been already fet down all along asT trea. 
ted of the ſeveral Accidents befalling the Head, whether made by Contuſion, 
or Wound afieQing the Hairy ſcalp, Crarium, or Meninges of the Brain, Yet 
for the more confirmation of the young Artiſt, I ſhall make a ſhort reperition 
of what I have delivered concerning the Application of them, that he may not 
ſtagger in following the DoCtrine here ſet down. I ſhall alfo ſupply you with 
"_ variety of Medicaments, that you may not be to ſeek. for choice elk:

In every Contuſion of the Head, whether a Wound be joyned therewith or 
nor, it will be neceſſary thar in the firſt place you defend it from the Influx of 
Humours; and your Medicaments thereto ought to be refrigerant and exfic- 
cant, to contemperate the heat, and dry up the Humours already extraval- 
ted. To which purpole Flippocrat. preſcribeth this: Re far. hord. Zviij. ol. rof. Ziv. 
coct. in aceto ad confiſt, Cataplaſmatis. In Winter he added flor. roſe rub. pulv.

x. Obſer- | Was ſent for to a young Fellow who had been ſhrewdly cudgell'd about 
var. of | thePate. He was ſick in bed, and dozed with the pain, I looked upon 
" on, *{th- his Head, and faw it ſwell'd in ſeveral places: fome of the Swellings were bi 
ptapromr 3 and pappy, abounding- with extravaſated Serum. I preſently looked for the 
fon. Jugular Veins, and ſeeing them full, I opened the faireſt, and took away at 
leaſt a dozen ounces of blood : then cauſed rhe Hair of his Head to be ſhaved 
oft, and embrocared all his Head, Neck and Jaws with a mixture of ol. 7. 
zyrtill. acet, cum album. ovor. and applied a Cataplaſm over all his Head of far, 
hord. fabar. flir. roſe. rub. balauſt. bacc, myrtill. decofted in Oxymel. A Cly- 
ſter was that evening' adminiſtred, and an Anodyne draught diſpoſed him 'to 
reſt that night. The next morning 1 was informed he had ſlepr at times, but 
I found him hot, and his Pulſe quick. I opened the other Jugular Vein, and 
ſeeing him bleed with a full fiream, I permitted it to flow proportionably : 
then having a Fomentation ready of. Claret. wine wherein had bcen infuſed 
flor. rof. rubr. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ, &c. 1.took off Dreſſings, and ſtuped them, 
and thought to have opened one of theſe Tumours; bur ſeeing it diminiſh- 
ing, [ forbare, and embrocated his Head again cx ol. ref. myrtill. & aceto, and 
applicd the Cataplaſm as before.

ſent for me. I ſaw a large Ecchymoſl;s remaining, and a Tumour of the bigneſs 
of a Pheaſant's Egg: it was ſofr, and ſeemed to be tull of corrupt Serum 


There appeared no hopes of diſcuſling it, and yet it was not fate to PREY 
[ 
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to lie longer ſo near the Bone. Wheretore I applied a mild Cauſtick upon it, 
and dividing the Eſcar gave vent tothe Seram and ſome Clots of grumous bloud ; 
then fomenred it with Wine, and drefled it up with a Doflil pred with a Di- 
peſtive ex terebinth. and unguent,baſilic, over it upon the Eſcar, and embrocating 
the parts about with o/. cham. applied emp/, diapalm. with Compreſs and Ban- 
dage. Art the next opening I ſaw the Ulcer well digeſted, and no part of the 
Bone bare ; nor was It painful in the time of drefling or atterward : yet from 
the firſt day I drefled her,ſhe uſually fainted the while,and put us upon a neceſ- 
ficy of laying her down in her Bed ſome time before we had finiſht our Applica- 
tions ; Where after ſhe had lain an hour or two very ſick, ſhe recovered again,and 
walked about her Chamber very well. Her Friends and Relations, who viſited 
her often, and ſaw her thus diſtempered, ſuſpected it to ariſe from the Wound ; 
but I ſuppoſcd it Vapours,and prevailed with her to conſult a Phylician. The 
Phyſician being come, I took off Dreſſings, and ſhewed him the Ulcer well di- 
geſted, and diſpoſed ro heal, without the leaſt fign of ill: the Phyſician alſo 
concluded fo. Bur before I had dreſſed her up, ſhe tainted, and was carried to 
Bed ſick. Theſe Faintings increaſing, her Phyſician began to ſuſpect it pro- 
ceeded from the Contufion 3 but her recovering again ſo well afterward, con- 
ficmed him that they were Vapours, and that by Purging ſhe would be re- 
leved, She complied, and was moderately purged once in 3 or 4 days,where- 
by ſhe was ſomewhat freed of theſe Fits, and I had liberty to cicatrize the Ul- 
cer. After which I made her a Fontanel in her Leg, and ſhe retired to her 
Houſe in che Country, where ſhe took Phy ſick, and recovered pertectly well. 
1 theſe fainting Fits had proceeded from the preceding Contuſion, they would 
not ſo have intermitted and gone off as they did.

Taking the Plaiſter off his Forhead, there was no Wound nor 
long FiE conſiderable Swelling; but ſearching with my Fingers I felt a Depreſſion of 
depreffion 3h Bone : upon which, having advertiſed the Parents of the Danger of the 
of the Child, and the way of my proceeding, I fent for the Chirurgeon dwelling at 
Cranimm. the next door, who had applied the firſt Plaiſter, deſiring to retain him for the 
more conſtant attendance. We made Dreſlings ready in order to Dilatation; 

then cauſing the Hair to be ſhaved off, I made an Incifion fo large as to fer on 

the Terebra, if occaſion ſhould be, for the raiſing up the depreſt Bone, Indi- 

viding the hairy Scalp towards the Coronal Suture, I clpied a Fiſſure running 

up from the fraftured Bone beyond my firſt Inciſion ; whereforeT laid theFil- 

ſure more open, out ot which I ſaw a quantity of ſerous Bloud flow immedi 

ately forth. The Depreſſion was a piece of Bone as broad as a T hree-pence 

ſunk under the Scull. I filled up the Opening with Doflils of dry Lint, and 

applied over all a Digeſtive ex terebinth, & vite/. oi upon Pledgits, and empl, 

e bolo, with Bandage to keep them on. The next day in the preſence of Dr, 
Barwick and ſome Country-Phyſician with Mr. Arris Chirurgeon, I took off 

the Dreſſings, and ſet the Trepan above the fraftured Bone, fo to avoid the 

great Scar that muſt have been if I had ſer it below the FraQture, and conſide- 

ring withal the Porineſs of the Bone below. The 7erebra ſet on, rhe Bong 

taken our, and the inner edges ſmoorh'd by-the Lenticular Inſtrument, I put 

ina Levator, atid raiſed up the depreſt Bone even with the reſt : thar done, | 

placed in a Sindon dipt in ol. rof, with a third part of Reſin; then with a 

round Doſfil filled up the Bore: after which I opened the Fiſſure with my 
Rupines, ſcraping away its edges, that no Sazes or Matter might be detain 9, 

and dreſs'd up the Bone with /iniment. Arcei warm, fo as to give way to the 

Lips to fall in; I defiring no more Opening than was neceſfary for Ry... 

of the Matter from within. Over theſe Dreſſings I applied empl. diachalcith. 
malaxed cum ol, roſ.& aceto, and with Compreſs and Bandage concluded the 

ſecond Dreſſing, - From that time all our threatning Symptoms vaniſhed. 

Indeed the firſt opening and Letting bloud that fame night recovered his 

Speech 3 and after this Drefling the uſe of his Leps was alſo reſtored : yer Ws 

kept him in the dark, and to a ſlender Dier, allowing no Fleſn, Whar con: 

cerned knternals Dr. Barwick took care of, The other Phyſician and Mr. 4r 

77s coming no more, I contiued the fame method in my Dreſſing until Dt 
geltion, which was made in four or five days, 'ThenI added mel. ro/. inſtead 

0 
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of the Oil, and aftewards incarned, by increaſing the Reſin and leſſening the 
mel: the Fleſh riſing in little grains preſently after the digeſtion was compleated, 
and after a tew days covered the Dura mater. I haſtned the Exfoliation of the 
Bones by the application ot z/et. Myrrhe, and deterged the wounded Lips with 
mundif. Paracelſs. My work being a{terwards to keep down the looſe Fleſh, I 
rbb'd it frequently with the Vitriol or Alume-ſtone,and dreſſed the Lips with 
unguent. tutiz, &c. whereby in leſs than ſix weeks the Bones exfoliated, and the 
Wound being ready to cicatrize, I left it to the neighbouring Chirurgeon ; the 
cicatrizing of theſe being for the moſt part the work of my Servant.

teenth day, towards the Full-moon, as he was coming home one Morning, 
he felt his Legs faulter, and before he was got up ſtairs into his Chatnber his 
Tongue failed him. His Friends and Servants pur him into bed, and (ent for 
me. They declared ro me how he had been wounded ſuch a day, and the 
manner of his being ſeized with the Paralyfts. T ſaw a neceſſity of laying open 
the hairy Scalp, and offered ro go away, that I might ſend for ſome of my 
Frvants to help me. He apprehending that I was leaving him as deplorable, 
archr hold of me, and would have ſpoke to me, but could not. He made 
fons for Pen, Ink and Paper, and endeavoured to write, but could not form 
one Letter. He chen threw himſelf down in his Bed, breathing our Feſ. I 
yed his Patience telling him I would return ſuddenly. Bur before I went 
[kt him bloud ten ounces, and returned again withia an Hour, and found 
that he had loſt the uic of his Arms. I conſidered rhe Wound, and concluding 
ancceſſity of ſetting on a Trepan, I cauſed his Head to be preſently ſhaved, 
ind made a circular Incigon about the Wound, Then calllig up the hairy 
falp ſmooth off with' my Spatula, I both ſaw and felt the Bone, but could 
| diſcover no Fault in it. I dried up the Bloud with Spunges dipt in Vinegar, 
nifed up the Lips round with my Spatula from the Bone, and with a freſh 
hunge having dried up the Bloud, I looked again under them; bur could dif: 
over nothing ill in the bared Craxium. Irhen fill'd up the Wound with Doſlils 
(dry Lint, and applied a Dig:ſtive ex terebinth. over the Lips, embrocating 
he Parts about cam 07. rof. and laid on a Cataplaſm & farin. hord. flor. roſ. rubr, 


Wlauſt. in vino rub, with ſyr. de ro. ficc. &c., That day Sir Fr. Pruj. gave him © 


wiſit, and preſcribed him a Clyſter, Cordials, Juleps, and what elfe he thoughr 
keeflary. The next day was Full-moon, at which time the Brain is thou 
b riſe high, and the Veſſels are turgid ; wherefore 1 deferred the ſetting on 
tz Trepan, contenting my ſelt with the letting him bloud again. All this 
mile he was in a Fever, and depriv'd of his Speech and Limbs. The next mors- 
ling, between x0 and t 1 of the clock, in the preſence of Sir Fr. Pruj. Serj. Pyle, 
Ut, Arris and Mr. R. who thought himſelt concerned for his Servant, and 
kad firſt dreſs'd him, 1 took off Dreſſings, and look'd into the Wound, We 
bund no Fiſſure, however there was a neceſſity of perforating the Cranium. 
Nheretore without delay I began ro work with the Trepan, which I much 
Meter before a Trephine, ir being an Inſtrumenc which doth its work lightly, 
Wdcutreth the Bone equally, or how you pleaſe, without preſſing ſo heavily 
Won the Head, and is approved by all the Chirurgeons abroad, being much 
bbe commended before the Trephine. Afrer I had bored che Bone, and taken 
tout, T look'd into the hole, and ſeeing the Dara mater retain its natural co- 
ur, withour Matter or Bloud, I dreſs'd it up with a Sindon dipt in ol. ref. with 
little Reſin warm. This way of dreſſing was objeCted againſt, as! a # 3

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but I dreſs'd it up, and aſſured them that I would cure this Patient without ap. - 
plying any otherRemedy to the Dara mater than theſe twoſimple Medicaments: 
but withal, I was much unſatisfied in my ſelf, that ſuch grievous Symptoms 
as loſs of Speech and Limbs, with a Fever, ſhould aftlict the Patient, and yer 
no depreſt Bone or Fiſſure, nor ought of Matter or Sa»zes appear upon the Dy. 
ra mater. This, I fay, troubled me much, I fearing ſome other place, or that 
the Blood lay putrefied under the Dura mater. Burt I dreſs'd it up with afof 
round Doffil next the Sindoy, and the Bone with /inzment. Arcez, continued the 
Digeſtive to the Lips of the Wound, and applied an emp/. de betor, may, g. 
ver all, then laid him down in his Bed. Going preſently out of his cloſe Room 
(where I was crowded up with great Lights burning near me) into the freſh 
Air, I preſently burſt out with a violent Coughing of Bloud : yer the nex: 
day I drefsd the Patient again, and found his Speech and Limbs reſtoreg , 
but he was hot, and his Pulſe quick, 4 opened his Wound, and finding all as 
well as I could expe&, I dreſt up the Dura mater again as before, with the 
ſame Oil and Reſin : and after I had bound him up as is uſual in theſe Caſes, 
I let him blood x0 Ounces, and adviſed the repeating of Clyſters, &c. as oc. 
ſion ſhould offer. The Phyſicians and Chirurgeons viſited him no more after 
the firſt dreſſing 3 bur I retained the young Chirurgeon that had firft dreſs'd his 
little Wound, he dwelling near the Patient. After 3 or 4 days drefling, this 
Wound digeſted, and all the Symptoms went off. Upon which conſideration 
I diminiſhed the quantity of of. rf. and increaſed the Refinz making goodmy 
word in curing him with thoſe ſimple Medicaments3 I dererging and incarnin 
as firmly and ſpeedily this way as by any Sarcotick [ever uſed. While the Bones 
were caſting oft,I cicatrized the Lips as hath been ſer down in the preceding Oh. 
ſervations. Coming once to dreſs him while theWound was cicatrizingyhe being 
abroad, I ſubſtituted the young Chirurgeon in my place ; yet Iſaw him twice 
or thrice dreſſed afterwards. He was well cured, andremaineth fo to this day, 
13. Obſer- I was called to conſult with Dr. Tho'Cox, about a Gentlewoman who was 
—_— grievouſly diſeaſed with a great pain between the Coronal and Sagittal Sutures, 
on of the Occaſioned by a Blow ſhe had many Months betore received riding under a 
Brain= Pent-houſe. The Blow had ſtunned her, yet the recovering her Senſes was 
brought ro London, and viewed by ſome Chirurgeons of the City, who cured 
her little Wound, and returned her back : but from that time her Pain in- 
creaſed daily with a Vertigo, and ſhe returned again to Loydoy. We judged 
it to atiſe from that Blow, and concluded the extravaſated and putrefied Bloud 
had cauſed that Pain. We viewed the hairy Scalp, and took notice that it was 
thicker in the upper parts of it than was uſual 3 bur we could nor diſtinguilh 
with our Fingers any in<quality under it in one part orother. The Humour 
was .pituitous and yielded to the Preſſure of the Finger, as ſuch Swellings 
do. She endeayourcd to point ro us the place with her Finger, bur could not 
fix it within ſo narrow a compaſs as we might certainly relieve her by lay- 
| Ing it open. At that Conſultation we refolved to begin with Fomentations 
and Cataplaſms to diſcuſs the Humour, and ro make Derivation by Bleed: 
ing, Cupping, Bliſtering and Purging : all which was afterwards done; but 
proving inefteftual; we propoſed the laying open that part of the Scalp which 
appeared to us moſt ſuſpicious, and ro ſet on a Trepan : bur ſhe would not 
admit of it. Ar length, feeling her lelf languiſhing, ſhe yielded to the m# 
king a Fontanel in the part moſt affected by a Cauſtick. Which I did, and, | 
by Dr. Cox's Conſent, I made ir to the Bone, and fo large, thar I might at- 
terwards ſet on a Trepan ; and then dreſſed it with Leniments. After ſepar#- 
tion of the Eſcar, there appeared neither FraCture nor Fiſſure. We moiſtned 
the Bone with Ink, and rubbed ir out again ; but no Mark ofthe Ink remain: 
ings 
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ning, I raſped itz and no Crack appearing, I ſprinkled the Bone with puly, 
myrrh, atoes, &c. and drelt the Ulcer with bafplic. &c. Her Pain increafing,with 
orher Indiſpoſitions which threatned her life, ſhe yielded to the application of 
aTrepan;z which accordingly I fer on, and opening the Scull, found the Du. 
14 mater retaining its natural colour, but a ſmell aroſe from within as in corrupt 
Wounds of the Brain. I dreſt it up with Lenients as the former, viz, ol. roſ. 
and a little Reſin. The next day I dreſſed her again, and found the Wound 
digeſting 3 yet was ſhe extremely ſtupefied with the exceſs of pain in her 
Head. The third day I dreſt her again, and in the Opening found pood Di- 
geſtion, and a begizning ro incarn, a little red Fleſh ariſing upon the Dura 
mater, The next day it was increaſed, and fothe next: but when I opened ir 
2day or two after, 1 found the Lips of the Wound ſinking, and little Matter 3 
but that which appeared was of gond colour. The Dura mater ſeemed drier, the 
lictle ruddy Fleſh wasnor increated. The next day the little Fleſh upon the Dura 
mater beginning to look pale, I then lefr off the ol. ro. and added mel. ro/. tothe 
Reſin,with alittle pu/v. myrrhe,and a few drops of ol.terebinth. and dreſt the Lips 
of the Ulcer with «xguenr. baſilic. mag. Vigon. cum ol. terebinth. warm, laying ovet 
the bared Cranium Lint dipt in a Tincure of Myrrh, Aloes, &c. and applying 
empl. melilot. with a good Compreſs wrung out of a Lixivium wherein was 
boiled ſome of che greater Cephalicks, as flor. auth. betor. majoran. orizan, &c. 
Bat that night ſhe was ſeized with Convulſions, and the next day atter the Lips 
of the Wound appeared without heat; all things looked ill; and ſhe died 
within a day or two after. We would have opened her Head, but ſhe had 
forbid it : but in bowing her Head a putrid Matter of a brown colour flowed 
forth her Noſtrils, of the ſame ſmell that I complained of in Trepanning rhe 
bone, only more fcetid. I believe this PutrefaCtion proceeded from the cor- 
wpr blood extravaſated between the Pia and Dara mater 3 which ar firſt by 
lrge Bleeding and proper Applications might have been relieved. Nay po: 
bly, it we had timely opened the Dara mater, this Matter might have there 
diſcharged it ſelf. Bur it ir had been attempted, and.not ſucceeded, her Death 
| Fould certainly have been imputed to rhar.

o ir, I acquainted the Mother, that the only way to relieve her Child was by 
opening that Tumour wide, and afterwards I ſuppoſed rhat there required as 
much to be done to the Scull underneath. She prayed my help and ſubmitted 
tothe laying open the Swelling, or what elſe I ſhould think fir to be done. 
The way of opening this in a ſtronger Body had been, to have cut round the 
Tumour, and raiſed oft the Skin : but the Child was fo weak, thart | feared ir 
might the while dic under my hands, Wheretore to avoid that danger, 1 
applied a mild Cauſtick, and delivered the Child to her Mother, who bound 
the Dreſſings, and carried her home. About two hours after I took off the 
' Cauſtick, and finding it had workt well, I divided the Eſcar, and diſcharged 
" WW out three or four Spoonfuls of a filthy Santes. I rook off this Cauſtick the 
boner, ſuſpeCting leſt it might by longer lying penetrate through, and offcnd 

J the Parts within. Upon dividing this Eſcar, the Bone appeared bare rhe 
Whole length, and a long Fiſſure ran tranſverſe over from the Temporal 
Muſcle backward : the Scull was very thin, yielding to the leaſt pretſure of

| Alittle Girl was brought to me with a ſoft Swelling upon the lett ſide of her , , ovrer- 
Head, abour cwo fingers off the Temporal Muſcle, .of rhe bigneſs and ſhape of vation of 
talf a great French Walnut. This Swelling happened from a Fall down a 6 pF 
hair of Stairs {0me weeks betore : bur, whether through ignorance or negli- the Dure 
rence, the Fracture was not ſuſpected by them, though there were viſible Sym- "#7 


ptoms of a Concuſſion, as that of Vomiting, &c. The Child even languiſhing P_eves. 
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Knife, if I had thought it neceſſary. I bowed the Child's Head on one fide, 
and dropt in a little mel rof. with a few drops of TinQure of Myrrh, Alves, +, 
and with Pledgits dipt in the ſame lightly covered up the Bone. Then gref) 
up the Eſchar with uguent. bafilic. malaxed cum ofeo litiorum, and laid a cephy. 
lick Emplaſter over all, with convenient Bandage. I continued the ſame mg. 
thod of dreſſing daily, and ſaw pieces of the Dura mater purge out, and han 
in the fiſſured edges of the Bone; and for ſome while a thin /cbor iſſued there: 
out. TheEſchar being ſeparated, I dreſt the Lips with mundif. Paracelſi,and the 
Bone with /iziment. Arcei, dropping into the Fiſſure the Balſam preſcribed þ 
Vigo; by which it incarned, and, as the Bone exfoliated,- united with the Lipg 
of the Ulcer. There was a Tumour behind the Ear betore I began the Cures 
bur by embrocating it with ol. roſc daily, it went oft after the Digeſtion of the 
Ulcer above.

caris Head, It was viewed by ſome Pretender to $kill in ſuch things, and judged 
=”. inconſiderable: but from that time the Child grew indiſpoſed, and vomited 
«n,wheree often, eſpecially after the receiving her ſuſtenance 3 and as ſhe prew able to 
_ Pt- ſpeak, complained ofa pain in that part of her Head; and by reaſon of her often 
avd Due Vomiting and conſtant pain inher Hcad, ſhe languiſhed daily. After 10 yearsa 
naterwere ſmall Tumour appeared in that part of the Head where it had been hurc, They 
ther, again conſulted, and afterwards brought the Child to me a very Staryeling, [ 
viewed the Tumour, and felt in it a Pulfarion, which art firſt I choughr an Ar. 
riſma: but preſſing my Finger more into ir, I felr the Membrane of rhe Brain 
without any Scull the breadth of an old Engliſh Stulling. This at firſt a little 
amazed me: but upon conſideration of the Fall, and the Symproms ſucceeding, 
it was evident to me that by the Fall the Scull was fifſured, and being ofa thin 
cartilaginous ſubſtanceart thar' time of her Infancy, had through continuance 
mouldred away; and the Dura mater thruſting outwards, had by Adhzfion 
_ to the Pericranium United in one body with it. This I ſuppoſed the caſe. 
The Preſage here was a ſudden death, if the Cure was not attempted : and 
in the attempting it ſhe was in great danger. To begin this Operation by a 
circular Inciſion, the compaſs of the Tumour in the Scull, was nor diffi 
cult: byt then to ſeparate theſe two Membranes, the Dura water from the. 
Pericranium, or this from that, was an hard rask even in a dead Body 
here in a weak Child much more, where the blood would be apr to blind me, 
and the impatience of the Child render it hazardous, the work of Separation 
requiring a great Steadineſs in both of us. Wherefore I reſolved to lay the 
Scalp open by Cauſtick. To which purpoſe, forewarned them firſt of the dan- -- 
ger, cither in leaving the Child to die by its Malady, or in attempring the 
Cure doubrtully. Bur they having conſulted others before, were ſenſible of 
the danger rhe Child was in by its Diſeaſe, and readily commended her into my 
hands, and lodged her near me. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off from the 
Tumour, and applicd upon it the moſt gentle Cauſtick 1 could deſign. Ar ſuch 
time as I thought it might have made its way through the Superficies of the 
Calvaria, I took it off, and with a Cauſtick-ſtone, rubbed into the muſculous 
Skin 3 then waſhr our the Salrs well, with Wine firſt, then Milk. After that 
I embrocared it with warm Oil, and cur into theEſchar, embrocared che Part 
again, and dreſt it up cum unguent. bafilic, with ol. roſ. applying exrplaſtrum 2 bolo

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over all, with Compreſs and Bandage. That night ſhe was ſeized with a fir of 
Convalſion, frequently vamited, and was very iil. Door Fiſher was fetcht, 
and preſcribed her a Cordial Julep proper in her caſe, and relieved her. The 
next morning I took off Dreſſings, and raiſed up the Hairy ſcalp round from 
the Scull fo far as the Cauſtick had ſpred, which pgavea breathing to it, and 
diſcharged a little chor, From thar time her Vomiting ceaſed, as alſo the Con- 
vulſive fits, and ſhe began to be more lively than in ten years before, We kept 
her in bed warm and clofe, and preſcribed her a lender Dier, allowing her 
only Spoon-meats. Her Phyſician took care in what concerned her healch 
by Internals. I proceeded to haſten Digeſtion, and by Fomentations and 
the like to cheriſh the native heat of the Part. Some places I digeſted, others 
[dererged. Ir was a nice work, but ſucceeded happily. Whilſt ſome Sloughs 
were ſeparating, other parts incarned and-cicatrized. The Patient at length 
being in a fair way of Recovery, I invited Sir Ch. Scarburgh and DoCtor 
Walter Needbam to ſec her dreſſed. The Dura mater was then incarned, and 
the edges of the Bone exfoliating ; after which the Wound cicatrized, and con- 
matted ro a very narrow compaſs.

If you will ask the occaſion of this, I muſt tel] 
you, thar, 'according to our judgments, it was the efteCt of the Contufion, of 
which there indeed appeared no marks: yet without doubt, by the force of the 
Blow the heat was extinguiſhed in the Bone, and as a dead Bone it ſeparateq, 
And this fort of Contuſions is taken notice of by the Ancients. Itis without 
danger tothe Patient, if there be a ſufficient Diſcharge otherwiſe for the Mar. 
ter, as here there was by the Fiſſure. This Pulſarion leſſened asthe Fleſh prey 
callous and hardned, which it did ſoon after into a Bone. About which 
time the fiſſured Bone caſt off its edges, and that Fiſſure incarned, and ſupplied 
the place of the Bone; the Wound alſo cicatrized by the common Epuloticks, 
This young perſon had formerly been ſubje& to pains in his Head and fre- 
quent Vomiting from his Infancy, upon which account we did not haſten 
the cicatrizing it ; but after Purging, &c. we cicatrized, and he enjoyeth a 
better health ſince. _ 
17.Obſer- A young Fellow, a Maſon by Trade, being at work with others making a 
op Stack of Chimneys three Stories high, the Foundation of the Houſe ſunk 
with a Under him. He was taken up ſpeechleſs; bur being preſently ler blood by a 
Faure Noble Lady's adviſe, he recovered his Senſes, and was removing to his Lodg. 
>refſion of IF The Part contuſed and ſwelled was the right Temporal Muſcle, and 
the Craxi- that fide of his Head. He vomited often, and had ſhrewd Symptoms of a 
wn uncst Fracture. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off, and made an Inciſion in the 
 poral mu. gpper part of the Tumour, irom his Ear forward, above two inches in length; 
(cle, paſling as near the Temporal Muſcle as I durſt ; and having at the ſame time 
divided the Pericranium, I thruſt it off from the Bone; then with a Sponge 
preſt out of Red Wine wiped away the blood, and ſaw a Fiſſure running the 
whole length of the Wound. I alſo eſpied another Fiſſure ſtretching from this 
downwards towards the external Canthus of that Eye; and the lower [ preſſed 
with my Finger, the more rough the Bone felt. I was unwilling to cur the Tens 
poral Muſcle; but there ſeeming to me a neceſſity of it, I drew my. Knife 
downward, and laid open the Wound in the form of a Roman T. Bur the 
lower Lips, being muſculous, would not ſo turn back to bare the fratured 
Bone as I deſigned; therefore I contented my felt with what I had done, and 
filled up the Wound with Doſlils of Lint, embrocating the Parrs abour-with 
ol. rof. cune album. ovi, and applying empl. & bolo over it, with Comprels and 
Bandape, then laid him to reſt with an Anodyne draught. The next mor: 


ning I found the Patient in a Fever. He had reſted ill, and had vomited of iW 


ten, and complained of much pain in that lower Jaw. I took off the Bandage 
and Emplaſter, and dreſt the Lips of the Wound with a Digeſtive ex zert- 
binth, &c. upon Pledgirs dipt in o/. hyperic: hot, embrocating the Parrs about 
with ol. cham. &* roſ. and applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hord. flor. roſ: rub. balauft 
&c, as you may find it deſcribed in the method of Cure. Then we let him blood 
In that Jugular, and adviſed a Clyſter: a Priſan and contemperaring Juleps 

were allo'made him. Having afterwards conſidered of the neceſ{ity of ma- 
king more way to the depreſſed Bone, and the danger which might happen 
by cutting more of this Muſcle, I refolved ro conſult Do&tor Walter Needs 
ham; to which purpoſe I ſent to him, and he accordingly mer me the next 


day. Wetound the Patient reſtleſs, and accompanicd with an increaſe of ” the

© formentioned ill Symptoms. We took oft Dreſſings, and diſcerned the ups 
per Lips of the Wound digeſted, but the lower more dry and ſwelled, eſpe- 
cially upon the lower part of the Temporal Muſcle 5 upon the preſſure 
whereof a white Matter diſcharged from within, between the Craniam and 
muſculous Fleſh, where we judged the Depreſſion of the Bone to be. There 
was a neceſlity of curting off part of the Temporal Muſcle, and that in the 
form of a Semicircle : wherefore we marked it with Ink from the upper part, 
ſo paſſing within an inch or more of the external Canthas of the Eye, and 
carrying it towards the Ear, to take off that Lip which was lying over the 
Depreſſure. This being ſo marked, we cut it off. There was an effuſion of 
blood out of both ends of the Arteries: bur having Doflils ready diprt in 
the Royal Stiptick, we applied them ; and having filled up the bared Cra- 
zium With our Dreſſings, we bound up the Wound. From this time his 
Jaw was ſo weak, that we were forced to muffle it up with Chin-cloaths; 
Ar our next — we ſet on a Trepan: after which with a Levator we 
raiſed up the depreſſed Bone, and dropt into that Wound a Solution of refna + 
in mell. roſ. We then dreſt the trepann'd hole with ol. roſ. upon a ſoft Doffil 3 

- and the reſt of the Cra»;um we cover d with Doflils preſt out of ſpir. vini, and 
applied Digeſtives over the Lips of the Wound. At the ſecond Dreſſing Doctor 
Walter Needham was preſent, and ſaw the Dura mater under the trepann'd 
Bone incarned fo well, that from chat time we only applied a little round Dof. 

| filto keep the Fleſh from thruſting out of it. But from the Frature below much 

- purulent Matter came away daily : we ſuppoſed it was the more increaſed, by 
reaſon of the hollowneſs which it had made berween the Muſcles and frattured 
Bone, which being depending,: did yer. retain its Cavity, notwithſtanding our 

| endeavours by Compreſs and Bandage. Therefore' to prevent the enlarging 
of that Cavity, we applied a Cauſtick on the outſide, and the next day di- 

vided it ; from which time the Matter diſcharged it ſelf that way, and there- 

| by the internal Cavity was difpoſed ro cure. The Fiſſure that ſtretched it 

- flf from his Ear towards his Brow did lie ſo undiſcovered, that we neither 

| kw beginning nor ending of it ; nor did we care : that part of it which we 

aw ſerved to diſcharge the Serum ſufficiently. .I raſped the Cranium, and 

| covered it up with Doſlils dipt in (pir. vinz, &c. keeping them cloſe ro the 

Lips of the Wound; and by timely rubbing the aforeſaid Lips and every Su- 

- perexcreſcence with the Vitriol-ſtone, I kept the Cranium dry, and diſpoſed 

' it to exfoliate. After the diſcharge of Matter ceafed from within the Cra- 

" wine, 1 left the Extoliation and Incarning of it to my Servants, viſiting 

| the Patient bur ſeldom my ſelf. His Wound was cicatrized in lefs than two 
months - as indeed they all uſually are, if they be treated as they ought. Bur 

if they fall into ſuch ignorant and obſtinate hands, who ſuffer the Craxium 

| to be overgrown with. looſe Fleſh, a great diſcharge of Matter will follow, 

| and the Cranium mult of neceſlity corrupt, and conſequently the Cure muſt be 

| prolonged. 

. During the Wars was frequently imployed in the dreſſing fome one per- ,$ ovſee- 
fon or other, wherein I have ſeen all or moſt of the ſeveral forts of Fractures var. of a 
mentioned in this Chapter. Particularly at the Battle at Worceſter, a Sol IT 

| dier came to us where we were dreſſing, with his Sword in his hand, the in the 
Blade broken off near the Hilt, with many Wounds on his Head. I ſeeing Head. 

| the Hairy ſcalp of one fide of his Head hanging down his Neck, went to 
him, and calling my Friend WU. Clarke to me with a Spunge to cleanſe the 
Wound, we ſaw fix pieces of the Scull ſticking on it : ſome of them were of 
the firſt Table, others of both Tables. Beſides which there were various 
Fiſſures, Sedes, and ſome Fractures, with Depreſſion, made by Sword, Muf- 


ket-ſtock, 
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far as we judged it neceſſary ; then cutting off what was ſuperfluous, racked i 
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ket-ſtock, &;. We freed the Scalp of thoſe Bones, and returned it upward. "=

Arcei, The Alarm growing hot of the Enemies entring the City, I left py; 
Clarke to bind it up, and made my way out of the Town. Bur this youn 
Chirurgeon, being taken buſicd in dreſſing the wounded Soldiers, had liberty, 
aſter the heat of the Fight was over, to imploy his Charity indreſling ſome 
of them, and writ me ſince this Soldier's particular Caſe: viz. The thirg 
day he found him pretty hearty, and his Wounds mattering fo very much, 
that he was neceſlitated to cut looſe two of the Stitches, to give vent to it; 
then he dreſſed the penetrating Wounds with mel rof. and the Cravium with 
Lint preſſed our of ſpir. vini; and proceeding accordingly in the Cure, ſay 
the depreſſed and mangled Bones caſt off, incarn, and cicatrize with the reſt, 
The Soldier being thus cured by him, made a Voiage to the Zdjes, and fince 
thar ſerved a Soldier in the Tower of Loxdoy. 


eAn Additional Diſcourſe of Wounds of the 


HE greater Symptoms that are uſually ſaid to attend the Wounds of the 
Brain do ſhew themſelves more uncertainly than a ſpeculative Chirurgeon 


in wounds Would imagine; .and in Cuts and Wounds made by ſharp Weapons, or ſudden

ſtrong force, more uncertainly than in Contuſions, Concuſlions, and Depreſ: 
ſions of the Scull; the higheſt of them, viz. Vomiting, Stupour, Loſs of 
ſpeech, with a Paralyfis of Legs and Arms, ariſing more ſuddenly in theſe 
latter caſes than in the former. Theſe Symptoms have appeared in one of the 
forementioned Obſervations, where there was nothing of Fiſſure or extravt« 
ſated blood ſeen upon the Dura mater after the terebration or perforation of 
the Cranium, Nay, we ſee many die ſuddenly from a Box on the Ear, and 
from ſmall Blows or Wounds. In ſome whereof, upon opening the Cranium, 
there hath been much blood extravaſatedz in others none at all, or ought elſe 
that may be thought to have killed the Patient. | 

A Young man by reaſon of a Blow with a Cudgel upon the Forehead pre- 
ſently rook his Bed, and became delirious: a'Sopor followed, and after ſome 
days hedied, 1 was fetchr ro ſee his Head opened. In opening his Forchead, 
I ſaw a ſmall Hair like a Fiſſurerunning trom che great Canrbus of rhe Eye up: 
ward, We took off the Scull and Dura mater, and found bur little blood 
extravaſated, the Pia mater as little altered. | 

Others I have been called to ſee opened, where there had preceeded only 3 
Concuſion of the Calvaria, withour any Fiſſure, or more extravaſared blood 
than is uſually ſeen in every opening or taking off the Cranium: yer the Parient

Then again I have dreſt many that have been cut through the Scull, the Skis 
yers of Bones lying palhr with the Fleſh and Hair upon the Dura mater; yet 
the Patient hath been withour any Symptom of ſuch a Wound: which I ſup- 
poſe happened by reaſon of the Bones lying looſe upon the Membrane, 
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Ar Sterling Mr. John Chace was preſent when a poor Servant-maid came to Obferrat: 


me to be dreſt of a Wound ſhe had received on her Head by a Musket-ſhot, in 
the taking of Calender Houſe by the Enemy. There was a Frafture with a 
Depreſſion of the Scull, 1 ſer on a Trepan for the elevation of the depreſt 
Bone, and for diſcharge of the Saries. She had laboured under this Fracture 
xc leaſt a week. before ſhe came to me, yet had none of thoſe Symptoms afore- 
mentioned. Bur after Pertoration, and railing up this depreſt Bone, and 
dreſſing her Wound, ſhe went her way, and came daily thicher to be dreſt, as 
if it $iad been only a ſtmple Wound of the Haify'ſcalp. Mr. Penycake, an 
eminent Chirurgeon of that Nation, did affiſt me in this work. I think the 


Brain it felt was wounded. I left her in his hands, who I ſuppoſe finiſhed 
the Cure.

them, a Trooper wounded between the right Brow and Ear, eſpying me 
amongſt the crowd, importuned me earneſtly to dreſs him, and would admit 
of no excuſe, We ſtopt at an Apothecary's Houſe on the right hand going our 
of the Town towards Periy, I called to the Apothecary's Servant to bring 
pmewhat to dreſs him. Mean while I haſtily lifred up the bloody Hair, and 
aw a-quantity of the Brain lie among it. I took it up with my fingers, and 
| ſhewed it him: the fight whereof fo calmed his paſſion, thar I had liberry 
wily from the Enemy, who was entred the Town. Here the Prognoſtick 


yas certain, yet there appeared none of thoſe cruel Symptoms which .ac- 
company Concuſlions or leſſer Fifſures. | 


| Wounds: in them we haſten our way to the extrattion of extraneous Bodies, 
by cutting off the ſhattered Hairy skin firſt, then pulling out whatever was car- 
ted within the Craxiam. It this be well performed, we then dreſs up the Brain 
and Membranes with a Sindon of Silk or ſoft Linen of a bigneſs proportionable 
to the Wound, dipping it in a warm Digeſtive, ſuch as is proper for the woun- 
d&d Membranes. For however Chirurgeons have propoſed todreſs the Brain 
' with one kind of Medicament, and the Membranes with another ; that is not 
poſſible to be done; for if the Membranes or Meninges ſhould be waſlit with 
the ſame Medicament,and be offended by the Acrimony thereof, Inflammation, 
| Fever and Delirium will the ſpeediler follow. Therefore in the Cure of theſe 
Wounds of che Brain, I conſider the Brain as an inſenſible Body, and that the 
dreſſing of them conſiſts in keeping ir within its Membranes, and treating it as 
Wounds of the Membranes with Lenients, &c. If this can be done, as in fmall 
Wounds of the Brain it doth ſometimes happen, (if the Fracture of the Scull 
tath nor been very large,) then the Patient may recover. 

But 1f the Fracture in the Scull be large, and the Wound in the Brain pro» 
portionable, ſo that the Brain cannot be retained within them, then it corrupts 
by reaſon of the external cold, and offends rhe Membranes by its putrid Acri- 
mony, and is frequently the' cauſe of all the ill Accidents that artend them. 
The Patient ſometimes lives until that Lobe be conſumed, or hath wrought it 
lt forth ; as for Inſtance: 


Few days befote the Batrel at Worceſter, while we were dreſſing the 
wounded Soldiers, one was brought to us ſhot with a Musket-bullet on 
the right ſide of his Head. My Servant VU: Clarke, now dwelling at Bridge-

reſt our of Vinegar, and filld it up with dry Lint. After an hour or ry, 
the Bleeding being ſtopr, we opened the Wound again, endeavouring to get 
outthe Buller : but it nor yiciding rhereto, we ſet on a Trepan cloſeby ir in a 
depending part, and gave vent to a quantity of blood: then paſling In a Le. 
vator we raiſed up the Buller, and pull'd out the depreſſed Bones, with which 
there came away ſome blood and a little of the Brain. This being wiped away, 
there appcarcd a large Wound in the Dara mater. We dreſt it with a Sindon 
dipt in ol. roſ. & refina, and fil'd up the Cavity with Doffils of Lint. Having 
ſo likewiſe dreſſed up the, trepann'd Bone, we applied our Digeſtives to the 
Lips of. the Wound, with:emp. e bolo and Bandage over all, Before wg hag 
dreſſed him up, he lifted up his Eyes, and asked how he came amongſt yg, 
Several other things he demanded of us. We cauſed him atterwards to he 
removed, and continued our care of him.

of a fra- Jard's by the grazing of a Cannor-ſhor, had a great part of his Forehead carry. 
by ed off, and the Scull fratured into many pieces, and ſome ot it driven with the 
Hairy ſcalp intothe Brain. The man fell down as dead, but after a while mo. 
ved; and an hour or two after, his Fellow-Soldiers ſeeing him endeavour ty 
riſe, fercht me to him. I pulled out the pieces of Bones and lacerated Fleſh 
from amongſt the Brain, in which they were intangled, and dreſt him up with 
ſoft folded Linen dipt in a Cephalick Balſam, and with Emplaſter and Bandage 
bound him up, ſuppoſing I ſhould never drefs him any more. Yet helived 
17 days3 and the 15.day walkr from that great Corner-Fort over-againſt Pore. 
land to the Bridge which ſeparates Weymourh from Melcomb- Regis, only led 
by che hand of ſome one of his Fellow-Soldiers.

She lived fo 
long till that Lobe of the Brain wrought out or corrupted. 
3. Obſery. Art the Siege of 7aunton one of Colonel John Arundel's men, in ſtorming 
Fureg The Works, was ſhot inthe Face by Caſe-ſhot. He fell down, andin the Retraxr- 
Face, Was carricd oft among the dead, and laid into an empty houſe by the way un- 
Note, &% tj] the next day : when in the morning early, the Colonel marching by that 
houſe heard a knocking within againſt the Door. Some of the Officers de- 
firing to know what it was, lookrt in, and faw this man ſtanding by the Door 
without-Eye, Face, Noſe, or Mouth. The Col. ſent to me (my Quarters be- 
ing ncarelt) to dreſs the man, I went, but was ſomewhat troubled where to 
begin. The Door conſiſted of two Hatches ; the uppermoſt was open, andthe 
man ſtood leaning upon the other part of the Door which was ſhut. His Face, 
with his Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, and forepart of the Jaws, with the Chin, was 
ſhot away, and the remaining parts of them driven in. Oae part of the Jaw 
hung down by his Throat, and the other part paſht into ic, I ſaw the Brain 
working out underneath the lacerated Scalp on both ſides between his Ears and 
Brows. I could not fee any advantage he could have by my Dreſling. To 
have cut away the lacerared Parts here had been to expoſe the Brain to rhe Air. 
\ But I helpt him to clear his Throat, where was remaining the Root. of his 
Tongue. He ſeemed to approve of my Endeavours, and implored my help 
by the Signs he made with his Hands. I askt him if he would drink, making a

Sign by the holding up a Finger. He preſently did the like, and immediately 
after held up both his Hands, expreſſing his Thirſt. A Soldier fetcht ſome 
Milk, and brought a little wooden Diſh to pour ſome of it down his Throat : 
but part of it running on both ſides, he reacht out his Hands to take the Diſh. 
They gaveit him full of Milk. He held the Root of his Tonguedown with 
the one Hand, and with the other poured it down his Throat, (carrying his 
'Head backward,) and fo got down more than a quart. After that I bound 
his Wounds up. The dead were removed from thence to their. Graves, and 
freſh Straw was fercht for him to lie upon, with an old Blanket to cover 
him. It was in the Summer. There we left that deplorable creature to lodge, 
and while we continued there, which was about 6 or 7 days, he was dreſt by 
ſort of the Chirurgeons with a Fomentation made of Vulnerary Plants, with 
_ alittle Brandy-wine in it, and with Stupes of Tow dipt in our common Di- 
geſtive. So we bound him up. | | 
 TIcculd ell you of many more wounded into the Brain, bur I think theſe 
may ſerve to prove what I would demonſtrate, viz. that the Brain is of ir 
ſelf infenſible 3 that choſe Symptoms which accompany theſe Wounds pro- 
- ceed from the: pain which the Meninges, Dura and Pia mater ſuffer, which 
if oppreſſed by extravaſated blood, or a Depreſſion of the Scull, do quickly 
ſuffer the greateſt Symptoms, as Vomiting, Stxpor, Paralyſis, &«c. much more 
if they be pricked by any Spcel of a Bone, .or other extraneous ſharp body. 
* When the Brain it ſelf ouzeth out between them in the manner already 
-mentioned, it is a mild ſoft ſubſtance and lenient to them, fo that the Acci- 


| Membranes themſelves putrefie ; upon which there follow Convulſions, 
| Howlings, and a diſpatch of the Patient. From which very obſervation 
| may be ſeen the folly of drefſing theſe Wounds with powerful Deſiccarives, 
"which, fo far as I could obſerve, did always hurt the Membranes; but never 
either digeſt or incarn the Brain, For, according to Hippocrates, non coaleſcet, 
| but as it gets liberty works it ſelf forth not unlike unto Barm. Ar Sea thoſe

| 4 burning and a poiſonous quality, was the deadly Colour of theſe Wounds;

| the Bullet pierceth, it extinguiſheth the natural heat,: and the Lips of the

| alſo the Matter is of a fatid ſmell. In this condition the Wound. is comnionly '

But if you 
have not-theſe in readineſs,make your Clyſter with the Broth of Fleſh,ol.chamg.

or, in caſe of neceſſiry, ſalt Water ; or Broth out of the Kertie, with a few 
Flowers'of Camomil boiled in it, and ſtrained, adding a little Butter, or Oil, 
and red Sugar.

| DU T from the firſt to the eleventh day many Accidents are wont tb hap- 
pen to theſe Wounds, which not only .impede the Cure, but often, with- 
out timely help, deſtroy the Patient. And: theſe are, vehement Pain, In- 
fammation, Ery/ipe/as, from whence Gangrenes, and Sphacelz do frequently 


happen. Theſe latter take their beginning from Inflammation. ' Therefore I 1afan- 
tave elſewhere particularly treated of Inflammation an Er/ypelas, that you, mativn. 


keing what it is, may in its beginning prevent its increale. It commonly 
apo in this caſe, either from a very il! Habir of body, or from the ill 
| handling of theſe Wounds in the beginning. 

The Remedy is, timely to prevent the Influx of Humours, and eyacuate 
that which alrcady affeerh the Wound. The firſt way is, by Bleeding and 
Purging 3 both which are dire&ed you in the firſt day's work. If you omit- 
ted that then, you muſt perform it now. The ſecond way is, by external ap- 
\ Plications. If Pain be the cauſe, you muſt ſuccour ic by Anodynes, which 
| May mitigate and repreſs the heat of the partz of which you may have yout 
choice in the Chaptersof Phlegmon and Eryfipelas iri general; andin the firſt 
Chapter of the Treatiſe of Wounds, one we have particulatly _ of 
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Pains, and propoſed their Relief, &c, viz, in their Beginning with Refrige.

rants and Repellents, and in their State by moderate CaletaCtion and Diſcy. 
tients, and afterwards by ConcoCtion of the Matter 3 to which Treatiſe I re. 
fer you. 

The next and moſt ctuel Symptom is Mortification of the Part, which ye. 
ry often attends great Inflammartions, and is ſhrewdly to be ſuſpe&ted when 
they yield not readily toDiſcutients or Suppuratives. In theſe Wounds it hay. 
pens moſt commonly through a Suffocation of the natural Heat of the parr, 
by reaſon of the great concourſe of Humours, or too retrigerating and repe]. 
lent Applications in the time of great Inflammations, which have infeebleq 
and hindred the 7ran/itus of Spirits into the Part. It may be perceived by the 
Gleet and change of Colour, it beginning to look livid 3 alſo by a diminution 
of the Tumour, &c. 

When you ſee ſuch a change begin, you muſt preſently prepare to withſtand 
a Mortification by Scarification, not only until the Bloud come about the Lips 
of the Wound, but deep into it through the Eſcar to the quick, and ſuffer jt 
to bleed freely, and make the Part ſenſibly feel, that by ſuch means you may 
disburthen it of part of what would have choak'd it, and make way for the 
entrance of the operation of the Medicine. Then foment the part with a good 
Lixivium made of Aſhes, to which may be added Salt and Vinegar. Or you 
may boil /cord, abfinth. centaur. and ſuch like, in the aforeſaid Lixivium. After 
you have well fomented the place,waſh the Scarifications, and dreſs theWound 
with Agyptiac. cum theriac, Venet. diſſolved in aceto vim, adding calcin' Vi. 
triol, Sc. then apply a Cataplaſm ex farin. hord. fabar. orobi, Iupinor. decotted 
in ſome of the ſame Lixivium, with an addition of Oxymel to it.. Bur as to 
this matter I refer you to the particular Chapter of Gangrene and Sphacel;, for 
farther direftions therein, The Gangrene ſtopt, haſten ſeparation of the E- 
ſchars by Digeſtives, and then deterge with mundif. ex apio & Paracelſ, &c. 
and ſo proceed with Sarcoticks and Epuloticksto finith the Cure. | 

But in the ſeparating of contuſed' Parts, asI have often told you, great Fluxes 
of Blood uſually break out upon us. Thus in a Patient of mine, wounded by 
a Shot through the inſide of the Radius, upon ſeparation of the Eſchar a great 
Flux of Blood happened. While I was ſtopping'the firſt Orifice, which was 
neareſt the Artery, the Blood burſt forth of the other: Hereupon I ſtopr both 
the Orifices with ſome aſtringent Powders, (I ſuppoſe that of Galer's preſcri- 
ption of Aloes and Hares fur, I moſt frequently-uling thoſe as the beſt 1n ſuch 
caſes,) rowling up the Wound with a good Compreſs dipt in a Stiptick De-

or four days after. How ſuch Fluxes of Blood are farther to be treated, you 
may ſee in the Chapter of an Aneuriſma. 

Gun-ſhot Wounds after ſeparation of the Eſchar are apt to become Sinuous 
Ulcers, eſpecially after great Fluxion,' and where Bandage cannot be uſed to 
preſerve the Tone of the Parts, as inthe upper part of the Thigh and Hip, &c- 
Theſe Cavities cauſing much pain to the Patient, and difficulty and trouble to 
the Chirurgeon, we ſhall conſider their Cure, taking our Indication from the 
Parts aftefted, with the largeneſs of the Wound, Contuſion and Laceration 
of parts : For from ſuch Wounds there muſt neceſſarily be loſs of Subſtance, 
and the quantity or evil quality of the Matter muſt needs render it Sinuous, 
cprcnlly where the Bandape cannor be conveniently made to thruſt our the 

ater. | 

And if the Bullet or any extraneous body be yer remaining withio, and the 
Parts extremely tumefied and troubled with pain and influx of Humours, the 


included body will be the more ſtreightned in its paſſage our, and ay the 
ure 
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Cure fo much the more difficult. And if a Cacochymia ot Laes Ven, be jeined_ 


with it, you will ſcarce cure your Patient without exhibiting Antivenereal 
and Scorbutick Remedies. | | 

Therefore to prevent Sinuoſities, you are to enlarpe the Orifice at firſt, and 
keep it ſo wide open, that the Matter which is daily there ingendred may have 
free paſſage out : which if it may not by the way the Shot went in, then you 
muſt conſider how 1n another place the Sinus may diſcharge it ſelf. This be- 
ing prudently cffe&ed, and the Matter thereby diſcharged, you ſhall thei 
more eaſily perfe&t your Cure. 

Bur before you make this Apertion, you muſt conſider whether by altering 
the poſition of the Part, or by Compreſſion with Bandage, or by hollow Tents, 
the Matter may not be brought out. And to make the Cure of theſe Cavities 
the more facil, you muſt endeavour to place the Member in ſuch a figure that 
the Orifice may be depending. Alſo you muſt endeavour by Stupes, Sponges, 
Compreſs and goodBandage,topreſs out theMatter,that theCavities may unite.

Sometimes in a Wound inflicted on the upper part of a Member, the Matter 
not being likely to diſcharge it ſelf thereout, I have by a Seron-needle perfora- 
ted it through ; and retaining the twiſted Silk in the Ulcer till the lower 
Orifice was digeſted, then drawing.out the Silk, I kept it open by a Tent a 
kw days, till the upper part agglutinated; and afrerward, as the Matter leſ- 
ſned in the depending Orifice, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and healed 
it up.

not yielding to Cure by Injeftions, Bandape, &c. I made a Cannula, through ded Thigh 


which I paſſed a Needle with a twiſted Silk, and kept in the Silk as a Seton, 
till I had by Gentian roots dilated the Orifice ſufficiently for the diſcharge of 
Matter. To make the Perforation of the Needle more certain and eafie, I ap- 
plied a Cauſtick firſt upon the place, the better to tel the end of the Cannula.

One was ſhot in the Face betwixt the Noſe and Eye on the right fide into the 2. Obſerv. 


Ethmoides by a Piſtol-buller. After he had been. curcd ſome years of the ex- 92 ſhot 


diſcharged by that Noſtril ; and eſpecially at his firſt riſing in the morning 
out of Bed ir would run halt a ſpoonful of a yellowiſh colour, which had made 
achop or gutter at the lower end of that Noſtril by its acrimony. After ſome 
years he felr, upon bending his Head backwards or forwards, the Buller to 
owl to and fro over the Root of his Mouth. He complained to me of his Grie- 
Yance at the Hague in Holland, a little before his Majeſty's going into Scotland. 
[ offered ro his conſideration the caſting in InjeTtions, or paſſing a Probe into 
that Noſtril downwards, to try if eicher way it might be waſhr or thruſt down- 
Wards in the Gullet, or be excreted into his Mouth.

Chap, V1, 
the Bone, that it would not yield to my Spatula as I expected : wherefore 1 
applied a bir of a Cauſtick ſtone, and held it to the place with a Pledyir of 
Liat a few minutes3 by which I conſumed the ſotr fleſhy part over the Bone.

If the Sinus run tranſverſe the Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Tendons, &9c, yoy 
may then (it you think it nor ſafe co paſs a Needle in a Cannula through it, or 
if you cannot do it by reafon of the make of the Part, you may then, Tay,) 
make uſe of that Inſtrument deſcribed in the Treatiſe of F:ſtu/e and Sinuous 
Ulcers i» Ano, by which you may cut as afſuredly upon rhe end of the Dire- 
for which paſleth within the Sinw, as if you ſaw it before you. Ir is com. 
monly uſed where the end of the Sinw lies moſt diſtant trom the Skin, Afﬀer 
which Apertion it muſt be kept open by a Tent, tor che diſcharge of Matter, 
till it be well digeſted, and firto cure. If the Orifice be ſmall, and the Sinu 
lie but under the Skin, and in ſuch a place as may be ſafely opened, it maybe 
dilated with prepared Sponge or Gentian roots, and afterwards ſnipt open by 
a pair of Prdbe-ſciflors, or cut by a Knife upon the DireQor within, or laid 6+ 
pen by Cauſtick. And after you have divided the Sinus, you may digeſt it 
with zerebinth. cum vitell. owor, or deterge by ſome of the Mundificarives ſet 
down in the Cure of Ulcers'in general: and if there be occaſion of more Sar- 
coticks, you may add mel com. pulv. myrrhe, thuris, rad, ireos, to make it more

They did give him drink, and he made good 
his promiſe and died ſoon after; yer had no other Wound than thar. By 
which may be perceived the Danger in delaying this Work 'ro the next day, 
when the foreſaid Accidents have kept them watching all night, and totally 
debilicated their Spirits.

We inlarged the Gun-ſhor 
Wound, pulled out the Buller and pieces of the Coracordes, 8c. and dreſſed 
it up with Digeſtives and lenient Embrocations, &c: and afterwards deterpged 
with mandif.

Afrerwards, being near cured, he made his eſcape into his own Country. Ma-

\ If the fraGture be near a Joint, the violence of the Blow will many times 
add a Diſlocation alſo ro it. If that happen, reſtore the Joint firſt toirs place, 
before you meddle with the fracture. Theſe Diſlocations are made by great 
Shot or ſplinters of woad whoſe force ſhatters the Limbs in pieces, or carries 
them quite away. But this latter rarely happens, but uſually when the Mem- 
ber is ſhattered, jr hangs by ſome lirtle part of a Tendon, Muſculous fleſh, or 
Skin.

or that it requireth a greater ſtrength to ſupport it, ) you-may uſe Paſtboard

I ought to have cut off this mans Arm preſently : But a ſudden 
cry that our Ship wason Fire put me in ſuch diſorder, that I rather thought ot 
ſaving my ſelf than dreſſing my Patients.

Hand to ſupport ir, 
and endeavoured to get up out of the Hold as others did, verily believing

ThenlI em- 
brocated thefraftured Arm cum ol, myrt. & olivar. immatur.and a little acetum, 
bringing my reſtritive Emplaſter, which lay under the Arm, over the whole 
Arm, from the Arm pitto the Elbow and cloſe round abour, only leaving a 
ſpace to dreſs the Wound: | | | 

This gavea ſtrength to the weak Member, and was deſigned to prevent the 
Influx from above. Juſt under this Emplaſter there lay a Sp/enium, . To an- 
{wer that I applied three more, one on each fide, and another above : .Which 
tour were of ſacha ſize, that they, lying a little oft from one another, encom- 
paſſed the Arm. They were ſpread lightly with a little Cerote made of ax- 
ungia and Wax to make them adhere where I placed them. 

Then I brought the Bandage which lay under the Spleniuzm, with three 
heds at each end. The lowermolt of theſe took in the lower part of the 
Arm, from the Elbow upward, with part of the Fracture, and was faſtned 
on the exteriour part of the Arm. This preſt the Sanzes from the neather part 
of the Arm to the Wound, and hindred the lapſe of Matter that way. The 
middlemoſt was made to preſs the Matter out of the Wound, and keep the 
Lips down. The uppermoſt ſerved to reſtrain theInflux,as I ſaid,and preſſed that 
Matter out which was already in the Part.This Bandage was made with great 
moderation, and ſo faſtned, that ir might be loofened wirhour trouble to the 
Paticnr. Then I brought the wet Paſtboard cloſe to the ſides, and cur another 
piece to anſwer ir, which I wetted z acero, and by the three Ligatures under 
made them faſt, but without diſturbance to the Parient. It it could not _ 
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| been ſo put on, | I ſhould have forborn the uſe of them, the Cure of theſe 
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Wounds conſiſting in the eafic Dreſſing and quier Poſition, without which 
you will not cure one of them. The Paſtboard as it dried, ſiflened, and re- 


cained its ſhape, preſerving the FraCture in the poſition I left ir, and thar with - 


a yery, ſlack Bandage. Thus I finiſhed the firſt dreſſing, leaving my Patient 
in much caſe.. He ſlept pretty well that night, and was the next day as well 
as I could expect. He was let blood the ſecond day, and kept roa ſpare Diets

The third day I dreſt him again, took off the upper Paſtboard, and looen- 
ed the heads of the main Bandage; alfo I took oft that Splenium which was 


over the Wound, and railing up the Emplaſter from the Wound, took out 


many Doſlils, found it warm and well diſpoſed, and dreſt it up quick with my 
Suppurarives hot, and an Emplaſter as before, I ſtirred not the Reſtrifive, 
but made now a compreſs more particularly for the Wound, purpoſing not 


' toremove the two outermoſt heads of the main-Bandage, unleſs it were ſome- 


time to give a little breathing to the Member : But the middle I opened as of- 
ten as ] thought fit, todreſs the Wound. 'Theother two had ſhort Splenza to 


'make the Bandage equal. - Burl was not then ſatisficd how the ſpace between 


the fractured ends of the main Bone could be ſupplicd with Caus. My Patient 
was caſicr than any ofmy other with fratured Wounds. Whenirt came to my 
turn to be viſited by my Brother Chirurgeons of our Squadron, they did not 
diſlike the Wound, nor my way of dreſſing, ( for we being uſed to ſee one 
another's Patients,” had all much one way of dreſling : )) but they laught at the 


Bur I kept my Patient flat on his Back, and thatafter a while was 
his greateſt painz For the Wound digeſted, and the Tumour was not then 
conſiderable.

proper Applications. The next raking off and renewing theſe Dreſlings of 


this Frattured Member was occaſioned ſome 16 or 17 days atter, by a treuble- 
ſome itching of the Part, which was occaſioned, I ſuppoſe, partly from his 
liverry in Diet, partly by the heatof the Weather, and want of Tranſpiration. 
Upon this account I took oft the Dreſſings, barhed the Member with Sea- 
water, and-dreaſt him up with emp/aft. de /ithargyro. The Wound was abour 
this rime well incarned within, and the Lips beginning to cicatrize from their 
edoes, I dreſſed them wirh Epuloticks, asunguent. tutie&, &c. All this while [ 
kept my Patient upon his Back, and renewed not the whole Dreſling uncil E 
was again neceſſitated.

| There was in this Patient a ſtrong Caas filling up the void place of the 
loſt Bone at leaſt twoinches, with little or no ſhortning of the Arm: bur the 
Joynt of the Etbow was fo ſtiff from the poſitionit lay fo long in, -that he could 
not ſtretch thar Joint whilſt I knew him, which was until that Ship was caſt 
away. 

My memory will bemuch cried up, for remembring fo many particularg jn 
a Patient ſo many years ſince cured by me. But if you confider how remaxr. 
kable a caſe it was, and in my Trade, there will be leſs wondring at the pof 
fibilicy of it. You may enquire what was done by mein the Cure of Captain 
Reade, where the loſs of his Jaw was ſupplied by a ſtrong Ca/s, and thar 
. Cheek made uniform with the other. It will be long remember'd bythe then 
Standers-by, though not of our Profeſſion, 

In our Sea-fights oftentimes a Buttock, the Brawnof the Thigh, the Calfof 
the Leg, are torn off by Chain.ſhot and Splinters. All theſe are contuſed 
Wounds, and look black, and do roo often deceive the unexperienced Chirur: 
geon, he taking them by cheir aſpect to be gangrened, and by dreſſing them as 
Mortifications with AZgyptzac. and ſpir.vini,doth certainly ſphacelate them ;and 
thoſe perſons die miſerably afflicted. : 

Whereas if they be conſidered rightly, though they look like Fleſh long 
hang'd in the Air, of a dry blackiſh colour, yet they have warmth, Fe, 
by Lenients, as is preſcribed in Simple Gun-ſhot Wounds, they would digeſt, 
ſeperate their Sloughs, and incarn. But they are flow in Digeſtion, andre- 
quire good Fomentations and Embrocations to cheriſh the native heat, which 
is much weakned by ſo great a loſs of Subſtance. Theſe require olenz tere- 
binth. to be mixt with your Digeſtive: . But you muſt have a care you do not 
inflame them and cauſe pain by: adding too much of it: A Spoonful to fix 
ounces of your Suppuratives is enough in the drieſt Habirs. Your judp- 
ment will beſt direct you, and your Patients complaint: It being unreafona- 
'ble to hope that wounds can digeſt, while they are accompanied with much

' This Wound was mortal the very minute it was inflicted, and the party ouphe 

| then to have been diſmembred : But ſuch Propoſals were not admitted of in 
the firſt dreſſing, whilſt there was, as they judged, hope. Afterwards the 
vehement pain brought ſuddenly on ſevere Accidents, as Fever, Delirmm, 

- and then it was too late to make Amputation. I made my firſt Dreſſing by thg 
Application of a Digeſtive dipt z# 0/. /umbric. warm, and embrocated the Parts 
about with ol. roſ. cum aceto, applying my ReſtriQive overall. In the depending 
Orifice there was a throbbing of the Arterial blood, as in an Azeuriſwa, the 
blood being choakt in by the contuſed Fleſh: It therefore was nor thereto he 
tented, for fear of making a Flux of blood ; nor yer could we hope ro ſtop 
the Bleeding by Cautery, aCtual or potential, that Part being full of Ligamentg 
and Tendons,: the burning whereof would have been difficult, and prieyoug 
painful; Wherefore I dreſt that Wound with the ſame Digeſtive mixr with 
pulv. Galeni upon Doſlils with thick Pledgits, and fome of the ſame Reſtriiye 
over that, with ſuch Bandage as that Part was capable of; hoping this way to 
hinder theInflux of Humour,and thinking by ſuch Dreſſings the Wound would 
digeſt. But the pain increaſed vehemently, and yielded to an Application, nor 
was there any poſſibility of conveying any Inſtrument, whereby I might 
thruſt or pull out the Shivers of Bone, if any ſuch were in between the heads 
of the Joint. Mr. Penzcuke, formerly General Chirurgeon to the Scotiſþ Ar- 
my, and other Chirurgeons were with me at the Dreſſing of this Patient: 
Bur in ſpight of all our Endeavours, the PutrefaQion increaſed, and was. at- 
tended by Delirium and Spaſm. Death followed, as commonly ir doth inall 
ſuch Wounds of the great Joints, I could inſtance it in many, bur the late 
caſe of Sir F. L. may ſerve for all. He had many of our moſt experienced 
Chirurgeons, with the eminenreſt Phyſicians to help them; yer they had no 
better ſucceſs. Therefore at Sea, while they are warm with heat of Fight, 
we diſmember them, and by a&tual Cautery ſtop the Flux of blood.

[ Have now briefly run through the Parts not principal, and purpoſe next 
| ] to fay ſomewhat of the principal Parts, as the Belly and Breaſt. And that 
you may the more certainly know the Part wourided, I ſhall give you a ſhorr 
Deſeription of them, and then ſhew you how ſuch Wounds ate t6 be handled 
in order to their Cure. | 


The Belly is called Abdomen, or th6 inferiour Venter. It begins from the 46doner 
Baſtard-ribs, and extends ir ſelf ro the Groinsz and is divided into three deſcribed. 


| Regions by our Anatomiſts, the upper, middle, and lowermoſt. The upper- 
| Moſt is called Epigaſtrium, the middle Regjo ambilicalis , the inferiour Ay- 
pogaſtrium. The {ides of the uppermoſt are termed Hypochondria. The right 
Hypochondriam pollefieth all the Liver: 1n the lefr is the Spleen. Between 
| "theſe is placed the Yentriculus, or Stomach. In the middle part of the 4bdo- 
men is the Navel 5 round about which lie the Guts, and behind thoſe on each 
fide the Kidneys. In the ſides of the inferiour part arc the 7/4, with the 
Pefen or Pubes in the middle: Under. which lies the Bladder, Thus much 
to the internal Delineation. | 

| The Abdomen conſiſts moreover of Parts containing, and contained. Parts 
"containing, or. Teguments of the Abdomen, are cithet the conimon, Which 
reach all over the Body, as the Caticula, Cutis, Pinguedo, Membrana carnoſa : 
'Oc the particular and proper-to this place, which are the Muſcles of the Belly, 
the Peritoneum, and in reſpe&t of the Guts the Omentam. The Parts con- 
"taincd are ſome of them deſigned for the Nutrition of the whole Body, others 
for Expurgation, and others for Genetation. The Stomach, Small inteſtines, 
Meſenterium, Vena porta, cava, Arteria magna, and celiaca magna, the Liver 
- and Spleen, ſerve for Nutrition. The Bladder, Gall, all the Tnteſtines, but e- 
ſpecially the great ones, Kidneys, and Ureters, for expurgation. And for Pro- 
creation, the Vaſa preparantia & deferentia, Priſtate, and Vterus in Women. 


| Theſe parts containing and contained are ſubje& to Gun-ſnor; whence various yg, ,. - 
Species ariſe of theſe Wounds. Sometimes the containing Parts, as the C#- not pene- 
tis, Pinguedo, Caro muſculoſa, only are wounded; ſo as neither the Peritontum ating 


nor the other internal Parts ſuffer any hurr. 

And this hath happened to many in Service, who have been brought to me 
as mortally wounded, whereas upon ſearch I have found the impreſſion only 
upon a greazy leather Jerkin, or their Bellies black and a little ſcraxchr by the 
| Bullet, Yet theſe are even ſubje&t ro Tumour, and ſo do require lenient Em- 
| brocations, with an emp. @ bolo or the like. In others the Skin, and Fleſh un- 
der it, is ſometimes wounded, and no farther. Theſe are by us called Wounds 
of the Belly, not penetrating, and are cured as Gun-ſhot Wounds in Fleſſiy 
parts: In which caſes all choſe Applicarions are approved of which have been 
delivered in Simple Gun ſhot Wounds.

I have ſeen ſometimes in the Wars a Soldier ſhor'ſcarce to.the Peritonguy, 
yet the Contuſion hath been ſo great, that the Perizoneum hath come off upay 
Digeſtion: In which caſe the Bowels commonly ſuffer under ſevere Colicks, 
and there ariſerh Difficulty of breathing, &c, pn 
If the Buller penetrates chrough the Periron4#m, though no farther, yet the 
Contuſion makes foul work, and requires ſpeedy relief.” But 1t it hath woundeq 
the internal Yiſcera, then you muſt confider what the Parts are that are woyn. 
ded, whether the Liver, Stomach, or which of the Inteſtinesz which you may 
apprehend from rhe Site of the Part, and the Accidents accompanying ſuch 
Wounds, alſo by the proper Symptoms of each Part. 
| $igns of According to Celſus, Lb. 5. Cap. 26. the Liver being hurt, there followerh 
Womnds an Effuſion of groſs blood: If the Porta or YVeua cava be hurt, the righe 
w_ ' Hypochondrium is oppreſt : If the Artery be wounded, the blood is florid, and 
parts of burſts impetuouſly forth, and the Paticnt expires with ir. Bur if the Stomach 
ns be hurt, Singaltus or Hiccough follows, with Vomiting and Nauſea, and the 
Patients Suſtenance comes out of his Wound with the Chyle, and cold Sweats 
ſhew his languiſhing condition. If the leſſer Inteſtines be wounded, he will be 
troubled with poraceous Vomiting, and what he eats or drinks will paſs out 
of his Wound in leſs than half an hour and fo it will continue to do as lon 
as he lives. If the great Inteſtines be wounded, the Excrements and filthy Smell 
will demonſtrate it. If the Wound be on the left Hypochondriurm under the 
Short ribs, you may conclude the Spleen wounded ; the blood which floweth 
forth is black ; there is alſo a Tenſion, and Difficulty of breath. Tf the Kid- 
ney be hurt, the Wound is in the Region of the Loyns, near the Yerzebraun- 
der the Diaphragma, The more certain ſign thereof is from the Pains reaching 
to the Groins and Teſticles, with difficulty of Urine: And that Urine which 
he voids is cither mixt with Blood, or elſe pure Blood. It the Ureters be woun- 
' ded, the Urine comes out at the Wound. If the Bladder be wounded, that 
part of the Belly is tenſe he hath great pain in his Groin and his Urine is 
diſcharged by the Wound 3 the Stomach ſuffcrs by conſent, and the Part woun- 
ded demonſtrates ir. If the Womb be wounded, the Groins and Coxa arc 
afflicted with the Pain, and the blood not only flows by the Wound, but ptr 
Vulvam;they are troubled in Mind, and have other ſhrewd Symptoms of Death.

. The Inteſtines and Omzentum are diſpoſed to Reduttion by warm diſcutient 
Fomentations : Bur if there be not. an Opening wide enough, you muſt en- 
large the Wound.

Penctra= But if the Bullet hath penetrated deep into the Cavity, it may be diſcerned 
ting Signs, by the paſſing forth of the air with noiſe: There will. alſo follow'a Flux of 
blood by the Wound, or Mouth, or by both; unleſs the blood fall down upon 
the Diaphragma ; and then the Difficulty of breathing and ſuch like = 
toms will demonſtrate its Penietration; And if the Lungs be wounded, th 
wilt be a Cough, with Difficulty of breathing, and-frequent Sighing : if there 
be an effuſion of blood, it will, according- as it is much or little, flow forth 
of the Wound, or be cought up, ſometimes both : The Patient will incline 
tolie much upon the Wound, If the Heart be hurt, the blood floweth im- 
peruoufly, and is reeking hor, their Spirits fink, and cold Sweats bedewing 
their Face foreſhew their approaching Death. 

The wounded Diaphragma is accompanied with Difficulty of breathing, al- 
ſo a Hoarſneſs, with great Pain abour the falſe Ribs; the Daphragma is drawn 
upward, and the Spine is affeQted. 

” Ff thegreatVein or Artery be hurt, a terrible Flux of blood follows. 1f it 
flow from the right fide, the Cave is hurt ; bur if from the left Side, we 
ſauppole it the Artery. You will diſcover ic by its Saltation and florid colour. 
If he Porta be wounded , the Patient dies at the inſtant ; and fo he doth of 
all the reſt. If the Spznalis medulla be wounded, the Nerves are reſolved, 
and a Palſic follows, but more immediately in the Part under the Wound. 

Almoſt all thefe Wounds made by Gun-ſhot are mortal ; but ir is not 
conſiſtent with Religion or Hamanity, to leave ſuch people withour help:

I have elſewhere purpoſely treated, Bur thar of Gangrene I rhought fir ſhould 


accompany Gun-ſhor, they of all Wounds being moſt ſubje&t ro ict.

Gangrene : From which ſharp dreſſings the Wound gleeted, and, by reaſon A 
ofthe Pain, inflamed.

THE moſt cruel Symproms that attend Gun-ſhot and preat contuſed 
, Wounds are Gangrena and Sphacelus. 


| Gangrene is a tendency to Morrification : it invades the ſotter Parts, as Pefiot 
the Skin, Fleſh, &©c. and is the beginning ofa Sphacelus. EO 
 Sphacelns is a perie& Mortification, with the extintion of the native Heat 
and privarion of ſenſe, not only inthe Skin, Fleſh, Nerve, Artery, but the 
very Bones. | 
They differ from one another, as the Mortificationis more or leſs. Diffe- 
The Cauſes of Gangrene are various, viz, whatſoever deſtroyeth the natural ***<: 
Heat : as Interceptionof the motion of the blood by over-ſtrift Bandage in 
-Wounds and Amputations, want of timely extraCting of extraneous bodies 
- in Gun: ſhot, &c. from whence Pain and Fluxion do ariſe; fo exceſs of Cold 
in hard Winters, alſo in Old age, and the like. A Gangrene doth ariſe alſo 
'in Phlegmons, through the unſeafonable application ot over-cold Medica- 
\ ments; or for want of timely Digeſtion ; or by exceſs of Heat, ſuch as be- 
' cometh cauſtical, as we find 1n Carbuncles and all Eſchars. Bux that which 
moſt of all contributes ro it is the Degeneration of Humours inunſound Bodies : 
in ſome of which not only all great Operations, but even theapplication of a 
"Cauſtick, cutting a Corn, or paring a Nail of a Toe to the quick, will endan- 
- ger Mortification. Some l have ſeen (you may call them SEorbutical perſons 
ii you pleaſe ) who upon the appearance only of a ſmall black Spot on the 
Foot without Tumour, have ſuffered a very quick unavoidable Morrification. 
| But I would not have you therefore conclude every Scorbutical Spot a Gan- 
grene: for this latter lies dry in the Skin without either Inflammation or 
Pain. 
' Inoneoftheſe aboveſaid cafes, where the Gangrene was ſtopped by the ſpeedy 
aſſiſtance of Art, an Apoplexy followed in few days after : of which more 
anon.. 
' The Signs of a Gangrene are, change of the natural colour in the Skin to a gjgn,, 
pale livid, with diminution of Tumour; Bliſters alſo ariſe, and the Part turneth 
black ſoon after. In Wounds, the Lips fink and are flaccid; a Gleet followeth, 
and the Fleſh within withers; alſo the Pulſe and Senſe in the Part do both 
 languiſh. |

\ conſulted adviſed the laying open of the Wound, and extraCtion of the Buller,

den ſinking of that Tumour is the beginning of the Gangrene. It the Gangrene 
be from cold, the Part is firſt benummed, then accompanied with a prickin 
Pain, alſo a Rednefs, which by degrees turnerh black, and Horror and Ri. 
gour ſeizeth upon the Patient. If it befrom Interception of the Spirits by rea. 
ſon of over-ſtri&t Bandage, there is neither Fluxion nor Pain, buta Flaccidity 
joyned with an Inſenſibility in the Part. Ifitbe from Old age, the Patient ig 
lean, nature viſibly decayed, his Legs and other extremities are firſt ſeized,and 
the Part is moſt commonly without Tumour, | 
All Gangrenes are dangerous as threatning the Lite of the Patient they 
affet. Thoſe that begin in the external Parts by reaſon of Inflammation are 
of leaſt danger, if the Habitof body be tolerably good, and the Mortification 
timely treated. Thoſe that ariſe deep within the Wound from Gun-ſhot or 
frattured Bones are extremly hazardous, eſpecially if they be in or near 
the Joynts, though the Habit of body be good. | 
Gangrenes ariſing from Parts abounding with' two much Humidity are in 
oreat danger, for thereby the natural Hear is ſoon overcome : for which rea- 
{on Gangrenes in very fat and Hydropical bodies, eſpecially in the latter, are 
rarely extinguiſhed. So alſo thoſe ariſing from an internal cauſe are, ex. 
ceedingly more dangerous than thoſe that ariſe from an accidenral.. Yet in 
all theſe there are ſome hopes of Cure. But in Sphacelus there is no remedy, 
ſave only by a ſpeedy ſeparation of the ſphacelated Part : for if any of it re. 
main, it ſoon creepeth up by the Nerves, &c.1and infefteth the whole Mem: 
ber, and is accompanied with Watching, Raving, frequent Faintings, Con- 
vulſions, Hiccough, and cold Sweats 3 which foreſhew the Patient's approa- 
ching Death in the Treatiſe of Tumours. | gh 
In the Care of Gangrenes, I ſhall begin my diſcourſe of that which arifeth 
from Pain with Flux of humours and Inflammation. Theſe moſt trequently 
attend great Contuſions, Gun-ſhot Wounds, &c. and by ſuffocating the native 
Heat produce Mortification. In which caſes a cooling and ſlender Diet ought 
to be obſerved: rhe Humours abounding in the body muſt be evacuated by 
Bleeding and Purging: Revulſion ought alſo to be made to avert the Hu- 
mours from flowing to the diſeaſed Parts. For the rational performing of 
which I refer you to the Chapter of a Phlegmon in the Treatiſe of Tumonrs. 
Cordials and Epithems are alſo neceſſary, to reſiſt the Putrefa&tion, and 
ftrengthen the vitals, from what cauſe ſoever the Gangrene ariſeth. For 
your choice of which I refer you to the Chapter of a Carbuncle, which is ano- 
ther ſort of Gangrene. Having thus provided in general, we ſhall in the next 
place confider the Partaffe&ed, whether it be only a Tumour, or a Wound 
with a Tumour, &c. In which latter, if the Tumour and Inflammation have 
been very great, and it change colour ſuddenly, and fink, the Pain continuing, 
you may conclude a Gangrene beginning. And it there be a Wound or Abſcels, 
and that Wound, &c. grow more painful, if the Fleſh alſo loſe its ruddinels, 
and look pale and withered, and the Matter change to be thin and glecty,you 
may ſuſpe& ic corrupting: in which caſe it will be neceſſary rthar you ſcarifte 
ro the quick, and make it bleed freely. By your Patients ſenſible feeling, and

The Lips of the Ulcer were without Tumour of Heat : the Fleſh within the = 


pleety Matter. Indeed there were all the ſigns of a Sphacelus : yer the Patient 
talked of going abroad the next morning; and by his other diſcourſe ſeemed 
to be ſomewhat delirous. Ifomented his Leg with a Stupe wrung hot out of 
Spaniſh Wine ; and whilft I provided other Dreflings, I prevailed with him 
to ſend for an eminent Phyſician dwelling near his Lodging, to whom [I re- 
preſented the condition of the Ulcer, and undreſſed it in his preſence, ſcarify- 
ing the Lips and Parts within , then waſhr it with ol. zerebinth. hot, and ap- 
plied Merc. precipitat. &c. with a Cataplaſm & medull. panis tritic. palv, ſammit. 
abſenth. with ſcord, &c. decotted in Brandy.wine. The next day a Conſulta- 
tion was held of two Phyſicians, Mr. Arris and Mr. Hollyer Chirurgeons, with 
my ſelf. We took oft the Dreſſings, and found the Ulcer ſphacelared; but nor 
' much ſpread externally. The Patient had reſted ill, and was delirous, and his 
Pulſe weak. We ſcarcifted the Lips and Ulcer, and permitted them to bleed ; 
then fomented the Member, and dreſt the Mortjfication with Merc. precipat. 
and applied a Cataplaſm as above preſcribed, We continued our Endeavours 
 Gaily : bat the Venome ſpread up and down that fide of the Foot amongſt the 
Bones and Tendons, The Phyſicians preſcribed Cordials,G&c. but his Delirium, 
&c. increaſed, and he died befored it had encompaſled any parr of the Leg. | 
| Cold exringuiſheth the natural Heat of a Part, and frequently happens to 
Poor people travelling in Froſt and Snow. Some Inſtances I have ſeen of this 
angrene. . The Recovery of them-is not very difficult, if timely treated ; 
atherwiſe they ſphacelate, as other Gangrenes do. When any particulart part 
beginneth to decay in its natural Heat, the common Remedy is, to rub it with 
Snow, and afterwards to foment it with DecoCtions of Turneps or of the hot- 
ter Plants, ſuch as are uſually found in every Kitchin Garden ; then to em- 
brocate it cum ol. lint, rut@, aneth. and of. terebinth. mixt with them; and 
after ro lap it up in woollen Cloths.

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by the Fire; bur not too near, or putting him into a warm Bed, and diſpoſing

6. Obſery, Of Gangrene through deficiency of Heat in Old age I ſhall only give you 
nd nd one Inſtance, and thar in-a perſon of a very great age. Heis yet alive,and kept ſo 
through by the great Kindneſs of a noble Kinſman, with whom he hath a good Chamber 
old age. well furniſhed, good Firing, Diet, and Attendance. This Gentleman was ſeized 
the laſt Spring with a ſimple Inflammation about the Ancle without Tumour, 
+ Upon notice thereof I went the next day, and faw it turned black three inches 
in length, and about two in breadth, We fomented the Part with a DecoQti- 
on of warm Plants, to which we added Braridy 3 then ſcarified the Eſchar, and 
dapped it with ol. terebinth. and after dreſt it with a Mixture of the fame Oij 
cum unguent, bafilic, embrocating the Parts about with of. Iumbricor. &c. and 
applied a Plaiſter ex zheriaca. Thus the Eſchar ſeparated, and my Kinſman Jag. 
Wiſeman dreſſed and cured it. Before this was cicatrized, the inſide of the 9. 
ther Leg uponthe Ancle-joynt inflamed as largely, and turned black: bur by 
the ſame way of dreſſing a ſeparation was made of that Eſchar, and he was 
cured by my faid Kinſman according to the common method of Ulcers : but 
it was well-nigh the work of four months.

7: obſery. A Woman of about fixty years of age, extreme far, and of a Scorbutick 
of a gan- Habit of body, ſent for a Chirurgeon to make her a Fontanel in her Arm. He ' 
—_ cut it, and putin a Pea. She diſcharged him, and dreſſed ir her ſelf, Abour 
' ten or twelve days after the Fontanel growing painful, ſhe ſent for the Chi- 
rurgeon, who ſeeing it gangrened, ſent for me. The impreſſion of the Pea into 
che Far before it was digelted had corrupted that, and the Parts about were 
thereby infeted. We ſcarified the Lips, and cut into the Fat I believe above 
- aninchdeep. We dreſt it with 0. tereb:#th.aCtually hot upon an armed Probe, 
filled up the Inciſion with Pracipitate, and applied a Cataplaſm of Mithri.

This happened whilſt the Patient dreſſed ir her ſelf with thoſe Dreſſings I 
left her Servant, ſhe not taking much heed of it, rill ſhe was ſo lame that ſhe 
could not ſtir out of her Chamber ; and then ſhe ſent for me, and to my a- 
mazement 1 faw it gangrened. I preſently cut out the looſe Eſchar, fomented 
' it with Wine, and dapped it cum ol. terebinth. hot with an armed Probe, rhen 
lightly ſcarified it in the bottom and edges, and after dapped it again with 
ol. terebintb. filled it up with Przcipitate, and fomented it till I had made a - 
Caraplaſm cum medull. panis triticei, pulv. ſummitat. abfinth. & ſcord. de- 
cofted in Wine, with an addition of Brandy, Saffron and the Yolk of an 
Ego, which I applicd over it, having firſt embrocated the Parts abour it cm 
ol. roſ. Thus in three four dreſſings I took off the Fluxion, and the ſcari-

I was once ſent for toa Perſon of Honour about ſixty years of Age. He 
was of a full Body, and ſeemingly healthful 3 but in his latter years had omit- 


red Exerciſe, by reaſon of a Stone in his left Kidney- One morning in 


making himlelf ready he perceived a black Spoton the upper part of his Foot 


leading rowards the Toe next the little one. It was no bigger than a Spangle, 
- without Tumour, Pain or Inflammation. It appearing bigger the next 


morning, he ſent for his Phyſician and Chirurgeon : They cut into it, and 


| found it inſenfible. From that time it was rationally dreſſed; bur it inlarged 
- it ſelf amongſt the Tendons, and eſpecially toward that Toe, and affe&ted 


the Bones. I being then conſulted , and joyned with that Chirurgeon, we 


- cut off chat Toe, and checked the Mortification. After which with much 
- difficulry we extinguiſhed rhe Gangrene in the other Parts by the various 
* Applications preſcribed in the method of Cure, and healed the ſinuous Ulcer. 
During which the Phyſician purged him frequently, and preſcribed an Anti- 
| ſcorbutick DecoCtion of ſarſa, China, lign. guataci , with the Plants proper 
in ſuch caſes, to diſpoſe him to ſweat; which he did ſome days. One eve- 
" ning whilſt he was ſweating, I being accidentally preſent, he told me he felr 
 anumneſs in the Balls of his Toes of the other Foot. I looked upon them, 


and ſeeing them all black and dry, cut ints them, and found them inſenfible, 
I ſuppoſed they might have been burnt by the Bricks : neither the Patient not 
the Apothecary that ſweat him having diſcovered any thing of it before, 
we concluded it from the malignity of the Humour, for they were direCtly 
gangrened; and by that method I cured them ſome weeks after. But three 


" or tour days after that he was ſeized with an Apoplexy about eleven a clock 


on Sunday morning. He recovered out of that Fit, but died that afternoon 
in another. _ | 

Some other Inſtances I could give of this kind ; but this may ſerve to ſhew 
'you to what little purpole Amputations are in theſe caſes. Bur if the Body 
be youthful, and the Habit of body tolerable, it Gangrenes reſiſt the Applica- 
tions above propoſed, and penetrate more inwardly, you may then attempt

For whether any Gangrene ariſe from a hot Iuremperzes or cold, moiſt or dry, 
Sphacelus is always the ſame, extinction of the native Heat, and deſtru&ion 
of the Member. The Mortification creepeth on, and not only infeC&erh the 
Member, bur the Spirits to the very Heagt, with its corrupt Vapours mortify. 
ing the Vellels all along the ſound Parts, and leaving the Member. immo- 
Extirpati- vable, without ſenſe or heat, rotten, black and cadaveraus. Wherefore 
ON. there is nothing more to be thought of in this caſe but timely Ampuration 
or cutting oft che Member ; the Cure of this diſcaſe not conſiſting (as I ſaid) 
in outward Applications, but manual Operation : And what ſucceſs may he 
therefrom expected, is much to be doubted. At ſatins erir, with Celſus ay 
ceps auxilium experiri, quam nullum It is a miſerable kind ot help yer it ig 
the determination of all Authors, that in Sphacelus membram corruptum 
abſcindeudum eſt, Ta this caſe it becomes the Chirurgeon to acquaint the 
Friends with this kind of Remedy, and withal to make his Prognoſtick ac. 
cordingly. But before we.eproceed in this Operation, we ſhall take notice 
of what ſome knowing Authors have writ hereof. For in thoſe places 
where Amputation cannot be made, as in the Buttock, Shoulder, Back, Ge. 
Fab, Hildanus propoſeth the uſe of potential Cauteries applied to the mor. 
tified Part, and often renewed, till the laſt Eſchar reacheth to the live Fleſh, 
Yer he condemneth Arſenick, as being venomous, and producing many dan- 
gerous Symproms. Ir 1s true, that I my ſelf have often uſed that method of 
Cure in Sarcomata with good ſucceſs: But in a Mortification there ap- 
pear to me many greater inconveniences that attend it. Firſt, from the 
Cauſtick it ſelf, as he propoſeth it, of Salts: It will melt in the working, 
and is morediſpoſed to ſpread in the Skin than penetrate deep into the Fleſh. 
This every young Chirurgeon knows in his making of Fontanels, that 
he cannot apply a bit of Cauſtick ſo little, though he uleall his Art in defending 
it, bur that it will have ſpread much farther than he deſigned it. Thenthe ſepa- 
ration of ſuch Eſchars is too flow to effe&t the deſign : And in an ill habit of 
body ſuch Medicaments are aptof themſelves to procure a Mortification rather 
than Cure. Whereas on the contrary, an actual Catuery anſwers all Inten- 
tions : It not only conſumeth the Mortification, but drieth up the venomous 
Humour, thereby preventing its farther progreſs; and alſo communicateth 
warmth to the languiſhing Parts, by virtue of which the Separation is much 
farthered, and by working upon the gangrened Sloughs pertormed morecafily, 
as you may ce in, my PraCtice elſewhere. But where Amputation it ſelf is 
felable, nay altogether neceſſary, as in the Limbs, there ariſeth a new queſtion, 
whether it ought to be done in the ſound Part, or in the dead. Fab. ab. 
Aquapend. adviſeth the dead Part within a fingers breadth of the live, (as'al- 
ſo do many others.) Then with a Cautery they burn up all the remaining 
Mortification. Others do perform the Operation with a hot Knife, the figure 
of which you may ſee in Hildanus. Aquapend. ſpeaks fo confidently of his 
ſucceſs in the practice of this way, that utterly to deny thing were to give 
him the'Lie. I ſhall only make this Objeftion, that the Sphacelus doth 
ſeldom afte& the Member fo equally round, as that an Operation in the dead 
Part is feſable: Nay, which is worſe, when once the Mortification-ſeizeth on 
the prear Veſſels, it runneth up fo faſt under the Skin, that before any conſt 
 derable part of the Member is outwardly gangrened on the one ſide beyond 
the Knee or Elbow, the other fide will have reached to the /nguer or Axilia. 
This I confeſs fruſtrates all manner. of Ampurtating, whether in ſound or mor-

If the, principal Muſcles be rorn off, and the Bone fraCtured in pieces, or if 
the Wound be with Musket-ſhot in the inſide of the Joyn of the Elbow, or 
in the Knee or Ancle,. wich a Fracture of the Bones of the ſaid Joyhr, nay, ſup- 
poſing it hath nor fraCtured them, yer. if the Buller be ſo lodged that you can- 
not extract jr, you ſhall then preſently make Extirpation of the Part. 
If ic be the Arm, cut it off in the place where it is fo ſhattered, and ſay off 
the end of the Bone ſmooth, your Aſliſtent the while pulling up the muſcu- 
ſous Skin and Fleſh. If the Ancle be thus maimed, you ſhall then cut off 
the Leg within three or four fingers breadth under the Knee, in regard ſo 
long a Stump would be troubleſome. Bur if the Leg be ſhattered oft. by the Calf, 
do not put your Patient to the pain of new Ampuration for the ſhortning it a 
hand's breadth or a little mogt Save what you can of a ſhattered Hand.

If the great Joint be ſo ſhot by Musket-buller, that you think it nor reafo- 
nable to cut off the Member, be ſure you make Extraction ot the Buller, ang 
free it of all extraneous bodies, leaving not the leaſt Shiver.to prick the Neryes * 
or Tendons: And make ſuch way preſently, that you may beable to dreſs the 
wounded Nerves, Tendons, &c. without making new Incifion, when the 
Part is inflamed and unfit for it. 

If after ſome days the Wound do not digeſt, but inflame and ganprene; and 
the Gangrene do not yield to your Applications as hath been propoſed in 
Ganprene3 then, as in a Sphacelus, you are to proceed with the Extirpation 
of that rotten Member while the Patient is free from Delirium, and hath . 
ſtrength to bear the Operation. | 

Seat him fo as it may be for your conveniency. At Sea they fit or lie, 1 
never took much notice whichz nor do I remember I had ever any body to 
hold them; but with the help of my Mares, and fome one or two that belong- 
ed to the Hold, Iwent on with my work. At Sterling I made an Amputa- 
b- tion above the Knee, and had as little help ; beſides my Servants, there was 
pe only a Sea-Chirurgeon aſſiſting me. We ſtopt the Flux of. blood by attual 
Cautery, and the Wound digeſted and cured without any ill Accident. Yer 
where we have convenience to proceed more formally, we always piace the 
Patient to our moſt advantage, where he may be held firm, and in a clear 
light, and fo that our Afſiſtants may come betrer about us. The Member 
is to be ſupported by ſome one, whilſt another ſtandeth behind the Partienr, 

. and draweth up the Skin and Muſculous fleſh. - Then make your Ligature 
two fingers breadth or thereabout in thre ſound Part; ſo that if you am- 
putate in caſe of Mortification, you may be ſure ro quir your ſelf of it. This 
Ligature is omitted by many of our Chirurgeons here 1n this City, they only 
making a turn with a Tape, pinning it on as a mark to circumcide by : And 
inſtead of the Ligature I propoſe, they make a Gripe, which Gripe 1s. com- 
monly made by ſome aſſiſtant who hath ſtrength to do it. Indeed this is 
good, where a ſhattered Member is to be cut oft, to fmooth the Stump 
in which caſe there is no great fear of Bleeding. But in Ampurations it ſeems 
to me to be very inconvenient : For I never yet ſaw any man fo gripe, but that 
ſtill the Artery bled with a greater force than was allowable ;, yea, when 
Mr. Woodall griped, who was fo applauded, and in truth made for the work. 
It being ſo, in what a huddle is the Stump then dreſt 2 Bur ſuppoſe the un- 
cafie poſture and the long griping tires the Griper, or that his Hand be crampt ' 
the while, what condition 1s the Patient thenin 2 Whereas by this ancient way 
of Ligature the Veſlels are ſecured from Bleeding, the Member benummed, 
and the Fleſh held ſteady, ready to receive the impreſſion of your crooked 
Knife, (or Razor, which I have often amputated with.) This Ligature made, 
the Aſſiſtant ſtrengthens ir, whilſt he draws up the Muſculous Fleſh. In the 

mean time the Operator, with a ſharp crooked Knife, by a 'turn with his

The way ZHildanzs propoſes, by drawing the Veſſels 
out by a Forceps, is not a-work to be done in the hear of Fight, nor without 
a .clearday-lighr. It you attemptir on Land, his Arm ſhould be bowed, and 
his Leg\ſtrerched our, that the Veſſels may bethe longer after Extirpation,that 
you may:the better take hold of them. Ambroſ. Par. propoſes a more eafie and 
lure way .of Deligation, by paſſing a Needle with a ſtrong twiſted Thread 
through the Skin: near the great Veſſels z making your Stitch over the ſaid 
Veſſels by piercing through the raw Fleſh and Skin : Then make your Liga- 
ture upon a fold of a Rag.

" A Fiftala, according to the vulgar denomination, is a Sinuous Ulcer ſup: 
A poſed to be of two or three months continuance. Bur to ſpeak ſtrifly, 

thoſe only are Fiſ/z/e which are at leaſt of ſo many years growth, and are ac- 
companied with a Cal/zs. Every part of the body is ſubje& to theſe Ulcers; 
| bur eſpecially the Arms, Legs, Thighs and Hips. The worlt ſort of theſe, at 
leaſt that ever 1 ſaw, was from Gun ſhot Wounds with Frafture, where there 
hath been loſs of Bone, or where through long continuance the Caries hath 
| chambered the Bone : in which cafes the Lips of the Wound and the Wound 

it ſelf become callous, by keeping them long open in order to the Exfoliation 
of the Bone, in which caſe the Lips grow hard, and become thick and inver- 

ted. Intheſethe Sinus's are more or fewer in number, accordingly as the Ab- 
| ſceſs or Wound was more or leſs ſinuous. 
. ThisCallas of the Fiftula is haſtened by the tranſpiration and reſolution of c.

' nium, weluti Galea, as a Helmer defends the Brain from external injuries. © $0 
Pettus Ofibas clauditur 5 the Heart, Lungs, and great Veſſels of the Thorax, 
arc guarded by a Wall of Ribs. The Spina is a Bulwark to the Marrow in- 
cluded in it: and ſuch a defence is the Os prbis and the Os coxe and Neop to 
the Womb and Bladder. Others otherwiſe ſerve the uſes of Nature. As 
the three little Bones z» meatu Auditorio, by firming the Tympanum, area great 

| help ro the Hearing : ' the Os hyozdes affiſteth the ſwallowing, by managing 
the Root of the tongue and the Fp3glortis the Rotula ſerves the motions of 
the Knee : and the Teeth prepare the Mcat by Maſtication.

"Xo cog methodically, I ſhall begin with their Definition of a Frafture, 


continuitatis ſolutio quecungque in offe. But this being too general and ca. 
king in all cariofity and Ulcers'of the Bones, which hardly belong to this 
Head of Chirurgery, the Moderns have more cloſely definedit ro be, Offs 
divifio ſen ruptura 2 cauſa violenter irruente. But this likewiſe ſeems to me 
to be liable ro many Exceptions. I ſhall name only this, viz. That a Cut 
made into a Bone by a Sword or a ſharp Inſtrument ſeems to me rather a 
Wound than a Fra&ure. And for this reaſon Guido de Cauliaco makes it to be 
continuitatis ſolutio in ofſe non 2re qualibet falta, ſed ab ea que contundit. But 1 
muſt ſtill beg pardon, if I be not yer ſatisfied with this Deſcription, becauſe 
it leaves out all ſuch Fra&tures as are made by any accidental bowing of a 
Bone, citherin a Wrench, or any other caſe where, without any blow or Con- 
ruſion of Parts, the Bone ſnaps inſunder, and then wounds the neighbouring 
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Muſcles, even to the thruſting of it ſelf very often quite through the, Skin. | 


Theſe are ( caſes of Battle excepted ) the moſt frequent of all Fractures ; 'yet 
not without ſome violence to be reduced to any of theſe latter Definitions. [ 


The Au- ſhall therefore chuſe to define a FraCture in the following words; it is a So-

lution of continuity in a Bone, ſuddenly made, either by Contuſion or Flexure; 
By contuſion I mean, either a Blow by a blunt Inſtrument, or a Preſſure by 


Frattures. a preat Weight; cither of which uſvally bruiſeth the Fleſh about the Bone, 

as well as the Bone it ſelf. In Contrafiſſures indeed the Bruife is not imme. 
diately upon the Fracture, but in the place where the Blow is given. In 
Flexure there is ſe]dome any Bruiſe, but what is made by the edpes of the 
Bone itſelf after it is ſnapped in ſunder.

Amongſt the Greeks it was commonly known by the name of Catagma, 
I purpoſe not to trouble you with the nice DiſtinQions of FraCtures, nor yer 
with their various Names. Galezin his Book de Method, medendi complains 
thus in his time: Nox deſunt ex Medicis junioribas , qui ambitioſe omnes 
Fraflurarum differentias propriis nomimibus interpretanturz There want not 
(faith he ) young Phyficians who afte& ro give proper names to all the (e- 
veral kind of Fra Sx At non Hippocrates hujus ſuit ſententiz; nor ſhall l 
ſpend my time ſo, but, according Galez, do take the Difference in Frattures 
to ariſe, 1. 2 fgura, 2. 4 magnitudine, 3. ab ofſium fraftorum varictate, Firſt, 
from their Figure: and that is either right, que ft per /ongitudinem; or trant- 
verſe, per latitudinem 3, or oblique, which is as it were compounded out of the 
two former. Secondly, 4 magyitudine, acccording as the FraQure is preater, 
or leſs. Thethird difference is, ab ofibus ipis, that is, from the Bones theme 
ſelves that are broken, whether itbe the Arm, Leg, Ribs, &©c. 

Cauſes of FraQtures internal there are none, unleſs they proceed ab humo- 
ribus corporis erodentibus ; and of that fort you may read many in Schenckius, 
Fabr.

being from Eroſion, are rather to be called Ulcers with Caries, and therefore.

Bur if there be a Wound joined 
co the Fracture, then if the Bones thruſt themſelyes not forth, yet you may 
eaſily know the Member to be fratured, if you ſearch with your finger or 
Probe. There is alfo a Curvedneſs, which may be reduced to a FraQture. I 
have ſeen it in Children often, as in D. C's little Daughter in the Old Baily, 
and Mr. N's Son in Black friers, and others. Ir is as it were when you break - - 
- a green Stick ; it breaks, but ſeparates not : So is cured by a due Extenſion, 
with little trouble-to the Chirurgeon, or Pain tothe Patient after the Exten-

, If che Fracture be ſecundum longitudinem, it will appear firſt by the unna- 
ou thickneſs of the Member, then by the Pain and Inequality of the 
art. ; 
As to the Prog 


oftick or Prelage, a Frafture of the Bones cannot be without Progno- 


danger : For of neceſlity the Solution of continuicy muſt be great, It a © 


Wound be made in a Fleſhy part, it is then proportionable to the Weapon 
that made it, & ox ultra: But if the Bone be broken, propter rigiditatem eh 
contznuitatem non poteſt frangi, aift totum frangatur. The Fracture is more 
dangerous in a great Bone than in a ſmall ; and the greater, if both the Bones 
be broken, as the two Focils in the Leg, or if it be the Arm, where the Radizs 
and Vina are: yet if it happen in the middle of the Bones, itis the leſs dange- 
xous. Thoſe in or near the Joynt are more painful, and difficultly cured : And 
if any Shivers preſs upon the Nervous parts, ill Accidents commonly follow ; - 
- bur of all the Fradtures that with a Wound is moſt dangerous. 

As to the time of Cyre, the leſſer Bones are perfeCted in fourteen, eighteen, cure. 
or twenty five days, the bigger in forty or fifty, according to Guido. Yet 
let me adviſe you not to be too haſty in taking the Patients out of their Beds ; 
for in ſome Bodies the generation of Callas is very ſlow, and a new Diſtortion 
may happen, and ill Accidents follow. I have been called into Conſultation 
ypon ſuch an Accident 3 the Patient did recover, but lying very long with- 
in doors contracted ſuch an ill Habit of body, as: was not go off in a long 
while after. 

.- Inthe Cure of Fractures Unition is required : But that cannot be made, 
unles Pain and Inflammation be prevented. For a Frafture of the Bones 
is not made without an internal wounding of the Perioſteum and Parts nexr 
30 it, whence grievous Pain ariſes, which ſtirs up defluxion, and is attended 
often with great Inflammation; and from the weakneſs of the Member ma- 
ny Excrements are made and received , which 1s neither capable to aſlt- 
milate, nor yet expel. And the miſchief is ſo much the greater, by how 
much the Bones lie deeper under the Muſcles , where they cannot be er, 
by reaſon of the great quantity of Fleſh interpoſing between-them and the 
hand of the Artiſt. The Intention purſued in this caſe is the Unjon of 
Bones, as [ have already ſaid; which is not performed by the firſt Intencion, 
unleſs ir be in little Children, but by the ſecond, viz. an intervening of

And although ſometimes the Member ſeemeth not 
to be ſhort, as if ir conſiſts of two Bones, and one broken, or that the fra. 


tured bones do not lie one over another 3 nevertheleſs you ought to make 


due Extenſion in all Fractures, becauſe the Bones never lie exactly equal, ang 
moſt frequently they ride one over another, The want of which Exten- 
ſion is one reaſon why the fraftured Thigh-bones happen to be fo often 
ſhorcer than they ſhould be, as Cel/#s hath it in theſe words, $3 femur per. 
fraftum fuerit, breve erit 3 his reaſon is, * quia nunquam in antiquum ſlatum 
revertitur, AndT find in Galez, that Hippocrates ſays the ſame of the Le 

and Arm ; and withal tells us, it is ſo, nifi ante confirmationem extenfio delita 


adhibeatur, © commodd deligatione oſſuum coaptatio ſervetur. By which you may 


obſerve, the fault is want of good Extenſion, and keeping the Part in irs right 
ſeat : For unleſs that be done, you ſhall hazard the ſtarting again of the 
Bones, and thereby the fraftured ends may happen to be broken off by mutu. 
al Attrition in the a of joyning together - and if thoſe pieces do chance to 
fall in between the main Bones, they will then hinder their uniting : And 
if thoſe Shivers ſlide outwardly towards the Membranes, they will cauſe 
extreme Pain. This inconvenience is therefore to be ſhunned by the help 
of Extenſion. Burt again in Extenſion there muſt be obſerved a mean, as 
Vigo notes : Ad magnam quidem Extenfionem fſuturus Spaſmus valde ſuſpeftys 
eſt. Yea ſometimes the very Muſcles are torn aſunder, as Ga/ex tells us : 
And Albucafius cries out, Cave Extenfronem vehementem © Compreſſionem for- 
tem, ficut faciunt multi ſtolidorum: Multoties enim faciunt Apoſtema calidum 
G&» contraitionem in membro. By which it ſeems in his time there were ſuch 
people, who thereby drew fad Accidents, as Convulſions and Inflammation, 


upon their Patients. But if the Extenſion be leſs than ir ſhould, then as 1 


ſaid before, the ends of the Bones rub one againſt another, and are broken, 
or not ſcated in their proper place. Therefore the bigger Bones having 
large Muſcles, which draw the Member forcibly to their Original, do re- 
quirethe ſtronger Extenſion; and ſuch are thoſe of the Thighs, Legs and Arms. 
And if both the Focils of the Arm be broken, the Radixs requires the more 
Extenſion, becauſe it hath no Muſcles to draw it upwards, its motion being 
only ſecundum pronum & ſupinune. In Extenſion it behoves us to obſerve 
debitam figurationem, that the Member be extended i ea figura que minimum 
facit dolorem, faith Galen : which is done, if the Fibres of the Muſcles be 
ſtretchr according to their retitude. Children, and ſuch as are of a ſoft 
Habit of body, do beſt ſuffer Extenſion: Elderly and dry Bodies the con- 


_ trary. % | 


In the next place is to be conſidered the moſt reaſonable time wherein to re- 
duce the Fraftures. And herein we all agree, the ſooner the better, and 
that to ayoid Inflammation; and according to Celſus, $7 in primis dicbes 
non reſtauratur, inflammatio oritur, &c. It at the firſt or ſecond day the 
Fracture be not reduced it is in danger of Inflammation and Mortification : 
For indeed after the ſecond day, it is ſuppoſed the Frafture is accompanied 


with great Defluxion, and fo yields not to Extenſion without hazard of draw- 
ing ſuch ill Accidents upon it ſelf. 


Therefore Fallopins in his Expoſition upon Hippocrates De Capitis vulne- 
ribus, and by his authority, tells us what, we ſhould do in ſuch a caſe. 5! os

by lenient Medicines, or by Deligation, We lenifie with ſoft cooling Oils: 

We make our Deligatioh or Bandage by many turns of the Rowlers. Theſe 

are to be done until the ſeventh or ninth day. Inflammation abating gives 

you opportunity for reducing the Fratture, The Inſtruments for Extenſion Inftru- 

are threefold. Firſt, the Chirurgeon's Hand, for-gentle Extenſion : - And let Cn 

him place his Hand near the Fra&turez otherwiſe he ſhall hurt the ſound 

Part by too much Compreſftton, and not avail himſelf much in his Extenſion. 

| Secondly for the middle Extenſion there are Funes and Habexe, a ſort of 

\ Bandage fit to pluck at in order to Extenſion. Thirdly, there are Organa 

and Machinamenta, Engines uſed often by us, but invented by the Ancients : 

And they are for the moſt ſtrong Extenſion, But betore you make your 

* Extenſion, confider whether the Member be not fra&tured in more places than 

one. An old Gentleman came out of the Country, and by a' Fall going 

down Ladgate-hill brake his right Arm a little above the Wriſt tranſverſe ; 

and near the bending of the Arm was a ſecond FraQture oblique. This dou- 

ble Fracture hath happened to others in the Leg, . It requires your circum * 

- ſpection, leſt the one eſcape our ſight, and the Member be left deformed, and 

weakned in its action. TR 4 
The Extenſion made, the Extenders are to be looſened gently, and the O- Conptati 

peraror muſt with his hand endeavour as gently to preſs down thEends of 

the Bones, and joyn them ſmooth and even together. And if there be any 

little Shiver that will not be placed even with irs fellows, cut upon ir, and 

You ſhall know the perfect Coaptation of Parts by theſe Signs. $jprs of 

Firſt, it the fractured Member anſwer to the found 3 ſecondly, if by your good Co- 

hanging of ic you feel no Inequality; and thirdly, if Pain be abated. Pw 


gether may ſo be preſerved: And that is performed by Bandage, which ought on. 

to be ſo made, as not only to keep the Parts fo joined together, but to de- 

fend them from Inflammation, And to this purpoſe I commend to you that 
_ of Hippocrates trom my own prattice. Ir confilts.of three Rowlers made of 

linen Cloth, nor too courſe, leſt thereby it ſhould offend the fraftured Mem- 

ber; nor yet too ſoft and fine, leſt it break. | 

With the firſt Rowler you are to begin upon the Fracture, and take 1.Rowlet, 
three Turns there, Then rowl upward to the ſound part, and ſoa little high- 
er, and there end this Rowler. It will keep the Fradtiire a little ſteady, 

until the other Bandage be made, and reſtrains the influx of Humours which 

might cauſe Inflammation. 

The ſecond Rowler ought to be as long ayain as the firſt, and muſt b2 2.Rowter. 

rowled contrary to the firſt ; as for inſtance, if the firſt was made ro the 

right hand, this muſt be turned to the left: So thar if the Muſcles by the firſt 
Bandage were wreathed too much on one ſide, they now may be reſtored 

again to the other. This ſecond Rowler muſt begin upon the Fracture, and 

after a Turn or two there, muſt be carried downwards, that ſo you may-preſs 

the influx of Humours from the fraftured part... And fo having made three 

or four Turns downwards upon the ſound part, you may rowl upwards 

again 


e ſecond Intention in curing of Fractures is, that the Parts brought to- , cance. 
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J apain by the FraCture, and making a Circumvolution upon the Frafture iz * 
ſelf, paſs upwards, until you come to the end of the firſt Rowler. And there 
Hippocrates terminates this ſecond Bandage, becauſe there is fear of the de. 
ſcent of Humours 3 parte ſuperiori: And theſe two Bandages do more de. 
Splenia, fend the Part from Inflammation , than ſtrengthen the Fracture. Buy 
they being made, Hippocrates puts: over them Compreſles of linen Cloth 
* rhree or four times 47 bled, of, ſuch length as to reach over the Fr. 
ure; bur ſo narrow, as that five or fix might be place round about the 
Fratture, the diſtance of a finger one from another. Theſe arc to be fpreq 
with a little Cerote, only to make them ſtick. They are called Plague 
and Splenia from their figure, and do ſupply the dete&t of agglutinatiye 
 Medicaments, and leſſen the Pain, by hindring the Compreſſion of the 
_ Bandape. 
3.Rowler. The third Rowler of Hippocrates faſtens the ſaid Compreſles ; and its firſt 
Turn is made upon the Fracture, the one head being carried upwards, and 
' the other downwards. And you are to take notice, that the Bandages are tg 
be drawn more ſtreight upon the fraCtured Parts than elſewhere, thar the ſaid 
Parts being more weak, may be kept from Defluxions. | 
Celſuw's Celſus in his eighth Book, and tenth Chapter, propoſes another way of , 
wy o Bandape, Firſt, he dipta Cloth in Red wine and Ol, and applied it over and 
om” about the Frafture, and over that he brough ſix Rowlers, his two firſt being 
thoſe of Hippocrates, and ſo he rowled them : then he uſed a broad double Ir 
nen Cloth, ſpred with Cerote, to keep them cloſe down. And his reaſon is, 
becauſe the frattured Bone hath always a propenſity that way whither ir 
tended When fraQured ; therefore, faith he, you are always to put a Compreſs 
of linen Cloth, dipt in Wine and Oil, ez parti que contrarta eſt parti in quam 
membrum inclinat, And over this he brings the four remaining Rowlers; fo 
as the following Rowler be rowled contrary to the former, and the third 
end in inferior parte, in the lower part, relique omnes in ſuperior: terminum 
babeant, all the reſt end above. | 
Theſe are the Bandages of Tgocres and Celſus, men of the ereateſt'Ay. 
thority in Chicurgery, and are followed almoſt by all that have writ ſince, 
and are of excellent uſe in FraQures in and near the Joints, where there Mear 
of Inflammation, But then in your Binding you muſt obſerve ſuch a mean 
as conſiſts with the eaſe of the Member bound. A ſmall and lax Tumour 
appearing at the extremity of the Member a day after, is a ſign of pood Ban- 
dage: Bur if there appear no Tumour, or it the Swelling be preart or hard, 
then the Bandage is naught 3 the firſt ſhewing the Bandage not to be ſtreipht 
enough, and the laſt roo ſtreight. Therefore you ſhould often viſit your Pa. 
tient, to inform your ſelf how the Bandage is. 
Whent Bur if no Accident happen, you ſhall not unbind the Frafture until the 
Bandage. ſeventh day : And then, if all be well, the Bandage will begin to ſlacken 
of it ſelf; and if it be not well, you may then ſee your errour, and timely 
help it. And that is one reaſon, why Fractures ſhould be opened about 
that time. Another may be, for that often in Fractures there is an intolera- 
ble Itching, through the detention of Humours, which are made fharp by 
Delipation, (Perſpiration being thereby hindred,) and that is wont to termi- 
nate in a moſt painful Excoriation and inflamed Redneſs. In which caſe 
you arc to bath the affected Part with warm Water, that the Matter may 
beevaporated: And then the Member is to be bound up again. Bur here you 
are to put Ferule or Splints inſtead of the Splenza or Comprefles. Whereas in 
Fractures with great Contuſion, or in and ncar the Joints, I have continued the 
uſe of Compreſſes wet in Whites of Eggs during the whole Cure with 
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| ; good ſucceſs. And lately a Youth about ten years of age, labouring under Obſervac 
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*acarious Ulcer in his Foot, the laſt great Froſt brake his Thigh-bone accor- 
ding to the length of the Member. This Fra&ture was covered with emp/. 
2 bolo and Splenia moiſtened in album. ovor: with Bandage, &c. as is propeſed 
| jinthis Treatiſe; by which the fraftured Bones were kept even and'cloſe to- 
gether with much caſe ro the Child, and agglutinated firmly by the Callas 
incervening. Mr. Towel, ſometimes a Servant of mine, ſet his Thigh-bone for 
me, I being at that preſent otherwiſe imployed. E 
But all the Ancients after the ſeventh day did uſe Splints; and fo have I 
where they might ſafely be uſed : For they not only keep the Member ſteady, 
but ſtraight. And of theſe ſome are made of Tin, others-of Scabbard, Paſt- 
board, and of Wood, ſowed up in line Cloaths. Thoſe of Tin do ver 
well, by reafon of their lightneſs. Thoſe of Scabbards are apt to bow, and fa 
thoſe of the thickeſt Paſtboard, eſpecially. if they chance ro be wet. And Y 
thoſe of Wood are heavy, and apt to inflame the Member. Yer through the 4 
Artiſt's care they may be all uſed with good ſucceſs, yea from the firſt day "Y 
of the Fracture. As inthe caſe of a Reverend Divine, who brake both the 
Focils of his left Leg within a few Fingers breadth of the Ancle. This per- 
ſon laboured under an Aſthma, which grievouſly ſhook the fractured Mem- 
ber 3 whereſore I was neceſſitated to. put on Feralz the very firſt drefling, A 
which I continued the uſe of during the whole time of his Cure. He lately _ 
told me, that he never felt the leaſt pain in that Leg ſince I rook off the laſt _— 
Plaiſter, which is more than ten.years ſince. But ZZippocrates uſed them not un- 
til the ſeventh day. For before that day there was more need of hindring 
the Inflammation, than of ſtrengthening the Frafture 3 poſt ſeptiman contra, 
but afrerward the contrary is required. 

The third Intention in curing of FraCtures is, in preſerving the Tone of the 3, tntes- 
Part. Natura enim os unire nequit, nifi pars fit ſana; Nature cannot knit the #02. 
Bones while the Parts are under a Diſtemper : And that cannot preſently be 
removed. For though fraftured Bones be very well ſer, yer there will remain 
ſome Cavernulz, which will be apt to fill with Sanjes, which the part through 
its weakneſs can neither well aſſimilate nor expel, and fo is like ro be 
 burthened with excrementitious Humours, . Therefore Phlebotomy may be 
here of ſpecial uſe, and the keeping of the Belly ſoluble by Clyſters, or 
otherwiſe, and a ſlender Diet muſt be preſcribed. This is the work of the 

Phyſicians. Burt they nor being always at hand, T thought fir to mention 
it, and fo to proceed to our own work, in keeping up the Tone of the Part; 
And hereto we have need of ſuch Medicines que materiam influxam deficcant, 
© inflawmationem repellunt, which dry up Seroſities, and repel Inflammation. 
And theſe in a word are Aſtringentia, of which we have choice. ' Hippocra- 
tes uſed Cerote, then Red wine : Celſus, as you have heard ,, uſed Oil of 
Myrtils and Roſes, Red wine, and Whites of Eggs together : Others again 
uſed Whites of Eggs alone ; and others added Oil of Myrtil, balauft. rof. rubr. 
ſang. dracon. bol. Armen. and with a little Wine made it up to the con- 
fiſtence of a Liniment, and applied it upon Cloths over the Fracture. By the "A 
uſe of rhis latter Medicament I cured a man whoſe Arm was ſore bruiſed, = 
and fraftured in many pieces, by the fall of a piece of Cannon, which brake _- 
looſe in a Storm, while we were preparing to lay aboard our Enemy. Over 
this Reſtrictive I applied Splexia of double ſoft Linen with Bandage, as in 
Compound Fractures, .and happily Cured him. If the Inflammation be not 
rear, I then take empl. diapalme, and ſome of the forementioned Powders, 
| with a little Oil of Myrtil and Vinegar, made up to the conſiſtence of an J 
Emplaſter, which I ſpread upon Cloth pretty thick, and apply onthe ® 
race.

ſomewhar'-high, leſt -a painful Defluxion fall upon it. Oporte? congruaze 
membri figarationem confiderare : It behoves, faith Fildanzs, to confider the 
canyenignt figure of the Member, that the Muſcles be kept in their right Site, 
which is-malt free from Pain, Zec autem eſt figura media; which it it be not 
oblerved, exiguo poft tempore membrum dolore ſoler. What thoſe Pains are, 
you may poſhbly gue, bur no rongue can expreſs. Therefore you ought to 
handle the Member -yery tenderly3 and if the Fracture be made in Cubito, 
place it in a Caſe made of Paſtboard, with a ſoft Pillow under 1t, and bring 
it up.to the Breaſt with a fine Towel, or the like, But it it be the Leg 
that is fractured, we then place it in a Bed, or-in a Cradle, or upon a Pj. 
low quilted in the midſt with Junks co ſupport itz having a ſpecial care 
that the Hollow of the Ham and Heel be filled up, left che weight of the 
Foot hurt the Hee), from whence grievous Pain doth enſue, and ſad Accidents 
may follow, as at large you may read in Fabr. Hildanus. Wh 

The fourth Intention: is, Callum geverare, to make Calls; which is to by 
endeavoured after the fear of Inflammation 1s over, quia natura partis leſg 
non poteſt Callam gexerare; and that ceaſeth circa diem ſeptimam, about the 
ſeventh day, ſooner or later. And if after that time the FraCture be to be 
ſet, poſſunt deverſa& mala accidentia generari, ſaith Yigo. Yet after the ſeven- 
reenth day of the Fracture I have ſet the Thigh-bone, and cured the Patient, 
without any ill Accidents: He is yer living to teſtifie it. | 

How-the Calls is made, you may read art large in Fallopius, in his Expo- 
ſition of Hippocrates. And though it be not Bone, 1t is fo hard, faith he, 
that if the Member hap again to be broke, poti#s in alia parte frangitur, quam 
«bi Callus eſt genitns, it breaks any where rather than in the Ca/las, 

Two things are therefore required : Firſt, that it be ſupplicd with fit mat- 
ter 5 ſecondly, that that maiter be not waſhed from the edges of the fraQtured 
Bones, aut foras evocetur, ſaith Galev. As for the matter to make Callus, 

Dier for moſt Authors do agree, that there be a greater liberty in Diet. Ar quo 
oy tempore ((aith Galen) Callns gignitur, nutriendum corpus eſt cibis bont ſucci 
callus, & qui multum nutriant And that muſt be viſcous: His reaſon is, .quia offis 
alimentum craſſum. And for that reaſon Authors commend _ at this time 

Offal of Fleſh, and Broths of Kid and Veal, and the like, boiled with Rice 

or Wheat. They alſo allow ſweet Wines. Bur this liberty in Dier I think 

is better {orborn, for thereby we often ſee great Obſtructions ariſe, eſpecially 

there where our Patients are inclinable to feed plentifully. Therefore in ſuch 
Fradtures where the Patient is conftrained ro keep his Bed, I propoſe a flen- 

der Diet, and of ſuch things as are of cafie Digeſtion. For withour that liberty 

ſurely we cannot fail ro compleat our Cure; the Bones having naturally 

a Porineſs in them, in which is always contained a matter fit for their Nou- 
rilbment;z and ex 1p ipſo nutrimento in fratturis peneratur Callus, of that 
Nouriſhment Callus'is made. , So if we be careful ro prevent Inflammation, 

and rhe like Miſchiefs, which diſturb Nature in her a&ions, and apply

Emplaſtick and moderately hot. For, faith he, ea Callos tum promevent;

fore it behoves us with care to fir our Medicines to the Age and Conſtitution 
of our Patients. For thoſe which are proper for-Men. of ripe age, if applied 
ro Children and tender bodies, would ſo dry the Cal/as, that they would quite 
diminiſh it, and fruſtrate Gur Cure. In Children Albucaſius commends to 
us the application of Whites of Eggs alone, or with a little farina wolatilzs : 
in thoſe of more years, pulv. myrrhe, aloes, acacie, cum. tragacanth. thus, Iab- 
danum, &c. Emplaſirum ſtict, Paracelſ. diapalm. oxycroceum, ſeverally of 
mixr, are proper, Bur this latter Yigo 18 very angry with, and fays it is a 
Diabolical Emplaſter, too hot tor the Summer, and not very proper for Win- 
ter. Vigo's emplaſtr. ad ofſeum frafturas is excellent; and fo is our Catag- 
waticum in the London Duſpenſatory. As to internal Medicines, there are 
many 3 but I ſhall only recommend to you oſteocolla; and that by the autho- 
rity of Fabr. Hildanus, who often experienced it. The Doſe was 5j, 7» ag. 
rad, ſymphyti : And with this ſo given he cured a compound Fracture in one 
above ſixty years of age. At in juvenibus & ſucculentis non putat convenite 
ofteocollum. - | | | 

Thus I have propoſed fit materials for the generation. of Ca/lus: Now leſt 
that the matter of which it is tro be generated ſhould be hindred from 
thruſting forth, it behoverh you to alter the Bandage, the Member not re. 
quiring to be rowled now fo ſtreight; by which means the nutritious Juices 
will have liberty to flow in, and there by gradual Digeſtion to thicken into a 
Callus. In taking oft your Dreflings, you are to conſider whether the Calls 
generated beſuch as is required. How the fault of the Callus is to be remedied, 
if it be greater or lefs than it ſhould be, you ſhall hear preſently. 

If the Fracture be ſimple, whether tranſverſe or ſecundum longitudinem, they 
are cured by the ſame merhods; only theſe latter require a more ſtrict Ban- 
dage, otherwiſe the Bones will be, apt to riſe arid make a gibbous Member. 

The fifth Intention is, the correCting of thoſe Accidents which happening 5: 

in Fracturesretard their Cure :- And they are many; as Pain, Inflammation, ® 
Apoſtemation , Gangrene, Itching, Excoriation, Callus more or leſs than 
ſnould be, Weakneſs of the Member, and depraved Figure. If Pain invade 
the place, then Lenients are proper, and ſuch remedies as reſtrain Defluxion, - 
and hinder Inflammation ; of which ſort I have mentioned ſome, and for more 
variery refer you to thoſe which are ſer down in the Chapter of Phlegmon. 
If Gangrene appear, flacken your Bandage, and foment the Part with a 
Lixivinm in which have been boiled ſcordinm, abfinth. centaur. and the like. 
You may alſo apply over all a Cataplaſm of Barley-meal,  Lupines, with the 
addition of ſuch Ingredients as have been preſcribed in the Chapter of Gangre- 
xa, Bur if Itching affe&t the Part, then foment it with warm Water, which 
will give a breathing to it by the Poresz or with Salr-water, que propter ſalem 
expurgat & poros aperit. Theltching negleted is wont to rerminate 7» exco- 
riationem doloroſam, in a very painful Excoriation, cui occcurrendum eft ex- 
ficcantibus & refrigerantibus 3 ſuch are unguent, alb, camph. nutritum, pee 
puleon, &c.

al ſlacken your Bandage, and invite forth the Hufmours by warm Water, nor 
roo hot, dowec pays wg & in tumorem attollatur, until the fraQtured Parts 

alittle ſwell ; tanc enim defiſtendum, But if the member be extenuated, ir is 
either from the too ſtreight Bandape, or over-much bathing with warm Wa. 
ter : Therefore you muſt now bath with freſh Broths, and other good Embro- 
cations. Alſoa Pirch plaiſter applied and preſently pulled off again, will by 
- its adheſion to the Hair and Skin cauſe Pain, and likewiſe an attrattion of 
Aliment to the Part, and ſo the Member may be nouriſhed. 
Sometimes alſo after the FraCture is cured, the Member is found to be of 
a depraved Figure, by reaſon the Bones were not well fer, or through ill Ban- 
dapge, or ſome inordinate motion, aut propter inſcitiam Chirurgt.. To reſolye 
this Callus, ſome Authors have adventured to preſcribe ſundry Medicaments; 
but they have hitherto proved unſucceſsful, Yer if it be true what a Chirur- 
geon lately affirmed ofempl. de minio,the work would be very facil.But Celſus 
and Fabr. ab. Aquapend. after the preſcribing various Remedies conclude art laſt 
thus: If rhe Paricnt be young and luſty, and the Ca//us but ſix months old, 
there is yet one refuge, that is, fraturam de novo rumpere : And in order there-' 
unto, you are to foment the Part with Decoctions ex a/thea, rad. lilior. fol. mal. 
war. tapſ. barbar.cicuta,&c.and then rarſus os frangitur manibus vel digitis,impel. 
lends ſeu comprimendo, But if the Calls be ſo hard thar 1t yields not to your .

fas partes, But this, Albucaſtus, a Chirurgeon as bold as any, and one rhar had 
ſeen the effe&s of juch raſh undertakings, utterly condemns, ſaying, it is opera- 
tio valde vituperabilis, perducens ad mortem: therefore he advileth the Patient 
not to pive car toſuch vain people, bur rather content himſelf with ſuch help | 
. aS emollient Decoftions, Liniments, and Emplaſters may efte&. Which in truth 
is ſafer, if you conſider, rhar after the Callzs is ſo confirmed that ir will nor yield 
_ toEExtenſion, then if you ſhould break it anew, or any other way ſeparate 
itz yet it would no more yield to a right Coaptation, than a Hair lip or my 
two Fingers will co Agglutination withour ſeparating the Calloſiry ; which is 
not poſſible ro be done in Bones. | | 
I could have here inſerted many Inſtances of my work in the Cure of the 
ſeveral FraCtures of particular Parts: Bur ic would fignifie lictle more than I 
- havealready written, their Cure conſiſting in the very ſame Extenſion and 
Coaptation, and they being ſubje& to no other Accidents than whar I have 
ſet down: all which I have writ as plainly and feelingly, as if I had been 
MINE the work in your preſence. Yet as a rarity I ſhall give you one

Ir appearcd a ſtrange ſight 

at firſt to me, his face being beaten in, and the lower Jaw ſticking our: Nor 

did 1 preſently know how ro help him, or by whar art ro make my Extenſion. 

Burt after a while, he a little recovering his Senſes, was perſwaded to _ bi 
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Mouth. And there I ſaw the Os palati Vuula beaten fo cloſe backwards, 


that it was not poſſible for me to get my finger behind, asI deſigned ; and 
other . way of Extenſton. there was none. . Upon which1I preſently formed an 
Inſtrument bended up at one (end, by. which I got up behind the Vosla; then 
railing it a little upward, pulled it forward with rhe Bone- into its former 
place very calily, Bur, E no ſooner let.go my Extender than the fratured body 
returned back again.

than they ſhould : and this made the Inequality which our Chirurgeon thought 
a fault in the lower Jaws, and by his pulling them-had. like to have broken br 
diſlocated them. The next day he called in a Chirurgeon to juſtific:his pro- 
ceedings, But there appearing nothing of Luxarion.or FraQture inthe Jaws, we

| oblique, which we ſet and bound up, with reſolution not to open it till it ſhould 
be united, All things being in this hopeful condition, we adviſed him to keep 
his Bed, and lctt.him ro obſerve the DireCions of his Phyſician, by whole 
preſcription a Cly ter. was. adminiſtred that evening, which he voided into a 
whice carthen Chamber pot, which his Chirurgeon looking into call'd it blood, 


and alarm'd his Friends. But a diſcreet perſon looking afterward uponit, con- 


I being 
ſoon after ferched, confirmed the ſame; and appeaſed that clamour. About the 
tenth day. our Chirurgeon, contrary toformer order, undreſſed the trattured 
Clayicle: upon whoſe binding irttoo ſlack the Bone ſtarred, and from that time 
it grew painful z fo that he dreſſed it again four or five days atter: but the Pain 


' increaſing the more,l was ferched,and upon opening ſaw one end of the Clavicle 
riding over the other, and pricking againſt the Skin.

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Thus have 1 done with that which concerns Simple Fra&tures. Ina Frafture 
with a Wound, if neither the Bone be bare, nor yet prominent through the 
Skin, then you are by Extenſion to bring the fraftured ends ofthe Bone toge. 
ther, as was propoſed in the firſt and ſecond Intentions of Simple Fraftures. 
And the Lips of the Wound are likewiſe to be brought together by Suture, it 
it be any whit large, and not too much contuſed. Which manner of dreffin 
is contrary to what is taught in Gun ſhot Wounds with Fracture; rhe metho 


being tobe alcered upon that occaſion for the reaſons thete alledged. Then 
endeavour, as in our third Intention, to keep the frattured and wounded. 


Parts together by Dreſſings, which may as well-mitigate the Pain, as keep off 
Apoſtemation, by repelling the Matter flowing to the Parts, and drying up 
that which already affeQerh the Frature and Wound : qualia ſnnt Aſtringen- 
tza, that is by Aſtringents; with which I have ſufliciencly furniſhed you in the 
Diſcourſe of ſimple Fraftures. Galen, by the authority of Fippocrates, re- 
commends Cerote of Roſes. Bur if chere be no Pain, you are to endeayour 
the ſtrengthening of the Fracture, and preventing Defluxions, by Cloths 
ſpred with that Compoſition of aſtringent Powders, mixt with the Whites of 
Eggs and Red wine, which is already propoſed. Then follows Deligation of 
the Part:-and in this caſe Bandages are to be made of ſofter and broader Linen 


than we uſe in Fratures without a Wound, that they may comprehend both | 


the Lips of the Wound, and keep them down, yer not hurt them by too hard 
Compreſſion. Minis aſtringende ſunt faſcie quam fi vulnus non adeſſet, ſays 


Celſus. And theretoreit is that, Z7ippocrates and Celſus make ſo many Circum- |

debent. Rather in theſe Fraftures do we uſe Deligation, pluribus faſciis, with 


many Rowlers, ſaith Albucaftus. And ſo all along he proceeds in his Diſcourſes 
of FraCtures, as if he had been rather bred under Hippocrates or Celſus, in 
Greece or Italy, than where he was. Bur in truth this way of Deligation is 
not only very troubleſome to the Chirurgeon, to put on and off, bur fo very 
painful to the Patient, thar it is almoſt impoſſible that he ſhould ever be with- 
out a'Fever, if his Wound be every day to be ſo rowled and unrowled. There. 
fore in theſe Compound FraCtures we chuſe rather to follow the method of 
ſome of the Moderns, who, inſtead of theſe many long Rowlers, make choice 
of two or three ſhort Cloths, folded three or four times double, to give them 
the more ſtrength. Wealſo make them of ſuch breadth, as to encompaſs the 


Lips of the Wound and the fraftured Partsz and of that length, as ro come 


- once abour the Fracture, and fo ſtitcht rogether on the moſt convenient' fide. 


And under theſe may be placed Compreſles of fine Tow, or double Cloaths ; 
which will not only keep the Lips of the Wound down, bur fill up the In- 
equality, and further the expulſion of Matter. - And fo the Wound may be 
dreſt, and the fraftured Member relieved at your pleaſure, withour piving the 
Patient the pain to have the fratured Member removed, or your felt the 
trouble of rowling and unfowling ſo many long Rowlers as the Ancients 
propoſed... With this method 1 have cured Arms and Legs, fo ſhattered by 


Splinters from Cannon-ſhor, and with ſuch loſs of Subſtance, that I eyen de- 
ſpaired of their Cure, Bur in ſome of theſe I have made uſe of Zippocrates's 


Plagulz :

Inflammation preſently did.) We dreſt ir up as a compound Frafture: and: 
-atter ſome.days dreſling a_Calles thruſt forth, and united the Bones. - That 
' Callus being confirmed and dried, we haſten'd the Extoliation of the foul Bone 
by alirtle Zg ptiacum and pulv. myrrhe diflolyed in ſpir. vini,applied hot upon 
an armed Probe. Thus the Bone was extoliated, and the Ulcer cured by the 
ordinary Intentions in ſuch caſes. Yet the inward leaning of the Bone conti- 
' nued a weakneſs in the Member a long time, as is uſual where the Fra&ure 
' hath not been timely or well reduced. To remedy this, I cauſed a Bar of 
Steel to be fixcd. in his Shoe with joints, and by a. Bracer of .Clorh to be la- 
ced On, or tied with Ribbons on the ourſide of his Leg 3 by which it was mar- 
yellouſly ſtrengthened. | ET wy 
\ Bur if the end of the bared Bone do chance to thruſt it ſelf ſo out, as that 
withour preat force it cannot be reſtored to its place ; tunc E duobus malis 
minus eſt eligendum; then that end of the Bone which hath thruſt ir ſelf fo 
far out is to be ſaw oft : and if this be, done timely, before a Gangrene harh 
ſeized upon tne Part, it may be performed with good ſucceſs.

lixty years of age, of a tough dry Body. There I met Mr. TZatham, an in- 
duftrious, knowing Chirurgeon. The Fracture was oblique, almoft ſecundum

ſide of the Ancle a great length. We endeavoured by a ſtrong Extenfion to 
reduce this fratured Bone into its place ; but it yielded very difficultly to 
our endeavour : yet we reduced it, and afterwards cleanfed- the Wound of 
what. Shivers or pieces of Bones we met with, and brought the Lips of the 
Wound together by Suture, hoping thereby to keep the fractured Bone the 
cloſer. Then we dreſt the Wound with our Digeſtive warm; 'and with an 
empl. diachalcit.. malaxt with ol. roſ, and over the fractured Parts we ap- 
plied the Mixture following ſpred upon a double Cloth : Re for.” rof. rar, 
balauſt. baccar. myrtill. bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. an. q. ſ. putveriz, cum al- 
Bumin. ovor. ol. rof.. & acet. Miſc. ad conſiſt. mellis. * This we faftned by Bandape, 
as hath been ſhewed in Compound Fractures: and for the more ſtrehgthening 
the fratured Member, we placed Splenia over that Bandage , with Ferule 
upon them ; and having faſtened them by three Ligatures, we placed” the 
Member as much to the caſe of the Parient as we could contrive, upon a 
Pillow quilted in the middle, with' Junks to keep it ſteady. But theſe 
great FraQures with large Wounds, and near the Joint, are always ſubjedt 
to grievous Pain ; and this much more, for that the Tendons and Mulculous 
fleſh were ſorely torn, and ſtretcht.by the great Extenſion : ſoit was nor likely 
to be attended with leſs miſchief than afterward befel it. We let him blood 
that night, and gave him an- Anodyne draught ro diſpoſe him ro reſt. Bur 

| he ſlept little, his Pain continuing with much diſturbance : ''a Fever alſo'fol- 
lowed, and within two or three days he became delirous, and in the abſence 
of his Attendeatsgor out of his Bed:3/-upon which the great' Focil flew our 
' as at firſt, and the poor man fell: down on the floor as half dead.''' We were 
both preſently tercht, and taking off the Dreſſings, we ſaw the Bone diſtorted, 
the lower Stiches broken, and the Wound of an ill aſpect, as it were tending 
to Morrification; alſo the Bone rhruſt our fo lar, that there was no hopes 
of its being any more reduced by a few Extenſion. Upon which conſidera- 
tion we reſolved to faw off the end of ite and to that purpole having pre- 
pared all things ready, we cut out the remaining Stirches, and turned the Foot 
on one ſide towards the Small of the Leg, thruſting the Bone more our ; the. 
one ſawing the end off, whilſt the other with a Spatule detended the Tens. 
donous fleſh underneath from being wounded by the Saw. Thar done, 
we cleanſed the Wound from thaSaw-duſt, as alfo from the Shivers of little 
Bones which we had not diſcovered in our firſt dreſſing, they lying pricking 
the Perioſteum, between the fraftured Bones and Membranes, by which thoſe 
fad Accidents had been haſtened. ' The Wound thus cleanſed, we turned 
the Foot right into its natural place, there being no need of Extenſion : 
which being done, we fſcarified the Lips ofthe Wound, and watht rhem 
cum ſpir. vini, with a little Agyptzac. diſſolved in it, and applied to the ends 
of the Bones Pledgits dipt in the ſame, and preſt our, We alfo dreſt thereſt 
of the Wound cum ungnent. bafilic. with a little ol. terebintb. warm, and ap- 
plied a Mixture of an Emplaſtram Paracel. and diachalcit. over the Wound 
and Parts about, and then a Compreſs and Bandage over thar, as in Com- 
pound Fraftures. The great work was now, how to ſuppor the Foot, and 
keep it even with the reſt of the Leg; there being ſo great a diſtance between 
them without any Bone. But we having placed the Leg upon a quilted Pil- 
. low, laid him again in his Bed, and fitted it in a Wainſcot-caſe, where it 
was kept ſteady and equal, and lay conveniently for our daily dreffing him. 
This done, we committed him to the care of his Friends to keep him there 
quiet, and ordered him cordial Juleps, &c. After ſome. hours we let htm 
blood again, From that time his Pains leſſened, and his Fever and _ 
ay Me ill 
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ill Symptoms went oft as the Wound digeſted, Bur after ſome days the Heel 
became very painful, and a Slough was diſcoyered to us inflamed with an 
Ulceration ſticking to the very Bone, The Paticnt not permitting to have 
the Caſe, wherein his Foot and Leg was, ſtirred, it had not been raiſed up, as 
for perſpiration it ought ro have been; whence this Ulcer became very 
troubleſome to us. For a preſent Relief, we laid him upon his Side, and 
dreſt the Ulcer with Lenients, to haſten ſeparation of that Eſchar. And be- 
cauſe the Patient grew ſoon weary of this Poſition, which alſo was inconye- 
nient for our dreſſing the great Wound, we therefore defigned an Inſtru- 
ment of Tin to receive his Foot and Leg, his Heel to lie hollow in a place 
cut for that purpoſe, whereby we could daily dreſs it without diſturbing 
. the Patient, only placing him down lower towards the Bed's feet, that 
the Heel might lie over it. The fide of this Inſtrument, that came up by 
the Wound, was to be taken off at the time of dreſſing his Wound, and af- 
_ terward placed cloſe again ; whereby he was dreſt without diſturbing the 
weak Member. Ir lay alſo foft, by reafon of the Folds of Linen we placed 
under and between the Leg and Inſtrument: it was alſo kept ſtreight, in hopes 


it might be ſupplied with Ca/lvs, But the Wound became ſinuous, and the . 


- Martrer fouling the Bones hindred the growth of Callusz and while we 
waited for Exfoliation, the Lips of the Ulcer became callous, which pro- 


longed the Cure. The Ulcer in the Heel we digeſted : and after we found the . 


Bone would not incarn, we dreſt it with angrent. Agyptiac. with a little Merc. 
ſubl. diffolved ;in it; by which dreſſing we haſtened the Exfoliation of the 
Bone, and cured the Ulcer. The Wound above was a larger work : but after 
| the generation of Callus it cured as a Fiſtula with carious Bones. The Pa- 
tient lived many years after: but through the ill diſpoſition of the Ulcer, 
| the Callus was hindred in its growth, whereby the Leg remained the ſhorter, 
almoſt as much as had been ſawed off of the Bone, Yet this was better, I 
ſuppoſe, than to leave the Bone diſtorted until Digeſtion, as in ſuch like caſe 
I have ſeen done, Bur if the Bone be not ſo much diſtorted as that you 
may come to ſaw off the end of it, or if. you cannot reduce it after the 
ordinary way ; then you may with a Chizel-like inſtrument thruſt berween 
\the fraftured ends of the Bone, and uſe it after the manner of a Lever, for 
*@he reduction of the Prominencies, But then it is ſuppoſed theſe fraftured 
"ends of them are within the Wound, and have not much over-ſhor one 


© another, and the FraCture is tranſverſe or oblique : otherwiſe this way will 
do little good ; nay may poſlibly rive up the piece of Bone, and make another . 


kind of Frafture, and prieyouſly pain the Patient to no purpoſe. And that 
you may eaſily do, if the ends break oft upon your hard and unſteady Ex- 
renſion. Therefore ir becomes you to be very wary in making this Exten- 
| Hon; elſe, I ſay, you may put the Patient to- ſad pain, and do him little 
| good. / LES 
: Bur to conclude, after your Extenſion is made, and the Bone reduced, 
you arc to feel if there be any Shivers of Bones looſe, and pull them out. 
And if you perform this Operation in a Frafture newly made, then you are 
to prevent Inflammation and all other Accidents, by dreſſing up the Patient 
with ſuch Medicines as have been propoſed in Compound Fractures ; and 
make your Bandage ſo, that you may come to dreſs the Wound, as occaſion 
ſhall offer, with as little moleſtation of the fraftured Member as is poſlible 5 
having a care you grieve not the tender Parts with Splints, uhtil rhe Inflam- 
mation be over, and the Wound well digeſted. 
Then afterwards 'tis to be endeavoured, that the Bones robb'd of their 
Perjoſtenn may again be incarned or exfoliated 3 which is the work of Na-

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Of Lnxations in general. 


N ſeveral Obſervations in this Book I have had occaſion to take notice of 
| the inconvenience many people have fallen into through the wickedneſs 
of thoſe who pretend to the reducing luxated Joints by the peculiar name - 
of Bone-ſetters: who (that they may not want imployment) do uſually repre: 
ſent every Bone diſlocated they are called to look upon; though polſlibly ir 
be but a Gang/zon, or other crude Tumour or preternatural Protuberance of 
ſome part of a Joint. In which caſes their raſh Extenſions do frequently cauſe 
ſad Accidents. But their more gainful way 1s by extending , and dreſſing 
up Joints rather wrencht than diſlocated : in which if they eſcape undereted, 
they muſt needs reap preat credit,- the Patient recovering fo ſoon the calc 
and uſe of them. Whereas if the Joints happen really to be luxated, ſcarce 
one of them knoweth how ro reduce them. In' conſideration of this dail 
abuſe, and the inadvertency of the young Chirurgeon, whoſe not timely dif- 
cerning the Luxation renders ir more difficult to reduce, I have though fit to® 

 fay ſomewhat ro this part of Chirurgery 3 and firſt in general. ET 

Connext He that will give an account of Luxations, and the manner of their Cure, 

Bones. - Oupht firſt ro deſcribe the Connexion of the Bones to each other: on the di- 
vers manners of which depend the great variety of methods in reducing and 
handling of them. Theſe Connexions we find to be of two ſorts; 1. Sym- 
phyſis, 2. Articalatio. 

Symphſiss I. Symphyfis 1n its original fignification denotes a Connaſcency or Growivg 
together ; and perhaps is meant of thoſe Bones which in young Children are 
diſtin&, but after ſome years unite and conſolidate into one Bone. So the 0s 
zleon and Os pubis are two diſtin Bones in a Child, but unite into one in 
a Man : the Epiphy/is of the Os femoris is a diſtin& Bone from it in a Child, 
whereas in a Man they do intirely unite. But cuſtom and the uſage of Au- 
thors hath found out another ſenſe of the word, fitted ro adulr perſons; in 
whom ir is uſed to mean ſuch a Connexion of two Bones together as-is im- 
movable : and of theſe there are two forts. 

1, An immediate Conjunion, or Juxtapoſition, ( if I may fo call it,) 
without the tnterpoſition of any other Body. Of which we find three Spe- 
£ics. 

Firſt, S»tura, or the indented ConjunQion of Bones in the Scull.

. Thirdly, Syzchoxdrofrs, which is an Union by Griſtles. A Symphyis of this 
kind we have of the S/ernon to the Ribs. Articulations ate moſt of them 
ſo joyned, there being, tew Bones deſtin'd for motion which have not cartila- 
ginous heads for the facility thereof. Theſe two latter ſotrs of Union are com- 
pounded-in ſome Articulations ; as' in the Ofa coxz, Where you have Ten- 
dons arid Griſtles both ro joyn them roperher.

I. Articulatio is a Connexion of Bones with aprnefs of Motion. Something Articula- 
hath been anticipated already concerning this Head, becauſe of its coincidence #'* 
with Symphyf/is, in the foremetitioned inſtance.

The Clavi- HE Clavicle is a crooked Bone made in the figure of an /. one end' of 
cle deſeri-J which being thicker, and almoſt three ſquare, is inſerted into a Cayi- 
ty purpoſely ficted for it in the firſt Bone of the Sterne, and bound in by 
a ſtrong ligamentous Membrane. The other end, being broad and flar, is 
joyned to the Acrominm, where it notonly ſerveth ro keep the Shoulder ar 
due diſtance from” the Sternov, but alſo aſſiſteth rhoſe ſeyeral Proceſſes which' 
are provided by Nature to preſerve the Shoulder-bone from flipping upwards 
from its Cavity. = 
This Bone is capable of a double Luxation, one atthe Sterzox, and thaton- 
ly outwardly, where it riſerh from the Breaſt, and lieth like a Lump. The 
broad end near the Acrominm is alſo ſubje& ro a twofold Luxation, viz. up- 
ward, and forward 3 being defended from all other Diſtortions by its neigh- _ 
bouring Bones. | 
Cauſeand This Luxation is for the moſt part occaſioned by a Fall and pitching up- 
.Signof'a on the Shoulder. Itis diſcerned by the Prominence it maketh. 
oat The Clavicleis not ſoſubje&t ro Luxation as other Bones; but being luxa- 
Progno- ted, it is moſt difficulrly retained after Reſtitution, by reaſon of the ſmoothneſs 
lick. of its heads, and the little hold they have upon the Acromiumand Szernon: And 
if it be not reſtored,the uſe of che Arm is impaired in ſome of its motions. 
Redui- The ReduQtion of the Clavicle, which end foever ir be luxated, muſt be - 
on. made by drawing that Shoulder backwards, and by paſſing the luxated end 
even with the Acromium , or to the Cavity of the Bone of the Srernon, 
whence it departed, Neither of che places affordeth it much room, therefore 
| it will require your greater care: For if you place it not exaQtly, it will ſcarce 
hold righr till you make your Applications. Therefore you muſt have 
ready Emplaſticks, Compreſles, and Bandage. . Splints are alſo of uſe, whe-. 
ther they be of Paſtboard, the Scabbard of a Sword, or Tin. The Bandage 
ought to be a Rowler with two heads to come over the Shoulders, and un- 
der the Arm-pit, making ſo many Circumvolutions as may retain the Dreſlings 
cloſe. This being well made, his Arm muſt be kept up with a Napkin or 
Towel, and his hand placed upon his Breaſt. If all be well, you ought not 
to looſen the Bandage till you judg it united, which may be gueſſed ar by the

I cauſed one ſtanding behind him to pull 
back the Scapula, and with my hands forced down the end of the Clavicle, 
and placed it to the Acromium'; then applied an Emplaſter of aſtringent Pow- 
ders mixt cam album, ovor..&c. over the Clavicleand Shoulder, with a piece of 
Paſtboard wet iz ace/o and Whites of Eggs; over which 1 applied a dry one, 
and upon that a Compreſs wet with ſome of the former Liquors, and row- 
Jed it on with Bangage as aboyeſaid 3 then wet thar part of it over the Cla- 
vicle with Whites of Eggs, to ſtrengthen it and retain ir firm. That done, 
his Shirt and Doubler were pur on, and his Arm tied up, as hath been faid. 
Then I put him tro bed, and ler him blood in the Arm, and kept his Bo- 
dy ſoluble by lenient Purgatives. After he had lain four or fivedays in bed, I 
| obſerving the Bandage tight, and the pain and accidents diminiſhed, permit- 
, ted him to riſe, and walk up and down inthe houſe. Abour the eighteenth 
day I took off Dreſſings, and ſaw the Bone right in its place, the Parts about 
being only marked with the extravafated blood. I embrocated them with 
ol.

Proceſs anchriformis to the Acromium; and to confirm all, hath laid under- 
neath theſe nor only a ſtrong circular Ligament, which involverh the whole 
head of the Shoulder, ( being indeed a colleCtion of the Tendons or the My- 
{cdes, which lying under and upon the Scapula particularly ferve tor the mo- 
rion of the Humerus, orelſe lying upon the Humerus, do take their origine 
 fromthie Srapula,) bur alſo a Tendon of ohe of the heads of the Biceps, which 
paſſin rhrotigh a peculiar Notch or Trench of the Z/ameras, inſerteth it ſelf 
into the head of rhe Scapuia.

Deſcripti- '*F HE Joint of the Hip is < Connexion of the Head of the Os femoris th 
the Acetabulum of the Os iſchion, which is done by two ſtrong Liga- 
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ments: one outward and membranous, encompaſling the whole Head of the 


Femur, from the Edges of the Acetabulum to the farther end of the Neck, where 
it toucheth the great Trochanter : the other inward, of a round figure, like 
a Cord tying the utmoſt apex of rhe Capu? femors to the inner {ide of the 4- 
cetabulum near the Centre. This Articulation is confirmed and ſtrengthened 


by great ſtrong Muſcles ; viz, on the outſide by the three Glutes, on the in- 


ſide by the 7riceps together with the Levidas, and the four little Rotators. 
All which being duly conſidered, ir muſt needs follow, that the Force muſt 
be great that doth drive this out of its place. Yet when the Weight of the 
Body and the undue poſition of the Thigh do concur, they frequently make 
that Luxation:: ſo likewiſe doth ſometime external*Force;' - 

It is remarkable, that this place admitteth not of a Semi-ſuxation as others 
\do; the Head being ſo round, and the Cavity ſo glib, and deep, .that what- 
ever the Force be, if the Head be not thruſt quice out, it will ſlip in again as 
ſoon as the Force ceaſeth. Ir doth flip out four :feveral ways, outwardly, 
inwardly, forward and backward.

If the Thigh-bone be luxated inward, and the Patient young and of a Redudti- | 
tender Conſtirution, it may be reduced by the Hand of the Chirurgeon: viz. 9 rc #: 
he muſt lay one Hand upon the Thigh, and the other upon the Patient's Leg 3 ;;.. 
and having ſomewhat extended it towards the ſound Leg, he muſt ſuddenly 
force the Knee up towards the Belly, and preſs back. the head of the [Femur 
into its Acetabulum , and it will knap in. For there is no necd of ſo preat 
Extenſion in this kind of Luxation; - for the moſt confiderable Muſcles being 

upon the ſiretch, the bowing of the Knee as aforeſaid reduceth it. Yet in 
tough Bodies it may require ſtronger Extenſion : and in that caſe the Patient 
muſt be laid upon a Table tlat on his Back; and a Pin of a good thickneſs 
out to be fixt in the middle of the Table, to ſtand up between his Legs cloſe 
to that [vguen, that the Extenſion may be made thereby. During which the 
Extenſion muſt be made by two men, the one pulling him by that Arm-pir, 
the other by the Leg : which latter Extenſion muſt be made obliquely rowards

- . Children, and any other Child that ſucks upon thofe Nurſes 5 and fo forwards. 
| Itis frequent to mention other ſecundary ways of the propagation of it ; as 
lying in the ſame Bed with an infeCted perſon, lying in the ſame Sheets after 
them, or wearing'their Cloaths. Nay it is affirmed-by ſome, that men have 
| been infe&ed by the fame Cloaths they themſelves wore when they were di- 
ſealed. Drinking with one ſo diſeaſed, or fitting on the Cloſe-{tool after 
them, are likewiſe numbred amongſt the cauſes of infe&ion, TE 
Theſeare all ſuch convenient excuſes for the more ſhie and coy Patients who 
will not otherwiſe be brought to confeſs their diſtempers, that it is pity to 
difcountenance them. Nor will I deny the differences of Conſtitutions to be 
fo preat, and ſome of them ſo liable to this Diſeaſe by ſome other previous in- 
diſpoſition of body, that they- may be,infe&ed with the tenth part ot what 
another would eſcape found from, And this eſpecially I do acknowledge in 
Women, the ſoftneſs and tenderneſs of whofe Sex being frequently attended 
with thin and ſharp ſerum 1n the blood, renders them liable to very quick im- 
preſſions- yet in Men, and indeed'in the-generality of Patients, we find the 
Diſeaſe nor ſo aQive as to-conveigh it ſelf from one ſubje&t to another with- 
| ut aQtual coition, or ſomething very equivalent to it. And as to wearing of the 
ſame Cloarhs, it is notorious that many hundreds cured by us Chirurgeons here 
4 | in the Town, do commit thaterror (if it be one) withour the leaſt inconve- 
+ | nience. Nay inſound and firm conſtitutions impure coition it ſelf is not al- 
- ways ſufficient toinfeA. Of which I have ſeen the frequent Experiment during 
the three years I ſerved in the King of Sparn's Navy, where our Mariners as 
ſoon as their pockets were fullof money would be getting aſhore to the Negroes, 
and other common Women, that uſually Cade their Landing, and ' bei 
their pleaſures in theneighbouring Broom.which grew very plennifully on fome 
af thoſe ſhores. I have known, and dare fay, more than twenty men la 
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with one and the fame Woman the ſame day, and only ſome of them infe&ted, 


the reſt going free, though they all equally deſerved it.

Bur Nurſes may cither infe& Children or be infeCted by them; Children that 
have had no Ulcers in their Mouths or Lips, nor any other viſible ſymprom of 
the Lues, have notwithſtanding betrayed their own infettion by tranſmitting 
it to the Nipple of che Nurſe. In which caſe it is frequent to {ce ſerpiginous 


Ulcers ariſe one after another, growing art length into ſo many round cruſty 


Ulcers: alſo Nodes thruſting out of the back of the Hands, Shins, &c. | 

Infe&tions of Children are more obſcure, for though many of them after 
they be born have ſuch Scabs and Ulcers as do ſufficiently manifeſt the Diſcaſe, - 
ye it is not always fo: for generally they do often come into the world very 
clear, and with the appearance of very ſound bodies, which notwithſtanding 
have been certainly inte&ed and haye dyed of it, or at leaſt have been very 
infirm; and though they were brought to their ends by ſome other apparent 
Diſeaſe, yet the Pox hath been judged the foundation of all. 

I ſhall give you a three-handed inſtance that may confirm ſeveral parts of 
this Diſcourſe. ; 

A luſty young Fellow brought me to ſee his Wife, which I did in the com. 
pany of Dr. Mapletoft ; we found upon her face a great cluſter of round cruſty 
Venereal Ulcers, yet not only her Husband was ſeemingly found, but her 
Child alſo, who being half a year old appeared luſty and ſtrong, -played mer- 
rily in the Nurſes Arms, bur that day died ſuddeniy : nor could I impute that 


accident to any other cauſe, but the forementioned infection. 


Its Nature 


YetI would not have any man raſh in judging all Ulcers to. be Venereal thar 
do reſemble them, for I have ſeen Nurſes with chapt Nipples, and ferpiginous 
Ulcers on the Breaſts, and Maids likewiſe in the ſame condition, who have 
been cured without any reſpe& to the Lues. | 


I have ſeenalſo many Infants broken out about the Lips, Face, Head and Body, 
with many ſuſpicious pyſtulz and Ulcers, that were born of chaſt Parents. - In 
our publick healings we preſent many ſuch ; if there be any diſeaſed plan- 
dules found about the muſculus maſtozdens, T ſuppoſing them rather to be

Having thus far treated of the orginal of the Dues, it will be now ſeafon- 

able to deſcribe the Diſeaſe it ſelf. For the doing of which it will not. be ;ne- 
ceſlary to run through all the nice diverſity of opinions which Sexnertus and. 
other Authors have reckon'd -up3 ſuch an attempt would better become a 

Chair in the Univerſity than a PraCtical Treatiſe: Ido only in ſhort ſay, that 
it is a Diſeaſe produced not by exceſs of any of the four qualities, but by the 
aCtual communication of a downright venom, which uſually. afte&s that part 
of the body which it firſt roucheth, and afterwards the blood it ſelf, by the ver- 


' tye of which all the ſolid parts are by degrees tainted. 


The Species or rather Degrees of this Diſeaſe have by Palmaries been reckon 
ed four according to the degrees of Infection. In the firſt he ſuppoſerh only 
the Hair to fall off without any other hurt of the body; a caſe, I doubt, very 
rare. In the ſecond the Skin groweth rough and ſpotted with many little pro- 
tuberances. In the third downright Scabs appear in the Head, Face, &c.. 
In che fourth the ſolid parts are infe&ted, as the Bones, &c. | But theſe degrees 
are Cither 11] ordered, or at leaſt not juſted to the appearance of the Dilcaſes 
chat occur in this age. ' Therefore I ſhall endeavour to rank the Degrees or 
Symptoms of it according to the events which we uſually obſerve in our pra:

Therefore when a Man hath had to do with an Impure Woman, either: he 
hath ſome heat or Inflammation on the Penis with 'excoriation , which x

. or iſſuing ot virulent matter out of the ſeminal Veſſels gs, the Drethra: 


This inflammation is very apt to produce excoriation and ulceration, upon 
which chancrous Ulcers ariſe 53 and fomerime when the Infe&tion hath been 
vehement, or che Inflammation negleCted, it tends to a Gangrene, and Cryſtal- 


line Bladders ariſe, and che part mortifieth. | 


Sometimes a Gonorrbea ſucceeds not; only the infeftion taking rather along 


the Cutis to the Groin, doth make ithpreſſion on the neighbouring Glandules, 


and produce a Bubo, which according to the degree of its malignancy eithet 
proves eaſily curable, or elſe improves in its venom, and terminates in a Phage- 
dxnous Ulcer with jagged lips. Ar this time of the Diſeaſe I have ſeen many 
round, hard, venereal Ulcers upon the Scrotum and Perineum. Sometimes 
where none of the other ſymptoms have preceeded, a ſmall chancrous Ulcer 
arifeth between the Prepuce and the g/ays, above or below, on one fide, or in 


- the entrance of the ©rethra 3 one while eating thtough it, otherwhile deſtroy- 


ing the frenum, &c. Theſe Ulcers are ſometimes only corrofive, and ſome- 
times callous, or a calloſity without an Ulcer. 

| The attendance of a Chancreis commonly a breaking out all over the bedy 
lize a flea-biting,which terminates in various ſorts of Tetters or Ulcerous Scabs; 
or it may be that Puſtules ariſe in one or more places of the body, as Head, 
Face, Arms, Thighs or Legs, or Ulcers in the Tonſil, Palates, ec. and at the 
ſame time I have ſeen a Gummineſs upon the meſcalus maſtordens, drawing tlic 


. Neck on one fide. 


The wandring pains begin towards night to affe& either the Shoulders; 
Arms, Legs, or Head ; ſometimes this laſt is affeted alone ro great exceſs. 
And about this time Verruce, Condylomara, Mariſca or Ficus appear in the 
Podex; alſo Ozena and Ulcers of the ſpongieſt part of the Os erhmoides and 
griſtles of the Noſe ; alſo about this time Tumours by congeſtioniariſe in the

Theſe dreadful Symptoms have frequently. pofleſt the imaginations of ſome 
people, who having taken the way to get the Pox ate ſoon perſwaded that they 
have it. Theſe men will ſtrangely imagine all the pains and other ſymptoms 
' they have read of, or haye heard other men talk of. Many of thefe hypochon- 


driack have come to Sir Fran. Pr. in which caſes he hath been pleaſed to ſend. 


for me to conſider of their complaints with him. They commonly went aWay 
from us unſatisfied, nor could they quiet their minds till they found ſome un<« 
dertaker that would comply with them; which done, they were never the ber- 
ter, the imagination in which the Diſeaſe was ſeared remaining (till uncured ; 
whereupon preſuming they were not in hands skilful enough, they have gone 
fo others, and fo forwards, till they had ruined both their Bodies and Purſes, 
There have been three of rheſe people with me larely; one a Tradeſman, 
who told me that fince his Wifes death he had fallen into ill company, and 
'being heated with drink, ſtrayed and got a Clap, for which he had been under 
ſeveral hands; that ir had coſt him 4o pounds amongſt them, bur he was till 
worſe and worſe. - I asked him if he had ever a Gonorrh&a 2 Yea, faid he, with 
great pain in my Back, which ſtill conrinues : alfo ſuch a pain in my Noſe, that

I fear it will fall. Upon more particular enquiry I foiind no ſuch thing 3 only 
upon ſtraining to make Urine or upon the Cloſe-ſtool, he had an involuntary 
effuſion of Seed, which was an old infirmity he had quite forgot. I endea- 
voured to fatisfie him that he eſcaped better than he deſerved. Whether he 
continued in the ſame opinion he ſeemed to have received from me of his con.

Authors upon the firſt entrance of the Pox into Chriſtendom generally 
looked upon it as not only incurable, but alſo ſo highly infectious that they ran 
away from it as much as the Fews did from the Leprofie ; but latter Ages and 
long experience have made it leſs formidable : yet even to this day it muſt 
needs be acknowledged difficult ro cure, in conſideration of its malign and 
contagious quality, and the ungovernable diſpoſition of the Patients.  - - 

If the habir of body be ſtrong, the - cure of all theſe Species of Lyes Ye. 
erea, whether they be Chancre, Puſtule, Serpigo, Herpes miliaris exedens, 
Phagedzna, Ozena, Wicers in the Palate or Tonfils, they are all much eafier 
cured than the ſame are in any other chronick Diſeaſe : but to eradicate the 
virgs that it doth not return with more malignity, is ſomewhat more difficult. 

If the Patient hath been formerly clapt, it will be the more difficult to cure 
him the ſecond time, and worſe the third, 

Tf he hath paſſed through long courſes of Mercurial remedies ineffeCtually, 
his cure will be difficult; and if he hath been Salivated by UnCGtion and re- 
lapſed, the Cure will be hard, by reaſon the Mercury is become familiar to him, 
and his body is for the moſt part emaciated and ſqualid. 

Gummata and Nodes are more difficult of cure than the Species above-men- 
tioned, and thoſe whoſe Bones are corrupted are yet more difficult of cure : 
bur if the habit of body be ſtrong and the V:ſcera ſound, all the ſpecies of this 
Diſcaſe are cureable it the Patient keep his Chamber, and ſubmir to the rules 
of Phyſick and Dyer, without which ſubmiſſion we can ſcarce cure the leſſer 
Species z and accordingly as they have been ſlubber'd over, the malignity that 
remains will at one time or other ſhow ir ſelf cither in ſome Chronick Diſcaſe, 

. aS Aſthma, Catarrh, Colick, Diarrhea, Stranguria, Rheumatiſmus, Hydrops, c. 
or in ſome ſpecies of the Lues Vexerea, when poſlibly the - Patient will not 


be fo willing to acknowledge the Diſeaſe, and what hopes is there then of'

This I the rather add, becauſe of the wickedneſs of many Pretenders, who 
will in this Cure declaim againſt the uſe of Mercury, in which it they ſpeak 
honeſtly, and follow their Judgments ( and do not give it at the ſame time 
when they ſpeak againſt it, as many do) they will prolong their Cure to no 
purpoſe, and meet with diſgrace at laſt ; it being very ſure, that no ſpecies of 
it will be cured withourit. I know Fernelius,and ſome of his Diſciples writ vehe- 
mently againſt it,but the whole current of the Able Prattitioners have writren 
on the other fide. And by what I find by my experience, [ dare ſay, that Fer. 
xelius never cured a confirmed Pox withour it, unleſs the Patient had been in 
{ome other hands before who had fluxed him ; in which Caſe ſome ſudorifick 
courſe preſcribed by him might get the Credit of a Cure, whoſe foundation was 
laid in Mercury. I write this the more confidently, becauſe of the many attempts 
I have my ſelf made, and ſeen endeavoured by ſome worthy late Practicers in 
Z our Faculties without Mercury,but by omitting of it, our Cures were rendered 
Eo tedious and unſucceſsful, the Ulcers the while ſpreading and breaking out freſh

Inwardly are preſcribed various Preparations of Mercury, viz: Merc; ſublima- 
tus, dulcis, Merc. precipitat. albas, rubr. citr. niger, viridis, &c, There are alſo 
different Preparations of ſome of thele, as the Turbith Minerale, the Amalga- 
mations of Mercury with Gold, 7heriaca Metallor. &&c, They Purge, Vomit, 
and Salivate, orare Sudprifick, and are ſtronger or weaker in their Operations, 
according as they are freed vf their corroſive quality. The ſtrongeſt of them 
are capable of being rendred ſweet, and of being diſpirired of their Vomi- 
tiye and Saltyating qualities. = 

When we deſign Salivation by Mercurius Dalcis, we give it from 20to 25 
grains, and ſometimes to thirty, cither in a ſpoonful of white bread and milk, 
or 1N conſe. reſ. rub. conſ. boraginis, confeft. Alchermes, or ſome ſuch like Cordial 
Electuary. When we ſuſpeCt it may work by ſtool, we preſcribe it in Ele, Dz- 
aſcordii, or Theriace at night going to bed, and then it alſo ſerves to alleviate 
their pains, and diſpoſe them to reſt. It after 'the taking ir 4 or 5 days their 
chaps do not ſwell, it may be reaſonable to move it upwards by a few grains of 


Turbith Minerale. Accordingly as their chaps ſwell they will falivate. If their 


mouths be much ulcerated and ({welled, the Salivation may laſt 18 or 20 dayes, 
during which they are to keep warm, eſpecially about their head, neck and 
Chaps, and to drink Chicken broth, or Poſler: Ale. 

In the Declination of the Flux, we preſcribe them a Deco. Sarſe,and before 
it ceaſeth, we purge them with ſome Cathartick Apozeme, and proceed in the 
reſt, as ſhall be ſhewed in its proper place. 

Bur the Salivgting with Merc, dulc;salone will ſcarce cure the middle Species 
of this Diſeaſe, For though the Ulcers do cicatrize, and wandering pains re- 
mit thereby, yet they will return, or new puſtules will ariſe, as that Salivation 
-.-dcclineth, or preſently after. And indeed I have-tound betrer effeUts by the 
- frequent purging with it mixed with ſome good Cathartick, than by the only

it, Precipitatus viridis isalſo Vomitive, and the moſt churliſh preparation of 
Mercury 3 the doſe is much about the ſame as that of Arcar. Corallin. Hartman 
preſcribed. it to eight Grains. 

Turbith Minerale, as it is ſold inthe Shop, is arough Medicine, bur being 
ſomewhat dulcorated, firſt procureth Vomiting, then Salivation, and is proper 
to make a ſudden revulſion in ſuch cafes where there is a neceſſity of piving 2 
ſpeedy relief to an afflicted part, and contributeth to the cure of this Diſcaſe 
in ſuch caſes where Merc. dalcis hath not force. That which I commend to 
your Uleis made out of Yigo's Precipitate, and may be given.from rwelve to 
eighteen Grains, but I rarely preſcribe it to any that have not firſt taken Mezc. 
dulcis. It takes off nofturnal pains, and refolves Gammata and Nodes which

There are various forts of them publiſhed by Au- 
thors, who have treated of the cure that way; .the principal Ingredientin it is 
Quickſilver, it is that which doth the Work, the additional materials may be 
at your ownchoice, every one compounding them as they think fir. You have

In order to your farther proſecution of this courſe your Patient ought to — 
lodge near your houſe in a cloſe warm Chamber ; It the ſeaſon becold the win- 3 
dows muſt be covered with blankets, and the bed near the fire,and incompaſlled, 
with a Screen if the Chamber be large. You ought alſoto have a ſtrong healthy 
Nurſe, ſuch as hath been accuſtomed to the imployment, that ſhe may 1a the ab- 
ſence of the Chirurgeon know how to waſh the Patients mouth, and dire and 
incourage him in ſuch Rules as may be neceſſary in the time of Salivaring, 

The moſt proper place for UnCtion is a Stove, if it may be had, and the Pa- 
tient can bear it 3 it he be weak his Bed muſt be uſed, otherwiſe for want of a 
Stove he muſt ſir incompaſſed with a ſcreen (as I ſaid) by the fire fide but not 
too near it. If in the anointing he uſe his own hands, he may ſave his Chi- 
rurgeon much trouble, and dothe work better than it cane be don for him: 
Bur if other help be required, then we arm our hands with bladders or gloyes, © 4 
and fallto ir. Theold, and ſtill moſt common method adviſeth to begin at the —_ 
Feet, and thence to ariſe to the Legs, Thighs, Hips: and ſo upwards on the Spine 4 
to the Neck, taking his Hands, Arms, Shoulders. TheBelly ought to be a- 
voided. And indeed much of the other trouble in weak bodies may be ſpared, 
for in ſuch the anointing ofthe Legs and Arms, (or Thighs, it modeſty prevent 
you not) will obtain the ſame; and is ſufficient if the Mercury mix once with 
the blood roſuch a degree as to cauſe a Salivation. Whatſoever the manner of 
the UnCtion be, the parts firſt anointed ought to be covered before you proceed 
tothe next, asthe Legs with ſtockings, Thighs with trouzes, 9c, till at laſt his 
neck be well wrapped with a napkin tacked up to his Cap round about to his 
ears, and faftned before ro keep his chaps warm. After this a warm Bed will 
be convenient, and a draught of Poſſet-drink in order to a breathing ſweat. 
Having fo repoſed himſelf an hour or two, he may riſe and provide for his din- 
ner, which muſt conſiſt of meat of caſie digeſtion, roaſted or boiled. To his din- 

\. ner he may drink Beer or Ale with a toaſt, the reſt of the day he muſt be con- 

\ fined to Poſſet-drink. Union may be repeated twice a day if you ſee cauſe. 
Bur if the chaps ſwell apace you mult moderate your hand,and it may be quite 
hold it off, leſt you bring on the Salivation too faſt, and endanger the Patient : 

- when he comes to this ſtate you muſt keep him to the uſe of Poſſet-drink and 
Broth, which ought to be ready in quantity. Alſo burnt Wine, ag. 7heriaca- 
lis, &c. muſt be ready to prevent fainting, His mouth mult be ſyringed with 
a decott, hordei cum liquiritta, rad. althee,&c. New milk held in his mouth, or 
Chicken broth will eaſe the pain, and digeſt the ſloughs that ariſe. A rolled 
clout ought to be placed between his teeth to keep his Chaps from cloſing. He 
mult be raiſed high in his Bed, if his weakneſs conſtrain him toir, and kept for- 
ward "that is Rheum may run out and not down is throat; but 1f he can riſe, 
he will ſpit better and more plentifully. Salivations by unctions commonly 
laſt 24 or 25 days, ſometimes to the Zo day. | |

Bur it they have faintneſs or palpitation of the Heart, ſhortneſs of 
Breath, Fever, &c. your beſt way will be to purge it oft by ſome infuſ. of 
Sena. &c. or decoft, Seng Gereonis, with the addition of ſyr. Roſ. ſolut..ſyr. de 
S7ini cervina, G&c, and keepup their ſpirits the while with Cordials and good 
Broths. If their Lungs be oppreſt, let them blood, and preſcribe Lohochs ; but 
if there be alſo a ſuppreſſion of Urine, or that they make bur little Urine and 
high coloured, purge them with Barzet or Epſom: water turned into Poſer, and 
quicken it with ſome purging Syrup.

Sometimes in raifing the Salivation by UnCtion it pafſeth downwards by 
Stool, in which caſe we preſcribe Theriaca, Diaſcord, Laudanum opiat. Gc, 
which being given at night will not only ſtrengthen their Bowels, bur diſpoſe 
them to reſt, and incourage them to, goon in the anointing. A vomit of 7ru- 
bith Minerale after the unCtion hath been ſomewhile-uſed, doth frequently 
raiſe the Salivation; and after it is once well raifed, you may heighten or 
continue it by the application of ſome of the Emplaſters following. Bur if 
after all your endeavours to raiſe the Salivation it doth difcharge it ſelf in a 
Diarrhea with great evacuation, you are then to defend the Inteſtines from 
the acrimony of the humours by Clyſters of Chicken broth, Milk with ol. 
Olivar. vitel. Ovor. leſt a dyſentry do follow. Suppoſitories of Deer Suet, 
or ol. Hyperici, &c. calt up with a Syring, are proper to appeaſe the zeveſmus. 
Inwardly we preſcribe large draughts of Chicken broth, deco. corn. cervi 
ti, Milk and Water boyled with a ſtick of Cinnamon. 

After the Flux is ſtopr, you muſt conſider the ſtrength of the Patient, and 
thequantity of the unftion which was applied, and the greatneſs of rhe evar 
cuation. If it was to the extreme weakning of the Patient, do not inſiſt long 
upon the thoughts of falivating again, bur proceed with Sudorificks, &c. as 
above-ſaid 3 not doubting of ſucceſs in the cure. For ſuch Diarrhbza's do for 
the moſt partcontribute as much to the cure as if they had ſalivated. 

There is yet another way of Salivating, and that is by the application of 
Mercurial Emplaſters about the Arms, Legs, &c.

The way by a Frame is this; Youare to fold a well aired Sheet four double, 
- and lay it under the Patieny, then his Shirt being ſtript oft, the Frame muſt be 
laced over him, and a ſheet over that Frame, and as many Blankets over 
. that Sheer, and both Sheer and Blankets muſt be brought over the end of rhe 
Frame, and be tucked down cloſe to the neck ; then a pan of well burnt Char- 
coal or Spirit of Wine muſt be put into the lower end of the Frame : this done 
| ſhutthe door and take care that the heat be keptin, eſpecially about the Patients 
' neck leſt ir ſtifle him. His head ought alſo to-be covered warm that ir may 


ſwear. If he took not his Sudorifick before he was placed under the Frame -

the one fide of the Frame. This Servant ought co have regard to his Maſter, 
that upon the leaſt complaint he may give warning to his tellow to renew the 
fire or take ir out according as there ſhall be occaſion.

- and the ſheer next the Frame ſomewhat cool, rhe one of his Servants (hall hold 
the cloaths cloſe to the Patients neck and ſhoulders, whilſt the other draws che 
Frame away. Then ſhall they both cuck the Blankets and covering cloſe to 
him, and give him another draught of his Diet-drink; and continue him in 
his ſwear half an hour or more if he can admit it 3 then gradually cool him 
and pull away-the wet folded ſheet from under him 5 then rub him with dry 
cloths and pur on his ſhirt ; and if he bediſpoſed toflumber an hour, he may ;

In {qualid and dry bodies where the Lues hath been long confirmed, Bath. 
ing is neceſſary tohume& andrarifieche humours, and diſpoſe them to falivare. 
They are alſo proper after the Patient hath paſſed through the ſtrict courſe of 
Salivating, Purging, Sweating, &c.. The body being thereby dricd and ema- | 
ciated, is hereby cooled, moiſtened and reſtored to its natutal temper, 

In order to the Bathing we generally let Blood and purge, it there be plc. 
thora ; but in poor emaciated'dry bodies a Clyſter may ſerve, or their bodies 
may be kept ſoluble. by a lenient Bolus of Caſſia, Manna. Syr. Violar, Scand 
before the Patient enter into the Bath he may drink a draught of Caudle or 
Broth, and in the Bath he may take a ſpoonful or two of Harts Horn Jelly,&«. 

The Veſſel we bath in is a Tub, wherein he may fir up co the neck. For - 
want of fuch,a Barrel may ſerve, the one end being beat our and a Stool placed 
inir to ſit upon. The Bath Liquoris according to the occaſionand quality of 
the Patient, ſometimes it is all Milk, orhertimes Milk and Warer, or only Wa 
ter, with a Bag of wheaten Bran, which ſerves the Patient as a Cuſhion,and 
makes the water milky. They are ſometimes perfumed with Lig. Caffe, Rhod, 
ſant. citrini, Calam. aromat.

| Jonger ſweet, In the time of Bathing there ought to þeplenty of hot and cold 

water to continue the Bath ofa moderate temper, neithet too hot nor cold. 
Some Hoops ſhould be faſtned over the Head of the Tub, whereon a Blanket 
or Sheet as a Canopy may be caſt, in caſe the Air be cold. ' A Servantor two 
ought alſo to be attending in cafe of fainting, left he fink into the water, 
Therefore upon his complaint raiſe him up, and cafting a ſheer about him pur 
him into a warm bed,where he may refreſh himſelf, and ar his leiſure ariſe and 
cloath himſelf, and dine or ſup as his Appetite requireth. They may bath twice 
a day, but never upon a,full Stomach.

During the Cureot this Diſeaſe ic will be requiſire that the Patient keep his 
Chamber, and that it be made temperately warm; The taking of Phy ſick and 
rambling abroad in the cold being extremely prejudicial to their Cure, and is 
frequently attended with a diarrhea, or noiſe in their Ears with deafneſs. 
There'is alſo a ſpecial care to be taken concerning their Diez, that on thoſe 
days they purge, their Dinner be of good nouriſhment, boiled or roaſted. 
We alſo allow them good Broth and Bear or Ale to raife their ſtrength, fo 
as they may be able to bear the evacuation which is required. But in the time 
of their ſweating we confine them to a very ſlender and drying Diet,only ſuf- 
ficient to ſupporttheir Spirits. A chop ofa neck of Mutton, or two Ribs dry 
roaſted was the old ſtint, Ipermitted them to make choiſe of ſomeoneſort of 
meat, and keep them to that, which among the better fort is a Partridg, and 
that without ſauce.

The Vegetables are uſually reckoned theſe 3 guazac. lign. & cort. ſaſſafras, Specifickt 
rad. ching, ſar{aparilla, ſaponaria. Of thele all but ſaponaria are known Sudori- 
ficks,. and may calily be ſuppoſed to perform all that 1s pretended to by them, 
| by that only faculty,unleſs we pleaſe to add dulcification. Whether Saporaria 
be a Sudorifick I know not ; nor indeed whether it ever cured the Pox other- 
wiſe than in conjunQion with the former Specificks, and ſo any other Herb 
'willdo it. Laxreola is in the Weſt of England much commended. I ſuppoſe 
what it doth is only by ſtrong purging, and when it is mixed in Diet-drinks, SY

unleſs you do eradicate the malignity, other nodes will ariſe, Whereas. if 
Antivenereals be rightly adminiſtred, you may refolve the nodes by them at .

For in ſome of thoſe places the leaſt diminu- 
tion of a bone cauſeth a deformity ; and in others,as thoſe of the Palate, there 
will wanta ſupply of cal/as, and fo conſequently it would not only ſpoil his 
drinking but his voice, Upon which conſideration thoſe Inſtruments were laid 
aſide, and errhina were preſcrib'd, as in the method of cure hath been ſhewed, 
of which he ſnuft up or injected ſome into his noſtrils often in a day. In order 
to his cure I reſoly'd to ſalivate him by un&tion; to which purpole I let him 
blood and purged him- with a lenitive holus, and afterward bath'd him 3 or 4 
times 3 then cauſed him to be anointed, and thereby raiſed the Salivarion ; 
all which time I had regard to the waſhing his Chaps and keeping up his 
ſtrength. About the 24. day the Salivation declining, Ipurged him with the 
bicrer decoction, and then put him into a deco@. ſarſe, &c. and ſweat him, 
proportioning his diet drying according as his mouth healed.

The inflammation of the Palate gave me cauſe to ſuſpe&t fome latenr 
Ulcer, and thac her Diſcate was Venereal ; bur ſhe denying it, I preſcribed her 
a decodt, hord. with ſyr de roſ. © diamoron, alſo an empl., de mucilag. with de 
ranis cum mercurio to apply to the Gamma, Dr. Lenthall who brought her to 
me, preſcribed her an opening apozeme and to be [et blood in the Country. 
Thus wediſmiſſed her, bur within few days after ſhereturned to us apain, the 
Ulcer having ſeized uponthe Voulaand ſpread it ſelf to the edges of the Palate. 
Upon ſight chereof we diſputed not of her diſeaſe, bat conſidered of her cure: 
She had of late years been ſubje& ro great diſcharge of the meyſtrua, and was 
thereby rendercd of a lax and weak conſtitution, and her body having been 


ſo lately purged and bled, thererequired no other preparation than of a warm | 


room, which was provided with all expedition. For thoſe Ulcers that ariſe 
on the inreriour part of the Palate, foon corrode their way through, if the 
alarm be not taken from the inflammation that preceeds, alittle miſchief chere 
being for the moſt part irrecoverable. To prevent which' we gave her that

The Gumma alfo leſſened, bur ſhe havitg recovered ſome meaſure of 


ſtrength, and her chaps being already fore by the calorel. which ſhe had taken, 


we gave her 2 doſes of 7; arbith,beginning with 7 grains,and ſobigher,by which 
we raiſed the Salivation, and thereby reſolved the Gamma, In the declining of 


the Flux we purged her with an ApozZeme wherein was decoCted ſena, polyped. | 


rhab. agaric. turbith, jalap, Sc. with the additionrof yr. de ſpina cervina. Then 
with drying dier-drink,ſudorificks,@&c.we finiſhed the courſe,and cured her. 


A young man was committed ro my care having an Ozena in his noſe af- 32-Obſer- 
vat, on at 


ſeQing the ſeptumand al2 3 it ſeemed to be molt on the right fide, with inflam- 
marion and great ſwelling. In undertaking the cure of theſe Ulcers you 
ought to be cautious 1n delivering your prognoſtick ; for the bones and carti- 
' lages are ſol and covered with a thin membrane. which being once cotroded 
corrupts quickly, and the leaſt defect in them leaverh a blemilh in that part of 
the noſe. The external inflammation is a ſhrewd ſign that che Ulcer is deep, 
and conſequently that the bones and cartilages are carious: therefore let not 
the reCtirudeot the part deccive you, for that may be ſupported by the ſwelling 
and cruſty matter within, and upon the removal of them the noſe or ſides of 


| it frequently fink ; andit any deformity therein happen while they are under 


your cure contrary to your prediCtion, they will certainly impuce it to your 
neglect or ignorance. In this Patient] ſuſpected the right a/a from the exter- 
nal inflammarion, but promiſed my utmoſt endeavours, and began my work 
with injecting a decof, ex rad. althee, ſem, hord. cydonior. and embrocated the 
external parts with anguent. popul, alſo applyed a Cerote of the ſame 5 then 
let him blood, and dire&ed a Clyſter that evening. After his firſt ſleep he 
took 25 grains of calomel/, in conf. roſ. and was purged the morning fol. 
lowing with an infuſion ſen, &©c. afterwards I purged him with calomel; 
and pil. Rudii, till I had removed the fluxion off his noſe. After the cruſty 
| matter ſeparated from within, I ſyringed and cleanſed thoſe Ulcers with one of 
the decoCtions ſet down in the method of cure. Having thus diſpoſed his Noſe 
rocure, I gave him a few doſes of rurbith, and raiſed a falivation,but the Ulcers 
cicatrized before he ſalivated, yertl fluxed him 17 or 18 days. In thedech- 
- nation of it I purged, and ſweat him with deco. ſarſe, and there ap- 
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peared a ſmall bending inward of the right ala, \ ſ\uppoſe from the Caries had 


been in that cartilage; it was thruſt out to his own fatisfaCtion by a ſmall hoop 


made by a bit ofa ſearching candle painted of a fleſh colour, but atter ſome 
ſew days he left that off, it not being worth the while. 

One of a full Body, and ſtrong conſtitution, who had bcen long diſeaſed 
with the ſeveral Species of the Lues Venerea,and been.cured by me ſome months 
before of a Herpes exedens, came now to us with a large Node upon his ſhinof 
the right leg. He was purged by his Phyſician, and preſcribed a decof7.ſarſe,&c, 
alſo Antimon.diaphoret.Embrocations and Emplaſters were applied the while to 
reſolve the Node; but after fix weeks courſe of Phyſick the Node remained 
almoſt as painful as before. Upon which confideration it was concluded to la 
it bare. I did lay it bare with the white Cauſtick, and divided the Eſchar to 
the bone, and at the next drefling raiſed the Eſchar off, then raſped the Node 
off, and dreſſed it dry, as hath been ſet down in Ulcers with Caries. The lips of 
the Ulcer I digeſted with #yguent. Baſilic.applyed warm, andatterward incarned 
the bone,and cured the Ulcer in the ſpace of two months,not without great pain 
to the Paticnt and trouble to me; whercas I might have reſolved ir and era- 
dicated the malignity,and freed him of the Les almoſt in halt the timie. Within 
one half year he came to us again, not complaining of his Leg, but with Ulcers 
in both his Tonſils. Theſe were certainly Venercal,and I concluded chey would 
be ſo acknowledged,and that I ſhould have an caſier work of theſe. Bur the Pa- 
tient would not be confined within docrs, or admit of other phyfick than a 
decoCtion of ſarſa, and a few powders of antimon. diaphoret. Three quarrs ot 
the foreſaid diet-drink wereallowed him al have ſomerimes ſeen him drink 
itup in a Morning as faſt as if it had been 7unbridg waters. I once enquiring the 
reaſon why he drank them in fuch haſt, he replyed, he was to dine with ſome 
good Fellows, and that he did it to make way for better liquor. 

Thus he governed himſelf till the Ulceration increaſed, to that it was great 


pain to ſwallow any drink. He complained excecdingly to me that I could not 


at leaſt palliate thoſe Ulcers, whereas in truth I uſed my utmoſt endeavours by 
all the Medicaments I could deviſe 3 but they ſpread, and were accompanied 
with ſuch defluxion, asart laſt when he ſtrove todrink, part of it would guſh 
out of his noſtrils. - Upon which conſideration the Phyſician was terched,and 
a ſubmiſion was promiſed to his rules. The cure was begun by a Clyſter, 
bleeding and purging, with an infuſed Potion, and theday ater 25 pr. of Ca- 
lomel. was given him in a ſpoontul of white bread and milk, and repeated daily

with con. borag. which increaſed the Salivation. He ſenttor me, and offered 
me filry pound to take itoff; but aſſured him there was no danger of his Lite, | 
and cncouraged him to ſubmit to it chearfully. He did (o, and ſalivated 18 or 
20 days as plentifully as I ever ſaw any. The falivation declining, he was pur- 
ged with an infuſed Potion, and Diet-drink was brought him, he promiſing us 
that he would keep his Chamber, and obſerve a ſtrict method in Dier, Sweat- 
ing, &c. But he no ſoonggfound his Chaps cured, bur he returned to his wont- 
cd liberty : and being told that he would moſt certainly relapſe if he did not 
proſecute 
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* © proſecute the Courſe preſcribed by his Phyſician, he replyed laughing, It's thy 
-” Courſe and not the Phyſicians, that he was very well, and if I would dine with 
him I ſhould be a witneſs of ir. I cook leave of him; and faw him no morein 
half a yearz and abour that time he became more extreamly diſeaſed : for it is 
molt certain, that Mercurial Remedies ſerve only to diſpoſe theſe humours to 
be evacuated by decoCtions of ſarſa, &c. with Sweating. How he was art laſt 
perfetly Cured, you may ſee in ſome of the following Obſervations. Tm

long diſeaſed with an Czexa, was at length commended by Doftor Bate to the _ of 
| Cure of Door Jaſper Needham and my Self. The matter had corrupted part OE. 
- ofthe Septum, and other bones within her Noſe, and made its way externally 
between the ridge-bone and cartilages of the Noſtrils, and fouled the ſaid bone | 
to the very brows. The griſtles being thus ſeparated from the foreſaid bone, 
and having loſt that part of the Sep:um, which ſhould have bcentheir ſu pporter, 
it ſunk downwards, leaving ſuch a breach, that the Injetions which we caſt into 
her noſtrils with a ſyringe ſpurted out there. After we had thus diſcovered the 
evil quality of the Ulcer, we conſidered how to proceed in the Cure; and in re- 
gard of the difficulty of the Cure, and the length of time which might be re- | 
quired in the extoliation of theſe bones, we reſolved withour further diſpute 
ro falivate her by Unftion.

with a bit of emp/, diachyl. fimp. ſpread on a ſoft rag, Theſe ſerved to bear 
up the cartilages ot the Noſtrils level with the end of the bone (which before 
ſtood as it were, looking over them) that they might be ina capacity (if it was 
poſſible) to unite with it: While we were thus diſpoſing the Ulcers to Cure,

1 alſo inje&ted in ans 
three or four ſpoonfuls of of, hyperici with a ſyringe, and adviſed it to be often 
repeated to detend the interior coats of the inteſtine from excoriation. I pre- 
ſcribed him a Pearl Julep and elef. djaſeord, as it is ſet down in the method... - 
of Cure, to be taken once in three or four hours ; thus in four or five days th "2 
' Diarrhwa ſtopped: Then I preſcribed him a Sarſa drink with an addition of 
milk till he had ſomewhar recovered his ſtrength, purging him in the inter: 
val with elec. diacatholic. ©c. By this Diarrhea he was freed of his pains, and 
of ſome of the Nodes. Thoſe which remained were much leſſened, anti by a 
ſtrift Diet, decoZt. farſ# and fudorificks were quite refolved, and he enjoys a 
good health to this day. | | | 
It may be here.objeQed by ſome, that if this Perſon had been more purged 
_ or well bathed before the anointing, the Salivation would have uiſen eaſier, and

thereby the Diarrhea might have been prevented. I do confeſs that the bath- 
ing doth much faciliate the raiſing of the Salivation, but we cannot have al- 
ways that conveniency. Beſides, where we do bath, theſe Accidents have 
happened, and will befall any one of us in ſpite of all our endeavours. Yer I 
muſt rell you, when a Dzarrhza thus happencth in the raiſing a Salivarion, ic 
renders your Cure certain, 1f you proſecute the-Merhod as I here did. For whe- 
ther the Mercury work upwards by Vomit or Salivation, or downwards by 
Stool, it is not material, fo the peccant Humors be evacuated and diſpoſed to 
be carried off by Sudorificks, Sc. But if the Patient grow froward upon ſuch 
an accident, and will nor ſubmir to a regulation in Diet, Purging, Sweating, 
&c. the Humors do again ferment and render the Cure more Giffcule, 

One of about forty five years of Age, having been long afflicted with the 


Lnes in its moſt inveterate Sympromes, Nodes, Gummata, and an OLera, and Ovat.

had paſſed through many Courſes of Phyſick,came ro me extreamly extenuated Nodes, 

He had one Node upon the Lambdozdes very great, and another upon his apa 


right Eye-brow 3 others upon his Arms and Legs. I began with the lerting * 


him blood, and ſent him a Clyſter thar Evening. I ſyringed his Noſe with de- 
coft. hordei, rad. althee, ſem. cydon, (fc. and after I had cleanſed it of its cruſty 
Matter (with which ſome Bones came forth) 1 daily inje&ted ſome of the Lo- 
tions preſcribed in the method of Cure, I bathed him five cr fix times, and 
the while kept his Body ſoluble by Clyſters, or by a lenitive Ele&uary, and al- 
lowed him boiled Mutton, Veal, or Chicken for his Dinner, and a couple of new 
laid Egps for his Supper, a ſmall Ale for his Drink. I alſo preſcribed him a 
grain of Laudanum, or ſome anodyne Draught to appeaſe his noQurnal Pains. 
After I had done bathing him, I cauſed his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine, and 
Hips to beanointed daily, and ſweat him in a warm Bed with a Draught of Poſ- 
ſet-drink. After he began to ſpit, I anointed him more ſparingly, only his 
Legs and Arms, and when I ſaw his Chaps ſwell'd ſufficiently, I forbare the 
anointing, and kept him to his Poſſet-drink and Broth, waſhing his Mouth 
with decof. bordei, rad. althee, liquiritie, &c. He falivated very well near 
a-Monch, bur before he had ſpit fourteen days, the Pains diminiſhed, and the 
Nodes leſſened, and that filthy Matter ceafed to diſcharge out of his Noſe & 
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Alſo a Gumma, which ſeemed ready to burſt, dryed up. In the declina- - 


tion of the Flux I put him into a ſtrong decod. ſarſs, &c. with Milk, and 
nouriſhed him with good medicated Broths. As his Strength increaſed, I 
purged him with the bitter DecoCtion ſome days, and after his Chaps healed, 
I kept him ſtriftly to the Sar/a-drinks without the Milk, and ſweat him with 
antimon. diaphoret. gum. gaaiaci, bezoard. orient. and ordered his Diet as 
drying as he was capable of, purging him, as cuſtomary, once in four or five 
days. Thus in the ſpace of eight weeks the Ozena was perteHly cured, and 
all the Nodes reſolved : but notwithſtanding he complained of Pain in all his 
Limbs, and was ſo weak that he was ſcarce able to go, and bemoaned his con- 
dition, ſuppoſing he ſhould never be cured. I was of opinion that he was 
-. cured, and that thoſe Pains proceeded meerly from the emaciation of the Mus 
cles; burlT referred it to a Conſultation , where it was declared poſitively 
that he was not cured, and that he ought to falivate again. Theſe Propo- 
fals diſmay'd the Patient, and diſturbed me not a little 3 for, in truth, he was 
too weak to ſalivare. I perſiſted in my former Opinion, and prevailed with the 
Patient to retire two or three Miles into the Air, and there ro drink a Deco- 


Ction of Sarſa, &c. with Milk, and to give himſclt liberty to feed upon Meats | 


of good nouriſhment, and adviſed him to bathe in MilK and Warer ſometime. 
He did fo, and I ſupplyed him with Papers of Ingredients tro make the De- 
coQtion, alſo with a lenitive EleQuary of Caſta, Tamarinds, Manna, &c. to 
Yyy keep 
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keep his Body ſoluble. In a few Weeks he grew fleſhy, his Pains waſted, 


and from that time. he enjoyed a good health for many Years. 

One about Twenty cight Y cars of Age was atllicted with an Ozexa. of an old 
date ; it had perforated the ſeptum, and caſt forth fome rotten Bones, one 
whereof he ſhewed me. He had alſo Nodes on both his Legs and on his right 
Arm. He was emaciated by reaſon of his continual Pains, and the much Phy. 


ſick he had unſucceſsfully taken. I injeCted a decodt. hardei, Gc. into his No-

with Milk, alſo a liberty in Diec, and bathed him the while. Haying thus 


ſomewhat recruited his Spirits, I cauſed bim to be anointed Legs, Arms, Hips, 


and Shoulders, till I had raiſed a Salivation. Then I kept him to Poſſet-drink 
and Broth. I alſo allowed him a Pins of Ale daily, ſometimes burnt Wine or 
other Cardials, by which he was enabled ro falivate near a Month. During that | 
time the Oz@pa cured, and ſome of the Nodes reſolved. As the Salivation de- 
clined I purged him with the-birter NecoCtion, and then pur him into a decof,

Some ot his 
Nades remained till I bathed him ; bur it they had nor then reſolyed, yer I 
ſhould nor have doubted of his being well cured : For itdoth ſometimes happen, 
that great Nodes dry and harden into ſuch an exofiſts, as will nor. yicid'to any 
remedy. And indeed they being without pain, we need not to be fo {llici- 
rous in their remoyal ; for beyond Sea I have ſeen ſome well cured, the Nodes 
continuing upon their Legs knotted liks aCrab-tree Stick. +. 
A Woman of about 50 years of Age, of an ill habit of Body, having paſſed 
through various courſes of Phyſick, was brought to me complaining of pain in

, ©. t;on by UnCtion, and took a Lodging near me. I thought it neceſſary enough

Accordingly I let her blood, then pur- 
acd her. with a ſolution ot maxza and cremor tartari in Poſlet-drink, and ba- 
thed her four or five times; then gave her alternately rwo or three Doſes of 
calomel. to try how the Flux would riſe. Bur ſhe growing impatiegr in the de- 
lay, ſent for a Phyſician, to whom ſhe related the original of her Diſeaſe, and 
that ſhe had taken the Spitring-Pills formerly unſucceſsfully, therefore deſired 
to falivate by Union. Some objeCtion was made againſt ir, as doubring her 
viſcera; were naught. Bur he complyed, and promiſed to viſit her as occaſion 
ſhould require. Lent her a Por of Unttion the nextday,wherewith her Legsand 
Arms were anointed, and ſhe returned io her warm Bed, and was diſpoſed to a 
breathing Sweat by a Draught of Poſlet-drink. By this methqd the Saliyation 
was raiſed, and ſhe fluxed maderately AÞgur 20 days, during which her Pajns 
remitted, the Nodes reſolyed, and ſhe recoyered the uſe of her hands.

as occaſion offered; and preſcribed him a ſarſa Drink with Milk. Bur aſter 2 
or3 days obſerving that he was'much oppreſt in his Stomach, nauſeating all 
that he took, I pave him a Vomit of infuſ. croc. metallor. with oxymel ſcillit. 
by which I emptied it of much viſcous Flegm. From that time he recovered 

hisappetite, and by good nouriſhment and mitigation of his Pains he recovercd 
to a tolerable meaſure of. ſtrength.

Agypriac. warm, and digeſted rhe Lips che 
while, Having thus expoſed the Bone to extoliate, I began in rhe internal Cure 
by bleeding and purging, and proſecuted it by falivating her with Turbith Mine- 
ral. and in the declination of the Flux I purged her with che bicter Deeottion, 
and finiſhed the Courſe by a decod. /arſe, drying Diet and ſweatiog, atid-in the 
while cxfoliated the craniam, and cicatrized the Ulcer.

A poor Fellow came to me wirh a Carious Ulcer on the os froxris, which Comm 
had been ofa long continuance: the Bone was white, yet corroded much, and cer, with 
filled with an Hyperſarcofis, as moſt of theſe fort of Venereal Ulcers are. He repo 
was let blood, and purged four or five days with the bitter decoCtion, and took 11; 
every other night Jj. calomel. After 1 had thus purged him, I laid open the _ _ 
Ulcer by a circular abſciſion, and dreſſed it up dry: The ſecond day Lopened 
it again, and ſcraped the Bone and looſe Fleſh oft, and applyed Dolls prefied 
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out of the Tin&ure of Vitriol, and'drefſed up the recent Lips with the dige. 
ſive, ex rerebinth. cum vitedo ovi. After I bad thus digeſted the Ulcer, and 
diſpoſed the Bone to exfoliation, I raifed a Salivation by a few Doſes of 7ur- 
bith minerale ; during which,his Landlady diſcovering his Diſeaſe, would nor 
permit him to lodge longer in her Houſe. Whereupon he removed, unknown 
to me, to a common Ale-houle ſome diſtance off. Walking thither in a cold 
winter day to a Lodging as cold, the Salivation check'd, and a ſhortneſs of 
Breath with frequent fainting followed, and increafing upon him, he died in 
ſpight of my Endceavours, and thoſe I conſulted. 

A Man aged forty tour years, of a Plethorick Body, half a year after he had 
been cured of a Chancre, began to complain of a pain in the fore-part of his 
Head, A Tumour appearing in that part ſometime after, he conſulted a Chi. 
rurgeon, who opened it by incifion, and dreſſed it with. a Doflil of Linr, and left 
him to his Chirurgeon to cure : But in progreſs of time the Ulcer enlarging and 
the Bone growing more carious, the Patient conſulted another Chirurgeon, 


' who told him it was the work of Nature, and that in time the Bone would caft 


off. The poor Man believing what was ſaid, took care to have it dreſt according- 
ly by the ſame young Chirurgeon, till the Caries had infeCted the Bone almoſt 
the whole lengrh from the Coronal ſuture to the Brows. And then he came to 
me for Cure, and having lodged himſelf near me, I went to dreſs him, and faw 
a great diſcharge of a fetid Matter, and the Lips of the Ulcer lying hollow over 
the rotten Bone, I cut them oft round fo far as the Bone lay carious under 
them, then drefſed up the Wound and Bone with Doffils of dry Lint, &c. Then 
knowing that there was no hopes of curing him without the uſe of Antivene- 
reals, I ordered a Clyſter that Evening, and began the next Morning to purge 
him with an infuſion of ſeva rhab. &c. (for I had permitted him to bleed ſuf- 
ficicntly in the extirpation of callous Lips.) The third day I renewed dreſling, 
and faw a pulſation of the dwura mater through ſeveral ſmall Apertures in the 
carious Bone. Upon ſight whereof I had thoughts of ſetting on a Trepan, but 
there being no immediate danger, I proceeded with Mercurials, and gave him 
Dj. Calomel. that night, and purged it oft the next morning with a Draught of 
the bitter DecoCtion, and repeated the ſame Apozeme four or five days, piving 
him Caloxeel. every other night. Whulſt 1 was purging him the Matrer abound- 
ed much, and flowed downwards into a remaining fnus between his brows3z 
to prevent which, I made a Bandage with good compreſſion on that part, and. 
dreſſed the rotten Bone with Doſlils preſſed out of /p. viri, and continued that 
method of drefling daily. And that I might haſten che exfoliation and cure of 
this Ulcer, I gave him the morning after Turb. ##in. gr. xi. which both vo- 
mited and purged: him. I repeated it once in two or three days, till I had 
raiſed. a Salivation, during which the ſinuous Ulcer healed by agglutination, 
and the Matter accordingly-leſſened daily, and oſt its ferid ſmell ; rhe Bone al- 


fo caſt off in its. circumference, and looſened in the middle, fo that 1 brake thoſe 


.forementioned Apertures. into one another, and raiſcd up one piece of the cr4- 
viumconfiſting of both Tables, and made way for the Caljus to thruſt oft there- 
maining ſides of the Bone, part whereof caſt off ſoon aſter, and the Uicer incar- 
ned; and is now cicatrizing. There was a Node upon the right Jaw,which is patt- 


| ly reſolved. The Patientis yetin a courſe of Dier- drink, ſweating and purging, 
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it order to the confirmation of the Cure, which I think there is no doubc ot. 
A Man of about thirty four years of Age was commended to my. care. He had 
ſeveral Nodes on his Legs and Arms, one whereot upon his right Leg was big 
and much inflamed. He had alſo ſome breakings out about ſeveral parts of his 
Body,and Cares in both his Jaws. He had paſſed through many hands,and came 
then outofa Salivation raiſed by ſome Mercurial Pill, and (as he ſaid) had ſpic 
— 
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between 4 and 5 quarts a day the ſpace of three Weeks. I deſigned Salivation by 
unCtion. In preparation thereto I let him blood, purged and bathed him, then 
cauſed his Leys and Arms to be anointed till his Chaps ſwelled, and the Saliva. 
rion aroſe moderately; thenl put him to the drinking Poſſet Ale and Broth, and 
took. care of his Mouth. All things thus likely to ſucceed well, [ having a 
Command to, make a Journey of our. or five days into the Country, recom- 
mended him into caretul hands, purpoſing at my refurn to raiſe the Salivation 
higher, if there were occaſion. About the ſixth-day after, at my return, 1 
found my Patient much indiſpoſed with a ſhortneſs of breath, and frequent 
fainting. The ſwelling in his Face was ſunk, yet was his Mouth much ulce- 
rated, and his Jaws ſo contraCted, that he could ſcarce open them to take in 
a ſpoonful of Broth. His ſpitting checked, his Body coſtiye, and the Urine 
he mage little and high-coloured. I cauſed a Clyſter preſently to be admini- 
{ired, and ſent for a quart of ag. antiſyph. of which I gave him ſome, and ad- 
yiſcd the raking ir once in two or three hours. 1 ſyringed 44 Pratt with de- 
cod. hordei, liguoritie, © mel. magiſt. and pur a folded rag between his Jaws, 
which I had before adviſed his Nurſe; but ſhe was one of his chuſing, and ig- 
norant in this work. L 
I alſo adviſed him to hold ſome of the Gargle often-in his mouth as hot as he 
could endure ir, and made up a mixture ot ſome me! mag;/tralis with /p. vitriol? 
to dreſs ſome other of the Ulcers which required deterfion. I alſo preſcribed 
bim a Lambitiye of of. amygd. dul. &*c. to help expeQoration, The next day I 
purged him with a decodt. ramarind. caſſie fiſtul. ſene, &c. to which was added. 
Jyr. de rof. ſalat. manna, ſyr. de ſp.cervina, and repeated it the ſecond and third 
days. It wrought moderately, and foreyhat relieved him, In the waſhing 
his Mouth. with a Syringe t | hip 1 gre: [ 
_ of filrhy matter, OS which thexe ſeemed ſomewhat like that we call pu- 
rulent. I not imagining whence it ſhould come, indeed never having ſeen the 
like, conſulted DoCtor Dexter, whoadviſed me to purge him with Baruet-Wa- 
ter a Quart or more ata time, with a Spoonful or more of /yr.de ſpina cervias 
in the firſt draught, and fo to proceed accordingly as it paſſed. 1 did fo, and 
. obſerving it to paſs bath by Urine and Stool, I repeated the uſe of it five or fix 
days, and the while kept up his ſtrength with good Broths, &c. After had 
thys empticd his Bowels, hat diſcharge of Matter ceaſed, and he recovered. 
Then I bathed him, and preſcribed him medicated Broths, &c. alfo deco. 
ſarſe, and kept his Body faluble by lenient purgatives once in three days. 
By the frequent ſyringing and gargling his Mouth, and drefling the Ulcers, 
I healed thar, but by reaſon of the contraCtion of his Jaws, the Ulcexation and 
Carzes1ncrealing upon the old diſcaſcd parts of the Jaws, ſome ot his Teeth dropr 
out, and at laſt I was forced to cut the contraCted Callus,and that way enlarged 
his Jaws. Whilſt theſe various accidents afte&ed the /7/cerg internally,his Nodes 
and Pains diſcuſſed, his Skin alſo was freed of its foulneſs, and he ſeemed perfe- 
Aly cured ; yer to ſecure him from relapſing, I prevailed with him to conti- 
nue. his Diet-drink, and to ſweat with antimoy. diaphoret. &c. and to purge 
between while. To which purpoſe I ſupplied him with Materials, and he 
retired a few miles qut of Town, and proſecuted the Courſe, and came from 
thence to Town well fleſhr, and enjoys a good health to this day. 
A Man aged forty eight years, haying been long diſeaſed in the Country, and 


- 


taken much Phyſick unſuccektully, was afterwards adviſed to the Bath, whi- OMervar 
_ ther he went; but thoſe Waters not being ſuitable tor his Diſeaſe, he cerucned 


torcibly, I put him upon excreting a great quantity 
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ati Oz2ye of an old date, whence ſeveral rotten Bones had calt off: His Jaws 
were alſo carious. There was ſmall hopes of his recovery, yet we were obli- 
ed to attempt it ſome way, and in order thereto Lodgings were provided for 
him near me, and we began his Courſe of Phyfick with an infuſ. ſene rhab. &c, 
but his Stomach was fo weak that he had of long time nauſeated all forts of 
ſuſtenance, and vomited this Potion. Upon notice whereof we preſcribed him 
ſal vitrioli, and empried his Stomach of much viſcous Flegm. A Clyſter was 
adminiſtred that evening, and we laid him to reſt that night with an anodyne 
Draught. The next morning he was ler blood in the Arm, and purged the 
day after with a ſolution of manna. creme. tartar. in a Draught of Poſler drink, 
and the next day we bathed him in Water luke warm: he fainted in it, and 
was ſeized with a ſhortneſs of breath afrer he was in Bed, which laſted about 
an hout 3 yet we proceeded in the bathing him daily the ſpace of a week, and 
relieved him in thoſe Fits with Cordial waters, and kept his Body ſoluble by 
Clyſters. Having thus prepared him for other Reniedies, we preſcribed him 
calomel. but which way ſoever he took ir, he vomited ſoon afrer. We then 
ſent a pot of a»guent, Neapolit. by a Servant, who rub part of ir on his Arms, 
Thighs, and Legs, and diſpoſed him aiterwards to a breathing Sweat witha 
Draupht of Poſſer-drinks Thus he was anointed ſeveral Mornings, till his 
Chaps ſwelled and his Mouth ulcerated. Then we took care in waſhing his 
Mouth with lenient Deco@ions, ahd nouriſhed him with medicated Broths * 
and Poſſer-ale, permitting him ſometime to take a lirtle burnt Wine; agua the. 
riacalis mag. 'to ſupport his Spirits. By which merhod he ſalivated 26 days, 
and was freed of his Pains 3 the Nodes alſo refolved, and he recovered the uſe 
of his Hands, and the rotten Bones caſt off from the eithmozdes, &c. The $a- 
livation declining,the bitter Apozeme was preſcribed him. DecoCtions of Sarſa, 
with an addition of a little agua mirabilis was alſo allowed : But our Patient 
had been obſtinate and ungovernable in the whole courſe, and was now at 
laſt ſo averſe to every thing was preſcribed him, that in truth he neither purg- 
ed, drank his Diet- drink, or ſweat as he ought; and through that omiſſjon the 
ſerous Humors abounded, and began firſt to ſweil his Legs, then his Thighs, 
and ſomewhat his Belly. His Arms and Hands afterwards ſwell'd, and ar laſt 
his Eye-lids and Face, and an Itch brake out over all his Body, which by his 
rubbing and ſcratching excoriated the Skin in ſeveral parts, and was very ve- 
xatious to him. At the firſt appearance of theſe analarcous Swellings, various 
Internals were preſcribed, bur he only took Cordial- waters in which we in- 
fuſed ſomerimes Purgatives, whereof this following was one : i Spec.diamoſeh, 
amari 31ſs. Aloes 33. ſp. vini thy, elictatur tinftura /. a. capiat cochlear. ij. pro vis 
ce, repetend, ad placitum, Some ſuch like TinQture was alſo added to ag. lum- 
bricor,&c, We having no other way of purging him, the ſeroſiry increaſed, 
and overcoming the natural heat he dyed. 
One of a ſtrong conſtitution having been diſcaſed ſeven Years with the va- 
rious ſpecies of this Lues, and had paſſed rhrough many Hands beyond Sea 
and here, and hath been taken notice of by me in one of the former Obſer- 
vations for his irregularity in that Courſe of Phyſick, came to me again with: 
in a year after lamentably afflicted with Ulcers in his Tonſils, Palate, and 
Noſe, &c. (I being then impriſoned by the Fanaticks in Lambeth-Houſe) he 
conſulted others, but came afterwards to me, deſiring my opinion of his 
Diſeaſe, and what hopes I had of reſtoring thoſe ulcerated Parts to their for- 
mer uſe and ſhape. The Ulcers in the Tonfils and Noſe were large, and ac- 
companied with Inflammations and Tumour, and thereby. occaſion'd a great. 
difficulty in ſwallowing his Drink, the moſt part of it running our ar his No- 
ſtrils, On the ridge of his Noſe there was an herpes exedens witha caries « chat 
one, 
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| bone, and upon the lefs ſide of his Noſtril another, which had penetrated 
' through that cartilage, and an ozexa Within had corrupted part of the 
ethmoides and the lower part of the ſepzam, infomuch as there only remained 
che exteriour skin to divide the Noſtrils,and that being ulcerated could not de- 
fend it ſelf long from being eaten in pieces; He had alſo ſome Nodes upon his 
Legs, but the Ulcers in his Noſe were they which threatned the danger, yer 
there were hopes of curing them it a courſe were ſpeedily taken. He returned 
ſomewhat ſatisfied, and the next day ſent for two eminent Phyficians, and pro- 
cured leave for me of my Keeper to meet them. I repreſented the condition 
of the Ulcers to the Phyſicians, and propoſed to them the raiſing a Salivation 
by unQtion as the ſpeedieſt way to prevent the farther eroſion. They had no 
. great opinion ot Salivating, bur did comply with me, and promiſed the Pati- 
ent to viſit him often during the courſe, 

The Patient had been let blood, and purged by their preſcriptions; upon 
which conſideration [ preſcribed him 5. Ca/omel. in a ſpoonful of white bread 
and milk to take thatnight, and adviſed them to bath him the next day ; alſo to 
repeat the Calomel, tor ſome nights, hoping thereby ro check the corroſive qua- 
lity in the Ulcers; and allo adviſed to repeat his bathing in order to the 1ali- 
vation I intended by the unftion. Care was alſo taken to keep his body foluble 
by Clyſters, or lenient Bolous's. I diref&ed one of my Servants to dreſs the 
Ulcers, ſome with lenients, and others with deterſives. | 

Whilſt the Ulcers were thus diſpoſing ro Cure, my liberty was procured, 
and I again attended the Patient 5 and having prepared all things ready,began 
to raiſe the ſalivation by anointing his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine and Hips, 
and repeated it daily, and afterwards pur him into a warm bed, and diſpoſed 
him to a breathing (weat, with a draught of butter'd Ale to pratifie his palate. 
The reſt of the day he drank Poſſet-drink, &c. During the anointing, ſome of 
the Lotions were ſyringed twice or thrice aday in his noſtrils, Gargles were 
alſo uſed to waſh his throat, and the Ulcers of the Tonfils and «vula touched 
with /ac ſublimzati, Thoſe Ulcers without were deterged and ſmoothed fit to 
heal, as Nature ſhould be diſpoſed thereto. And thar little bit of skin which 
ſerved todivide the noſtrils likewiſe healed. 

I continued anointing this Patient till I had waſted near three pounds and a 
- halt of the undtion, yet his Chaps would not ſwell, nor did he ſpit a quart in 

2.4 hours. But during this anointing he was freed of his pains, and the Ulcers 
curedas well as I could deſire, Burt how far this would ſerve to eradicate ſuch 
an inveterate Lues, I much doubred. The Phyſicians ſeemed alſo to diſtruſt 
my undertaking, conſidering I did not falivate him as I had propoſed. The 
Patient alſo became weary of the frequent anointing. Upon which conſidera- 
tions I was ſomewhat troubled,and endeavoured by Clyiters to move it down- 
wards, wiſhing it would end in a Dz/arrhz4 3 bur it not moving that way,nor 
any other way diſturbing him, I concluded his not falivating to proceed from 
the quantity of Mercury he had formerly taken,and that poſlibly ic was become 
habirual ro him. Suppoſing it might be ſo, I cauſed ſome Mercurial Emplaſters 
tro be applycd to his Feet, Legs and Arms, and {weathim again in his Bed mo- 
derately. And after theſe, ſeeing the Salivation nor yet ariſe, I gave him 7ur- 
Lith min. gr. xv). in a Pill with conſ. 4oragints. It vomited him twice or thrice 
inconſiderably. Bur from that time he began ro be feyouriſh and faint,and the 
matter much indiſpoſed,by which Tjudged it neceſſary ro purge off. To which 
purpoſe a Clyfter wasadminiſtred,and the Plaiſters taken off; and freſh linen put 
on. He took the bitter decoCtion five or ſix days, making large evacuation that 
way. During which his mouth was frequently waſhed, and diſpoſed to Cure 3 
and [ put him into a deco, ſarſe, and ſtrict diet, ſweating: him with antimon. 
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diaphoret. &c. as before hath been preſcribed in ſuch like caſes, I continued 
him a month in this Courſe, and being then ſatisfied that he was well Cured, 
and ſecured. from further relapſe, the Phyſicians were ſent for, and ſaw theſe. 
veral Ulcers cicatrized ; that on the ridg of his Nofe where the bone had been 
bare, was healed ſmooth withoutany viſible exfoliation. It the Cartilage on 
the ſide of the Noſtril did exfoliate, it was caſt off into the Noſtril, for the cica- 
trix lay cloſe and tranſverſe as aſmall ſeam, Within his Noſe there was a preat 
vacuity, butnothing of Caries or bare bone, nor did heblow any thing of filth 
as formerly he had done. And that his Palate and Tonſils were as well, appeared 
both by his voice, eating and drinking. His Legs were aiſo as free from Nodes 
as pains. The Phyſicians judged him Cured, yet would nor yield the Cure 
co the Salivation: bur in other caſes of that Kind, where I afterward pro. 
poſed Salivation, they would reply upon me, that I did not Salivate fuch a 
one, meaning this Patient : To which I always anſwered, the Cure conſiſts 
not ſo much in the ſpitting a great quantity, as in putting the matter upon 
ſuch a ferment as might fir it to be carried off by the Sudorificks, Pur. 
ing, &c. 

: Fhis Perſon retired afterwards into the Country, and returned to London at 
the end of two years, and acknowledged to me his Cure by ſetling Thirty 
Pounds a year upon me during his Life, and paid me Sixty Pounds for the two 
years paſſed. 

I am not ignorant that there are a people who pretend to Cure all the fore- 
mentioned Species of Lxes Venerea._ without running ſuch long Courſes, or 
keeping their Chamber: Bur ir is ao er Ag which make us ſo much 
work ; yet truly, I do believe, that all thoſe who are of a fleſhy and ſtron 
Conſtitution, may be Cured without Salivating by UnCtion, if they wouyl 
patiently ſubmit ro ſo ſtrita Courſe of Diet, &c. as that way requireth. 


£ Cuare V, 
Of Gonorrhea. 


Onorrhza in general may fignifie any flux of Sced from the Gonorber 
body ; but cuſtom hath appropriated ir to that which is invo- *"*"* 
luntary. 

The Ancients have confined that appellation to a loſs of Sced 

which happens without ereCtion or Zexrigo; or if you will have 

it in Cel/as his words, ſine venere vel nofturnis imaginibus. But Mo- 

derns have given a larger account of Gonorrhaa; and do find many differen- 

ces of it. 

As Firſt, That which comes from a fault of the veſſels; as fr/,from natu- tc aiffe- 
ral coldneſs or great retrigeration, in which caſe they loſe their retentive fa- fences: 
culty 5 or ſecondly, which is more frequent, from friction and maſturbation *" 
among young boys (when they, firſt come to puberty ; ) thirdly, from violent 
ſtraining ; fourthly, from the laxity of the ſeminal veſſels in general z jfrhly, 
from eroſion of the caruncle in the #rethra which covereth the exit of the ve- 
ficulz ſeminales,and aſa defereutia,and is indeed the ſphinCture ot them; fixthly, 
in epileptick caſes we find profiavza ſeminis, Which ſeem to be cauſed by the 
ltrength of the Convullton. | 

Secondly, That which cometh from fault in the matter of the Seed, viz. «=: 
x. when.it is too crude, thin and cold, and ſo weeps away inſenſibly ; 2. when 
it is ſharp and comes away either with titillation or painz ſometimeto the ero- 
ſion of the @rethra and the excoriation of it; 3. when it is infeted with a 
virulency in the Lues Venerea, 

It is this latter ſpecies that is the moſt uſual imployment of our profeſſion, 
the diſeaſes of thoſe parts being moſt frequently gotron by the two predominant 
vice of the age. I ſhall cherefore confine my diſcourſe to that ſubje&, not on- 
ly becauſeir is one of the firſt ſymproms of the Lues Venerea, bur alſo tor that 
through the Patients ſlighting and negleCting its cure, tnany ill accidents do 
happen in proceſs of time, which renders it much more difficult to cure than 
any other ſpecies of the Pox. : 

A virulent Gonorrhcea 7s an involuntary emiſſion of ſeed, occaſioned by venom Definit- 
contrafted from an unclean woman. | | _ 

Secd thus emitted is doubly peccant, both in guantzty and quality. The /atter 
is always proportionable to the degree of the infeftion and to the. encreaſe of 
putrefaction. | | | 

The quantity is likewiſe always far greater than the veſſels in their natural 
eſtare are able to breed or to diſcharge, which hath cauſed a great deal of con- 
tention among Phyſicians about the ſeat of this diſeaſe, or the original of ir. 

And indecd it is very odd toconfider that a man upon coition ſhall ſometimes 
have nothing outwardly appear upon him,cither by way of chancre,#«bo,or any 
other evil, but ſhall find his urine hor, with a flux of ſharp and acrimonious 
ſced from within, the continuance of mn ſhall ſpend his ſtrength, _ 
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thearethra, make caruncles and other miſcheifs, On the contrary, if ſtopped, 
ſhall cauſe inflammarions in the teſticles, or elſe a #bo or chancre ; and it theſe 
happen not, ſhall infe& the whole body, breaking our in ſcabs and ulcers, or 
making nodes, intolerable pains, rotting the bones, Oc. 

where this venom ſhould enter, whart it ſhould originally infect , and 
how inſinuate it ſelf, and afterwards cauſe ſuch great ſeparations of ſpermatick 
matter, Ec. is worth our while to enquire. 

The way of its entrance in a womanis intelligible enough, but in a man it 
can be no other than either the paſſage of the urethra, or the pores of the skin 
of the penis, pubes and inguina, 

90s bg The former ſeemeth nor very likely, becauſe it is not ſuitable to many other 

ing ir, 1, circumſtances of thediſeaſe, which doth ſeldom or never originally infe& the 

in Men. arethra it ſelf, or the proſtate, ©c. and never aſcends intothe bladderz whereas 
on the other ſide we find viſible aftetions of the glans, preputium, inguina, ec, 
to be the firſt efte&s of the infetion. 

We have therefore reafon to believe that the venom lurking in the vagina 
ateri of an infe&ted woman, doth upon the friftion and warmth that happens 
in coition faſten upon thoſe parts which it toucherh, viz. If ir he high within 
the vagina, or the penis enter not far in coition, the g/ays and prepuce ſuffer 
to the produttion of a Chancre. If the coition were cloſer, and the venom 
have poſſeſſed the /abia pudend?, then the whole $kin of the pers is infeted, 
and the Pubes it ſelf; where inſinuating into thoſe pores, it doth not pro. 
duce fo viſible effeC&ts as it doth in the prepuce and glans, becaule the skin is 
thicker. Bat then ir is tranſmitted not only into rhe maſs of blood in general, 
but alſo into the ſpungy glandules of the zygaina in particular. It theſe or 
either of theſe be ſufficiently ſwelled, and nature ſtrong, the venom may dif- 
charge here; but if this happen nor, then it creeps into the blood, and there 
produceth fermentations ſuitable to its nature. The matter of the venom being 
originally corrupted ſeed,doth therefore raiſe ſeminal fermentations,bur withal 
one that is peccant after the nature of the venom that excited it 5 by which 
means it happens thar ſpermatick matter of a vitious fort abounds in the blood, 
cxhauſts it ot its beſt ſpirits, and derives the flower of it to the ſeminal veſſels. 
This matrer is too much and too ſharp to be long continued there, where it 
immediately provokes and ſtimulates Nature to an excretion; and according to 
the depree of its acrimony and corruption the ſeed will be more or leſs, thicker 
or thinner, white, yellow, green, &c. 

I know Bartholinus hath made a Gonorrhea to be nothing elſe, but an Ulcer of 
the proftate. Which opinion is fufficiently confured by Doctor Wharton, who 
gives him the inſoluble objeftion of the Tumour of the Teſticles, which hap- 
peneth alway upon the untimely ſtopping of it. By the pounding up of the wa- 
zer, it is eaſte to find which way the current came. 

2. 'nWo- In Women, the manner of the Infe&tion 1s much more intelligible. Where 

me thelnfeRtionof a corrupt venemous Seed enters into an Vreras, that is heated 
partly by coition, and partly by its own appetite, it is greedily ſucked in, and 
as fatally tothe misfortune of the Woman. There its firſt attacque is upon 
the innermoſt orglandulous membrane of the Womb, uſually acuarting its fer- 
ment, and cauling a large precipitation of ſer47 from the blood, This is at 
firſt by modeſt Women miſtaken for a flor albus (unleſs the matter have been 
ſo bighly virulent as to cafe immediate  inflammarions ) and is ſo treated til! 
worſe Symptoms ariſe, and all is betrayed. What thoſe are, we have already 
ſhewed you in part, and more will appear hereafter. 

Ee of. The preceding ſign of it is heat in Urine, then ſucceedeth the Diſeaſe it felt,

In Women alſo heat of Urine is felt with a dropping of matter from the 1» Wo- 
Womb, ar firſt reſembling a fluor albus, but after a few days it increafeth, *** 
and becometh purulent and fetid, with diverſity of colours, making an inflam- 

92 Ig with excoriation ; alſo a bearing down of thoſe parts, and pain in the 
ack, 

A Gonorrh#a is more or leſs difficult of Cure, according to the malignity Progno- 
from which ir receiverhits Original. Thoſe that become ſuddenly virulent, _ 
and accompanied with frangaria, are moſt difficult to cure. If they do ſtop 
withour any. manifeſt cauſe, either a Chancre ariſeth, or a hernia humoralis. 

It che Cure be ſlubber'd over, or long delayed,” caruncles ariſein the Vretbra, 
and in proprefs of time a carnoſity, &&c. 

In the Cure of this Diſeaſe, we ought to have a ſpecial regard to the acci- ©urc: 
dents above-mentioned, viz, inflammation, excoriation, ſfranguria, ©c. There. 
fore in the firſt place, we endeavour to comtemperate the hear, then purge off 
the vicious humours: afterwards by moderaredetergents and deſiccants cleanſe 
and dry the diſeaſed parts, and reſtore them to their natural temper. 

In order to the contemperating of the heat, and acrimony of the humovrs, 

a cooling and moiſtening diet ought ro be preſcribed, viz. Broths of Mutron, 
Vea), Chicken, &c. wherein may be boiled Endive, Lettice, Purſlane, Sorrel, 
Sc. Barley-cream, Grewels, Panadoes are alfo proper during the pains. Their 
drink ought to be Priſans, Emulſtons, Juleps, or medicated Ale: a ſmall Ale, or 
white Wine diluted with water may alfo be permitted. 


All exerciſe of the Body is prejudicial to their healths, and conſequently their 
rambling abroad prolongs their Cure. 

A quiet mind, with a patient ſubmiſſion to their Phyſician and Chirurgeon 
3S alſo required : and that they forbear Venery, as they value their own and 
their Miſtreſs's healths. 

The Evacuation may begin with a Clyſter of the common decoCtion cum ele-. 
fuario lenitiv. ij. butyri recentis & ol. amygdal. an. Z1iſs. cum witel. ovi, You 
may atterwardslet them blood in the Arm, it you judg it neceſſary. Then 
purge them with eled. diacathol. diaphrun. ſolut, diacafſia cuns manna, or with a 
decoftion caſe fiſtule, tamarind. hord. mundat. liquirit, florum triam cordial. to 
which may be added manna, ſyr. roſ, ſolnt. &c.. 

After purging, it will be neceſſary to diſpoſe the humours ro quiet by ſome 
anodyne draught : Emulfions arealſo proper during the whole Courte. Of 
which ſort this may be an Example. Re ſem. canabini 3s. ſem. quat. frig. maj. 
an. j. ſem. papaver. abl. yij. amygd. dulc. excort. n. 16. decoff. bordei q. [. fiat 
emulſio ; dulcoretar cum ſacchar. albiſ\, aromatizetur cam aqua cinnamomt : ſumat 
vj. hor# ſomni, repetatur ad libitum. 

If the heat of Urine, and other accidents increaſe, it may beneceſlary to give 
NJ. calomel.in a bolus, with ſome of the forementioned EleQuaries, and to re- 
peat it as you ſee cauſe once in two or three days. 

It by theſe the accidents do not remit, bath them ina ſemicupinm, with an 
emollient decoCtion, or- milk and water, and to prevent crofion in the Dre- 
thra, injet decottum hordei, wherein hath been boiled ſem. althee, cydonior. or 
ſome of che leſſer cold ſeeds ; and if you will, you may anoint thole cxcernal 
parts with arguent. refrigerat, Galeni. Bur do not infiſt too long in the uſe of 
lenitives, leſt a Chancre ariſe 3 bur purge off thoſe vicious humours with pu/. 
cornichin, pil. cochie, Rudi, pulver, diagridit, troch. Alhandal.&{c, with or = 
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out calomel. and if there be required ſtrong revulſion, vomit them with z»ff; 
croc, metallor. mer, vite, or witha few grains of tarbith minerale. 

The virulency thus removed, the uſe of Turpentine comes 1n requeſt to de- 
terge and heal, which would nor be fo reaſonably admitred fooner, Ictt through 
its heat and tenuity of parts it lead down the impure matter, and burthen the 
diſeaſed parrs.It may be given to the quantity of a drachm,two or three, waſhed 
in ag. plantag. parietarie, &c. adding a few grains of camphire to itz or you may 
add purgatives to it, viz. pul. rad jalapii, trochiſci Alhandal. diagridii, &c, Or, 
Re terebinth. lot. in aq. plantag. 33, acidi trtari fy. corn. cervi uſti. ocul cancror, 
diagridii an Os. f. Bolus: Or & terebinth. Venet. lot. in aq, roſe. rub. 3ij. tar- 
tariavitriolati 3ſS. falis ſuccini, rhab. pul. an. 5s cum pul. glycyrrhiz. f. Bolus, 
And in its more decreaſe : Rc /alis prunellz 311. crem, tartari 3vj. camphore 5). 
terebinth. Cypre. 31jſ3. ſumat ad quant. caſtanex mane & veſpert. In caſe of re- 
lapſe, add pul. rad. jalapiz to it. 

Atthis time, Clyſters of zerebinth, are proper, which in the time of its viru- 
lency would be miſchievous. 

If by ſome of the foreſaid Medicaments, the Gonorrhea be not perſeCtly cu- 
red, you may preſcribe aſtringents. The time of giving them is 10 the very 
declination of it, when there only appearerth a little thin wateriſh humour which 
olueth the entrance of the urethra, If you give them ſooner, you may ſtifle in 
the matter, and raiſe a hernia humoralis. The aſtringents uſually preſcribed are, 
Bol. armen. ſang. dracon. maſtich. cerv.ceru. uſti, of. ſepie, croc. mart. aſtringentis, 
troch alkekengi, &c. made into Pills: viz.

1. Obſer- Tt after the Goyorrhze be cured,you ſuſpect you have not enough ſecured the 

notion, of Patient from the malignity of the Diſeaſe, you may. purge him with ſome of 

' the ftorementioned Catharticks with Calomel.after which you may proceed with 
Sudorificks ; as hath been ſhewed in the former Obſeryartion. 

One came to me, complaining of a heat in his Urine, witha ſuſpicion ofa 
Gonorrh&a, contratted as he ſuppoſed the night before. Upon view of the pe- 
xis there appeared a readneſs ontheend of the glans and he cruſht out a moi- 
ſture like matter. I concluding it a Gozorrhza began the cure without de- 
lay. In the firſt place I let him blood, and ſome hours after adminiſtred a Cly- 
ſter. Ipreicribed him that night a barly-cream for his ſupper, and in the 
morning purged him with mana and cremor tartar. in Whey. The next 
morning the Genorrheza appeared viſibly, and his Linen was much ſtained with 
the matter. We repeated rhe hordeat that night, and preſcribed him 5. ca- 
lomel. conf. cichor. 55. m/. which he took early in the morning, and about three 
hours after a draught of the decod. zamarindor. Gc. as it is preſcribed in the 
Method of Cure, and ſome hours after that drank ſo much more of the de- 
coction, by which he was well purged. That night I laid him to reſt with an 
anodyne draught, The next morning I found the Gonorrbea increaſe with 
heart in Urine and painful erections. I repeated the former Apozeme, and to . 
prevent eroſion | inje&ted the decoft. horde, as is above mentioned, and repeat- 
cd atnight the anodyne draught : bur finding the accidents ſtill to encreaſe I 
preſcribed him the morning atrer calomel. gr. 15. turbith, gr. 6, with conf. reſ- 
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cannot affirm : Nay ſo far asI could judg by his habit of body and manner of 
living, he was not that way inclined 3 but what way ſoever it procecded, he 
was perfe&ly cured and continueth fo. 

4. Obſer- 1 was commended toa Patient who lay much affli&ed with a virulent Goyoy- 

vatlods ,þ,zg accompanied with the ſevereſt accidents, viz. Priapiſmus with contraQion 
of the penis, etranguria, &c. infomuch that he was neceſſitated to riſe often in a 
nipht to cool himſelf, He had been in ſuch hands as had purged him and let 
him blood. I began with a Clyſter, and the next morning gavehim a Lenitive 
EleQtuary, diaprun. &c. with the addition of calomel. and bathed him that 
day, and preſcribed him Emulfions, and proſecuted the forefaid method of 
bathing and purging 4 or 5, days with little remiſſion cf che accidents. Where. 
fore I left off bathing, and preſcribed him gr. ij. mer, vite in a pill, which vo- 
mited him much and purged him. I difpoſed the patient to reſt the follow. 
ing night with gr. jÞ. Laudan. aq. cinnatn. hordeat. aq. & papaver, cum ſyr. pa- 
ralyſeos. The next morning I preſcribed him an emulfion made with Chicken 
broth, as well to nouriſh him as contemperate the acrimony. I alſorepeated 
emollient Clyſters, ſuch as have been ſet aown in the Method of Cure. Having 
thus ſomewhat refreſhed him, I preſcribed him calozrel. 5j. rurbith min. gr. iy. 
which vomited him twice that day. Ikepthim ro Chicken-broth and Cly- 
ſters, and at length repeating theſe Mercurials, I freed him of all thoſe acci- 
dents; and with the white EleQuary ex terebinth. cum pul. jalapiil purged off 
the Gonorrbea, and with the other ex zerebinrh. the aſtringent Pills, and deco? 
lig. lentiſcini cum rad. biſtorte, conſelid. tormentille, &«c. 1 concluded the Cure. 
This very man was the moſt ſeverely afflicted with the forefaid Govorrhzal ever 
faw : yer ſome years after he was again clapt,and paſſed under ſeveral hands till 
the malignity ſpread it ſelf all over his head, face and body, and was ar laſt 
Cured by me. 

$.Obſer- One of about 3o years ofage ofa full body, came to Town diſeaſed-with 

—_ Caruncles, intending to be my Patient; but within a day or two he came 

with tome With a recent Gonorrhza contratted the night before. I began the Cure 

Chancre. thar very inſtant by letting him blood, and preſcribed a Clyſter that after- 
noon, and proſecuted the courſe by emulſions and purging. Butthe Patient 
being irregular, the Gonorrhza became highly virulent with all the accidents of 
pain, &c. and whilſt he was purging with px/. cornichini and calomel, a Chancre 
appeared between the Prepuce and G/ans very big and hard. He pretendedir 
roſe that night. Ipgave him the next morning a doſe ot turbith min. which vo- 
mited him 5 or 6 times, and purged him twice. I dreſſed the Chancre with a 
Pledpit dipr in Jac ſublimari, I repeated the Turbith the third day, and after.

During his falivating an Artery among che great Teeth on the right 
Jaw burſt forth, and bled very much betore | had notice of it: I ſtopped ir by 
direing him to hold the yolk of a hard roſted Egg berween his Jaws cloſe 
upon the place where I ſuſpeCted the Artery tolye, and fo by compreſſion re- 
ſtrained the bleeding. The next day 1 ſet him ina clear light, and diſcovered 
the bloed to ariſe by a carious tooth which I ſtopped with Lint diprt in ol. v3triol.

_ Of the ill Conſequences of a Gonorrhea Gured, 


'N* the prtcceding Chapter of a Gonorrbea, I ſhewed you the accidents that* 
Diſeaſe is ſubje& to in its recency ; I ſhall now declare to you the fad con- 
ſequences that artend it in its ſeeming dedlenſion, when it is left imperfe&tly 
Cured, and is, as ſome of thoſe Blades call ir, a weeping, only a weeping not 


worthy the keeping Chamber.

From which negleC& of Cure, thoſe ſeminals from whence the Gonorrhzs 


iſſued are rendred more lax, and in progreſs of time the matter fermenteth upon 


the 01d Leven, and becometh much more acrid and malign, diſcharging a mat- 
rer, aSat firſt in the nature of a Gonorrhea, heating and corroding the Vrethra, 
from whence Caruncles do- frequently ariſe, and are attended with many ill 
conſequences, of. which I ſhall giveyou a relation, and begin it with that of a 
Caruncle. hap 

Caruncles are a fort of looſe fleſh, ariſing in the Vrethra frequently in the 
time of a Goforrhea, by reaſon of the eroſion made by thar virulent acid mar- 
cer; bur if that Gonorrhea be well treated, the erofion is Cured, and thoſe 
lirtle grains of fleſh dryed up. However their growth is then ſo ſmall, as they 
are rarely taken notice of till the declining of the Gomorrhea, and then a ſmall 
weeping with a few rags appearing in the Urine gives the firſt ſuſpicion of 


'them. 


1t rhis matter be not timely dried up, the Caruncles tncreaſe, and a difficulty 


of Urine gradually ſucceedeth, and it cometh forth forked, or in a ſmall ſtream 


dribling : but this happens in ſome people not till many years after the Goxor- 
rhea ; for they ariſing from a dry membranous part do grow ſlowly ( and do 
ſomerimes waſte of themſelves, or are waſted off by rhe Urine) upon which ac- 
count thar trouble in piſſing happening ſometime many years aftera Gonorrhea, 
gives them occaſion to ſuſpe& that ir ariſerh' from gravel: and as the Diſcaſe 
increaſcth, it is thought the ſtone, but by a ſearching Candle a' more certain 
difcovery is made, ' thoſe Caruneles being to'it ſo many rubs in the way. 

If at this time their-Cure be niegleted, ome drops of Urine, or 7» coita the 
Seed remaining amongſt theſe Caruncles, heaterh the part, and increaſeth cheir 
growth, and not only renders them Callous, bur at length the whole 4u#us,and 
then ir is called a carnoſity 3 which ſtraitning the paſſage ſtoppeth the virulent 
matrer in irs motion, whereby it is forced back to the Seminals, in which caſe 
the Teſticles for the moſt part do ſuffer : bur if it be the veſicule ſeminales, or 
proſtates which are oppreſt, chey inflame, and by adheſion to the neighbouring 
parts paſs their matter that way, ſometimes through the tunicles of the Inte/t:- 
mum reftum, and then the matter is diſcharged by ſtool; or it may be, the mat- 
ter paſſeth through or near the podex,and then it 1s ſuppoſed a fiſtula in axo,and 
this way the Urine is ſometime diſcharged with it. Theſe are the Ulcers 
which render f/tule ani ſcandalous, It the matter paſſerh x perineo, for the 
moſt parr it pertorates the Qrethra, ſometimes like a Flute, and the Urine com- 
eth, therequt, other rimes it corrupterth within, and diſchargeth the purrefa- 
Ction into” the pelvis. eto 

Whilſt the Vrethra is ſtraitned with a carnoſity, the Urine is frequently ſup- 
preſt, and then che bladder endeayouring to disburden it ſelf becomes ſubject

ro fluxion, and pgroweth ſometime carnous, and of a ſtrange preternatural 
ſhape, ſtrerching out of the pe/vis. In the opening ſuch a diſeaſed Body, I faw 
the bladder adhering cloſe to the upper part of the os pxbi, and that part of 
the peritoneum, In another there was frequently diſcharged a marter with the 
Urine not unlike corrupt Seed, 

Oae riding a Journey was hurt by the (tumbling of his Horſe, and became fo 
indiſpoſed, that he was brought back ro Town. Phyſicians and Chirurgeons 
were conſulted, and ſuppoſed him bruiſed internally, They let him blood, 
and treated him accordingly, but without ſucceſs. The day after I was fetched 
ro him, and I tound him labouring with great oppreſſion, ſhortneſs of breath, 
fainting, ©c. I viewed his body naked, and endeavoured to inform my ſelf of 
his bruiſe, but there was no ſympton of any. - I ſecing he was not likely to 
recover, took my [eave, and defired a Servant of the houſe to give me notice 
of his death. He died that night, and I went the next morning and opened 
his Body. All the Viſcera were ſound, and no blood extravaſated, bur within 
the pelvisI ſaw a great quantity of purulent matter,like that which iffues forth 
in a Gozorrbza. I divided the os pabis, and opened the pelvis, and ſaw near the 
Proſtatcs a bag broken, which I concluded to be one of the veficulz ſeminales. 
Upon ſearch into the Zrerhra, I found he had been long diſcaſed wirh the' re- 
liques of a Gozorrhea, viz. Caruncles and Carnoſity. 

The Female Sex do alfo extreamly ſufter upon the ſame account, the corrupt 
ſeminal matter frequently excoriating the pudexdum; whence excreſcences of 
all ſorts do ariſe, and the ſharp matter dropping from the matrix, frets and 
ulcerates the external parts of the /abies, &c. An inſtance of rhis fort you 
may ſee in ſome of the following Obſervations. | 

The Yagina uteri is alſo ſometimes excoriated, and excreſcences frequently 
grow there of great bigneſs, one whereof I took off very large of the ſhape of 
a Mulberry. | 

In others I have ſeen the vagina ater! much ulcerated, and diſcharging great 
quantity of fetid matter with pain and inflammation. The ale of the puden- 
dum of one were gangrened, but I removed that, and cicatrized ſevera\ of the 
Ulcers, bur one Ulcer within the Yagiza corroded into the bladder, and a mor- 
rification followed, and put an end ro her miſery. 

Another upon a ſuppreſſion of that corrupt ſeminal matter was ſeiſed with 
a dyſuria : the cauſe notbeing diſcovered, the Kidneys were blamed. The 
diſeaſe increafing to a ſtranguria, a ſtone in the Bladder was ſuppoſed. IT was 
fetched to make a ſearch, bur felr none. The accidents of pain, inflamma- 
tion, &c. increaſing, ſhe died. 1 opened her Body, and faw the Bladder, vagina 
wters, © inteſtinum reftum all gangrened : The muſculi lambares, and thole of 
the abdomen looked as if they had been parboited : The reſt of the viſcera were 
reaſonably ſound. 

As from a ſuppreſſion of that malign matter, apoſtemations do ariſe between 
the interior Tunicles of the vagina uteri, fo I have ſometimes met with ſcir- 
rhous Tumours,which | have ſometimes palliated by Antevenereals, when they 
were thought Cancers. All theſe miſchiets increaſed to fuch height rhrough 
che ignorance in them that treated them. 

Thus I have given you an account of the ſeveral ſymptoms as they ariſe 
o_ upon the neck of another, by which you may diſtinguiſh how they 
differ. 

The cauſe of them is alſo apparent, that they ariſe from a Gonorhea il} 
managed. a 

The ſigns of Caruncles I have alſo ſhewed you are difcoverable by a fearch- 
ing Candle,they lying in the way give a ſtop to the Candle in its ——_— = 

; Bladder- 
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Bladder. Yet let not that make you over confident that there is no Stone in the 
| Bladder, for ir frequencly happenerh thar there is alſo a Stone thercin ; there. 
fore you ought to inform your ſelf of the peculiar ſymptoms of that Diſcaſe 
before you oppoſe it. For ſo alſo from thar Stone a dribling of the Urine is 
common, and in caſe of pain the Urine cometh forth forked and in a fmall 
ſtream. Bur in Caruncles it cometh torth more forcibly than in thoſe of the 
Stone, and they make much Urine art a time, and are in caſe aiter they have 
urined, which doth not happen in the Stone. | 

A Carnofity hath the ſame ſigns that Caruncles/have, but the Urine being 
more ſtrairned by the Carnofity maketh the ſymptoms the more ſevere, wſa- 
much as there is frequently a pain in the g/ans, and in ſtraining hard co urine, 
there accompanieth it ſomerimes a prolapſus ani, which are eſpecial ſ1g:3s of the 
Stone in the Bladder. Burt the preceding Gonorrhea and [ymptoms of the Ca 
runcles will ſufficiently guide you in making the diſtinction berween them 
two. To diſtinguiſh the Abſceſſes and Ulcers i» Ano attending this Diſeaſe 
from thoſe which ariſe from che Hemorrhoids, the Treatiſe of Fitule Ani will 
inſtruct you. | 

The extirpation of Caruncles is no cafie work, and if there be a Carnofiry 
zoyned with it, the Cure is much more difficult. And fo accordingly as there 
are other ſymproms complicated with them, ſo much more is the Diſeaſe ren- 
dered deplorable and difficult ro cure. 

In the Cure of this Diſeaſe the fame method ought to be obſerved in Diet 
which hath been delivered in the cure of a Goxorrhea; alſo evacuations by Le- 
nient Purgatives : Ar leaſt you ought to begin with ſuch to prepare the body 
as R hordei mundati Ziij. rad. graminis, polypod. querc. filicis fem. an. iv. {co 
lopendrii utriuſque, cichorei, endivie cum toto, adiant. hepatice an. My. cort.

51). f. uterum expreſſio medtocris, & 
clacificetur cum ſucco limon. & gatt, aliquot vitriols, In colature Zxvnj. diſ- 
ſolve cremoris tartari 3iiz. ſyr. de ſpina cervina ig. ſyr. roſ. pallid. 3). f. apoze- 
ma. With this or ſuch like you may purge them five or fix days, and let rhem 
blood if you ſee cauſe. Emulſions and contemperating Juleps way allo be of 
uſe to mitigate the heat of Urine. Vomits are alſo of great uſe for reyulſion, 
and thoſe of 7urbith | have always obſerved to be molt efficacious. All the An- 
revenercals preſcribed in the cure of Lues Yererea are proper here, we being 
indeed often neceſſitated to falivate by Un&tion. After which drying DecoCti- 
ons and Sudorificks are proper as aforeſaid, with purging 3 and after all we con- 
clude the cure with ſuch as have vertue to heal and fortifie the relaxed feminals, 
of which ſort theſe following are: Re Fol. menthz Miij. millefolii, plantag., equi- 
ſet. an.

Having thus offered to you Internals, we ſhall now proceed to ſhew you the 
way of extirpating theſe Caruncles, The methods thereto propoſed by Au- 
thors are various: I ſhall reduce them to two, viz. the one by medicaments, 
the other by mere force with wax-candles, probes of Lead, Silver, or Steel to 
tear and break them in pieces, 

Whilſt the Caruncle is recent, you may by the compreſſion of a well pro- 
portioned candle cruſh it to pieces, and by the uſe of moderate detergent and 
ex(iccant injeCtions dry and heal the part: bur it there be an iſſuing ot matter, 
as in virulent Goorrh@a's, you mult firſt remove that matter by purging, &c. 
before you can hope to extirpate the Caruncles. Nay, if the matter ſhould flow 
much upon the ule of the Candles, you muſt forbear further proceeding with 
them, and make evacuation and reyulfion of that peccant matrer, as hath been 
aforeſaid, and then proceed again in the work. 

' In order to the ſearch, you may place the Patient ſitting upon the (ide of his 
bed, chair or ſtool, with his thighs opened, and his heels drawn back,fo as he do 
not preſs upon the peringxum. He mult alloat the fante time lean forward with 
his body. Then make choice of a proportionable Candle, and having ſmoothed 
the end, and a little behind it, anoint it with oyl (of Lilies if you pleaſe) paſs 
it gently in, and move ic eaſily forward, and by the warmth it gets in the du- 
Aus it may ply accordingly with it. It you meet with a ſtop, preſs moderare- 
ly ; if ic will not go by, draw it back, and. take the exact diſtance the Curun- 


* clelieth off, and mark it with your nail, then anoint it with Oil, and paſs it 
again into the urethra, and when you come at thar ſtop, raiſe the pevis with the. 


other hand; if it will not pals over that Caruncle, ry another Candle made 
taper at the end : Bur if you be farisfied rhat it paſſerh beyoad the Caruncle, ir 
isa gopd ſign, pull ir our again ; andit the parts be heated, you may inject 
decoft. hordei, Sc. and prepare your Candles tor the conſuming the Caruncle. 
The Medicaments I propole thereto are as tolloweth : Rc cort. mal: granat. acid; 
in umbra ſiccat. & pulver iz, 3iy. aluminis pulver. 2. emplaſtri de ceruſſa 1, miſce 
ſuper ignem, - Or, Bt mer. precipitat. rub. FJ. calamin. 3iy. vitrioli calcinatt 
js. emp. diachalcith, Zvy. ad ignem liquefa&#i. Y ou muſt ſcrape off the Wax 
from the end gf the Candle,and dip theWick 1n either of the Plaiſters whilſt they 
are ſcalding hot 3 then after they are cold, ſhape them and ſmooth the ends for 
our uſe. This following Medicament hath great credit amongſt Authors : 
aruginis, auripigmenti, aluminis roche, chalcitidis an. Fiv. Intuſe them in 
ſtrong Vinegar, then grind them upon a Marble very fine, dry it in the Sun, 
and temper it again with Wine vinegar to the eighth time, drying it each time 
till ir hath loſt much of jts corroſive quality, Re argents ſpum. Zij. ole7 roſ., Ziv. c0q: 
ad empl, confiſtentiam, then add of the abovelaid powder Zij ir, being wel! 
mixed, and of a good conſiſtence, you may dipthe bared ends of your Candles 
in ir for the abovyelaid uſe, Your great cate in this work mult be, that the ow 
plaſter 
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plaſter be of ſuch confiſtence as that it adhere as firm to the Wick'as the Wax, 
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Of the ill Gonſequentes = Book VILE 
for otherwiſe ir will cauſe vexatious work. I commonly ſend a” proportion 
of the forcſaid Powder to my Wax-Chandler who mixeth it with a proportion. 


able quantity of Wax, and makes me ſo many dozen of Wax-Candles; which 
Candles being ſo medicated do very often ſerve me in wearing off recent Ca- 


_ runcles, and alſoin cicatrizifig the part. 


If the Caruncles be of an older date, and be ſo big arid tough, that you can. 
not paſs with any of the Wax-Candles; forbear farther attempting it, and en. 
deavour by emollient Inje&tions, Embrocations, &c. to ſupple and dilate the 
duftus. Re Rad. Althee, lilior. an. ij. ſem. lini, fenugrect contuſ. an. 5). cog. 
in aq. fontis ad tbij. BR: Colature iy. ol. amygd. dul. neviter extraG, Z1. mf. 
Inje&t ſome of it warm twice or thrice a day with a Syringe, having a thick 
blunt Pipe. You may alſo foment the Perzneum with the reſidue of the ſaid 
decotion 3 or he may ſit upon a Cloſe-ſtool over ſome of the ſame decottion, 
or ex radic. & fol. althee, matric. viol. ſem. lini, fenugrect, flor. cham. ſambuct, 
meliloti, ſummitat. pulegii, origani, &c. When he cometh off, embrocate the 
Perinaum with ol. ex pedibus bovinis, and apply over all ſome ſuch like Cerore. 
Re wnguent. Agripp. dialth. efipi, butyri recentis an. ij. ol. [ilior. amygd. dul. an. 
Zj. ſem. lini, althe. pulver, an, 3v). gum. ammoniact Ji). cer q- ſ. To which ma 
be added Argenti crudi extiniti in rerebinthina Fiiz. or that Emplaſter ad ſaliva. 
tionem. After three or four days make tryal again with a proportionable Can- 
dle, and if you can paſs the Caruncle take the exact mark and paſs in a medi- 
cated one upon the Caruncle, and leave it remaining there, cur off the end 
withinan inch, and flatthatend; then turn that broad end over the top of the 
Glans, andzfaſten it cloſe with a linen rag: you ought to leave him more of the 
ſame Candles fitted for his uſe, that in caſe he urine he may take it out and put 
in another, Whilſt he puts in the Candle he muſt ſtand ſomewhat ſtradling, 
and bow his body forward, but asto his poſture he will make choice of that to 
his own conveniency. The beſt time to begin this work may be art nighr, the 
Candle being then likely to ſtay in its place without diſturbance. In the morn- 
ing when you draw out the Candle injeft fome lenient decoCtion, and paſs in 
a white Wax-Candle of a proportionable bigneſs to the other you drew our, 
to make gocd the way you have pot, and yer to lenific the heat in the dufu 
but if it be not diſturbed, go on as you did to waſh the Caruncle. 

But if after the uſe of Emollients you cannot paſs the Caruncle, you may 
well conclude it callous. In which caſe you may paſs a Carla into the Tre- 
thra to that Caruncle, and whilſt you hold that there ſteady, you may convey 
a grain of cauſtick into the Canula, and preſs the cauſtick to it 3 and whilſt you 
hold it there, you will perceive its operation by the preſſing forward of the 
Canula, The Caruncle thus conſumed, caſt in a Lenient injeftion daily ; and 
if you take notice of his Urine, you may {ee the ſeparation of the ſloughs as 
rags in it. After which you may by the common medicated Candles wear a- 
way the remainder, and with Inje&tions cicatrize it. Bur if after the extir- 
pation of one Caruncle you meet with another behind it, and cannor paſs it, 
nor a Caxula fo far as where the Caruncle lyeth, you may then attempr ir by 
the Leaden Probe. Anoint it firſt, paſs it to the Caruncle, then by preſſing 
upon it break it off, You muſt expett a bleeding, and it is not done without 
pain, the @rethra being of exquiſite ſenſe : that pain ſomerime accompanied 
with rigor and fevor. In order to the ſtopping of the flux of blood you may 

 Inje@ the Royal Stiptick-water with aq. plantag. roſ. rub. &c. propertionably 
as you ſee cauſe : or in caſe the pain be great, beat the white of an Egg with 
aq. ſpermatis ranar. and injett jt. Externally you may apply ſuch like defen- 
ſative,” Re boli Armen. ſang, dracon. cort. granat. aurant, myrtil. balauſt, pul. an. 
3jj.

But I never ſaw any 
inflammation or tumour ariſe from the uſe of theſe Probes. Feavor I have 
ſomerime ſeen upon the uſe of them where there was no blood ſhed 3 in which 
caſe bleed them in the Arm preſently and preſcribe Clyſters, and forbear the 
uſe of your Probes ſome days. 

After you have torn oft the. Caruncle, and that the fear of inflammation is 
over, you may make a ſearch, and if the Caruncle be extirpated proceed in the 
drying 1t to a Cicatrix, which may be by a ſolution of zroch: alb: Rhaſ., in any 
of the forementioned diſti]l'd waters, or as I faid with the Royal Stiptick. A 
proportionable thick leaden Probeot a fit length and flat head rub'd with quick- 
ſilver is alſo efietua. Small Probes are apt to be made brittle by the Mercury 
and break within the Urethra. Bur if you ſuſpe& ſome part of the Caruncle 


remaining, uſe the medicated Candle, and it will not only waſte it, but dry ir 


to a firm Cicatrix. 
If there be carnofity wich Caruncles, your way is to dilate and ſupple ir by 


Emollients as aboveſaid. If a ſuppreſſion of Urine happen, a large Clyſter fud- 


denly injected up hath frequently forced the Urine our of the Bladder : bur if 
that fail, a Catheter muſt help you, or.an inciſion i» Perineo through the car- 
nofity, If a flux of virulent matter be accompanying the S:raxgurza, the laſt 
remedy is Salivation. :

It by reaſon of the long continuance of the Diſeaſe the 2rethra be ſo ſtrait- Abſces 


ned with the Carnoſity and Caruncles, that the purulent matter cannot paſs 
forth, which often happeneth when the Urine doth, you may well ſuſpe& an 
abſceſs will ariſe in fome part ; which if it happen within, there is: danger of 
putretaftion. It the marter raiſeth a tumour externally, and it do ſuppurate, 
yet it common]y leaves uncurable Ulcers. Therefore you ought upon the leaſt 
ſuppreſſion of this matter to make revulſion by Antivenereals ; yea rather than 
to fail, raiſe a Salivation, and proſecute the Cure as his habit of body and great- 
neſs of the Diſeaſe requireth, And the while make way with Emollients to 
dilate the Trethra, qr give vent by inciſion in Perineo, timely to diſcharge the 
mater. Ls 
The female Sex are not ſubje&t to ſuch external apoſtemations. The Carun- 
cles do not cauſe ſuppreſſion, nor is the Vrethra ſo ſubje& rothem. Sometimes 
they happen by the ſcalding ot the Urine, but they are of eaſter cure. Yet the 
Pudendum is {ubject to excreſcences of all ſorts and figures. The FYagina teri 
iS alſo ſubje& ro Ulcers, Excoriation,Excreſcences and ſchirrous Fumours, with 
ercat flux of humours, the Stra»guria and Inflammarion, &c. therefore require 
your great care timely to reſiſt them by Antivenereals. Mer. dalc:s, and thoſe 
milder preparations being apt to lead the humours downwards, are not lo effe- 
Qual here as the rougher ſort which vomit. © How they are farther ro be 
treated by internals, and each diſturbance removed or alleviated by external 
Medicaments, you may ſee among the Obſervations following. 


One of about 3o years of age, troubled with a weeping and dribling in : Obſer--: 
making Urine, came to me. I ſuſpetting Caruncles made a ſearch, and found f3**" of a 


two little rubs in my way, and behind the Teſticles in Perine@o mer a tull ſtop, 
which the Candle would not pafs ; upon which I drew it out. He had been 
purged ſufficiently by other hands. I began the Cure with emollient Injeftions

fore and after the uſe of the Candle, and to continue the Embrocation and 
Plaiſter as he faw cauſe.

After three 
or four days I returned, and found the Partient had paſſed over the ſtop, bur 
he had a little heared the ©rerthra by over doing. I then letr off the uſe of the

in confideration of the miſchief I have known it do in curdling in the Bladder. 
After the heat was calmed, he uſed the Candles with more moderation, keep. 

One night when he was going to bed [| 
made him a viſit and brought with me ſome medicated Candles, and having firſt 
flatred the upper end of one of them I paſſed ir into the'rethra, and turned 


that end over the Glays, and with a ſoft Linen cloth over ir bound jt cloſe on. 


He ſlept with it until cowards morning, then pulled ic out, and urined. In the 
morning I made a ſearch and found the paſſage open. I injetted ſome of the 
emollient lotion and paſſed in one of the common ſearching Candles, and bound 
it 0nas the former,and adviſed him to keep his Bed,or at leaſt his Chamber thar 
day, and in caſe of Urine to pull it out and inje& a col/yrium of ag. plant. and 
ſgr. de rof. ficcis, and to pur in another Candle the ſame night armed as before. 
By this merhod rhe main Caruncle waſted, and the leſſer which lay in the wa 
ro that was conſumed by the paſſing and lying on of rhe ſame Candles. I feel- 
ing no more rubs left off the uſe of the Candles, and ſent him an injection of ag. 
plantag, rubi, equiſett, wherein was diſlolved E tew grains of lap. medicament. 
Crollii, by which the reliques of the Excreſcences were dried up, as alſo the 
weeping, and the Patient remained cured. Thus by ſhewing the Patients 
to uſe the Candles, they themſelves have ſometimes proſecuted their Cures at 
a yreat diſtance from me with good ſuccels. | 
Oae having had many Gonorrhea's and been frequently under Cure of Ca- 
runcles came tome. Upon ſighr of the Penzs I ſaw he had an iſſuing of much 
matter as in a virulent Goxorrh&a, I made a ſcarch for my own fatisfa&tion, 
and met with ſeveral excreſcences,-and a full ſtop betore I reached to the Pe- 
rin:um. The VUrethra was tender and did not admit the Candle withour pain, 
I began with the letting him blood, and purged him the next morning with 
Whey, Manna and Cremor tartari. After which 1 bathed him four or five 
times in warm water, keeping his body ſoluble the while with Clyſters, or a 
bole of caſta ol. amygd. dul. ſyr. vio. and the like. After he had done bathing 
I gave him 25 grains of 2#er. dw. at night, and a Clyſter the next day, and 
repeated the mer. dul. every other day, and ſyringed him with a lotion ot ag. 
plantag. with a ſolution of #roch. alb. Rhaſ. But afterwards obſerving the mer. 
dul. not to anſwer my expectation, it having as I perceived been no novelty 
to him, [ gave him pr. 8, of zurbith min. which vomired him three or four 
times and gave him half a dozen large ſtools, by which I believed the Mer- 
cury he had taken before worked downward. 1 ordered him a Clyſter of milk 
cum vitel, oyor. that night to quiet his Bowels, and another the next day, and 
the day after gave him 12 gr. of ?arbith miner. which vomited him four or five 
times, and purged him twice or thrice, By the repeating of this Medicament 
twice or thrice, intermitting three or four days berween, I leſſened that flux 
of matter very much, but it making his chaps ſore I purged ir off with the bit- 
ter DecoCtion, and put him into a decod. ſarſe, lig. lentiſc. rad. conſelid. biſtort. 
Oc. and pave him of that ElcQuary with zerebnth. ſal. prunelle, &c. allo Cly- 
ſters of tercbinth, ſometime at night going to bed. InjeQtions of lap: medica- 
mentoſ, Cro[lii were afterwards uſed, by which the running ceaſed. I then made 
a ſearch with a Candle, and having marked the main ſtop I proceeded inthe uſe - 
ot French Candles, which were made taper faſhion, and paſſed one over the great. ,

Caruncle'bound it on; and lefc it lying upon it, ang dire&ed the Patient to 
take it ouwupon occaſion of urining, and afterward to paſs it again, By the 
uſe of that there was room made for rhe application of my own Candles, 
which I armed with that compoſition of merc. precipitat. ec. and thereby did 
wear off that Caruncle.

I preſently cauſed a large pint of milk to be warmed for a Clylter, and 
ſyringed it up quick, and of a ſudden the Urine forced irs way out in a great 
quantity. The Patient ſuppoſed himſelf to have the Stone, bur I aſſured: him 
the contrary, his diſeaſe being Caruncles with Carnofity, no better than the Pox 
in thoſe parts, atid more difficult to cure than any of the forementioned ſpecies 
of it. I let him blood that night, and purged him the next day with a decoCtion 
of. Caſſia, tamarind. &c. with an addition of Manna, ſyr. roſ. Damaſe. and after- 
wards Withed him three or four days, and then anointed with the mercurial 
Uncionts Legs, Arms and Perineum, &c. by which I raifed a falivation, It 
laſted about thirty days, during which he made Urine with morecaſez yet upon 
ſearch I found the Caruncles, but the Carnoſfity in the G/ays, &c. refolved. Du- 
ring his falivating [ caſt emollient Injeions into the ©rethra daily, and after- 
wards While he was in his courſe of ſweating and purging | began to work with 
the Candles, and made way with little difficulty till I came into the Perineum, 
and there I fpent ſome days inendeavouring to paſsa ſmall raper Candle withour 
ſucceſs. Wherefore Tattempted it by the force of a Leaden Probe, and brake the 
Caruncle off.

We agreed upon the Method 
of Cure, and I was to begin my work the next day, but heard not from him

One about 50 years of age who had laboured long with Caruncles, finding 
| his Urine to come daily much more difficulty away, ſent for me, I made a 
| ſearch and found a rub before I had entred an inch intothe dudns. I began by 
purging him with an opening apozeme of cafſia, tamarind. rad. gran. &c. and ler 
him blood, then having relaxed the Zrethra by Emollients I proceeded with 
the Candles, and by degrees made way till I came to a Caruncle near the Te- 
ſticles. IT endeavoured to pals that with taper Candles, and after ſome while 
made way and applyed armed ones for ſome days, and wore that Caruncie 
down, and paſſed in towards the Perineum, where the paſſage was extremely 
ſtrair, and a Caruncle ſtopt our going forwards.
